TH  E  Reafon  why  I  begin  a  new  period  with 
this  year  is,  becaufe  the  fucceeding  years  per- 
ceptibly vary  from  the  former,  as  well  in  the 
miffionaries  own  manner  of  thinking  and 
afting,  as  rn  the  efibiSts  of  it  on  the  converfton  of  the 
Heathen. 

They  had  formed  the  following  remarkable  conclu- 
fion  in  their  covenant -articles  of  the  year  1735  *. 
"  The  grand  objedl  among  us  fhall  be  Jefus  Uhrift, 
**  and  the  grand  do^rine  the  purification  from  all  our 
**  fins  through  his  blood  ftied  upon  the  crofs,  and  his 
"  being  the  caufc  and  fource  of  eternal  falvation  to  all 
**  that  believe  in  him  \  this  we  will  teftify  by  our  word

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**  and  walk,  according  to  the  power  God  fhall  give  us, 
**  and  by  this  we  will  endeavour  to  bring  the  heathen 
**  to  the  obedience  of  faith."     But  yet  their  Diary  pre- 
fents  us  with  fufHcient  tokens,   that  this  fundamental- 
article  was  not  always  duly  eyed  in  their  labour  among 
the  heathen,  or,  as   they  exprefled  themfclves  a  little 
before,  theirfmcererefolves  did  not  rightly  fucceed  in  the 
execution,  for  want  of  unanimity  :  and  whoever  has  read* 
the  preceding  period  with  attention,  muft  have  obferved, 
that  with  a  very  good  meaning  according  to  what  they 
knew,   they,   in  inftru6ling  the  heathen,   moftly  made 
ufe  of  fuch  a  method,  which,  though  it  feems  a  priori 
and  in  the/is  to  be  the  moft  reafonablc,  yet  apojieriori  and 
in  praftice  has  proved  to  be  not  only  fruitlefs  towards 
the  true  converfion  of  the  heathens,  but  alfo  frequently 
a  hindrance  and  hurt.     On  the  other  hand  the  reader 
muft  have  obferved,  that  the  gofpel  concerning  the  Crea- 
tor's becoming  man,  in  order  to  redeem  his  fallen  hu- 
man creatures,  and  his  purchafing  and  winning  them 
with  his  ow       ecious  blood,  and  with  his  innocent  fuf- 
fering  and         ^,  Rew  and  kindled  like  a  fire  from  the 
Lord  in  the  .icarc  of  a  perfcdly  ignorant  heathen,  mol- 
lified his  obdurate  mind,  illuminated  his  dark  fpirit,  and 
brought  his  dead  heart  to  life ;    and  therefore  it  is  v^bvi- 
ous,  that  this  well-tried  method,namely  the  fimple  relation 
and  profitable  application  of  the  meritorious  Incarnation, 
life,  paffion  and  death  of  Jefus,   had  the  beft  and  moft 
infallible  effedt  upon  the  heart  of  the  heathens.     It  is^ 
certain,  there  had  been  many  viciffitudes  in  point  of  the ' 
method  till  this  year,   and  the  confequences  had  been 
as  various  too.     But  the  more  experience  made  them 
wife,   and  the  more  they  were  led]  from  the  effeds  to. 
the  caufe,  the  more  intent  they  became  to  know  nothing 
among  the  heathen  but  Jefus  Chrift  and  him  crucified, 
and  the  more  they  found  that  the  gofpel  is  a  power  of. 
God,  capable  of  vanquifhing  the  moft  wild  and  ftupid' 
•  favages. 

They  had  lately  feen  fome  little  fruit  of  their  labour,. 
I  mean  Samuel  Kaiarnak  and  his  family,  and  would  have 
reckoned  all  their  paft  toils  richly  repaid  with  thofe  four  > 
fouls,  if  they  had  not  beheld  their  flight  with  grief,  and 
with  the  uncertainty  of  ever  getting  them  again  j  nei- 
ther 
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thcr  did  there  appear  much  ground  to  hope  that  their 
lofs  would  be  foon  fupplied  by  others.  However  in  the 
enfuing  period  the  true  awakening  of  the  Greenlanders 
rightly  commenced,  and  the  number  of  the  baptized 
cncreafcd  more  fpeedily  than  any  one  expected. 

Befides,  their  outward  circumftances  took  a  more  fa- 
vourable turn,  and  from  this  time  forward  they  were 
furnifhed  fo  far  with  what  was  neceflary  for  their  bo- 
dily fubfiftence,  that  they  were  no  more  expofed  to  the 
trying  alternative  of  ftarving,  or  abandoning  their  poft 
to  the  reproach  of  the  truth ;  and  not  only  fo,  but  fome 
things  which  had  before  brought  them  into  perplexity, 
were  eafed  or  abrogated  by  a  gracious  royal  refcript.

Therefore  I  could  do  no  other  than  begin  a  new  pe- 
riod with  this  year.  The  blefled  alteration  in  regard  to 
the  work  of  converfion,  is  to  be  attributed,  partly  to 
theVifitation  of  the  refpectable  brother  Andrew  Grajf- 
tmn  *,  who  brought  alfo  a  new  affiftant  ^ohn  Schneider 
with  him ;  and  partly  to  an  ufeful  vifit  the  eldeft  mif- 
fionary  made  to  Germany  j  by  which  means  the  bre- 
thren in  Greenland  got  an  opportunity  of  growing  them- 
felves  in  the  faving  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  all- 
fufficient  merits  of  our  dear  Redeemer,  which  the  Bre- 
thren's Church  had  made  a  very  fenfible  progrefs  in 
fmce  the  year  1734  t>  and  confequently  alfo  in  treating 
with  the  Greenlanders,  they  now  urged  more  the  free 
grace  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  than  the  laborious  and 
yet  moftly  fruitlefs  learning  of  many  truths,  needlefs  at  leaft 

*  Brother  IVenceJl^ui  Ne'ijir  had  been  difpatched  the  foregoing  year  on 
a  vifitation  of  the  Greenland  brethren.  But  the  fhip's  crew  would  not 
land  him  at  Ball's-River,  according  to  the  inftruftions  of  their  owner,  but 
would  firft  go  to  trade  at  Di/ko.  Here  the  ihip  was  taken  away,  and  Neif- 
fer  was  oblit^cd  to  return  in  another  ihip  without  executing  the  comminioil 
he  was  charged  with. 

X  That  liymn,  J^fti,  our  glorious  head  and  chief,  &c.  is  a  fair  monu- 
ment of  this.  Concerning  this  matter  the  Count  writes  as  follows  ; 
"  The  neceffity  of  the  Death  of  Jcfus,  gave  me  an  opening  or  key  into 
"  the  whole  doftrine  of  falvation,  which  I  made  the  firft  happy  trial  of 
"  upon  my  own  heart,  and  the  hearts  of  my  dear  brethren  and  t"ellow-la- 
**  bourers.  And  fmce  1734,  the  propitiatory  Offering  of  Jefus  has  been 
"  our  proper,  our  public,  and  folc  fi:bicft,  our  univerfal  antidote  againft 
"  all  evil  in  doftrine  and  praftice^  aodi  thu!  it  will  abide  to  all  eternity." 
See  the  Prefaic  to  the  Buding-CoUeEiions,   '   • 
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to  beginners,  and  which  could  cither  not  be  rightly  con»- 
prchended  on  account  of  their  multiplicity,  or  not  duly 
ufcd  and  improved  for  want  of  true  life  and  power  firft 
obtained  through  the  blood  of  Jefus. 

But  as  I  find  nothing  very  particular  recorded  of  this 
viAtation,  (there  being  indeed  no  labour  to  be  mentioned 
on  baptized  Greenlanders ,  bccaufe  there  were  none 
then,  and  as  to  the  blefling  and  benefit  it  was  of  to  the 
miffionarics  themfelves,  that  was  a  matter  rather  to  be 
pondered  in  the  filence  of  the  heart  than  to  be  dcfcribed 
in  words;)  therefore  I  fhalJ  only  fubjoin  thus  much  con- 
cerning it.  The  two  brethren  abovcmentioned,  who 
were  natives  of  Moravia,  arrived  quite  unexpeAed  in  a 
Dutch  fhip  May  20.  The  captain  was  obliged  to  land, 
them  thirty-two  leagues  off  from  Goodhope,  and  the 
brethren  were  obliged  to  fetch  all  their  provifion  from 
the  fame  diflance.  This  was  attended  with  many  dan- 
gerous circumftances.  As  they  could  not  take  all  at 
once,  the  captain  attempted  to  advance  a  little  nearer  to 
their  place,  and  kept  three  of  them  on  board,  but  after- 
ward the  fnow  and  contrary  wind  kept  him  off  at  fea. 
At  laft  they  were  obliged  to  take  their  ftores  out  of  the 
ftiip  into  the  boat  on  the  open  fea,  and  to  unload  them 
again  at  the  next  ifland,  w^ycre  they  waited  a  week  for 
better  weather,  and  at  the  end  of  all  narrowly  efcaped 
being  loft  on  a  funken  rock. 

After  a  blefTed  abode  of  ten  weeks,  Andrew  GrafTman 
returned  to  Germany  by  way  of  Copenhagen,  and  took 
the  eldclt  miffionary  Matthew  Staeh  with  him  on  a  vifit 
to  the  congregation.  But  I  fhould  have  faid,  that  they 
firll  were  prelent  at  the  marriage  of  the  fecond  miffio- 
nary, Frederic  Boehntjh  f ,  with  young  Ann  Stach  j  and 
juft  while  they  were  at  dinner,  they  had  the  joy  to  fee 
the  firftling  Samuel,  whofe  return  had  looked  very  du- 
bious to  many,  come  quite  chearful  back  again.

With  refpe£t:  to  the  labour  among  the  heathen,  it  had 
but  a  poor  afpedt  in  the  beginning  of  the  year.  It  is 
true,  there  was  often  a  ftirring  among  them,  cfpecially

when  they  told  thcni  fuinethljig  of  the  Lord  Jcfus  and 
his  fuftcrings  ;  hut  the  hearts  of  very  few  were  th'-ough- 
ly  roufcd  out  of  death.    Many  withftood  the  truth,  par- 
ticularly if  they  were  reprehended  for  any  thing.    Thus 
when  a  certain  woman,  that  was  caught  in  a  lie,  was 
told,  that  at  this  rate  fhc  would  not  go  to  God,  but  to 
the  father  of  lies }  Oie  anfwercd  with  great  impudence, 
that  ftie  had  no  mind  to  go  to  God,  nor  to  hearken  to 
his  word.     As  foon  as  the  fcverity  of  the  winter  wan 
pafl:,  moft  of  them  went  away,  though  they  vi-erc  not 
compeHed  to  it  by  want,  and  in  April  the  reft  followed 
them.     At  that  time  the  brethren  wrote  thus  :    "  Our 
Lord  only  knows  what  part  of  the  feed  we  have  fcat- 
tered  among  them  this  winter,  will  remain  in  their 
hearts.     It  is  undeniable  that  tlie  confcionce  of  one 
and  another  has  been  touched  ;    but  the  power  of 
darknefs  is  ftill  too  ftrong  for  them  *.     At  taking 
leave  we  exhorted  :hem,  not  to  forget  what  they  had 
**  heard,  but  to  think  of  it  /jften,  and  to  embrace  the 
^*  grace  tendered  them,  that  theii-  hearts  might  be  truly 
**  converted.     They  pt.rted  from  us  in  peace,  and,  as 
fome  of  them  faid,  with  a  heavy  hea;  t.     We  pitied 
the  poor  childroh  the  moft  ;    they  had  learnt  very 
prettily  this  Winter,  and  had  a  particular  love  for  us  ; 
we  woy^d  gladly  have  kept  them,  if  the  parents  would 
have  confented.     We  gave  them  their  reading-books 
with  tl^m,  in  which  we  had  wrote  fonie  prayers  and 
many    little    exhortations;    and   as   fome  of  them 
<x)uld  read,     we  bid     them  read  it  to  the  others. 
•*  The  heathen  for  feveral  leagues  round  about  us  have  • 
alfo  been  vifited,  as  often  as  wind  and  weather  would 
permit.     The  efFedl  of  it  is  but  fmall  at  prefcnt,  yet 
now  and  then  fome  of  them  come  and  beg  as  to  vifit 
them  foon  again.     O  that  grace  may  but  once  truly 
feize  and  foften  their  hearts  !     It  ii  not  impOiTible 
to  the  Lord.     He  can  call  that  which  is  not,  and 
"  caufe  it  to  be."  ..  ,.  . 
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*  However,  the  brethren  found  afterwards,  In  virtting  them,  a  pfr- 
ceptible  difference  between  theff.  and  the  other  heathen,  not  only  in  their 
knowledge  and  readlnefs  tc  learn,  but  alfo  in  their  walk.  And  the  ap- 
f roaching  harveft  will  demonftiate,  that  they  did  not  low  in  vain. 
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Void  and  frultlefs  as  all  now  fccmcd  to  be,  yet  very 
foon  after,  this  their  wifli  began  to  tend  towards  its  com- 
pletion. The  firft  joy  with  which  they  were  regaled, 
was  the  already-mentioned  return  of  Samuel  Kaiarnak 
after  a  year's  abfcnce;  and  he  not  only  returneu  fafe, 
and  without  having  fuftained  any  harm  to  his  foul,  but 
alfo  brought  his  brother  and  his  family  with  him,  to 
gain  whom  had  been  the  chief  aim  of  his  expedition. 
He  ftcpped  unexpectedly  into  the  room  while  they  were 
keeping  the  wedding-dinner  of  the  miflionary  Bothnifh, 
and  not  only  filled  the  brethren  with  fo  much  the  greater 
joy,  as  they  had  almoft  given  him  up,  but  alio  cauied  the 
gu'jfts  then  prefent  a  plcafmg  furpri7.e,.to  fee  the  firft 
Greenlander  in  v/hom  grace  prevailed  fo  much,  that 
amidfl:  all  the  temptations  of  the  favages  he  had  remain- 
ed faithful,  and  had  even  laboured  on  their  fouls.  He 
told  us,  that  all  he  had  hoard  here,  he  had  made  known 
to  the  heathens  in  the  foutii ,  that  at  firft  they  heard  it 
with  pleafure  and  wonder  j  but^when  after  a  while  they 
were  tired  of  it,  and  turned  it  all  to  ridicule  and  levity, 
then  he  retired  in  ftillnefs,  purfued  iiis  foul's  edification 
with  our  Saviour  alone,  and  kept  every  day  an  hour  of 
prayer  with  his  family.  Towards  the  Litter  part  he 
longed  very  much  to  be  with  us  again,  aii^^  iiovv  he 
could  not  poffibly  leave  us  any  more,  bccauU  even  in 
his  ahfence  he  had  felt,  how  much  we  loved  hi»  and  his 
family's  fouls.  He  had  left  his  fon  a  year  longer  among 
his  friends,  in  hopes  that  it  would  prove  an  opportunity 
for  them  alfo  to  come  hither  and  hear  the  gofpel. 

But  now  there  was  alfo  another  perfon  that  increafed 
the  brethren's  joy,  and  that  was  a  young  woman  that 
inceflantly  entreated  them  to  take  her  into  their  fervice, 
as  fhe  had  nobody  to  take  ere  of  her.  However,  as 
they  could  perceive  no  true  defire  in  her  after  the  word 
of  life,  but  fuppofed  (he  had  nothing  but  temporal  views, 
they  fliewtd  her  fome  kindnefles  and  difmifled  her.  After 
Ibme  time  fhe  came  again,  and  complained  with  tears 
that  (he  could  not  hold  out  any  longer  among  the  hea- 
then, who  all  defpifed  her  and  fell  hard  upon  her,  be- 
caufe  flie  could  not  join  in  their  ways  any  longer,  as  her

whole  dcfire  wa5,  to  be  converted.  Upon  this  they  took 
her  in  at  the  colony,  where  flie  continued  with  the  Da- 
nifh  miflionary,  carneftly  fupplicating  for  grace  i  fhc  In- 
creafcd  fo  fait  in  the  mod  neccflary  knowlcd/^c,  that  he 
baptized  her  before  the  end  of  the  year.      _  j  ^. 

The  third  comfortable  inftance  was  a  yf/ung  woman 
in  New-Herrnhut,  who  was  alfo  very  much  laid  hold  of, 
H.''  fpoke  of  the  value  of  grace  to  ail  that  would  hear 
her,  but  more  cfpecially  to  the  children.  She  did  not 
want  for  contempt  ana  oppofition.  Among  the  relt, 
they  once  bid  her  hold  her  tongue,  adding  that  when 
they  hearkened  to  her  and  reflcdlcd  upoji  that  matter, 
they  grew  fick ;  they  meant,  that  they  felt  an  uncafincfs 
in  their  hearts,  which  was  difagrccable  to  them.  But 
flic  replied,  that  when  fhc  was  fick,  fhe  was  made  well 
by  prayer. 

Concerning  the  fourth  joyful  inftance,  I  find  fomc- 
thing  more  noted  down  here  and  there,  and  will  con 
cifely  colle<£l  the  Brethren's  own  words  in  one  view  • 
**  In  one  Greenland  houfe,  where  all  the  reft  were  ftiil 
**  dead  and  full  of  oppofition,  there  was  one  young;  wo- 
**  man  called  Pujftmek^  who  was  very  much  aftcdled. 
**  One  time,  when  we  were  fpeaking  at  a  meeting,  fhc 
*'  held  her  hands  before  her  face  to  hide  her  tears,  an4 
**  fecretly  fighed,  O  Lord  !  let  thy  light  break  through 
*'  the  very  thick  darknefs.  Another  time  we  faw  her 
**  kneeling  behind  a  rock,  and  only  heard  the  following 
*'  words  :  O  God,  thou  knoweft  that  I  am  very  much 
**  corrupted  from  our  firft  parents,  have  mercy  on  me  I 
*'  When  ftie  was  afterwards  afked  what  ftie  was  about 
*'  there,  (he  anfwered :  Becaufe  I  now  begin  to  believe,  I 
pray  every  day  in  fecret  to  God  to  be  gracious  to  mc. 
Upon  this  fhe  was  taken  under  more  exprcfs  inftruc- 
tion,  and  once  wheu  (he  was  directed  to  ftedfaftnefs 
and  continuance  in  prayer,  (he  herfelf  began  to  weep 
and  pour  forth  the  following  ejaculations:  O  Jefus, 
my  heart  is  very  much  corrupted,  O  make  ms  truly 
*'  humbled  and  grieved  about  it,  becaufe  thou  wilt  have 
"  it  fo ;  take  away  the  bad  thoughts  from  me,  and  form 
**  my  heart  fo,  that  it  may  be  pleafing  to  thee.  And  as 
*'  I, know  but  little  of  thy  word  as  yet,  give  me  thy  Spi- 
*'  rit  to  inftrudl  me."    The  reft  of  the  people  of  the 
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-*  houfe  where  flic  lived,  were  put  to  fhame  and  touch- 
ed with  the  example  of  this  damfel,  and  yet  had  no 
inclination  to  follow  it;  therefore  they  hated  her,  and, 
contrary  to  the  cuftom  of  the  Greenlanders,  treated 
her  very  (harply,  and  would  fcarce  allow  her  to  go 
any  more  to  the  meetings  ;  and  when  they  removed 
**  their  habitation,  fhe  was  obliged  to  follow  th?m9 
**  though  Ihe  would  have  been  very  glad  to  have  ftaid. 
**  But  in  a  few  days  (he  came  again,  and  entreated  U|S 
**  to  take  her  into  our  fervice,  and  afterwards  could  nc- 
**  ver  be  prevailed  on  by  good  nor  bad  words  to  leave  hc;r 
*'  teachers. 

**  One  could  perceive  a  particular  defire  in  this  perfo^ 
to  experience  the  power  of  Jefus's  blood.  She  was 
never  weary  of  hearing  of  it,  and  foon  began  to  con-^ 
fefs  and  fpeak  of  it  before  others.  When  any  hea- 
thens came  on  a  vifit,  ihe  went  among  them  diredtly, 
and,  whether  afked  or  not,  told  them  why  fhe  lived 
here,  what  fhe  had  already  experienced  by  the  tefli- 
mony  of  Jefus's  fufFerings,  and  how  fhe  wanted  to  be  » 
partaker  of  all  the  bleffings  treafured  up  in  it.  By  ^his 
always  fome,  and  now  and  then  perfe<Sl  ftrangers, 
were  very  much  affected,  Therefore  fhe  was  taken 
into  a  more  immediate  preparation  for  baptifm,  and 
we  endeavoured  to  give  her  a  right  conception  of  the 
**  inflitution,  defign  and  operation  of  this  holy  facra- 
*'  ment.  And  now  her  fleady  declaration  was,  that 
**  fhe  no  more  believed  that  Jcfus  is  the  friend  of  finners 
**  becaufe  we  had  told  her  fo,  but  becaufe  fhe  expe- 
'*  rienced  it  in  her  own  heart.  Now  as  we  had  dif- 
covered  in  her  a  mofl  ardent  longing  after  the  blood 
of  fprinkling  and  the  energy  of  Jefus's  death,  and  as 
fhe  had  repeatedly  uttered  her  great  defire  for  bap- 
"  tifm  ;  therefore  on  the  30th  of  October  fhe  was  bap- 
**  tized  in  the  name  of  the  holy  Trinity,  and  the  name 
'*  Sarah  was  given  her.  Many  Greenlanders  were  pre- 
**  fen.,  mofl:  of  whom  were  moved  by  the  power  of  the 
'^^  Lord,  and  fame  beheld  and  heard  with  tears.  Bleffed 
<*  be  God  for  this  time  of  grace  !  '* 
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§  5. 
Through  this  there  commenced  a  new  ftirring  among 

the  Greenlanders.  Many  had  a  defire  excited  in  them 
to  become  fo  happy  as  thefe  their  country-people,  and 
begged  to  be  often  vifited.  The  Brethren  alfo  endea- 
voured to  make  the  example  and  tcftimony  of  thefe  firft- 
fruits  of  fervice  to  others,  and  took  them  fometimes 
with  them  to  the  heathens,  to  convince  them  by  living 
epiftles  that  the  word  of  the  crofs  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  falvation  to  all  them  that  believe,  and  that  it  has 
efficacy  enough  to  new-mould  their  hearts,  minds,  tem- 
pers and  all  faculties.  Neither  was  it  in  vain.  They 
bore  witnefs  to  the  grace  that  our  Saviour  has  purchafed 
for  all  men  by  his  blood,  and  which  they  had  now 
experienced  in  their  own  hearts,  and  th{5  they  did  with 
fuch  franknefs  and  fpirit  that  the  infidels  themfelves 
were  amazed.  Moft  of  them  were  touched,  afid  fome 
were  fully  convinced  that  they  were  fimiers^  and  flood 
in  need  of  the  blood  of  Jefus ;  which  otherwife  was 
fo  hard  for  them  to  believe.  An  old  grey-headed  man 
faid,  that  the  name  of  Jefus  was  imprelfed  on  his  heart, 
and  that  wherever  he  was,  he  was  always  thinking 
Jefuna!  i.  e.  O  Jefus  !  which  word  he  had  heard  fome- 
times in  prayer.  The  brethren  expatiated  further  upon 
it,  and  counfelied  him  to  call  continually  upon  this  faving 
name  in  all  places,  and  then  life  would  be  imparted  to  him. 
Another  time  when  the  brethren  "had  travelled  alone 
feveral  leagues  fouth  to  the  heathen  that  had  lived  with 
them  the  preceding  year,  and  who  had  at  fundry  times 
defired  them  to  viht  them,  they  write,  "  Our  Saviour 
*'  gave  entrance  te  our  teftimony,  and  there  was  fcarce 
*,'  one  difcourfe  held  during  thefe  five  days,  that  did  not 
**  touch  fome  of  their  hearts.  We  fee  vifibly  that  the 
*'  Lord  is  arifen  to  build  up  his  Zion  here  in  Green- 
*'  land  alfo,  which  has  fo  long  lain  wafte.  In  the 
**  mean  tinie  Samuel  frequently  kept  hours  for  prayer 
**  at  hqme  with  the  Greenlanaers,  neither  hath  Sarah 
**  been  inadive  among  her  fex  and  the  children.  But 
"  efpecially  if  there  are  any  that  are  laid  hold  of  by 
"  grace,  fhe  enters  into  frequent  converfations  with 
*f  them  about  the  ftate  of  their  hearts,  direAs  them,  with 
•'  all  their  n^if^ry,  according  to  her  ovm  experience,  to 
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*'  the  Lamb  of  God  that  taketh  away  the  fin  of  the 
^*  world,  and  in:  fhort  fecks  all  occafions  to  gain  fome- 
**  thing  with  the  talent  entrufted  to  her." 

The  heathens  alfo  that  came  from  remote  places  and 
rifitcd  them,  went  away  with  a  blelTed  impreffion  of  the 
converted   Greenlanders   teftimony.      In  June    many 
Southlanders  came  hither  as  they  paffed  by.     The  bre- 
thren couldinot  rightly  learn  the  place  of  their  abode 
(which  was  very  far  off  and  poflibly  quite  on  the  eaft 
fide)  becaufe  they  eould  not  perfe<5Uy  underftand  their 
<liale(5l,  which  they  lengthen  out  in  a  kind  of  finging 
tone.     The  account  of  the  crucified  Jefus,  and  his  love 
to  all  men,    was  quite  new  and  incomprehenfible  to 
them ;  yet  they  were  not  averfc  to  it,  but  heard  all  with 
cagernefs.     In  Auguft  many  Northlanders  pitched  their 
tents  by  the  brethren  for  feme  days.     Though  thefe 
fuppofed,  they  firmly  believed  all  that  was  told  them 
,(for  they  were  not  perfedly  ignorant  before)  yet  they 
were  often  touched  when  the  brethren  told  them  of  the 
right  ftate  of  a  foul  that  really  believes  in  Jefus  and  loves 
him.      They  were  particularly  very  ftill    and    muclp 
ilruck,  when  Samuel  or  Puffimek  (the  latter  being  not 
yet  baptized )  gave  them  an  account  of  their  converfion. 
They  wondered  moft  of  all  at  their  prayers  j  they  ima- 
gined they  had  learnt  them  by  heart,  and  would  fain 
Jjave  learnt  them  too.     But  they  tdld  them.,  they  muft 
iirft  learn  to  know  their  mifery,  and  when  they  came  tp 
feel  that,    want  and  diftrefs  would  teach  them  how  to 
ipread  their  defires  from  the  bottom  of  their  heart  before 
our  Saviour. 

A  good  many  came  alfo  from  time  to  time  from  the 
adjacent  iflands  on  a  vifit  for  feveral  days,  and  this  way 
liever  without  fome  effeft.  The  brethren  converfed  fre- 
quently with  them,  and  the  interview  was  commonly 
concluded  by  one  of  the  awakened  ones  with  a  wartrt 
exhortation  or  prayer,  at  which  the  favages  often  laid 
their  hand  upon  their  mouth  as  a  token  of  theijr 
wonder. 


§  6.  ^ 

Towards  winter  the  little  flock  of  Greenlanders  that 
were  in  fearch  of  falvation,  was  increafed  with  another' 
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family.  The  brethren  now  regulated  their  meetings 
anew,  and  chofe  to  abridge  themfelves  of  part  of  their 
own  ufual  private  edification,  in  order  to  gain  more 
time  for  inftruding  the  heathen.  For  this  end  they 
began  to  tranflate  the  Harmony  of  the  four  evangelifts 
into  Greenlandifh,  in  which  work  Samuel  and  Sarah 
rendered  them  great  fervice,  and  enjoyed  many  a  blefT- 
ing  for  their  own  hearts.  The  brethren  obferved,  that 
they  ufed  expreffions,  efpecially  in  their  prayers,  which 
it  would  have  been  impoHible  to  have  found  out  by  the 
rules  of  grammar.  They  therefore  always  took  good 
notice  of  fuch,  and  learnt  to  /peak  from  their  believing 
Greenlanders,  after  thefe  had  learnt  to  ibjni  from 
(hem. 

In  teaching  thefe  two  perfons,  they  endeavoured  to 
acquaint  them  of  all  the  truths  necefl'ary  to  falvation, 
becaufe  they  were  in  a  capacity  of  labouring  upon  others, 
and  had  often  more  opportunity  than  their  teachers,  ojf 
introducing  fomething  profitable  among  the  favages. 
They  particularly  difcovered  a  very  lively  ailive  fpirit  in 
Samuel.  He  feldom  omitted  an  opportunity  of  bearing 
his  teftimony  before  the  Greenlanders,  and  confirmed 
it  by  his  exemplary  walk.  As  he  was  once  upon  a 
journey,  he  was  invited  by  the  natives  to  a  dance  at  the 
fun-feaft,  and  to  rejoice  with  them  at  the  return  of  the 
fun ;  but  he  gave  them  this  anfwer,  "  I  have  now 
another  kind  of  joy,  becaufe  another  Sun,  namely 
Jefus,  is  arifcn  in  my  heart.  Neither  have  I 
any  time  for  it,  for  I  muft  haften  to  my  teachers, 
who  will  foon  have  a  great  feftival,  to  rejoice  that 
the  Creator  of  all  things  was  born  into  the  world  as 
a  poor  child  to  redeem  us."  He  uttered  fuch  a  dif- 
courfe  upon  this  fubje6t,  as  amazed  them  all ;  as  his 
brother,  who  alfo  concurred  with  him  therein,  told  us. 
Vet  when  he  was  to  go  away,  the  favages  made  another 
trial,  and  would  have  him  come  only  once  to  a  dance 
fome  other  time,  becaufe  he  had  been  always  a  great 
inafter  in  thjs  art ;  but  he  replied  :  "  They  fhould  rather 
*'  lay  to  heart  what  he  had  told  them,  for  he  was  quite 
"  in  earnell."  His  brother,  who  is  lately  come  to  feel 
his  mifery  and  to  lo^ig  for  grace,  exprefled  himfelf  to 
(hem  in  th^  fame  manner. 
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■    .  §  7.      '•   . 

There  were  alfo  traces  of  a  work  of  grace  annong  the 
reft  of  the  Greenland  inhabitants,  though  attended  with 
many  viciflitudes.  It  was  the  fame  among  the  baptized. 
Anna,  Samuel's  wife,  being  once  dangeroufly  fick, 
was  afked,  whether  fhe  was  ftill  afraid  of  death  like  the 
reft  of  the  Greenlanders  ?  Ihe  anfwered,  **  No,  I  know 
•'  well  that  I  am  very  defeftlve  and  ftill  tardy,  but  yet, 
"  I  truft  our  Saviour  will  take  me  to  himfelf  in  mercy.*' 
And  during  her  ficknefs,  (he  often  prayed  to  our  Saviour 
by  day  and  night  from  the  bottom  of  her  heart.  One 
might  almoft  fay,  that  her  hufband  prayed  her  well ;  for 
he  had  a  ftrenuous  and  ftedfaft  faith  which  no  obftacles 
could  baffle,  and  when  he  had  a  fuit  to  make,  he  faid. 
My  Saviour,  I  know  that  all  things  are  poflible  to 
thee  •,  now  as  thou  haft  bid  us  a(k  what  we  are  in 
u  ant  of,  therefore  I  pray  thee  hear  me  even  at  pre- 
fent."  And  many  times,  what  he  prayed  for,  came 
to  pafs. 

But  the  malicious  enemy  plotted  foon  after  to  breed 
difharmony  between  this  firft  believing  married  couple, 
in  order  to  bring  a  blemifh  upon  the  truth,  and  to 
render  Samuel  ufelefs.  Some  mifchief-makers,  out  of 
rancor  and  envy,  tried  to  make  his  wife  believe,  that 
he  had  taken  her  fervant-maid  for  his  fecondary  wife. 
Anna  examined  narrowly  into  it,  and  was  foon  con- 
vinced that  it  was  only  the  wanton  lies  of  wicked 
people  :hathad  fomented  her  jealoufy,  and  mifled  her  to 
utter  hard  words.  Yet  Samuel  was  alfo  much  afti  .med, 
that  he  had  not  ftiewn  due  patience  and  meeknefs  wheri 
ihe  c/arged  him  with  it.  The  brethren  makf  this  re- 
mark on  the  occafion  :  **  We  fee  that  our  Saviour  ho- 
nours him  more  and  more  with  the  participation  of  his 
honourable  reproach  j  but  at  the  fame  time  he  endows- 
him  by  his  blood  with  more  and  mortf  ftrength  to 
bear  it  willingly  after  him." 
Thefe  now  were  the  firft  good  efFe£l;s  of  the  tcftimony 
concerning  the  crucified  Jefus,  whereof  one  of  thiu 
brethren  writes  at  the  clofe  of  the  year  as  follows : 
*'  As  I  was  fpeaking  in  the  meeting  of  the  wounds 
*'  and  nail-prints  of  Jefus>  an  invifible  power  ftirred  in

**  my  heart  and  the  hearts  of  all  prefent  There  has 
"  been  a  particular  fpirit  of  life  among  us  for  fome  time, 
[o  that  fcarce  a  foul  has  remained  untouched,  nay 
even  the  little  children,  that  ftill  fuck  at  the  bread, 
begin  to  lifp  the  name  of  Jefus  and  his  blood. 

**  Here  is  our  hand ;  us,  Lord,  aflift 
**  To  execute  j  moft  glad  will  we 
<■'       **  Thy  helpers  in  all  hardfhips  be, 
'  i'  **  Until  we  once  together  reft." 
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The  ninth  Year  1741.

TH  E  gracious  working  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  was  ob-' 
ferved  to  be  very  powerful  on  *  e  Greenlanders 
during  the  remainder  of  the  winter ;  and  many  ftirrings, 
to  us  joyful,  difcovered  themfelves  among  the  neighbour- 
ing favages,  fo  that  there  were  hopes  of  winning  many 
of  them  as  a  triumph  of  their  Redeemer's  paffion.  Mean 
while  the  firftling  Samuel,  after  he  had  affiduoufly  help- 
ed in  the  tranflations,  and  made  a  couple  of  bleficd  vi- 
iits  to  the  heathen  in  company  of  the  miHionaries,  haft- 
ened  to  his  happy  exit.  I  will  briefly  recite  their  own 
words  concerning  it  out  of  their  Diary. 

*'  In  February  we  have  been  diligently  at  work  in 
tranflating  the  harmony  of  the  four  evangelifts.  Sa- 
muel and  Sarah  have  affifted  us  faithfully  therein,  and 
at  the  fame  time  the  words  of  our  Saviour  have  prov* 
cd  very  lively  to  their  own  hearts.  We  difcourfe  with 
them  every  day  about  fome  truth  or  other,  becaufc 
they  can  illuftrate  them  to  others  better  than  we, 
which  we  often  hear  them  do  to  our  furprize.  Sa- 
muel has  alfo  been  twice  abroad  to  tell  the  heathen 
fomething  of  Jefus  the  friend  of  fmners.  They  would 
not  hear  him  the  firft  time,  but  turned  his  difcourfe 
into  ridicule.  He  came  home  with  grief,  and  pray- 
ed our  Saviour  with  tears  to  look  in  mercy  upon  his 
and  his  country  people's  mifery.  Soon  after,  he  went 
to  Kangek,  and  found  fome  hearers  full  of  defire, 
wlw)m  he  told  with  alacrity,  how  good  it  was  to  be- 
long 
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*«  iong  to  Jefus.  We  rejoiced  with  him  at  the  grace  out 
*•  Saviour  had  beftowed  on  him.     On  the  i8th  he  was 
**  uncommonly  affected   in  a  converfation  about  the 
'*  blood  of  Jefus,  and  his  love  to  fmners.     The  2ift  he 
was  taken  fick  of  a  cough,  attended  with  pleuritic 
flitches.    We  fpoke  with  him  of  the  tranfitorinefs  of 
this  momentary  life,  which  (hould  induce  us  to  refign 
ourfelves  daily  into  our  Saviour's  hands.    During  our 
difcourfe  he  grew  fo  faint,  that  he  could  neither  hear 
nor  fee.  We  prayed  with  him,  and  during  the  prayer 
he  came  again  to  himfelf,  and  dire<^ly  began  himielf 
to  pray  in  the  midit  of  the  moft  acute  pains  fo  heartily 
and  confidently,  that  we  and  all  the  Greenlanders 
flanding  about  him  were  amazed.  After  that  he  found 
fomc  mitigation.  The  25th  it  feized  him  again  fo  vio- 
lently, that  his  breath  was  often  quite  flopped.     Yet 
amidft  the  greateft  agonies,  his  carriage  and  mien  was 
compofed  and  folid,  and  when  his  domeftics  would 
talk  any  thing  to  him  about  earthly  ajfFairs,  he  defired 
them  not  to  encumber  his  heart  with  fuch  things,  for 
he  had  our  Saviour  conftantly  in  his  heart  and  mind. 
When  they  once  began  to  weep,  he  faid  :  Don't  be 
grieved  about  me ;  have  you  not  often  heard  that  be- 
lievers, when  they  die,  go  to  our  Saviour,  and  par- 
take of  his  eternal  joy  ?  You  know  that  I  am  the  firfl 
of  you  that  was  converted  by  our  Saviour,  and  now  it 
is  his  will  that  I  fhall  be  the  firft  to  go  to  him.  If  you 
are  faithful  to  the  end,  we  fhall  fee  one  another  again 
before  the  throne  of  the  Lamb,  and  rejoice  for  ever  at 
the  grace  he  has  conferred  upon  us.     In  the  mean 
time  he  will  know  how  to  provide  food  for  you  all, 
and  particularly  for  my  wife."  Then  he  entreated  us 
to  take  the  charge  of  her,  and  the  reft  that  he  left  be- 
hind, both  fpiritually  and  temporally,  and  efpecially 
of  his  fon  Matthew,  who  was  not  .yet  returned  from 
the  fouth,  and  of  one  of  the  two  little  fons  that  were 
born  to  him  the  ift  of  laft  January ;  he  defired  us  to 
look  upon  thefe  two  as  our  own  children,  and  to  keep 
them  here  in  cafe  his  wife  fhould  remove  from  us. 
Then  we  prayed  with  him,  and  fung  fome  hymns, 
and  he  could  join  fometimes  in  finging.     The  26th 
wc  fpokc  to  him  about  the  Lamb  of  God,  how  he  had 
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•*  borne  our  fins  and  the  fins  of  the  whole  world,  and 
**  that  he  prayed  and  fwcated  blood  in  the  great  anguiftv 
••  of  his  foul,  to  redeem  U3  from  everlafting  pain  and 
**  anguilb.  He  faid  :  he  knew  very  well  that  his  pain 
*'  was  nothing  to  what  our  Saviour  had  endured  for 
**  him,  and  he  believed  too  that  he  had  not  only  de- 
•*  ferved  much  greater  bodily  pain  for  his  wicked  life, 
•'  but  eternal  damnation  befides ;  yet  he  firmly  believed 
that  the  Son  of  God  became  man  and  (hed  his  blood 
to  deliver  him  from  all  fin,  and  to  procure  eternal 
life  for  him.  The  27th  we  fpoke  to  him  on  Matt. 
22.  He  that  endureth  to  the  end^  /hall  be  faved.  He 
was  very  much  cheared  by  it,  and  told  us  that  every 
thing  he  had  heard  in  the  days  of  his  health,  was 
now  much  clearer  to  his  heart.  He  was  much  weak- 
er in  the  afternoon  j  all  the  fix  days  he  had  conftant- 
ly  fat  upright,  becaufe  he  could  not  move  for  exccf- 
nve  pain.  The  Danifh  mifiionary  vifited  him  to-day, 
as  indeed  he  had  done  every  day,  and  fpoke  to  him, 
becaufe  he  acknowledged  the  grace  our  Saviour  had 
**  endowed  him  with,  and  lo  ';d  him  very  much.  Now 
*•  juft  as  we  were  fpeaking  with  him  of  the  goodnefs  of 
'*  the  Lord,  he  bowed  his  head  and  reftcd  it  upon  his 
"^'^  'nnds,  as  if  he  had  a  mind  to  fleep.  But  we  foon 
**  perceived  that  he  was  near  his  departure ;  therefore 
"  vl^e  kneeled  down,  and  committed  his  foul  to  the  arms 
of  Jefus.  His  wife  Anna  and  his  brother  Kuyayak 
were  very  refigned,  quite  contrary  to  the  cuftoni  of 
the  Greenlrjiders,  and  dqfired  us  to  bury  him  accor- 
ding to  the  manner  of  believers.  Accordingly  wc 
carried  his  corpfe  into  our  houfe,  drefled  it  in  white 
and  laid  i :  in  a  c®fHn.  I'he  28th  the  miflionaries, 
factors,  boatnjen  and  Greenlanders  of  the  colony 
came  hitlicr  to  his  interment.  Firft  we  fung  fome 
hymns,  thatufedto  make  a  particular  impieflion  upon 
the  deceafed.  After  a  difcourfe  on  Jolm  v.  24—29. 
**  four  Greenland  boys  carried  his  remains  to  our  new 
burying-place,  which  was  at  the  fame  time  confe- 
crated  with  this  tranfadlion.  At  the  grave  one  of  the 
Danifh  miflionaries  gave  a  fhort  exhortation  to  the 
company  prefent,  on  the  words :  I  am  the  rijwre£lion 
and  the  life,  &c.  and  told  them  that  a  believer  does 
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not  Gie,  but  at  his  departure  begins  truly  to  live,  and 
lives  for  evermore.  Then  we  kneeled  down  upon  the 
fnow  under  the  canopy  of  the  firmament,  and   gave 
back  to  our  Saviour  this  our   firftling,    with  our 
boundcn  thanks  for  the  grace  he  had  imparted  to  us 
and  this  our  happily  departed  brother,   fince  we  had 
been  acquainted  together.     The  Greenlanders  won- 
dered at  all  that  they  faw  and  heard,   becaufe  it  is 
perfectly  contrary  to  their  way  for  people  to  be  fo 
willing,  adive  and  affectionate  in  the  lail:  offices  to  a 
corpfe,  except  it  is  their  neareft  relation. 
"  Now,  tenderly  beloved  brethren,   you  may  eafily 
imagine  how  it  was  with  us  at  this  event.     Should  we 
confult  our  reafon  about  it,  we  fhould  certainly  not 
know  what  to  think.     For  we  know  beft,  what  a 
jewel  and  what  a  help  our  late  brother  has  been  to  us, 
efpecially  in  tranflating,  for  we  needed  but  to  tell  him 
a  verfe  with  half  Greenland  words,   and  he  knew 
directly  how  to  model  it  according  to  the  Greenland 
idiom.     We  have  vifibly  perceived  this  winter  that 
our  Saviour  accelerated  his  confummation.    He  was  a 
lively  adive  wit;nefs  among  his  people,  and  anointed, 
ferious  and  folid  both  in  his  difcourfes  and  prayers. 
We  have  feen  that  his  teftimony  has  been  a  bleffing 
to  many  fouls,  and  have  perceived  by  the  fequel,  that 
even  through  his  going  home  to  our  Saviour,  more 
itirring  and  life   takes  place   among    the   Green-^ 
landers.'*        .  ,      ,       ,.     *  ^  <  >  .,i  ,      .     •* 
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This  was  foon  difcernible  in  his  widow,  who  often 
recoUedted  the  words  of  her  hufband  with  blelling, 
yielded  more  room  to  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
gave  real  proofs  that  ihe  was  not  like  the  other  heathen 
who  have  no  hope.  But  as  (he  had  now  no  provider, 
the  brethren  took  her  and  her  children  under  their  care, 
that  want  might  not  drive  her  to  herheathenilh  relations 
before  we  could  flation  her  in  fome  proper  Greenland 
family  again. 

Samuel's  departure  had  alfo  fome  good  elFe<Sl  on  his 
brother  Ku^ayak,  who  had  hitherto  no  full  mind 
to  be  converted.  "  It  is  true  (faid  he}  I  have  been  as 
......    '  "  yet 
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yet  undetermined  whether  I  would  remain  with  you 
or  not.  But  fince  I  have  feen  how  faithfully  my  bro- 
**  thcr  adhered  to  the  Saviour,  and  how  joyous  his  end 
•♦  was,  I  very  much  regret  my  negligence,  that  I  have 
"  not  taken  better  notice  of  the  words  of  our  Saviour  j 
but  now  I  am  come  to  a  refolution  to  follow  my 
brother's  example,  that  I  may  die  witli  chearfulnefs 
**  when  it  (hall  pleafe  G^d."  But  alas  !  foon  after,  his 
wife  dying,  he  was  again  irrefolute.  Her  end  was  very 
different  from  Samuel's,  for  as  (he  was  not  endowed 
with  the  fame  jirit  in  her  life,  fo  there  was  fuch 
a  glaring  difparicy  in  her  ficknefs  and  death,  that  it  was 
confpicuous  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  Greenlanders,  and 
animated  them  to  a  zealous  emulation  of  Samuel's  in- 
flruftive  example.  Only  it  had  not  this  efFccl  upon  her 
hufband.  In  the  fpring  he  went  with  his  family  to  the 
iflands,  as  all  the  Greenlanders  are  wont  to  do  for  their 
livelihood.  The  farewel  was  attended  with  tears  on 
both  fides,  he  as  well  as  all  the  reft  promifed  to  think 
frequently  on  what  they  had  heard  during  the  winter. 
When  he  came  on  a  vifit,  he  aflured  them  that  he  had 
not  yet  forgot  it ;  and  that  word  particularly  recurred 
often  to  his  mind,  that  Jefus  had  (bed  his  blood  for 
fmners.  He  came  alfo  according  to  promife,  and  lived 
the  following  winter  with  the  brethren ;  but  as  to  his 
converfion  it  came  to  nothing,  for  the  next  year  he  went 
quite  aw;iy  towards  the  north,  and  on  the  way  he  loft 
his  life. 

Of  his  fon  Kuanak  they  had  better  hopes,  but  alfo 
more  trouble  about  him  becaufe  of  .he  inconftancy  of 
his  father.  He  was  a  boy  of  a  ba(hful  but  childlike 
mind,  (hewed  a  hearty  love  to  our  Saviour  and  io  thofe 
that  believed,  and  was  often  feen  alone  at  prayer.  He 
was  indeed  obliged  to  go  with  hi?  father  to  the  iflands 
for  food,  but  fcldom  miffed  an  opportunity  of  vifiting 
his  teachers,  who  found  fo  much  the  greater  defire  in 
him  after  the  word  of  life,  the  more  he  learnt  to  difcern 
the  difference  between  believers  and  unbelievers.     "  I 
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am  often  quite  anxious  (fald  he)  among  the  heathens, 
therefore  I  implore  our  Saviour  to  give  me  grace  and 
ftrength,  that  I  may  never  ftray  from  him ;  for  I  can 
find  reft  no  whcr.-,  but  when  I  caft  myfclf  at  Jefus'a 
Vol.  H.  B  ♦*  feet. 
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feet,  and  lay  my  heart  before  him  in  the  condition  it 
is  in."     He  had  a  great  defire  to  have  Hayed  with  his 
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came 
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teachers,  but  was  ohfiKed  at  laft  to  fellow  his 
his  voyage  to  thr,  ^,  and  after  his  death 
back  as  a  poor  ct 

Grace  difplaycu  itfelf  powerfully  even  on  refractory 
advcrfaries.  Okutfuk  the  Hngle  woman,  who  had  re-* 
turned  fuch  an  impudent  anfwer  to  the  reproof  given 
her  for  lying,  and  had  loft  herfelf  this  fummer  among 
the  favages,  having  been  a  fpedator  of  Samuel's  edifying  ' 
exit,  canve  again  and  faid,  That  though  (he  had  been 
ever  fmce  among  the  heathen,  yet  (he  had  been  deeply 
convinced  of  her  mifery,  and  had  now  an  ardent  defirc 
to  experience  the  power  of  Jefus's  blood  in  her  heart, 
and  to  be  baptized.  She  perfcvered  in  this  mind  with 
great  zeal,  and  at  laft  foribok  her  great  and  wealthy 
family,  and  came  again  in  the  winter  to  the  believers. 
.  The  faithfulnefs  of  Ippcgau  in  felling  the  brethren 
vitStuals  at  the  time  of  their  extreme  diftrefs  Hve  years 
ago,  was  requited  him  in  his  children.  His  daughter, 
who  lived  at  the  colony,  was  very  powerfully  laid  hold 
of,  could  feldom  hear  an  exhortation  without  tears,  and 
earneilly  longed  that  our  Saviour  would  be  gracious  t9 
her,  and  warn  away  her  fins  with  his  blood  *.  • 

Such  inftances  of  hsathcns  of  both  fexes,  in  whom 
the  grace  of  our  Saviour  demonftrated  its  power,  excited 
the  reft  to  come  oftncr  to  vifit  us,  and  to  give  more 
diligent  heed  to  the  preaching  of  the  gofpel,  which  they 
did  with  an  inipreflion  from  whence  abundant  fruit 
might  be  expeded  in  time.  The  miffionaries  turned 
this  good  difpofition  to  advantage,  and  made  many 
cxcurlions  to  them.  I  Ihall  only  tranfcribe  a  compen- 
dium of  one  out  of  their  diary. 

"  As  our  Greenlanders  would  go  to  vifit  their  friends 
at  Kangek  on  the  loth  of  January,  it  was  thought 
proper  that  one  of  us  ftiould  go  with  thera,  to  inftrudl 
"  them  and  the  inhabitants  there.  We  fortunately 
"  came  to  a  place  where  there  were  fix  houfes  and 

•  Twenty  years  after,  many  tf  this  mjw's  family  and  pofterity  have 
been  fcizcd  by  grace  and  baptized. 
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many  people.    In  the  evening  I  and  Samuel  *  fpoke 
with  the  men,  Sarah  of  her  own  accord  accofted  the 
women,  and  Kuanak  the  boys.    They  lead  a  quiet 
lifehert.    The  iitb  I  went  to  another  place  where 
four  houfes  ftand.     We  fpolcc  with  the  people,   and 
^  perceived  a  ftirring  among  them.    But  in  one  houfe 
**  we  could  fpeak  nothing,    they  were  quite  taken  Up 
"  with  lamentations  over    fomebody    that    was    dead. 
**  The  13th  our  Saviour  gave  mc  grace  to  fpeak  of  his 
<f  fufferings  with  impreflion.     They  had  a  deal  of  tallc 
«  among  themfclves  about  it.     Some  embi..ved  the  word, 
<*  and  were  defirous  of  hearing  more ,  but  others  fecretiy 
*<  murmured  that  we  interrupted  them  in  their  diverfions. 
My  heart  rejoices  to  fee  how  our  baptized  people 
ibatter  abroad  the  feed  they  have  gathered  at  home  i 
and  I  take  notice  that  our  Saviour  bleflirs  it.     The  reft 
are  badly  ofF:  They  can  no  more  confort  with  the 
heathens,   for  they  are  enlightned  and  convinced  by 
<♦  the  words  they  hear  every  day  j  and  yet  they  have  not 
^*  ftrength  enough  to    break  through.     Many   of  the 
♦*  inhabitants  here  are  wrought  upon.     We  had  a  blef- 
**  fed  conversation  with  them  till  late  at  night.     The 
**  14th  we  went  to  Kangek  again.     Our  Saviour  gave 
•(  us  grace  to  (hew  the  heathen  fundamentally  the  true 
**  (late  of  their  hearts.     Some  confefled  the  roguery  of 
^*  their  legerdemain,  and  Kafliak  the  great  conjurer  f 
<<  begins  to  be  a(hamed.     In  the  evening  one  of  them 
began  to  fing  and  dance.     I  went  to  him  and  afked 
him,  if  he  knew  what  our  Saviour  had  done  to  redeem 
us  ?    He  faid,  No !    Then  I  told  him,   that  he  had 
permitted  his  hands  and  feet  to  be  pierced  through 
*'  with  nails,  and  that  people  put  vinegar  and  gall  to  his 
'*  mouth  to  drink,  that  he  might  do  penance  for  our  fin- 
ful  abufe  of  our  members,    and  confecrate  them  for 
his  fervice,  iffc.     At  this  he  was  abafhed.     I  fpoke 
with  the  people  all  the  evening  upon  this  fubjedl^,  and 
felt  well  among  them.     The  15th  there  was  a  par- 
ticular motion  of  grace  among  the  men,  as  I  fpoke  to 
them  of  the  atonement  by  the  blood  of  Chrift.     The 
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1 6th  I  vifited  in  another  place.  The  Kangeic  people 
always  think,  that  ail  muil  be  read  outof  a  Dook»  and 
when  we  come,  they  afk  diret'tly  where  our  books  arc. 
Sarah  told  them,  the  Holy  (iholk  was  the  l^eft  Ichod- 
maflcr  ■,  if  he  rules  in  the  heart,  and  makes  the  word 
of  God  to  become  truth  in  one's  foul,  then  a  perfon 
can  alfo  fpcak  without  book.  In  Tettamak's  houfe* 
powerful  efFcdls  of  grace  were  felt,  and  fome  confeiled 
th.it  they  were  corrupt  and  wanted  a  Saviour.  On 
the  1 8th  was  a  violent  ftorm,  which  drove  in  the 
windows,  and  blew  many  thirigs  belonging  to  their 
boats  into  the  f.'a.  I  dcfcribed  to  them  our  Saviour's 
omnipotence,  and  how  he  could  make  a  final  end  of 
them  and  all  creatures  in  a  moment :  But  he  would 
wait  longer  for  their  converfion,  becaufe  he  loved  their 
fouls,  and  mufl  have  multitudes  more  as  the  reward 
of  his  fufFerings.  Some  of  them  defired  me  to  pray  for 
the  averting  of  the  ftorm.  1  told  them,  if  they  were 
afraid,  they  (hould  pray  themfelvcs.  They  replied, 
they  could  not}  and  I  added,  I  would  not,  becaufe  I 
thought  it  was  our  Saviour's  good  picafure  that  a 
ftorm  fhould  rage  once.  The  i^th  fome  of  them 
vifited  me.  I  P"t  them  in  mind  how  many  years  thejr 
had  heard  of  God,  and,  as  they  pretended,  believed 
iii  him  and  called  upon  him  in  their  diftrefs :  But  they 
had  ftill  no  right  knowledge  of  Jefus,  and  the  reafoii 
of  his  coming  into  the  world,  and  what  he  had  pur- 
chafed  for  us  by  his  fufFerings  and  blood-ftiedding,  and 
much  lefs  had  they  any  vital  experience  of  it,  but 
would  rather  hear  of  other  things  than  this  one  thing 
needful.  They  acknowledged  it  to  be  true,  defircd 
more  inftruflion,  and  begged  that  when  we  could  not 
cortie  ourfelves,  we  would  often  fend  Samuel  to  in- 
ftrudt  them.  The  20th  1  fpoke  of  our  Saviour's  re- 
furredion,  and  counlelled  them  to  aiife  from  the  fleep 
of  fin.  Jt  affciSled  them,  and  many  refolved  to  go 
with  us,  to  get  more  information  about  our  Saviour. 
In  the  evening  Samuel  fpoke  with  peculiar  energy  of 
the  bjeeding  Reconciler,  who  yielded  up  his  members 
to  fuch  a  painful  death,  that  we  fliould  not  employ  our 
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**  members  any  more  in  the  fervice  of  fm,  but  a?  iiiftrti- 
**  mcnts  of  righteoufncfs  ail  the  davs  of  our  lives.  The 
**  23d  the  weather  was  ftormy.  Now  as  they  had  nn 
"  visuals,  I  told  them  that  God  did  not  willingly 
*«  affli(5t  and  grieve  the  chiKlrrnof  men,  but  only  toroulc 
**  them  to  reifledtion,  th?.t  they  might  look  through  his 
*»  works  to  himfrif,  thank  him  for  his  gifts,  and  not 
'  abufc  them  in  fm  and  luxury.  The  24th  I  reminded 
<♦  them  once  more  of  all  that  they  had  heard  of  the  love 
•*  of  our  Saviour  to  their  fouls  during  this  laft  fortnight, 
"  recommended  them  to  his  grace,  and  invited  thofe 
"  that  had  a  pleafuic  in  hearing  Crod's  word  to  vifit  us. 
"  And  one  family  did  follow  us  to  our  home." 

§4. 

Among  th  fe  was  an  mmiarricd  Grccnlander,  calli'd 
Arbalik,  in  whom  the  grace  of  our  Saviour  had  greatly 
difplayed  itfcif,  and  as  he  was  of  a  brilk  temper  and 
bright  genius,  the  brethren  had  good  hopes  thnt  the 
Lord  would  prepare  him  in  time  for  an  uft'ful  inftrument 
among  his  people.  But  he  could  cnjor  the  benefit  of 
inrtrudtion  only  two  months,  after  which  he  was  obliged 
to  follow  the  head  of  the  houfe  and  his  family  a  great 
way  off,  a  hunting  and  fifhirig  ;  and  now  time  muft  ihew 
whether  this  fcholar  of  grace  would  prcfent  himfelf  ac^ain 
foon,  or  many  years  hence,  or  never  any  more.  Thus 
they  were  always  obliged  to  fow  in  hope,  and  to  leave  it 
to  the  Lord  of  the  harveft  when  and  how  th?y  flnuKl 
reap  the  fruit ;  for  as  yet  they  could  not  fee  hov  the? 
roving  Greenlanders  could  be  accuftomed  to  fettle  and 
dwell  together.  But  their  hopes  of  this  youth  were  foon 
revived,  for  he  mifled  no  opportimity  of  vifiting  his 
teachers,  and  as  faft  as  he  could,  he  extricated  himfcif 
and  his  mother  from  the  houfe-company  they  lived  with, 
and  came  to  the  brethren  intirely.  They  received  thefe 
two  people  with  joy,  made  them  a  tent,  and  lodged 
Samuel's  widow,  her  children,  and  Sarah  with  them, 
and  thefe  Arbalik  was  to  maintain  as  their  provider. 
Afterwards  when  he  made  an  excurfion  to  the  iflands 
with  his  family  for  provifion,  he  did  not  conceal  the 
grace  he  had  enjoyed,  but  rejoiced  when  he  found  hungry 
iicarts  among  the  heathen  to  hear  him  j  yet  at  the  fame 
•  •  " "  B  3  time 
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time  lamented  that  he  himfelf  was  ftill  fo  wretched  and 
ignorant.    —  .-,      .         ..   .,,^  .  > 

§  S- 

This  was  the  only  family  that  dwelt  this  Aimmer  with 
the  brethren.  But  in  October  three  numerous  families 
took  up  their  winter-quarters  there,  moft  of  whom  had  an 
carneft  defire  after  a  Saviour.  The  brethren  did  their  beft 
to  teach  and  ground  them  in  the  doif^rines  of  the  gofpel ) 
and  in  this  the  tranflation  of  the  harmony  of  the  evange- 
lifts,  which  was  finifhed  this  month,  was  of  emiiaient  ier« 
vice.  A  difcourfe  on  John  vii.  17.  If  any  man  will  do  his 
will,  hejhall  know  of  the  doStrine  whether  it  be  of  God,  wa8 
premifed  as  a  preparative  to  the  daily  reading  and  ex- 
pounding of  the  Words  or  Sayings  of  Jefus,  which  was 
rarely  done  without  benefit ;  and  they  afterwards  faw  ma- 
nifold tokens  of  its  bleifing.  And  tnat  the  Greenlanders 
in  tempeftuous  weather,  when  frequently  no  one  can  put 
their  head  out  of  doors,  might  not  be  deftitute  of  the 
means  of  edification,  the  brethren  committed  a  family* 
meeting  to  Arbalik  and  Kuanak,  in  which  they  fiiould 
fing,  pray,  and  repeat  the  inftru<^ions  they  had  heard  to 
their  people ;  and  this  alfo  had  its  ufe. 

The  children  had  a  fchool  begun  again,  and  this  time 
there  were  eight  in  number.  A  new  ftirring  was  perceiv- 
ed among  them,  they  fpoke  of  the  ftate  of  their  hearts  as 
far  as  their  imderflanding  reached,  and  often  with  much 
more  feeling  than  the  adult.  Kuanak's  fifter,  twelve 
years  old,  was  deeply  touched  by  the  word  of  Jefus's  Paf- 
fion,  and  fometimcs  of  her  own  accord  took  the  children 
together,  fpoke  to  them,  and  prayed  with  then"  fo  hearti- 
ly, that  the  brethren  could  not  hear  it  without  joy  and 
rcfpe<ft.  Once  when  two  of  the  teachers  were  dange- 
roufly  fick,  the  children  came  much  to  them,  kneeled 
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But  as  the  number  of  the  brethren  was  diminifhcd  by 
Matthew  Stach's  laft  year's  vifit  to  the  congregation,  and 
as  it  was  reduced  ftill  fmaljer  this  year  by  the  departure  of 
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Chriftian  Margraf  to  Germany,  who  was  often  fick,  and 
bcfides  could  not  learn  the  language ;  therefore  Daniei 
Shruiaefy  a  Moravian,  was  fent  to  aflift  them  in  their  fe- 
cular  avocations  for  a  year,  but  if  he  found  an  inclina- 
tion and  could  learn  the  Greenland  language,  it  fhould 
be  at  his  option  to  ftay  there. 

A  Greenland  boy  and  a  finglc  woman,  whom  Mr.  Paul 
Egedc  took  with  him  laft  year  from  Chriftian's-Hope, 
came  back  with  the  ihip.  The  boy  was  our  Arbalik's 
brother,  and  would  gladly  have  ftayed  with  him,  but  he 
was  dirc<Sted  to  the  miilxonary  Mr.  Drachart  at  the 
colony. 

Though  it  is  not  in  my  power  tp  give  a  complete  acr 
count  of  the  Danifh  miflion,  for  want  of  adequate  and 
authentic  memoirs,  yet  I  cannot  omit  giving  fome  account 
here  of  the  neighbourly  friendfhip  and  mutual  fervices 
between  this  Danifh  and  the  German  miflionaries.  This 
miffionary  came  into  the  country  with  two  catechifts  in 
1739.  By  fome  particular  monuments  of  grace  among 
our  Greenlanders,  he  was  induced  to  enter  into  a  clofer 
acquaintance  with  the  brethren,  conferred  often  with 
them  about  the  beft  method  of  reaching  the  hearts  of  the 
heathen,  vifited  them  often  in  company  with  them,  and 
as  the  event  teftified,  not  without  a  blefling.  He  alfo 
believed  it  could  not  be  wrong,  nor  any  diminution  to  his 
office  and  church-order,  if  he  defired  their  affiftance  iii 
the  preparations  for  baptifm,  fo  as  they  made  ufe  of  his 
affiftance  on  the  like  occafions  of  theirs.  He  poured  out 
his  grief  to  them,  whenever  he  did  not  diredly  fee  all 
ihat  fruit  from  his  labour  which  he  wifhed  for ;  though 
the  brethren  faw  apparently  that  the  Lord  was  with  him, 
for  they  could  point  out  to  him  many  a  foul  among  his 
flock  of  Greenlanders,  that  had  not  only  a  di6tated  head- 
knowledge,  but  a  true  defire  after  grace  in  the  blood  of 
Jefus,  though  they  were  not  yet  quite  ftedfaft  and  im- 
moveable. Now  as  he  defired  their  counfel  according  to 
their  infight  and  experience,  they  advifed  him  not  to  aim 
fo  much  at  having  a  great  number,  as  at  bringing  thofe 
that  were  awakened  by  the  word  to  a  true  foundation  and 
vital  knowledge,  and  therefore,  befidcs  the  general  and 
pcrfonal  inftruftions,  to  promote  fellowfhip  alfo  among 
thofe  few,  that  fo  when  he  could  not  be  with  them,  they 
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might  incite  and  encourage  one  another,  and  fpread  their 
petitions  before  our  Saviour.  He  difcerned  the  propriety 
of  this  counfel,  and  its  benefit  and  ufefliewed  itfeif  plain- 
er from  year  to  year. 

The  brethren  clofe  the  diary  of  this  year  with  thefe 
words :  "  Now,  dear  brethren,  you  will  fee  pretty 
clearly  by  thefe  accounts  what  our  Saviour  hath  done 
for  us  as  well  as  the  Greenlanders  hitherto.  We  find 
in  reality  matter  enough  to  adore  him  for  his  mercy, 
and  for  the  proofs  of  his  grace  and  glory  :  Yet  when 
*'  we  examine  ourfelves  before  his  face,  we  muft  confefs 
"  with  forrow  and  humiliation  that  we  are  poor  in  truth. 
"  But  we  pray  to  be  poorer  and  viler  in  our  own  eyes,  if 
*'  we  are  only  ftronger  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  that 
*'  we  may  labour  among  the  heathen  with  courage  and 
*'  faith,  till  a  flock  of  Greenlanders  fall  down  with  us 
*'  and  adore  at  the  feet  of  the  Lamb  of  God,  who  bled 
**  to  death  for  us.  He  hath  faid  it,  he  will  do  it,  and  we 
'*  believe  it."

§  I. 

MATTHEW  Stach,  the  miffionary  that  had  been 
longeft  here,  who  went  two  years  ago  to  Ger- 
many, returned  this  year  with  his  wife,  and  brought 
another  brother  with  him  to  take  care  of  the  children. 
When  he  went  from  hence,  he  arrived  juft  opportunely, 
in  December,  to  the  fynod  of  the  brethren's  church  in 
Marienborn,  and  thus  could  deliver  in  to  the  convocated 
fervants  of  the  church  a  verbal  account  of  the  miflion  in 
Greenland.  Not  long  after  he  accompanied  the  Count  in 
his  journey  to  Geneva :  In  his  return  through  Switzer- 
land, Wittenbcig,  and  Franconia,  he  rejoiced  our  friends, 
as  Vvell  as  afttrv/ards  his  old  acquaintance  in  Herrnhut, 
with  his  vifit  and  relation,  and  abode  the  reft  of  the  fum- 
mer  in  Wetteravia.  December  12,  I74i>  being  in  Ma- 
ricnboin,  he  wiis  ordained  a  prieft  by  Polycarp  Miller, 
then  bilhop  of  the  brethren,  and  foon  after  fet  out  on  his 
return  to  Greenland.

January  24,  1742,  he  prefented  an  humble  petition  at 
Copenhagen,  requefting  the  abrogation  of  fome  galling 
reftridions  both  in  their  fecular  and  fpiritual  proceedings, 
and  the  worthy  college  of  miflions  having  delivered  in 
their  fentiments,  he  was  honoured  with  a  moft  gracious 
cdia,  dated  March  16,  1742,  fully  to  his  fatisfadion ; 
in  which,  among  other  things,  are  the  following  words 
in  Danifh,  relating  to  his  ordination,  and  his  minifterial 
office  refting  upon  it :  Jt  vi  allernaadi^  viJky  at  denne 
ordineerede  Matthaeus  Stach  maae  herefter  vtere  de  Greene 
landjke  Marijke  Breeder ei  ordentlige  Larer^  og  i  den  qualite* 
forrette  Daaben  og  alle  has  dennem  forfaldende  A6lus  Minif- 
teriales,  i^c.  In  Englifh  thus :  "  It  is  our  gracious 
will,  that  the  now  ordained  Matthew  Stach  fhall  be 
henceforward  the  regular  teacher  of  the  Greenland 
Moravian  brethren,  and  in  that  quality  may  admi- 
niiler  baptifm,  and  all  minifterial  ads  ufual  among 
them,"  &c. 

April  23  he  fet  fail  for  Greenland,  but  contrary  winds 
retarded  his  landing  till  July  17.  He  brought  fome  build- 
ing materials  to  enlarge  their  houfe,  which  was  become 
too  fmall  for  their  dwelling,  and  efpecially  for  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Greenlanders.  But  the  brethren  were  obliged 
to  defer  the  building  for  awhile,  and  in  the  mean  time 
two  of  them  moved  into  a  Greenland-houfe,  that  the 
natives  might  have  room  for  their  meetings  in  the  Euro- 
pean houfe.  About  this  time  a  fire  broke  out  in  it  dur- 
ing a  violent  ftorm,  but  he  who  commands  the  elements 
gracioufly  averted  any  devaftation. 

Daniel  Shneider  went  away  with  this  (hip  on  his  re- 
turn. The  brethren  would  have  liked  if  he  had  ftayed 
there  another  year,  becaufe  they  had  various  fcruples 
about  this  voyage ;  but  as  he  had  no  exprefs  inftrudion 
from  the  congregation  to  ftay,  and  as  he  could  not  adapt 
hirafelf  to  the  Greenland  way  of  living,  they  difmiflcd 
him  in  peace.  From  the  fouthern  colony  Frcderic's- 
Hnpe,  where  the  captain  was  obliged  to  unload  fome 
things,  he  fent  word  that  he  was  well.  But  fince  that 
time  neither  he  nor  the  {hip  was  ever  heard  of.  This 
was  the  only  brother  that  was  caft  away  in  the  many. 
voyages  to  and  from  Greenland,  though  thefe  feas  are 
overfpread   with    danger,  on   account  of  the  frightful 
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ice,  and  numbers  of  ihips  periihed  by  it  in  the  Bril 
years. 

During  the  two  years  of  the  miffionary  Stach's  abfence, 
only  one  Greenland  woman  had  partook  of  baptifm. 
But  yet  the  dodrine  of  Jefus  had  evidenced  its  efficacy, 
and  ftirred  up  many  fouls,  from  whom  they  promifed 
themfelves  a  plentiful  harveft  by  and  by.  Many  Green- 
landers  indeed  removed  from  thefe  parts  towards  the 
north)  and  perfuaded  the  late  Samuel's  brother  Kuyayak 
(as  mentioned  already)  to  go  with  them,  and  conie- 
^uently  his  fon,  his  daughter  and  fervant-maid  were 
obliged  to  go  too,  though  they  were  ftrongly  laid  hold  of 
and  would  have  been  glad  to  have  ftayed.  But  this 
vacancy  of  hearers  was  foon  filled  up,  and  the  diilrift 
fupplied  with  new  inhabitants.  Among  thcfe  were  two 
of  Samuel's  relations,  and  feveral  more  of  thofe  to  whom 
he  fled  after  his  baptifm.  Thefe  informed  us  that  he  had 
told  them  many  things  about  Jefus,  which  though  they 
did  not  then  underftand,  yet  they  had  often  pondered 
upon,  and  they  faid  they  were  now  come  into  this  neigh- 
bourhood to  be  better  inflrufted.  And  it  was  evidertt 
that  thefe  were  not  empty  wcrds,  for  many  of  them  were 
not  fatisfied  only  with  the  meetings,  but  came  fingly  to  hear 
more  of  Jefus  and  his  redemption,  and  they  gene  rally 
accompanied  the  converfation  with  this  ejaculation  :  '*  O 
**  that  God  would  open  my  eyes,  and  purge  my  ears,th«t 
**  I  might  rightly  underftand  this  matter  and  be  happy." 

It  is  true,  they  were  nor  all  of  this  mind,  foi  the 
ibuthlaj>ders  in  general  are  a  very  uncivil,  zed  people  and 
maftly  tJcmcious  of  their  heathenifti  cuftoms.  There  was 
©ne  of  their  boat  and  tent-comrades,  called  Nauagiak, 
whom  they  irx>  more  liked  bccaufe  his  mind  was  turned 
from  their  ways,  and  therefore  they  fecretly  left  him  be- 
hind them  on  land,  when  they  rowed  off.  He  came  with 
his  family  diredly  to  the  hrethren,  and  it  was  foon  per- 
ceived that  there  was  a  work  of  grace  going  forward  iti 
their  hearts,  and  that  they  were  rejeded  by  the  world  in 
order  to  be  partakers  of  a  better  inheritance,  fo  as  it  had 
been  with  Samuel  and  his  family. 

Even  external  difafters  brought  feme  to  more  confxdera* 
tkm,  and  inade  them,  dcfirous  o(  hearing  God's  word 
-».■•>  againt 
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tgain.  Once  when  they  aficed  an  old  acquaintance. 
whether  he  ftill  knew  what  was  told  him  at  his  laft  vifit  ? 
he  anfwered:  Yes,  he  knew  ftill  what  they  told  him 
about  one  Jcfus,  whom  hiB  malicious  country-men  had 
faftoied  up  with  nails  to  a  piece  of  wood ;  and  added, 
that  a  little  while  ago  he  overfet  in  his  kaiak,  and  could 
not  recover  himfclf,  ana  as  ht  lay  under  the  water,  he 
thought :  Now  I  muft  die,  and  my  foul  will  probably  go 
down  to  the  bad  fpirit.  But  he  cried  in  his  inmoft  parts  : 
•*  O  thou  who  art  above,  take  my  foul  to  thee."  That 
inftant  came  two  Greenlanders,  and  raifed  him  up. 
Afterwards  whenever  one  told  him,  that  Jefus  was  called 
a  Redeemer  or  Refcuer,  who  had  delivered  us  by  his  blood 
fi-om  iin  and  eternal  death,  and  gladly  helps  all  that  call 
upon  his  name^  he  would  cry  out:  O  that  great 
Refcuer!  '  •  <

§  3- 
The  viflts  that  the  miiHonaries  made  either  accidentally 
with  the  factors  and  for  the  fake  ofprovifions,  orexprefsly 
to  fee  tht  heathen,  always  furniflied  opportunities  to  four 
the  good  feed  anew,  or  to  water  what  was  fowtd,  and 
the  Lord  let  them  often  fee  the  footfleps  of  his  benedit- 
teon.  The  firfl  vifit  was  from  Jan.  30  to  Feb.  7.  They 
met  this  time  with  many  people,  but  few  had  open  ears 
and  hearts.  Yet  they  could  fpeak  of  the  Lord's  dftath  to 
fome  with  efFeft.  Thus  a  few  weeks  before,  our  Arbalik 
had  related  fomething  of  our  Saviour's  dialogue  with  the 
woman  of  Samaria  to  a  woman  here ;  this  had  fuch 
effe6i  upon  her,  that  (he  now  enquired  with  longing  aftd: 
that  living  water  for  all  that  thirfl.  This  prefented  att 
opportunity  to  fpeak  more  amply  with  her  and  fome  other 
attentive  hearers,  about  believing  in  Jefus  who  >;'*• 
crucified,  and  is  the  true  God  and  eternal  life,  and  to 
explain  to  them  the  type  of  the  brazen  ferpent,  and  the 
exclamation  of  John:  Behold  the  Lamb  ofGod^  &c.  It 
was  always  perceived  that  they  were  particularly  afft(9:ed, 
when  one  fpdce  to  them  of  our  Saviour's  bloody  fweat 
and  his  wounds.  "  And  as  our  own  hearts  (the  brethren 
write)  were  uncommonly  ennamed  by  it,  the  words 
came  fo  fluently  that  the  one  wondered  at  the  other's  gift 
of  expreifing  himfelf.    All  the  glory  appertains  to  the 
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Spirit  of  God,  it  was  he  that  in  the  hearts  of  the 
heathens  caft  a  divine  light  on  our  wretched  flammer- 
ing.  But  efpecially  was  the  heart  of  the  abovcmention- 
ed  woman  opened  like  the  heart  of  Lydia  j  for  though 
{he  had  heard  a  great  deal  from  us  and  our  Sarah  all 
the  day,  yet  fhe  fent  her  fon  to  fetch  us  again  in  the 
**  night  to  her  houfc,  to  tell  her  more.  But  then  we 
**  had  to  do  with  a  forcerer.  He  oid  not  deny  that  there 
**  was  a  God,  that  made  all  things  and  governed  the 
**  world,  but  he  pretended  that  he  alfo  had  received  a 
•*  divine  power  from  Torngarfuk,  or,  as  he  exprefled 
**  himfelf,  he  was  alfo  god,  (not  indeed  over  believers, 
*'  his  power  had  no  inRuence  on  them,  becaufe  they  had 
"  committed  themfelves  to  the  protection  of  another 
<*  God)  but  he  had  a  power  over  all  that  adhered  to 
'*  Torngarfuk,  and  his  art  could  be  of  fervice  to  them.! 
*'  Our  Saviour  gave  us  grace  to  convince  him  before 
«*  them  all,  of  his  wretched  and  unhappy  ftate,'* 
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§  4.  .    ..  ^ 

in  general    that  the  believing 
Greenlanders  had  made  a  good    preparation  for  them 
among  the  heathen ;  for  wherever  they  ranged  for  food» 
they  fpread  the  dodrine  of  Jefus,  and  every  evening  .had: 
a  meeting  with  thofe  that  delired  it  for  fpeaking  and  pray- 
ing.    They  did   not  always    exprefs    themielves    quite 
right,  yet  it  was  vifible  that  they  had  attended  with  more 
advertency  to  the  inftru6tions,  and  efpecially  to  the  read-, 
ifigofthe  holy  fciiptures,  and  had  imbibed  more,  thau 
one  could  have  thought.     Thus  one  of  them  being  afked. 
Why  he   did  not  according  to  cuftom  eat  of  the  raw, 
flefh,  and  drink  the  warm  blood  of  a  rein-deer  juft  ihot  ?, 
gave  this  anfwer :    God  had  forbid  it  his  people  in  the, 
law,  and  he  faw  his  teachers  let  the  blood  run  off,  and. 
he  would  follow  their  exampiC,     He  gathered  this  purely, 
from  the  fcriptural  relation,  for  no  one  had  prefcribcd  any 
thing  herein  to  the  heathen.     About  Arbalick's  mother, 
who  died  without  being  baptized,  they  write :  "  While 
*'  this  old  Greeenland  woman  was  alive,  it  made  a  great 
impreflion  upon  her  that  our  Saviour  called  fome  at  the 
fixth,  fome  at  the  ninth,  and  fome  at  the  eleventh  hour  , 
and  (he  faid  repeatedly :   I  have  been  called  in  the 
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<*  laf.  hour.  We  could  not  get  to  her  in  her  ficknefs, 
**  but  her  youngeft  Ton  accompanied  her  departure  into 
"  eternity  with  affedling  recommendatory  linging  and 
*'  prayer." 

One  of  Mr.  Drachart's  baptized  ones  was  once  obliged  to 
lodge  all  night  in  a  houfe,  where  above  a  hundred  were 
affembled  to  a  dance.  He  knew  not  what  to  do  to  avoid 
both  the  temptation  and  the  noife,  but  he  went  out,  fell 
upon  his  knees,  and  begged  our  Saviour  to  uphold  him. 
Then  he  went  with  fortitude  into  the  houfe,  and  bid  the 
heathen  be  ftill,  for  he  had  fomething  better  to  fay 
to  them;  and  if  they  did  not,  he  would  take  their 
drum  from  them  and  trample  it  under  his  feet.  They 
were  ftill,  and  he  witnefled  with  fuch  power,  that  fome 
of  them  were  very  much  afFeded.  Nay  our  Sarah  once 
took  away  their  drum  and  broke  it ;  but  afterwards  we 
admoniftied  her  not  to  meddle  with  the  fports  of  the  hea- 
then, buf  only  fpeak  fimply  with  thofe  that  liked  to  hear 
of  our  .Saviour,  and  for  the  reft  behave  herfelf  quiet. 

Thus  zealous  were  the  firft  that  fet  out;  in  chriftianity, 
both  in  word  and  deed,  to  bring  the  infidels  off  from  their 
errors  and  to  lead  them  to  Chrift.  The  milTionaries 
availed  themfelves  of  this  to  good  advantage,  becaufe 
they  could  not  go  to  the  natives  at  all  times  and  in  all 
places,  and  becaufe  alfo  the  heathen  could  not  make 
the  fame  objeAion  to  the  teftimony  of  their  believing 
country-people,  which  they  had  formerly  made  to  the 
miffionaries,  and  which  many  ignorant  minds  even  in 
Chriftendom  make  ufe  of  as  an  excufe  for  their  luke- 
warm ftate :  "  You  are  another  fort  of  people  than  we ; 
**  it  is  your  profeilion,  you  have  fufficient  time  and  ca- 
**  pacity  to  meditate  upon  thefe  things."  They  now  be- 
held examples  of  their  equals,  who  had  been  no  better 
than  they,  and  yet  were  now  become  quite  other  people 
through  the  grace  of  Jefus,  and  freely  ft^ewed  forth  the 
praifcs  of  him  who  had  called  them  out  of  darknefs  into 
his  marvellous  light. 

But  alas  !  h.ow  eafily  does  an  inexperienced  foul  deviate 
into  bye-paths,  as  foon  as  felf-conceit  mingles  itfelf  in  a 
well-njeant  thing.  This  betrayed  itfelf  in  our  Green- 
landers 
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landers  alfo,  and  too  often  embittered  the  joy  of  their 
teachers  with  a  tincture  of  grief.  For  inftance  they  write : 
«'  We  have  obferved  for  fome  time  paft,  that  our  Sarah 
*«  has  been  petulant,  unruly,  and  made  light  of  things. 
<«  We  reprefcnted  it  to  her,  reminded  her  of  the 
«'  grace  our  Saviour  had  beftewed  upon  her,  and  exhorted 
•*  her  to  remain  faithful  and  not  to  undervalue  the  blood 
•*  of  Jefus !  Her  heart  foftened,  (he  acknowledged  her 
«*  fault,  and  heartily  entreated  our  Saviour  for  forgivc- 
**  nefs  and  grace  to  amend.  But  this  did  not  (hew  itfelf 
«*  fo  haftily.  Afterwards  we  found,  that  the  root  from 
<*  whence  thefe  bad  fymptoms  proceeded,  was  lofty 
*♦  thoughts  of  herfelf  on  account  of  the  diligence  Ihe  had 
•*  beftowed  on  the  heathen,  and  the  blefling  attending 
**  it.  We  pointed  out  to  her  the  corruption  of  her  hearty 
**  and  bid  her  reflcd  on  the  deplorable  plight  flie  v^ras  in 
•*  when  our  Saviour  firft  fhewed  mercy  to  her,  and  what 
•«  (he  then  felt.  She  burft  out  a  crying,  and  faid :  Ah 
•*  now  I  plainly  feel,  that  I  have  gradually  departed 
*'  from  the  happinefs  I  then  enjoyed,  and  our  Saviour  is 
*'  become  a  ftranger  to  me.  Now  when  I  pray,  I  find 
**  no  comfort  notwithftanding  in  my  heart,  and  it  is  a; 
^'  if  I  could  not  find  the  way  to  him  again.  We  kneeled 
**  down  with  her,  and  prayed  our  Saviour  to  reveal  him- 
*<  felf  to  her  heart  afrcfti.  She  was  defired  to  pray  too, 
•*  but  fhe  could  not  utter  a  fingle  word  for  weepine. 
♦'  Hov/ever  we  have  obferved,  that  fince  that  time  ra« 
**  has  been  very  little  and  lowly  in  her  own  eyes,  and 
**  has  been  favoured  with  a  free  accefs  again  to  the 
*'  Friend  of  the  finful  and  miferable." 

Mr.  Drachart  had  obferved  the  very  fame  failing  in  his 
baptized-ones,  thdt  as  foon  as  they  had  acquired  fome  know- 
ledge of  divine  things  and  could  fpeak  about  them,  they  fet 
themfelves  up  for  teachers,  and  entertained  high  thoughts 
of  themfelves.  Therefore  they  found  that  it  was  necef- 
lary  to  proceed  very  cautioufly  in  the  manner  of  teaching 
them,  and  that  one  of  the  prime  articles  they  fhould  in- 
culcate, muft  be  that  needful  and,  happy  point  of  finner- 
hoody  or  poverty  of  fpirit,  and  the  knowledge  of  one's  own 
mifery  and  corruption ;  and  that  at  the  calling  them  forth 
to  recommend  the  grace  of  our  Saviour  to  the  other  hea- 
then, they  fhould  take  care  that  they,  as  the  difciples  of 
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Jcfus  were  bid  to  do,  might  not  Co  much  rejoice  that 
their  words  proved  of  ufe  to  others,  as  rather,  with  deep 
bowedncls  ot  heart,  that  their  own  aames  were  written  in 
heaven.  '      •'  ■  ■  --v.    •  if  ^h-r  • 

§6. 

In  this  manner  the  miffionaries  could  with  more  profit 
and  folidity  rejoice  in  the  affiftance  of  their  believing 
Greenlandcrs,  and  they  found  that  it  was  not  without 
«ffc£t  even  this  fummer ;  for  in  06lober  thirty  Greenlan- 
dcrs moved  near  them  into  their  winter  houfes.  The  bre- 
thren endeavoured  to  bring  them  into  proper  order  in 
temporals  and  fpirituals.  When  thofe  that  removed  to 
the  north  this  year,  went  away,  the  brethren  had  bought 
a  boat  and  tent  of  them,  and  given  them  to  one  of  the 
heads  of  families  upon  this  condition,  that  he  (houid  pro- 
vide for  fome  widows  and  orphans,  and  train  up  the  lat- 
ter to  bufmefs.  The  reft  of  the  poor  were  cared  for  in 
another  manner.  At  the  Greenland  meetings  and  cate- 
chifations  they  conftantly  read  with  blefling  fome  of  the 
harmony  of  the  evangelifts,  they  having  this  year  tranf- 
lated  with  more  perfpicuity  the  laft  dlfcourfes  of  Jefus  in 
St.  yohn ;  they  alfo  explained  that  tranflated  hymn  from 
verfe  to  verfe,  the  Savuur^s  bbod  and  righuoujhefiy  &c. 
becaufe  of  the  incomparable  matter  it  contained  concern- 
ing free  grace  and  the  all-fufficient  merits  of  Jefus;  this 
and  other  hymns  the  Greenlanders  learnt  with  great  ea- 
gernefs,  and  fung  continually  in  their  houfes  and  at  all 
their  employments.  There  was  many  times  fuch  an  emo- 
tion in  the  meetings,  that  fpeaker  and  hearers  wept  toge- 
ther, when  words  did  not  fufiice  to  exprefs  clearly  what 
the  heart  was  pregnant  with.  And  this  had  often  a  bet- 
ter efFedt  than  the  moft  regular  and  learned  fermon. 

Befidcs,  the  brethren  began  this  year  to  form  th^ 
Greenlanders  into  little  aflbciations,  which  they  called 
bands  or  clafTes,  in  which  four  or  five  perfons  of  the  fam« 
fex,  and  the  fame  choir  or  «*^.ate,  fpoke  freely  and  with-^ 
out  compuHion  of  the  ftate  of  their  hearts  and  their  ad- 
vances in  the  vital  knowledge  of  Chrift  j  and  could  men- 
tion and  receive  in  love  what  they  or  any  of  them  had  to 
obferve  of  themfelves  or  others.  A  brother  or  fifter 
had  the  dire(aion  of  each  band.  Thefe  bands  confiftcd 
this  time  of  two  among  the  men,  and  four  among  the 

women. 
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women.  Every  Sunday  the  brethren  and  fifters  kept  a 
conference  among  themfelvcs,  though  fometimcs  they 
took  one  or  another  Greenlandcr  to  it,  whom  they  could 
look  upon  as  a  helper  in  the  little  afTociations,  and  to 
whom  they  could  commit  fome  kind  of  infpedlion. 

They  kept  fchool  conftantly  with  the  children  and 
young  people,  of  whom  they  had  fix.  Grace  could  oft- 
en operate  more  efficacioufly  on  thefe  tender  minds  than 
on  the  adult,  as  it  did  fometimcs  through  them  on  their 
parents.  Thus  a  little  girl  talked  almoft  every  night  to 
her  mother  about  our  Saviour  and  his  love  to  poor  imners 
and  to  the  children,  and  defired  her  to  pray  with  her : 
This  made  the  mother  aftiamed  at  her  own  cold  heart, 
and  animated  her  to  an  earneft  purfuit  after  the  real  ex- 
perience of  the  faving  truth.  Nay  our  Greenlanders  once 
returned  home  from  a  vifit  of  the  natives  with  an  account 
that  a  child,  who  had  once  been  with  its  parents  to  the 
colony,  and  had  heard  the  mifllonary  and  his  Green- 
landers  relate  the  hiftory  of  the  birth  and  fufferings  of 
Jefus,  had  fmce  then  fpoken  fo  prettily  of  our  Saviour 
and  prayed  to  him,  that  all  the  heathen  wondered  at  it ; 
the  child  alfo  begged  its  parents  to  carry  it  again  to  the 
believers,  that  it  might  hear  more  of  the  love  of  Jefus. 
BlelTed  be  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and 
out  of  the  mouths  of  babes  and  fuckllngs  hath  ordained 
praife ! 

§  7.  '    '  " 

About  this  i'  Tie  five  of  the  catechumens  became  can- 
didates for  baptifm,  perfons  in  whom  there  was  a  vifiblc 
work  of  grace,  which  took  place  in  them  this  year,  and 
partly  in  the  laft.  They  were,  ( i )  the  forcmentioned 
youth  Arbalik,  wh©  had  already  delivered  many  a  noble 
teftimony  among  the  Greenlanders.  He  had  formerly 
been  a  pupil  to  the  forcerers,  and  was  to  have  learnt  the 
art  of  conjuring  people  to  death.  But  in  the  year  1739 
he  was  awakened  in  Kangek ;  lince  then  he  often  want- 
ed to  difengage  himfelf  from  our  Saviour's  cords  of  love, 
but,  as  he  faid,  he  was  held  faft  by  an  invifible  hand. 
(2)  Nauagiak,  and  (3)  his  fifter  Kannoa,  came  into  this 
country  from  the  diftawce  of  about  60  leagues  on  the  caft 
fide,  as  far  as  could  be  gathered  from  their  account, 
■u  .  .  After 
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'After  they  had  been  ftirred  up  by  the  preaching  of  the 
gofpel,  they  were  abandoned  by  the  Southlanders. 
(4)  Okutfuk,  the  abovementtoned  (coffer,  who  has  been 
conflantly  purfued  by  grace  ever  fmce  Samuel's  depar- 
ture, ana  at  laftforfook  her  friends.  ^5)I(rek,  Sarah's 
filler,  who  was  dire^ed  back  to  the  believers  by  her  dy- 
ing mother.  They  had  the  teftimony  from  the  reft,  that 
they  often  put  them  very  much  to  Hiame  by  their  carneft- 
nefs  nnd  defire  after  inftru^on  in  the  faith ;  and  in  their 
two  months  preparation,  grace  was  powerfully  perceived 
on  their  hearts.  It  was  le^  to  their  option,  wnether  they 
would  keep  their  old  names  or  have  new.  They  anfwer- 
cd,  that  as  they  would  give  over  all  their  old  corruption 
to  our  S^/iour,  and  pray  him  for  a  new  heart,  fo  they 
fhould  like  to  have  new  names  too.    ' 

On  the  fecond  day  of  the  Chriftmas-holidaysour  Grecn- 
landecs  and  thofe  in  the  neighbourhood  ailemblcd  to  the 
baptifm.  After  a  difcourfe  on  Matt.  xi.  20.  Come  unto 
me^  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden^  &c.  Matthew 
Stach  performed  this  adl,  and  it  was  attended  with  a 
great  emotion  among  all  the  fpe6lators.  They  were 
named  5/;w»,  Noab^  Kebecca^  Catharine^  and  Judith.  Af- 
terwards they  had  a  love-feaft  given  them*,  at  which 
there  was  various  edifying  difcourfe,  of  love  and  fellow- 
(hip  among  one  another,  of  following  Jefus,  of  fufFer- 
ings  and  reproach  for  his  fake,  ^c.  and  they  concluded 
with  finging  the  hymn,  The  Savtour*s  blood  and  righteoufnefs^ 
&c.  A  feparate  meeting  was  kept  every  day  with  this 
little  flock,  which  confided  of  nine  fouls,  reckoning 
Matthew  Kajarnak  to  it,  though  as  yet  abfent.  If  any 
one  did  not  walk  worthy  of  the  gofpel,  he  was  not 
to  be  admitted  to  this  meeting  till  a  reformation  was 
wrought. 

Not  long  before  Mr.  Drachart  had  alfo  baptized  nine 
perfons.  Among  thefe  there  was  an  old  man,  who, 
when  he  heard  that  his  two  daughters  were  to  be  bap- 
tized, went  to  the  miflionary  and  afked  if  he  might  not 
be  baptized  too  I  **  It  is  true   (faid  he)  I  cannot  fpeak 

much,  and  very  like  I  ftiall  never  learn  fo  much  as 

my  children,  for  thou  canft  fee  that  my  hairs  are  quite 

*  This  muft  not  be  miflaken  for  the  Lord's^fttppv,  to  which  00  Green- 
lander  was  admitted  hc^iew  1747. 
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**  ^^»  *^^  ^^^^  I  am  a  very  old  man ;  but  I  believe 
*«  witn  all  my  heart  in  Jcfus  (Thrift,  that  he  died  for  all 
*•  men,  and  that  all  that  thou  fayeft  of  him  is  true/* 
Therefore  he  could  not  refufe  him  the  water,  when  be 
haid  teftified  fo  rfidviifgly  hi^  faith  in  Jcfus  ind  HTs  defire 
to  be  favcd,  though  he  was  no  more  abtc  to  retain  in  his 
memory  all  the  queftions  and  anfwers.  One  alfo  among 
them  was  a  fon  of  Ippegau,  who  had  once  fupplicd  the 
brethren  with  food ;  he  was  formerly  a  very  wild  man, 
but  after  he  Was  baptized  he  was  like  a  Iamb.  Another 
was  a  fingle  wdmsln,  that  had  once  lived  with  the  bre- 
thren. As  for  thfc  old  man,  he  wetted  th^  place  where 
he  was  baptized  with  his  tears,  and  when  the  miffionary 
called  him  forth  after  baptifm  to  tell  the  audience  fomc- 
thing,  his  tears  fpoke  more  than  his  words. 
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TH  E  preaching  of  the  gofpcl  had  fuch  an  amazing 
efFe^l  this  year,  that  it  looked  as  if  an  univerfal 
awakening  of  the  Grcenlanders  in  thefe  parts  would  en- 
fiie.  It  is  true  not  a  great  many  could  attain  baptifm, 
becaufc  they  could  not  yet  refolve  to  forfake  the  hunting 
and  fifhing-places  they  had  been  accuftomed  to,  and  live 
v^ith  their  teacl._i  >  in  order  to  enjoy  due  inftruftion.  By 
this  means  the  firft  zeal  of  many  cooled  again,  and  fome 
of  them  Wandered  away  to  the  louth  or  the  north.  But 
yet  moft  of  thofe  that  had  once  been  overpowered  by 
gl*ace,  came  again  into  this  neighbourhood  in  the  follow- 
ing years,  and  by  degrees  into  the  congregation;  and 
thcr-*  arc  hopes  of  the  reft,  that  many  a  poor  ftieep  that 
his  once  been  touched,  but  now  ftrays  in  the  wildernefs, 
will  at  the  deftined  hour  run  and  ftielter  itfelf  in  the  arms 
of  the  faithful  Shepherd,  which  extend  to  the  remoteft 
places.  And  indeed  the  brethren  met  with  plain  traces 
that  feveral  went  over  into  eternity,  in  a  manner  quite 
different  from  what  is  ufual  among  the  heathen.  Several 
alfo  profecuted  their  inquiries  after  truth  at  the  newly- 
Cfcdled  colonies  and  miflions  in  this  country,  and  were 
"  "   '  harboured 
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harboi:rcd  there  in  the  bofom  of  the  chhftian  church : 
And  thofe  that  had  fowed,  felt  a  fmccre  joy  at  this  too, 
Anca  it  was  all  one  to  them  who  reaped,  provided  the 
Lord  of  the  harveft  did  but  get  what  is  his.  Indeed 
from  this  time  there  has  been  difcovered  in  the  whole 
nation  in  general  a  very  dift'erent  idea  of  and  regard  for 
foreigners,  wha  at  firft  had  been  Co  dreaded  and  hated, 
or  elle  dcfpifcd  -y  which  change  is  to  be  attributed  chiefly 
to  the  good  impre^ion  Ibmpcd  upon  the  wandering,  oen-. 
vinccd,  even  when  not  converted  Grecnlanders.  .* . 

This  almoA  general  revolution  and  commotion  among 
the  Grecnlanders,  incited  them  to  freouent  vifits  and 
alTiduous  refearches  after  the  truth,  and  alfo  to  yield  their 
teachors  a  welcome  reception  when  they  went  to  inftru6t 
them,  fometimes  alone,  and  fometimes  in  company  with 
the  Danifh  miffionary  or  his  catcchift.  They  write  of 
one  fuch  vifit  made  in  February  as  follows :  **  Mr. 
•*  Drnchart  got  an  account  that  one  of  his  baptized 
**  people,  called  Martin,  was  drowned  in  Kangeic,  and 
*•  that  Jacob,  another  newly  baptized,  had  been  very 
'*  aftive  in  fecking  for  the  dead  body  and  bringing  it  to 
**  land.  Now  as  he  could  get  no  boat  at  the  colony, 
'*  we  carried  him  thither,  and  took  fome  of  our  baptized 
**  brethren  with  us  to  bury  the  corpfe,  aiid  to  improve 
•'  that  opportunity  to  tell  the  heathen  that  lived  there 
**  fomething  of  the  death  of  Jefus,  and  the  happy  fleep 
**  of  believers.  When  the  men  came  home  in  the  even- 
^*  ing  from  fea,  we  went  into  the  houfes  to  fpeak  with 
•*  them,  and  there  we  found  our  Simon  in  full  employ 
•'  already.  He  was  fpeaking  to  them  of  faith  in  Jefus 
*'  Chrift,  and  how  all  men  are  dead  in  their  hearts  by 
nature,  and  could  not  help  nor  fa>-e  themfelves.  But 
if  they  believed  in  our  Saviour,  anfi  obtained  his  blood 
in  their  hearts,  they  v/ould  get  life  and  would  be  full 
of  joy,  though  they  felt  ever  fo  much  of  their  own 
mifery.  Neither  had  they  any^occafion  to  be  troubled 
in  what  manner,  or  for  what  they  (hould  pray,  fof 
♦'  all  that  would  afterwards  flow  out  of  the  heart.  I 
"  poor  creature  (laid  he  at  laft)  have  as  yet  but  little 
*'  experience  of  it,  b^t  here  are  my  uachc^s,  they  can 
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**  tell  you  more.  We  fung  that  hymn,  Lamb,  Lamb, 
O  Lamb— with  eyes  of  flame,  i^c.  and  fpoke  chiefly 
about  the  contents  of  the  8th  verfe,  Let  the  world 
hear ! — God's  Son  and  Heir,*— who  to  us  came,-— 
took  on  himfelf  our  blame,-— upwards  of  thirty  year— 
liv'd  here,— defpis*d  and  mean, — and  then  wasflain  ;— 
the  ranfoni  he — for  all  the  world  and  me."  The  whole 
houfe  was  afFeded,  and  they  faid :  What  things  are 

*'  come  about  now  ?  Y«ur  pretent  difcourfe  makes  quite 
another  impref&on  upon  us,  than  when  you  always 
told  us  only  of  God  and  the  two  flrfl  parents.  We 
continually  faid,  we  believed  it  all,  but  we  were  tired 
of  hearing  it,  and  thought,  what  fignifies  this  to  us  ? 
But  now  we  find,  there  is  fomething  intereiting  in  it. 
We  alfo  fee,  that  our  country-people  have  experienced 
fcmiething  real  jn  their  hearts,  becaufe  they  can  (peak 
of  it  and  pray,  ^nd  we  cannot.  We  then  iaid  to  them : 
The  God  of  whom  you  formerly  heard  is  the  fame 
Jefus  that  we  nov^  declare  unto  you,  only  you  have 
not  underflood  it.  sHe  created  all  that  your  eyes  fee : 
And  when  our  two  Hrfl  parents  put  afule  his  word* 
and  believed  the  bad  fpirit,  and  confequently  were 
corrupted  by  fin  fo  as  you  alfo  are  now,  he  would  not 
leave  them  in  this  unhappy  condition,.but  became  man, 
fuflered,  and  jQied  his  blood,  and  this  blood  is  the  pay- 
ment for  the  whole  world's  fms.  Whoever  now  believes 
in  Jefus,  he  lets  himfelf  be  baptized,  and  gets  a  living 
feeling  in  his  heart  of  the  blood  that  was  ihed  for  us. 
This  enables  us  to  love  our  Saviour  above  all  things, 
and  to  hate  what  is  evil.  They  anfwered.  Ah  !  we 
would  fain  be  converted,  but  it  feems  fo  hard  to  us  to 
learn  to  pray.  We  replied ;  It  is  not  hard,  you  need 
only  fay  i  Jefua  thou  Lamb  of  God,  have  mercy  on 
me !  If  you  would  do  this  with  all  your  heart,  our 
Saviour  himfelf  will  do  all  the  reft.  ;Then  we  read  to 
them  that  hymn  :  The  Saviour's  blood  and  righteouf- 

•*  nefs,  ^c,  and  concluded  with  prayer. 

-'  •'  The  nth,  having  vifited  and  fpoke  fomething  again 
in  all  the  houfss,  we  made  preparation  for  the  burial. 
Firft  we  fung  a  hymn  in  the  houfe  before  a  numerous 
aflembly.  At  the  grave  Mr.  Drachart  held  a  difcourlc 
on  John  xi.  25.  and  then  we  wpnt  into  the  houfe  and 
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concluded  with  prayer.  It  has  been  obferved  that  for  a 
year  paft  our  Saviour  has  haftened  ijn  his  labour  to  pre-, 
pare  the  now  deceafed  Martin  for  himfelf.     He  was 

3uite  lively,  and  liked  to  hear  and  alfo  to  tell  others  of 
efus's  blood-fhedding.  The  inhabitants  here  now 
call  to  mind  his  menprable  difcourfes  or  fayings, 
efpecially  one  time  when  they  had  caught  a  feal, 
which  is  a  rare  thing  at  this  feafon,  and  >vere  at  a 
"  meal  upon  it,  he  difcourfed  of  the  nature  of  the  joy 
*'  and  forrow  of  bdievers  and  unbelievers,  and  at  the 
"  fame  time  intimated  that  he  {hould  not  furvive  this 
*'  winter.  In  the  evening  we  fpoke  fomething  again  in 
"  all  the  houfes.  They  confeiled  their  corruption,  and 
"  faid,  they  were  very  fenHble  it  muft  be  otherwife  with 
them,  but  as  yet  they  very  much  withftood  it.  An 
Angekok  had  taken  up  the  refolution,  not  to  pr  i6l 
his  roguifli  black  art  any  more.  A  ftartling  dream 
<<  was  the  occafion  of  it ;  this  dream  he  told  u$,  and 
«*  faid,  that  a  little  child  came  from  heaven  to  him,  and 
"  bid  him  follow  him.  The  child  conducted  him  to  a 
very  agreeable  place,  where  he  heard  inimitable  fmg-- 
ing.  Then  he  brought  him  to  a  very  dark  place,  and 
fignified  to  him,  that  he  muft  come  thither  if  he  was 
not  converted*  He  was  very  much  troubled  at  this, 
efpecially  when  he  faw  many  people  caft  in  there. 
*<  But  the  child  led  him  back  again  to  the  agreeable 
*'  place,  and  then  he  gave  the  people  that  were  allembled 
*<  there  fomething  white  to  eat,  the  efFeft  of  which  was 
to  be,  aiorm^n^tekuUugity  to  make  people  ceafe  from 
evil,  or  to  make  them  better.  Then  the  aflembly 
began  to  fmg,  and  he  fung  with  them,  which  his 
♦'  wife  heurd  and  awoke  him  out  of  his  dream  *.     We 

**  have 

*  We  do  not  infcrt  this  and  fuch>like  uncommon  anecdotes  as  any  kind 
of  token  of  a  man's  good  (late.  The  Greenlanders  have  'often  very  peculiar 
dreamsj  and  efpecially  the  Angekoks,  who  work  up  their  phantafy  into  a 
vehement  perturbation  during  their  pretended  incantations.  This  Green- 
lander  was  an  Angekok.  But  it  may  atfo  be  cafily  feen  that  -fomc  chri- 
ftian  truths  he  had  heard  before,  for  initancc)  of  the  child  Jefus,  of  heav- 
en and  hell,  had  imprinted  themfclves  upon  his  Imagination,  and  recurred 
to  lively  in  his  dream.  Yet  the  iaft  circumftance  cannot  be  afcribed  merely 
to  his  imagination,  becaufc  our  brethren  were  certain,  that  neither  he  nor 
any  of  our  Greenlanders  had  at  that  time  heard  or  feen  the  leaft  of  the 
Lord*6-Supper ;  for  the  brethren  never  divulged  any  gofpej  qiyftery  either  to 
|>aptized  or  unbapUzed,  till  they  were  fure  that  the  Holy  Choft  had  prepa- 
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have  perceived  the  grace  of  our  Saviour  in  a  very  par- 
ticular manner  in  this  voyage.  Thofe  that  ohcc  de- 
fpifed,  derided  and  maletreatcd  us,  now  come  and  alkour 
pardon ;  and  thofe  that  were  the  moft  untra^abfe,  jlow 
ftand  along  the  fliores,  call  after  us  as  we  pafs  by,  arid 
beg  us  to  land  and  tell  thetti  the  words  6f  God,  and 
when  we  do,  they  are  greedy  of  learnrng  all.  In  thi; 
houfc  where  we  were,  fome  fat  together  in  one  corner 
and  fome  in  another,  talking,  linging  aad  piiaying 
together.  The  15th  we  returned  home.  The  cold 
**  was  fo  intenfe  that  the  boat  was  frozen  fo  thitk  round 
**  with  ice,  that  though  we  were  fcven  perfons  we  could 
fcarcB  rdw  it,  and  might  foon  haVe  funk,  bedaufe  the 
water  that  dafhed  in  over,  congealed  fo  inflantaneoufly 
to  ice  that  we  could  rtt)tiade  it  but  fiift  enough.'*:^

But  as  the  teachers  could  not  vifit  fo  fr^uently  6r  fo 
far  as  the  great  call  required,  they  were  obliged  m  many 
cafes  to  let  the  teftimony  of  their  Greenlahd'ers  fufiice, 
■^hen  they  went  abroad  for  proVifion.  The  Chitf  that 
occurred  to  my  notice  in  reading  their  diary,  is  what 
follows.

■«  They  faid  they  had  met  with  a  very  kind  reception  in 
"'  one  houfe,  tSe  people  liked  to  hear  of  our  Saviou»:,'and

•  'may  fee  fromthe'fimple  account  juft  irow  given  of  their  method,  that  the 
jword  of  the  crofs  was  the  only  means  the  milTionaries  made  ufe  of  to  bring 
both  the  filly  and  the  fenfiblc  heathens,  both  the  deceivers  and  the  deceiv- 

'■'ed,  to  enter  into  the  way  of  ti-uth  and  life.  Therefore  though  we  relate 
this,  yet  we  lay  no  eitiphafis  on  fuch  unaccountable  dreamt,  nor  on  any 

^  feigned  or  real  vifions  and  apparitions,  which  fome  people  like  to  make 
''inuch  noife  about.     We  will  not  deny  that  God  may  cordifcend  to  make 

'    Wianyfingular  contingencies- fubfervient  to  his  purpofe,  and  ^dreams  among 

\  the  reft,  according  to  Job  xxxiii.  15,  i^,  by  fuch  means  to  turn  the  mind 
of  mm ;  but  yet  we  have  obferved  from  frequent  experiente,  that  fueh  fer- 

.,  font  feldom  arrive  to  a  right  and  fixed  ftate  in  Chrift.  Accordingly  I  re- 
marked that  t^ie  abovemerttioned  Greenlander,  whom  Imyfelf  faw,  thbugh 
he  led  a  quiet  and  unreprovabl .  Ufe,  could  however  not  yet  attain  to  the 

„  food  he  had  a  fight  of,  and  which  makes  a  foul  better,  becaufe  there  was 

',  ~^ft(Il  no  true  hunger  and  thirft  perceived  in  him  after  the  righteouihefs  of 
Chrift. 
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<*  defired   them  to  come  again  foon.     But  in  ahother 
««  houfe  there  was    a  man  that  had  oppofcd  them  ftre- 
•*  noufly.    Yqu  carry  your  matter  too  far  (fays  he)  in 
•*  fi^'-aking  and  finging  always  about  God,  and  rcfuiing 
*'  to  make  yourfelves  merry  as  others  do,    who  will  for 
•«  all  that  go  to  God  as  well  as  you.     Simon  anfwcred 
*•*  him:  Thofe  that  go  on  fo,  and  yet  pretend  to  be 
'*  believers,  betray  their  ignorance  of  Jefus  our  Saviour ; 
<'  for  whoever  believes  with  all  his  heart  that  he  died  iof 
■"  our  fins  upon  the  crofs,  will  not  do  good  and  evil 
**  promifcuoufly,  for  Jefus  fan<5tifies  him>  and  makes  an 
**  end  of  the  evil  that  is  in  him  *.     Some  of  the  baptized 
**  from  the  colony  were  prefent,   who  confirmed  what 
*^  Simon  faid,   and  put  the  ojpponent  much  to  (hame. 
"**  Another  time  (they  write)  Simon  came  home  from 
'*  Kangek,  and  faid  he  had  been  very  happy  there  with 
'*  Jacob,  one  of  the  colony.     They  had  talked  together 
*'  about  our  Saviour  and  joined  in  prayer.   The  heathens 
"  firft  laughed  at  them,  but  at  lajl  uiey  grew  ftili  and 
were  filled  with  furprife.    Another  faid,   that  there 
were  many  in  the  houfe  whe^e  be  was,  \^l^o  afked  hip) 
many  queftions,  and  were  glad  when  be  prayed  with 
them.    All  the  rejl  yireie  ftilU  and  had  dropped  ^1 
*'  unprofitable  converfation."  <wo  .ai 

Sarah  ajfo  was  very  affidiioiis  wherever  fhe  came,  to 
fpeak  with  any  defiro^s  fouU  that  would  hear  her. 
When  (he  was  ^ikpd :  Wha(  ihe  then  f»d  to  them  ?  iKe 
anfwered :  "  I  fpeak  tq  them  of  the  corrupt  heart  of 
**  man,  but  dire(^  theni  jmmediatejy  to  the  wounds  of 
*^  Jefus,  which  can  make  them  good.'*  Once  ftie  went 
into  a  tent  where  a  child  lay  dead,  and  fpoke  to  the 
women  that  were  aflembled  to  the  funeral  dirge,  alledg- 
ing  that  text.  Suffer  the  Utile  children  to  come  unto  me,  &c.  and 
telling  them  that  they  had  no  occafion  to  ho\tt\  over  the 
child's  death,  becaufe  our  Saviour  loved  children  very 
much. 

Anna,  the  late  Samuel's  widow,  who  had  lived  abqye 
a  year  with  her  btother  among  the  heathen,  was  not 
'there  without  bleffing  neither.     She  told  us  that  feveral 

•  According  to  the  Greenland  expreffion  j9joru]arut]pat  he  make*  him 
ceafc  to  do  evil.  An  inftance  how  many  words  the  Grecnlandcrs  put 
togelber,  to  exprcft  a  tbin^  which  they  had  before  no  conception  of. 
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leagues  up  the  inlet,  where  the  brethren  could  feldom  go, 
there  Were  man/  people  who  had  a  great  defire  to  hear 
fomething  of  our  Saviour,  if  they  had  but  any  one  to  in- 
ftruft  them.  "  I  was  often  fent  for  (fays  fhe)  to  perfe^ 
"  ftran^ers,  who  conftrained  me  to  (peak,  which  I  did, 
**  but  r  poor  creature  am  ftill  fo  defedive  and  ignorant, 
*«  what  ftiall  I  fay  to  other  people?"  ^j^aa'^i:::  sai  u?:ji5 
This  longing  of  the  heathens  to  hear  ^nrsetbing 
of  our  Saviour  from  thofe  that  were  baptized,  had  a  gooa 
cfFeft  upon  Catharine.  "  I  am  often  reminded  (fays  ihp) 
*'  of  what  I  have  heard  throughout  the  winter,  and  what! 
felt  at  my  baplifm,  and  foroetimes  I  have  been  enabled 
to  fpeak  to  others  about  it.  But  I  muft  ftill  blufh  for 
(hamr,  that  I  have  not  made  it  more  my  concern  to 
know  him  who  laid  down  his  life  for  me," 
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ih  this  manner  the  fcattering  abroad  of  the  little  flock 
of  the  baptized,  whom  in  fummer  neceffity  drove  fome- 
tiracs  here,  and  fometimes  there,  to  feek  for  food,  re* 
dounded  in  a  bleiBng  to  themfelves  and  in  more  con- 
vi£tion  to  the  heathen.  Yet  when  they  took  leav.e,  it 
was  never  without' pain,  and  proper  warning  againfi:  all 
forts  of  poflihle  unhappy  contingencies.  Their  account 
fays ;  **  When  they  were  makihs  ready  for  their  depas- 
ture, we  fent  for  all  the  baptized  brethren  ^d.  Alters, 
and  fpoke  with  them  fiiparately.  '  V/e  were  like  Jacob 
when  he  difmifTed  Benjamin.  We  entreated  them 
with  tears  not  to  lofe  Jefus  who  was  c^udified  out 
of  their  fight,  sChd  to  watch  over  their  hearts  while 
furrounded  with  the  temptations  of  the  heathen. 
They  promifed  us  they  would,  with  tears  in  their 
eyes,  and  thanked  the  Lamb  for  the  grace  they  had 
enjoyed  this  winter.  We  blelfed  them  and.  kiflcd 
them,  and  went  with  them  down  to  the  Strand* 
There  we  once  more  Tpoke  a  few  W9r4s  ph  Afts 
XX.  32.  And  noWy  brethren^'  I  commend  y6u  to  Goci  and 
to  the  "word  of  his  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  ytu  up^  and 
to  give'you  an  inheritance  among  a!*  them  ivhicb  or*  fane- 
Then 
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"  fo  pierced  fide,— fccure  and  keep  thy  people,— till 
«<  thou  com'ft  again,— church's  Prince  once  flain. 

Some  of  them  were  continualty  coming  to  fee  their 
teachers,  and  acquainted  them  how  it  went  with  them- 
felves  and  the  rm.  At  fucb  times  there  was  always  joy 
on  both  fides  s  they  werealfo  particularly  glad  to  hear 
from  the  heathen,  that  the  baptized  behaved  fo  amone 
them  las  was  edifying,  though  to  them  uncommon,  and 
not  always  agreeable.  Where  feveral  of  them  met  in 
one  place,  their  cordial  love  of  one  another  was  obferved 
with  pleafirre.  The  brethren  lea  them  a  good  example 
therein.  L,  jce  when  fome  of  'hem  came  upon  a  vifit, 
and  could  not  go  back  a^ain  for  fome  time  on  account  of 
the  ftrong  winds  and  cdd,  and  by  this  "raeans  fuffered 
hunger  i  as  the  brethren  had  nothing  elfc  to  give  them, 
they  divided  two  JTmall  ftock-iiih  among  them,  which  the 
European  fiftcrs  had  received  at  the  colony  for  fewing. 
Il  was  but  a  trifling  circumftance,  but  it  led  me. at  leait 
to  farther  refle^lion. 


J ;  iU  i  >■  i  ;'"< !  ■•*-■■.  i-» 
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Buttl^e  brethren  had  foon  after  a  catlto  fly  to  tfeeir 
aflfiftance  in  a  fad  fatality,  which  however  was  alleviated 
with  many  pleafmg  circurnftances.  InKookcernen  a  dead 
fperma-ccti  whale  was  driven  alhore.  All  the  Crecn- 
landers  that  come^  have  a  ifhare  in  fuch  a  fuhd,  and  on 
fuch  occafions  they  keep  a  great  feftivity,  which  is  always 
concluded'  with  a  dance.  Ifaac  and  Adam  from  the 
colony  admonifhe^  thein  not  to  make  fuch  an  alarm,  but 
to  thank  God  for  his  gifb.  But  the  barbarians  only 
lauded  at  themj '  ar.d  '(h6uted  fo  much  the  more.  In  the 
midft  of  the  tumult  one  of  them  faHs  down  and  dies, 
loon  after  two  more  that  had  eat  of  the  fifli  died,  and 
others  the  next  day.  They  l)rought  aKhore  dire«^!y 
many  that  were  fick,  ?nd  the  brethren  were  fo  fuccefs- 
ful  as  to  rcfcuc  fome  of  them  from  death  by  fome  anti* 
dotal  drops  j  for  they  had  "heard  thar  the  whale  was  greeg 
and  blue  on  the  fide  which  was  ftruck  by  the  harpoon, 
from  whence  they  fuppofai  that  the  harpoon  muift  have 
been  poifohed  *.  "  

•  It  IsproliaHe  it  wirswoTirtdei  tn  J  iftcwirfi  loft  by  »  jSpanl/Tj  whalc- 
catcher,  two  of  whom  were  in  the  Stra'M  tfiis  ^eir.  One  of  thcfe  ftilpi 
w«rftwndcd4o  leagues  north  of  Goodhopej  the  crew  attempted  ip  efcape 
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I(  w^  obfervo4*  that  firft  tlje  eyes  of  the  fick  people 
grew  fixed,  aij^  tjiwr  tongues  white ;  then  they  loft  tJieir 
K^es  and  their  ^elift^,  (welled  very  mUchy  and  fo  died 
tyray^ without  any  pain,  .^ut  thofe  that  lived  48  hour? 
^nd  could  pu)c<^*  recovered  agu^n.  All  that  had  eaten 
fif  the  green  fl^fc  irrecoverably  died,  but  fome  of  the 
others  were  reftored  by  medicine  •,  Upon  this  occafion 
"■'z  womia  brought  b^r  fick  ion  of  twelve  years  61^  tippn 
bffr  back  i  he  .0efired  with  a  weak  voice  that  they  Wquld 
tell  hfm  fQn)?(Hii)g,pf  o^r  Saviour  before  he  died  j  they 
didjp,  and.exhQr^  him  to  look  to  the  wounds  of  Je(us 
with  a  believing  heart,  and  to  think  of  nothing  but, 
Jefus  dicid  for  me!  Thus  he  expired  during  their  4if- 
courfe,  after  they  had  blefled  hini,  and  recommended  h|s 
foul  into  the  hands  of  Jefus. 

The  brethren  could  not  direftly  go  in  their  boat  to 
thofe  that  wt;re  fick  abroad,  becaufe  they  had  their  houfe 
full  of  them  at  home,  and  pur  Noah  among  the  reft. 
He  was  uncommonly  chearful  during  his  ficlcne/s,  and 
faid,  as  they  were  keeping  a  meeting  around  his  beef ; 
*'  O  wh?t  great  joy  have  I  had   this  winter  when  we 


•''have  been  j  peaking,,  praying,  aiid  fingingtogether ! 

*'  but  now  I  can  be  no  mor^  with  you.""    ihey  tom^ 

Tortcd  him  by  faying,  that  he  would  mingle  with  a  mi^^h 

Jargef  aflln.bly  arbuiid  tlic  throne  of  the  Lamb,    and 

casiit  jnuch  n.ore  agreeably  that  hymn :  Unto  the  Laipb 

in  Uicir-Ucat  to  land,   but  it  is  fuppofcd  were  Jliot  by  the  arrows  pf  the 

Crieti'lin-tis  .ind  plundered  J    though  thefe  laft,  fay  that  they  ^ouh3  them 

ifaniiiTicd  to  dcnth  with  hunger  and  cold,  and  fo  feized  upon  what  they  kft 

r  fs  a  booty.    This  fatality  has  befallen  rttany  aihip* .  It  was  but  two  years 

Jbefort>  thut.*^be/CreeQlandeis  fiabbed  the  ctew  ofaDutch  ihip  |n  ao  art(ui^ 

concerted  manner.     They  pofled  thcmfclves  among  the  crew  as  \f  they

-  )ind  brought  the  fliip  to  floUand.  In  Diiko-bay  nhey  enticed  the  «rev^'  «f  a 

,  Atp  which  came  toifeiuggle,  ,to  bring- (h«r  wares  to  laud ;    when  this  «vi^ 

done,  one  was  appointed  to  (:onie  running  down  to  inform  them  that  (he 

D^nlfli  faftors  were  haftening  thither  tofeize  them  all.     The  dealers  being 

*-  in  a  confternation  left  their  goods  whe?e  they -were,  and  fled  to  their  boat,

carrying  oft' the  goodf. 

*  1"hey«ar  following:  ipumy  other  JGrcenlanders  got  their  death  b;jf  ea^ng 
a  dead  whale,  but  ^h«  ^la  not  in  thcfe  parts.j 
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^at  was  /Uhiy  kc.  When  Ihev  aiked  bim  WhdHer  he 
loved  our  Saviour  very  much?  He  an^rcd:  •*  Yes,  I 
*«  do  love  him."  In  his  lail  hours  he  faid :  «  I  have 
*«  another  younger  brother,  whom  I  would  gladly  have 
*^  rpoken  to  of  our  SaWdur.  I  reemunend  him  to  you, 
<<  and  when  he  conm,  pfty  keep  him  here,  and  t6li 
«<  bim  flh&t  I  defired  k  mn  iriy  deatb-^htd."  iDv^liing 
that  hymn  with  him:  The  Saviour*;^  blood  aha  righ- 
teouiheirs)  &c.  Sometimet  he  jointid  in  the  ftnginl;'  wiAi 
an  amiable  mien,  for  he  had  the  command  of  his*  femfet 
to  the  M  moment,  ahd  teftfiied  by  his  words  and  de- 
portment his  longing  to  be  (bon  with  ChriiV.  May  2,  at 
n^e  in  the  morning,  he  e3C|Mred,  durii:g  the  impofitfion  of 
hands  and  prayer  attended  wil^  many  tears.  On  tl^s 
occaiion  their  words  run  thus :  '•  We  thank  our  Saviour 
for  the  grace  he  hath  (hewn  to  him  and  his  family.  It 
is  not  a  fuU  year  Hnce  he  came  here  Hrft,  but  as  Ibon 
as  grace  begun  to  work  On  him,  w^  pet'ceiyed  an  up- 
right walk  and  a  daily  growth.  We  never  (kw  an 
unha^y  difcontented  lobk  in  him,  though  he  was 
**  obliged  to  put  up  with  very  indifferent  acconimodations ; 
and  when  the  others  vffent  to  other  places  to  better 
their  outward  circuynihmces,  he  faid :  I  will  ftay"  with 
you,  I  have  no  want  here.  He  had  not  fuch  gifts  as 
•*  the  othens  to  fpeak  to  the  heathen;  but  he  was  a  dif- 
**  ciple  on  the  breaft  of  Jefus.  O  bow  doth  the  Lord  hve 
««  ibepeopk!  Deut.  jfxxiii.  3.  This  text  furnilhed  the 
**  fubje^  for  the  funeral  difcourfc." 

After  this  the  brethren  hailed  away  to  the  illands  to  vifit 
their  people.  They  alfo  met  with  an  opportunity  not 
only  to  urge  the  true  converfion  to  God  more  clofcly 
upon  the  heathen,  but  likeWife  to  accompany  the  depar- 
turt  of  two  baptized  perfons  of  the  colony  into  eternity 
with  wc  is  of  confolation  and  with  prayer.  C^e  of 
thefe  had  been  baptised  by  Mr.  Eeedein  his  chUdhood, 
and  had  continui^  undier  an  effectual  work  of  grace. 
Befides  thofe  that  died  by  this  venomous  difeafe,  another 
unbaptifced  man  died,  virho  had  lived  laft  winter  with*  the 
brethren,  and  then  remained  infenfible  amidft  all  the 
grace  that  bloomed  in  the  hearts  of  others ;  but  in  the 
iummer  he  Was  \9xi  hold^.  He  was  quite  rcfigned  in

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his  (icknefs,  and  exprefied  hb  joy  that  he  could  appear  as 
a  poor  finner  before  the  throne  of  grace.

The  Southlanders  pdflina-  by  towards  the  north,  or 
coming  from  it,  often  callecTupon  the  brethren,  who  en- 
deavoured to  make  known  to  them  the  way  of  falvation. 
Many  tha:t  were  going  upwi^ds,  promifed  to  call  here 
again  when  they  returned;  and  as  foon  as  they  had  fur-> 
nifhed  themfdves  with  certain  neceflaries,  they  would 
come  and  live  here  entirely.  Some  that  lived  with  the 
brethren"  an,d  had  been  inftruftcd,  went  again  to  the 
fouth  with  thofe  that  Were  going  downwards:  They 
promifed  to  think  often  on  what  they  had  heard,  and  to 
come  again  the  next  year. ;  The  diary  fays :  **  Not  one  of 
thofe  that  ftaid  here  all  the  winter  has  remained  un- 
pioved  by  the  teftiraony  of  the  Lamb's  blood  j  but  it 
is  not  their  mind  as  vet  to  he  our  Saviour's  en-

On  the  other  hand  fome  other  families  that  had  lived 
here  formerly,  and  had  heard  the  gofpei,  took  up  their 

.  final  refidcnce  here,  and  gave  hopes  that  they  wouM 
furrender  themfelves  up  to  our  Saviour  as  his  property, 
Mathefmgqak,  that  is,  th^e  little  Matthew,  the  fon  of 
the  lite  Samuel,  whom  he  had  left  behind  in  the  fouth, 
but  bequeathed  to  the  brethren,  came  again  after  four 

.years  abfence.  He  wa's  indeed  grpwJi  a  Tittle  wild,  but 
when  he  was  reminded  of  his  baptifmal  covenant,  and 
told  of  the  words  of  his  dying  father,  he  grew  tender,  and 
was  diredly  willing  toftay.  %ut  his  friends  did  not  like  to 
leave  him,  becaufe  they  had  difcovered  a  peculiar  fpright- 
linefs  and  dexterity  in  him.  However  they  acquiefced, 
when  they  heard  his  father's  laft  will,  and  when  they 
faw  the  br-jthren's  uncommon  love  to  him,  and  his  own 

*  willingnefs  to  ftay.     Some  days  after,  his  fofter-father 

'j)eri{hed  at  fea.     This  event  brought  his  fofter-mother 

(and  her  family  to  ftay  here  too. 

^he  Greenlander  Mangek,  who  was  the  very  firft 

.  tl;it  fuhmitte^  himfelf  to  .the  brethren's  inftruclion,  and 

,  wa^  th^  pccafion  of  others  coming  and  being  converted, 
though  he;  l^irtifejf  did  not  ftay,  came  now  again  in  hjs 
(Jjftrefs,  'and  begged  u^'to  fetch  him  and  his  people,  for 

they 
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they  had  neither  boat  nor  vi<5luals.  Hereupon  the  b^B- 
thren  write  :  **  It  was  not  in  our  poANcr  to  help  them  a 
great  deal  in  their  external  wants,  yet  we  brought 
them  hither,  and  will  now  do  what  we  can  for  them, 
for  we  have  an  eye  to  their  fouls."     ,,ir»n,<,i.  M^l 

Thus  there  was  a  'prettv  good  company  of  Green- 
landers,  belides  the  baptized,  gathered  together  at  New- 
Herrnhut  again  for  the  winter.  The  breuiren  began  the 
ufual  morning  and  evening-meetings  and  the  bands. 
And  as  experience  had  taught  them  that  one  or  another 
milbehaviour  had  fometimes  intervened  among  the  bap- 
tized during  their  abfence,  they  were  fpoken  with  one 
by  one,  in  order  to  remove  all  mifunderftanding,  before 
they  reftored  to  them  their  feparate  meeting  and  the  kifs 
of  love  as  a  token  of  their  clofer  fellowfliip.  They  were 
very  much  humbled  on  account  of  their  faults,  and  beg- 
ged each  other's  pardon  with  tears.  Afterwards  juft 
when  the  brethren  intended  to  have  kept  a  love-feaft  w  th 
them,  and  to  have  fupplicated  the  Lord  for  abfolut'on, 
Simon  and  fome  of  the  unbaptized  people  fet  off  t ^  the 
iflands,  without  the  knowledge  of  tneir  teachers.  The 
unbaptized  yielded  to  the  perfuafipns  of  the  heathen ,  and 
played  at  ball  with  them,  and  while  they  were  at  play, 
one  of  them,  cJled  Kiafuk,  fell  down  dead  upon  the 
fpot.  This  unhappy  accident  might  indeed  have  its  na- 
tural caufe,  but  yet  as  it  was  coincident  with  manifeft 
difobedience,  it  gave  occafion  to  ?,  lerious  admonition 
to  avoid  a  needlefs  and  dangerous  allbciation  with  unbe- 
lievers and  mingling  in  their  paftimes,  and  to  pay  a 
greater  regard  to  their  teachers  words  and  regulations ; 
and  this  was  not  without  a  bleifing. 

A  readinqj-fchool  was  kept  v/ith  the,  children,  and  a 
finging-fchool  with  the  grown  Greenland- women.  The 
,men  who  had  iio  dmc  for  it,  learnt  the  hymns  and  the 
tunes  from  the  reft  in  their  houfes.  The  brethren  had 
now  tranflated  feveral  old  and.  new  hymns  and  fingle 
verfes}  but  if  a  verfe  was  not  to  be  turned  into  right 
GreenUndlfh,  they  rather  omitted  it  than  let  the  natives 
fmg  it  without  underftanding  it,  or  poffibly  with  a  mif- 
taken  idea.    The  fmging  hours  v^erc  an  excellent  oppor- 
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lunity  to  inftil  into  the  Greenlanders,  and  cfpeciaJly  th* 
children,  the  truths  of  the  gofpel  in  a  very  agreeable  and 
perhaps  an  eafier  manner  than  by  queftion  and  anfwer. 
They  learned  the  verles  pref«ntly  by  heart,  and  fooner 
took  the  freedom  to  ;i(k  the  meaning  of  a  ver ic  than  of  a 
difcourfe.  The  Tinging  of  our  Greenlanders  was  grate- 
ful to  the  heathen  themfelves,  for  they  had  been  ufed 
from  the  beginning  not  tc  fing  with  boifterous  vocifera- 
tion, but  (oft,  llow,  anc*  intelligible;  and  many  a 
ftranger  has  been  induced  hy  it  to  fby  and  hear  a  dif- 
courfe, a  catechifation,  or  a  chapter  out  of  the  Bible. 

In  general  our  dear  Lord  favoured  the  meetings  virith 
his  prefence,  and  his  Spirit  applied  the  teftimony  with 
life  to  many  fouls.  At  the  end  of  November  they  write 
among  other  things  the  following :  "  The  Lamb  of  God 
**  be  heartily  praifed,  that  towaids  evening  he  fends  forth 
light,  r  ud  puts  more  frequent  opportunities  into  our 
hands  to  difpel  the  darknefs  by  the  light  of  the  gofpel, 
to  entcnder  the  obduracy  and  coldnefs  of  the  hearts  of 
men,  and  to  attfadl  them  to  him  by  the  power  of  his 
*'  blood  and  death.  May  he  help  us  on  from  day  to 
*<  day,  and  convince  our  and  all  the  other  Greenlanders 
•'  what  his  blood  can  efFeft  on  poor  finners." 

Another  time  they  fay :  "  Once  there  was  a  great 
ftirring  perceived  among  them,  when  we  read  the 
•*  xxiid  chapter  of  St.  Matthew  to  them,  and  told  them 
•'  that  Jefus  Chrift,  the  King  of  glory,  would  now 
•**  have  them  called  too,  and  that  the^r  might  all  come 
to  him  as  they  were,  and  get  themfelves  adorned  with 
his  blood  as  the  wedding-drefs.  My  heart  (fays  one 
brother)  burnt  for  love,  and  fome  of  the  Greenlanders 
burft  out  into  floods  of  tears,  and  faid,  that  they  had 
felt  an  energy  in  their  hearts  which  they  could  not 
**  defcribe."  .  J:^    ,\ 

A  principal  article  in  this  affair,  which  muft  rejoice  a 
true  judge  of  the  tokens  of  grace,  is,  that  the  miflion- 
aries  in  preaching  and  treating  with  the  heathen,  fpoke 
and  aited  with  a  peculiar  feeling  of  their  own  poverty 
and  unworthinefs.  Thus  at  different  times  one  and 
another  fays  :  **  When  I  am  fometimes  fo  poor  and  de- 
•"''  fedlive  that  I  fcarce  know  one  word  to  fay,  the  Lamb 
•*  of  God  grants  me  a  look  into  his  wounds,  and  then

«<  the  words  flow  like  a  torrent,  that  both  I  niyfelf  and 
«*  the  hearers  are  overpowCTftd  with  fomWhing  unutter- 
«<  able.  **  We  all  know  who  artd  what  Wc  are,— and  all 
•*  with  one  confcnt  declare, — we've  no  creertilncncc  ta 
**  fhcw, — to  move  our  Lord  to  love  us  lo.*  Dear  brc- 
*♦  thrcn,  you  have  very  little  in  us  fo  rejoice  at  j  how- 
•'  ever  rejoice  in  this,  that  wc  become  p6or  finners  more 
and  more.  We  will  rcraam  in  faith  and  love.  We'll 
follow  Jcfu's  leadings— throughout  our  life's  proceed- 
ings,—and  venture  when  the  Prince  permits  ;*' — but 

cannot  aft  the  hero,  but  as 
gladly  do  the  will  of  their 
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«  Father."  ^     .  -  >      ■        •    - 

Through  the  blefling  of  the  Lord  the  congregation 
was  augmented  this  year  with  eleven  adult  Greenlandcrs  • 
three  o?  them  were  baptized  in  February,  and  the  other 
eight  at  Chriftmas. 

In  thfe  beginning  of  the  year  the  firft  Greenland-pair, 
viz.  Simon  and  Sarah  were  joined  together  in  matrimony 
according  to  the  chriftian  inflitution.  Firft  the  brethren 
fjpoke  with  him  previous  to  it ;  he  propofed  a  woman  that 
did  not  live  here  aaJ  was  not  baptized.  The  brethreuj^ 
as  might  well  be  fuppofcd.  objefted  agalnft  it,  therefor^ 
he  took  time  to  confider  upon  it,  and  the  next  day  hi 
faid,  he  had  prayed  our  Saviour  to  direct  him  in  this  af- 
fair for  the  good  of  his  foul,  i\nd  had  found  that  his  pur- 
pofe  had  not  been  pure,  for  he  had  looked  more  at  the 
appearance  of  the  perfon  than  his  fours  good.  He  was 
afhamed  of  himfelf,  and  would  afterwards  a&.  agreeably, 
to  the  mind  of  his  teacLers.  But  they  were  afraid  o£ 
meeting  with  more  difficulty  from  Sarah,  becaufe  it  is  an 
old  cuftom  among  the  Greenlanders,  that  a  lingle  wo- 
man is  not  brought  to  marry  by  confent,  but  by  compul- 
fion.  However  fhe  was  in  a  good  difpofition,  and^ouf 
Saviour  accompanied  the  propofal  to  her  with  his  grace, 
fo  that  fhe  was  willlne,  contrary  to  their  expectation; 
Then  after  a  fhort  exhortation,  to  let  themfelvcs  be 
formed  as  an  image  of  the  Lord  and  his  church,  they 
were  mutually  promifed  to  each  other,  and  this  prelimi- 
nary tranfadion  was  concluded   with  prayer.    A, few 
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days  after,  all  the  Greenlanders  and  fome  Europeans 
from  the  colony  afl*embled  together,  and  a  difcourfe  was 
held  on  £ph.  v.  23,  24.  and  then  they  were  joined  in 
marriage,  and  recommended  to  the  Lord  in  prayer  as  the 
firft  married  pair  that  were  bound  together  here  according 
to  the  chriftian  rites,  wifliing  they  might  inherit  a  new 
bleiUng  and  (hew  am  edifying  example. 

$  9-        • 

I  now  come  to  the  relation  of  (bme  intermixed  occur- 
rences }  from  which  we  (hall  fee  that  the  brethren  had 
great  reafon  to  thank  the  faithful  eye  and  Watchman  of 
Ifrael  for  his  blefling  in  externals,  and  for  averting  many 
dangers  in  their  voyages  on  account  of  vifiting  or  other 
neceflary  affairs.  Once  when  they  went  to  learch  for 
wood,  a  contrary  ftormy  wind,  and  fnowy  weather, 
kept  them  prifoners  a  whole  week  upon  a  defart  ifland  in 
a  piercing  cold  without  any  tent.  Another  time  fome 
Greenlanders  were  fcarce  landed  fafe  with  a  corpfe  they 
had  broueht  home,  before  a  raging  tempeft  arofe,  which 
threatened  to  overturn  our  hou£. 

At  Good-hope  they  received  an  account  that  no  (hip 
had  arrived  this  year  at  Frederic's-hope,  a  colony  ere6ted 
but  laft  year ;  therefore  the  fa6lor  here  refolved  to  carry 
them  a  couple  of  boat-loads  of  provifibn,  and  defired  the 
brethren  to  accompany  him  with  their  boat.  Juft  as 
they  were  going  to  fet  o^,  the  other  faflor  came  him- 
felf  from  the  foutli,  and  could  take  fo  much  into  his  own 
boat  that  the  brethren's  ailiftance  was  not  wanted. 
Whenjthey  were  got  20  leagues  from  hence,  the  fame  un- 
friendly ftorm  that  had  imprifoned  the  brethren  for  a 
week  on  an  ifland,  befet  them,  and  overturned  one  of 
their  boats  by  its  monftrous  billows  j  two  men  were 
drowned,  ana  two  climbed  upon  the  keel  of  the  boat* 
and  in  this  manner  were  driv«n  about  for  a  league 
before  the  other  boat  could  comf  to  their  relief  and  uve 
them. 

The  Good-hope  (hip  arrived  this  year  the  2d  of  July. 
The  brethren  received  by  it  many  joyful  accounts  and 
animating  letters,  and  alfo  as  much  of  the  necelfaries 
of  life  as  would  fuffice  for  their  fubfiftcnce,  with  the 
help  of  what  they  themfelves  could  procure.     July  3, 

they 
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they  began  their  new  building,  which  fome  particular 
rcifons  made  them  put  off  laft  year,  and  which  was  now 
become  more  necclliary  ;  yet  they  did  not  compleat  it 
till  the  year  following.  'By  this  fhip  the  mifltonary 
Frederic  feoehnifh  made  his  hrft  vifit  from  hence  to  the 
brethren's  congregations,  in  order  to  deliver  !n  a  verbal 
account  of  matters,  and  to  ftrengthen  himfelf  ancw_  for 
his  labour. 
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§ .. 

HE  almoft  general  ftirring  that  took  place  among 

the  heathen  lall  year,    continued  this  year  in  its 

blefled  progrefs,  and  the  brethren  laboured  to  cherifli  it 
«by  their  own  and  the  baptized  Greenlanders  co-agency. 
;Yet  the  enemy  ftrove  to  fmother  it,  nay  even  to  difpatch 
by  murder  the  inftrumrnts  that  made  fuch  inroads  upon 
tsi'him.     But  he  '  cceeried  fo  poorly,  that  he  loft  his  cap- 
tive fouls  more  aid  more,  and  they  were  called  and  prc- 
II  pared  for  eternalHfe. 

When  our  Greenlanders  came  home  from  the  iflandj, 

their  account  commonly  ran  thus :  *'  We  found  many 

**  people  that  heard  us  gladly,  nay  that  defired  us  to  tell 

them  fomething  of  our  Saviour.     Some  indeed  mock- 

•*  ed,  but  were  put  to  ihame  by  the  others."     One  that 

as  baptized^  once  found  feveral  men  fitting  together,  and 

"peaking  with   concern   about  their  condition.     They 

onftrained  him  to  fit  down  by  them,  to  talk  with  them. 

ven  an  unbaptized  man  who  had  at  other  times  ex- 

-J)refl'ed  an  enmity  againft  the  word,  but  could  not  as  yet 

4eave  a  brottier  or  his  who  was  .baptized,  was  once  called 

^  '*lipon  by  the  heathen  to  tell  them  fomething.     But  as 

this  heart  fmote  him,    he  began  to  weep,    and  uttered 

>' himfelf  in  a  prayer,  in  which  he  confefied  his  own  bad 

'  condition ;  and  this  had  alfo  its  effect  on  the  favages. 

The  awakening  extended  further  than  the  brethren 

^  could  ordinarily  vifit ;  this  ihey  were  informed  of  by  one 

m  of  the  baptized,  w*io  had  found  the  heathen  very  defirous 

f  many  leagues  to  the  north.     They  urged  him  to  fit  and 

'^  talk  to  them  the  whole  night.   The  fecond  night  he  ftol 
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away  into  a  little  houfe,  to  get  fome  reft.  But  they  foo  1 
found  him  out)  and  he  was  obliged  to  gratify  their  de- 
£re  of  more  converfation.  A  celebrated  angekok  in  this 
place  dreamed  that  he  was  in  hell-torments,  and  heard 
and  faw  unfpeakable  things.  He  wept  two  whole  days, 
.^d  then  to)d  the  people  his  vifion,  adding  that  he  would 
not  go  on  with  his  dclufions  any  longer,      v  r{^     istt  "''*'

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Thus  the  brethren  were  more  and  more  encouraged 
to  viAt  the  heathen  frequently,  or  to  live  fome  days  with 
them  in  order  to  blow  up  the  Are  that  was  under  the 
aihes.  At  one  viflt  in  Kangek  a  Greenland  woman  was 
baptized,  who  could  not  come  to  the  great  celebration 
of  baptifm  becaufe  of  the  bad  weather.  Of  this  they 
write  :  *'  We  were  welcomed  with  much  joy  by  the 
*'  heathen,  and  our  meflage  was  heard  every  morniiig 
***  and  evening  with  great  cagernefs.  March  7,  the  fa- 
'Vcrament  of  baptifm  was  difpenfed.  So  many  people 
came,  that  the  houfe  was  quite  filled,  and  fome  ftood 
without  by  the  windows.  After  a  diicourfe  on  the 
text:  God  fo  loved  the  worlds  &c.  the  candidate  was 
baptized  and  called  Sophia,  The  croud  ftanding  round 
"  were  vaftly  riFe^d  and  (hed  numberlefs  tears  *. 
May  the  Lamb  make  her  a  blefling  to  her  country- 
folks. She  is  endowed  with  both  gifts  and  grace> 
and  fhe  meets  already  with  much  perfecution,  becaufe 
**  there  is  a  noted  Angekok  at  this  place,  who  coun- 
*'  teradls  us  very  much.  He  has  threatned  to  fall  upon 
*'  us  with  the  well-known  band  of  murderers,  becaufe 
*'  he  fees  that  our  miniftry  among  the  heathen  en- 
"  croaches  too  much  oil  his  trade.  But  we  rely  on  the 
"  word  of  Jefus,  that  not  a  hair  fliall  fall  from  our 
•'  head,  nor  thofe  of  our  Greenlanders,  without  the  will 
of  our  heavenly  Father.  The  9th,  a  woman  fprang 
from  a  rock  into  the  fea,  and  was  drowned.  The 
reafon  was  this,  the  angekok  pretended  he  would 
conjure  a  healthy  foul  into  a  fick  child }  but  as  it  died 

*  This  is  the  woman  who  two  yea<s  ago  was  firft  touched  by  Arbalik'i 
relation  of  the  woman  of  Samaria.  [See  I74Z>  §  3>3  She  has  been  finte 
in  the  north.  At  one  vifit  they  fay  of  her:  "  She  is  never  fatiated  with 
'*  hearing.  She  praVs,  and  fings,  and  fpeaks  with  all  that  will  hear  any 
^  thing  of  our.Savi«ur,  and  is  haC<d  on  that  account," 
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**  after  all,  he  laid  the  blame  upon  this  woman,  and 
*<  affirmed  that  fhe  had  killed  this  new  foul  with  her 
*<  black  art.  On  this  account  the  child's  father  lay  in 
**  wait  to  take  away  her  life,  and  (he  leaped  into  the 
*'  water  that  (he  might  not  be  hewn  in  pieces  in  the 
"  manner  that  the  Greenlanders  ferve  the  reputed  witch- 
•*  es.  The  forcerers  invent  fuch  lies,  when  they  want 
•*  to  have  any  body  out  of  the  way.  The  infidels  ftand 
"  in  great  fear  0/  them,  but  the  believers  bring  their 
'*  deiufive  art  into  more  and  more  difgrace.  Therefore 
**  thefe  ibothfayers  betake  themfelves  to  this  evafion, 
*'  that  their  ncill  does  not  extend  to  believers,  becaufe 
*'  they  have  fubmitted  themfelves  to  the  jurifdi6tion  of 
'  **  another  great  Spirit,  who  always  withftands  their 
"  fpirit." 

At  the  laft  vifit  in  this  year,  the  above-mentioned  So- 
phia (who  removed  in  the  autumn  with  her  family  to 
New-Herrnhut)  gave  them  a  letter  which  ihe  had  die* 
;:|-tated,  addreiTed  to  her  former  houie>companions.     All 
'    the  Greenlanders  were  eager  to  hear  it.     The  miilionary 
was  defired  to  read  it  over  feveral  times,   and  had  an 
^opportunity  by  it  to  (hew  how  a  foul  is  difpofed  as  foon 
ias  it  experiences  the  blood  of  Jefus  in  its  heart,  and  how 
«it  cannot  keep  filence,   but  wifhes  all  fouls  the  fame. 
>  Some  were  affected  and  wept,  and  others  feemed  quite 
||infenfible,    yet   liftened  attentively.      Thefe  laft  wefe 
Iruck  by  the  difcourfc  he  kept  afterwards  on  Rom.  ii. 
|.,  5.  of  the  patieiKe  and  long^fufFering  of  God  towards 
ipead  and  infenfible  man .      Then  the  account  fays  : 
f^*  Afterwards  I  went  with  Rebecca  and  Efther  to  the 
>f^  other  houfes.     At  firft  we  met  with  nothing  but  wo- 
3"  men,    to  whom  Efther  teftified  with  moving  and 
t«*  anointed  words  what  grace  the  Friend  of  fmners  had 
i*'  (hewn  to  her.     She  fet  before  them  the  example  of 
t^<  the  great  fmner  Mary  Magdalene,  and  exhorted  them 
• "  to  follow  it.     I  was  quite  pleafed  with  her  difcourfc. 
>'  **  Then  we  adjourned  to  another  houfe,  where  I  fpoke 
f  '*  on  the  words :  Bthold  the  Lamb  of  God,  &c.  and  in- 
*  "  vited  them  to  the  approaching  baptifm  of  fome  of 
^*'  their  relations.      In  the  evening  we  came  again  to 
our  lodging;   there  I  fpoke  on   the  text:    /give  wa- 
ters in  the  ivildtrnefsy   and  riven  in  tht  dejartf   to  give 
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drink  to  my  people.''*  I  felt  a  particular  energy  iffuihg 
from  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  and  the  people  were  fo 
ftruck  that  there  was  fcarce  one  unmoved.  After  the 
difcourfe  they  fet  themfelves  down  here  and  there

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little  companies  to  talk  over  this  matter.     Dec.  5,  as 
foon  as  they  rofc,  they  defired  me  to  fpeak  to  them 
again,     f  fpoke  of  the  agonizing  conflict  of  our  Sa- 
viour's  foul  when   he   purchafed   us,   and   that   the 
bloody  fweat  trickling  down  his  face  exempts  even- 
foul  from  coming  into  judgment,  who  adheres  to  him 
by  faith.      We  had  a  blefled  cojiverfation  with  the 
heathen  when  the  difcourfe  was  over.     Anna's  bro- 
**'  ther  cried  out  with  tears:    Ah,  now  I  begin  to  un- 
-**  derftand  why  ye  fpeak  fo  much  of  the  blood  of  Jefus'! 
**  I  could  not  look  at  the  old  man  without  tears.     He 
•*'  had  conftantly  faid  to  his  f;fVer:  I  ftiould  by  rights  be 
«-**  converted,  and  fo  I  will  too,  but  I  know  not  what 
ails  me,  I  cannot  rightly  come  at  it.     The  6th,  after 
a  difcourfe  on  the  good  Shepherd,  we  recommended 
them  to  him  in  prayer.     Anna  gave  us  her  daughter 
to  go  awhile  to  our  fchool.     At  fetting  oft"  we  fung : 
Up !  up  I  ye  redeemed^  be  watchful  and  brijk,  &c.    Some 
of  them  ran  along  the  ftrand  to  hear  what  we  fung, 
and  wept  aloud.      We  ftaid  all  night  with  Rofina, 
and  fhe  and  her  Elizabeth  refolved  to  go  with  us. 
At  this   place   lived    fome    religious   Greenlanders ; 
therefore  I  fpoke  on  thofe  words  :  fVithout  me  ye  can  do 
nothing  j  and  ihewed  the  difference  between  mere  na- 
tural piety  and  a  true  change  of  heart,  which  induces 
a  perfon  to  abftain  (out  of  love  to  our  Saviour)  from 
•*  every  thing  that  he  redeemed  us  from  at  the  expence 
of  his  life,  and  which  endues  him  with  power  through 
his  blood  fo  to  walk  even  as  he  walked.     When  I 
went  away,  a  girl  ran  after  me  weeping  and  faying: 
O  1  am  too,  too  bad,  and  feel  nothing  yet  of  the 
blood  of  Jefus  J    what  fhall  I  do?    I  faid  to  her: 
Here  is  Either  and  Rebecca,  they  can  tell  thee  wh»i 
they  did,  .  And, that  they  told  her  with  joy." 
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among  them  that,  in  fpite  of  all  the  work  of  grace  oil 
their  hearts,  ftill  refiftcd  the  truth,  ^nd  perfecuted  thofe, 
that  believed,  under  the  pretence  that  fome  of  them  were, 
related  to  the  murderers  of  their  friends ;   therefore  they 
aimed  at  taking  away  their  lives  to  revenge  their  friends, 
blood.     The  brethren'  defcribed  to  them  the  fm  of  mur- 
der, and  the  injuftice  of  fuch  kinds  bf  revenge,  which 
in  cafe  it  cannot  find  the  perpetrator,  vents  itleif  on  his 
innocent  relations,  nay  even  on  fuch  as  orrly  happen  tQ 
live  in  the  fame  land.     The  brethren  fent  for  Jcmathanj 
who  was  the  chief  object  of  their  evil  intentions,    to 
come  to  them;    the  people  were  appeafcd   by  his  pro- 
teflatiojis  of  innocence,  and  prorhifed  to  do  no  harm  to 
him  or  any  of  the  believers.     There  was  one  of  them 
tailed  Kainak,.  whom  the  brethren  reminded  of  the  time 
four  years  ago,  when  he  was  bid  hold  of  in  a  period 
of  awakening,   and  exhorted  him  to  furrender  himfelf 
once  into  the  hands  of  our  Saviour.    The  tears  came  in 
his  eyes,  and  he  knew  not  what  to  fay,  but  that  he  was 
a  miferable  corrupted  creature,  that  knew  very  well  he 
ought  to  be  converted,  but  could  not,  becaufe  he  liked 
better  to  wander  up  and  down  with  the  favages.     After 
Kuyayak,  Samuel's  brother,  had  been  drowned  in  coall- 
ing  to  the  north  as  was  mentioned  before,  this  man  took 
his  fon  Kuanak  with  him.     Afterwards  the  poor  lad  was 
feized  with  a  burning  fever,  and  being  light-headed  he 
wounded  Kainak's  wife  with  a  knife ;  he  was  beat  fo  un-r 
mercifully  for  it,  that  fomebody  brought  him  tO' the  bre- 
thren upon  their  back  as  a  wretched  cripple.     However 
they  were  glad  to  get  him  alive  again,  and  cured  him. 
This  boy  came  now  alio  to  Kainak ;  and  confefied  thac 
he  had  very  well  deferved  the  blows ;  but  advifed  him 
and  the  refj  of  them  to  be  all  converted.     They  wept 
all  together,  and  owned  they  were  wrong  *.«iu-;<:Mi  "t  > 
Some  of  the  other  vifitors  lamented  that  they  had 
not  come  here  to  winter,    for  the  uneafmefi  of  their 
hearts  purfucd  them  without  intermiffion,  and  if  they  at- 
tempted to  -fmother  it  by  ball-playing  or  other  diver- 
Aons,  yet  it  returned  fo  much  the  flrronger.     Tiiefe  peo- 
ple were  now  very  much  out  of  humour  with  a  falfc 
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prophet  mid  Angekok,  who  had  made  the  chriftian  relU 
gion  fufpicious  to  them,  and  warned  them  againft  be- 
lieving in  Jefus,  pleading  that  it  was  a  mere  invention 
of  the  foreigners,  which  might  now  be  feen,  becaufe  fome 
of  the  believers  died,  though  their  teachers  had  faid  that 
none  of  thofe  that  believed  m  the  Son  of  God  would  die. 
Afterwards  when  he  was  called  to  an  account  before  the 
others,  and  alked,  if  he  had  ever  heard  that  the  belie- 
vers fhould  always  remain  in  this  world ;  he  faid :  *'  O 
^'  no,  I  did  not  apprehend  it  fo,  but  becaufe  I  knew 
*<  that  I  ought  to  be  converted,  and  yet  would  not,  I 
*'  invented  5iis  objeftion,   left  the  reft  of  the  people 
*^  fhould  be  converted,  and  I  be  left  alone.'*    One  can- 
not help  wondering  at  this  man's  honeft  confeflion  of  the 
reafon  why  he  did  not  avouch  the  chriftian  dodirine ;  and 
it  were  to  be  wifhed  that  adl  others  were  fo  honeft,  who 
have»once  determined  not  to  adopt  the  gofpcl^ truths,  and 
on  that  account  fo  eafil^  furnifh  themfelves  with-  argu- 
ments againft  them,  which  have  juft  as  much  validity  as 
the  curious  devices  of  this  Greenlander.     He  told  one 
of  the  baptized,   that  he  had  a  mind  to  be  converted 
too,    but  that  his  love  for  his  deceafed  children  and 
friends  kept  him  back,   for  if  he  went  to  heaven  and 
thofe  were  in  hell,  he  could  have  no  joy  there.     An 
old  man  of  another  diftri£^,  who  had  exprefl'ed  an  en- 
mity againft  the  word  of  God  for  many  years,  and  yet 
came  continually  a  vifiting,   was  once  feriouHy  alked, 
why  he  was  fo  full  of  animofity,  fmce  Jefus  died  for  hh 
adverfaries  too,   and  would  forgive  and  take  away  his 
enmity  if  he  was  willing  ?    He  liftened  earneftly  to  this 
news,  and  v^ras  quite  friendly  at  leaft  for  this  time,  and 
early  next  mornine  he  came  again  and  beeged  them  to 
fpcak  further  to  him  about  the  fame  fubje^  for  he  that 
was  crucified  in  fuch  a  manner  came  into  his  mind  as 
as  foon  as  he  awoke.     After  fome  further  inftrudlion 
he  cried  out :  O  Jefus,  help  me  poor  creature !    vais  "' 

§  4- 

In  this  manner  truth-  obtained  one  conqueft  after  the 
other,  and  the  fimple  doArine  of  the  crucified  Jefus  was 
laid  before  the  moil;  wild,  hard  a^d  refifting  hearts  and 
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minds  fo  plainly  an.i  heartily,  as  the  method  of  teaching 
under  the  new  covenant  requires ;  neither  did  it  fail  ctf 
proving  its  efficacy  and  producing  it?  fruit  in  it$  time, 
even  when  it  ieemcd  to  lie  dormant  for  forae  years. 
But  the  brethren  ',vere  not  backward  to  treat  foniC  more  fc- 
vcrely,  efpe^ially  thofc  of  an  audacioufty  profligate  fpirit ; 
jret  as  fooh  as  they  rclcnied,  they  led  them  alfo  in  the 
evangelic^!!  track. 

In  May  the  aforementioned  banditti,  who  had  threaten- 
ed the  tcarhers,  marched  to  New-Hcrrnhut  at  a  time  when 
moft  of  the  Greenlanders,  at  leaft  all  the  men,  were  ab- 
fent  in  queft  of  food,  and  all  the  brethren  but  Matthew 
Stach  were  gore  io  v'mf  them.  He  relates  what ibHo\fs 
concerning  it :  t'W' <;'ftrf*if  ftritA»  WNW  ir>n 

*'  They  canvs  from  the  Sound,  where  their  tents  arc 
now  funding,  firft  to  the  colony  and  then  to  us. 
My  room  was  fa  full,  that  there  was  no  ftirring.  I 
coulu  itQt  ^Mtb  their  aim.  I  knew  what  they  had 
threatened,  but  I  was  inot  afraid,  and  went  on  quiet- 
ly with  my^tranAation.  When  they  had  fat  awhile, 
their  chief  Taid :  *■'  We  are  come  to  hear  fomething 
good."  I  faid  :  I  am  glad  of  it,  only  let  the  reft  of  the 
people  come  into  the  houfe  firft.  He  fent  for  them 
in  dire£lly.  I  (ang  firft :  I^et  the  world  hear,  &c. 
The  I^amb's  fwcet  art-r-hath  won  my  heart, — His 
voice  I  prov*d,-wI  bow'd,  believ'd  and  lov'd : — John 
pointed  out  the  Laiyib,  &c.  Then  I  prayed  that  the 
Lord  would  open  their  hearts  to  underftand  what  he 
ftiould  give  me  tQ  fay  to  them.  After  that  I  fpoke  a 
few  words  on  a  pa0age  out  of  my  tranflation  JSts  xvit. 
concerning  Paul's  occurrence  at  Athens,  and  after- 
wards I  faid:  f' Yet  I  ijvill  not  fay  a  great  deal  to  you  of 
the  Creator  of  all  things,  for  you  know  already  that 
there  is  a  Creator.  (This  all,  but  one,  confirmed.) 
You  alfo  know  that  you  are  wicked  people,  (which 
they  all  fajd  Tes  to.)  Now  then  I  will  tell  you  of  the 
moft  neceffary  point,  viz.  that  you  and  we  have  a 
Saviour,  who  is  the  fame  that  made  all  things  at  firft. 
He  canae  into  the  world  like  another  man,  refided  up- 
wards of  thirty  years  upon  earth,  did  the  will  of  hi*: 
heavenly  Father,  ajid  inftruded  mankind.  After- 
■  :■,,--  I^  4  "  wards 
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wards  he  was  faftencd  up  to  a  crofs  arid  flain  by  his 
country-men,  who  would  not  believe  his  word.  But 
the  third  day  he  rofe  again  from  the  grave,  and  after- 
wards afcended  up  into  heaven.  Now  the  time  is  dgi- 
proaching  when  he  will  come  again  in  the  clouds'of 
heaven  J  then  all  the  dead  will  rife  and 'appear  before 
him  as  the  righteous  Judge,  and  he  will  render  to 
every  one  according  to  his  works.  Then  I  turned  to 
the  chief,  and  faid ;  But  thou  poor  man  !  how  wilt 
thou  (land  before  him,  when  "ail  the  fouls  whom  thou 
haft  difpatched  out  of  this  world,  (hall  ft'-p  forth  and 
fay  to  him  that  fits  upon  the  tribunal :  This  'wicked 
wretch  murdered  is  juft  a?  thou  hadft  fcnt  thy  mef- 
fengers  to  us,  and  hindered  us  from  hearing  the  at- 
count  of  our  falvation.  What  wilt  tKou  then  an- 
fwer?"  He  was  filent,  and  caft  his  eyes  down  to  the 
earth.  1  obferved  now  that  a,  trempur  feized  them 
all,  therefore  1  proceeded  :  "  Hearken  to  me,  I  will  put 
thee  in  a  way  how  thou  mayft  efcap?  this  tremendous 
judgment,  but  thou  muft  foon  put  it  In  pra61::ce,  qr 
elfe  death  wiil  put  it  out  of  thy  power,  for  thoii  art 
old.  Fall  then  at  the  feet  of  Jefus.  Thou  canft  not 
fee  him,,  yet  he  is  everywhere,  Tell  him  that  fhou 
haft:  heard,  that  he  loves  the  human  foul  exceedingly, 
and  rejects  no  one  that  cries  for  grace,  though  he  be 
the  greateft  (inner  j  tell  him,  he  mall  have  mercy  on 
thee  poor  wretched  creature,  and  exgun^je  thy  fms 
with  his  own  blcod,"  and  fo  on.  He  piomifed  with 
an  af?e(?i.ed  heart  that  he  would.  Wheii  I  had  fini(h- 
ed,  Anna  began,  whofe  brother  they  had  murdered 
in  the  year  1739,  (he  alfo  exalted  the  powe"  of  Jefu's 
blood,  which  hiid  evidenced  Itfelf  fo  happiiy  on  her 

'*  and  hers,  and  admonKhed  them  not  to  withftand  the 
truth  any  longer.  When  (he  had  done,  Sarah  came, 
and  kept  them  a  long  difcourfc.  They  heard  it  all 
wiih  great  attention,  and  afterwards  walked  up  and 
dow  u   cb.c  place  in  a  thoughtful   pofture  with  their 

*'  hands  folded,  but  towards  evening  they  departed," 

In  M,-.i*ch  fhc:  Greenlandcis  crept  out  of  their  winter- 

houfcii*  -jP^  ^'^'^''^^  t^  ^^^'^  fifhery.     Now  as  the  bretliren 
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had  experimentally  found  that  the  baptized  and  cate- 
chumens frequently  '  jftaincd  harm  in  their  diffipations 
among  the  favages  in  tlie  funlmer-feafon,  therefore  they 
made  an  arrangement,  that  'the  baptized  women  and 
children  who  had  no  provider  (i.  c.  rto  father,  hulband 
or  brother)  (hould  live  in  the  tents  with  feme  baptiwd 
head  of  a  family,  fhould  affift  him,  and  be  maintained  by 
him.  They  all  acqliiefced  in  it  except  one  unmarried 
Greenland  woman,  who  would  abfolutcly  live  with  a 
fingle  man  that  was  urtbaptized,  and  *in  order  to  carry 
her  i>oint,  made  ufe  of  all  manner  of  fcurrilous  refrac- 
tory language,  as  fuch  people  are  wont  to  do,  who  in- 
veigh againft  all  orders  that  arc  not  adapted  to  like  will 
of  the  flefh  and  carnal  rcafon,  under  the  name  of  con-< 
ftraint  of  confcience  and  implicit  obc'-dience,  and  thus 
furriilh  the  adverfaries  with  fuch  plaufible  evidences  and 
calumnies,  as  they  can  expeft  to  gathfer  from  difcoDtent- 
ed  deierters.  They  were  obliged  to  exclude  fthis  perlbn 
from  the  fellowfhip  of  the  faithful  (for  fhodhad  bi^en 
baptized)  till  by  the  other  baptized  people's  talking  to 
her  Ihe  became  afhamed  of  her  difobedience,  and  begged 
ibrgivenefs. 

Johri  Shneider,  one  of  their  teachers  went  with  them, 
that  they  might  regulate  themfelvcs  from  the  beginning 
"?n  a  manner  becoming  chrirfians,  ?nd  might  not  be  too 
long  without  inftru6^ion ;  he  kept  a  meetmg  with  them 
every  morning  and  evening,  fpoke  with  them  fingly,  and 
had 'often  an  opportunity  between  whiles  to  fpeak  to  the 
heathens.  Once  when  he  "v^ent  out  tb  ftiodt  -fomethinp 
to  eat,  tw  litde  girls  Idhing  upon  the  ice  called  to  hinr, 
dnd  faid  that  they  rejoiced  when  they  faW  him  comings 
and  now  he  fhould  ftay  a  little  with  them,  and  not  only 
appTy  himfelf  to  the  purfuit  of  partridges,  but  tell  them 
fomething  of  our  Saviour,  efpectally  as  they  had  no  op- 
portunity of  coming  to  his  houfe.  According!*'  he  fpokf; 
to  them  with  pl'^afure,  to  the  purport  of  that  verfe  : 
*<  Ne'er  let  it  vanish  from  my  heart— Thar  I  have  been 
"  redeemed — by  thy  exceffive  fmart."  '^■t''-  -^ 

In  the  mean  time  the  Greenlanders  vifited  in  New- 
Herrnhut  as  often  as  they  could,  and  by  degrees  moft  of 
them  came  home  again,  fo  that  towards  the  end  of  May 
nineteen  tent.*  were  ftanding  there.     But  they  foon  ic£ 
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off  agliin  to  the  Amaraltk-bay  to  their  harveft  for  cap^'* 
lins,  a  kind  of  fprat,  which  ferves  them  ia  the  winter 
for  their  daily  bread.  Matthew  Stach  went  with  them 
to  have  a  conftant  inrpe£tion  over  them  and  to  proceed 
in  inftruc^ing  them.  He  had  a|i  opportunity  of  preach- 
ing the  gofpel  to  many  heathens  there. 

In  June  they  returned  loaddd  with  temporal  and  (pi- 
ritual  blefltngs.  The  miflionary  brought  fome  lack.9  full 
of  dried  capelins  ^ich  he  himielf  had  caught,  to  encou- 
rage the  Greenlanders  to  diligence  by  his  example,  and 
to  have  fomething  to  give  the  needv  in  a  time  of  want. 
WheA  the  brethren  had  nothing  ^Ife,  they  made  ufe  of 
thefe  during  the  building  or  enlarging  of  their  dwelling- 
place,  which  they  finifhed  fo  far  as  to  enter  it  the  20th 
of  Auguft;  yet  this  food  did  npt  agree  with  them,  fo 
that  they  were  fick  and  weak  by  it,  but  more  fo  when 
they  were  obliged  to  eat  mikk^ak  or  half-rotten  feals- 
fiefh  with,  the  Greenlanders,  Yet  they  write:  *'Thc 
^'  Lord  he  praifed  that  amidft  all  this  .he  gives  us.^a 
*^  cheacfal  heart,  and  joy  in  our  Greenlanders,  whidi 
<'  is  better  than  abundance,  nay  than  all  the  t|:carufe9  f$i 
"  earth."  .^-..^    ii    >n 

h  Towards  autumn  the  Greenlanders  went  a  feal- 
catching,  and  in  0<5lQber  they  returned  to  New-Herrnhut 
all  but  two  widows,  who  ftayed  with  their  children  a* 
xnong  their  relations.  The  inhabitants  diftributed  thcm- 
felves  into  three  houfes.  The  mc^  confiderable  fire  of 
each  houfe  imAei  a  meal  for  the  reft  of  the  men,  at  which 
the  outward  ^condu<51;  and  order  to  be  obferved  among 
^em  wis  made  known.  A  man  from  the  colony  al^ 
came  ti^ybeg  tjnem  to  take  him  in }  but  he  was  fent  thi- 
ther^P^in,  and  told,  that  if  he  would  give  lis  heart  to 
our.'^Mviour,  and  be  obedient  to  the  minifter,  he  might 
certainly  find  every  thing  there  y/hkh  he  pretended  to

Now  the  brethren  regwlai^ ;  itl^e  meetings  and  the 
bands  anew,  and  the  pQO|]^:)ye^  afked  if  they  wece 
willing  to  fpeak  of  the  ftato  of  their  hearts  with  thofe 
perfons  of  their  nation  they  Wf  re  cla^d  with,  and  they 
all  faid  Yes.  Yet  one  man  ftaid  away  from  that  time, 
Jinddeda^cd  without  any  eguivijc^tion  or  lludying  pJau- 
'm^^i  "    '  fiblc 
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fible  rcafons  that  he  had  an  averfion  to  fuch  free  con- 
verfation,  for  he  neither  would  nor  could  believe  any  thing 
he  heard  here  of  God  j  there  was  no  God,  but  every  thing 
came  of  itfelf,  and  will  always  remain  as  it  is.  When 
he  was  fpoke  to  about  it,  and  the  dangerous  ftate  of  his 
foul  was  reprefented  to  IJm,  he  gave  no  other  anfwer  but 
this,  that  he  would  never  alter  the  opinion  he  had  once 
entertained,  but  eo  the  fame  way  as  his  fathers  had  gone 
^  before  him.  This  firantic  fpeech  proceeded  from  the  dif* 
V  quietude  of  his  heart,  becaufe  he  wanted  to  ftifle  the 
I^  work  of  grace  but  could  not,  which  mufl  neccflarily 
breed  a  conflict  in  his  foul.  This  betrayed  iifeif  when 
he  once  went  unawares  to  hear  a  difcourfe  on  the  word» : 
The  wages  of  fm  is  death,  at  which  he  was  (b  reftlefs  and 
anxious,  that  he  turned  from  fide  to  fide  as  if  he  fat  upon 
thorns,  and  at  iaft  rofe  up  and  ran  away. 

On  the  other  hand  another  man  came  to  one  of  the 
miifionaries,  and  begged  him  to  talk  with  his  wife.  He 
laidj^fhe  ufedtobe  very  earneft  in  the  purfuit  of  what 
was  good,  but  becaufe  he  always  hindered  her,  ihe  now 
feemed  to  be  brought  oflF  from  it  entirely.  He  begged 
the  miffionary  to  give  her  freih  encouragement,  he 
would  never  hinder  her  any  more,  but  be  converted 
himfelf.  A  few  days  after  he  came  to  enquire  if  any  one 
had  fpoken  with  his  wife,  and  what  eiFe<^  it  had.  One 
day  one  of  the  baptized  faid  to  his  wife,  ^'  Haft  thou 
**  never  any  thoughts  about  giving  our  teachers  fome- 
^*  thing  ?  they  do  fo  much  for  us,  and  we  do  nothing 
^  for  them ;  make  each  of  them  a  pair  of  fhoes."  Sim- 
ple as  this  feems,  yet  it  ihews  that  the  Greenlanders  be- 
gan to  think  of  fome  grateful  acknowledgement,  where- 
as for.nerly  they  expedied  to  be  p^d  for  the  loan  of  their 
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The  children's  fchool  was  begun  again,  and  at  the 
clofe  each  time  a  text  was  repeated  to  them  to  learn, 
and  the  next  Sunday  they  were  catechized  upon  it. 
Sometimes  they  read  to  them  fome  animating  accounts 
from  the  children  of  believing  negroes  and  Indians  in 
America,  or  letters  from  the  children  of  the  nurferies  of 
the  Unity ;  then  gave  them  an  exhortation  to  follow  the 
good  example,  and  concluded  with  prayer.    They  aHb 
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read  fomctimcs  fuch  kind  of  accounts  of  other  miffions 
to  the  adults  for  thsir  excitation,  and  after  a  time  they 
fct  apart  a  day  every  month  for  this  purpofe,  which  was 
called  the  Monthly  Prayer-Day  or  Congregation-Day. 
Such  letters  and  accounts  awakened  a  defire  in  fome  of 
the  Grcenlanders  to  exprefs  alfo  the  ftate  of  their  hearts 
and  minds  in  letters  to  their  brethren  beyond  the  fea. 
Accordingly  they  diftated  fomething  to  the  pen  of  their 
teachers,  which  they  tranflated  into  German  and  fcnt. 
Thus  the  following  letters  were  wrote  this  year.

'<*  tion,  that  it  may  make  an  end  of  the  wickedncfs  of 

**  my  heart,  for  it  is  very  corrupt.     When  my  teacher.^ 

^■"  mention  Jel'us's  blood,  then  it  gives  me  joy  that  the 

;V  Lariib  hath  purchalcJ  me  with  his  blood.  ,  But  if  I

''«  T!  ererore,  my  dear  brethren,  pray  often  to  the  Lamb 

'*  of  God  for  nie,  that  he  may  give  me  a  good  heart. 

'  *«  O  fefus,  be  gracious  to  me  !^* 

t  2.  Sarah  wrote  to  the  Ordinary :  *^  I  will  write  to  thee 
•*  about  my  heart.  I  feel  my  mifery,  and  pray  our  Sa- 
'*'  viour  that  he  may  grant  me  to  feel  his  blood.  For  I 
'*  have  no  Saviour  that  can  help  and  fave  me,  but  the 
*'  Lahib  of  God.  Sometimes  when  I  am  alor^e,  I  feel 
*<  that  God  is  prefent  to  my  fpirit,  and  then  I  thank 
'*  him.  But  fometimes  I  feel  no  kind  of  good  in  me, 
**  nay  mere  corrifption,  and  though  I  ftrive  and.  look 
**  about  in  my  mind  after  him,  yet  I  ftill  hanker  after 
*<  corruption  and  forget  him.  In  the  beginning  after  I 
•*  was  baptized,  I  thought  now  all  fin  is  removed  far 
**  from  me  i  but  this  winter  our  Saviour  has  humble^l 
**  me  very  much  on  account  of  my  fmfulnefs.  It  h^s 
**  been  a  great  joy  to  me  that  fo  many  have  been  bap- 
**  tizcd  this  winter.  Now  1  experience,  that  with  Gcd 
**  all  things  are  poflible,  that  even  we  Greeijlapders  can 
'fM  be  tagether  in  right  hearty  love.  I'hotigh  I  am  very 
1*'=--.  *'  worthUli 
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worthlefs,  yet  my  teacliers  love  me,  and  do  not  dc- 
♦*  fpile  me  notwithttanding  my  wretchednefs ;  becaui'e 
they  are  acquainted  with  the  Spirit  of  God  and  know 
his  mind,  they  give  all  diligence  to  dircd  me  to  the 
Lamb  of  God.  O I  if  the  Spirit  of  God  fliould  put 
it  into  your  heart  to  fend  us  more  teachers,  then  pray 
do.  For  God  iovfid  us  and  died  for  us,  when  we  and 
you  fhould  have  periftied.  But  he  has  redeemed  us  ; 
this  we  experience  when  we  get  a  feeling  of  the  bio  ,4 
of  Jefus  in  our  hearts.  May  Jefus  blew  thee.  Tell 
all  thy  brethren  that  I  love  them  very  much.

"  Hearken,  Boeniffe  !  I  cannot  tell  thee  how  often  I

<t  blood.  Thanki  be  to  Jefus,  that  he  keeps  hisjjlood

««  corruption,  I  fay  to  him ;  remove  it  from  me  again,

The  brethren  now  began  to  keep  feparate  meetings  for 
each  of  the  different  fexes,  and  to  give  them  exhortations 
with  a  view  to  their  fex  and  i'pcclal  circumftances. 
Thefe  were  called  choir-meetings,  they  were  kept  every 
Sunday,  and  contributed  very  much  both  to  their  Cpiritual 
edification  and  alfo  to  their  outward  order  and  exemplary 
walk.  But  that  thefe  different  meetings  might  be  attend- 
ed with  no  irregularity,  and  that  cv^ry  one  might  know 
the  days  and  hours  appointed  for  the  public  or  the  fepa- 
rate meetings,  they  appointed  two  fervants,  a  brothei* 
and  a  fifter,  for  the  refpe^livc  fexes.  The  two  firfl  were 
Jonah  and  Judith.  irrvw^^r,.  «„*^' ■,.,.  ..1^..'" '"  , 

The  milJionaries  had  every  now  and  then  fome  ex- 
prefs  converlation  with  thofe  of  the  nation  that  were  ap- 
pointed to  keep  the  bands,  that  is,  fuch  Greenlanders 
under  whoii;  infpedtion  thofe  fmalkr  aflbciatioas  could 
jv^.-iy  ;  "   -  ■•  ■  "  ipeak 
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fpeak  of  the  (late  of  their  hearts.  At  thefe  little  confe* 
rences  they  had  an  opportunity  of  hearing  their  fenti* 
ments  of  the  growth  of  their  people,  which  commonly 
harmonized  very  nearly  with  the  thoughts  of  the  teach- 
ers i  or  it  gave  occafion  to  fome  animadverfions  on  the 
wife  leading  of  fouls.  They  particularly  enforced  it  00 
them,  not  to  urge  or  prefs  any  one  to  fpcaic  of  his  fitua- 
tion,  that  fo  dead  or  lukewarm  people  might  not  be 
driven  to  hypocrify. 

I  (hould  protra6t  my  fubjedl  to  too  great  a  length,  if 
I  was  to  infert  all  the  overflowings  of  the  brethren's  joy 
on  various  occafions  at  the  bleilines  and  the  evidences  of 
grace  in  general  and  in  individual  iouls ;  but  it  was  oftei) 
attended  with  ihowers  of  tears.  The  defire  of  the  Green- 
landers  for  the  word  of  God  kept  continually  increafin?. 
They  not  only  came  eagerly  to  the  meetings,  but  alio 
went  privately  and  alone  now  to  one  of  their  teachers, 
and  then  to  another,  fometimes  to  a(k  for  further  illuftra- 
tion  or  inftrudtion,  fometimes  to  bewail  their  tinfulnefs 
and  to  defire  their  advice ;  fometimes  to  reveal  the  to- 
kens of  grace  that  had  difcovered  themfelves  in  their  own 
perfons  or  others,  attended  with  a  true  change  of  heart ; 
in  Ihort,  to  difclofe  the  fmnerlike  feeling  of  their  own 
poverty,  and  of  the  precioufnefs  of  the  blood  of  Jefus. 
Here  the  brethren  write :  **  Since  we  now  fee  that  a- 
midft  all  our  own  impotence  and  poverty,  the  blood 
of  the  Lamb  exerts  its  power  on  the  hearts  of  the  fa- 
vages,  baptized  or  not  baptized,  therefore  this  (hall 
perpetually  remain  our  text:  Beheld  the  Lamb  of  God, 
**  that  taketb  away  the  fm  of  the  world.  We  will  dire6t 
*'  all  fouls  to  him,  becaufe  we  ourfelves  have  found  all 
**  our  falvation  and  righteoufnels  in  him.  We  will 
*'  freely  fpend  ourfelves  in  witneffing  of  his  precious 
*'  blood.  But  why  do  I  fay  fpend,  it  always  gives  us 
frefh  vigour ;  and  when  a  coal  from  the  altar  of  the 
crofs  touches^  our  lips,  our  mouth  flows  over  with  it 
«  anew.'*

V  In  February  the  congregation  was  increafed  with  nine 
perfons  by  holy  baptifm,  and  in  December  there  was  an 
addition  of  fix  new  candidates.  When  thefe  laft  were 
acqnainted  of  the  approaching  grace,  they  burft  out  into 
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fuch  a  ihower  of  tears,  that  thev  could  fay  no  more  to 
them  for  that  time.  Their  minds  were  fo  full  of  it,  that 
(bme  dreamt  about  it.  They  had  a  preparatory  meet- 
ing every  day,  and  the  day  before  they  wore  to  be  bap- 
tized they  came  fmgly,  confefled  their  fins,  and  were 
abfolved  Dy  impolicion  of  hands  and  prayer.  Baptifm 
was  adrniniftred  to  them,  Dec.  16.  Firfl  a  difcourfe 
was  held  on  that  text :  I,  futn  I  will  both  ftarch  my  Jheep, 
and  fetk  them  out.  They  were  exhorted  to  draw  near 
to  the  throne  of  grace  as  naked  fmners,  and  at  their 
baptifm  to  put  on  the  blood  and  righteoufneis  of  C.iirifl: 
as  their  robe  and  wedding-drefs.  They  dropped  more 
te^cs  than  words,  at  the  queftisns  that  were  a(kcd  them. 
Among  thofe  that  were  baptized  was  an  old  maiden* 
who  had  been  under  inftru^ion  fome  years  before,  but 
the  uneafmefs  of  her  heart  made  her  run  away ;  the  fame 
uneaAnel's  drove  her  now  hither  again,  "^nd  obliged  her 
to  give  way  to  the  power  of  grace.  Another  young 
woman  was  laid  hold  of  fome  years  ago  at  the  vifits 
of  the  brethren  in  Kangek ;  fmce  then  ihe  profited  by 
fome  chriftian  inftrudions  at  the  northern  colony,  ana 
made  good  improvement  in  knowledge.  When  (he 
had  lived  again  awhile  with  the  brethren,  there  came 
a  Greenlander  who  had  caft  his  eye  upon  her  for  his 
wift,  and  now  would  take  her  away  by  violence,  but 
ihe  was  refcued  from  bum  upon  the  ftrand. 

Three  children  of  believing  p?\rents  were  born.  But 
as  the  brethren  had  made  it  a  rule,  not  to  force  the 
holy  facraments  upoii  the  Greenlandcrs,  but  to  wait  till 
they  earneftly  defired  them,  therefore  only  the  laf(  child 
was  baptized  at  prefent,  viz.  Simon  ana  Sarah's,  who 
begged  for  it,  and  pruniifcd  to  take  good  care  of  its 
education.  The  father  prayed  over  the  child,  and  the 
mother  being  alfo  prefent,  concluded  with  a  fervent 
thankfgiving.  They  were  the  firft  couple  that  were 
joined  together  here  according  to  the  chriftian  ritual, 
and  their  child  the  firft  that  the  brethren  baptized. 
This  fcrupulofity  was  perhaps  carried  too  f^r,  but  it 
fprung  from  the  great  reludhince  they  had  to  the  feeing 
of  heathens  that  had  been  baptized  they  did  not  know 
why,  roving  about  wild.  They  firft  made  a  trial  in 
every  thing,  nor  were  they  yet  certain  whether  all  they 
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had  baptized  would  ftay  there,  and  educate  their  chil- 
dren in  a.  chriftianlike  manner.  But  they  received  an 
admonition  on  this  heaiJ^^  and  when  they  afterwards 
found  that  the  baptized  faithfully  kept  the  promife 
made  at  their  baptifm,  always  to  ftay  with  their  teachers, 
they  were  lefs  fcrupulous  of  baptizing  the  children  of 
believing  parents. 

One  of  the  miffionarles  gives  an  account  of  his  bap- 
tized people  in  a  certain  writing,  part  of  which  I  will 
infert,  becaufe  it  fhews  us  that  amidft  the  real  joy  they 
felt  at  the  grace  vifible  in  them,  they  were  not  blind 
to  their  faults,  but  readily  owned  fuch  as  they  knew 
of. 

"  It  feems  as  if  th6y  had  all  fome  life  in  their  hearts, 
**  but  we  cannot  yet  fay  that  they  are  all  arrived  to  a 
**  fettled  confidence.  Yet  moft  of  them  know  where 
"  the  fault  lies,  and  long  for  the  blood  of  Jefus. 
"  Many  of  them  have  good  infight  and  knowledge,  and 
•'  fcldom  mifs  an  opportunity  of  recommending  the 
*'  grace  of  our  Saviour  to  others  j  but  they  themfelves  do 
*'  not  all  live  in  the  right  enjoyment  of  it.  Their 
**  being  abfent  from  us  and  fcattered  among  the  hea- 
**  then,  is  a  great  detriment  to  them  ;  and  yet  they 
cannot  be  always  with  us  becaufe  of  their  livelihood, 
though  we  do  what  we  can  to  prevent  their  going 
a  great  way  off.  We  '^^ake  no  difference  between 
eur  baptized  people  and  thofe  at  the  colony,  nor  do 
they  make  any  difference  among  themfelves.  Indeed 
**  at  firft  we  obferved  a  little  ftrangenefs,  which  pro- 
**  bably  proceeded  from  their  being  of  different  coun- 
**  tries,  for  thofe  at  the  colony  are  natives  of  this  coun- 
*'  try,  and  ours  are  fouthlanders,  and  therefore  are 
**  looked  upon  as  ftrangers.  But  this  eftrangement 
*'  foon  vanifhed,  and  thofe  that  have  an  upright  in- 
*'  tention,  love  one  another  cordially.  The  miffionary 
*'  and  we  are  alfo  of  one  mind,  and  we  have  bound 
ourfclves  before  the  face  of  the  Lord,  to  carry  on  the 
work  in  fellowfhip  for  one  Mafter,  and  not  to  aim  at 
a  bare  fpreading  the  chriflian  religion,  but  at  a  true 
converfion  of  the  heart  through  the  efficacy  of  ihc 
gofpel  of  the  crucified  Jefus." 
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§  10. 

One  pair  of  the  believers  was  joined  in  matrimony 
♦his  year.     Two  of  the  baptized  inhabitants  and  a  child 
died,    and  one  alfo  of  the  baptized,   viz.   Solomon  a 
married  man,   entered  the  eternal  manfions  as  a  fmner 
that  had  found  grace.     The  brethren  had  had  a  great 
deal  of  joy  in  him  ever  fince  his  baptiim  till  this  fpring, 
when  he  was  excluded  the  fellowfliip  of  the  believers 
for  a  certain  tranfgreflion,  and  went  away  for  a  little 
'awhile  emirely  fiom  hence.     But  one.  of  the   teachers 
finding  him  when 'he  vifited  the  heathen  a  fortnight  af- 
ter, took  him  afidej-and  encouraged  him  to  apply  to 
Jefus  for  mercy  as  a  finner,  and  afTured  him  he  might 
find  a  refuge  in  his  wounds,  and  there  alone,  from  all 
fm,  all  error  and  evil.     At  this  his  heart  grew  tender, 
and  he  ftied  many  tears.     May   10,  he  came  again  with 
his  tent,  healthy  and  well  to  New-Herrnhut,  but  fell 
fick  the  night  after.     As  it  was  obferved  that  he  haften- 
ed  to  his  end,  and  as  he  was  very  penitent  for  his  tranf- 
greffion,  and  alfo  affured  the  brethren  that  our  Saviour 
had  looked  gracioufly  upon  him ;  he  was  again  receiv- 
ed into  the  congregation  during  many  tears.     Then  he 
declared  that  he  was  ready  to  depart  into  his  eternal 
itate,  told  all  that  vifited  him  how  much  he  longed  to 
he  with  our  Saviour,  and  amidil  his  greateft  pains,  he 
faid :  *'  O  Jefus,  thou  knoweft  that  I  repofe  my  confi- 
"  dence  alone  on   thee  and   thy  blood,  thou  knoweft 
*'  that  I  have  no  other  Saviour   but   thee;    therefore 
"  ftand  by  me,  poor  fmner."     Being  aflced,  if  he  could 
go  to  our  Saviour  with  joy,  he  faid.  Yes,  and  added, 
'*  Here  comes   a  fmner,  who  would   fain,— thro'  the 
"  Lamb's  ranfom,  entrance  gain."  "i^^  .^;r.wi     AVi- ' 

§      II. 

I  will  conclude  this  year  with  the  celebration  of 
Chriftmas.  Their  account  of  it  runs  thus :  **  Dec. 
"  24,  we  went  with  our  baptized  Greenlanders  to  the 
"  colony,  and  fung  fome  Chriftmas-verfes  before  every 
"  Greenland  houfe.  Then  we  went  into  the  veftry- 
"  room,  where  Mr.  Drachart's-  baptized  congregation 
"  came  alfo  to  us.  Firlt  a  Chriftmas-hymn  was  fung, 
"  and  then  a  difcourfe  kept  on  the  lowly  birth  of  the

*5  eating,  they  were  entertained  wjAii  ibme.  pcofitable 
<<  difcourfe  on  t)^  feftival  Tdbjedt.  Afeer  finging  ainv 
<'  ther  hymn  we  went  Wk,  Tung  fome.verles  Dcfore 
*f  each  of  our  hoiiies,  then  afiemued  in^ur  hall,  andi 
**i  worihipped  the  child  Jefus  on  our  knees.  The 
'*  Greenlanders  afterward  (aid  :  '*  O  hoivtr  many  ni^ts 
^  have  we  waited,  and  revelled  with  our  heathenifit 
^^  mirth,  but  hitherto  we  have  been  utter  (bangers  to 
<'  iiich  joys  as  thefe,  &c.  On  the  evening  of  the  third 
*'  holiday,  I  reminded  them  of  the  grace  we  have  en- 
'^  joyed  all  in  a  body  at  our  meetings,  and  each  apart, 
*'  during  thefe  feftival  days;  therefore  we  bowed  our 
<'  knees  with  gratitude,  thanked  the  Lamb  for  it  all, 
**  and  begged  the  grace  that  this  fcene  might  never  be 
''  withdrawn  from  our  hearts  or  our  memories.'*

§  I. 

THE  joy  this  Chriftmas  was  crowned  with,  in- 
clined the  brethren  to  make  the  general  feafts 
of  the  church  of  more  benefit  than  they  had  been  hi- 
therto, in  order  to  give  the  Greenlanders  a  right  un- 
derftanding  of  the  great  and  good  deeds  the  Lord  hath 
done  for  his  people ;  therefore  they  read  them  the  hifto- 
ry  of  the  rcfpediive  events  out  of  the  Bible,  and  made 
fome  fiiort  explanation  and  application.  If  the  Green- 
landers had  not  rightly  underftood  any  thing  when  it 
was  publicly  propounded,  they  came  afterwards  to  afk 
about  it,  which  prefented  a  fine  q)po"tunity,  not  only 
of  making  it  more  intelligible  to  them,  but  alfo  imper- 
ceptibly to  difcern  more  clearly  the  principles  of  their 
hearts  and  the  fituation  of  their  minds,  and  confetjuent- 
ly  enabled  their  inttru£k)rs  to  difpenfe  the  word  of  life 
fo  as  fuited  all  and  eaclj  at  that  (eafon.  But  if  the  bre- 
thren "obftrvfed  any  'bafrehnefs  or  j^jl^warmnefs,  or  if 
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even  deviations  appeared,  and  bad  cuftoms  would  break 
in  again,  thev  took  an  opportuftitv  to  reprove  them  ei- 
ther m  a  public  meeting,  in  a  bana,  or  in  private  inter- 
views, in  order  to  refbrra  theiti,  and  prevent  any  evil 
eonfequenccs. 

Thu!fon  ne^-ytar*s  day  they  write:  "  After  reading 
**  the  hiftory  of  the  bitth  and  circumciflon  of  Jefus, 
«•  fiJme  a  tnem  came  to  enquire  further  into  the  that- 
*  ^r.  We  ^kc  therefore  in  the  meeting  ofthebap- 
«•  tized,  cdhterning  the  firft  blood  which  Jefus  fhw, 
^'  abd  how'tfiat  turns  to  our  benefit.  But  the  account 
•*  cfbtir  Saviour's  fufferings  and  refurre^on  fumiflied 
tUe  chief  fubjefl  for  bleifed  difcourfe  together.  On 
the  6thef  hand  we  perceived  a  crtain  levity  in  one 
houi%,  therefore  a  monitory  difcourfe  was  kept  on  the 
Wdrds  i  Te  dfk  and  receive  not,  &c.  They  owned  It, 
and  were  afliamcd.  J»  another  houfe*they  were 
told,  how  hard  it  was  to  keep  difcourfes  to  them, 
whereas  in  the  ot|ier  houfes  it  flowed  pleafen;tly,  and 
they  were  defired  to  confider  whether  the  fluggifh- 
**  nels  and  hardnefs  of  their  hearts  was  not  the  caufe  of 
*'  it  ?  We  perceived  it  had  a  good  elFeft,  for  two  days 
"  afterwards,  when  a  difcourie  was  kept  on  the  words : 
*'  /  tbemk  thee  Father, — that  thou  ha/i  revealed  it  mta  babes  ; 
**  there  was  fuch  an  emotion,  that  neither  teacher  npr 
•*  hearers  could  refrain  from  tears.'*  .  ^  i 

If  the  baptized  did  any  thing  unfeemly,  tK^  were  ei- 
ther fpoke  with  and  rebuked  in  private,  or  if  the  cir- 
.  cumftance  required  it,  in  their  feparate  meeting,  or 
were  even  debarred  that  meeting  for  a  time.  It  had  ge- 
nerally the  efFeft,  diat  they  dire^y  acknowledged  their 
fault  and  alked  pardon  of  thofe  they  had  aggrieved. 
Sometimes  the  poor  offender  was  affrighted  j  fuch  they 
cheared  up :  fometimes  he  was  affronted  ;  fuch 
they  fuflered  to  go  their  own  way  awhile,  till  they 
came  to  refIe£tion,  and  begged  forgivenefs  with  tears. 
The  worit  cuflom  of  the  Greenlanders,  is,  running  a- 
bout  v/ith  ftories  and  idle  chat.  They  were  ftrioufly 
warned  of  the  fin  and  damage  that  may  fpring  from  it, 
and  they  made  therri  all  promife  not  to  carry  about  the 

*  During  the  wmt«r,  the  outra^idu*  vfcathtt  frc^tMjitly  obli|<4  th«m  ts 
keep  meetings  in  every  b»«ft. 
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bad  things  they  faw  or  heard  of  one  another,  but  to  give 
timely  notice  of  it  to  their  teachers,  that  they  might 
duly  examine  into  the  matter  and  make  an  end  of  it. 
But  whoever  propagated  an  offence  among  the  peo- 
j}le,  fhould  be  excluded  the  meeting  of  the  baptized, 
as  well  as  he  that  committed  it.  ,_   '   ;  W"^ 

But  notwithftanding  this,  the  brethren  could  moft 
heartily  r  .joice  at  the  vifible  proofs  of  tne  progrcfs  of 
moft  of  them  in  grace,  or  at  leaft  their  upright  confef- 
fion  of  their  defers.  The  bands  and  the  private  con- 
verfations  were  here  of  great  benefit.  Once  their  jour- 
nal fays :  *'  After  the  meeting  feveral  came  into  my 
'*  room.  I  took  occafion  from  the  fubjedl  of  the  dif- 
**  courfe,  to  alk  them.  What  was  the  moft  dear  and 
*'  valuable  thing  to  them  ?  One  faid :  "  That  our  Saviour 
*'  has  chofen  me  out  of  the  world,  and  lets  me  feel  his 
"  love  fo  often.'"  Another  faid  :  "  Becaufe  I  am  yet  fo 
ignorant,  I  want  to  learn  the  words  of  falvation 
rightly,  and  to  keep  them  in  my  heart."  A  third  ad- 
**  ded :  Once  I  was  fo  eager  after  knowledge  too,  and 
*'  thought,  if  I  could  but  learn  a  great  deal,  then  I 
**  {hould  have  what  I  ought  to  have.  But  afterwards 
"  when  I  found,  that  with  all  my  knowledge,  the 
**  wounds  of  Jefus  were  ftill  foreign  to  me,  nay,  fome- 
"  times  my  contempt  and  averfion,  then  I  was  fhoclc- 
**  cd  at  myfelf,  and  found  I  muft  be  converted  anew. 
"  Nov^  nothing  is  fo  agreeable  to  me,  as  hiS  blood." 
'*  The  laft  faid  :  "  This  I  have  not  got  yet.  I  am  ftill 
**  choaked  with  the  cares  for  a  livelihood,  and  though 
**  it  avails  nothing,  yet  I  cannot  rightly  extricate  my- 
*'  felf  from  it."  This  fame  man  faid  once  to  his  clafs ; 
"  Brethren,  I  obferve  that  we  always  like  tc  fay  fome 
good  thing  of  ourfelves.  Yet  it  is  well  known  that 
we  have  bad  things  enough  too,  therefore  it  would 
*'  be  beft  for  us  to  fpeak  of  things  as  they  are."  And 
he  himfelfdiredlly  fet  the  example.       .'  <    ,      .    '   ' 

In  another  of  the  men's  bands  it  was  lamented,  that 
the  right  thirft  for  the  blood  of  Jefus  was  not  perceived 
in  all  of  them.  This  gave  vent  to  an  open-hearted  con- 
fe/Tion.  One  faid :  '*  The  thing  is  true,  and  I  am  one 
*'  that  muft  be  aftiamed  of  myfelf.  1  have  been  bap- 
**  tized,  but  now  it  is  to  me  as  if  I  was  not  baptized. 
■   '  *♦  For 
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«  For  foon  after  my  baptifm  I  went  among  the  favages, 
"  and  became  unfettled  and  vain.  When  my  heart 
«*  told  me  I  fhould  go  to  my  teachers,  and  lay  open  my 
•«  heart ;  I  perfuaded  myfelf  that  it  would  be  to  no  pur- 
"  pofe,  for  they  could  not  help  me,  neither  could  I  keep 
*'  to  what  they  told  me  j  therefore  it  would  be  better  for 
**  them  not  to  know  how  it  was  with  me.  This  made 
'  my  heart  grow  colder  and  harder.  Now  it  gives  me 
'«*  pain,  and  1  beg  our  Saviour  to  foften  my  heart  with 
«'  his  blood."  - 

§  2. 
It  is  certain  the  Intereourfc  with  the  wild  Greenlan- 
ders  was  a  dangerous  rock  for  thefe  weak  beginners, 
(which  yet  was  not  well  to  be  avoided,  becaufe  they 
were  obliged  to  be  often  and  long  abroad  to  feek  food.) 
For  as  the  heathens  could  no  more  withftand  the  truth, 
nor,  like  other  heathens,  confidering  their  deep  igno»- 
rance,  fet  up  fome  invented  wifdom  of  man  in  oppofi- 
tion  to  it ;  therefore  they  went  another  way  to  work, 
and  tried  to  feduce  the  believers  to  join  in  their  revel- 
lings  by  all  forts  of  allurements,  that  fo  they  them- 
felves  might  have  an  excufe  to  refift  and  ftifle  the  con- 
viction of  their  confcience  and  the  uneafmefs  of  their 
heart.  The  teachers  could  not  go  every  where  with 
them,  and  the  vifiting  was  not  fufficient  always  to  warn 
them  at  the  right  time.  This  timely  caution  they  were 
obliged  to  commit  to  the  maternal  care  of  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  and  to  defire  their  people  to  hearken  to  his 
voice  with  a  liftening  ear  and  an  obedient  heart.  Thus 
I  find  it  once  noted :  **  At  their  departure  we  fpoke  to 
'*  them  on  thofe  words,  Remember  Jefus  Chriji^  (2  Tim. 
*'  ii.  8.)  that  ^  ^  alone  was  able  to  help  them  when 
they  would  be  fcattsred  among  the  wild  favages,  and 
fee  a  variety  of  enticements  to  evil.  The  fervants 
were  exhorted  to  ferve  their  matters  faithfully.  The 
children  were  catechized  from  the  laft  text  they  had 
learnt :  In  his  humiliation  his  judgment  wcfs  taken  away^ 
**  and  who  Jhall  declare  his  generatiorf  F  Th^y  were  told  to 
"  think  a  Ways  about  thefe  things,  tQ  repeat  their  texts 
**  and  verfes  often  to  the  heatnenifh  children,  and  to 
"  fliew  by  this  what  Spirit  they  were  the  children  of. 
'*  At  taking  leave,  there  was  a  general  emotion  j  great 
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*<  and  fmall,  baptized  and  unbaptized,  all  wept,  and 
**  we  wept  with  them  at  the  grace  that  the  Lord  hath 
**  fliewn  to  us  and  our  Greenlanders  this  winter.  Some 
lamented  that  they  were  obliged  to  go  s^way,  and 
faid :  It  was  ouite  another  thing  to  them  now  than 
it  was  at  firir ;.  for  then  they  liked  to  takt  a  trip 
fomctimes  to  the  heathen,  but  nbw  th^  were  very 
much  afraid.  We  gave  them  that  prpmife  fbr  their 
**  comfort:  *' Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  tpg^thtr 
•*  in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midft  of  thrtri,?*  d-   ' 

Some  of  thern  came  now  and  then  on  a  viAty  and  faid, 
that  every  Sunday  the  baptized  came  together  frdrti  the 
iflands  round  about,  and  kept  i^  meeting,  and  Chat  fome 
of  the  heathen  cxmt  to  it  and  behaved  veiy  devoutly, 
though  they  were  foon  carried  away  again  into  their 
wild  courfe.  One  of  them  was  defired  by  the  lavages 
to  tell  them  fo'nething  good.  At  ilrft  he  could  not  .re- 
cblkiSl  himfelf,  but  by  and  by  he  bethought  him  nf 
thofc  words,  (Ifa.  Ixv.  2.}  /  ksnie  jprtad  outtny  hands  all 
the  day^  iiz.  This  led  him,  though  with  more  tears  at  hf^ 
own  unworthinefs  than  words,  to  fpeak  fo  much,  that  they 
bad  quite  enough.  A  conjurer  diere  had  laid  heavy  char- 
ges on  the  believers,  that  their  new  doSrine  and  way 
of  life  frayed  the  fea-fowl  away  forfooth,  after  he  had 
releafed  them  from  the  fubterraneous  regions  by  his  art. 
When  the  cold  increafed,  they  ofFerra  part  of  their 
houfe  to  our  moft  diftlnguiihed  Greenlander,  whofe 
tcflimony  found  the  moft  entrance  j  but  he  perceived 
their  artifice,  and  civilly  declined  ^e  invitatioli.  Then 
they  attempted  to  inveigle  him  to  ievertl  forts  of  plea- 
fures,  but  as  they  could  not  prevail  with  Kim  that  way 
neither,  they  made  him  an  offer  of  fome  of  their  things, 
if  he  would  go  only  once  with  them.  He  fielt  an  incli- 
nation to  the  things,  becaufe  they  were  juft  fuch  as  he 
ftood  in  great  need  of  j  but  was  dire^Uy  rebuked  in  his 
heart,  and  refufed  them.  At  lafl  away  they  went,  tel- 
ling him,  he  carried  matters  quite  too  far;  that  after 
this  rate  they  could  have  no  cotnmunication  at  all  with 
the  baptized.  However  it  had  this  good  effect,  that  the 
heathens  of  the  place  where  he  was,  were  afliamed  to 
live  fo  very  wild  and  unruly  as  the  reft.     .  /.      „ 
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§  3- 

The  brethren  went  abroad  as  often  as  they  could  to 
vifit  their  people  from  ifland  to  ifland,  and  if  they  met 
with  any  heathen  that  would  hear  them,  they  fet  the 
gofpcl  before  their  hearts.    One  fuch  vifit  is  related  in 
the  following  wonk.    "  In  one  place  fome  of  the  hea- 
"**  then  loM  ua*  dttt  a  man  who  fome  time  ago  vifited 
**  us  iicquentl^,  died  lately,  and  teftified  that  he  was 
'**  not  afraid  of  death.    We  told  them  the  rcafon,  why 
•*  thole  that  believe  need  not  be  afraid  of  death,  but 
**  may  rejoice  when  they  put  off  the  garmenfrof  flefti. 
f*"  Then  we  came  to  an  ifland  where  many  of  our  bap" 
**  tised  fbjourn.    They  were  very  glad  to  fee  us  again, 
"  and  had  a  ftore  of  pretty  queftions  to  afk  us,  which 
•*  we  refolved.    May  ift,  after  thRmoming-meetiMg  we 
**  fpoke  with  all  the  baptized  and  fome  of  the  unbapti- 
*•  zed  fmglys  and  in  the  evening  fpoke  on  the  words : 
**  God  it  Jove,  &c.     The  2d,  in  «ie  morning  meeting  we 
*'  fhewed  them  how  they  might  be  acquaii^ted  with  the 
**  great  Teacher,  who  would  abide  with  them  for  ever, 
'^  if  they  do  not  wilfully  grieve  him.     Then  we  went  a 
f*  couple  of  leases  further  to  Kookoernen.     The  firft 
-•*  tent*  we  got  iight  of,  were  not  our  people.     Yet  we 
*'  landed  &t  fome  places.     Thbfe  that  wanted  to  hear, 
**  foon  came  to  us,  and  we  exhorted  them  not  to  neg- 
*^  ledi  the  -  offered  giace  in  the  day  of  falvation,  but  to 
'*  eoibrace  a  Saviour  with  joy,  that  they. -might  receive 
**  power  to: li^ecome  children  of.  God.     One  woman 
^*  cameaftei:  us  and  faid  :  "Ah  I  fhould  be  very  glad  to 
'*  hear  the  word  of  God,  for  at  prefent  I  know  but  one 
"  fmgle  text :  Awake  thou  that  fltepeft.**     We  explained 
"  this  fhort  faying  to  her,  and  told  her,  that  he  that 
"  had  imprinted  that  upqn  her  heart,  would  give  her 
*'  more  if  (he  afked  him.     She  faid,  ihe  did  not  know 
*'  how  to  pray.     We  taught  her  that  verfe :  O  my 
heart's  lovely  Jefus  dear,  &c.     From  hence  we  went 
to  fome  of  our  own  people.     They  directly  confefled, 
that  they  had  played  at  ball  with  the  unbelievers,  and 
now  they  were  uneafy  and  could  not  converfe  with 
the  reft  of  the  baptized  with  right  heartinefs  and  free- 
dom,    Wc  admonifhed  them  riot  to  put  themfel'/es 
upon  a  level  with  the  world  any  more,  nor  to  do 
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'*  things  out  of  compliance,  whereby  tlv?y  made  them- 
"  felves  the  fervants  of  men,  and  gave  offence  initcad 
'*  of  edification  to  the  heathen.     Upon  another  ifland 
'*  we  found  things  better.     No  defcription  can  paint 
**  the  joy  they  had  in  us,  nor  the  joy  we  had  in  them. 
**  Some  of  them  turned  their  hearts  infidc  out,  and  laid 
*'  bare  all  that  was  in  them  good  and  bad..    Some  told 
'*  us,  what  honourable  reproach  they  had  borne  from 
'*  the  infidels.      We  kept  the  evening-meeting  on  the 
text :    Looking  unto  Jejus^  &c.     The   3d,  we  divided 
**  ourfelves  into  feveral  tents  on  fhe  ifland,  that  they 
might  all  hear  fomething.     Then  we  vifited  round 
**  ' '  '•very  tent.     In  one,  only  two  heathcnifh  women 
'*  wert  at  home,  who  were  very  much  moved  at  what 
'*  we  faid.'    When  we  told  them,  that  they  might  al- 
"  ways  pour  out  their  heart  before  our  Saviour,   and 
•'  comfort  themfelves  that  he  would  give  them  a  gra- 
*'  cious  hearing,  they  faid :  "  Alas !  we  poor  creatures 
*'  can  fcarce  do  that.     However  the  youngeft  cried  to 
*'  her    mother :    "  Do    thou    pray."     And   when   fhe 
"  would  not,  the  daughter  herfelf  began  and  prayed  fo 
'"^r^ently  that  we  did  nothing  but  weep  for  joy  at 
hearing  her.     Many  both  baptized   and    unbaptized 
.'*  came  to  the  evening  meeting,  which  was  held  on  the 
**  words :  "Jefus^  thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me ! 
*'  The  Lamb  of  God  was  in  the  midft  of  us.     The  4th, 
*'  before  our  return  we  kept  one  difcourfe  more,    on 
•'  the  fountain  opened  for  fin  and  unclcannefs.      We 
*'  fpoke  feparately  with  our  own  people.     Thofe  that 
*'  aft  faithfully  and  uprightly,  are  very  much  defpifed, 
but  they  are  chearful  and  joyful  under  it.     But  thofe 
that  meanly  conform  themfelves  to  the  world  ftili, 
**  are  haraflTed  in  their  fouls,  and  afhamed  before  us  and 
*'  their  brethren.     We  recoinmenoed  them  all  to  the 
•*  overfight   and   guidance   of  our    Saviour,  and   came 
"  home  fafe  in  the  evening."  ..wtn^

In  May  they  all  came  home,  to  go  together  to  the 

herring-fifhery.     One  of   the    miffionaries    went   with 

them,  to  keep  up  the  preaching  and  the  daily  meetings 

for  edification,     In  the  interim  many  Greenlanders  from 
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the  fouth  and  north  vifited  at  New-Herrnhut,  as  they 
did  many  times  before  and  after.     Moft  of  therti  indeed 
came  to  fee  fomething  new,  and  not  to  hear  the  gofpcl. 
But  the  curiofity  of  many  a  one  turned  out  quite  other- 
wife  than  they  thought,  for  the  teftimony  of  Jefus  ftruck 
a  hook  in  their  heart,  which  they  could  not  always  dif- 
cngage  themfelves  from.     Some  came  again  and  brought 
others  with  them,  that  they  might  hear  fomething  good 
too.      Many  came  to  fee  their  relations,   who  painted 
the  happy  life  of  faith  fo  amiably,  that  fome  were  di- 
reftly  influenced  to  ftay.     But  others  refifted  all  at  this 
time,   though  fome  years  after  they  were  caught  too. 
Some  of  thefe  people  had  heard  no'.hing  at  all     '1  now, 
others  only  a*^ittle  in  converfing  with  the  ba^  ize      or 
even  with  the  neighbouring  heathen  inhabi    ntS;     '.ay 
fometimes  only  with  the  children  of  the  K'a..  en  j   as 
for  initancc,   one  woman  had  learnt  this  vcr'f  from  a 
heathen  child  :    "  And  now  the  Lamb  from  blcmifli 
*'  free, — who  on  the  rugged  (hameful  trer     -f-^r  nie  his 
**  life  laid  freely  down, — for  my  true  Lea  and  God 
**  I  own  J**   which  is  out  of  the  hymn^  The  Saviour's 
blood  and  righteoufnefs,    &c.     One  of  the  fervants  of 
the  fadory  bropght  an  account,  that  being  on  a  trading 
circuit,  he  met  with  many  Greenlanders  who  would  be 
glad  to  hear  fomething  of  our  Saviour,  and  that  fome 
of  them  would  foon  come  hither.     Several  from  the 
colony  at  Frederic's-Hope  came  to  fee  the  brethren,  but 
the  brethren  had  heard  before  that  they  had  ftirred  up  an  in- 
furre<Stion  laft  winter,  and  wanted  to  kill  the  minifter, 
becaufe  he  had  put  a  ftop  to  their  dancing,  and  when 
their  plot  proved  abortive,  they  fled  from  the  place  with 
a  horrid  Ihout :  Torngarjiik  ajungllak !   i.  e.  Torngarfuk 
is  good  !    in  the  fame  manner  as  the  people  of  Ephefus 
cried  out :  *'  Great  is  Diana  of  the  Ephefians."     There 
was  not  much  to  be  done  with  thefe  mutineers  at  this 
time. 

Some  of  the  favages,  and  efpecially  their  angekoks,  were 
mightily  taken  up  with  fome  ominous  dreams,  which  feared 
them  and  others  for  fome  time.  Thus  one  of  them, 
who  fome  years  fmce  had  heard  the  gofpel,  but  now 
dwelt  at  a  great  diftance,  faw  heaven  and  hell  and  fcve- 
ral  perfons  in  a  dream  j  and  a  daughter  of  his,  but 
"'*  '  eight 
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«wht  jtan  ol^,  had  a  vifion  of  the  fame  kind.    After 

Ai»  dfMRi  he  made  a  little  box,   and  carved  Teveral 

-Hg^ifts  in  tha  wood,  which  were  intended  to  ivprefent 

>J«fiM,  F^ul,  and  feme  other  teachers  in  a  luminous 

glace,  and  ibme  Greenlanders,  who  were  to  rcpre* 
nt  the  damned,  in  a  dark  place.  This  imagery 
he  (hewed  about,  and  inteipreted  every  where.  It  is 
4iK|kult  to  decide  whether  lucb  Angular  things  are  to 
be  ranked  among  the  wholcfome  corrective  dreams  that 
Eiihu  fpeaks  of  to  Job  i  or  compared  with  the  operation 
of  the  fpirit  of  divination  in  the  damfel  at  Philppi,  who 
would  help  Paul  to  preach,  yfSis  xvi.  or  with  the  fuper- 
ilitious  whim  of  a  certain  heathen  emperor,  who  placed 
Jefus  and  Paul  among  hia  domellic  gods.  So  much  is 
certain,  the  brethren  never  laid  any  ftrefs  upon  it,  but 
put  a  reftraiut  upon  their  Greenlanders  from  telling  their 
dreams  to  others,  let  them  be  ever  fo  pretty,  that  they 
might  not  be  taken  up  with  good  fancies,  or  poflibly 
even  make  a  cuilom  of  them.  b- 
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In  the   fummei,  F^edmc  Eoehinjh  came   back   from 
his     vifit    in    Germany.       On     his     journey    thither 
•two  years   ago,    he    was   ftqiped    in    one    place    by 
the  foldiers.     All  their  efforts  could  not  make  him  en- 
lift,  yet  he  was  detained  for  fome  weeks,  and  (ent  from 
one  place  to  another.     His  meek  ftedfaftnefs,   and  his 
o:ca&>nal  teAinnony,  not  only  won  him  the  favour  and 
kindne&  of  many  of  the  officers,  but  alio  ftirred  up  fome 
of  them  and  fome  common  foldiers  to  a  confidejration 
about  their  ibul's  falvadon.     Thedb  gave  him  an  empha- 
tical  memorial  to  the  General,  and  the  Lutherui  abbot 
Steinmetz  took  alio  a  good  deal  of  pains  in  his  behalf, 
and  thus^  a  diiicharge  was  obtained.     Then  he  purfued 
his  journey  to  HerrnbuCk,   vcfited  the  C'^ngregations  in 
Sileha,.  .and  fpent  the  refidue  of  his  time  in  Marienbori], 
where  he  was  prefent  at  die  fynod,  and  delivered  in  an 
account  of  the  minion.    In  tiie  mean  time  his  wife  fol- 
lewed^iim,   ha^ng  been  obliged  by  ficknefs  to  Ue  by, 
^d  flie  harried  her  two  childr«ti  to  the  nurferies  of  the 
'Unity  tt>  1We4kieat^d.^  March'':} 3,  be^ne  the  day  before 
-fo  fetout  •ff;hii7)r«turj}^,j1i6:>»ettf;i«^  o/dmition,  to  qua- 
lify 
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Itfy  him  the  better  for  the  profecutioii  of  his  call :  tnd 
then  embarked  with  capt.  Idze  Alders  one  of  the  D^h 
vrh:de-fHher8,  who  made  him  hit  chapUin  from  HoWtM 
to  Greenland.  He  tarried  on  board  the  (hip  durii\g  the 
whale-fiihery  in  Diflto-Bav,  and  (hould  have  been  kt 
afhore  at  Good-hope  en  their  return.  But  as  a  ilron^ 
fouth-wind  fprung  up  when  they  weie  fourteen  leagues 
from  thence,  which  commonly  c)ogs  the  coaft  with  ice, 
he  chofe  to  land  diredtly,  notwitJmanding  there  was  a 
thick  fo2 ;  and  the  Aiip  was  immediatelT  obliged  to  put 
off  to  ka.  The  Greenlanders  carried  him  from  Cnis 
place  to  his  brethren.    *' 

The  whole  inlet  was  prefently  crouded  with  fo  much 
ice,  that  the  inhabitants  could  neither  go  out  nor  in. 
July  19,  there  was  however  (b  much  opening*  that  the 
Danifh  (hip  had  room  to  run  in,  though  in  great  dan- 
ger. The  eldrefs  Rajma  Nit/chman,  and  two  fmgle  fif- 
ters,  arrived  in  it.  But  the  captain  would  not  take 
their  condu£lor  with  them.  July  31,  John  Shneider 
was  married  to  one  of  thefe,  called  Rofina  ShUfer^  and 
Aug.  6,  Mr.  Drachart  the  Daniih  mifHonary  was  mar^ 
riea  to  the  other,  Rofina  Thienif  for  he  had  deiu^  a  help- 
mate from  our  congregation. 

John  Becky  and  alio  the  above-mentioned  Rofina  Nitfch- 
man,  fet  oS  with  this  ihip  for  Germany ;  and  he  took 
his  children  with  him,  becaufe  they  now  fav  plainly 
that  they  could  not  give  the  cl^ildren  that  educatiorj 
here,  which  would  be  neceflary  for  the  furtherance  of 
^e  work  among  the  heathen,  and  for  the  edification 
of  the  )^oung  folks  among  the  Greenlanders.  Soon 
after  their  departure,  the  brethren  were  alarmed  with 
a  fad  account  brought  by  the  ihip  that  fhould  have  run 
into  the  fouth-colony,  but  could  not  the  fecond  time 
for  the  ice ;  they  fk;d^  they  had  feen  a  funken  A^ip  in 
that  diflri(ft.  But  it  did  not  prove  to  be  theirs,  for  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  condu<Eled  them  (afb  to  Jutland.

By  this  time  the  Greeidanden  were  gone  ^ftin  \{ifi» 
their  winter-houfes,  and  their  hours  far  iniiruaIo|i  ami 
edification  were  new-regulated.  The  brethren  tranflated, 
for  the  ufe  of  the  public  mcetiiigs,  an  incomparable  little 
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text-book  of  its  kind  for  the  year  1740,  entitled:  Tfjf 
Lamb  of  God  Jet  forth,  &c.  containing  the  fame  num- 
ber of  pithy  choice  texts  as  there  are  days  in  (he  year, 
all  relating  to  the  true  Godhead,  Manhood  and  Media- 
torial office  of  Jefus  Chrift.  At  fpeaking  on  thefe  texts, 
there  was  often  an  uncommon  emotion.  The  texts  arc 
very  flioit,  and  fo  are  the  little  ilanza's  under  them ; 
therefore  the  Grqenlanders  treafurcd  up  moft  of  them 
in  their  memories,  and  took  frequent  occafions  to  fpeak 
with  their  teachers  about  them,  by  which  means  they 
were  better  infl.ru(5levl.  They  alfo  tranflated  fevcral 
more  hymns,  fo  that  they  had  now  upwards  of  forty  in 
all.  At  this  time  the  Te  Deum  lauJamus  diAinguiihed 
itfelf  very  much,  as  did  alfo  that  charming  conreflion : 
'*  That's  the  moft  ftriking  fubjeft,— -my  wounded  Lord  ! 
'*  when  I — look  at  thee,  my  foul's  objedt,  — conftrain'd 
"  by  love  to  die  i — and  how  from  thy  blood  (hed  for 
"  me, — my  happinefs  is  flowing — here  and  eternally," 
^c.  Bcfides  this  they  delivered  fome  difcourfcs  on  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  that  the  Greenlanders  might  know  what 
they  prayed  for. 

Eighteen  perfons  were  incorporated  into  the  congrega- 
tion by  holy  baptifm.  Some  of  them  had  parents  and 
other  relations  in  Kangek ;  therefore  they  were  invited 
to  the  baptifmal  adl,  and  firft  afked  whether  they  had 
any  thing  to  object  to  the  baptifm  of  their  kindred,  and 
whether  they  would  be  a  hindrance,  or  not,  to  them 
hereafter  in  their  fellpwfliip  with  the  believers  ?  They  ex- 
preflcd  their  entire  fatisfadion,  and  added,  that  they 
themfelves  would  prepare  to  coime  here  to  live  and  be 
inftru£led.  Only  one  man  kept  his  wife  back  from 
being  baptized,  contrary  to  his  promife,  by  taking  the 
child  away  from  her.  When  they  afked  him,  at  the 
next  vifit,  why  he  did  it  ?  he  would  give  no  other  anfwer, 
but  that  he  could  not  be  fo  long  without  the  child.  Yet 
he  defired  them  to  baptize  both  him  and  his  wife  at 
their  own  houfe ;  but  in  this  they  could  not  gratify  him, 
becaufe  they  plainly  faw  that  he  with-held  his  wife  out  of 
vexation  that  flic  was  preferred  before  him. 

They  now  began  to  admit  the  catechumens  that  they 
intended  to  baptize  foor,  to  come  fome  weeks  before  to 
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the  meetings  of  the  baptized,  that  they  might  enjoy  mor*^ 
inftrudlion  and  blefTmg. 

When  Greenland  children  were  born  of  parents  not 
yet  baptized,  they  wertf  bleffed  foon  after  the  birth  by  the 
imnofition  of  hands,  if  the  parents '  defired  if,  according; 
to  the  example  of  the  miilionarics  in  St.  Thomas's. 

Some  witnefles  were  fele^led  from  among  the  baptized 
at  the  baptifm  of  the  children.  They  made  this  inftitu- 
tion  plain  both  to  the  parents  and  the  fponfors,  that  the 
fponlors  were  to  bear  a  care  of  the  child's  education  in 
fpirituals  and  temporals,  and  In  cafe  it  became  an  orphan, 
fhould  train  it  up  as  if  it  was  their  own,  and  nrrver  allow 
"the  claim  that  any  of  its  heathenifh  relations  mi^ht  prettnd 
to  it.  And  this  the  fponfors  promifed  at  the  oaptifm  in 
the  prcfcncc  of  the  whole  congregation.  *'* 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  congregation  amounted  to 
53  fouls.  The  firft  child  baptized  here,  entered  into 
eternity.  A  Greenlander  belonging  to  the  northern  co- 
lony, called  Tullimak,  was  drowned.  He  was  one  of 
thofe  who  had  been  in  Copenhagen,  but  at  this  time 
was  with  his  brother  Simon  at  New-Herrnhut  He  was 
caft  upon  a  rock  in  a  ftorm  by  a  wave,  together  vith  one 
of  our  unbaptized  people :  The  latter  efcaped,  but  Tul- 
limak was  wafhed  off  by  the  Tea.  Another  had  a  hole 
rent  in  his  kajak  by  a  feal,  but  he  got  upon  a  flake  of 
ice  and  flopped  the  hole. 

Our  brethren  were  twice  delivered  from  danger  by 
water.  In  May,  when  earth  and  water  wer?;  frozen  and 
the  land  covered  with  fnow,  a  noife  arofe  in  the  morning 
like  the  roar  of  a  great  ftorm.  Before  they  were  aware, 
the  houfe  was  full  of  water ;  they  ran  out  to  divert  the 
ftrcam,  fuppofin^  that  it  proceeded  from  melted  fnow, 
b  t  behold  all  without  was  hard  and  dry.  In  the  fpace 
of  an  hour  all  the  -water  was  gone,  and  then  they  found 
that  it  had  fpouted  out  of  the  earth  like  a  brook,  both 
in  the  dwelling-houfe  and  the  ftore-houfe  j  but  it 
never  happened  before  nor  fmce.  It  was  juft  flood  at 
full-moon,  which  has  fuch  an  influence  on  the  brooks 
and  fprings,  at  leaft  in  Greenland,  that  they  r^'  only 
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earth  In^  places  that  are  higher  than  the  Airface  of  the 
iea.  In  Auguft,  v^en  they  went  out  to  hunt,  and  at 
the  fame  time  to  carry  fome  prorifions  to  their  bnetbith 
v/ho  were  returning,  they  were  inclofed  with  ice  during 
a  thick  mift.  But  they  had  time  enough  to  leap  upon 
a  great  piece  of  ice,  and  draw  their  boat  up  after  them. 
After  they  had  fpent  four  hours  in  this  cold  retreat,  an 
opening  made  itfelf  fo,  that  they  could  proceed  further. 
Some  of  the  teachers  were  feized  this  year  with  fevere 
ilcknefles,  which  were  the  more  dangerous  as  they  had 
no  medicines.  But  the  Lord,  who  is  our  phyhcian, 
gave  them  proofs  of  his  wondeiful  afliftance.  The  love 
and  concern  of  the  Oreenlanders,  who  almoft  all  came 
even  from  the  moft  remote  places  to  fee  their  teachers 
once  more^  was  a  great  cordial  to  the  fick  patients.

THE  general  ftirring  among  the  favases  Teemed 
now  to  abate,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  little 
flock  of  believing  Greenlanders  iiiicreafed  conilnually. 
Such  as  grace  could  mafter,  and  fuch  as  liked  to  be 
advifcd,  drew  nearer  to  partake  of  the  happinefs  that 
their  hearts  were  deftitute  of.  But  fuch  as  would  not 
yield  up  their  hearts  to  their  Creator,  endeavoured  to 
get  out  of  the  way  of  a  reftlefs  confcience  and  its  de- 
mands ;  and  if  they  had  an  opportunity,  to  detain  others 
by  fraud  or  force.  The  greatefl  {lirring  had  been  in 
Kangek.  Many  of  thofe  that  were  touched,  repaired 
to  their  believing  country  -  people  ;  others  wandered 
ghout  awhile  longer  with  the  favages ;  and  others  were 
undetermined  which  fide  they  fhould  take  to.  Thus 
upon  a  certain  occafion  it  is  faid :  **  May  29,  many 
*'  ftrange  Greenlanders  vifited  us,  and  among  them 
**  was  one  who  had  been  very  much  laid  hole  of  two 
•*  years  ago.  I  alked  him,  if  he  iiad  no  remains  left 
*'  in  his  heart  of  what  he  had  hcnrd  and  felt  two  years 
*'  fmce  ?  He  anfwered  :  '*  The  firft  year  I  thought 
a  great  deal  about  it,  but  now  it  is  as  if  it  was  all 
flown  away,'*     I  faid  again ;  But  haft  thou  no  mind

*«  then  to  fide  with  the  believers  ?  He  KCjplicd ;  **  I 
*'  icuow  it  v^ould  be  woU  %  n^  to  lire  with  them^, 
"  and  hear  God's  word,  biit  i  am  too  miAeh  linkei- 
*f  t(»^  ^arthly  things,  and  cannot  e9(t^i(4^  myfelf. '* 
"Afterward*  when  I  fpoke  further  with  hjna  of  the 
'^  happiness  of  thofe  that  believe,  and  how  be  would 
'^  once  »epent  bis  letting  the  time  of  grace  pa(s  ovef, 
*<^  the  teart»  ilood  in  his  eyes,  and  I  perceived  that  his 
*'  heart  wa*  not  yet  quite  Infcnfiblc.'* 

The  angekoks  laboured  to  draw  fuch  irre folate  peo- 
ple to  their  fide  again,    and  .to  intirnidate  them  ^om 
being  converted  by  ail  forts  of  invented  tales.     A  fh-ange 
angekok    came   to  Kangek,    and   warned    the    peojne 
^ainil;  giving  ear  to  the  chriflians,   giving  out  that^ 
he  had  performed  a  journey  to  heaven,  to  know  hovir.^ 
it  went  with  the  fouls  of  the  Greenlanders.     There  he 
had  found  all   the  baptized   in  a  wretched  condition,' 
without  food  and  raiment }  but  the  unbaptized  in  great 
affluence.    A  formidable  account  was  alfo  brought  them, 
that  a   baptized   Greenlander  who    had    died    at    the 
northern  colony,  appeared  again  quite  naked,  and  faid^: 
that  he  had  been  .driven  into  a  -lark  difmal  hcade,  whearc 
he  endured  great  diftrefs.     Thofe  that  were  glad  to  get ' 
excufes,  believed  fuch  fi£litious  flories,  and  a<}ded,  that<: 
the  foreigners  inflicted  thefe  puniihments  on  them,  be-  ; 
caufe  they  had  killed  their  and^ftors.     Indeed  thofe  now  • 
here  did  no  harm  to  their  bodies,    but  tried  to  bring 
them  into  a  ftate  of  unhappinef»,  by  their  new  opinions 
^d  ufages. 

However  thcfe  deceivers  effe<Sted  very  little.     As  (boa, 
as  the  firft  impreflions  of  their  forgeries  were  evaporated,, 
the  Greenlanders  came  in  abundance  to^  vidt  and  hear 
the  word,  efpecially  if  they  knew  there  would  be  a  bapr ,, 
tifm,   and  many  wifhed  to  be  partsdcurs  of  the  fame 
grace. 

There  came  alfo  many  ftrange  fouthlanders,  but  th^. 
were  very  ungovernable,  and  committed  msmy  extra,- 
vagancies.  A  baptized  widow  and  her  child  came  back 
again  in  the  company  of  thefe  people,  but  not  in  th« 
moft  fatisfacSlory  condition.  However  fhe  had  born«. 
a  good  tefiimony  of  the  truth,  ajid  made  fome  of  theft 
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wild  folks  attentive,  fo  that  the  brethren  could  lay  the 
truths  concerning  their  Creator  and  Redeemer  clol'er  to 
their  hearts. 

Several  came  into  this  country  out  of  the  north,  who 
were  not  perfedtly  ignorant  before,  but  now  were 
brought  to  more  reflexion  by  converfmg  with  the  bap- 
tized people.  Some  of  thefe  begged  permiffion  to  live 
with  our  Greenlanders,  to  which  the  brethren  anfwered, 
that  as  they  perfuaded  no  one  to  remove  hither,  fo  they 
bid  no  one  go  away  that  came,  provided  he  was  no 
hindrance  to  others.  A  woman  came  alfo,  who  had 
lived  here  more  than  once  before,  but  ran  away  again ; 
fhe  now  aflured  them  (he  could  not  hold  it  out  any 
longer  with  the  favages,  and  would  henceforth  gladly 
be  obedient  to  the  truth.  >  -    >  »v,.  ,s^^i.,;,.  >■  -.v.

The  more  our  baptized  and  catechumens  faw  into 
the  bleffing  of  daily  tuition  and  inftrudVion,  and  thp 
deti.'  ""ent  arifing  from  their  being  fcattered,  the  better 
they  nabituated  themfelves  to  focial  living  together  under 
the  infpedlion  of  their  teachers,  and  at  the  fame  time 
were  convinced  that  the  external  good  rules  and  orders 
aimed  at  their  temporal  and  fpiritual  profperity,  and  not 
at  compulfion  and  fubjedtipn.  Thus  a  believing  married 
pair,  who  had  been  over-perfuaded  to  join  in  an  excur- 
iion  to  the  fouth,  could  the  readier  follow  the  brethren's 
advice  to  continue  here  for  the  prefent,  becaufe  they 
themfelves  knew  that  they  were  but  newly  baptized, 
and  not  yet  irightly  cftabliflied.  And  the  women,  who 
were  forbid  going  on  board  a  Ihip  that  wintered  here, 
plainly  faw  that  the  motive  of  this  prohibition  was  not 
arbitrary  power,  but  their  own  welfare  and  honotir. 

When  they  were  obliged  to  go  to  the  fifliery  at  the 
iflands,  they  went  almoft  all  to  one  place,  that  they  might 
proceed  in  mutual  edification  among  one  another.  As 
jfoon  as  ever  they  had  procured  what  was  neceflary,  they 
came  again  to  their  teachers,  who  had  conltantly  vifitcd 
them  in  th^  mean  time.  If  they  went  any  where  to 
ftay  a  long  time,  one  of  the  teachers  went  with  them. 
Accordingly  the  Greenlanders ,  that  went  this  year  upon 
the  filhery  in  Kooka*rnen,   whiclj  JafteU  feveial  weeks* 
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were  never  left  without  one  of  their  teachers,  though 
thefe  latter  had  themfelves  at  that  time  all  hands  employ- 
ed in  cuttiiig  turf  and  gathering  wood.  It  is  not  necella- 
ry  at  prefent  to  l^ecify  at  large  their  vifiting  the  heathen 
from  time  to  time,  and  how  the  Greenlanders  alfo  omit- 
ted no  opportunity  to  declajr  the  Lord's  death  wherever 
they  came.  Yet  I  willme^ion  one  infl;an:;e.  In  March, 
"  Timothy  came  home  fjjrom  vifiting  his  friends  in  th^ 
•*  diftri^  of  Fiflier's-bay.  Neither  he  nor  his  people 
**  could  exprcls  how  ardently  they  longed  to  be  with  us 
"  again.  They  had  fpoken  of  our  Saviour  to  all  that 
**  would  hear  them,  ;^id  their  words  were  acceptable  to 
*.«  fomc." 

They  vifited  from  time  to  time  the  few  baptized  that 
were  obliged  to  live  at  other  places  with  their  parents, 
or  fent  occafionally  others  of  our  baptized  to  enquire  af* 
ter  them.  Thus  Jonathan  abode  a  few  days  with  Bath- 
iheba's  parents,  and  his  teftimony  prx>ved  a  ble^ng  to 
them  and  five  other  families  that  lived  there..  As  often 
as  our  brethren  went  afterwards  to  that  houfe,  they 
found  a  great  ftirring,  which  Bathlheba  gave  occafion 
to,  who  had  taught  her  younger  fifters  fome  texts.  Of 
one  of  their  vifits  they  write :  "  It  often  effected  our 
hearts  when  we  faw  the  little  children  fitting  toge- 
ther upon  a' rock,  fmging  pretty  veries,  and  talking 
together  thereupon.  The  whole  family  is  now  well 
inchned.  It  is  fcarce  neceflary  to  fay  much  to  the 
parents,  the  children  do  it  without  us,  and  even 
thole  that  cannot  fpeak,  fhew  the  old  folks  where  our 
Saviour  was  wounded  in  his  hands,  feet  and  fide. 
But  yet  quite  another  afpedt  and  vital  principle  fhines 
out  of  Bathfheba's  eyes  ;  it  is  obvious  in  her  that  fhc 
has  been  baptized  with  the  blood  of  Jefus,  and  lives 
and  a(^s  under  its  powerful  influence."

This  time  Frederic  Boehnifli  went  with  the  whole 
Greenland  flock  to  the  Capelin-Fifhery.  The  order  ob- 
ferved,  that  the  GreenLnders  might  provide  the  necefla- 
ry ftores,  and  yet  fuftain  no  damage  to  their  fouls,  me- 
rits a  more  particular  ipecificatioii.     I  present  it  to  the 
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May  13,  was  a  peculinly  blcHc 
day- J  fonie  iccounta*  were  reaci,  an  J 
ders  were' baptized',  which  we  were  obliged  to  do 
^'  in  the  open  air  beca^fe  of  the  croud  of  people.  Finaf- 
**  ly  the  ordet-  they,  wcrcf  to  obferve  at  the  ca|)enn> 
"**  nfhery,  was  notifred.  '  iVwas  a  joy  to  them  that  bac 
'*  of  us  would  bear  thenfi  ccfcipariy,  and  they  promifQ^i 
^-to  undertake  nothing  wittfdut  his  advice. 
^'•*'  The  i8thj^  they  mn.de  ready  for  their  departure. 
•'  The  poor,  that  had  no  Boat,  and  the  widows  and  theif 
**  children  that  had  no  provider,  were  diftributed  among 
**  the  reft,  that  they*  hiight  reap  fomething  too,  and  nq^ 
be  burdenfomc  in  the  winter.  Many  of  them  ciame 
to  fpeak  fep-arately  with  one  of  us  before  they  \yfent, 
about  their  paft  fituation.  Some  wanted  very  miicn 
to  hear  what  they  "fliould  do,  to  be  kept  from  evil  iii 
their  abfence.  We  knew  no  better  counlel  to  give 
them  than  this  r  "Let  his  five  wounds  torn  Wide 
for  you, — remain  your  rock-holes  fafe  .ad  true.  Re- 
•f  joice  in  the  Lord  always.  Love  one  .brother  heaftily ; 
•*  and  give  no  credit  to  the  enem^',  if  he  would  perfuade 
you  that  you  arc  not  go-  d  enough  for  our  Savioiir, 
bccaufe  he  only  aims  by  it  to  make  you  fhy  towards 
him,  and  to  bring  you  into  ant  enirangement  and 
diftance  from  him,  that  he  may  afterwards  fufprizQ 
and  fupplant  you  the  more  edfily.'*  '^  ;;:"'  ;;;.  "^'  „ 
"  The  igth'^  when  they  had  loadeci  their' l)6at3',''wq 
walked  do^v  the  ftrand  with  them,  and  recom- 

mended th:.w  '<■!'■  the  powerful  protedT:ion  of  our  dear, 
Father,  the  conftant  nearncfs  of  our  Beloved,  and 
the  careful  nurture  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  j  and  at  taking, 
leave  we  fung :  *'  I  cannot  poffibly  leave  off, — I  have 
not  thee  embrac'd  enough, — I  kifs  thee  yet  once, 
more — on  thy  abused,  thy  bloody  cheeks ;— -niy  long- 
ing muft  have  what  it  feeks — on  thine  unnumLci'd 
wounds  and  fores."  Then  wc  fct  off  in  fourteen 
boats  and  many  kajaks.  The  catechift  Berthel 
Larfen  and  five  boats  from  the  colony  joined  us.  We 
advanced  but  four  leagues.  In  the  evening  /  kept  a 
fmging-hour.  Afterward  fome  Greenlanders  vinted 
me  in  my  tent ;  by  degrees  we  entered  into  a  very  happy 
:onverfation,  how  it  will  be  with  us  above.     I  know

"  not  how  to  exprcfs  the  fubftance  of  our  blcflfed  dif- 
"  courfe,  and  the  heavenly  feeling  attending  it,  better 
**  than  in  a  couple  of  old  verfes  very  dear  to  me  :  "  Kis 
*'  eyes,  his  mouth,  his  fide,  —  his  body  crucify'd,— 
'*  which  faith  here  refts  upon,  —  our  eyes  (hall  fee 
"  anon,— arid  there  in  perfon  greet — his  wounded  hands 
**  and  feet.**"-  **  At  fuch  a  time  of  grace, — ^what  eye-lid 
can  reprefs— the  tears  fuch  joys  produce! — nay,  they 
"  will  burft  the  fluice, — and  overflow  the  cheeks,-T 
**  juft  like  a  dam  that  breaks." 

"  The  20th,  the  catechift  kept  the  morning-meeting 
•'  with  an  affe£led  heart.  Then  we  fteercd-on  our 
*'  courfe.  As  we  glided  alon^,  the  Greenlanders  fung 
**  out  their  whole  ftock  of  verfes,  and  then  hftpi-iii  again. 
In  the  evening  we  came  to  Piflik'arbik^.  There 
were  fix  tents  of  wild  Greenlanders  pitched  there  al- 
ready, but  we  pitched  upon  another  place. 
*'  The  2lft,  after  the  morning-meeting  I  wrote  let- 
ters. Our  Sarah  and  Ketura  i'poke  with  a  heathen 
**  woman,  and  told  her  how  unhappy  all  thofe  are, 
*'  that  do  not  know  and  love  our  Saviour.  When  the 
*'  men  were  come  home  from  feal-catching,  they  brought 
**  me  fome  feal-fleft,  and  were  glad  that  I  relifhed  it, 
and  I  was  glad  to  feel  their  genuine  love. 
"  The  22d,  being  Sunday,  I  kept  the  choir-meet- 
ings in  the  forenoon.  I  obfervcd  more  than  ordinary 
grace  in  fome.  In  the  afternoon  I  vifited  the  favages 
whom  I  knew  many  years  ago.  Some  of  our  people 
"  fpoke  a  wreat  deal  of  our  Saviour  in  thefe  tents,  and 
'*  wondered  at  the  dead  and  deplorable  condition  <-  the 
"  poor  creatures.  Their  own  deliverance  from  iark- 
*'  nefs  was  anew  important  to  them.  In  the  evening 
"  the  ciitechlft  kept  the  finging-hour,  and  I  the  meetino- 
of  the  baptized. 

*'  The  23d,  24th  and  25th,  cur  people  laded  up 
capelins  in  plenty,  and  I  did  the  fame.  Th^  weather 
was  (o  warm,  that  when  we  were  upon  land,  we 
**  could  fcarce  bear  our  cloaths  on.  But  the  26th,  27th 
»'  and  28th  it  fnowed  fo  hard  and  was  fo  cold,  that  I 

*  Since  then  our  Grcenhtnders  always  chofe  to  go  to  this  place  on  the 

■atielin  fi;h"ry,  b':caii;<:  ibxy  cwld  be  gcnaaliy  ijcn«  there. 
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**  could   hardly  write.     The  Greenlanders^  refted  and 
**  were  very  orderly  in  their  tents. 

**  The  29th,  I  kept  the  Whitfun-fermon  under  th«^ 
**  azure  fky,  and  afterwards  I  read  letters  to  them  from 
"  Europe.  .        ,  .  j  y  ^•' 

"  June  I,  I  went  a  hunting  and  killed  a  large  reii>- 
**  deer.  On  the  id,  I  gave  our  Greenlandcrs  a  meal 
**  of  it.  In  my  abfence  the  enemy  had  direftly  endea- 
**  voured  to  broach  evil  among  iome  of  thena,  but  he 
*'  did  not  fully  fucceed.  Afterwards  I  fent  two  kajaks 
*'  with  letters  and  frelh  meat  to  Ncw-Herrnhut,  and 
'*  foon  after  they  were  gone,  two  kajaks  arrived  with 
agreeable  letters  from  thence.  It  being  now  light  all 
night,  I  went  with  fome  others  at  midnight  to  another 
place  to  catch  capelins. 

**  The  3d,  after  the  morning-ineetiiig  I  fpoke  with 
two  fingle  women,  who  without  my  knowledge  had 
been  a  hunting  with  others  befides  the  proper  head  of 
**  their  houfe.  They  confefled  their  error,  and  would 
**  remember  their  promife  betier  hereafter.  In  the  af- 
**  ternoon  I  kept  a  love-feaft  ai\d  catechifation  with  22 
**  children.  A^<.erwards  I  fpolx  with  an  unbaptized 
*'  widower,  who  is  received  xmong  the  catechumens, 
•'  He  had  entered  too  deep  Jixto  the  thoughts  of  mar- 
'*  riage,  and  intended  to  put  them  in  execution  in  the 
*'  heathenifh  way.  His  heart  grew  foft  prefently.  1 
*'  advifed  him  to  return  home  out  of  the  way  of  the 
temptation,  and  he  was  airedlly  willing. 
*'  The  4th,  the  catechift  kept  the  morning-meeting, 
and  I  the  Sunday's  preaching  on  the  5th  to  many  peo- 
ple. Afterwards  I  vidted  the  Greenlandcrs  in  their 
tents,  and  found  them  chearful  and  hearty.  I  had 
rcafon  co  rejoice  much  over  them. 
**  The  6th,  I  was  again  a  hunting.  Simon  got  a 
deer,  gave  the  Greenlaude :-s  a  meal,  and  made  fome 
*'  remarks  ut  this  opportunity .  Among  other  things,  hft 
'  faid  :  "Now  I  am  no  m^re  afhan^ed  to  fay,  that  i 
will  fufFer  myfelf  to  be  guided  by  my  teachers  like  a 
"  little  child.  I  know  by  experience  that  the  fellow- 
ihip  of  believers  is  good,  and  that  our  teachers  have 
an  upright  intention  towards  us,  and  do  not  defirc 
*'  to  lord   it  over  us,    as  fome  among  you,  that  havf 
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an   evil    heart,    think   and    alio   fpeak  among    one 

**  another." 

"  The  9th,  all  packed  up  except  two  families  that 
were  not  ready.  Towards  noon  we  fet  off  with 
fongs  of  praife,  and  the  remainder  of  the  day  and  the 
night  we  came  within  a  league  of  our  houfe.  There 
a  ftrong  wuid  obliged  them  to  halt,  and  to  draw  both 
the  loading  and  boats  afhore.  But  I  went  home  by, 
land,  and  thanked  our  Saviour  with  many  tears  for, 
all  the  grace  and  mercy  that  he  had  fliewed  to  me  and 

**  the  Greenlanders."  , 
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Permit  me  on  thi.5  occafion  to  introduce  alfo  one  of 
their  hunting-diaries. 

"  Sept.  3,  fome  Greenlanders  went  upon  the  rein- 
*'  deer-hunt ;  and  as  we  did  not  chufe  to  let  them  go 
alone,  I  (Matthew  Stach)  went  with  them.  In  the 
inlet  a  violent  boye*or  fquall  from  the  fouth  befei 
us  and  feparated  us.  I  was  obliged  to  fteer  before  the 
**  wind  ftrait  into  the  inlet,  becaufe  the  adjacent  land 
was  full  of  lieep  rocks.  Yet  at  laft  we  were  hurried 
very  near  to  a  high  bold  fhore.  The  current  was 
rapid,  and  the  lofty  furges  dalhed  together  in  fuch 
**  confufion,  that  we  thought  no  other  but  of  beiiig 
**  overfet.  The  wonien's  boat  writhed  itfelf  in  the 
**  billows  like  a  worm.  That  verfe  was  my  ejacula- 
tion :  *'  Lamb,  thou  mad'ft  the  univerfe, — we  too 
are  thy  little  creatures,"  &c.  In  a  quarter  of  an 
"  hour  all  was  hufhed  into  a  perfect  calm,  lb  that  we 
"  could  row  on  a  couple  of  leagues.  We  pitched  our 
**  tents  in  Okeitfuk,  to  wait  for  the  two  miffing  boats. 
**  We  were  foaked  through  and  through  with  rain."^"' 

*'  The  4th,  the  two  feparated  boats  could  not  gain 
"  the  ftation  for  ftrong  winds.  After  the  fmglng-hour, 
Dorothy  afked  me,  what  woman  that  \iras  f  lately 
fpoke  of,  to  whom  our  Saviour  faid,  0  woman,  great 
is  thy  faith.  I  told  her  it  was  a  heathenifli  woman, 
*-*  that  had  not  much  underftanding,  like  herfelf,  but 
^'  her  heart  had  taken  in  the  little  ihe  had  heard  from 
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**  others  of  our  Saviour.     This  fuggefted  an  agreeable 
**  fubjeft  for  a  dialogue  among  my  tent-companions. 

*'  The  5th,  the  two  other  boats  came  up.  They 
**  had  been  in  the  fame  imminent  danger  as  we,  efpe^ 
**  cially  little  Matthew,  who  with  his  kaiak  could  net 
**  keep  up  with  the  others.  The  waves  wafhed  away 
*'  his  feal-bladderj  and  while  he  was  lifting  that  up,  his 
**  oar  was  carried  away,  fo  that  he  was  forced  to  pad- 
*'  die  back  with  his  bare  hands  till  he  could  catch  his 
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*'  The  6th,  we  could  fcarce  ftir  out  of  the  tent  for 
rain  and  ftorm,  and  the  7th,  it  was  not  much  better. 
In  the  evening  I  read  a  chapter  out  of  the  cvangelifl 
'John.  At  going  to  bed  we  had  a  very  bleflcd  dif- 
courfe  together  about  the  chief  point  we  wifhed  to  fee 
among  the  Greenlandcrs,  viz.  that  they  loved  our 
Saviour  and  one  another  heartily,  fo  that  if  he  was 
to  afk  the  queftion, — Lovejl  thou  me  ?  every  one  might 
**  be  able  to  anfwer  with  truth, — Livd^  thou  knoweji  all 

"  things,  thou  knjwejl  that  I  love  thee. '  <  '^ 

*'  The  8th,  as  the  weather  was  a  little  better,  wb 
'*  went  on,  and  met  with  Tettamak  the  northern  An- 
gekok  and  his  people,   who  would  gladly  live  with 
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.'■''*' The  Qth,  the  wind  was  very  tempefiiuous.  I 
^*  heard  that  our  Anna  was  not  far  ofF  with  her  bro- 
''  ther,  and  went  to  fpeak  with  her ;  but  (he  was  gone 
"  9  hunting.  In  the  fmging-hour  that  verfe :  O  f  if 
"  the  Lamb's  blood  was  not  ilicd, — life  would  a  bur-. 
*'  den  be  indeed,"  &c.  excited  me  to  fpeak  fome  words 
**  of  that  matter.  The  lOth,  and  nth,  it  rained  again 
"  fo  violently,  that  nobody  could  go  out.  The  north- 
^'  landera  were  at  the  morning-meeting,  and  were  very 
"  attentive.  The  man,  who  is  an  angekok  and  mur- 
"  derer,  begged  me  afterwards  to  come  to  his  tent  to 
'*  tell  him  more  of  what  was  goo(^,  bccaufe  he  had  for- 
<^*  got  a  good  deal  already.     Therefore  I   related  to  him 

*  The  fame  youth  oveifet  another  time,  when  he  was  trying  to  tak* 
an  eider-fowl  he  liad  fliot  out  of  the  w;Ucr,  and  the  cm  rent  carried  him  fo 
f^-  .hac  he  was  almoft  cut  of  fight.  But  at  laA  another  b(jy  taiviu  up  with 
hjaj,  and  raifed  him  up  from  under  thj  wutcr.     "-'' '    "■'''■ 
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**  once  more,  how  the  Creator  of  all  beings  aflumed  our 
**  human  nature,  and  redeemed  mankind  by  fuifering 
*'  and  dying.  When  I  concluded  with  thefe  words, 
"  Much  might  be  faid  of  this  Jefus,  if  the  time  allowed 
•'  it  i"  he  faid  :  "  Then  give  mc  leave  to  live  this  win- 
"  ter  with  you,  that  I  and  my  children  may  hfar  raor* 
*'  of  it."  I  anivvered  :  this  fhall  be  at  thy  own  option  $ 
**  if  thou  wilt  make  the  beginning  to  jeek  a  Saviour, 
*'  which  there  is  the  highelt  reafon  for,  then  thy  chil- 
^*  dren  will  probably  follow  thee.  **  Yes  (faid  he)  I 
*'  will,  and  my  children  have  ftill  more  mind  than  I." 

*'  The  1 2th,  we  went  a  hunting.  I  killed  two  rein- 
'*  deer,  but  the  Greenlanders  none)  however  I  gave 
*'  them  one  of  mine.  The  13th,  I  killed  another, 
f ,  In  the  morning-meeting  1  read  out  oi  St.  Luke,  an<l 
"  fpoke  on  thofe  words:  Depart  from  mey  for  1  am  a 
*^  ftnfulman^  O  Lord;  and  our  Saviour's  anfwer :  I  %viU 
*'  maie  you  fijhers  of  men.  One  of  the  company  com- 
plained to  me,  that  his  wife  would  not  be  obedient 
to  him  fometimes  \  he  had  thought  it  would  be  well 
to  get  a  great  rod,  and  beat  her  once  thoroughly,  1 
faid  :  "  No,  thou  muft  not  do  fo.  This  may  do 
for  children,  but  it  has  no  good  effect  with  grown 
people.  I  will  fpeak  with  her;  I  think  fhe  will  be 
"  aihamed  and  amend."  Well  then  (fays  he)  I  will 
*'  not  do  it,  but  will  tell  thee  when  (he  a£b  amifs  again. 

"  The  )[4th,  I  fent  home  a  kajaic  with  meat  and 
**  letters.  I  kept  the  morning-nieeting  on  the  words, 
*'  /  am  come  to  find  fire  on  the  earth,  &c.  Afterwards  I 
*'  tranflated  that  hymn :  '^  When  in  the  morn  I  rife 
"  from  bed,'*  &c,  The  15th,  we  went  to  Kanneifut. 
"  We  had  fcarce  pitched  our  tents  before  fuch  a  violent 
"  ftorm  arofe  from  the  fouth,  that  we  could  fcarce  keep 
*■'  our  boats  and  tents  from  being  the  fport  of  its  fiuy 
'•'  in  the  air.  We  fraid  there  till  the  19th,  when  we 
"  came  home  chearful  and  well."  ,  ..    . . 
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Towards  autumn  the  Greenlanders  fet  out  a  feal- 
catching,  which  is  like  their  harveft,  and  this  time 
they  were  extraordinary  fiiccef^;ful ;  but  as  to  internals 
they  tell   into  dubious  circumftances,  which   was  how- 
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ever  difcovered  in  good  time,  though  fome  got  a  heavy 
heart  by  it.  Therefore  at  the  entrance  into  their  win- 
ter-habitations, there  were  many  things  to  be  examin- 
«d  into  and  adjufted.  But  here  it  muft  not  be  forgot, 
that  in  confequcnce  of  an  exhortation  to  go  uprightly 
to  work,  moft  of  them  came  of  their  own  accord,  and 
tonfeflcd  their  mifcarriages  with  an  open  heart,  fo  that 
their  teachers  did  not  kndw  whether  they  fhould  grieve 
or  rejoice  over  them  moft.  However  they  were  obliged 
to  put  Ibme  under  chaftifement ;  and  exclude  them  foir 
a  time  from  the  aflembly  of  the  baptized,  that  they 
'themfelves  might  reform,  and  the  others  take  example 
from  them.  It  had  alfo  a  good  effedl ;  for  they  got  bet- 
ter acquainted  with  their  own  heart,  their  own  cor- 
ruption was  more  inanifeft  to  them,  the  merits  of  Jefus 
more  important,  and  his  wounds  more  indifpenfably 
neceflary.  They  alfo  learnt  to  walk  more  wifely,  and 
to  guard  againft  their  own  fpirit  on  feemingly  innocent 
occafions,  but  which  yet  might  imperceptibly  betray 
them  into  fin.  After  this  affair  was  over,  the  meeting 
of  the  baptized  was  enlivened  with  new  grace  and  fpi- 
rit. Upon  the  earneft  defire  of  many^  they  were  now 
induced  to  begin  the  fmging- hours  again,  which  had 
been  intermitted  on  account  of  their  languor;  for  it  is  a 
principle  among  the  brethren,  to  fet  afide  even  an  ufe- 
ful  thing  when  it  docs  not  anfwer  its  end  any  longer, 
or  degenerates  into  a  mere  cuftom.  Thofe  that  vv^re 
excluded,  humbled  themfelves  from  their  hearts  and 
reformed,  iand  were  re-admitted  before  the  enfuing 
fpring.  And  an  unbaptized  woman,  whom  they  were 
obliged  to  turn  away  as  a  feducer,  came  again  after 
fome  weeks  and  begg^  with  many  tears  that  they  would 
•  receive  her  again.  *'  It  is  true  ((aid  fhe)  I  have  expe- 
.*>  rieneed  nothing  in  my  heart  yet,  but  only  gleaned  a 
**  little  knowledge  in  my  head  lately,  but  yet  I  cannot 
bear  to  flay. among  the  heathen;  the  diiquietude  of 
my  heart  follows  me  wherever  I  am,  and  imbitters 
every  thing  to  me ;  and  the  revilings  that  I  muft  dally 
hear  againil'you  and  the  beliexcrS,  are  intolerable  to 
me."  Accordingly  the  poor  woman  was  taken  upon 
a  new  trial* -■  -  , -^-■. {•-..-.  j^*   ''  •"'■'•   «•.<.,  ■;.,.; 
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The  congregation  was  increafcd  With  26  perfdni  by 
holy  baptifm,  3  of  whom  were  little  children.  A  wo- 
man in  Kangck  was  alfo  baptized  in  the  beginning  of 
the  year-,  it  was  (he  who  had  been  kept  back  by  her 
hulband  from  being  baptized  laft  year.  Many  of  th« 
heathen  t|iat  lived  at  that  place,  attended  this  tranfoc 
tion,  and  faw  and  heard  every  thing  with  great  emotion. 
Her  hujfband  alfo  begged  earneilly  to  be  baptized ;  the 
brethren  promifed  to  think  of  him,  U  he  would  come 
with  his  family  to  live  with  i|S  and  be  inftrudled.  Nor 
was  it  long  ere  he  came,  and  before  the  year  ended,  he 
partook  of  the  fame  grace.  He  was  called  P/teff  and 
he  and  his  wife  turned  out  one  of  the  moft  exemplary 
married  pairs  and  blefted  l,abourers  among  their  nation^ 
though,  he  finilhed  his  race  in  a  few  years.  His  wife  is 
ftill  a  refpeftable  helper  among  the  widows. 

Three  pair  were  joined  in  marriage.  A  widow  who 
was  fpoke  to  with  the  fame  view,  anlwered  :  *'  I  would 
**  rather  have  no  fccond  hufband,  for  at  my  haptifm 
"  I  gave  myfelf  entirely  up  to  our  Saviour,  that  he 
*'  fhould  be  mine  and  I  his.  I  knpw  how  it  is  in 
**  that  ftate,  many  things  occur  to  difturb  one.  I  am 
•*  much  more  comfortable  in  my  widow-ftate :  and 
*^  you  yourfelves  know  that  I  have  now  been  two 
**  years  a  widow,  and  hitherto  I  have  fuflfered  no  want, 
**  though  I  have  no  other  provider  but  my  little 
J*  fon.'  The  brethren  could  have  no  objection  to  this 
declaration,  and  the  man  that  had  (blicited  for  her  was 
fatisfied  too,  Circumftances  required  that  they  fhould 
advife  another  to  drop  the  thoughts  of  marriage  for  the 
prefent,  they  themfclves  would  think  of  him  when  fuch 
a  change  would  be  good  and  fuitable ;  and  he  was  fa» 
tisfiedalfo.  But  there  was  a  young  widow,  who  during 
her  abfence  had  begun  a  treaty  with  one  that  was  un- 
baptized,  and  the  brethren  were  obliged  to  fetch  her 
home  bag  and  baggage,  that  fhe  might  not  plunge  her- 
felf  foolifhly  into  danger,  wherein  there  was  more  like- 
lihood of  pcrifhing  herfelf,  than  of  gainii^g  her  unbe* 
lieving  hufband. 

This  was  a  very  tempeftuous  year,  and  the  miflion- 
ariesas  well  as  the  Greenlanders  were  involved  in  va- 
rious 
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lious  imminent  dangers.  Once  two  brethren  went  fix 
leagues  off  ^to  (eek  wood,  and  were  obliged  ta,|tayiq^I.L 
days  jipon,  an  uninhabited  iHarid,  and  to  ftand  the  brui^ 
of  three,  hard  ftprms  without  apy  tent  to  cover  them. 
Qn  tjiis  occaTioix  they  write.  *'  Oft  have  we  encoun- 
tered a  variety  of  perils  by  land  and  wiUieir,  and  we 
are  pretty  i^well  inured  to  it ;  but  this  tiine  .we  had 
reaibn  mprethan  ordinary  to  thank  pur  Saviour  for 
our  prefervatioQ,  becaufe  the  laft  four  or  five  days 
vfp  had  iv^thing  to  eat  but  fhell-fifh,  and  cpuld  fcarce 
get  enough  of  them  to  pacify  our  hunger.  At  laft 
we  ventured  to  embark  homeward,  and  fca^cp  had 
**  we  fetfoot  on  land  before  there  arofe  fuch  a  terrible 
•'  tempcft  and  rain,  that  we  had  enough  to  dp  to  ihel- 
**  ter  the  boat."  Yet  in  all  this  boiilerous  weather 
only  one  Greenlander,  called  Gideon,  was  oyerfet  in 
his  kajak  and  drowned.  It  was  obferved  of  him  that 
he  was  never  right  chearful,  but  had  always  fomething 
penfive  and  fhy  in  him,  though  they  could  never  find 
that  his  walk  was  finful.  In  the  funeral-difcourfe  the 
Greenlanders  were  ihewed  how  necellkry  it  is,  that 
after  their  baptifm  they  fhould  get  a  true  acquaintance 
with  Jefus  and  his  wounds^  that  they  might  lead  a  hap- 
py life  uninterruptedly,  and  if  t^ey  alfo  fhould  unex- 
pciS^edly  be  called  out  of  this  world,  as  is  often  the  cafe 
^n  this  country,  they  might  be  always  found  ready  to 
enter  wit|i  perfe^  joy  into  the  prefence  of  him,  in  whom 
they  believed  h?re.  It  caufed  4  great  concuiHon  among 
them  all.  .  bt^iniidi  km  igni  nsm  ^-^.i  h:is  ,ffcti5T«i-*>;> 
:.  i7'  ■-      ■"'    .   ■    '--       ■ 

The  continual  incrcafe-of  the  Greenland  flock,  and  of 
labour  in  internals  and  externals,  made  the  increafe  of  help- 
ers neceffary  top,  efpecially  as  (which  no  one  could  take 
amifs)  one  of  the  old  labourers  after  the  other  niade  a  vifit 
to  Germany  to  draw  breath,  and  to  recpver  new  ftrength 
for  their 'Jiabpur,  John  Soennfm  viz&  this  time  pitched  upon 
at  Mariepborn  as  a  new  afllftant.  He  accepted  the  call 
with  joy,  and  dire<SHy  made  ready  for  his  journey.  John 
Be^k>  vyho  was  then  in  Marienborn  attending  the  printing 
of  fome  tranflatcdXyreenland  pieces,  went  with  him  to 
conduct  him  thither,  ^nd  to  bring  hif  own  wife  from  thence 
oi>  a  vifit.  Ip  Hollaadi  Chriftian  ^oernike  joined  them, 
ei;.';;i  and 
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and  there  they-  went  on  board  a  whale-fifHer  Capt.  Idze 
Alders,  and  had  an  extraordinary  quick' voyage,  for  ten 
days  after  their  failing  from  the  Texel  they  fpied  Cape- 
jf'arewell  in  Greenland.     April  5,  they  reached  the  la- 
titude of  Good-hope,  but  did  not  dare  to  approach  the 
Jand  on  account  of  ftorms^  and  therefore  w^rq  obliged 
to  go  80  leagues  further  north  as  high  as  the  latitude  of 
Wyde-bay,  before  they  coujd  be  fet  off  in  their  own 
boat  which  they  had  bought  in  Holland.     The  captain 
deflred  them  to  wait  for  another  opportunity,  becaufe 
he  was  afraid  they  would  be  murdered  by  the  favages  in 
that  part  of  the  country,  who  bore  an  ill  characters 
and  at  that  time  there  were  no  colonies  In  that'diflri6l. 
But  they  ventured  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  April 
7,  they  went  into   thtir  boat  in  fine  ferene   weather, 
and  coailed  fouthward  near  the  fhore.  But  in  the  evening, 
when  they  attempted  to  crofs  a  wide  inlet,  a  ftrong  eaft- 
wind  arole  all  of  a  fudden,  as  if  it  would  drive  them  with 
violence  out  into  the  wide'  ocean.     With  much  toil 
and  ftout  rowing  thev  made  (hift  to  reach  with  difficulty 
a  lonely  ifland,  on  v/hich  they  were  obliged  to  hold  out 
without  covering  two  days  and  three  nights  in  great  cold 
and  wet  cloaths.     The  worft  was,  that  in  lightening 
the  boat  in  their  diftrefs,  they  threw  overboard  the  im- 
plements for  ftriking  fire  among  the  rjl,  and  confe- 
quently  could  make  np  fire.     They  had  .  (canty  portion 
of  bread  and  cheefe,  and  fome  bottles  of  red  wine,  but 
the  cold  firp;^  and  bur^  them,  therefore  for  want  of  wa- 
ter they  wfxe  forced  to  eat  fnow.     At  night  they  lay  in 
a  hole  dug  in  the  fnow,  and  covered  themfelves  with  the 
fail.      April   10,    they  failed    from   thence  and  pafled 
Bruyne-Bay  and  Kin  von  Sa^,  and  came  the  12th,  in 
the  night,  to  the  firft  Greenland  hpufe  in  Omenak, 
which  was  inhabited  ])y  40  perfpns.    They  were  receiv-, 
ed  in  a  friendly  manner  by  theni,  and  feafted  with  fifh^^ 
and  water.     But  as  this  ,tibrritbi;^  is  infamous  for  feveral, 
murder^  committed  on  navigatQi:s,  they  kept  good  watch, 
by  their  boat  all  the  night  ti^rough.    The  13th,  they, 
fet  fail  again  and  pafled  Naparfok,  wl^ere  they  were  a-^ 
gain  treated  kindly  by  the  (jrcenlanders.  The  14th,  thev, 
were  again  in  no  fmall  danger  by  ^  ftrong  fouth-wijid,^ 
ho>yever  they  reached  land,  though  .cold  anji  wet  throiigh, 
,Li;ci:g         ■         •'  -      *  K     -  ■  ;        and 
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and  through.  The  15th,  thev  refted.  Wherever  they 
found  people,  they  preached  the  gofpel  and  not  without 
blcflingi  and  the  iffue  proved  it,  for  fix  families  at  kaUk 
came  after  them  from  thefe  parts,  and  profpered,  and  the 
forementioned  angekok  and  his  domeftics  were  among  them. 
The  17th,  they  came  to  Kangek,  and  the  18th  to  New- 
Herrnhut  to  every  pnie's  joy  and  furprize ;  and  glad  an4 
thankful  were  they  that  they  yrere  brought  to  their  wi(h- 
ed-for  place  through  fo  many  diiHculties  and  dangers,      j^^

i^  The  fifteenth  Year  1747. 
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BY  what  has  already  been  related,  it  muft  h^va 
been  a  pleafurc  zo  obferve,  how  the  gofpel  was 
preached  in  this  v/hole  diftridt,  and  how  its  found 
was  fpread  ftill  farther  by  the  favages  themfelves.  Per- 
fecutton,  at  lead;  all  forts  of  obnacles,  reproapl^  and 
mockery  were  not  wanting.  The  heathen  indeed  had 
Jio  formed  fyfteip  of  lies  to  fet  againft  the  divine  truths, 
nor  had  they  any  hired  heathenim  pnefts,  like  other  in- 
ildels,  to  fupport  them  therein ;  however,  there  were 
Ibme  among  the  angekoks,  wl\o,' fearing  they  might  en- 
tirely lofe  their  reputation  and  die  profits  accruing  from 
their  impOftures,  invented  all  forts  of  things  to  deter 
their  filly  adherents  from  adopting'  the  truth.  But  thefe 
eflFbrts  were  feeble,  and  unable  to  withftand  the  divine 
Ipowerof  the  gofpel.  Thofe  whom  the  Spirit  of  God 
cpiild  but  convince  truly  of  fm  becaufe  they  believed  not 
IXL  Jefus,  and  of  the  righteoufnefs  purchafed  by  his 
„  r "  '  blood, 
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Mood,  thefe  the  prince  of  this  world  was  obliged  to  quit 
his  claim  to,  as  foon  as  they  were  willing  to  run  into 
the  arms  of  t.eir  faithful  Shepherd.  A  copious  blcffing 
was  (fill  to  be  expelled  from  the  awakening  hitherto, 
and  unlefs  ary  one  voluntarily  and  deliberately  chofe  to 
remain  an  ufurped  prey  of  tnc  devil,  there  was  hope, 
notwithflanding  all  human  impediments,  that  one  way 
or  other  he  would  in  the  end  be  conducted  into  the  arnv; 
.  of  his  Cfeat&r,  by  means  of  that  fmall  light  erikindleel 
in  him  through  the  truth  of^he  gofpel. 

Great  grace  was  obferved  among  the  little  colle6teti 
company  of  the  baptized.  Many  painful  circumftanccs 
indeed  itill  occurred  ;  nor  could  it  be  otherwife  expedr- 
ed  even  hereafter.  To  long  as  we  are  here  below  in  an 
imperfe£^  congregation,  which  on  this  fide  the  gr^ve  is 
an  hofpital,  not  indeed  of  dead  people,  but  of  fick  who 
are  recovering,  where  one  is  to  ftrengthen  that  which 
was  ready  to  die.  But  upon  the  whole  there  was  caule 
to  rejoice  heartily  over  them,  and  to  ftan*^  amazed  and 
thank  God  on  account  of  their  growth  in  grace,  parti- 
cularly when  calling  to  mind,  that  fo  very  lately  they 
^were  not  only  heathens,  but  of  the  mod:  brutiffa,  diforder- 
]y  fort,  who  lived  according  to  the  evil  propenfity  of  their 
heart  without  any  reftraint.  In  the  pubhc  meetings  the 
divine  pow'»j  of  the  gofpel  fhewed  itfelf  confpicuoufiy. 
On  individual  fouls  a  work  of  grace  was  many  ways  to 
be  difcerned  in  a  lovely  manner,  which  gave  a  hopeful 
profpe^ :  At  the  fmall  bands,  as  likewife  at  incidental 
converfations,  but  principally  whenever  baptifm  was 
adminiftered,  that  promife,  fVhere  two  or  thru  are  gO" 
tbered  together  in  Tfiy  name,  there  am  I  in  the  mdft  of  them^ 
could  be  often  fealed  with  yea  and  amen ;  from  a  feeling 
which  caufed  the  tears  to  flow  plentifully.  Moreover 
it  appeared,  that  feveral  of  the  baptized  were  endowei 
with  fine  gifts  and  a  witnefs-fpirit,  infotnuch  that  they 
declared  to  others  the  grace  which  they  had  experienced 
in  their  own  hearts,  which,  together  with  the  good  de- 
portment of  the  baptized  among  the  unbelievers,  not 
only  adorned  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour,  but  alio 
gave  great  weight  to  the  tettimony  of  the  teachers.  Ndr 
is  it  to  be  efteemed  a  fmall  matter,  that  the  gifts  of  .fonie 
of  the  natives  could  now  be  employed  in  '  '-niliar  feafon-

able  difcourfe  with  their  equila,  by'  which  means  they 
could  be  prepared  by  degrees  to  become  labourers  among 
their  own  nation.  il  lh'\(^.ni^  ^'nh'l' 

That  the  laft  upfhot  be  good,  is  the  principal  point. 
This  had  been  obferved  with  joy  in  thofe  few  who  had 
hitherto  departed  this  life ;  and.  it  is  prefumed  that  no- 
body can  have  read  the  happy  exit  of  Samuol^  Noah  and 
Solomon  without  being  afie^ed  with  it.  Even  among 
the  unbaptized,  it  was  evident  in  the  la^  days  of  many, 
that  they  had  been  teachable  fcholars  of  grace,  and 
through  the  preaching  cf  the  gofpel  had  got  fo  much  im- 
preflion  of  the  merits  of  Jefus,  that  in  reliance  upon  it, 
they  could  launch  into  eternity,  if  not  with  a  pcrfcdl  joy- 
fulnefs,  yet  free  from  the  fear  of  death.    v*>iM/r'ts.  •u"-' ?;> 
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*  Notwithftanding  all  this,  the  mod  eflential  requifite 
for  a  true  chriftian  congregation  was  flill  wanting  to  this 
hopeful  company  of.  believing  Greenlanders,  viz.  the 
teftament  of  the  holy  body  and  blood  of  our  Lord.  Hi- 
therto the  brethren  had  fcrupled  to  tell  the  Greenlanders 
of  this  great  >  and  inexpreifible  my{l;ery,  or  make  theni 
participants  thereof.  For  although  they  acknowledgea 
the  grace,  to  the  praife  of  our  Saviour,  which  manifeft- 
cd  itfelf  in  an  undeniable  manner  on  all  the  baptized, 
and  more  particularly  on  fome ;  yet  the  frequent  viciili- 
tudes  and  various  deviations  which  flill  occurred  with 
feveitilof  them,  caufed  a  iecret  diffidence  to  arife,  whethei: 
they  were  neally  converted,  and  lived,  with  the  humble 
compuni£tictn  of  fmners,  in  a  true  communion  #ith  otir 
3aviour.<  I  will  not  here  examine  whether  this  diffi« 
.dence  wasix^ell  or  ill-grounded.  So  much  is  ceitainj 
that  they  did  not  look  upon  the  beft  and  moft  promifing 
iof  their  baptized  as  fit  to  partake  of  this  higheft  <»' 
'^lefllngs^  till  they  knew  them  to  be  really  poor  finnersy 
fenfible  of  their  own  weaknefs  and  wretchednefs.  < 

The  profpeft  of  this  cleared  itfelf  up  from  time  to 
time,  particularly  the  lafl  year.  But  firfl  of  all  it  was 
needful,  that  that  depravity,  which  is  in  every  man, 
Ihould- begin  as  it  Were  to  ferment,  that  fo  each  indivi- 
dually might  be  brought  to  a  real  knowledge  of  himfelf, 
learn  wifdom  at  his  own  cofl,  or  by  feeing  the  mifcar- 
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ridges  of  others^  migh(  get  exercifed  Ctnksy  through  cx- 
p«rSence,  and  attain  a  confident  attachment  to  Jefus^ 
grounded  on  humilit^r,  together  with  a  hearty  incUnation 
foi  fi^lbwihip  and  for  obedience.  That  this  came  to  pafs^ 
app^&r^  by  reading  the  acddunt  of  laft  year;  and  in  thifi 
ye^  there  are  deliKhtful- traces  of  that  confequence  of 
godly  forrow,  the  &uiti9  l)f; true  amendment ;  and  withal, 
a  neftrer  oreparation  foi*  the  eomm  inion  of  the  body  and 
blood  pt  Jefus;  to  \vhi«h  the  three  firft  Grecnlanders 
wer^  taken  (as.  will  bd  related  by-and-by)  towards  the 
end  of  this  year.  And  as  the  facred  ^vounded  body  of 
Jefu»  exerted  its  power  mightily  on  their  fouls  and  mem' 
bers,  the  brethren  were  encouraged  foon  to  admit  more 
to  the  participation  of  this  grace. 

'  Kowas  net  only  the  preaching  of  the  word  ofGod,  buC 
likewife  the  holy  facraments  according  to  the  inftitutionf 
ofChrift,  are  effential  to  a  congregation  of  the  faithful;- 
therefore  we  may  datc^  the  beginning  of  the  Greenland 
edngregatton  from  this  year.  Moft  certain  it  is,  that 
from  this  year,  that  unutterable  Charifmadf  a  true  con- 
grcgatfbfi  of  Jefus,  which -is  calted  the  congtegation-fpirit, 
appeared  in  an  amiable  manner,  even  the  walking  of  ^the 
Head  of  the  congregation  in  the  nriidft  of  the  candlefticks, 
**  iuch  breezes  —on  which  no  ftranger  feiaes,-T— perceiv'd 
**  alone  by  Jefu's  fpoufe,**  but  whi^  have  fuchan  efFe^ 
even- upon  the  unbelievers,  yea  often  oh  ftvii^ds.  full  of 
bitternefs,  as  Paul  mentions  concerning' <prophefying^ 
I  Cor.  xiv.  that  the  fecrets  of  their  hearts  are  made  manY<<^ 
i^ft.;  arid  fo  falling;'  down  on  their  faciesi,  they  worihipt: 
God,  and  (at  leaft  for  that  time,  though  often  againlir. 
their  will)  muft  report  that  God  is  in  fuch  an  aiiembiy  oft 
a  truth.

'There  were  alfo  many  defefts  in  outward  congregation*^ 
•rder  and  regulations,  though  much  previous  preparation 
had  been  made  for  it.     The  baptized  and  catechumenst^ 
were  become  more  willing  to  dwell  in  ohe-  place  together^ 
without  which  no  abiding  fruit  and  diibipline  could  ever: 
be  expected.     They  were  more  and  more  fenfible  of  the 
love  of  their  teachers  to  them ;  fiiKe,  notwithftaiiding  their 
own  accumulated  outward  labour,  one  or  another  would 
always  devote  their  time  to  their  fervice,  to  go  to  fea 
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with  them,  or  viiitthem  frequently;  in  order  to  care  for 
their  ibuls  and  bodies  in  the  beil'  manner  poilible :  And 
when  their  teachers  could  not  be  with  them,  they  attend- 
ed to  the  advice  of  their  band-kc^crs,  who  informed  the 
teachers  from  time  to  time  what  hagd  occuired.  But  when 
they  moved  into  their  winter-houfes,  and  were  to  regu> 
late  themfelves  in  an  orderly  manner,  there  was  great 
want  of  room  every  where.  The  brethren  indeed  had 
enlarged  their  dwelling- place  three  years  ago*  but  yet  it 
became  foon  too  ihuul  for  the  meetings  to  pc  kept  in« 
On  this  account  they  were  now  for  fome  time  reduced  to 
the  neceifity  of  keeping  the  public  meetings  and  -b^ptif- 
mal-tranfaciions  in  the  open  air,  which)  when  ^e 
weather  would  not  admit,  obliged  them  either  to  poftppne 
the  meetings,  or  divide  and  keep  them  in  fevcrai  houfes, 
which  WAS  certainly  very  inconvenient  both  for  teacher 
and  hearer*' \.^-vj4i/i  1  •  *  oiwim  .»  r»t  IciirCSv..  ^.^  jflj-^'fOV 
This  defeat  vfas  remedied  this  year,  by  buildina;  a  ^>a-> 
ctous .  houfe  and  church.  Since  then,  a  very  Afferent 
kind  of  life  has  been  obferved  among  the  people,  and 
Mattffrs  were  br9Ught  from  time  to  time  into  a  b^ujuful 
ediiying  order*    •,»/it'.i-;*i<Si-/  nt*(t.^fi  •j.l^rv.rtir'f;.;' '/:;  ioii*.'"^"' 

An  obfervation  indeed  has  bec.i  made,  that  imce  that 
time  the  very  ftrong  witnefs-impulfe  was  not  fo  difcover- 
able  among  the  Greenlanders  as  in^  firft  times  $■  which 
Imyfelf,  at  the  beginning,  looked  upon  fs  a  defe£^  till 
by  examining  and  ftri6l;l^  weighing  all  circumflances  to* 
gether^  I  found  that  this  was  no,  longer  neceliary,  ye» 
might  perlu^s  have  had  hurtful  confequences.     it  was* 
no  longer  needful  to  fet  up  fingle  >vitne(les,  becaule  tbe> 
candleffick  itielf,   I  mean  a  living  congregation,  a  city 
upon  a  hill,  was  exhibited,  which  gave  light  to  all  both 
far  and  near.     A  whole  cloud  of  witncfies  muft  certainly 
yicklmore  luftnr,  than  fmall  feparate  candles,  which  fre- 
quently did.  rather  glimmer  than  burn  clea;-  and  give  a 
'good  light.    For  they  were  often  fach  perfons  who  had 
not  yet  a  fufficient  foundation  in  their  own  hearts,  but 
yet  were  willingly  made  ufe  of,  b^caufe  the  Maimer  of 
the  houfe  himfelf  owned  them  and  their  teftimony,  fo 
that  many  fouls  were  thereby  touched  and  excited  to  feek 
after  foraething  farther.    But  if  this  had  continued  in 
.1.3 1^5  w  .  i     that 
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that  track,  it  is  not  probable  that  thofc  whofe  minds  were 
the  moft  roufed  up,  wovtld  have  attained  that  funda- 
mental knowledge  of  themfelvcs,  fo  long  wifhed  for, 
nor  that  hrm  root  in  the  merits  of  Jefus,  which  branches 
out  in  a  ftrid  adherence  to  the  Lord,  a  continual  look- 
ing unto  Jefus,  and  that  defirable  converfe  with  the  Man 
of  forrows,  which  conftitutes  the  life  of  faith  in  the  Son 
of  God,  yea  the  heaven  which  the  children  of  God  have? 
upon  earth.  .*;'»  fT^nUf  • 

Notwithftanding  this  defe£^  of  the  witnefs-impuKe  (if 
it  is  to  be  called  a  defrui)  it  muft  yet  be  confefled  to  the 
praife  of  grace,  that  the  Greenlanders,  by  their  very  walk: 
and  converfation,   did  let  their  light  mine  before  men,- 
and  that  many  alfo,  when  opportunity  offered,  'gladly 
and  without  fear  proclaimed  the  virtues  of  him  who  had* 
called  them,   and  invited  others  to  the  participation  of 
the  fame  happinefs.     How  much  this  tended  to  facilitate 
the  teftimony  of  their  teachers,   and  what  good   fruit  it 
produced,  is  fufliciently  witnefTed  by  the  copious  harveftj 
in  the  following  years,  to  which  thofe  words  in  the  I26ch- 
Pfalm  may  very  juftly  be  applied :  "  He  that  gocth  fortli 
and  weepeth,  bearing  precious  feed,  (hall  doubtlcfs  come: 
again  with  rejoicing,  bringing  his  (heaves  with  him."

As  I  have  been  more  prolix  than  I  intended,  I  will  ^ 
this  time  pafs  over  what  particulars  occurred  in  the  firft  ; 
half  of  this  year  at  vifiting  the  heathen,  in  the- daily.* 
meetings  and  fuch-like  opportunities,  and  proceed  dircAly^^ 
to  the  building  of  the  church,  and  the  fettling  of  ther; 
Greenland  congregation  which  followed.  '■\ 

The  accounts  hitherto  fent  from  Greenland,  which 
had  caufed  great  joy  in  all  the  Brethren's  congregations^--, 
and  the  complaints  of  the  miffionaries,  that  for  want  of  * 
room  it  was  impoifiblc  to  have  things  in  proper  order,  had  v 
fuch  an  efFe^a  at  the  fynod  held  at  Zeyft  laft  year,  that  "• 
fome  wealthy  members  refolved  to  get  a  large  timber 'j^ 
houfe  framed  in  Holland  according  to  thedire^ion  ofths  i 
iniffionary  John  Beck,  who  was  then  prefent,  and  to  fend  .• 
it  thither  in  a  fhip  freighted  folely  with  it,  commanded  '  j 
by  captain  Gerrifon.  Some  brethren  offered  themfehres  •* 
voluntarily  to  go  with  it,  in  order  to  erc«a  and  fbifli  it  ^

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there,   and  the  old  venerable  C/jri/lian  David  feired  this 
ftpportunitv  with  joy  to  go  alfo  in  the  quality  of  mafter- 
builder.     tie  had  built  the  firft  hut  for  the  brethren  in 
(Greenland,   and  the  firft  fchool-houfe  for  the  Green- 
landers,  and  fcarce  cxpcded  when  he  then  came  out  of 
the  country,  that  the  latter  would  ever  be  inhabited,  and 
the  former  grow  too  fmall.     But  behold,  he  was  now  to 
bring  them  a  church.     He  therefore  made  all  fpecd,  that 
he  might  have  that  fingular  good  fortune  to  fee  this  work 
finifhed  in  God,  and  give  his  benedi<5lion  to  it.     They 
had  a  good  voyage  till  Cape  Farewell,   but  in  Davis  s 
Straits  th«y  were  obliged  to  tacic  about  for  near  four 
weeks  together,   occahoned  by  contrary  wind,   ftorms, 
thick  fogs  and  floating  ice ;  and  could  not  make  the  har- 
bour till  the  1 2th  of  June.     After  the  houfe  had  bc<?n 
unladen  and  the  ihlp  fearchcd  and  cleared  by  the  Danifh 
failors  and  merchants,  Matthew  Stach  and  John  Schneider 
returned  in  her  to  Europe,  after  having  fufk  been  prcAint 
at  laying  the  foundation- ftone  to  the  houfe  the  5th  of 
July,  and  having  left  their  blefling  to  the  building  with 
thofe  words,  **  Lift  up  thy  pierc'd  hands,   O  deareft 
Saviour,— o'er  this  place,   and  pour  out  all  that  favour,— 
which  in   thy  loving, — and  kind    heart    towards  it  is 
furcly  moving."     The  building  was  carried  on  fo  expedi- 
tioufly  for  a  month  together,  that  the  houfe  was  ere^kd 
the  7th  of  Auguft.     Much  fnow  had  fallen  in  July,  and 
it  began  again  in  Auguft  :  They  were  often  hindered  by 
it  in  their  work,  yet  they  advanced  fo  far,   and  got  fo 
much  of  it  under  cover,   that  they  could  keep  the  holy 
communion  in  one  of  the  rooms  the  i6th  of  September. 
As  this  feafon  of  the  year  is  the  chief  time  for  the  fifliery, 
at  whfch  the  Greenlanders  are  much  difperfed,  the  two 
remaining  teachers  were  frequently  neceflitated  to  defift 
from  their  work  at  the  building,   to  vifit  their  Green- 
landers.     Thefe  latter  likewife  vifited  the  brethren  dili- 
gently at  the  building,  and  were  filled  with  great  joy  that 
they  ihould  now  have  a  Church.    The  rumour  of  fuch  a 
houfe,  as  had  never  been  feen  in  Greenland  before,  in- 
.  ticed  many  of  the  favages  alfo  to  come  to  fee  it,  who 
we^e  told  that  the  intention  of  it    was,   to  have    the 
golpel  preached  in  it,  and  the  brethren  made  ufe  of  this 
opportunity  to  declare  the  gofpel  to  them. 
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During  thil  time  our  Greenlanders,  as  alfo  Tome 
families  lately  come  to  the  brethren,  built  their  wintcr- 
houfca,  anii  moved  into  them  the  14th  and  15th  df 
October.  The  1 6th  of  that  month  the  new  church  was 
confecrated.  The  word  of  that  day  was  taken  out  of 
the  iaft  TeftamenC  of  David,  (that  man  after  God's  own 
heart,  who  likewife  could  not  refl  till  he  had  found  ft 
ieat  for  the  ark  of  the  covenant  and  a  place  of  afTembly 
for  his  people) )  viz.  i  Kings  ii.  4.  That  the  Lord  may 
tantimi  his  ward.)  tvhich  he  j^oke  comnernxng  me  j  with  the 
antiphon,  *'  Now  with  joy  I'm  looking, — Lord,  what 
thou  wilt  do,-«^till  thou  canft  thy  precious — oath  to  us 
fulfil,— that  wie  (hall  entirely — yield  thee  pleafure  ftill**. 
The  faying  of  ottr  Saviour  which  was  alfo  appointed  as 
the  {  bje£l  of  meditation  in  the  brethren's  congregations 
£or  tJiat  day  was;  (John  xiv.  13.)  Whatjoevtr  ye  Jhall 
a/k  tL-  Father  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do.  John  Beck, 
who  on  the  5th  of  April  this  year  had  received  prieft's 
orders  with  a  view  to  his  miflion,  preached  the  fermon 
at  the  confecration  of  the  church  or  hall  on  thefe  two 
texts,  and  among  other  things  reminded  his  auditory 
what  afpe6t  matters  wore  here  in  the  beginning,  when 
the  moil  that  could  be  done  was  only  to  pray  behind  the 
rocks  with  tears  to  the  Father,  in  the  name  of  his  Son, 
for  the  falvation  of  the  Greenlanders.  That  thofe  prayers 
were  heard,  was  beft  atteiled  by  the  exiftence  of  the 
prefent  Greenland  congregation  ;  and  in  particular  thofe 
that  had  been  here  from  the  beginning,  muft  own  and  fet 
their  feal  to  it,  that  God  is  true.  He  had  done  more 
than  they  expet^ed,  or  than  entered  into  their  thoughts  to 
pray  for.  By  the  aififtance  of  their  brethren  in  Europe 
he  had  now  given  them  this  houfe  and  church,  where 
tmder  the  prote<^ion  and  with  the  good  pleafure  of  their 
moft  gracious  fovereign,  Frederic  the  fifth  ^c.  they  couM 
meet  together  for  the  preaching  of  the  gofpel,  for  the 
facrament  of  holy  baptifm  *,  and  for  the  future  enjoy- 
ment of  all  thofe  bleffings  which  were  ftill  treafured  up 

•  The  Lord's-fuppr r  could  not  be  fpecificd  here  j  bccaufe,  according 
te  the  ufa^e  oi'  the  Brethren's  church,  tfcey  (hould  not  be  informed  about  it 
<ill  they  could  take  it  in,,  and  epjoy  it  with  a  dul/  prepared  heart. 
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for  ihcm  in  the  heart  of  Jcfus.  He  then  exhorted  them, 
now  at  the  confecration  of  this  houfe,  to  devote  their 
foul  and  body  anew  to  the  Lamb  of  God,  and  to  pray 
him  that  he  would  fprinkle  and  fan^tify  this  place  witn 
his  blood*  that  the  divine  worAiip  therein  might  be  well- 
pleafmg  to  him.  The  Greenland  brother  Jonathan  con- 
cluded this  meeting  with  a  hearty  prayer. 

In  the  fecond  meeting  in  the  afternoon  Fredrlc  Bochnifli 
held  a  difcourfe,  in  which  he  fpolcc  of  the  great  love 
which  Cod  bore  from  eternity  towards  men,  and  which 
he  manifcfted  when  the  fulnefs  of  time  was  come,  when 
he  fpared  not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  up  for  us 
all  i  out  of  whofe  wounds  flowed  the  new  fpirit  with  the 
blood  and  water,  of  which  fouls  now  become  partakers 
in  holy  baptifm.  This  grace  was  then  conferred  on 
three  Greenlanders,    Martin,    Hannah  and  EUonei'a, 

The  third  meeting  was  a  love-feaft  for  the  members  of 
the  congregation,  which  was  kept  with  fmging  and 
familiar  converfation,  during  which  the  Greenlanders 
tediRed  their  joy  and  gratitude.  Such  a  fpirit  of  grace 
ruled  at  this  meeting,  and  fuch  a  feeling  of  love,  that  it 
was  as  if  the  Greenlanders  were  inebriated  with  inward 
joy,  and  they  were  fcarce  able  to  feparate  again. 

The  fourth  meeting  was  a  Greenlandiih  unging-hour, 
which  was  attended  with  fpirit  and  grace ;  in  which  at 
this  time  German  and  Daniih  verfes  were  likewife  fung, 
as  moTl  of  the  failors  from  the  colony  were  prefent. 

Laflly,  all  the  baptized  came  together  for  proftration 
and  adoration.  The  whole  congregation  fell  on  their 
faces  before  the  Lamb  of  God,  during  the  Tinging  of 
thofe  verfes ;  "  O'er  all,  bleft  Lord  ! — th'  eternal  Word! — 
each  creature's  head — (fince  all  by  thee  were  made) — 
God  !  who  the  world  fo  wide— doft  guide :— who  mad 'ft 
by  bloof' . — what  fpoil'd  was,  good  !— our  holinefs — 
thou'rt.  Lord/  we  thee  embrace.— Sure  as  thou 
liv'ft, — and  as  Lord  mov'ft — on  cherubim, — and  aw'll 
the  feraphim  j — as  Jehovah's  thy  name,— and  Lamb : — 
fo  fure's  thy  blood — the  chiefeft  good — of  Tinners 
poor, — till  death  (hall  be  no  more."  They  add, 
VVc  thanked  him  aloud  in  a  prayer  in  the  Greenland 
nguage,  accompanied  with  many  tears,  for  all  the 
grace  he  had  (hewn  us  hitherto,   particularly   for  this 
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temple,  and  for  this  day  of  blcfli/ie,  on  which  he  had 

fjranied  u.s  to  feci  his  gracious  prclcncc  in  fuch  a  very 
cnfible  manner,  that  when  we  arofc  wc  were  obliged 
to  confefs  :  Surely  the  Lord  is  in  this  place." 
"In  the  night  Margaret,  t'»c  wife  of  Thomas,  was 
delivered  of  a  fon.  She  had  \tecn  prefcnt  at  moft  of  the 
meetings  in  the  day,  and  the  next  morning  (he  and  her 
**  hufband  came  to  our  houfc,  entreating  for  the  baptifm  of 
their  child,  which  was  performed  in  the  morning- mcet- 
iiig.  The  child  was  called  Simon.  She  herfclf  was 
prefent  at  the  meeting,  and  no  one  who  did  not  know 
her,  could  have  perceived  that  (he  was  the  mother. 
The  Grecnlanders  were  ftill  overpowered  with  grace, 
joy  and  thankfulnefe  from  ycftcrday."  .    ., 
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The  number  of  the  Greenlanders ,  who  lived  in  fix 
lar^e  houfes,  amounted  to  upwards  of  a  hundred  and 
eighty  perfons,  and  thofe  at  the  colony  to  more  than  a 
hundred,  fo  that  when  thefe  latter  came  to  our  Green- 
landers,  there  was  commonly  about  three  hundred  fouls 
in  the  hall.  Oft.  20,  thofe  that  lived  with  us,  wctc 
divided  into  thirty  bands,  and  nine  men  appointed  to  pre^ 
£de  at  the  interviews  of  fiich  little  companies  of  their  fex^ 
and  fifteen  women  at  thofe  of  theirs.  They  all  rejoiced 
when  this  regulation  was  made  known  to  them  ;  the  new 
people  were  thankful  that  they  were  included,  and  it 
was  difcernible  that  fre(h  grace  refted  upon  it. 

A  fineing-fchool  was  begun  for  the  inftruftion  of  thofe 
who  had  any  genius  for  finging.  And  as  two  of  thofe 
brethren  who  came  this  year  with  the  (hip  to  affift  at 
building  the  houfe,  underuood  fomething  of  mufir,  they 
were  not  only  ferviceable  in  bringing  the  finging  of  the 
Greenlanders  into  order,  but  fome  boys  who  had  inclina- 
tion and  capacity,  learned  to  play  fuch  tunes  by  the  car 
as  they  had  learnt  by  rote,  by  which  means  the  finging 
of  the  Greenland  congregation  was  rendered  more 
agreeable.  Two  brethren  alfo  were  nominated  from 
among  the  Greenland  helpers,  who  (hould  now  and  then 
keep  a  difcourfii  to  thofe  of  their  nation ;  at  v/hirh 
however  one  of  the  teachers  (hould  always  be  prefent. 
••;•;'"'—    ^^-^,    ^(u.*u,  .   G  3   mqmoijr-    ^^^i:      Thci<^ 
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Thcfc  two  helpers,  together  with  a  married  woman, ' 
were  the  three  firft  Greenlanders  to  whom  our  Saviour 
granted  the  favour  to  enjoy  the  fecrament  of  his  body 
and  blood  with  their  teachers.     When  they  were  told 
that  they  ihould  foon  be  admitted  to  this  grace,   and 
the  neceffary  conceptions  concerning    the  holy  com- 
munion were  given  them,  they  were  fo  filled  witn  fliame 
and  joy  that  they  knew  not  what  to  fay,  but  that  they 
would  devote  themfelves  anew  with  body  and  foul  to 
our  Saviour,   and  await  with  childlike  hearts  to  expe- 
rience how  glorioufly  he  would  reveal  himfclf  tc  them 
at  this  clojeji  fellou>Jhip    (fo  they  called  the  holy  com- 
inunion)  with  his  flefli  and  blood.     The  preceding  day 
they  were  bkfled  and  confirmed  thereto  with  impofition 
of  hands.     At  the  communioii  they  were  overpowered 
with  awe,   and  the  tears  rolled  down  their  cheeks  \n 
abundance.     They  faid  afterwards :   It  was  as  if  their 
body  Ihould  fink  into  the  duft,  and  their  fpirit  fly  up- 
wards, and  that  they  were  not  able  to  think  any  thing, 
but:    O,  how  is  it  poffible  that  ouy  Saviour  can  love 
poor  men  fo  exceedingly !    .  _  , 

.  Gn  the  firft  Greenland  congregation -day  after  the 
confecration  of  the  chapel  (for  fuch  days  had  been  kept 
every  four  weeks  even  before)  the  candidates  for  baptifin 
and  reception  were  fpoken  with  j  after  which  fev.eral 
jetters  were  read  in  the  firft  meeting  from  feme  of  the 
labourers  in  Europe,  partly  to  individual  Greenlanders, 
and  partly  to  the  whole  flock,  as  alfo  from  the  childreii 
in  the  nurferies  of  tliC  Unity  to  the  children  here, 
and  after  reading  each  letter  a  couple  of  verfes  were 
fung,  the  laft  of  which  was,  **  Thy  blood,  thy  blood 
the  deed  has  wrought, — that  won  us  to  thee.  Saviour," 
&c. 

In  the  fecond  meeting  a  homily  was  kept  on  the 
word  of  the  day.  Is  there  yet  any  that  is  left,  that  I  may 
jhew  him  kindnefs?  2  Sam.  ix.  j.  Whereupon  five 
perfons  were  baptized,  one  of  whom  was  from  the 
colony,  and  was  baptized  by  the  Danifh  miffionary  himfelf. 

In  the  third  meeting,  an  anointed  difcourfe  was  de- 
livered concerning  reception,   in  which  the  nature  of 
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this  a£l  was  explained,  and  what  benefit  fouls  might 
cxpe£l  to  derive  from  fuch  a  connexion  both  with  the 
Shepherd  himfelf  and  with  the  flock  j  after  which  eight 
catechumens  were  received  with  the  kifs  of  peace  as  the 
neareft  candidates  for  baptifm,  during  the  finging  of  this 
verfe :  *'  How  is  my  heart  with  rapture  mov'd, — that  I  have 
hopes,  he  my  Beloved — will  make  me  his  heart's  comfort  j 
—that  I  to  him,  my  Jefus  dear,— my  Bridegroom  won- 
derfully fair, — ^fhall  prove  a  faithful  confort. — O,  I— 
have  joy, — that  abiding — and  refiding — in  my  Lover, — 
I'm  his  body's  living  member." 

To  the  fourth  meeting  the  baptized  came  alone  for 
proftration.  We  thanked  the  Lamb  with  tears  for  this 
day  of  bleffing,  and  laid  all  Chriftendom,  our  dear 
magiilratfis,  all  our  friends,  and  our  brethren  and  fifters, 
particularly  ihofe  among  the  heathen,  on  the  heart  of 
our  faithful  High-Prieft  ;  and  after  finging  the  verfe : 
♦*  Sure  as  Thou  liv'ft,"  ^c.  we  feparated,  and  went 
chearful  and  thankful  to  reft. 
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The  congregation  was  increafed  this  year  with  fifty- 
two  perfons,  who  were  added  by  holy  baptifm  ;  and 
at  the  clofe  of  the  year  it  confifted  in  all  of  a  hundred 
thirty-four  baptized,  including  eight  who  departed  to 
the  church  above  fince  1741.  One  of  thefe,  viz.  the 
late  Noah,  when  on  his  death -bed  in  the  year  1743, 
prayed  heartily  for  the  converfion  of  his  brother.  This  his 
brother  afterwards  came  here,  remained  with  the  brethren, 
and  was  baptized  this  year.  But  his  fifter  came  a  year 
before  him.  On  the  other  hand,  Rofina,  Noah's 
widow,  had  been  moftly  with  her  mother  among  the 
favages  fince  his  departure,  and  by  degrees  loft  the  life 
Ihe  once  had  in  her  heart.  She  came  indeed  feveral  times 
but  went  away  again,  and  not  being  willing  to  renounce 
her  connexions  with  the  favages  for  the  fake  of  a  better 
livelihood,  was  at  laft  prevailed  upon  by  them  to  quit 
this  diftrift  this  fpring  and  move  with  them  to  the  fouth. 
Her  daughter  Elizabeth,  a  child  of  five  years,  whom 
fhe  had  left  with  the  mifiionary  to  be  educated  by  him, 
was  foon  after  ftolen  away  in  his  abfence  by  foine  of  the 
mother's  relations,  which  was  the  more  painful,  as  the 
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child  was  not  only  baptized,  but  was  the  moft  agreeable 
of  all  the  Greenland  children,  who  at  catechifations 
often  aftonifhed  both  teacher  and  hearers  with  its  fen- 
fible  and  heart-aiFe£ling  anfwers.  -^i. 

Only  one  pai/  were  joined  together  in  marriage. 
Three  of  the  baptized  departed  into  eternity,  one  of 
whom  was  the  little  fon  of  the  late  Samuel,  which  was 
baptized  on  its  death-bed  the  day  before  its  departure. 

I  will  conclude  this  glorious  year  (for  "  As  long  as 
Jefus  Lord  remains,— -each  day  new  riling  glory  gains") 
with  the  celebration  of  Chriftmas  and  the  new-year's 
vigils ;  concerning  which  it  is  noted  :  "  On  Dec.  24, 
**  after  a  difcourfe  had  been  held  in  the  evening  con- , 
**  cerning  the  birth  of  Chrift,  we  fung  alfo  of  this  fub- 
•'  je£t  with  old  and  new,  German  and  Greenland 
*.'  Chriftmas-verfes,  and  then  with  the  baptized  adored 
*'  the  child  Jcfus,  which  was  attended  with  a  fweet 
*'  breathing  of  the  Spirit.  They  were  fo  filled  With  joy, 
'*  that  many  of  them  ftaid  up  and  fung  Chriftmas 
**  hymns  in  their  houfes  the  whole  night.  We  there- 
*'  fore  called  them  again  together  into  the  hall  by  the 
<'  found  of  trumpets, .  at  half  hour  paft  three  in  the 
'*  morning  of  the  2,5th.  Somewhat  was  difcourfed 
*'  concerning  the  great  humiliation  of  our  Creator; 
*'  and  at  the  clofc,  iome  prefents  were  delivered  to  them 
*'  that  had  been  lent  by  fome  of  the  children  in  Ger- 
**  many,  confifting  of  knives,  needles,  &c.  which  they 
«'  received  with  thanks  and  joy,  as  a  proof  of  their 
•*  being  loved  and  remembej-ed  in  Europe.  We  then  went 
**  with  moft  of  the  adults  to  the  colony,  and  awoke  the 
"  inhabitants  there  with  mufic  ^nd  linging,  and  then 
**  held  a  Chriftmas  fingipg-hour  together  in  the  room 
*'  made  u(e  of  for  their  church.  When  we  returned 
'*  home,  they  all  followed  us,  In  our  abfence,  thofe 
**  that  remained  at  home  had  illuminated  the  church 
'*  and  all  the  windows  with  burning  mufcle  -  (hells 
**  inftead  of  candles,  in  a  fimple  but  very  pretty  manner. 
**  Then  the  Chriftmas  fermon  was  preached  on  the 
**  words  ^  Behold^  J  bring  you  good  tidingi  ef  great  joy ^  &C. 
^♦*  Qn  the  fccond  holiday,  we,  together  with  as  many 
''  "  Green-

Greenlanders  as  the  place  would  contain,  attended 
divine  fervice  and  a  baptifm  at  the  colony.  We 
Europeans  made  ufe  of  the  third  holiday  for  our  own 
benefit.  The  28th  being  Innocents-day,  we  kept  a 
•*  love-feaft  with  the  children,  then  fpoke  with  each  of 
**'  them  feparately,  and  found  them  in  a  difpofition  of 
"  heart  which  gave  us  good  hopes  of  them. 

"  The  31ft  of  Dec.  after  having  read  the  diary  of 
this  year  with  inward  thankfulnefs  for  all  the  mercies 
(hewn  to  us  and  our  flock,  we  begun  the  Greenland 
vigil  with  a  homily  on  the  lail  text  of  this  year,  / 
determined  not  to  know  any  thing  among  you,  fave  Jefus 
Chri/ty  and  him  crucified.  They  were  then  put  in  mind 
of  what  our  Saviour  had  done  among  them  hitherto, 
and  particularly  in  this  year.  We  had  no  occafion  to 
exhort  them  to  thankfulnefs,  of  which  their  broken 
looks  and  tears  fufficiently  teftified.  We  then  had 
a  love-feaflr,  which  we  kept  with  dried  capelins.  Wa 
read  the  names  of  the  baptized,  beginning  with  thofe 
in  1 74"/,  and  fo  backwards  in  the  order  they  had  been 
baptized  till  the  year  1739,  and  fung  fome  benedic- 
tory verfes  for  each  clafs.  When  we  made  mention 
of  thofe  who  were  baptized  the  firft,  and  called  to 
mind  the  powerful  grace  that  was  obferved  when 
Samuel,  who  was  the  Hrft-fruits,  was  awakened,  a 
holy  awe  came  over  the  whole  aflembly,  fo  that  we 
all  fell  down  and  thanked  the  Lamb  of  God  with 
thoufand  tears  for  all  that  he  had  done  on  us  and  bur 
Greenlanders.  At  two  in  the  morning  we  feparated : 
We  muft  confefs  that  though  we  have  had  many  diC- 
tinguiihed  days  of  bleiling,  yet  we  never  before  faw 
fuch  an  emotion,  accompanied  with  fuch  floods  of 
tears,  as  was  obferved  at  this  time  amongft  this  fmall 
congregation,  which  he  hath  collected  together  for 
"  himfelf  out  of  the  ftupid  and  infenfible  favages  near 
^'  the  north-pole,  and  which  he  hath  bedewed  with  his 
fweat  and  blood. 

"  Unto  the  Lamb  which  was  flain,  and  hath  redeem- 
ed us  to  God  by  his  blood  out  of  every  kindred  and 
tongue  and  people  and  nation,  be  blefling  and  honour 
and  glory  and  power  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen  1'*     v 
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THE  more  the  Greenland  congregation  improvedi 
the  worfe  it  grew  among  the  lavages^  at  Icaft  the 
diiference  was  more  eonfpicuous.  The  brethren  often 
xXrnt  to  them,  but  found  no  ears  to  hear ;  and  to  fome 
they  could  not  find  in  their  heart  to  fpeak  at  all.  It  is 
feid  of  a  certain  vifit,  "  It  was  as  if  my  heart  was  locked 
up,  and  I  could  have  wept  on  account  of  the  horrible 
power  of  darfcnefs  dominant  over  the  favages  this 
winter,  whereby  many  fouls  are  carried  away  who  had 
once  been  laid  hcJd  of  by  grace.  A  couple  of  children, 
who  had  lived  for  fome  time  among  us,  and  had 
been  fetched  away  again  by  the«r  father,  were  very 
{hy,  and  upon  being  afked  the  rcafon,  anfwered  with 
tears,  that  they  had  been  prevailed  upon  to  return  to 
the  heathenifh  vanities.  One  man  declared,  that  he 
had  often  a  drawing  to  be  converted  and  to  be  a  believer 
in  Jefus,  but  the  love  to  the  fmful  cufloms  of  the 
heathen  always  got  the  fway  again.  So  long  as  wc 
'*  were  with  them,  they  deilfted  fiom  thefe  things,  in 
order  not  to  grieve  us ;  but  were  fo  much  the  worfe 
when  we  were  gone  again.  Another  pcrfon  faid; 
What  Ihe  heard  of  Our  saviour  was  a  refrefhment  to 
her,  only  fhe  was  not  able  to  retain  it,  her  heart 
being  like  a  bag  full  of  holes,  which  lets  every  thing 
run  through.  Every  mornir.g  and  evening  wc  kept  a 
mcrting  in  the  houfe  where  we  lodged,  to  which 
every  one  had  kav*  to  coi/ie  who  bad  an  inclination. 
But  not  many  attended  thefe  meetings.  Oh  how  are 
•*  we  bowed  down  on  account  of  the  grace  our  Saviour 
«^  has  imparted  to  our  Greenlanders :  D-feflive  as  feme 
*^  of  them  ftill  are,  yet  the  difterence  betwixt  them  anti 
"  the  favages  is  unfpeakably  great." 

Thus  it  was  with  the  heathens  in  the  beginning  of^tfiis 
year.      As  long  as   they    had   plenty,    and  could  live 
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according  to  their  appetite,  it  very  feldonj  happened  that 
any  of  them  came  on  a  vifit.  But  in  fpring,  when 
through  a  long  continuance  of  unfavourable  weather  they 
could  catch  but  little  at  fea,  they  were  driven  by  want  ta 
apply  to  their  believing  country-men,  \irhich  fumifhed 
the  mifik)naries  with  opportunity  to  recommend  to  them 
the  riches  of  the  love  and  patience  of  their  Creator  and 
Redeemer,  neither  was  it  heard  by  them  without  an  im- 
preffion.  Many,  who  Chem&lves  had  not  yet  an  intire 
mind  to  renounce  their  wicked  habits,  fufFered  their 
children  to  go  to  the  congregation,  or  brought  them 
thither  themfelves,  in  order,  as  they  (aid,  to  hear  fome-i 
thing  good ;  and  when  they  came  to  fetch  them  back 
again,  fome  were  prevailed  upon  by  their  tears  to  let 
them  remain  there,  yea  fome  even  to  ilay  there  them- 
felves, fo  that  often  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  were  turned 
to  the  children,  and  thereby  afterward  eained  for  the 
Lord.  Sometimes  a  voice  vtrithin,  *'  A^e  hajie  and 
re/cue  tby  find"  would  impel  a  young  mind,  to  forfake 
iather  and  mother  and  brothers  and  fitters,  and  to  follow 
Jefus.  If  the  father  came,  and  neither  by  promifes  nor 
threatnings  could  prevail  upon  his  child  to  go  back  agaii^ 
with  him  among  the  favages,  the  brethren  left  each  party 
at  their  full  liberty ;  they  perfwaded  no  one  to  f^ay,  yet 
neither  did  they  fuffer  any  one  to  be  carried  away  by 
force,  who  had  a  defirc  to  live  with  the  Greenland 
congregation  from  a  fincere  intention  to  be  con- 
verted. •     --  r^     .  ,1      \-'V  ';-   .  '        ..     ^ 
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In  the  beginning  of  fpring  when  tha  Gxeenlanders 
failed  to  the  iflands,  the  miilionaries,  by^  occaiion  of 
vifiting  their  own  people,  got  freib  opportunity  to  fpeak 
to  the  hearts  of  the  heathens;  and  our Greenlanders, 
who  had  meetings  among  themfelves  for  edification  ia 
the  abfen<>e  of  their  teachers,  often  brought  us  jo3rful 
accounts  that  fome  ftrangers  attended  them,  and  expreiled 
a  purpofe  to  live  with  them  the  next  winter. 

Thefe  journeys  to  and  from  the  heathen  were,  this 
year  in  particular,  attended  vith  great  hazard  of  life. 
In  May  the  long-continued  foutn-wind  drove  large 
quantities  of  floating. ice  tow^Ufds  land,   aad  at  length 
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into  all  the  bays,  which  remained  for  a  whole  month, 
though  the  weather  was  afterwards  fine  and  mild.  Our 
brethren,  on  their  return  from  Kookcernen,  were  fo 
hemmed  in  by  two  great  pieces  of  ice  near  their  own  houfe, 
that  their  deliverance  is  to  be  afcribed  folely  to  the  mira- 
culous hand  of  God.  They  were  obliged  to  tack  about  in 
the  ice  and  tide  for  twelve  hours  together,  before  they 
could  make  land.  A  few .  days  after,  feventeen  boats 
befides  feveral  kaiaks  ventured  to  go  on  the  herring- 
fifhery,  and  Frederic  Boehnifli  went  with  them.  For  the 
firft  four  leagues  they  were  in  danger,  but  then  had  an 
open  lea,  but  which  in  a  (hort  time  grew  full  of  ice. 
The  miflionary  going  out  once  with  fome  Greenlanders, 
the  wonien's-boat  was  cruflied  In.  They  jumped  out 
halbly  on  a  round  piece  of  ice,  which  turned  about  under 
their  feet,  but  they  were  all  fo  fortunate  as  to  get  upon 
another  large  piece  of  ice  which  lay  near  it,  from  whence 
it  was  practicable  to  fetch  them  in  a  fhort  time.  To- 
wards Whitfuntide  a  wind  made  fo  much  opening,  that 
the  miflionary  ventured  to  work  hia  way  through  with 
fome  boats,  which  he  efFeded  with  much  toil.  But  the 
greateft  part  of  the  boats  were  difperfed,  and  did  not 
come  home  till  Whitfun-Monday,  yet  none  of  them 
damaged.  Some  merchants  who  were  out  about  tht-»- 
blubber  trade,  were  detained  fix  weeks  in  great  danger 
of  life  and  want  of  provifions,  and  a  couple  of  pofl< 
kaiaks  from  the  fouth-colony,  related  that  all  was 
inclofed  with  ice  for  120  leagues  fouth wards, 

„      ^«4. 

Beftdes  this,  there  were  many  occafions  for  praifing 
the  hand  of  the  faithful  Watchman,  which  was  held 
over  the  poor  Greenlanders.  An  old  baptized  man  was 
purfued  by  fome  murderers,  it  having  been  reported  that 
his  brother  had  once  killed  a  child  by  exerciiing  forcery 
upon  it.  But  he  made  his  efcape  from  them,  and  was 
brought  by  the  other  baptized  to  his  teachers  in 
fafety.  The  laft  winter  many  were  overtaken  with  a 
fquall,  fo  that  they  were  obliged  to  work  their  way 
through  with  their  kaJaks  more  under  the  waves  than 
above,  and  were  neceflitated  to  cover  themfelves  with 
the  fnow  in  an  exceeding  cqld  night  on  an  uninhabite(l 
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ifland,  whereby  the  moft  of  them  were  much  froft-bitten 
in  their  face  and  hands.  In  March  another  was  feparated 
from  his  companions  by  the  floating  ice,  and  did  not  get 
home  till  the  fixth  day  after.  Not  being  able  to  make 
way  backwards  nor  forwards,  he  had  crept  upon  the  ice, 
but  this  broke }  however  he  rowed  betwixt  it,  and  at  laft 
with  great  toil  came  to  an  ifland,  where  he  was  obliged 
to  remain  three  days  and  nights  in  the  fevereft  cold. 
Soon  after  they  had  moved  into  their  winter-houfes, 
which  were  raifed  with  ftone  and  earth,  they  were  fo 
foaked  through  with  ftorm  and  rain,  that  moft  of  the 
roofs  fell .  in,  and  hurt  many  people,  but  they  were  all 
cured  again. 

They  had  but  a  midling  harvcft  in  catching  feals,  but 
in  December  fome  of  them  on  their  return  from  a  villt  in 
Kangek  were  fo  fortunate  as  to  meet  with  a  dead  fper-' 
ma-ceti-whale.  Some  of  the  kaiaks  ftaid  with  it,  while 
the  others  hurried  home  to  fetch  more  aflxftance.  The 
former  were  difperfed  in  a  ftorm,  but  the  third  day  were 
found  again  fafe  and  well,  and  were  helped  to  bring  the 
whale  on  land.  This  fifh  was  nine  fathom  long,  the 
head  alone  three,  and  two  high.  Near  three  hundred 
people,  frora  hence  and  the  colony  were  employed  three 
days  in  feparating  the  blubber  and  the  flefli,  the  latter 
of  which  the  Greenlanders  are  fond  of  eating,  and  they 
thanked  God  for  his  gifts,     ,„    -,^.   ,.  ^      ^ 

Defore  this  they  had  taken  to  their  winter-quarters,  and 
had  brought  feveral  new  families  with  them  from  dif- 
feient  places,  fo  that  in  Odober  the  number  of  inhabi- 
ta/its  amounted  to  upwards  of  two  hundred  and  thirty 
pf  rfons,  and  confequently  the  increafe  was  more  than 
fifty.  To  thefe  came  feveral  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  who  had  been  ftirred  up  at  the  time  of  the  awaken- 
ing in  Kangek  eight  years  ago,  and  had  been  roving 
about  in  the  fouth  and  north  ever  fince.  By  this  it  was 
evident,  that  wherever  the  powei-  of  the  word  concern- 
ing the  death  and  fufFerings  of  Jefus  faftens  once  rightly 
in  the  heart,  even  in  the  moft  favage  country,  it  does 
not  ceafe  to  operate,  till  it  has  produced  the  defired 
fruit. 
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With  thcfe  dear  people  they  renewed  the  diily  public 
and  private  meetings  for  edification,  of  which  mention 
has  already  been  made ;  and  the  biefling  of  the  Lard  at- 
tended them  evidently  and  richly.  In  particular  the  rei« 
ding  a  portion  out  of  one  of  the  evangelifts,  or  the  epif.* 
des  of  Paul,  of  which  feveral  had  bosn  tranilated,  was 
one  of  the  beft  opportunities,  not  only  for  the  inftruc> 
tion  of  the  Greenlanders,  but  alfo  to  learn  how  grace 
c^rated  on  the  hearts  of  baptized  and  unbaptixed,  as 
fome  of  them  generally  came  to  us  afterwards  and  related 
what  part  in  particular  was  applicable  to  their  (ituation; 
or  denred  the  matter  might  be  yet  better  explained  to 
them.  Thus  the  teachers  alfo,  docendo  dlfcenUSj  learned 
to  know  better  which  truths  they  had  particularly  to  en- 
force at  that  time,  and  how  to  make  them  inteUigible  to 
the  capacity  of  each. 

I  cannot  always  infert  the  expreflions  of  their  joy  on 
various  occafions  at  the  proficiency  of  their  flock^  as  I 
Ihould  thereby  be  too  prolix.    They  once  fay :  **  Wc 
'*  have  at  prefent  an  exceeding  blefibd  time  in  Green- 
**  land  J  fuch  a  feafon  we  could  form  no  conception  of 
fome  years  ago.     The  Lord  hath  done  more  for  us 
than  we  knew  how  to  pray  for.    Our  heart  often 
diflblv^s  within  us  on  account  of  the  dream  of  life 
which  is  poured  forth  upon  this  people,  and  which 
breaks  through  all  oppofition.     Wo  are  frequently 
filled  with  (hame,  and  are  aflonifhed  when  we  behold 
>*  a  people  who  were  lately  fo  favage,  ftupid  and  in- 
•'  fenfible,  now  fo  fenfiblv  afFefted  at  fpeaking  or  fing- 
ing  of  the  fufFerings  of^  Jefus,  that  tears  of  love  and 
JQy  roll  in  ftreams  down  their  cheeks;  and  that  a 
people,  who  ufually  never  fettle  long  in  one  place, 
are  now  collected  together  into  a  congregation,  and 
when  they  go  to  fea,  remain  flill  as  near  as  pofTible 
to  our  place,  and  if  they  chance  to  be  from  4  to  6 
leagues  off,  come  however  almofl  all  to  their  meet- 
ings on  Sunday,  and  like  children  defire  io  be  fed 
with  the  blefTed   doftrine  of  the  wopnds  of  Jefus. 
When  the  joyful  mefTage  is  carried  to  one  of  them 
f  that  he  is  to  be  received  or  baptized,  he  has  fcarcc 
**  patience  to  wait  the  happy  hour,  and  it  is  difcernibie 
*•  in  his  countenance,  which  formerly  was  favage,  dark 
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'*  and  hideous,  but  now  clear,  agreeable  and  lamblike, 
**  that  inwardly  a  greater  change  muft  have  been 
**  wrought,  than  can  oe  conceived  by  us." 

By  occalion  of  a  confirmation  to  the  holy  communion 
on  Maundy-Thurfday,  it  is  faid  :  "  Our  people  are  not 
"  able  fuflkiently  to  exprefj,  ;ior  we  to  delcribe,  how 
**  we  and  they  felt  at  this  tranfailion.  We  fell  down 
**  with  them  at  the  feet  of  Jcfus,  and  fhed  tears  of  love 
**  on  account  of  his  unfpcakable  love  towards  fuch  poor 
"  fjnners.  We  now  richly  reap  the  efFe<5ts  of  the  re- 
"  nu.nbrance  of  the  congregation,  which  no  doubt 
"  prays  to  the  Lord  daily,  and  more  particularly  at  fuch 
"  feitival  feafons,  for  us  and  our  people;  and  we  be- 
"  licvc,  yea  we  feel,  that  the  invifible  Head  of  the  church 
"  hath  this  year  formed  us  alfo  into  a  congregation,  and 
*^  anointed  us  with  his  Spirit,  fmce  our  new  hall  was 
*'  confecrated^  and  that  favour  was  fliewn  us  by  the 
"  Lord,  that  the  firft-fruits  of  this  nation  became  fel- 
low-participants with  us  .of  the  holy  tormented  body 
in  the  holy  communion.'*

The  number  of  thofe  that  were  baptized  and  admitted 
to  the  holy  communion  this  year,  I  -will  give  in  their 
own  words.  "  In  the  New-year's  vigil  was  firft  i  dif- 
courfe  on  the  to-day's  word  of  our  Saviour,  /  am  with 
you  alivay  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world^  in  which  the 
congregation  was  reminded  how  near  our  Savioui' 
had  been  to  us  in  this  year,  and  how  fenfibly  he  had 
walked  amidft  us  at  ail  our  meetings  ;  that  it  was  as 
if  wc  had  feen  him,  and  could  hear  his  faithful  Shep- 
herd's-voice,  notwithftanding  our  bodily  eyes  are  not 
in  a  capacity  to  bear  the  luftre  of  his  wounds,  but  he 
knows  how  to  fpeak  as  bleiTedly  to  our  hearts  in  smo- 
ther manner,  fo  that  we  can  refervc  the  bodily  feeing 
and  hearing  for  the  world  to  come. 
"  As  an  ocular  demonftration  that  he  has  owned  our 
tcftimony,  at  the  clofe  of  this  difcourfe  thirty-five 
perfons  were  mentioned,  who  have  been  baptized  in 
this  year,  and  can  declare  from  experience  that  he 
hath  granted  them  to  feel  the  power  of  his  blood* 
Befides  thefe,  thirteen  catechumens  were  received  a- 
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"  mong  the  candidates  for  baptifm.  Three  couple  who 
*'  have  been  married  ir»  this  year,  have  alfo  been  able  to 
tcftify,  that  he  hath  approved  himfelf  to  them  in  this 
ch-  as  the  Saviour  of  his  body.    The  moft  amia- 

^ht  was  nineteen  communicants,  fifteen  of  whom 
attained  this  great  grace  in  this  year,  and  in  whofe 
eyes  it  was  legible,  tnat  they  had  tailed  in  the  fan£tu- 
**  ary  to-day,  how  gracious  tne  Lord  is.  Each  of  the 
**  above-mentioned  clafles  flood  up  when  their  names 
**  were  read,  were  briefly  exhorted  to  faithfulnefs,  and 
"  blefled  wifh  a  verfe  fuitable  to  their  degree  and  cir- 
**  cumftances.  This  gave  a  renewed  impreffion  to  all 
•*  prefent.  At  midnight  we  fell  proilrate  at  the  Lamb's 
*'  feet,  thanked  the  holy  Trinity  for  the  prefervation, 
"  grace,  tuition  and  mercy  which  we  had  enjoyed  in 
•'  the  paft  year,  recommended  ourfeives  and  all  our  bre- 
•*  thren  and  fillers  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  particularly 
**  thofc  among  the  heathen,  to  our  Lord's  farther  fuper- 
'*  intendence  and  the  n^ar  influence  of  his  wounds,  and 
"  then  about  three  in  the  morning  went  chearfully  to 
"  reft." 

§7-  . 

Among  thofe  baptized  were  feven  children  of  believing 

parents,  as  alfo  a  virgin,  to  whom  a  particular  circum- 
flance  happened  fome  weeks  before  her  baptifm.  She 
went  with  the  man  of  the  houfe  to  Kangek,  where  a  fa- 
vage  took  her  away  by  force,  with  intention  to  compel 
her  to  marry  him  according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  Green- 
landers.  Her  hoft  was  not  able  to  retake  her  from  him, 
there  being  many  of  the  heathens  there,  who  boaftcd 
that  they  were  not  afraid  of  any  European,  and  would  ail 
with  the  baptized  Greenland  women  according  to  the 
cuftom  of  the  country.  He  was  therefore  neceflitated  to 
leave  her  with  them,  which  he  did  with  a  heart  full  of 
grief,  and  it  was  three  days  before  he  was  able  to  acquaint 
his  teachers  therewith.  They  hafted  away  immediately 
to  the  afliftance  of  the  diftrefled  perfon,  and  arrived  at 
the  place  the  fame  night.  One  of  them  ran  dire(5lly  into 
the  houfe  where  ftie  was  confined,  and  faid  to  her :  "  How 
**  comeft  thou  to  be  here  ?  ^njw.  That  man  keeps  me  by 
*'  force. — Art  thou  inclined  to  have  this  man  ?  No,  but 
**  he  dragged  me  hither  by  the  hair  of  my  head.— Then 
-  ^-^ -    •    •-  ■  - \  _  .  .     .    .^«.  I   *«  take 
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**  take  thy  things  and  follow  us,  for  we  are  come  to 
**  fetch  thee."  Juft  then  a  perfun  came  into  the  houfe 
with  a  gun.  The  perplexed  favages  faid  to  her^  Make 
hafte  and  get  thee  gone,  left  we  (hould  be  ail  (hot. 
They  were  aflltred,  no  hurt  (hould  be  done  to  them,  but 
charged  never  more  to  attempt  to  lay  hands  on  our 
people,  as  we  (hould  certainly  find  them  out,  though 
they  (hould  carry  them  ever  fo  far.  They  were  Quier^ 
ana  only  defired  that  we  would  foon  go  away.  Thus 
this  perfon  was  brought  into  fafety  that  fame  night,  after 
having  neither  eaten  nor  flept  for  two  dayi  and  nights 
together;  but  otherwife  (he  t.«d  incurred  no  damage, 
excepting,  as  cu(lomary  in  fuch  cafes,  the  being  beaten 
by  the  old  women  to  compel  her  to  yield  her  confent. 

§8. 

Eipht  of  the  baptized  were  delivered  to  the  church  above 
I  will  mention  what  is  moft  remarkable  of  fomeof  them. 

I.)  The  firft  was  Eve,  a  dear  old  mother.  When 
(he  was  afked  in  her  tedious  fieknefs,  how  (he  did  ?  Her 
anfwer  was  ;  "  Here  I  lie,  and  my  inward  part  converfes 
with  my  bleeding  Lamb,  and  I  long  ardently  foon  to 
kifs  his  wounds."  When  :  was  thought  (he  had  loft  her 
fpeech,  it  was  difcernible  in  her  countenance,  that  in- 
(iead  of  common  death-pangs,  (he  was  occupied  in  hap- 
py meditations  ;  and  at  once  (he  pointed  with  her  hands 
upwards,  as  if  (he  would  grafp  at  fomething,  and  im* 
mediately  begun  to  fpeak  again,  and  faid  :  **  Ah,  what  a 
clear  light !  See  the  Lamb !  How  bright  his  wounds 
(hine  !  Now  I  go !"  and  foon  after  (he  extinguished  like 
a  candle. 

2.)  Manoah,  a  married  man,  being  overturned  near 
Raven-Ifland,  was  indeed  refcued,  vet  got  a  diforder  in 
his  breaft  by  the  great  quantity  of  iea-water  which  he 
then  fwallowed,  which  occafion^d  his  going  happily  out 
of  this  world  fome  months  after. 

3.)  Laban,  a  married  man,  foon  followed  him.  He 
was  an  acquifition  of  our  Saviour,  laid  hold  of  by  the 
teftimony  of  the  late  Samuel  in  the  year  1741,  and  was 
baptized  1 744,  yh'.R}  ^  j  ,j  iv^  'fh;'!  r  i  v/J  \ 

4.)  Hannah,  an  old  widow.  Her  departure  was  no 
lefs  edifying  than  her  exemplary  walk  had  beea  both  to 
believers  and  unbelievers. 
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5.)  Elias,  a  married  man,  on  his  laft  evcnins  wat  in 
a  particular  manner  filled  with  joy  over  the  holy  fide  of 
Jefus,  about  which  he  Tung  till  his  breath  ocafed.  His 
departure  made  a  peculiar  impreifion  upon  all  that  were 
in  the  hou fu.  His  Aclcncfs  was  a  pleurify,  of  which  others 
alfo  lay  fick. 

6.)  Abigail,  a  married  woman,  at  her  earned  requefl, 
was  baptized  the  day  before  her  departure,  and  ¥fent  as  a 
fiew-wafhcd  foul  into  a  happy  eternity. 

T'lefe  we.e  blclTed  and  certain  fruits  of  the  brethren's 
fpi ritual  labour.  Nor  was  there  any  lack  of  manual 
labour,  in  order  to  procure  neceflary  provifions,  turf  and 
wood  for  fire,  in  which  they  were  this  time  very  fuccefs- 
ful.  For  at  a  time  when  it  was  often  impracticable  to  go 
to  Tea  on  account  of  the  ice,  the  floating  ice  brou|^t 
them  fo  much  wood  before  their  door,  that  they  had  a 
fufficiency  even  to  build  a  wing  to  their  houie,  as  alfo  a 
fchool-room.  And  at  one  draught  with  the  net,  they 
once  caught  upwards  of  500  falmon. 

Every  one  was  doubtful  whether  it  was  poffible  for  a 
ihip  to  arrive  at  this  time,  as  no  one  had  ever  before  feeii 
fuch  quantities  and  long  continuance  of  ice :  But  in  the 
beginning  of  June  the  paflage  was  fo  far  opened  by  a 
ftrong  north-wind,  that  two  (hips  found  it  practicable  to 
run  in  at  this  colony.  Chriftian  David,  and  Thomas 
the  joiner,  returned  in  one  of  thefe  (hips  to  Europe, 
ufter  having  built  the  church  laft  year,  and  in  this  year 
fo  far  finiOied  the  reft  of  the  dwellings,  that  the  brethren 
could  move  into  them  the  id  of  April ;  on  which  occa- 
iion  the  following  thankfgiving-pfalm  was  fung  at  a 
love-fcaft :  ^       ^^   *  -

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IN  the  fifft  half  of  this  year,  nothing  very  particular 
occurred  in  the  Greenland  congregation,  but  what 
has  already  been  taken  notice  of  in  former  years.  Its 
blelfed  courfe  cannot  be  exprellcd  better  than  in  the 
words  of  ^<J7j  ix.  31.  **  The  church  had  reft  and  was 
"  edified,  walking  in  the  fear  of  Ae  Lord,  and  in  the 
**  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghoft."  In  this  time  there  was 
but  little  intercpurfe  with  the  heathen,  as  no  flrange 
ignorant  fouthlanders  fojourned  in  the  iflands.  Some 
old  acquaintances  indeed  came  now  and  then  on  a  vifit : 
but  moft  of  them  were  as  yet  fpiritually  dead,  and  could 
not  comprehend  what  was  meant,  when  tbey  were 
advifed  to  turn  to  Jefus.  Their  reply  was,  *'  Our  ears 
**  are  not  fitted  for  that  matter,  nothing  abides  with  us." 
Here  the  brethren  were  obliged  to  wait  with  patience  for 
the  Epphatha  !  Be  opened  !  Others,  who  had  heard  the 
voice  of  the  Son  of  God  j  wreftled  for  fome  time  with 
the  difquietude  of  their  hearts,  but  at  laft  crept  to  the 
crofs  as  weary  and  heavy  laden.  Thus  the  late  Samuel's 
Wother-in-law  came,  and  faid  i  **  Now  I  am  quite  weary 
of  living  among  the  favages,  I  will  therefore  devote  my- 
felf  to  our  Saviour  and  dwell  with  the  believers."  This 
man  had  been  laid  hold  of  in  the  year  1739  by  Samuel's 
teftimony  and  examjJe,  heard  the  word  of  God  gladly, 
loved  and  willingly  fcrved  the  believers,  but  could  never 
take  the  full  refolution  to  change  his  old  courfe  of  life. 
During  a  (harp  fit  of  ficknefs  lail  year,  he  dreamt  that 
he  ftood  upon  a  high  fteep  hill,  on  one  fide  he  faw  a 
pleafant  place  wherein  the  believers  were  very  happy,  and 
on  the  other  a  dark  pit  full  of  people  exceedingly  tor- 
mented. *'  There  are  many  inftances  (fays  the  diary) 
**  that  Greenlanders,  when  they  are  no  more  quite 
**  de.id  and  infenfible,  but  yet  cannot  refolve  to  be 
**  entirely  our  Saviour's,  are  terrified  by  fuch  dreams, 
"  and  conftrained  to  bethink  themfelves  better.'* 

We  had  alfo  the  joy  to  fee  feveral  prejudiced  perfon'! 
brought  to  different  fentiments,  fo  as  to  give  ear  to  the 
truth  as  friends,  at  leaft  for  a  time.      There  was  one

man,  whofc  fon  had  been  awakened  laft  year,  and  could 
not  be  prevailed  upon  to  move  again  with  him  among 
the  heathens,  which  fo  enraged  the  father,  that  he 
threatned  to  kill  his  fon  j  this  man  came  on  a  vifit,  and 
was  entirely  fatisfied  that  his  fon  had  ftald  here  and  was 
baptized  i  nay  he  told  one  of  the  Greenlanders,  that  his 
fon's  words  and  behaviour  had  affeded  him  very  much, 
and  that  he  would  move  hither  himfelf  as  foon  as  he 
could  prevail  on  his  wife  to  come  with  him.  A  famous 
conjurer  and  perfecutor  did  alfo  pitch  his  tent  for  awhile 
among  the  brethren,  and  heard  the  truth.  He  faid,  that 
a  repeated  terrible  dream,  in  which  he  thought  a  man 
ftood  by  him,  and  fpread  before  him  all  the  wickednefs 
he  had  ever  committed,  was  the  means  of  bringing  him 
upon  reflection.  Likewife  the  chief  of  thofe  banditti, 
who  fmce  the  murder  of  Samuel's  brother-in-law  in  the 
year  1739,  had  committed  feveral  otherj,  and  who  in 
'744  g^'  *  fevere  (hock  by  being  fpoken  ferioufly  to  by 
one  of  the  miiEonaries,  came  frequently  hither  both  in 
the  laft  and  this  year,  and  heard  the  word  of  God  with 
i'uch  attention  and  fuch  a  pious  mien,  that,  as  one  of  the 
baptized  expreffed  it,  he  looked  as  if  he  was  the  only 
pious  man.    But  his  converfion  went  no  farther.

Our  Greenlanders  ftaid  longer  together  this  time  than 
ufual,  and  did  not  fet  out  with  their  families  to  the  iflands 
till  May.  It  was  painful  to  them,  they  faid,  to  be 
deprived  of  fo  many  bleffed  meetings,  which  were  food 
for  their  fouls,  and  it  was  to  be  feen  and  felt  that  they 
loved  their  teachers  as  children  do  their  mother.  And  as 
a  multitude  of  believers  were .  together,  who  were  one 
Iveart  and  one  foul,,  the  church-feftiv^s  and  other  im- 
portant memorial-days  of  the  Greenlanders,  could  the 
better  be  celebrated  with  an  union  of  fpirit.  The  6th 
of  Jan.  being  the  day  of  the  manifeftation  of  the  general 
Saviour  of  the  world  to  the  firft  Heathens,  there  was 
prayer-day,  as  alfo  a  baptifm  and  reception.  Jan.  19, 
being  the  day  on  which  the  tirft  meflengers  fet  out  from 
Herrnhut  for  Greenland,  they  had  a  love-feaft  with  all 
the  inhabitants,  and  proftration,  accompanied  with  rnany 
^aii.     In  Lent  fcaion,  the  reading  and  illuftrating  the 
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hiftory  of  our  Saviour's  fufFcrings  ww  particularly  anoint- 
ed ;  and  the  pa/Hon-week,  were  days  which  the  Lord 
bimCelf  made.  On  Maundy-^Thurfday  was  the  holy 
facrament.  On  Good-Friday  the  hiftory  of  our  Saviour'* 
death,  and  the  opening  of  his  holy  Ade,  was  read*  Tung  of^ 
an4  taken  to  heart  wim  inmoA  devotion.  The  following 
day  being  Eafter-£ve,  was  celebrated  with  a  love-feaft, 
at  which  our  Lord's  reft  in  the  grave  after  ending  his  hard 
coni)i<Sl  and  obtaining  the  vi6:ory,  was  the  (ubjedt  of 
ipeditation  and  Tinging.  On  Eafter-Morninjg  the  con- 
gregation came  together  in  the  hall  before  fun*rifmg,  and 
after  the  acclamation.  The  Lord  is  rifen  indefd^  ialuted 
tjicir  rifen  Lord  with  that  verfe,  "  Welcome  among  thy 
chofen  flock — with  joyful  acclamation,— thpu  who  of 
ages  art  the  rock !— come,  feed  thy  congregation.-^ 
Tny  hand,  with  its  print  of  the  nail,-?— we  kifs  with 
heart's  affe£);ion, — that  hand  fo  ftiff  and  fo  death- 
pale,-^ftretch'd  out  by  crucifi;>fipn  jr-^that  hand, 
which,  ere  thou  went'ft  away, — -hath  thy  difciples 
blefted ; — that  hand,  near  which,  on  judgment-day,— 
thy  poor  worips  ftiall  be  placed."  After  the  refurrec- 
tjpn  of  Jefus,  and  what  he  had  purchafcd  for  us  thereby, 
had  been  briefly  confidered,  the  congregation  went  to 
the  burying-ground,  prayed  a  part  of  the  litany,  and 
called  to  mind  with  few  words  accompanied  with  many 
tears,  all  the  mercy  which  had  been  (hewn  on  the  Green* 
land  congregation  within  thefe  few  years,  and  particularly 
on  thofe  fmce  departed.  In  the  fermon  afterwards,  our 
Saviour's  meritorious  reft  in  the  grave  was  treated  of,  by 
which  he  has  rendered  the  grave,  lately  fo  frightful,  a 
lovely  chamber  of  reft  for  all  the  dead,  who  die  in  the 
Lord.  In  the  noon-fermon  thofe  words  were  the  fubjej^:, 
Tefeek  Jefm  which  was  crucified:  He  is  rifen^  hi  is  not  here^ 
Mark  xvi.  6,  They  experienced  in  thefe  holidays  what 
that  means ;  "  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within  us,  while 
**  he  talked  with  us,  and  while  he  opened  to  us  the  fcrip- 
<«  tares  ?" 

Thus  it  was  alfo  on  the  other  feftival  and  memorial., 
days.  The  congregation-days,  or  prayer-days,  were 
alio  great  feftivities.  When  the  Greenlanders  were  not 
far  difperfcd,  they  were  held  every  month,  and  com- 
monly concluded  either  with  a  baptifm  or  reception. 
•  ■'  ■         ■        '    ■   *  -  ;    As 
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As  to  the  holy  communion,  no  feftival  can  come  into 
competition  with  it,  nor  can  it  be  defcribed.  The 
communicants  rejoiced  always  when  thcfe  days  came, 
as  at  a  wedding-day.  On  fuch  an  occafion  they  fay : 
**  We  muft  often  lay  our  hand  upon  our  mouth,  ac- 
*'  cording  to  the  cuftom  of  the  Greenlanders,  bccaufe 
**  the  blood  of  Jefus  exerts  itfelf  now  beyond  all  com- 
"  prehenfion.  It  is  not  to  be  defcribed  what  blefled 
"  effects  the  holy  communion  has  on  all  thofc  that  are 
'*  partakers  of  it."  « 

§  3- 

An  idea  may  be  formed  of  their  daily  regulation,  and 
what  was  propounded  in  their  meetings,   from  the  fol- 
lowing cxtradt  of  an  account  of  their  herring-fiftiery. 
**  May  the  19th,    (the  miffionary  Beck  writes)    I  fet 
**  off  on  the  herring-fifhery  with  the  greateft  part  of 
"  the  congregation,   in  twenty-two  women's-boats  and 
**  a  great  number  of  kajaks.     In  about  two  hours  it 
♦*  began  to  fnow   fo  hard,    that  we  could   fcarce  fee 
•'  twenty  paces  before  us.     But  the  kind  angels  con* 
**  du6ted  us  in  fuch  a  manner,   that  not  one  perfon 
•'  either  fufFered  harm  or  was  feparated  from  the  com* 
**  pany.     In  the  evening  we  had  made  fifteen  leagues, 
*'  and  as  we  could  pitch  all  our  tents  together,  I  held 
'*  firft  a  fhort  difcourfe,  then  a  finging-hour,  and  after- 
*'  wards  the  meeting  of  the  communicants.     We  re- 
**  joiced  childiikely  on  account  of  the  grace  which  had 
"  attended  us  the  vyhole  day.     The  20th,  we  reached 
'*  Piflikfarbik  in  good  time.     In  the  evening -meeting 
'*  I  fpoke  to  this  purpofe,   that  no  one  who  will  but 
^*  furrcnder  his  whole  heart  to  our  Saviour,    need  be 
^'  deje<^ed  or  difcouraged  though  he  perceives  himfelf 
*'  ever  fo  wretched,  becaufe  our  Savipur  does  not  look 
"  what  goodnefs  or  badnefs  a  man  brings  with  him, 
*'  but  at  the  integrity  or  falfhood  of  his  heart.     After 
**  the  evening-bleffing  I  had  a  very  fatisfaftory  coii-^ 
"  verfation  with  feme  of  the  communicants,  concerning 
**  the  happincfs  of  thofe  fouls,  who  in  all  circumftances, 
"  like  doves-   fly  for  refuge  to  the  rock-clefts  of  the 
*'  wounds  of  Jefus, 

"  The  2 1  ft,  the  text  of  the  day,   /  am  the  door  of  the 
"  A^/^j  gave  me  an  opportunity  Ji  the  monvng-meeting 
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•*  to  remind  the  brethren  and  fitters  of  the  reafon  why 
•*  one  of  us  likes  always  to  be  with  them  ;  which  is  not 
*'  to  watch  and  prevent  their  plotting  fomething  bad, 
•*  for  this  would  be  but  to  little  purpofe,  if  they  did 
**  not  liften  to  the  voiee  of  the  ]ioly  Spirit  j  but  that 
**  we  would  be  helpers  of  their  joy,  and  make  it  our 
*♦  ftudy  that  they  ftould  never  want  matter  to  rejoice 
**  in,  and  praife  God  their  Saviour  for, 

**  The  22d,  the  text,  IVhere  your  treafure  Isy  there  will 
**  your  hfart  be  alj'o^  was  illuftrated  with  the  ideas  of  that 
*'  beautiful  vcrfe :  "  Treafure  above  all  treafures,— O 
**  Jefu  faireft  one !— The  Pearl  above  all  pleafurcs,— 
**  which  my  love  feafts  upon  ;-r-for  thy  fole  habitation 
*'  —I  have  my  heart  affign'd, — bccaufe  thou  by  thy 
**  paffion— haft  heal'd  my  pain  of  mind.'*  One  gladly 
**  renounces  the  world's  riches  and  carnal  pleafures  for 
**  the  fake  of  this  pearl  of  great  price.  I  then  went 
*'  with  fome  of  them  to  hunt  rein-deer.  In  cur  abfence, 
**  fome  of  the  communicants  held  the  morning  and 

evening- meeting  with  bleffing. 

*'  During  the  preaching  on  Whitfunday  the  25th, 

a  gentle  wind  of  the  Spirit  was  perceived.  There 
<*  were  many  people  at  the  meeting,  and  very  attentive 
**  notwithftanding  that  it  fnowed  hard  upon  us.  For 
*'  the  church  at  Piffikfarbik  has  no  roof  but  the  fir- 
*'  mament  ;  the  walls  confift  of  the  fnow  -  white 
*'  mountains,  the  pulpit  is  a  large  ftone,  and  the  bench- 
«*  es  are  the  bare  rock.  Afterwards  I  gave  all  the 
**  people  a  dinner  of  rein-  deer's  flelh,  and  our  Saviour 
"  blefied  our  converfation  at  table  with  his  precious 
**  nearnefs.  A  couple  of  them  were  aihamed  on  account 
**  of  their  bad  conduft  in  my  abfence.  I  had  fome 
*'  fpecial  talk  with  one,  who  was  grown  fliy  towards 
"  me,  and  aflbciated  with  bad  company,  and  I  repre- 
*'  fented  to  him  the  love  of  our  Saviour  to  all  poor 
**  finner5,  but  alfo  his  p?:n  on  account  of  their  obduracy 
**  and  ertrangement.  He  burft  out  into  tears,  and  1 
*'  wept  with  him. 

"  The  26th,  was  likewife  a  blefled  holiday,  and  at 

*•  vifiting  the  Greenlanders  in  their  tents,  we  convcrfed 

**  about  fuch  fubjedls  together,  which  caufed  both  their 

?♦  heart  and  mine  to  melt  like  wax  before  the  fire.    I 

■  "       ■  **  alfo 
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"  alfo  received  agreeable  letters  from  New-Herrnhut ; 

*'  I  read  part  of  their  contents  to  the  baptized,  which 

*'  proved  a  bleffing  to  them. 
"  The  27th,  In  the  morning- meeting  I  fpoke  on  the 

**  text,  If  a  man  love  me^  he  will  keep  my  words,  to  this 

^*  purport,  <^hat  it  is  impoffible  for  a  man  to  keep  the 
word  of  God,  till  he  loves  him  with  all  his  heart  and 
v/ith  all  his  foul.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  a  delight 
tc  thofe  who  love  him,  to  do  thofe  things  which  are 
well-pleafmg  to  him,  and  to  fuch,  his  commandments 
are  not  grievous  nor  burthenfome.  But  the  love 
wherewith  our  Maker  loved  us,  while  we  were  yet 
ftraugers  to  him,  was  properly  the  matter  which 
again  at  this  time  principally  attracted  our  hearts.  •> 
♦'  The  28th,  the  firft  capelins  camv'?  near  the  fliore. 
We  were  diligent  in  catching  them.  In  the  meeting 
I  fpoke  *•)  this  effect,  that  our  Saviour's  grace  is  n; 
confined  to  any  time  or  place.  He  feizes  one  at  fea, 
another  on  land;  while  fifliing  or  hunting;  on  the 
ice-mountains  or  in  the  wild  thicket.  And  whoever 
is  only  fen  Able  thrt  he  ftands  in  need  of  a  Saviour, 
and  fighs  after  him,  will  in  that  fame  hour  Hnd  his 
wounds  ftanding  open,  where  alone  comfort  and  relief 
may  be  obtained  concerning  all  his  tranfgreffions. 
**  'I'he  29th  I  vifited  the  Greenlanders  at  their  work 
and  in  thfeir  tents.  On  account  of  fome  young  people, 
through  whom  fome  irregularities  begun  to  make  their 
appearance,  I  fpoke  on  i6^A.  xiv.  17.  Henceforth  walk 
not  as  other  Gentiles,  &c.    ^  \i 

*'  The  homily  was  held .  the  30th,  on  thofe  words : 
Labour  not  for  the  meat  which  perijheth,  hut  for  that  meat 
which  endurethy ,  inc.  and  the  31ft,  on  the  words.  Being 
glorified  of  all :  that  the  example  of  oui  Saviour  fhould 
be  a  mirror  to  us ;  how  he  did  not  feek  his  own  ho- 
nour, and  confequently  we  arc  to  make  but  little  ac- 
count either  of  the  praife  or  cenfure  of  the  world, 
becaufe  their  commendation  may  foon  be  turned  to 
reproach,  and  on  the  contrary  their  contempt  very 
cafily  to  an  acknowledgement  that  God  hath  loved  us ; 
therefore  not  much  dependence  can  be  made  on  either 
of  thefe,  as  the  proofs  which  our  Saviour  made,  and 
^Innumerable  inftances  of  his  church  fufSciently  teftify. 
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•*  June  the  ift,  in  a  fermon  on  thofe  words  of  out- 
*•  Saviour :  This  it  tht  work  of  God,  that  ye  believe  on  hm 
'*  whom  he  hath  fent ;  I  fpoke  to  this  purport,  that  n6 
**  piety  or  ability  is  able  to  help  a  perfon,  if  he  does  iiot 
•'  believe  in  Jefus,  and  that  it  is  God  who  muft  impart 
*«  faith  to  him,  and  work  every  thing  in  him  that  is 
*'  good. 

*'  The  2d,  at  the  contemplation  of  the  words :  I  am  the 
<'  bread  of  life,  my  heart  was  fo  aflfe^ed  by  the  confidera* 
*'  tion  of  the  righteoufncfs  which  Jefus  hath  purchafed 
<*  for  us  by  his  bloody  merits,  that  my  mouth  could  bear 
'  *'  witnefs  thereof  with  emphafts.  The  communicants 
"  come  into  my  tent  every  evening,  where  we  have 
**  blefled  converfation  together. 

**  The  3d,  I  went  out  to  hunt  for  fuftenance  again. 

In  my  abfcnce,  Paul,  the  Greenland  catechift  at  the 

colony,  was  come  hither  in  his  women*s-boat,  and  he 
*<  and  his  wife  petitioned  earneftly  that  I  would  baptize 
*'  his  child,  becaufe  the  miflionary  was  not  with  them. 
•'  After  having  reprefentcd  to  them  the  importance  of 
"  baptifm  and  education  of  children,  I  held  adifcourfe 
*•  on  thefe  wor^a :  That  which  is  bom  ofthefUflt  is  flejh, 
**  and  that  which  is  bom  of  the  Spirit  is  Spirit ;  and  then 
*'  baptized  the  child  and  called  it  Rofma.  They  then 
*«  returned  joyfully  to  their  people.  >  ■   , 

**  The  8th,  many  heathens  in  this  diftrift  came  to  the 
**  fermon,  which  was  held  on  John  iii.  17 — 21.  I  in- 
**  treated  them  with  tears  to  turn  from  darknefs  to  light, 
*'  that  fo  they  might  behold  Jefus  in  his  bleeding  form, 
**  and  be  made  everlaftingly  happy  through  him.  Our 
*'  people  rejoiced  when  I  acquainted  them  that  we  fhould 
*'  fhortly  return  home.  They  foon  begun  to  pack  up 
*'  their  things.  Some  who  had  been  to  catch  fcals, 
•*  brought  us  the  melancholy  news,  that  the  youth  Bar* 
*'  tholomew  was  miffing,  and  that  they  had  not  been 
•*  able  to  find  him.  I  fent  out  feveral  to  feek  him,  who 
•*  found  him  funk  and  fufFocated  in  a  bog,  over  which 

he  wanted  to  have  carried  his  kajak  j  they  laid  him  in 
a  grave,  and  erected  a  monument  over  him  on  a  rock. 
•'  He  came  to  us  laft  winter,  and  our  Saviour  laboured  fo 
«  fuccefsfully  on  his  heart^^hat  he  was  in  fuch  a  fitua- 
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"  tion  as  to  be  baptized  the  12th  of  April  this  year,  fince 
"  which  time  hig  courfe  has  been  to  our  joy. 

"  The  12th,  we  decamped  with  fongs  of  praifc,  and 
**  had  fine  weather  home,  where  we  arrived  in  good 
"  time.  Our  people  received  us  with  great  joy,  and 
'*  we  thanked  our  Saviour  for  all  the  grace  he  had 
"  imparted  to  us  in  the  dcfart." 


After  this  expedition  our  Greenlanders  ilald  moflly 
at  home,  or  if  they  went  out,  foon  returned,  till  they 
went  to  the  Sound  to  catch  feals  in  September.  In  the 
mean  time  Matthew  Stach  returned  with  his  Green- 
landers  the  19th  of  July  on  board  the  Irene,  Captain 
Gerrifon,  at  a  time  when  all  the  palTages  and  bays  were 
fo  full  of  ice,  that  every  body  wondered  how  it  was 
poflible  for  fuch  a  light-built  fhip  to  make  her  way 
between  ice  and  rocks,  in  a  very  thick  fog  and  ftrong 
wind,  without  receiving  the  leaft  damage  *.  Two 
years  ago  he  went  to  Europe  with  the  Dutch  {hip  which 
^ad.  brought  the  materials  hither  to  build  our  prefent 
chapel,  and  had  taken  five  Greenlanders  along  with  bim, 
who'  had  exprefled  their  defire  to  fee  Chriftendom ;  they 
were  Sinun  Jrhalik,  and  Sarah  Pujfimek  a  married  pair, 
Judith  IJfek  9  fingle  fifter,  and  Matthew  Kajarnak  and 
Angufmak^  two  youths.  This  journey  had  proved  a 
blefling  to  them,  and  oric  of  the  youths,  who  had  not 
been  baptized  before,  had  holy  baptifm  adminiftrcd  to 
him  at  Herrnhaag,  Jan.  19,  1748,  and  was  called 
yohanan.  About  the  fame  time  the  other  four  were 
admitted  the  firft  time  to  the  holy  communion.  Being 
apprehenfive  that  the  hot  weather,  and  the  being  too 
long  depjrived  of  the  Greenland  diet  and  manner  of  life 
might  be  detriipental  to  their  health,  it  was  thought 
ad vi  fable  for  them  to  return  back  before  the  commence- 
ment of  fummer.  The  miflionary  mentioned  it,  but 
there  arofe  fo  many  obftacles,  that  before  they  were 
removed,  it  was  too  late  in  the  feafon.  He  therefore 
made  a  journey  with  them  to  Herrnhut,  and  was  prc- 

*  Two  weeks  before  this,  the  (hip  bound  for  Good-hope  run  in  here,  as 
the  fliip  to  Frederic's-hope  had  done  before  her,  being  obliged  to  take 
(helter  here,  after  having  aflayed  in  vain  for  four  weeks  together  to  find  a 
paffage  through  the  ipe.  '■      \  •- 
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fent  at  the  fynod  in  Silefia  and  the  Saxon  cleAoral- 
commifllon  at  Great-Hcnncrfdorf.  In  the  month  of 
May,  Sarah  departed  this  life  happily,  and  five  weeks 
after,  her  hulband  Simon  followed  her.  Both  of  them 
were  interred  in  the  burying-ground  at  Herrnhut.  This 
was  no  fniall  grief  to  the  miflionary,  he  being  thereby 
(lifappointed  in  his  expe£bations,  that  this  married 
couple,  who  even  before  had  been  fo  ufcful,  would  now 
be  of  great  and  real  fervice.  Nor  did  he  know  how  to 
get  the  other  three,  who  were  quite  healthy  and  to  the 
joy  of  every  body,  back  again  into  their  country.  To- 
wards autumn  he  travelled  with  them  back  to  Holland, 
in  hopes  of  finding  fome  opportunity  to  return  with 
them  from  thence.  As  the  Irene  came  thither  from  New- 
York  in  November,  and  the  captain  was  willing  to  take 
him  and  bring  him  from  thence  to  Greenland,  he  came 
with  this  fhip  to  London  in  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  two  youths  had  travelled  backwards  and  forwards 
through  Germany  on  foot,  and  nobody,  that  did  not  know 
it,  could  ever  have  thought  that  they  were  of  the  fa- 
vzgts.  All  imaginable  precaution  was  ufed  to  prevent 
their  being  much  obfcrved,  otherwife  they  would  have 
been  admired  by  many,  which  might  have  been  hurtful 
to  themfelves.  The  princely  houfe  at  Gotha,  which 
had  heard  fomething  about  them,  procured  a  fight 
of  them  on  their  journey  through  that  place;  znd 
this  gave  occafion  to  their  being  likewife  prcfented  to 
his  prefent  Majefty  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  reft  of  the 
princes  and  princefles  of  his  late  Royal  Highnefs  the 
Prince  of  Wales  at  Leicefter-Houfe.  "     • 

They  then  went  with  the  Irene  to  Penfylvania,  vifited 
the  congregations  at  Bethlehem  and  Nazareth,  and  the 
converted  Indians  in  America,  who  fent  fome  letters 
by  them  to  the  Greenlanders.  When  Chriftiaii  David 
brought  a  new  dwelling-houfe  to  New-Herrnhut,  and 
erected  it  two  years  awo,  he  faw  the  great  neceflity  of  a 
flore-houfe  for  the  Greenlanders,  for  want  of  which, 
their  dried  meat,  fifh,  capelins,  &c.  which  they  pre- 
ferved  under  a  heap  of  ftones,  was  either  half  devoured 
by  the  foxes  and  ravens,  or  putrified,  and  this  was  fuc- 
ceeded  either  by  famine  or  infectious  diforders.  He  had 
conducted  their  oldtft  teacher  to  them;   he  had  buili 
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them  a  houfc,  in  which  they  could  enjoy  the  falubrious 
food  of  the  gofpcl  in  a  convenient  and  decent  manner. 
Now  he  alfo  wanted  to  carry  them  a  houfc,  in  which 
they  might  preferve  their  ftores  fecure  and  wliolefom. 
He  therefore  accompanied  thcfe  three  Grcenlandcrs,  and 
their  miffionary,  to  America,  where  the  congregation 
made  him  a  prefent  of  as  much  wood  and  fhinglcs  of 
cedar,  as  was  fufficient  to  build  not  only  the  great  ftore- 
houfe  for  the  Greenlanders  which  he  had  promifed  them, 
but  alfo  another  fmaller  ftore-houfe  and  wood-houfe  for 
the  European  brethren,  which  he  expeditioufly  efFedled 
in  a  fortnight,  as  he  wanted  to  go  back  with  the  fame 
(hip. 

The  voyage  from  New- York  to  New-Herrnhut,  was 
performed  in  three  weeks,  but,  as  has  already  been  men- 
tioned, was  attended  with  great  danger  at  entring  the  har- 
bour, on  account  of  the  great  quantity  of  ice  and  thick 
fog,  which  blinded  the  Greenlanders  themfelves  fo,  that 
for  a  long  time  they  could  not  difcern  the  diftrid.  The 
Greenland  congregation  was  exceflive  glad  to  fee  their 
two  firft  meflengers  of  peace  again,  and  the  three  Green- 
landers who  had  been  abfent  from  them  near  two  years. 

Whoever  is  acquainted  with  the  circumftances  at  that 
time,  will  not  marvel  at  their  making  fuch  a  circuit,  and 
thereby  bringing  fuch  an  expence  upon  their  benefactors : 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  all  thofe  who  are  acquainted 
with  the  fimplicity  of  the  heathens,  and  the  depraved 
ftate  of  Chriftendom,  muft  look  upon  it  as  a  miracle 
that  they  were  not  corrupted  by  means  of  thsir  journey, 
and  the  many  unavoidable  objeds  it  prefented  j  that  the 
few  unprofitable  imaginations  which  had  infenfibly  been 
imprinted  in  their  minds,  were  fo  foon  erafed  again,  and 
that  they  immediately  adapted  themfelves  to  their  former 
way  of  life.  Nay  they  reaped  this  advantage  from  their 
journey,  that  ro  the  end  of  their  days  ffor  two  of  them 
are  now  with  tVe  Lord)  they  were  fit  to  be  employed  as 
labourers  among  their  nation,  and  approved  themfelves 
as  fomc  of  the  moft  judicious  and  trufty. 

§  5- 

The  Greenlanders  were  highly  delighted  to  fee  their 

country-folk  again,  and  made  frequent  enquiries  what  good 
things  they  had  fcen,   heard  and  experigiced  la  Europe, 

and 
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and  America.  In  particular  the  unmarried  women 
rejoiced  greatly  to  fee  their  Judith  again  To  healthy  and 
happy,  who  before  this  had  been  a  helper  among  thofe 
of  her  fex.  This  fifter  had  in  a  peculiar  manner  made 
good  ufe  of  her  abode  In  Germany ;  and  having  lived 
moftly  in  the  fmgle  Afters  choir-houfe  at  Herrnhut  after 
the  happy  departure  of  her  own  ftfter  Sarah,  (he  got  a 
particular  relifh  for  the  external  order,  fo  conducive  to 
the  internal  growth.  Therefore  fhe  fent  a  propofal  to 
the  heads  of  familie<f,  to  allow  their  upgrown  daughters, 
as  alfo  thofe  that  fcrved  in  the  capacity  of  maids,  to  live 
with  her  that  winter  in  a  feparate  houfe,  and  fleep  there 
together,  after  having  done  their  bufinefs  in  the  refpedlive 
families  ;  that  fo  they  might  not,  as  hitherto,  be  expoTed 
to  the  inconvenience  of  feeing  and  hearing  fuch  things,  as 
might  awake  unneceflfary  and  hurtful  refledlions  in  them. 
Her  propofal  was  agreed  to.  In  confequence  of  this,  fhe 
and  her  fifters  built  this  autumn  the  fvch  Angle  fifters 
houfe  in  Greenland,  in  which  the  families  a^fted  her 
faithfully. 

§  6. 

The  way  m  which  things  are  regulated  and  condu£ied 
during  the  winter,  is  to  be  feen  by  the  account  given  in 
former  years.  I  vrill  therefore  only  obferve  here,  that 
John  Soerenfen,  who  came  into  this  country  in  the  year 
1746,  and  who,  befides  his  labour  in  the  miniftry  of 
the  gofpel,  devoted  himfelf  particularly  to  the  manage- 
meat  of  the  external  oeconomy  and  the  maintaining  of 
order  among  the  Greenlanders,  was  joined  In  marriage 
the  2d  of  Auguft  to  the  fmgle  fitter  Catharine  Paulfm, 
who  came  with  the  fhip  to  be  a  help-mate  for  him. 
And  as~ Michael  Ballenhorft,  who  came  with  the  houfe 
two  years  ago,  was  got  pretty  well  matter  of  the  Green- 
land language,  he  was  appointed  catcchitt,  took  upon 
himfelf  out  of  the  hands  of  the  miffionaries  the  care  of 
the  boys  fchool,  and  at  the  fame  time  had  the  care  of 
the  internal  and  external  welfare  of  the  Greenland  fingle 
men.  Among  thefe  young  people  fome  were  found  of 
very  good  and  quick  capacities,  who  befide  their  own 
proper  occdpations,  which  require  long  pradlice,  learned 
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to  read  well,  to  write  a  very  good  German*  and  Green- 
land hand,  to  finj  regularly,  and  to  play  on  fonue  mufi- 
cal  inflruments.  And  the  internal  ftate  of  their  mind 
afforded  blooming  hopes  that  fome  of  them  mig|it  onoe 
be  ufed  with  bleffing  as  helpers  amipng  their  nation.

The  congregation  was  increafed  this  year  with  thirty- 
five  perfons  added  by  holy  baptifm,  of  whom  eight 
were  fmall  children,  and  one  a  widow,  Jael,  who  has 
a  confiderable  number  of  children,  grand-children  and 
great-grand-children  in  the  congregation.  There  were 
i'cven  adminiftrations  of  baptifm  to  adults,  of  which 
thofe  on  the  heathei^-feftival  Jan.  6,  and  at  Chriftmas, 
were  particularly  remarkable. 

Fifteen  perfons  were  admitted  to  the  holy  communion, 
amongft  whom  was  the  abovementioned  Jfohanan,  who 
had  been  baptized  the  preceding  year  in  Germany,  as 
alfo  fome  of  the  grand-children  of  the  old  widow  Jael. 
Two  pair  were  joined  together  in  marriage,  and  the 
number  of  inhabitants  was  increafed  with  five  new 
families,  and  many  fingle  perfons. 

On  the  other  hand  the  congregation  here  below  was 
diminiihed  by  fix  perfons ;  one  of  whom  w^  the  before- 
mentioned  Bartholomew,  who  was  choaked  in  the  bog  at 
PiiTikiaibik  i  another  was  Nathan,  a  lively  chcarful 
youth,  whom  it  was  a  pleafure  to  fee.  It  was  thought 
at  firft  that  he  was  loft  in  the  fea,  becaufe  his  kaiak  was 
found,  but  not  his  body.  But  fome  years  afterwards  it 
was  difcovered,  that  one  of  the  favagcs  had  murdered 
him,  becaufe  another  baptized  Greenlander  had  reftorcd 
a  feal  to  the  right  owner  which  this  lavage  had  forcibly 
taken  from  him ;  therefore  this  wretch  had  cut  poor 
innocent  Nathan  to  pieces,  and  thrown  him  into  an 
old  ditch  in  an  uninhabited  ifland,  to  revenge  himfelf, 
although  not  on  the  perfon  againft  whom  he  bore  his  in- 
dignation, yet  on  one  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  frune  place. 
Since  that  time  there  have  been  more  inftances  oiF  our 
people  wha  never  returned  from  fea  nor  have  been  found, 
9tnd  it  muft  be  left  undetermined  whether  they  were

not  time  for  it,  nor  is  it  of  anjf  particular  advantage. 
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drowned,  or  maflacrcd  by  the  heathen  by  way  of  revenge, 
or  for  having  prevented  fome  of  their  malicious  deficns. 
There  have  been  alfo  fome  traces,  from  whence  it  might 
be  conjedhired,  that  fome  vile  fellows  have  murdered  one 
or  another  innocent  perfon,  either  out  of  enmity  to  the 
mifHonarics,  or  to  avenge  the  lofs  of  fome  of  their  rela- 
tions who  had  been  converted.  Among  thofe  departed 
this  year,  was  alfo  Rofina,  the  relink  of  the  late  Noah, 
who  moved  with  her  relations  to  the  fouth  two  years 
ago,  where  (he  made  her  exit.  Her  cafe  caufed  much 
grief  to  the  teachers,  but  proved  a  blefled  warning  to  the 
Greenlaiiders.  Yet  nothing  was  ever  heard  of  her  walk 
being  any  reproach  to  the  gofpcl,  and  the  moft  favourable 
hopes  may  be  entertained  as  touchi(ig  her  end }  nay  it  is 
not  improbable  that  fhe  was  the  iirft  caufe  of  many  of 
thofe  in  the  fouth  feeking  the  Lord,  and  coming  to  the 
enjoyment  of  that,  in  this  time  of  grace,  which  fhe  de- 
prived herfelf  of  by  her  divided  heart. 

Among  thofe  of  the  unbaptized  who  departed  this 
life,  was  a  woman,  who  left  a  little  child  behind  her, 
which  (he  delivered  to  the  care  of  the  hoft  where  (he 
lived  at  the  time  of  her  departure.  A  favage  at  Kangek 
claimed  a  right  to  this  child,  becaufe  he  had  maintained 
the  mother  in  the  time  of  her  pregnancy,  and  the  child 
had  been  named  after  a  child  of  his  which  was  dead. 
But  as  the  laft  hoft,  a  baptized  man,  had  provided  laft 
of  all  both  for  mother  and  child,  and  the  child  had  been 
cc  nniitted  to  him,  the  favage  was  obliged  to  be 
frtished. 
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TH  E  weather  this  winter  was  very  inclement,  tern" 
peiluous  and  fnowy,  and  towards  Eafter  fuch  fever^ 
cold  fet  in  till  April,  that  the  like  had  not  been  known 
before  in  the  memory  of  man,  whereby  the  haven, 
which  is  fix  mile  broad  in  the  narroweft  place,  was  fo 
frozen  and  filled  with  ice  for  a  confiderable  time,  that 
no  water  was  to  be  feen  notwithftanding  the  high  tides 
and  ftrong  current.  On  this  account  the  Greenl&nders 
.  were 
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were  expol'ed  to  many  dangers  of  life  when  they  went 
out  to  feelc  provifions,  yet  none  were  loft  this  time. 
AtxHit  Eafter  there  was  a  general  famine  in  the  country, 
in  which  thofe  who  belong  to  us  fuiFered  the  leaft,  as 
they  have  not  only  learnt  to  pray,  but  to  work  too,  and 
to  be  good  oeconomifts,  by  which  means  they  had 
always  fomcthing  to  give  to  r.he  necdv,  and  many  Aich 
had  recourfe  to  them.  I'hofe  from  Kangeic  were  called 
to  account  for  having  buried  an  old  man  alive,  '^l^cy 
pleaded  in  their  excufe,  that  it  was  done  at  the  requeft 
of  his  daughter,  bccaufc  he  had  got  a  putrid  hand  and 
could  not  provide  any  thing.  The  gofpel  was  declared 
to  thefe,  as  well  as  the  other  heathen  who  came  for  food  ; 
but  alas,  by  fuch  opportunities,  feldom  much  was  effc6t- 
ed.  They  indeed  admired  the  fine  order  of  their  country- 
but  when  they  were  afked,    whether  they  would 


men 


not  furrender  themfelves  to  our  Saviour  too,  and  follov; 
the  example  of  the  believers,  who,  as  they  themfelves 
muft  own,  led  a  happy  life,  and  moreover  fufFered  Icfs 
external  want  than  other  Greenlanders,  nowithflanding 
their  living  at  a  place  which  fubje£ls  them  to  greater 
inconvcniencies  and  difficulties  ;  they  had  recourfe  to  their 
ufual  excufe  :  Sanieijfegalloar  pogut,  kijjien  ajornaiau.  **  We 
**  (hould  have  no  ol^edlion  to  the  being  converted  too, 
**  if  it  was  not  fo  difficult."  It  was  evident  upon  various 
occafions  thit  their  judgment  was  convinced  of  the  truth 
and  happinefs  of  chriftianity,  and  yet  their  heart  would  not 
embrace  it.  Many  of  them  ran  away  as  foon  as  our  Saviour 
was  fpoken  of,  and  guarded  themlelves  as  carefully  againd 
being  brought  into  uneafmefs  of  mind,  as  a  timorous 
man  guards  againft  an  iufe^ious  ficknefs  or  fome  witch- 
craft. .11  •    .*».*.       ;  •  .,^>      .;;i     . 

Amongft  thofe  who  came  on  a  vifit,  was  one  who 
was  baptized  as  a  child  upwards  of  twenty  years  ago  by 
the  firil  of  the  Daniih  miffionaries.  Though  he  was 
^rown  pretty  wild,  yet  when  the  blood  of  Jefus  was 
ipoken  ct  to  him,  the  fenfible  difference  was  obvious, 
which  'S  to  be  fcen  in  all  countries  betwixt  people  who 
have  been  baptized,  and  over  whom  the  falutary  name 
of  Jefus  has  been  pronounced,  and  infidels  who  have  not 
been  baptize^,  Ilis  heart  was  eafily  foftned  j  whereas 
.     Vol,  II       ,      ,  .      I  ,,  when 
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when  the  others  were  ipoken  to,  the  wor4s  foucui  no 
entrance,  it  being  as  if  fpoken  to  a  ftone»wal|*  f  ci  jua 
In  the  fuirmer,  vififers  came  alinoft  4aily,  thoygh  the 
feweftof  them  came  with  an  intention  to  hear  any  thing, 
but  onl/to  fee  their  cl4  acquaintance,  and  to  relate  how 
fuccefsml  they  now  were  in  thejr  hunting*  and  how  well 
they  now  lived.  Amongft  others  that  came»  there  was 
alfo  Kainsk,  mentioned  ibveral  times  before,  who  K^ 
ported  that  he  would  fet  Hre  to  the  brethren's  buildings, 
becaufe  they  had  taken  a  woman  into  protection  y/iiQ 
made  her  efcape  to  them,  when  be  wanted  ts>  CQOipei 
her  1^  vicdencc  to  he  his  wife.  When  he  was 
charged  with  this,  he  denied  it,  yet  lay  continually  in 
wait  till  he  got  an  opportunity  fecretly  to  kidnap  the  iaid 
woman.  As  fhe  was  not  received  among  the  ciutechu- 
mens,  it  was  difficult  for  the  brethren  to  inteimeddle  in 
thi^'quarrel,  but  they  fent  a  perfon  after  him,  to  defire 
hinl  not  to  treat  this  woman  wickedly,  as  he  had  before 
threatned  to  do;  and  it  being  reported  that  they  weie 
now  fatisfied  on  both  fides,  it  was  judged  beft  to  let  the 
matter  take  its  courfe.  In  like  manner  a  fmgle  woman 
who  was  in  fervice  with  one  of  the  baptized,  was  volun- 
tarily delivered  up  to  her  former  hoft,  who  claimed  a 
right  to  her,  it  being  believed,  that  if  (he  was  only  con- 
cerned about  the  falvation  of  her  foul,  {he  would  here-> 
after  find  lawful  means  and  ways  to  attain  thereto**

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Our  Greenlanders  remained  mof^I^  together  till  after 
£after>  and  celebrated  the  holidays  ma  happy  manner. 
Afterwards  moft  of  them  went  to  the  Sound,  wli^i^  they 
were  vifited  diligently;  twenty « four  boats  full  dT 
Greenlanders  went  to  the  herrinff-fiihery,  accompanied 
by  Matthew  3tach,  But  as  the  (hip  came  into  the  har- 
bour in  theijf  abfence,  the  6th  of  June,  he  was  obliged  to 
leaVe  them  this  tune  behind,  under  the  care  and  infpec- 
tion  of  thofe  Greenlanders  who  are  felbw-labourers.  In 
this  year  the  trade  tp  Greenland  was  configned  to  the 
royal  incorporated  companv  of  merchants,  and  at  the 
iautf^^ine  ,it  waa  ordered  by  the  government,  that  the 
*"  /'  brethren 

•  Both  this  enemy,  and  this  fingle  wonati,  with  their  whole  familiM, 
came  afterwards  to  the  Greenland  congregaticA,  and  were  baptized. 
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brethren,  inflead  of  the  liberty  of  tranfporting  themfelves 
and  their  proviHon  freo-coftt  Ihould  heiiceK>rth  pay  a 
moderate  and  reafonable  freight,  only  not  in  foreign  bot- 
toms. By  this  means  they  were  at  once  fined  from  all 
difficulties  and  the  necelHty  of  being  troublefome  to  thofe 
in  power,  were  exempted  from  many  delays  and  expen- 
ces,  and  have  purfued  their  plaf^  chearfully  iince  that 
time,  and  to  every  body's  fatisfa^on. 

The  remainder  of  the  fummer,  both  the  brethren  and 
the  Greenlanders  were  buAly  occupied  in  the  procuring 
what  was  neceiTary  for  winter,  which  begun  to  b*  veiy 
fevere  about  the  end  of  September,  thougn  afterwardi  it 
was  more  like  fummer  than  winter  till  towards  Chrift* 
mas  i  which  the  brethren  made  good  ufe  of  in  vifiting 
fome  of  their  neighbours  who  lived  on  the  continent,  up 
the  bay,  and  had  not  been  fo  frequently  viiited  as  thofe 
at  Kaneek.  7'he  following  relation  is  given  of  one 
iuch  vifit.  /  ^  4  .  '  .,.  't  ^  .  '  '  .  .  -  ' 
"  Nov.  2,  three  of  us,  together  with  feveral  Green- 
**  l^uiders,  failed  fix  leagues  up  the  inlet  to  a  Greenland 
houfe.  The  people  were  exceeding  glad  that  we  came 
to  vifit  them,  and  received  us  with  much  love.  When 
they  heard  of  our  people  that  one  of  their  relations 
was  dead  at  Kangek,  there  arofe  a  terrible  howling 
among  them,  but  it  did  not  continue  long.  This 
furnifhed  us  with  an  opportunity  to  tell  them,  how  we 
and  all  thofe  who  love  Jefus,  are  difpofed  with  regard 
to  dying;  and  then  we  related  to  diem  with  what  gteat 
joy  two  of  our  Greenland  iiflers  departed  to  our  Sa- 
viour laft  fummer.  That  this  bleffing  was  pfbcured  for 
us  by  the  death  and  blood  of  Jefus;  and  when  fouls 
are  walhed  therewith,  it  is  as  natural  for  them  to  dc' 
fire  to  depart  to  thieir  Creator,  as  it  is  for  a  child  to  go 
to  its  father,  mother,  and  owii  brothers  and  (ifters. 
They  were  alloniihed  to  hear  this.  One  of  them  faidy 
he  fhouid  be  glad  to  become  a  believer,  but  he  could, 
*<  not  live  with  us,  becauie  of  the  great  waves  on  our 
coaft.  There  were  thr'ee  among  them  who  had  been 
baptized  by  Mr.  Egede  in  their  infancy,  two  of  whom 
were  married  togetlier,  and  have  a  lovely  chil^.    All 
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•*  the  people  in  the  houfc  have  a  love  for  us.    There  was 

^*  one  pretty  circumftance,  that  the  children,  who  never 

*'  were  at  our  place,  could  fmg  many  of  our  verfes^  with 

**  which  they  frequently  animate  their  parents.    This 

**  may  perhaps  be  a  means  of  their  approaching  nearer 

»'  the  kingdom  of  God,    At  another  place  we  met  with 

♦'  nine  families,  among  whom  we  ftaid  two  days.    They 

*<  defired  fome  medicine  of  us  for  an  old  fick  man,  and 

"  having  nothing  with  us  but  a  little  brandy,  we  gave 

**  him  a  fpoonful  of  that,  and  it  was  of  fervice  to  him. 

'*  They  offered  us  a  deer-(kin  for  it,  but  our  refufal 

**  heightened  the  kindnefs.     We  told  them,  how  happy 

*'  it  was  to  be  acquainted  with  the  maker  of  our  foul,  be- 

**  fore  the  foul  is  to  leave  the  body,  and  is  to  hear  the 

*^  fentence  at  the  tribunal  deciding  its  eternal  abode. 

'*  They  were  all  quite  ftill,  and  behaved  civilly- and 

^*  friendly.     A  boy  was  much  aiFe6lcd,  and  would  glad- 

"  ly  have  gone  with  us,  if  he  could  have  got  permiflion 

*•*■  of  his  relations.     In  the  day-time  we  went  out  to  hunt, 

**  it  being  exceeding  fine  weather,  and  the  fnow  moftly 

*'  gone  which  fell  in  September  and  Oftober,  but  the 

*'  ground  was  fo  hard  frozen  that  one  could  walk  over 

"  all  the  bogs  and  lakes,  and  travel  farther  in  eight  hours 

**  than  in  twelve  in  fummer,  though  the  poor  feet  fuffer 

**  for  it.     We  got  five  rein-deer,  which  furpafled  our 

**  expectation,  but  we  had  to  carry  them  twelve  mile, 

**  which  was  hard  work  for  us.'* 
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At  moving  into  the  winter-houfes,  it  was  found  that 
the  number  of  inhabitants  was  again  confiderably  aug- 
mented. One  entire  (hange  family  came  from  the  (butn, 
which  had  a  kinfwoman  in  the  Greenland  congregation. 
And  from  the  north  there  came  fevcral  families  with  fome 
of  the  merchants  fervants  there  to  Grood-hope,  the  fhip 
not  having  arrived,  and  confequently  they  could  not  fub- 
fift  all  together.  A  family  belonging  to  the  miflton  of  the 
colony  at  Good-hope  obtained  leave  to  live  at  New- 
herrnhut,  in  confequence  of  their  earneft  and  repeated  rc- 
queft,  and  the  interpofition  of  Mr.  Drachart ;  and  fome 
of  them  fc^n  attained  to  the  holy  communion.  More- 
over the  brctliren  thought  it  but  reafonable,  at  bis  defire, 

to 
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to  receive  a  baptized  woman  from  him,  who  by  her  con- 
duft  among  his  people  might  have  done  harm,  but  by  a 
change  of  place  and  circumftances  might  probably  be  re- 
covered. Towards  the  end  of  the  year  he  himi'elf  wai 
neceffitated  on  account  of  fome  family  circumftances  to 
move  with  his  wife  to  the  brethren,  and  from  thence,  to 
difcharge  his  office  among  chriftians  and  heathens  at  the 
colony,  though  it  wzs  attended  with  many  difficulties.     . 
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The  general  and  fpcclal  meetings  of  the  Grecnlanders 
were  regulated  anew,  both  with  regard  to  the  choirs, 
(ex,  and  age,  as  alfo  the  inward  degree  and  growth  in 
chriftianity.  Previous  to  the  new  regulating  of  the  bands^ 
it  was  made  known,  that  if  any  one  had  no  pleafure  in 
them,  and  would  not  eladly  difclofe  his  heart,  he  fhould 
acquaint  us  before-hand,  or  at  leaft  afterwards  refrain  go« 
ing  to  the  bands,  ^  the  intention  was  not  to  compel  any 
one  to  opco-K^ited  band-like  conyerfation,.  much  Icik;- 
that  they  (hould  become  hypocrites.  But  they  were  all 
deiirous  to  belong  to  one  of  the  bands ;  and  the  names  of 
fome  of  the  new  people  having  been  forgot  to  be  wrote, 
they  wpre  troubled  about  it,  thinking  they  were  not 
cfteemed  worthy  to  enjoy  an  intimate  acquaintance  with 
the  believers.  U  was  found  that  the  number  of  tiiofe 
who  could  be  admitted  into  bands,  amounted  to  about 
three  hundred  perforis,  beftdcs  the  very  yoimg  people, 
who  could  hot  yet  give  much  account  6f  their  inward 
ftate.  The  number  of  thofe  who  kept  the  bands,  was* 
upwards  of  thirty,  and  five  or  fix  bands. were  held  daily 
one  atter  the  other,  in  the  meeting -hall,  becaufe  the 
(ireenlanders  hgvp  no  apartments  in  their  houfes  where 
Uf  compaHy  can  be  alone  together, _„ 

Bcfides  this,  attention  was  paid,  artd  pains  takpn  to 
bring  and  preferve  the  Grecnlanders  in  futh  an  external 
o^rder,  as  might  be  moft  conducive  to  their  bodily  welfare, 
(which  is  frequently  very  nearly  connected  with  the  fpiri- 
tual)  and  tend  moft  cfFe«5lually  to  the  rciuieiing  them  a  . 
fobcr  moral  people,  well-pleafing  to  (toJ  and  man.  Jn 
this  view,  fome  Statutes  relative  to  external  carriage  and 
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dwelling  together  were  compiled,  with  the  advice  and 
aifi^ance  of  the  moft  judicious  and  reputable  fathers  of 
families,  which  fhould  always  be  read  and  recommended 
to  their  attention,  at  moving  into  winter-quarters,  par- 
ticularly for  the  fsdce  of  any  new  inhabitants.  Whoever 
aAed  contrary  thereto,  was  gently  admoniihed,  or  more 
ierioufly  fpolcen  to,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  cafe ; 
and  the  Givenlanders  eafily  comprehended  that  fuch  rules 
and  ilatutes  were  not  the  invention  of  an  idle  or  caprici- 
ous head,  but  tended  to  the  maintaining  of  the  common 
peace,  and  the  cutting  ofF  what  might  give  opportunity 
for  the  commiffion  of  rni.  Once  a>  party  of  yoiuig  Green- 
landers  bad  a  mind  to  try  their  ftrength  together,  ac- 
cording to  the  Greenland  caiioin,  wheir,  by  way  of  paf« 
time,  like  the  old  boxers,  they  ftrikeeach  other's  fhoul- 
ders  with  their  fifb  till  the  one  fubmics  and  acknowledges 
the  other  to  be  his  mafter.  It  was  feriouily  repcefented 
to  them,  that  thofe  who  w6re  the  Hrft  believers  out  ef 
their  nation,  had  of  thei?  own  accord  teftified  againft  fuch 
kind  of  diverfions,  and  thus  all  fuch  cuftoias  had  been 
abolilhed.  And  although  they  might  think  there  wias 
nothing  in  itielf  widted  in  this  kind  of  am^wfement,  yet 
&tch  diings  might  eafily  give  rife  to  all  forts  of  levity 
and  finfuf  confequences  *.  This  they  underftood  very 
well,  and  prcnniied  not  to  do  it  any  more,    j 
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But  at  the  pkafing  furvey  of  thefe  needful  regulations 
there  was  fome  room  to  (ay,  "This  ougiht  ye  to  have 
'*  done,  and  not  leave  the  other  undone*"  The  monthly 
congregation  or  prayer-day  was  difcontinued.  On  thek 
dap  not  only  edifying  letters  and  accounts  were  wont  to 
be  read  concerning  the  fpreading  of  the  kingdom  of  God 
among  other  heathen  nations,  exhortations  held  to  the 
people  with  peculiar  emotion,  and  concluded  with  a 
prayer,  but  iikewifil  a  love-feaft  was  kept  fometimes,  and 
moreover  thefe  days  were  generally  folemnized  with  a 
great  baptifm  or  reception.  Thefe  Very  folemnitits  were 
probably  the  caufe  of  dropping  the  whole,  that  baptifm 
ihould  no  more  be  poftponed  till  the  congregation-days,

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(which  could  not  a!wa)rs  be  held  during  the  fumn  er  fi*- 
fbn)  but  that  rather  fuch  of  the  catechunnens  ii6'#tere 
deemed -fit,  (hould  be  baptised  without  delay,  left  fiy 
long  waiting  they  might  become  remifs  in  Aeir  defire 
and  ardour ;  and  that  alfo  they  might  neither  lay  ftr^s 
upon  the  circumftantial  ftJemnity  of  the  congregatk>n- 
day  to  the  detriment  of  the  principal  matter,  hor  be  ih» 
terrupted  m  their  devotitm  by  too  large  an  ailembty  and 
a  multiplicity  of  other  edifying  {uhjt&s.  Howevel'y  it 
was  afterwards  evident,  that  no  advantage,  but  a  resil  lofs 
was  the  confequencc  Nothing  indeed  was  loft  «^tlie 
proofs  of  that  grace «  which  accompanies  the  haptifm  with 
the  blood  of  Chrift}  but  the  Greenlanders  loft  fomething 
of  the  eagemefs  they  had  fonr>  jrly  froni  month  to  ntonth 
after  the  congregation-days,  to  which  they  haftendd 
home  when  they  were  out  at  fea;  and  the  kteping  of 
Sunday  itfelf,  to  which  thev  were  ufed  to  come  in  large 
multitudes  with  great  earneirnefe,  alfo  iuftasned  that  lofs 
thereby,  that  they  did  no  more  come  in  fuch  numbto 
and  widi  fuch  eagemeft  as  before  from  all  the  diftereht 
iflands ;  I  mean  in  the  funnner,  for  in  winter,  v/heti  thby 
are  all  at  home,  every  thine  Weiit  on  in  its  regular  and 
blefted  cottrfe.  Thqr  therefore  (oon  made  an  iteration, 
and  reftoted  to  the  (ireenhnders  theii-  congr^donnlays, 
as  one  of  their  moft  beautiful  and  Mefied  opportumties. 

-The  conjgrcgation  wais  increafed  this  year  with  fifty 
two!  perfons  through  baptifm,  eight  of  whom  were  fmali, 
children,  whofe  parents  were  eimer  baptized  or  at  leaf!" 
received  among  the  catechumens,  and  were  fully  refolved 
to  remain  with  the  faithful,  and  totnrin  up  their  children 
as  becomes  chriftians.  But  that  feveral  boys  and  girls 
were  baptized  this  year  at  the  fame  time  with  tiidr 
parents,  ti^  could  no  more  be  reckoned  among  the 
innocent  children,  an'^  yet  were  not  arrived  to  a  mature 
underftanding  and  to  yctrs  capable  of  judging  for  them> 
felves,  altho\igh  at  their  preparation  there  were  traces  of 
jTgood  intention  and  deiire;  this,  I  fay,  could  by  no 
means  be  approved  of  afterwards  by  the  fynod,  and  was 
not  to  be  done  any  more,  it  being  the  practice  in  the 
^re^hrcn's  church,  that  all  vrho  are  not  baptized  foon 
'  I  4.  after 
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after  their  birth,  muft  wait  till  they  know  on  whom  they 
believe,  whatbaptifm  is,  the  benefits  accruing  to  them 
from  it,  and  the  obligations  it  lays  them  under,  tn,  ^^w 
Thirty-fix  Greenlsnders  attained  to  the  holy  commu- 
nion.  On  Maundy-Thurfday  the  intention  of  foot- 
walhing  was  explained  to  them  from  John  xiii.  and  then 
this  adt  itfelf  was  adminifired  to  them  the  flrft  time. 
The  candidates  for  the  communion  were  not  confirmed 
the  day  preceding  it,  as  formerly,  but  four  weeks  pre- 
vious to  it,  after  having  been  prefent  as  fpe<!i^tors  when 
itwasadrainiftrcd.    .^,       ,.  ..... 
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Two  pair  of  Grcenlanders  were  joined  .together  m 

marriage.     I  find  fomething  to  obferve  Relative  to  one 
of  thew  pairs.     The  man,   whofe  name  was  Davjd, 
propofed  marrying  a  virgin  who  lived  at  the  colony. 
The  miflionary,  and  the  merchant,  with  whom  (he  was 
in  iervice,    were  fpoken  with  on  this  head.     Both  of 
whom  gave  their  confent  gladly,  and  when  it,  was  pror 
pofec*  to  her,  though  (he  did  not  cxprefly  give  her  Yes  to 
it  (which  no  Greenland  woman  does)  yet  (he  gave  for 
anfwer :  "  I  will  be  obedient  to  my  teachers,  and  will 
*'  gladly  live  among  you."    This  pcrfon  canle  to  Good- 
J[vope  in  a  remarkable  manner.     She  had.  been  baptized 
the  year  before  at  Chriftian's-hopc  in  DIlko-Bay  by' Mr. 
Block  the  miifionary,   and  was  called  Chriflina.     Soon 
after  her  baptifm,   her  brothers  came  and  attempted  to 
take  her  away :  But  as  fhe  was  not  inclined  to  go  with 
them,  and  the  miiKonary  took  he;  into  prote<5lion,  the 
Gl«enlaaders  feized  him  with  an  intention  to  murder  him. 
To  .prevent  this,  {he  herfelf  leaped  into  the  boat,  and 
called  out  to  the  favages  to  come  and  fail  away  with  her. 
The  miffionary  dirc£Uy  fent  letters  after  them  to  his  ftep- 
brother  Paul  Molzau,  merchant  at  Good-hope,  to  have 
them  arreiled,   and  the  voung  woman    releafed.     He 
waited  for  them  at  Kangelc,  where  they  proppfed  paHing 
byin  their  way  to  the  fouth,  but  could  not,  find  her,  for 
thejr-had  concealed  her  under  the  fkins  in  their  boat,  and 
fhe  dared  not  betray  her  being  there,  as  thcv  had  thrcat- 
ned  to  kill  her  In  cafe  (he  moved  in  the  leait.     But  after 
they  were  got  upwards  of  14  leagues  farthvr,  ihe  pre- 
vailed 
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vailed  upon  her  brothers  to  go  with  her  to  the  continent, 
and  there  to  let  her  gather  bilbcrrifcs.  Here  ihc  ftolc 
away  and  hid  herfclf  between  the  rocks;  the  favagcs 
fought  her  two  days  without  finding  her,  though  they 
had  put  her  into  great  fear  by  leaping  feveral  times,  over 
the  very  cleft  of  the  rock  where  fhe  was  concealed,  but 
at  laft  they  failed  away ;  then  the  went  over  mountains 
and  vallies  for  many  leagues,  till  (he  met  with  a  Green- 
lander  from  hence,  at  fea,  who  brought  her  to  the 
colony  in  fafety.  She  is  an  extraordinary  well  behaved 
and  cleanly  houfe-wife,  and  a  reputable  and  ufeful  helper 
among  her  nation. 

Beiides  thefe  two  new  pair,  four  couple,  who  had 
married  while  among  the  favages,  and  were  now  become 
members  of  the  body  of  Jefus,  and  participants  of  the 
holy  communion,  received  the  bleifing  of  the  church  to 
their  living  in  chriflian  wedlock  in  a  manner  well-plcaf* 
ing  to  GoA,  The  hulbands  fat  together  before  the 
brethren,  and  the  wives  before  the  filters,  and  received 
the  blefnng  kneeling,  through  impofition  of  hands, 
during  a  prayer  ©ver  them.    ^,  *f  . ' ;-  .  .1"  -  :J:  .v.^  *    - 
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Laftly  fix  of  the  baptized  had  the  grace  conferred  upon 
them,  to  be  tranfplanted  into  a  happy  eternity ;  amon^ 
whom  was  Tobias,  a  venerable  old  father,  and  the  fvft 
of  the  lift  of  the  communicants.  His  walk  was  refpe£l-» 
able,  and  he  himfelf  was  always  joyful.  When  any  one 
converfed  witl)  him,  he  fcarce  ever  omitted  giving  honour 
to  the  wounds  of  Jefus  as  the  caufe  of  his  happinefs.      ^ 

Farther,  the  6m  fmgle  filler,  whofe  name  was  Ameliif 
departed  this  life  happily ;  and  (he  was  foon  followed  by 
another,  called  Mary  Elizabeth,  whofe  exit  was  fo  extra* 
'>rdinary  joyful,  and  attended  with  fuch  tender  cxpref* 
lions  of  love  towards  allher  fifters,  that  their  houfe  reaped 
from  it  an  abiding  b|e{]6ing,  and  ftill  retain  it  in  thankful 
remembrance.  **  By  fuch  inftances  (it  is  faid  on  thi« 
occafion)"  the  departure  out  of  this  world,  which  ii  elfc 
fo  terrible  to  the  Greenlanders,  and  attended  with  fuch 
lamentiable  howling,  becomes  more  and  more  agreeable 
p  our  baptized  Qreenlandcrs."  .  *-  «  7  • 
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Moreover  ah  unbaptlzcd  man  departed  this  life,  who 
came  to  live  there  the  fame  winter.  A  fright  was  the 
caufe  of  it.  Laft  year  a!s  he  was  fetching  a  boy  away 
from  the  brethren  agatnft  his  will,  whom  he  had  adopt- 
ed for  hij  fon,  this  bo^  wis  drowned  not  far  from  the 
land.  This  brought  hinl  upon  the  thoughts  that  he  had 
done  wrong ;  he  therefore  took  the  refolution  to  be  con- 
verted, and  came  to  dwell  there  with  his  whole  family. 
He  departed  into  wternit)r,  in  cxpcdation  that  even  he 
fhould  Tee  his  Redeemer,  in  whom  he  believed.  ■  W  ,

OUR  Gfccrtlandf  people  remained  pretty  long  to^ 
.  gcther  in  the  beginning  of  this  yeai>  m  brder  to 
enjoy  the  bleflcd  paftnre  of  the  doctrine  of  Jefai*s  me/its. 
Grace  reigned  perceptibly,  both  in  their  meetings,  and 
in  their  converfation  with  erxh  other.  There  was 
indeed  caufe  fometimes  for  giving  admonition,  naiy  fe- 
rious  reproofs  j  yet  every  t^ing  was  carried  on  with 
much  lefs  trouble  and  difficalty,  than  formerly  cquld 
have  been  expe£bd  from  this  favage  people.  Tliey 
atSled  Hke  wxtA  children,  who  by  their  own  mutuu 
example  and  friendly  advice,  or  concerned  mien,  can 
influence  unruly  fcholars  more  tSt&xaS\.y  than  their 
fchoolmafter  can.  They  were  alio  good  ceconomifts, 
and  diligent  at  their  work,  in  which  me  Lord  imparted 
|iis  bleinng  richly  to  them.  Therefore  one  Sunday  this 
winter,  when  the  word  of  the  day  was:  Lackfd  je  an^ 
thln^?  the  brethren  had  a  fcie  opportunity  in  their 
fermon  to.  I^  them  to  tl;ie  following  reffedions;  how 
In  a  place  where  formerly  it  was  deemed  impoiCble  for 
two  families  to  nrbfift,  now  iipvtrards  of  three  hundred 
|)eribns  live  tocher,  who,  upon  the  queftion  being  put, 
if  they,  or  even  one  individual  among  them^  ever  lacked 
any  thing?  mtift  an^er  in  the  negative.  Almoft  every 
year  there  have  been  fuch  famines  in  the  <rther  places, 
jTca  where  provifions  fhouid  be  moft  plenty,  that  many 
have  dic^ ;  whereas  they  have  always  had  even  to  give 
ti  l^hit  that  ncedeth.    God  would  in  this  manner  entice

us  to  believe,  "  that  he  is  our  dear  Father,"  (or  Pro- 
vider, as  the  Green Jandcrs  call  a  father  or  hufband) 
•*  and  we  his  dear  children." 

In  January  and  February  (when  there  is  commonly 
the  greateft  fcarcity )  there  came  fuch  a  flock  oif 
willocks  *  among  the  iflands,  that  they  could  be  drove 
to  the  (hore  and  caught  with  the  hanas.  But  the  ifTue 
•f  this  wra  pretty  much  the  cafe  of  the  manna  in  the 
wilderneft.  The  Greenlanders  came  home  one  Saturday 
evening  with  fuch  quantities  of  them,  that  their  bodies 
and  kaiaks  were  hung  with  forty  or  fifty  a  piece.  This 
entl<:;ed  fo  many  of  them  to  fail  again  to  the  iflands  on 
Sunday  morning  early,  that  the  meetings  could  not  be 
held  in  a  proper  manner.  But 'now  they  brought  home 
nothing  but  fatigued  limbs :  and  it  being  reprefented  to 
them,  that  they  had  got  fuch  an  abundance  yefterday 
that  fo  they  might  keep  Sunday  in  refl:,  they  were  put 
to  (hame,  and  it  ferved  as  a  Nota-bene  to  them  after" 
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They  remained  mofWy  together  till  the*  went  to  the 
herrin^-fifhery  in  Mayj  (o  that  all  the  tneetings  coul4 
be  held  in  proper  order,  nor  was  theie  any  occafion 
to  fufpend  one  comimunioh.  But  once  ifeveral  perfohs, 
who  'K.ire  become  luke-warm,  were  not  allowed  to  be 
partakers.  When  they  were  taken  afide  after  the  pre- 
paratory  Homily  had  been  held  to  the  Greenlanders,  and 
it  was  intimated  to  them,  ihat  as  members  of  the  body 
of  Jefus,  they  indeed  hr«d  a  right  to  this  feaft*  but  that 
for  this  time  they  wcrj  riot  permitted  to  partake  of  it, 
(the  caufe  of  which,  upon  mature  confideration,  they 
themfelves  would  find :)  they  were  exceedingly  troubled/ 
and  the  tears  came  into  their  eyes.  But  when  they 
heard  they  (hould  havs"  leave  tc  lie  fpe£btors  when  the 
Gomniunion  was  adminiftred,  that  fo  they  might  receive 
fome  blefling  for  their  hearts ;  they  were  comforted  in 
ibme  meafure,  came  afterwards  and  difclofed  their  faults, 
and  were  thankful  for  this  wholefome  chaftifement, 
which  proired  much  more  blefled  to  them  than  they  m 
the  beginning  could  have  conceived.

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At  the  facrament  on  Good- Friday,  the  congregation 
of  communicants  confided  ]\il\  of  a  hundred  perfons. 
A  family  had  once  gone  out  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  teachers,  and  hearing  at  their  return  that  they 
had  niified  the  holy  communion,  they  ftied  floods  of 
tears,  and  the  wife  (uppofed  that  fhe  had  likewife  thereby 
forfeited  her  light  to  go  into  the  other  meetings  of  the 
communicants.  When  (he  was  told,  that  (he  fhould 
have  permiffion  to  go  to  them,  ihc  (aid  :  *'  Now  my 
heart  is  fomewhi\t  eaficr  than  it  w^s  before."  One  of 
the  candidates  al fo  failed  to  be  at  home  at  the  right  time, 
and  his  confiririation  muft  he  poftponed  till  the  next 
time.  He  indeed  had  not  been  informed  that  he  was 
to  have  been  confirmed  this  time,  yet  the  very  fa.ne  day 
he  found  an  intimation  within  himfelf  to  make  all  ppfli- 
blc  hafte  home,  and  now  was  very  much  troubled,  that 
he  was  prevailed  upon  by  his  relations  to  ftay  contrary

An  ardent  defire  was  obferved  among  the  reft  of  the- 
baptized,  to  be  brought  into  the  moft  intimate  con- 
nexion with  Jcfus,  (as  they  called  the  holy  comrnunion, 
without  knowing  yet  wherein  it  confiftcd  •)  and  ac- 
cordingly, before  they  feparated  for  the  fummer,  fourteen 

pcrforis  more  could  be  admitted  thereto.  -     '    '^    '*p\'   . 
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In  the  mean  time  the  (hip  arrived  on  the  7  th  of  May. 
The  mifTionary  Beck  and  his  wife  rcturhed  with  it  frbm 
their  vifit  in  the  Brethren's  congregations.  They  wfent 
with  the  Irene  to  Penfylvania  two  years  ago,  vifited  the 
congrcgatiort  there,   and  in  particular  the  Indian  con- 

f-egation,  and  from  thence  went  to  Germany  by  way  of 
ngland  and  Holland.    The  (hip  was  fcarcely  got  mto 
tke  haven,  before  the  ice  was  driven  in  fuch  quantities 

•  from  the  fea  into  the  bay,  that  it  was  frequently  im- 

gadticable  for  a  kaiak  to  move  from  the  land.      Six 
utch  ihips  \verc  loft  in  the  north.     And  one  of  the 

'':■''.■*■  it  has  been  obferved  in  a  former  year,  thtt  many  cf  the  baptized 
,    aUedged,  as  the  reafon  for  their  defiring  to  be  admitted  to  the  moft  intimate 

•  fellowfliip,  becaufe   they  obferved  fomctWng  particular  in  the  life  and 
•  conduft  of  thofe  who   were  members  thereof,  and'  efpecially  after  their 

meeting,  they  could  read  in  their  countenance  that  they  muft  have  enjoyed 
,  foinetbing  unfpeakably  happy^  ,.       • 
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two  Danifh  (hips  bound  for  Chrifliau's-Hopc  was  beat  to 
pieces,  but  the  people  were  faved. 

The  Greenlandcrs  however  fct  out  on  the  herring- 
fiftiery,  and  as  no  miflionary  could  accompany  them  this 
time,  the  care  of  the  congregation  was  cntrufted  to  the 
Greenland  helper  Peter ;  and  two  more  helpers  'Jonathan 
and  Nathanael  had  commifliun  to  keep  them  meetings  for 
edification  every  morning  and  evening.  A  fmall  com- 
pany of  baptized  remained  at  home,  and  many  Grangers 
were  gathered  to  them  from  time  to  time.  Some  of 
them  came  to  vifit  their  relations,  and  were  glad  to  hear 
the  word  of  God,  and  promifcd  foon  to  enter  into  at 
clofer  acquaintance.  Others  had  upgrown  children  here, 
fome  of  whom  were  married,  and  they  came  to  perfuade 
them  to  go  again  to  live  with  them.  But  when  they 
heard  they  were  baptized,  or  had  been  received  amon^ 
thofe  who  are  more  fpecially  inftruded;  they  declared 
that  they  would  not  compel  their  children  by  force,  nor 
hinder  their  becoming  believers ;  but  as  for  themfelves, 
they  were  not  as  yet  difpofed  to  ftay  there,  or  to  become 
otherwife  than  they  were,  and  than  their  progenitors  had 
been  before  them. 

c  Thete  came  now  and  then  a  couple  of  kaiaks  from 
Piflikfarbik,  the  place  of  the  herring-fifticry,  with  ra- 
ports  of  the  ftate  of  the  baptized  there.  They  were  well 
in  body  and  ibel,  excepting  that  an  old  man  had  been 
drowned,  and  a  boy  who  having  already  four  fijiall  foals 
in  his  kajak,  wanted  to  catch  the  fifth,  was  ovcrfet,  a-t)d 
was  brought  out  of  tlie  water  almoft  dead.  The  commu- 
nication however  was  foon  cut  oiF  by  the  great  quantity 
of  floating  ice,  and  their  return  was  not  in  the  muu 
regular  manner.  Some  of  them  were  gone  to  feck  rein- 
deer, by  which  means  they  deprived  themfelves  of  many 
blefled  opportunities  of  enjoying  Ibmething  for  their 
hearts,  whioh  they  afterwards  repented  of  j  and  Peter, 
to  whom  the  care  of  them  was  committed,  was  fo  cha- 
grined about  a  few  diforderly  people,  that  he  feparated 
from  the  compaiiy.  Obferving  the  grief  this  caufed  his 
teachers,  he  took  it  fo  to  heart,  that  he  excluded  himfclf 
from  the  meetings  of  the  communicants,  till  after  having 
been  encouraged  to  faithfulnefs  for  the  future,  he  was 
bid  to  go  again  to  them. 
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It  was  necefTary  to  fpeak  with  the  Greenlanden,  tfter 
their  return,  feparately  and  individually,  to  know  the 
(late  of  their  hearts  towards  our  Saviour,  and  what  had 
occurred  during  their  abfence  which  required  to  be  re- 
moved and  aMlifhed,  that  they  might  be  enabled  to 
begin  the  winter  To,  as  to  proceed  in  a  bleflrd  congre- 
gation-courfe  without  any  thing  to  impede  it.  As  (ome 
refcntment  aeainft  each  other  had  taken  place  in  fbme  of 
them  while  they  were  away  from  us,  all  lorts  of  unhappy 
confequences  were  apprehended ;  but  it  was  found  that 
the  holy  Spirit  had  continued  his  faithful  work  in  moft 
of  their  h^earts  without  interruption,  even  during  their 
abfence  and  amidft  a  variety  of  uncomnnon  occurrences* 
and  that  many  of  them  had  got  a  more  fundamental 
knowledge  of  the  bloody  atonement,  and  more  feeling  in 
their  hearts  towards  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  than  was 
expelled.  Some  of  them  related  how  much  they  had 
wifhed  to  be  again  with  their  teachers,  being  often 
anxious  when  they  were  among  the  favages.  They 
reflected  with  deep  fhame  on  thofe  times  when  they  like- 
wife  were  heathen,  and  walked  in  darknefs.  Whatever 
was  not  of  a  happy  kmd,  was  removed.  Thofe  who 
had  conmiitted  a  fault,  acknowledged  it,  and  defired 
forgivenefs.  And  wherever  an  obdurate  heart  or  luke- 
warm mind  was  ftill  obferved,  that  perfon  was  excluded 
from  fome  meeting;  which  he  ufed  to  prize  greatly,  till 
he  came  to  a  ferious  recollecSlion,  and  it  was  evident 
that  he  was  concerned  to  obtain  a  true  fprinkling  and 
healing  with  the  blood  of  Jefus. 

Thus  all  the  congregation  and  choir-meetings  could 
be  begun  again  in  their  ufual  order,  and  it  was  perceptible 
that  they  were  attended  with  new  grace.  But  the  chief 
thing  was  ftill  wanting,  viz.  the  holy  communion, 
which  on  account  of  various  obftacles,  particularly  that 
they  were  fo  difperfed  from  May  till  OiSober,  had  not 
been  adminiftered  in  five  months.  Some  came  of  their  own 
accord,  complained  of  the  want  of  it,  and  would  needs 
charge  their  own  felves  with  many  things  as  the  reafon 
vf  its  fufpenfion.  Though  they  did  not  always  reach 
the  point,  yet  it  gave  the  brethren  real  pleafure  to  fee 
the  ipirit  of  open-heartednefs  and  confidence  continually 
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gaining  ground  in  a  nation  ufyally  rtfervc<i;  fubtle  and 
not  apt  to  own  a  fault.  0<^obcr  1 5,  when  the  holy  com- 
munion WIS  to  be  adminiftrcd,  there  wjls  abundant 
reafon  both  to  rejoice  and  be  filled  with  ihame  on  account 
of  their  hunger  and  third  after  the  body  and  blocxi  of 
Jefus,  which  was  moil  fenfibly  {>erceived  at  fpcaking 
previouily  with  them  and  at  the  iacramental  enjoyment. 
The  following  day  a  Iblemn  congregation-day  was  again 
held,  to  commemorate  the  con&ration  of  the  chapel, 
thouj^h  the  congregation-days  are  ufually  kept  a  fortnight 
after  the  communion.  Firft,  a  part  of  the  diary  of  the 
Indian  congregation  at  Rio  de  Berbice  in  South-America, 
and  fome  chapters  out  of  St.  John's  gofpel  were  read ; 
then  fix  catechumens  were  received  into  a  more  fpecial 
preparation  for  baptifm }  next  followed  a  fermon  com- 
memorative of  the  church's  confecration,  and  the  baptifm 
of  a  new-born  child,  aad  finally  the  baptifm  of  five 
adults,  previous  to  which  was  a  diicourfe  concerning  the 
nature  of  this  facrament  i  and  then  this  bleUcd  daywafi 
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In  this  yea;  thirty-fix  perfons,  twelve  of  whom  were 
children,  were  embodied  into  the  congregation  by  bap- 
tifm, and  much  caufe  for  praife  was  found,  both  for  the 
means  grace  had  made  ufe  of  to  bring  them  to  liften  to  the 
wordy  and  for  the  powerful  operation  of  the  blood  of 
Jefus  at  their  baptiiixi.  There  was  a  man  amongil  them 
who  came  to  the  coogregation  with  his  family  two  years 
ago,  but  afterwards  he  went  away  again  in  difpleafure, 
bccaufe  two  of  his  children  were  baptized  and  he  was  nor 
deemed  fit  for  it }  but  he  had  no  reft  till  he  returned  this 
fummer,  and  now  attained  with  more  cfFe^lual  bleiflng, 
what  he  before  wanted  m  a  prerogative,  and  might  have 
received  to  his  pr^udice. 

Our  catechift  being  once  out  a  hunting,  heard  that  a 
Greenlander,  whofe  wife  was  juil  dead,  purpofed  bury- 
ing his  little  daughtor,  half  a  year  ojd,  alive  with  her, 
becaufe  he  had  nobody  to  nurli;  it.  He  fent  one  of  our 
baptised  to  him  direi^ly,  and  defired  the  child  might  h«t 
given  to  him,  and  the  brother  returned  home  joyfully 
with  this  boQty»  got  it  baptized,  and  gave  it  to  a  Green- 
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land  fifter  to  be  nuried.  It  was  a  weakly  child,  however 
itiived  a  year.  '  ^  ■  **  V'i 

^  A  woman,  who  only  two  months  ago  had  prevailed 
6n  her  hulband  to  come  and  live  with  the  believers,  did, 
©ut  of  the  free  impulfe  of  her  heart,  make  a  conf^flton  of 
her  faith  at  her  baptifm,  which  was  the  more  agreeable 
and  credible,  as  it  had  neither  been  required  of,  nor  pre. 
medftated  by  her,  but  was  accompanied  with  many  tears 
both  by  herfelf  and  thofe  who  heard  it. 
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>  A  lively  work  of  grace  was  obfcrved  among  the  cate- 
chumens, and  when  they  came  to  beg  for  reception,  or 
were  fpoken  with  at  other  times,  it  was  plainly  to  be 
felt,  nay  it  was  legible  in  their  eyes,  that  they  were  con- 
cerned about  the  eflential  point,  forgivenefs  of  fm,  and 
life  and  happinefs  in  the  bloou  of  Jefus.  Our  Greenland 
helpers  were  of  great  fervicc  and  bleiling  to  fuch  people^ 
and  when  they  fpoke  their  thoughts  of  them,  the  bre- 
thren could  not  but  admire  their  clear  inflght  and  accu> 
rate  feeling,  which  commonly  identically  coincided  with 
the  thoughts  of  the  teachers  ;  and  alfo  their  impartial 
teftimony,  as  they  did  not  fpeak  to  obtain  the  favour  of 
anyone,  fpared  no  one,  and  gave  no  better  teftimonies 
of  their  neareft  friends  and  relations  than  they  did  of 
ilrangers. 

•  This  winter  fcveral  women  and  young  people  were 
found  fit  to  be  taken  from  the  catechumens  as  candidates 
for  baptifm,  and  they  frequently  exprefled  their  defire  by 
their  tears  :  but  as  the  heads  of  their  families  were  not 
fully  refolved  to  remain  with  the  believers,  a  reftraint 
was  neceflarily  laid  upon  thefe  poor  people,  till  the  chiefs 
had  taken  a  refolution  to  ilay  there ;  it  being  an  efla- 
bli(hed  rule,  not  to  fufFer  any  one  who  has  been  baptized 
to  go  and  live  again  among  the  favages,  nor  to  baptize 
any  who  are  dependent  on  others  in  uncertain  hope. 
For  this  reafon  baptifm  was  alfo  refufed  to  fome  people 
who  were  ftirrcd  up  at  Kangek,  i)ut  were  not  able  to 
prevail  upon  their  relations  to  move  to  the  believers ;  yet 
ere  long,  various  ftrange  providences  opened  a  way  for 
many  of  them  to  come  to  the  believers,  at  a  time  when 
they  leaft  cxpefted  it.    Thus  one  man,  who  twel/e  years 
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ago  had  fome  calls  of  grace  in  his  heart,  which  he  always 
flighted,  was  drowned,  and  afterwards  his  widow,. who 
had  often  in  vain  repeated  her  requeft  for  bap^ifm,  could 
now  move  with  her  children  to  live  among  her  believing 
>  relations  without  moleftation,  and  obtain  what  (he  haa 
fo  much  defired  to  her  great  joy.  Another  unbaptized 
man,  who  was  bent  upon  removing  with  pis  family, 
which  were  not  far  from  the  kingdom  of  God,  was 
fo  terrified  in  a  dream,  that  he  demUd  fro^  his  tntqi- 
tion.  /    »   ^^^' 

Six  pair  were  joined  together  in  matrimony,  among 
whom  was  Johanan,  who  had  been  in  Europe.  On  this 
occafion  it  is  obferved,  that  the  important  matter  of 
marriage  was  from  time  to  time  brought  into  an  order 
more  regular,  decent,  and  more  becoming  chrii^ians* 
and  that  this  was  attended  with  fewtr  difficulties  than 
formerly  could  have  been  imagined. 


'If. 
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It  had  now  the  appearance  as  if  the  BeloVed  purpofed 
vifiting  his  gakden  more  frequently,  and  gathering  fuch 
of  his  pleafant  fruits  as  were  ripe  and  fit  for  the  harvefl. 
This  gathering  to  eternal  life,  was  on  the  one  hand 
matter  of  joyous  reflexion  to  the  teachers,  but  in  fome 
inflances  very  painful,  as  in  this  manner  they  had  to 
furrendcr  up  tome  of  their  beft  fellow- labourers.  ^ ,  ^ 

In  this  year  eleven  Greenlanders  departed  happily  to 
that  eternal  abode  they  panted  for,  amongft  whom 
were  Jonathan  and  Sophia,  two  of  the  moft  ufeful 
helpers.  ^   .  *    •    .. 

The  firft  of  them  came  hither  with  his  wife  from  the 
fouth  1743,  and  was  then  called  Kajo.  He  was  bap- 
tized at  Chriftmas  the  fame  year,  and  diredly  endowed 
with  fuch  a  witnefs-fpirit,  that  wherever  he  came,  he 
teftified  of  the  mercy  fhewn  him,  and  many  fouls  were 
gained  through  his  teflimony.  He  was  one  of  the  firfl 
three  that  became  participants  of  the  facred  body  and 
Wood  ofjefus  in  the  facrament,  0<^ober  28, 1747,  which 
had  a  mod  extraordinary  happy  efFe<ft  on  his  heart,  foul, 
and  members.  A  few  days  ago  he  was  fcized  with  the 
contagious  burning  fever  and  pleurify,  whi^h  at  prefcnt 
is  epidemical  in  the  Sound,  from  whence  he  was  'brousht

to  us.  He  faid  dire£i]y  that  he  (hould  go  to  his  eternal 
home,  for  which  he  exprefled  an  ar(fent  defire.  He  Toon  loft 
his  hearing  and  fpecch,  Ijut  his  lovely  countenance  (hew- 
ed what  his  heart  believed  and  .loved.  September  the 
x6th,  his  foul  had  the  favour,  **  In  Jefu*s  fide  to  fly  from 
"  hence,— to  its  eternal  refiderice."  At  the  moment  of 
his  departure  the  laft  blefling  was  imparted  to  him  with 
many  te^s.  He  was  a  yery  fmgular  man,  an  humble^ 
fmner-like  happy  heart,  enamoured  with  the  wounds  of 
Jefus,  always  courteous  and  chearful,  and  the  perfon  we 
could  moft  'confide  in  of  ^11  our  fellow-labourers  among 
hjs  nation.  He  often  refreflied  us  by  (lis  child-like  difpo- 
ri:ti6n,  and  every  thing  that  he  heard  or  faw  of  our  Sa- 
viour or  his  people,  filled  him  with  joy.  We  bid  him  a 
fyid\  adieu,  and  v/ept  h^^i^tily.  But  the  Lord  gave,  and 
the  Lord  liath  taken  away,  blefled  be  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  About  two  hundred  perfons  came  from  other 
places  to  his  burii'l,  and  brought  two  other  fick  people 
with  them.  They  walled  him  up  a  pretty  tomb,  for 
they  all  loved  anfl  refpe<a:ed  him  very  much,  and  inward 
pain  was  vifible  in  every  countenance. 

Sqphia  heard  the  word  of  atonement  the  firft  time  at 
Kangek,  in  the  year  1 742.  Our  Saviour  directly  opened 
her  Jieart,  and  Ihe  was  always  an  attentive  hearer.  When 
we  went  to  vifit  the  heathen  there,  flie  received  us 
with  joy,  and  frequently  lodged  us  for  a  fortnight  to- 
gether. But  in  a  fhort  time  (he  was  obliged  to  follow 
her  hufband,  who  as  yet  was  not  at  all  of  the  fame  mind 
with  her,  260  leagues  northwards,  and  when  he  returned 
he  purpofed  going  almoft  as  far  fouthwards.  However, 
her  repeated  entreaties  prevailed  upon  him  to  remain  in 
this  diftrift,  and  as  fhe  faw  no  probability  of  being  able 
to  dwell  here,  the  brethren  made  an  exception  to  the 
general  rule,  and  ventured  in  the  fpring  1744,  to  bap- 
tize her  at  her  place  of  abode  among  the  heathen  at 
Kangek.  She  adhered  inviolably  to  her  unfeen  Lord 
ahd  friend  amidft  all  the  temptations  of  the  favages,  and 
finally  was  fo  fuccefsful  through  her  teftimony  and  ex- 
emplary walk,  that  in  autumn  the  fame  year  fhe  brought 
her  hufband  and  whole  family  hither.  In  1748  fhe  be- 
came a  partaker  at  the  Lord's  table.  She  loved  her  na- 
tion tenderly,  and  was  a  great  benefadrefs  to  the  poor. 

Her 
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Her  heart  was  tenderly  afFe^^led  and  penetrated  by  the 
riierits  and  v^oiinds  of  JcTus,  nor  could  flie  be  iilent  abpu|; 
the  grace  and  happinefs  (he  experienced  therein,  but 
from  time  to  tittie  ddivered  her  teftimony  of  the  grace  in 
th^  blood  of  Jefa^  to  upwards  of  a  thoiifand  people,  and 
confirmed  it  hf  her  unblemiihed  and  chearful  life  and 
ceaiverfation. 

Bcftdes  thefetwo  blefled  fellow-labourerdj  I  will  juS 
touch  upoh  a  feW  other  inftances  wherein  there  w^ 
foitifethihg  p^hicdhr:  itsj  awidow^  who  on  the  one  fide, 
lived  an  unblaitieable  life,  but  yet  On  the  other  was  not  fo 
fitilttted  In  her  heart,  that  it  could  be  faid  of  her  with^ 
Ctttzihtyy  fhe  had  att<linbd  to  sL  true  and  slbiding  con-, 
rifeklori  with  dtir  Saviour. 

Oil  the  other  hand  a  tingle  fifter  departed  this  life^ 
who  formerly  was  much  contemned  by  the  Greenlandcrs 
on  account  of  her  ftupidity,  but  after  her  baptifin  was 
greatly  beloved  and  refpc^ted  by  all  thofe  who  knew  how 
tocftimate  the  gtaceof  our  Saviour. 
,  The  old  widow  Jael  likewife  entered  in^o  her  reft, 
After  having  lived  to  fee  forty  of  hei-  pofteWty  ,  which  is 
Something  l-are  in  Greenland.  She  herfclf  bore  feven 
chiidten.  She  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  tUrenty-three 
grand-children  of  four  of  her  children,  and  ten  gl"eat- 
grand-chiJdren  of  four  grand-children.  Of  thefe,  two 
children,  feven  grand-children,  and  four  great-grand- 
children are  iiill  living,  and  thefe  thirteen  perfons  are  all 
in  thie  congregation.  She  lived  with  her  children  many 
^eaJ-s  in  the  neighbourhood,  but  did  not  come  to  us  till 
the  year  1748.  Notwithftanding  her  great  age  fhe  was 
very  lively,  and  declared  her  ardent  delire  to  be  embodied 
in  the  chriftian  church  before  her  departure.  And  When 
the  grace  of  baptifm  was  conferred  upon  her  at  Chriftmas 
i[749,  it  was  as  if  her  life  was  renewed,  and  {he  fpent  th^ 
remainder  of  her  days  below  quite  lively  and  happy.       !../ 

Another  was  a  man  who  was  baptiied  this  year,  and 
foon  after  entered  into  the  marribd  ftate,  in  wchich  he  lived 
happily  and  exemplarily;  before  his  diflblution  he  cried 
out  feveral  times  with  his  arms  extended,  "  Ah  what 
"  bleflednefs  it  is  to  have  a  happ^  heart !  now  I  Ihall 
**  foon  be  with  my  Saviour.'*      .  .,;r,      .?,  .  v,^ 
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^Daniel  was  another;  before  his  baptifm  he  went  by 
the  •name  of  Slmek,  of  whom  mention  has  frequently 
been  made  in  the  firft  years.  In  1739  he  lived  with 
Samuel  Kajarnak  among  the  brethren^  but  removed  to 
Kangek,  afterwards  to  the  north,  and  finally  returned  to 
remain  here  in  1743.  He  was  baptized  in  1744,  after- 
wards became  a  partaker  of  the  holy  communion,  and 
now  clofed  his  iqui^t  and  happy  walk  with  our  Saviour 
and  his^eople  here  on  earth,  as  an  inftance  of  the  truth 
of  that  promife  of  Jefu$ :  No  nan  Jhall  pluck  them  out  oftrj 
hand.  Whin  he  wasfick,  his  wife  wis  fo  troubled  that 
flie  often  fell  into  a  fwoon  j  when  (he  came  again  to  her- 
felf,  fhe  called^  out  to  him  •  "  Daniel,  haft  thou  our 
Saviour  with  his  bleeding  wounds  ftill  before  thy 
eyes  ?  Thou  wilt  probably  loan  go  to  him,  and  we  will 


follow  thee." 


But  the  firft  grain  that  was  fown  in  the  cartli  this  year, 
nay  the  firft  and  hitherto  only  European  helper  in  thib 
minion,  was  Mrs.  Drachart,  the  wife  of  the  Danifli 
miffienary.  Towards  the  end  of  laft  year  fhe  was  feized 
with  a  violent  burnirig  fever,  foon  after  fhe  came  to  live 
at  New-Herrnhut.  The  firft  day  of  this  year  fhe  was 
delirious,  but  it  was  of  a  lovely  kind  ;  me  incelTantly 
fung  verfes  of  her  own  compofing,  and  that  in  fuch  a 
coherent  manner,  as  if  fhe  had  been  one  of  the  moft  ex- 
cellent poets.  Towards  night  fhe  was  quite  ftill,  and  in 
a  fhort  time  afterward  fell  gently  and  happily  afleep  in 
the  Lord,  in  the  thirty- fixth  year  of  her  age.  Her  corpfe 
was  depofitcd  in  a  w^led  fepulchre  in  the  burying-grounil 
at  New-Herrnhut.  -r-'/r^^^  '^:>  vr  '  l]\^-W'^"^'' 

This  incident,  fo  unexpe<fled  to  her  huftjand  Mr. 
Drachart,  together  with  a  ficknefs  he  cafually  got  laft 
year,  was  probably  the  motive  that  induced  him  to  take 
nis  leave  of  the  colony  and  million.  He  had  two  lovely 
children,  whom  he  could  not  bear  to  fee  grow  up  wild 
among  the  Greenlanders,  but  wanted  them  to  be  educated 
in  the  fchocls  of  the  Unity,  according  to  the  requeft  ot 
their  late  mother.  And  as  the  eldeft  miffionary  of  the 
brethren  Matthew  Stach,  was  in  this  year  called  with  hii 
;■»(*»  ko*^-  .  ;  family 
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family  frc<n  hence  *,  being  propofed  as  miffionary  to  th^ 
Efquimawt,  (for  fome  circumftances  in  England  at  that 
time  fefimed  to  open  a  door  for  carrying  the  gofptl  among 
them})  the  Danifh  miffionary  laid  hold  of  this  opportu- 
nity to  travel  with  his  old  acquaintance  to  Herrnhut,  and 
to  deliver  his  children  into  the  fchools  of  the  Unity,  being 
for  the  reft  undtttermined  whether  to  return  again  to  his 
miilion,  or  accept  a  vocation  in  his  native  count'"y.  But 
he  was  fo  delighted  with  Herrnhut,  that  he  could  not 
refolve  to  remove  any  more  from  thence,  and  upon  his 
repeated  requeft  obtained  leave  to  ftay  there,  after  having 
inadc  spolication  for,  and  obtained  a  very  civil  difmiffion 
from  the  hv^nourable  miflions-college. 

F!'s  memory  is  ftlil  a  good  odour  both  among  Euro- 
peans and  GreenlanJers.  His  fermons,  concerning  Godj 
and  our  Saviour  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrijl^  through  whofe  Atone- 
ment and  all-fufficient  fatiifeaion  all  peor  fwners  may  attain  to 
life  and  happinejiy  (as  the  words  are  in  a  written  teftinony 
fent  in  concerning  him)  had  fuch  an  efFeft  on  the  fer- 
vants  of  the  company  and  failors;  many  of  whom  were 
come  hither  as  very  ignorant  and  wild  people,  that  he 
had  always  a  fociety  among  them  of  fuch,  who  were 
fincercly  defirous  of  their  falvation,  and  whofe  life  and 
converfation  tended  greatly  to  facilitate  his  ofHce  among 
the  heathen.  He  had  the  happinefs  to  fee  an  abiding 
fruit  among  the  Greenlanders,  for  he  calculated  matters 
in  the  beginning  fo  as  to  have  them  together  in  one  place, 
and  to  care  for  their  bodily  fuftenance  as  well  as  their 
fpiritual  welfare.  And  that  his  inftruAions  made  a  lall- 
ing  impreffion  on  great  numbers  to  their  falvation,  has 
been  confpicuous  in  many  at  their  departing  this  life  j  but 
fuch  inftances  I  will  omit,  and  only  recite  the  following. 
A  long  time  after  his  leaving  the  colony,  a  man  bap- 
tized by  him  was  fick,  and  one  of  our  brethrf»n  was 
defired  to  bleexi  him.  The  prefont  miffionary,  who  was 
not  yet  mafter  of  the  language,  requeftcd  that  the  fick 
man  might  be  comforted  out  of  the  word  of  God  ;  ac- 
cordingly the  brother  afked  him  how  he  felt  his  heart 
difpofed  ?  He  anfwered  with  parrhefy  :  "  I  medisate  on 

*  His  coufin  Thomas  Stach,  and  Chriftian  Bernike,  who  came  hirhcr

Saviour  ?  he  anfwered :  "  O  y^s,  (pr  he  hath  purchafed 
"  me  with  hi$  prepious  blopd,"  ^q,  ^\l  p^fl^at  w,^f? 
affe^^d  9t  thefe  declaratipus. 

The  laft  twelve  yf  ars  have  ihewn  to  every  pn^'s  joy 
Jufd  edification;,  that  RiiiEpnarics  of  two  dij?Hrent  confti- 
tutions,  but  of  th^  fame  foundation  of  faith,  need  not 
let  their  pafTionate  zeal  drive  them  afunder,  but  if  both 
fides  take  wifdon.  for  their  guide,  they  may  conduit 
their  miffions  in  harnjony,  gather  fouls  for  one  common 
Lord,  and  pref^rve  them  in  him,  without  the  one's 
labour  being  any  detriment  to  the  other.  Both  parties 
adopted  the  Auguftan  Confeffion,  aiid  ac^nipwledged  ea§h 
other  in  that  refpeft ;  they  had  prj?  Lprd,  one  faith,  one 
baptifm ;  they  inculcated  in  both  churches  the  chief  and 
fundamental  article  of  the  proteftant  religion,  vi^.  juf- 
tification  before  Gpd  by  free  grace  through  faith  in  the 
all-fufEcient  merits  of  pur  Ix)rd.  They  honoured  each 
other  as  fathers,  apd  loved  each  other  as  brethren, 
.  They  aflifted  each  oiher  with  counfe)  and  deed,  particu- 
larly in  leading  the  awakened  fouls  to  Jefus,  and  no 
jarring  of  opinions  was  ever  obfer.'ed  among  them  or  their 
people.  Things  being  thus  condii<Sled,  what  fource  could 
there  be  for  ichifm  ampng  the  b?li?yers,  or  cajumny 
among  the  unbelievers  ?  ,,,\      .  k*  .   .; 

The  Danifh  miffionary  all  the  while  proceeded  in 
preaching,  teaching  and  baptiziig,  according  to  the 
prefcribed  rule^  of  his  church  i  ana  the  brethren  accord- 
ing to  the  regulations  in  their  congregation  j  which  they 
however  looked  upon  as  fo  far  from  being  ne^efTairy  in 
another  conftitution,  or  even  feafible  ot  bene$cial,  that 
they  faithfully  advifed  the  Danilh  miffionary,  not  to 
adopt  the  leaft  article  thereof  which  \yas  not  confiftent 
with  the  rules  of  his  church  j  and  that  not  fo  much  from 
Epprehenfions  of  his  being  called  to  an  account  for  fo 
doing,  but  principally,  that  nothing  might  be  introduced

among 
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among  the  Gr^rnlanders  which  fooner  or  later  mi^ht 
taufe  difft  'fions  amone  them.    * ' ' *^  ''^'** "  " 

I  ftill  remember  with  what  pleafure  the  late  Ordinary 
of  the  Brethren  read,  in  the  yearly  accounts  from  Green- 
land, the  report  of  this  fajnenefs  of  principle  and  unani- 
mity in  labour  between  thefe  two'  mifljons,  how  he 
extolled  it  and  recommended  it  as  worthy  of  imitation, 
and  how  earneftly  he  exhorted  our  brethren  to  continue 
in  this  courfe.  This  he  alfo  teftified  publicly.  In  his 
annotations  on  Dr.  WeilTman's  eccIefisJlical  niftory  he 
fays  ♦ :  **  The  internal  harmony  between  the  brethren 
**  and  the  Lutherans  there,  is  one  of  the  greatcft  beauties 
"  in  Davis's  Straits."  •'  "•   •  ,  '  -

Thus  much  I  thought-  needful  to  remark,  in  order  to 

elucidate  the  exemplary  courfe  obfcrved  in  profecuting 
harmonioufly  the  converfion  of  the  heathen ;  and  will 
now  conclude  this  thirdperiod  with  the  enfuing  departure, 
for  the  pr^fent,  of  pur  and  the  Danifh  miflSonary  from 
their  re^ei^vc  blooming  miffions,  in  which  the  former 
had  been  engaged  eighteen  and  the  latter  twelve  years ; 
which  I  will  infert  in  the  identical  wbrds  of  the  diary  at 
the  clofe  of  the  year :  *'  We  thank  our  dear  Lord,  that 
he  hath  called,  enlightned  and  colle6led  this  congre- 
gation alfo  from  among  thfe  f^l^^ages  by  his  Spirit 
"  through  the  gofpei,  who  hath  kept  them  hitherto, 
**  through  Jefus  Chrift,  in  die  true  and  only  faith.  If 
*'  thej-e  had  been  no  more  than  two  or  three,  who  in 
'*  truth  and  reality  had  gathered  themfelves  together 
around  Jefus,  it  would  ftill  have  been  a  congregation, 
according  to  our  Saviour's  own  words,  and  we  ihould 
have  efteemed  this  a  fufficient  reward  for  our  eighteen 
y^ars  toil  and  trouble,  though  the  wifh  and  fcopc  of 
our  labour  is  to  fave  many  thoufand  trophies  of  his 
crofs.  But  when,  at  reviewing  the  church-book,  we 
can  reckon  upwards  of  three  hundred  f  fouls  who 
have  been  bound  up  in  the  bundle  of  life,  more  than 
forty  of  whom  are  already  taken  to  the  marriage  of 
the  Lamb  above,  and  a  hunared  are  hungry  and  thirfty

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The  twentieth  Year  1752. 
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TH U S  a  confiderable  flock  of  Greenlanders  were 
gathered  to  Jefus  Chrift  by  the  preaching  of  the 
gofpel,  were  moulded  into  a  congregation  by  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  and  brought  into  fuch  order  inwardly  and 
outwardly,  that  amidft  all  def'dls  and  infirmities,  they 
might  in  truth  be  called  a  living,  blooming,  fruitful 
plant  of  the  heavenlyJPather's  planting ;  there  were  alfo 
good  hopes  that  the  Lord  would  further  continue  his 
benediction,  to  the  right  unClion  and  watering  thereof. 
On  this  account  it  was  thought  proper,  at  a  fynod  of  the 
brethren  at  Barby  in  Saxony,  An.  1 750,  to  depute  one 
of  the  fervants  of  the  church  on  a  vifitation  there,  who 
might  confirm  their  regulations,  or  if  needful,  amend 
them  according  to  the  model  of  the  other  congregations 
and  mifllons ;  but  particularly  to  examine,  whether  per- 
haps feme  baacfnl,  blaft  had  wafted  hither  too  any  of  the 
,  '  '  noxious 
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iioxious  feeds  of  thofc  fiftings  and  irregufarities,  which 
had  brokc-in  in  fevcral  congregations  for  fomc  years  paft, 
but  were  novsr  happily  eradicated.  This  could  not  be 
effe£tually  done  by  written  admonitions  and  refuutions, 
but  by  the  pc  fonal  interpofition  of  feme  refped^able 
labourer,  who  had  univerf^ly  remained  faithful  ^  and  was 
invefted  with  fpirit  and  power  *. 

Our  reverend  brother  Auguftut  Gottlieb  Spangenberg 
made  a  tender  of  his  fervice  for  this  bufinefs.  He  was 
lately  come  to  the  fynod  from  his  poft  of  many  years 
duration  in  America,  and  had  acquired  great  experience 
by  carrying  on  the  direction  arid  vifitation  of  the  congre- 
gations of  negroes  and  Indians  there.  But  when  he  was 
making  ready  for  his  journey,  his  wife  fell  fick,  and 
clofed  her  faithful  and  olefled  fervice  at  Herrnhut  i.  the 
jpring  1 75 1.  By  this,  his  departure  was  delayed  till  it 
was  too  late,  and  therefore  foon  after  he  returned  to  his 
poft  in  America. 

But  the  biftiop  Johannes  or  John  de  WattevilU  being  come 
back  in  1750  from  a  vifitation  in  North-America  and  the 
Weft-Indies,  where  he  had  regulated  upon  a  better  footing 
both  the  Indian  and  negro-congregations  j  he,  with  the 
confent  of  his  confort  the  countels  Benigna  dc  Zinzendorf 
and  her  parents,  undertook  in  this  year  1752,  the  Vifita- 
tion of  our  congregation  in  Greenland,    and  defired  for 
his   companion  the    miflionary  Matthew    Stach,   who 
was  then  in  the  Ordinary's  houfe  at  Weftminfl«r.     This 
brother  had  hitherto  fued  in  vain  to  the  HudfonVBay 
company  for  leave  to  preach  the  gofpel  to  the  American 
Indians  belonging  to  their  factories,  and  now  was  eagerly 
waiting  to  fee  what  would  come  out  of  the  commerce 
which  fome  merchants,  belonging  to  the  united  brethren 
in  England,  intended  to  fet  on  fooi^among  the  Efquimaux 
in  Terra  Labrador,  v^rith  the  previous  knowledge  of  the 
Board  of  trade  and  plantations.    But  as  this  undertaking 
was  deferred  ftill  longer  by  reafon  of  fcveral  intervening 
difficulties,  he  accepted  with  joy  an  intermediate  vifit  to 
his  old  beloved  Greenland,  and  haftned  to  Barby,  where 
^e  cxpefted  to  have  found  bilhop  Johannes.     But  he 

♦  But  here  I  muft  premife,  that  a  particular  grace  and  prefervation  of 
«ur  Saviour -had  prefided  over  theGreenlanders,  as  well  a«  the  other  heaO^ien 
congregations,  fo  that  little  w  nothing  of  this  delufive.  A>mt  was  foui^.d 
among  them. 
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bring  already  gone  from  thence,  he  ventured  tp  .nalf^j 
all  ipeed  after  nim  by  way  of  Stettin,  and  was  fo  fprtu- 
nate  as  to  crofs  the  Sal  tic  in  as  njany  hours  as  hp  hac^ 
been  days  the  preceding  autumn,  and  found  thq  Gjr<ren« 
land  ihipjuftrft^dy  to  Tail,  ^      .,

They  fet  fail  ^prd  a8  on  board  tbe  Brigitta,  captain 
Lars  Peterfen.  In  the  fame  Ihip  went  Mr.  Bruun,  his 
wife  and  her  fifter,  he  being  appointed  rniflionary  at 
Goodhope  in  Mr.  Drachart's  place.  I  y^ill  beg  leave  to 
introduce  once  a  fca-diary,  and  the  whole  prccefs  of  the 
Vifitation,  in  bifliop  Johannes's  own  words,  from  a  rela- 
tion fen  t  to  his  father-in-law  J  it  fhall  be  as  concife  as 
poffible,  and  I  flatter  myfelf  it  will  be  agreeable  to 
hiany.     He  writes  as  follows : 

'  "  May  I,  a  large  fleet  of  (hips  ran  put  from  Helfmgoer 
•*  with  us  J  we  counted  64.  Our  veflTel  out-ran  many, 
**  and  failed  by  them.  We  fteered  along  the  Swedish 
*'  coaft,  and  on  the  2d  were  near  Shaken  in  Jutland, 
and  fo  we  pafled  out  of  the  Cattegat  into  the  north- 
fea.  We  faw  great  (hoals  of  herrings,  which  heaped 
themfelves  in  the  fea  like  little  waves.  The  4th  we 
faw  the  coaft  of  Norway,  and  pafied  Lindefnefs. 
"*'  The  6th  we  lofl  fight  of  Norway,  and  the  oth  pafle^ 
Fairhill  ifland  near  Shetland,  and  of  cour(e  entered 
the  weft  fea.  At  noon  we  faw  the  ifland  l^uloe. 
Thefe  three  laft  days  we  had  a  fine  ea(l  wind,  with 
which  we  advanced  at  leaft  200  leagues.  The  14th 
we  had  a  pretty  hard  ftorm,  and  were  obliged  to  lie 
by  24  hours.  The  text  for  to-day  rpade  a  great 
impreflion  upoi^  us,  A£ts  xxyii.  23.  There Jiood  by  me 
this  night  the  angel  oj^  the  Lordy  who/^  I  am  an4  vfhom  I 
*i  ferve.  The  1 8th  we  pafled  the  place  wher?  the 
**  funk^n  Jand  of  Bu/s  lies.  There  is  aJ^jvays  a  very 
?*  hcdlow  r^ftlefs  fea  here,  and  commpply  a  fog,  therefore 
^*  the  feamen  dread  ftormy  >yeather  moft  in  this  place. 
**  The  2ift  being  Whitfund^y,  we  liad  a  hard  ftorm 
**  from  the  north-eaft,  \vhich  continue^  all  the  ^ree 
•*  holidays  with  only  a  few  hours  intermiiUpn  np\y  and 
•*  th^n;  however,  it  did  not  hinder  but  haftcn  us. 
**  ^p<Cprdj|}g  ;p  p.uf  reckoning  we  were  not  far  from 
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«  Statcnhopk.  The  5134  wc  overtook  the  twp  i^'ps 
**  bound  for  Djiko-Bay,  which  failed  8  days  before 
^n4  vifc  fpolfc  with  thein.    In  the  night  we  were 
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<(  obliged  to  lie  by  again.     The  24th  we  pafTed  Cape 

«*  Farewell,  ^d  entered  Davi^'s-Sti^its. 

**  M^y  3:5We  faw  the  firft  ice,  and  failed  between  Tome 

<*  pieces.    Tbc  27th  the  favourable  wind  we  had  haS 

"  hitherto,  twrned  againA  us,   or  was  very  flack.    We 

<<  tacked  backward  and  forw^d,   and  hi4  fuch  a  fog 

**  till  the  ift  of  June  that  we  could  otten  fcarce  fee  the 

«*  length  of  the  (hip  before  us.    MHicn  the  mift  di(- 

perfed,  we  faw  a  great  ifland  of  ic^  near  us,   and 

were  obliged  to  turn  the  (hip  about.    The  2d  v/e  got 

the  moft  favourable  fouth-wind,    but  could   make 

but  little  ufe  of  it,  for  the  3d  in  the  morning  we  were 

fo  impounded  with  ice,  that  we  favy  ho  op6ning  nor 

**  end  of  it  towards  eaft,   weft  nor  north  j    the  watf f 

**  being  open  no  where  but  towards  the  fouth.    The  <;t^i 

**  we  were  clofed  in  with  ice  on  all  fides,   and  plye^ 

•'  round  in  it  till  noon.    Among  the  reft,  we  came  nea^ 

**  to  one  mountain  of  ic?  that  pretty  much  refembled  in 

•*  form  and  Oze  the  iflajnd  Hwecn  between  Seeland  an^ 

**  Shonen.  At  length  we  faw  open  water  again  toward* 

fouth -vireft.     The  captam  made  a  bold  attempt  and 

failed  happily  through  the  fields  of  ice,  and  then  ^pt 

upon  the  tack  with  contrary  wind,   mift,  and  fnow 

till  the  II th,  trying  all  the  while  to  keep  clear  of  the 

ice,  which  at  Hrft  lay  only  on  the  north-eaft  of  u^y 

but   afterwards   alfo   on  the  W.  and   §.  W.    and 

ftraitened  us  more  and  more.     At  laft  we  perceived 

towards  the  S.  E.  an  opening  between  two  great  fields 

of  ice;   we  failed  into  it,    and   attempted  to  pafs 

through.    From  4  in  the  afternoon  till   ip  at  night 

we  failed  between  thefe  great  icy  ifland§,  apd  many 

**  thoufand  fmaller  pieces,  and  by  the  aid  of  the  %o\y 

"  angels  we  worked  our  way  at  laft  through  a  very 

narrow  paflage  into  more  room  j   yet  we  failed  the 

whole  night  and  till  the  next  afternpon  between  fmaller 

'*  fields  or  flakes.    It  is  certainly  a  very  kind  proyidcnjqe 

"  of  God,  that  there  is  fcar^<5  ^ny  night  about  this  tirsys 

*'  in  thefe  ftraits. 

•  .  -     <f  June 
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"  June  12,  in  the  morning  we  faw  the  firft  land,  and 
'*  about  nine  o'clock  wc  could  fee  the  tops  of  the  moun- 
**  tains  clad  I'n  fnow,  but  wc  were  ftill  above  twenty-four 
•*  leagues  off.  About  ten  o'clock  a  curious  phenomc- 
«*  non  prefented  itfelf  in  the  heavens,  viz.  three  parhclions 
*•  or  mock-funs,  and  at  the  fame  timc^  fix  circles  be- 
tween, near,  and  around  them.  None  of  the  navi- 
gators had  feen  any  thing  like  it  before.  Wc  had  a 
gentle  weft-wind,  and  aftcrw;»rds  a  brifk  fouth-wind. 
As  we  were  now  got  too  far  north,  we  were  obliged 
to  tack  about  on  the  13th  in  the  morning.  About 
eight  o'clock  we  made  tor  the  land  again.  The  cur- 
rent befriended  us,  fo  that  we  reached  the  outermoft 
iflands  by  ten  o'clock.  There  the  Hrft  favage  came  to 
us,  and  then  two  Greenland  brethren,  but  the  wind 
was  fo  ftrong  that  they  could  not  get  on  board.  It 
**  appeared  very  curious  tome,  when  I  faw  the  Grccn- 
landers  fwimming  about  the  fea  in  their  kajaks,  like 
ducks,  in^thc  midft  of  fuch  high  waves  and  hard 
winds,  and  withal  fo  fwift,  that  they  always  kept  be- 
fore, the  fhip,  though  they  were  often   half   under 
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''  Kookcerncn,  through  the  north-paflage  into  Ball's- 
**  River.  The  increanng  wind,  which  at  laft  grew  to  a 
'<♦  little  ftorm,  obliged  us  to  take  in  one  fail  after  the 
**  other,  and  yet  the  fhip,  with  one  half-fail  fpread, 
flew  by  one  id  and  after  another  like  an  arrow.  When 
I  got  the  firft  fight  of  our  dear  New-Herrnhut,  my 
heart  grew  exceeding  foft  and  the  tears  gufticd  into  my 
eyes.  I  had  a  particular  impreflion  of  our  to-day's 
texts;  the  watch- word  was  :  Upon  Mount  ZIon  Jhall  he 
<*  deKverance-,  ami  there Jhatl be  hoUnefs^  (in  the  German,  a 
**  fanSuary.)  Obad.  ver.  17.  '*  This  alfo  is  one  of  the 
**  mounts  of  the  Lord."  And  the  word  of  our  Saviour 
**■  was  Matt,  xxiii.  Js  a  hen  gathereth  her  chickem  under  her 
•*  vAngs.  This  was  juft  according  to  our  wilh  at  our  ar- 
^*  rival  among  thefe  bare  and  barren  mountains.  The 
*/  firft  fcripture-paflage  which  had  occurred  to  the  bre- 
**  thren  there  on  new-year's  day,  (not  having  yet  receiv- 
•«  ed  the  proper  annual  book)  was  Ifa.  Ivi.  8.  The  Lord 
"  C94  "U^hieh  gatbereth  the  out-cq/is  of  Jfrael,  faith :  Tet  will 

ii  Jga.' 
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«'  I  gather  others  to  hiniy  beftdn  thofe  that  are  gathered  unto 
«  him  *.  Abaut  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  we  came 
<^  into  the  haven  with  a  hard  wind  and  rain.  Scarce  had 
«*  we  dropped  anchor,  before  our  brother  Beck  came  on 
**  board,  the  reft  not  being  at  home.  1  was  juft  going 
*♦  up  the  fteps,  net  knowing  that  any  of  the  brethren 
**  were  come,  as  he  came  down,  and  thus  he  ran  into 
«*  my  arms,  anii  I  embraced  him  before  he  knew  who  I 
"  was,  but  when  he  looked  at  me,  he  was  quite  tranf- 
«  ported  with  joy,  and  began  to  weep  like  a  child.  TTiis 
"  fudden  commotion  of  icy  had  fuch  an  effect  upon  him, 
*«  that  he  loft  his  ague  diredlly,  from  a  fit  of  which  he 
**  was  then  jufc  rilen.  In  the  mean  time  the  (hip  was 
**  moored  with  a  cable  to  great  iron-rings  driven  into  the 
**  rock,  and  the  ftorm  rofe  to  fuch  a  degree  that  we  were 
«  obliged  to  be  drawn  aftiore  in  a  boat  with  a  rope. 
*'  Thus  we  fct  foot  o.^>  Greenland-ground  in  the  name  of 
"  Jerus,  and  walked  a  mih  to  New-Hermhut," 

§  3.  '"i'f-.,         '^ 

Now  before  I  relate  his  labour  among  the  Green- 
landers,  it  will  be  neceiTary  to  give  fome  account  of  the 
ftate  of  things  this  winter.  It  was  one  of  the  moft  dread- 
ful winters  that  ever  y.'as  known.  The  cold  was  perfeft- 
ly  horrible,  and  held  from  February  till  towards  Eaftcr 
with  little  intermiffion,  To  that  the  inlets  were  frozen 
over  and  blocked  up  with  ice  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  often- 
times not  a  kajak  could  ftir  in  the  water;  and  not  only 
fo,  but  the  weather  was  fo  unfettled  and  attended  with 
fuch  frequent  ftorms,  fnow  and  rain,  tint  thu  Green- 
landers  could  feldom  go  abroad,  and  when  they  did,  were 
not  fure  of  their  lives  one  day,  and  came  home  with  their 
hands  and  faces  frozen,  but  feldom  with  one  fmgie  bird. 
Yet  amidft  all  this  danger,  only  one  young  Greenlander 
was  carried  away  by  the  impetuofity  of  the  waves  in  % 
raonftrous  tempeft,  and  found  again  three  months  after  in 
his  kajak  half  devoured  by  the  ravens  and  foxes.     Jan.  8. 

*  The  brethren  did  not  receive  the  annual  book  for  this  yea»  till  tljjo 
(hip  arrived.  When  they  openel  it  amidft  the  joy  at  Ja}\annes's  arrival, 
they  caft  their  eye  upon  thofe  word?:  BlcJJid  be  God,  ivht  lati>  ftnr  lit 
gngtl,  and  tieijvered  his  fervanti,  T3tn.  iii.  184  "  Tkofe  who  for  hi*  dinn 
*'  their  Jifc  did  v^jilufc,  in  the  holy  war," 
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there  was  another  fuch  hurric^e  actoltipahibd  with 
lightening^  and  the  brethrch^  dwellin^-houfe  and  chapel 
was  very  near  being  thrown  ciown;  it  tbttered  ahdctdbk- 
ed  like  a  (hip  in  a  teriipcft.  A  ^ew  days  befote,  the 
Waves  had  Ihattcred  their  newahd  Ibgeft  bc^t  in  fuch  a 
violent  ftorm  as  none  of  them  had  ever  feen^  althoujrh  ft 
was  drawn  upon  land  and  tied  to  a  pdft ;  ithey  and  the 
Grecnlanders  ventured  fo  far  in  t6  favc  ir,  that  the  waVes 
went  over  their  heads,  aiid  ajfterwardi  they  had  fckns 
weeks  work  in  a  ftill  greater  cold  to  irepkir  it. 

And  yet  this  was  not  theii'  ^re^teft  diftreis.  A  nhd: 
fhockine  cold  followed,  Which  brought  the  pooi;  Green- 
landers  into  a  great  dearth  and  dkiigei-  of  perifhitig  by 
hunger  and  cold^  and  in  other  places  many  favages  actual- 
ly died.  Our  brethren  conftantly  let  one  cbttipany  o^ 
Grecnlanciers  after  another  come  by  tarnS  into  thefr 
rooms  to  warm  themfelves  throughly,  though  they  Wbul^ 
have  liked  better  to  have  had  train  to  give  them  al(b  for 
burning.  However  they  diftributed  dried  capelins  among 
the  poor  families,  and  when  they  were  fpent,  they  gave 
them  their  ftbck  of  peafe.  They  alfo  exhorted  the 
wealthy  Greenlinders  not  to  fliut  up  their  hearts  ^gainft 
their  poor  ()ij[lre(ted  brethren  and  fillers,  but  to  litipart 
what  they  had  to  them  as  long  as  they  had  ahV  thing  left, 
without  taking  thought  for  the  morrow.  This  incite- 
ment had  fuch  a  good  elFe^  at  leaft  among  the  cothmu- 
nicants,  that  it  heeded  no  repetition.  Now  and  then  the 
men  brought  Home  a  couple  of  birds,  and  towards  Eaf- 
ter  a  feal,  and  the  women  and  children  caught,  though 
rarely,  a  couple  of  little  fifhes  under  the  ice  j  and  by 
thefe  means  they  kept  themfelves  from  ftarving  till  the 
beginning  of  March,  when  there  was  fo  much  opening 
ip  the  Water  that  fome  of  them  could  make  their  way  to 
die  iflands.  But  moft  of  theih  came  back  foon,  becaufe 
there  was  lefs  to  be  done  there  than  here  becaufe  of  the 
bad  weather :  but  the  return  of  the  reft  was  cut  off,  part- 
ly by  the  cold  that  broke  in  again,  and  by  the  ice,  which 
ftretched  itfelf  within  and  without  the  land  as  far  as  the 
eye  could  fee,  and  partly  by  a  ftorm,  which  (battered 
moft  of  their  boats  to  pieces.  However  at  laft  they  were 
fetched  back. 
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Ifi  fuch  rigorous  ct.jumftances  the  ufual  meetiijigs 
could  feldom  be  kept  ^n  their  order,  ifor  eidier  the  in-, 
rious  weather  imprironed  them  all  in  their  houfes,  or  the 
feir  weather  (which  was  a  great  rarity)  enticed  them  all 
tofea.  But  few  as  the  opportunities  for  mutual  edifica-. 
tion  were,  yet  no  diminution  was  perceived^  iA  the  pro- 
grefs  of  Ac  inner  man  in  that  grace  which  exerted  itfelf 
powcrfjilly  every  where  and  in  all  cir9umftances.  It 
wasjufl  as  our  Saviour  faid,  Mark  iv.  26,  &c.  **  So  is 
*f  the  kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a  man  fhould  caft  ifeed  into 
"  the  ground,  and  fliould  fleep  and  rife  night  and  day^ 
"  and,  the  feed  fhould  fpring  and  grow  up,  he  knoweth 
**  not  how,"  becaufe  it  fell  on  good  ground,  where  the 
word  was  heard,  underftood,  chcrlihedin  a  good  hearty 
aitd  ipixed  with  faith.    «,.,..„,..     ^ 
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In  the  mean  time,  forbidding  2s  the  weather  was, 
^eir  viilts  to.  the  heathen  Were  not. quite  omitted.  lu 
January  they  viifited  at  Kangek.  There  were  always 
fdme  that  heard  the  word  with  attention,  and  gave  their 
aiTent  to  it,  |;|i9Ugh  but  few  had  fuch  hearts  an^  ears  as 
our  Lord  requires  ifor  the  reception  of  his  c*  d:rihe. 
It  was  obiferyed,  that  when  the  brethren  ufed  this  ex- 
preffioi^ :  "  He  hath  redeemed  «j,"  they  commonly  took 
it^  as  if  Chrift  died  only  for  us  Europeans ;  therefore 
they  were  obliged  carefully  to  fubftitute  for  yew,  but  (as 
the  Lutheran  catechifiri  fays)  this  alfo  requires  believing 
hearts.  An  old  grey-headed  man  bemoanfd  himfUC 
that  he  was  paft  learning  fuch  things  j  but  ho  was  told, 
that  he  need  not  fyftematically  learn,  but  only  believe 
them  J  for  his  going  to  our  Saviour  as  a  loft  man,  juft  as  he 
felt  himfclf,  and  his  afkinghim  for  abfolution  from  fin  and 
the  fulnefs  of  grace,  did  not  require  a  retentive  memory, 
nor  that  he  fhould  torture  his  brains  with  intcnfe  re- 
fle£iion,  no,  norhing  was  requifite  but  the  cries  of  un- 
aiFeiied  diftrefs,  and  an  upright  mind  to  be  let  free. 

One  brother  writes  thus :    *'  On  Sunday  I  had  firfl 

"  a  hearty  converfation  with  our  Gi'eenlanders,  after* 

wards  fome  of  the  favagcs  came  to  the  preaching, 

which  treated  of  the  happinefs  a  perfon  can  enjoy  here 

below,  if  he  believes  in  our  Saviour  and  loves  him 

"  abovQ 
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•*  above  all  things.  Then  I  aflccd  fome  men  who  had 
'*  been  long  convinced  and  ftirred  up,  what  it  was  that 
•*  hindered  them  from  furrendering  themfelves  up  to  our 
**  Saviour,  who  had  fpcnt  fo  much  upon  them?  For 
<«  a  good  while  they  evade t!  coming  to  the  point,  but  at 
•*  laft  they  made  a  confefiion  to  this  cfFaft,  that  they, 
*'  like  other  men,  let  themfelves  be  fooled  and  infatuated 
**  with  pleafure,  pride  and  avarice,  or  deterred  by  the  fear 
**  of  fhame,  or  the  cares  of  a  livelihood,  fo  that  the  word 
**  fhared  the  fate  of  the  feed  that  was  choaked  among 
•*  thorns.  I  told  them,  that  if  they  would  but  love  our 
*<  Saviour  above  all  things,  who  had  purchaied  them 
*'  at  fo  dear  a  rate,  the  efficacy  of  his  blood  would  ibon 
«  evidence  itfelf  fo  efFeftually  on  their  hearts,  that  they 
<'  would  be  able  joyfully  to  bid  adieu  to  luft,  pride  and 
*<  covetoufnefs,  becaufe  therefore  our  I^rd  was  cruci-^ 
«  fied. 

*'  The  24th  of  Jan.  we  vifited  in  five  houfes  further 
*<  north.  In  one  houfe  my  heart  was  quite  warm  and 
*^  my  mouth  quite  open,  becaufe  fome  d^rous  fouls 
•*  were  there.  But  in  another  houfe  they  were  perfeftly 
*'  infenfible,  and  though  they  underftood  what  I  faid, 
**  yet  they  made  as  if  they  had  no  ears ;  they  were  poor 
*'  deplorable  creatures  outwardly  and  inwardly. 

♦'  The  25th,  we  vifited  in  iix  other  houfes,  and  had 
**  an  opportunity  to  pourtray  before  the  heathen  their 
<*  Creator  and  Redeemer  in  his  crofs*s  attitude.  Moft 
«'  of  them  that  came  hither  laft  year  from  Statenhook, 
<*  were  more  defirous  of  bread  and  needles,  than  of  the 
*'  word  of  our  Saviour.  I  told  one  of  them,  thSt  I 
•'  wifhed  he  had  a  hunger  for  the  imperilhable  food; 
<*  he  entered  into  a  dialogue  with  me  about  it,  and  it 
♦*  was  very  near  turning  out  with  him  as  it  did  with 
•*  the  Samaritan  woman  at  the  well.  Some  old  Kan- 
**  germers,  who  have  made  too  light  of  the  thing  they 
*«  call  believing,  defired  to  hear  fomething  of  God.  I 
««  told  them,  they  knew  already,  that  God  had  made  all 
*'  things,  but  now  I  would  tell  them  fomething  more, 
**  viz.  that  the  Saviour  of  all  men  had  ftied  his  blood 
*'  for  them  alfo,  and  if  they  did  not  experience  this  in 
"  their  hearts  to  cleanfe  them  from  fin,  all  their  feigned 
♦*  believing  would  be  of  no  f^rvice  to  them.      Some 

wondered 
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"  wondered,  others  faid  in.  their  old  cold-hearted  way: 
"  we  believe  fufficlently."  We  fpent  the  night  with 
**  Anna's  brother  j  he  is  now  the  only  one  of.  the  late 
^<  Samuel's  relations  that  does  not  live  with  us ;  and  it  is 
'<  probable  he  will  not  be  able' to  reft  much  longer  among 
**  the  wild  natives,  for  every  creature  ahnolt  in  that 
"  houfe  is  convinced,  and  even  when  they  would  fall  aAeep, 
*'  they  are  continually  roufed  again  by  the  frequent  ex- 
"  citations  of  our  Greenlanders,  who  always  call  upon 
"is  them  when  they  go  by.  As  it  threatened  to  be  bad 
4*  'weather  again,  we  haftened  home  the  26th,  and  had 
*  the  pleafure  of  l>ringing  with  us  a  couple  of  fouls  more, 
"  who  had  a  deflre  of  living  with  us,  and  learning  to 
"  know  our  Saviour," 

At  another  vifit  made  in  April,  chiefly  for  the  fake  of 
the  baptized,  who  fojourned  at  Kangek  to  procure  food, 
they  found  but  few  favages  left,  moft  of  them  being 
driven  by  hunger  further  fouthj  but  they  found  ftifi 
fewer  whofq  hearts  and  ears  were  unclofcd.  An  unbap- 
tized  woman,  who  had  lived  once  before  with  the  bre- 
thren, got  leave  to  move  to  her  teachers  at  the  removal 
of  her  friends  to  the  fouth,  and  fome  of  thofe  were 
touched  too.  Before  they  went,  the  brethren  bought  their 
old  houfe  of  them,  to  fupply  their  want  of  fireing  with 
its  wood-work. 

At  a  third  vifit  in  Kookoernen,  they  fpied  the  fliip, 
but  duril  not  venture  from  the  iilands  becaufe  the  wind 
was  too  ftrong,  neither  did  they  get  home  till  the  day 
after  Johannes's  arrival  *.  Now  we  ihall  follow  the 
thread  of  the  diary. 

§  5. 

Biftiop  Johannes  continues :  "  The  firft  thing  was, 

"  to  hear  from  our  brethren  the  ftate  of  things  among 

**  the  Greenlanders  fmce  the  laft  fhip  failed.     Then! 

'*  and  Matthew  Stach  viHted  all  our  Greenlanders  in 
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*  Th»y  difpatched  Nathanscl  the  Greonlandcr  in  his  kajak  to  the  fhip, 
to  fee  who  was  come  in  her.  His  report  was,  that  he  fav/  Mathefetfoak 
[i,€.  the  tall  Matthew,  by  way  of  diltinftion  from  .nnoihcr  of  the  lame 
name)  and  fomebody  elfe  with  him,  who  looked  vtry  loving.  As  they 
were  going  home,  Nathanael  met  them  again,  and  flioutsd  to  them  with 
joy:  Johat:ties  jifferjok  t'shrarfufe,  *' Johonnps  the  bving,  i$  come  to  fee 
you."  Since  that  time  the  Greenlanders  hr?e  diftirjaiflied  him  hy  this 
epithet  from  othirs  of  thj  fame  r.;'.mc. 
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their  tents,  and  they  vifited  me  very  much  in  my 
room  to-day  and  the  following  days,  and  knew  not 
how  to  exprcls  fufficiently  their  joy  at  our  arri- 
val. 

**  In  the  evening  I  kept  the  ufual  meeting.    I  fpoke 
"  in  German,  and  one  of  the  brethren  tranflatcd  one  fcn- 
*'  tence  after  the  other  into  Greenlandifh,  and  we  con- 
**  tinued  this  method  the  whole  time  of  my  abode  here. 
•*  The  number  of  the  Greenlanders  prcfent  was  about 
**  150,  the  reft  were  cither  not  returned  from  the  csgK- 
''  lin  fifhery,  or  were  abroad  in  the  Sound  and  iflandi 
**  at  their  ufual  fummer-places.     I  cannot  exprefs  how 
*'  my  heart  felt,  at  the  frght  of  a  congregation  of  Jefus 
**  gathered  out  of  this  nation ;   and  many  a  tcW  was 
"  prefled  out  by  my  tendernefs  towards  them.     At  the 
"  fame  time  I  faw,  that  no  one  can  form  a  complete  idea 
of  the  Greenlanders  by  feeing  a  few  of  them  out  of 
their  own  land,  where  they  are  not  at  all  in  their 
right  element.     They  feem  to  rcfemble  very  much  the 
North- American  Indians,  they  are  of  the  fame  colour, 
and  cannot  well  have  come  to  Greenland  from  any 
•*  other  quarter  but  the  coafts  of  North-America.  Their 
*^  nature,  genius,  and  manner  of  life  diiiers  indeed  a 
<<  good  deal  from  the  Iroquois  in  Canada,  and  they  Have 
**  probably  a  nearer  fimilarity  with  the  Hudfon's-Bay 
"  Indians.     Our  Greenlaiiders  an-;  a  mixture  of  phleg- 
matic and  fangume,  but  the  Loquois  are  a  compo- 
fition  of  melancholy  and  choler.     The  latter  are  alfo 
more  grave,  and  not  fo  childifh  and  trifling;  as  mod 
**  of  the  Greenlanders  j  though  it  is  certain  there  arc 
feme  truly  folid,  manly,  Iteady  people  among  them. 
**  In  the  evening  we  Germans  itayed  a  good  while 
together,  and  then  I  read  through  the  diary  of  this 
year,   to  make  myfelf  rightly  acquainted  v/ith  the 
courie  of  the  Greenland  congregation. 
**  June  14,  I  kept  the  ijiorning-meeting  on  the  words : 
/  am  come  to  fend  fire  on  the  earthy  &c.  Afterwards  I  took 
*'•  a  view  of  the  country  round  New-Herrnhut.     No  one 
**  would  expe(ft  to  find  fuch  a  pleafant  place  in  fuch  an 
**  unpleafant  land.     The  country  confifts  entirely  of  bald 
*'  rocks,  thinly  interfperfed  with  fpots  and  veins  of  earth, 
♦*  or   rather  land.      But  our  houfe,  area,  garden,  &c. 
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**  look  very  regular  suid  decent,  and  fill  the  adjacent  land 
*'  rourtd  about  the  place,  where  once  not  a  blade  of  grab 
"'  grew  in  the  fand,  is  now  enrobed  with  the  mo& 
<<  beautiful  foliage,  fo  that  New-Herrnhut  mav  b» 
*<  called  a  ^den  of  the  Lord  in  a  moft  f  ightful  wiU 
**  dernc^i*. 

*^  While  we  were  thus  taking  a  furvey  of  the  coun** 
^*  try,  our  brethren  Boehnifli^  l^renfen  and  fiallenhorib 
*(  came  (ailing  home  from  the  Kookcerncn.  But  believe 
**  me,  you  will  fcarce  be  able  to  imagine  what  joy  we 
**  felt,  and  what  tears  we  dropped,  at  the  fight  of  eacli^ 
*'  other.  Many  Greenlanders  came  home  too,  and  I 
**  kept  them  another  difcourfc  on  the  yefterday's  word^r 
**  After  all  we  nad  a  ferious  converfation  atjout  the 
**  courfe  of  this  congregation,  which  was  ^he  bafi»  oj  all 
*'  our  enfuing  conferences,  and  hada,  bleffed  and  duxable 
cfFea. 

•'  The  15th  of  June,  wc  had.  rain  all  day.  I  begun 
to  employ  my  fpare  hours,  as  I  had  done  at  Stw 
Thomases,  in  bringing  the  church-regifter  into  order^ 
out  of  the  catalogues  of  thofe  who  were  baptizet*,  be» 
come  communicants,  married,  and  departed  this  h'T  ^ 
and  I  added  a  fhort  (ketch  of  the  courfe  of  life  LiA 
character  of  every  one  that  wa$  fallen  adeep.  It  wa» 
a  pleafant  work  to  me.  At  the  fame  time  I  read 
through  all  th^  diaries  from  the  beginning,  in  order 
to  obtain  a  connected  view  of  what  has  been  done 
in  this  million.  Mean  while  I  was  feldom  half  aa 
hour  without  being  vidted  by  the  Greenlanders,  ivha 
often  truly  refre(hed  me  by  their  friendly  mien  and. 
manner,  though  I  could  not  underftand  their  words«> 
i  kept  the  meeting  of  the  Greenlanders  as  I  mentioned 
before,  and  we  hs^  a  conference  which  lafted  till  one 
o'< lock  at  night.  /-^ti^nj-^.-.  '  .■ 

*'  The  1 6th,  1  went  on  board  the  (hip ;  after  that,  I. 
viftted  the  Miffionary  and  the  fai^or  with  much  plea- 
fure,  and  faw  the  regulations  at  the  colony,  and  the 
Greenlanders  there.  In  the  afternoon  we  fpied  a  (hip 
near  the  idands,  and  foon  after  a  Grcenlander  brought 
a  letter  to  the- brethren  from  captain  Jacob  Benzen, 
requcfting  them  to  come  to  his  .aflirtance.  They  went. 
•  I  rc'crve  the  maru  ample  dtftriptlor*  of  this  place  for  the  laft  book. 
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out  to  him  dire<SlIy  with  their  boat  and  fome  women's- 
boats  and  kajaks,  and  the  17th  they  towed  the  fhip 
"  into  the  harbour.  They  were  all  wet  with  rain. 
**  The  fliip  failed  a  fortnight  before  us  from  Copen- 
♦*  hager,  and  fhould  have  gone  to  Fredcric's-hope  the 
"  fouth-colony,  but  flic  loft  her  boat  and  fuftained  other 
**  damage  in  two  ftorms,  the  firft  at  the  funken  land 
**  of  Bufs,  and  the  laft  on  Whitfunday  near  Staten- 
**  hook,  which  laft  ftorm  wc  had  a  tafte  of  too.  Their 
**  kitchen  and  pump,  nay  every  thing  upon  deck,  was 
**  waftied  awav  by  the  waves,  fo  that  they  did  not  pre- 
"  fen'e  fo  much  a?  a  bucket  to  draw  water.  At  laft 
"  they  were  obliged  to  run  in  here  to  procure  affiftance, 
'*  Some  of  our  Greenlanders  brought  the  {hip  to  ah 
anchoring- place  near  Kangek,  for  which  and  other 
iervices  the  captain  fhewed  his  gratitude  very  genc- 
roufly. 

'*  June  18,  the  Sunday- meetings  were  In  the  order 
they  always  ufed  to  be.  In  the  forenoon  T  kept  the 
choir-meetings,  and  could  cxprefs  niy  heart  and  mind 
to  every  choir  plainly  and  fully.  In  the  afternoon  the 
'*  fcrmon  was  on  Ifa.  liii.  Surely  he  hath  borne  our  grief i^ 
**  &c.  Some  of  the  fhip's  crew  were  alfo  among  the 
"hearers.  In  the  evening  was  the  Liturgy  of  all  the 
*'  baptized  Greenlanders,  in  which  the  litany  was  pray- 
**  ed.  •  A  peculiar  grace  refts  upon  this  meeting,  and  it 
"has  fomething  divine  which  very  particularly  dif- 
*•'  tinguifties  it.  It  is  a  relpcftable  fight  to  fee  the 
Greenland  congregation  in  their  devotion  and  fuppli- 
cation,  and  this  opportunity  is  fo  important  to  them, 
that  it  is  principally  for  the  fake  of  it  that  they  come 
**  on  Sundays  frorrr  places  of  fix  or  ten  leagues  diftance, 
**  ^nd  nruft  often  fet  ofF again  in  the  night.  At  thecon- 
"  clufion,  I  prayed  with  them  on  our  knees  with  many 
"  tears.  When  the  words  that  clofe  the  Litany,  viz. 
**  O'er  all,  bleft  Lord,"  &c.  are  fung  choir-wife,  it 
**  founds  very  beautiful  and  grand  in  Greeniandifh,  and 
**  the  Greenlanders,  efpecialiy  the  fifters,  fmg  better 
"  than  one  would  imagine.  After  the  liturgy,  notice  was 
**  given  that  thf  communicants  would  do  well  to  be  at 
**  home  in  g(Jod  tin>e  this  week,  becaufc  they  woul'^  all 
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•*  be  fpoken  with  before  the  approaching  communion.. 
Oh  how  pleafed  did  they  look  at  hearing  this  ! 
'**  The  20th,  three  brethren  went  to  Kangelc  to  fetch 
wood,  which  they  had  bought  there.  The  reft  of  us 
vifited  fome  ftrange  Greenlaiiders;  and  fpoke  largely 
with  them  of  our  Saviour.  They  had  pitched  their 
tents  about  a  thoufand  paces  from  our  houfe,  whidi 
pleafed  me,  becaufc  by  this  means  they  give  us  lefs 
difturbance  th«n  might  be  expc»Stcd  fiom  fuch  wifd 
people.  My  heart  fek  jull  as  it  did  at  the  vifit  of  the 
Indians  in  Ndkopeko  on  the  Sufquehannah. 
"  The  2 1  ft,  many  Greenlanders  came  home.  I  made 
a  beginning'  of  fpeaking  with  them.  My  heart  was 
quite  aliye  in  it.  With  rel"pe6l  to  their  connexiQii 
with  our  Saviour,  they  exprelTed  thcnifclves  with  a 
true  feeling  of  their  hearts;  and  in  the  point  of  the 
I/ord'«-fupper,  with  more  plainnefe  and  reality  than  1 
expeded. 

The  22d,  I  faw  how  the  boys  exercife  in  their 
kajaks,  how  they  overfct  in  various  ways,  rife  again 
of  themfelves,  go  under  the  water  and  up  again  in  the 
midft  of  their  rowing,  and  perform  other  evolutions 
that  are  really  furprizing.  Our  brethren  train  up  all 
their  young  people  from  their  youth  to  manage  their 
kajak.  and  to  learn  thofe  exercifes  as  completely  as 
poffible ;  for  thofe  who  do  hot  learn  them  in  their 
youthv  never  acquire  them  afterwards,  or  at  leaft  with 
great  difficulty.  Another  thing  that  no  lefs  pleafe4 
me  was,  that  they  wean  their  people  more  and  more  . 
"  from  the  rein-deer  hunt,  and  encourage  them  in  fcal- 
**  catching,  which  has  good  confequences  many  ways. 
"  Our  Matthew  and  Johanan,  who  were  in  Europe, 
♦-'  are  good  earners,  are  both  now  married,  adapt  them- 
*^  felves  very  well  again  to  the  Greenland  way  of  living, 
and  are  inwardly  in  a  happy  track.  It  is  agreeably  to 
be  feen  on  many  occafions,  that  they  have  vifited  othtr 
congregations,  and  have  profited  by  it, 
*'  To-day  nine  women's-boats  of  our  Greenlanders 
came  home  j  in  fome  boats  there  were  ten  or  twelve 
people.  It  was  quite  delightful  to  fee  how  they  came 
rowing  along,  and  rejoicing  to  be  with  their  teachers 
In  the  mcetinc;  of  the  communicants,  one 
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**  who  had  been  excluded  for  feme  time,  was  abfolved 
'*  and  re-admitted,  at  which  he  fhed  many  teiu:s. 

•'  The  2:?d,  twenty  brethren  and  fiiwrs  who  were 
^^^  newly  propofcd  as  candidates  for  the  LordVfupper, 
**  were  fpoken  with  apart,  and  then  I  kept  them  all 
**  together  a  difcourfe  on  the  unfpeakable  favour  our 
*<  Saviour  had  intended  for  them  in  the  facrament  of  his 
**  body  and  blood.  Their  eyes  could  not  long  with- 
•*  hoi  a  from  tears.  We  a1fo  fpdce  with  thofc  that 
'*  were  propofcd  as  candidates  for  b^ptifm  and  re- 
*'  ception. 

*'  The  24th,  being  the  feaft  ofjchn  the  Bapttj/f,  was  a 
*'  happy  day  for  New-Hcirnhut,  on  which  flie  Lamb  of 
**  God  walked  very  gracioufly  and  glorioufly  in  his  con- 


C( 


gregation.  After  the  ufual  morning-devotion,  was 
*'  the  firft  meeting  for  the  Greenlanders  at  half  hour 
*'  after  nine;  there  *'e  above  three  hundred  prefent. 
**  After  an  extcnfive  oaptifmal  difcourfe,  the  candidates 
"  anfwered  the  queftions  afked  them  with  a  melted  be- 
"  lieving  heart.  Then  I  and  Matthew  Stach  laid  cur 
*^  hands  on  three  men,  and  claimed  their  fouls  from  all 
*'  demand  of  Satan  and  the  powers  of  darknefs  for  our 
**  Saviour,  to  be  the  eternal  reward  of  his  travail.  Then 
**  I  performed  the  baptifmal  rite  in  the  name  of  tjie  holy 
'*  Trinity  j  and  they  and  all  prefent  felt  how  powerfully 
*'  the  three  that  bear  witnefs  on  earth,  the  Spirit,  the 
**  water,  and  the  blood,  evinced  themfelves  in  this  mo- 
**  mcnt.  The  reft  of  the  labourers  imparted  alfo  their 
bleffing  tp  them  by  impofition  of  hands  and  the  kifs 
of  peace.  Dire<5lly  after,  a  Greenland  woman  was 
baptized  in  the  fame  order.  Their  names  arc,  JgHatks, 
yahi,  Solomon,  and  Elizabeth. 
*'  I  will  on  this  occafion  infert  the  Greenland  bap- 
"  tifmal  formulary :  Koiaukit  Jtatab  Niaruablo  Anmr- 
*'  nerublo  Jjunginnerum  Akkanut,  ^cfuh  Tokkaiami.  i.  e. 
**  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
*'  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  into  Jefus's  death. 

*'  Before  and  after  dinner  I  vifited  in  all  the  tents, 
<*  which  were  this  time  near  forty  in  number;  then  a 
few  were  fpoken  with,  who  arrived  fir'~e  yefterday 
evening.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached,  and  broflier 
John   Beck  tranflated  fentcnce  by  fcntence.     I  told 
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*  themthchiftory  of  John  the  Baptift,  cfpecially  how  he 
*'  pointed  to  the  Lamb  of  Cjod  who  taketh  away  the  l]n 
**  of  the  world.  At  the  conclufioii  three  catechumens 
^*  were  received  among  the  candidates  with  the  kifs  ot 
peace,  and  recommended  in  prayer  to  be  eftc«5tnall; 
prepared  for  holy  baptifm  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 
"  ooon  after  the  whole  congregation  aflenibled  to  thr 
Agape  i  we  had  brought  the  bread  for  it  from  Copci> 
h«gen.  A  good  deal  was  fpoke  of  our  voyage,  ot  the 
congregations  in  Europe,  and  of  thofe  among  the  hea- 
"  then  in  South  and  North-America,  &c. 

**  Afterwards  I  held  the  communicants  a  doctrinal  dif- 
**  courfe  at  l^gc  on  the  fubje£l  of  the  holy  com- 
"  munion^ 

**  About  fevcn  o'clock  was  tw^  ■  al  evening-meet- 
**  ing,  which  treated  of  John'  lea^  5  for  joy  in  his 
"  mother's  womb  at  the  babt  ^ei  ,s,  and  the  application 
*'  was  made  to  the  children,  a  '  to  all  our  hearts  in 
*'  general. 

*'  Afterwards  we  kept  th  'r^»er  of  the  Lord,  and  at 
"  the  conclufion  eight  brethren  and  twelve  fillers  were 
•'  confirmed  for  the  next  enjoyment  of  it.  But  it  is  not 
*'  in  my  power  to  defcribe  how  I  felt  at  this  firft  Lord's- 
"  fupper  with  the  Greenland  congregation. 

*'  The  25th,  the  meetings  were  ascuftomary  on  Sun- 
"  days.  Only  inftead  of  the  children's  meeting  we  kept 
''  a  blefled  love-feaft  with  all  our  baptized  children, 
♦*  whofe  numbers  were  forty-four  boys  and  thirty-four 
'*  girls.  We  catechifed  them,  and  they  anfwcred  tale* 
**  rably  well,  I  told  them  fopiething  of  the  children  the 
"  other  fide  of  the  ocean,  and  got  them  all  to  tell  me 
'**  their  names.  Directly  after,  the  mothers  came  bring- 
**  ing  their  fucklings  in  their  arms,  and  they  alfo  got 
**  their  (hare  of  the  yefterd^y's  love-feaft.  There  were 
**  twenty-fix  of  them,  I  begait  a  meeting  purely  for 
**  them,  which  will  be  continued  from  this  day  forward. 
"  Some  verfes  will  be  fung  for  the  children,  and  a  word 
"  of  exhortation  given  to  the  mothers.,  J  kifled  and 
*'  ble%(|  thofe  little  infants,  and  they  were  as  ftill  and 
*  pretty!">'is  little  angels  *.     I  then   preached  on  the 

*  It  ts  fomcthing  very  agrecaole  to  fee  fiich  a  coixjpanv  of  lltck  Green- 
land children,  and  there  have  been  many  lovely  examples,  how  out  of  the 
moutttf  of  babes  and  fucklings  our  Lord  has  prepared  UimfuU  praife. 

L  4  *'  words : 
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words :  Ow  of  the  foldltrs  with  a  fptar  pierced  his  fide^ 
and  forthwith  came  thereout  blood  and  water.  The  whole 
chapel  was  fo  full  of  Greenlanders,  that  there  was  no 
room  left.  '  ;'  '  • 

**  In  the  liturgy  of  the  baptized,  the  Litany  of  the  Life, 
fufFcrings  and  Death  of  Jefus  was  fung,  and  then  the 
congregation  prayed  on  their  knees.  Afterwards  we 
took  a  tender  leave  of  rnoft  of  them  for  a  few  days, 
bccaufe  they  muft  now  go  awiy  again  for  their  food. 
Our  brethren  looked  upon  it  as  fomcthing  uncom- 
mon, to  have  all  our  people  together  in  fuch  days  as 
thefe,  and  not  one  of  the  communicants  flayed  away ; 
which  is  rare  in  fummer,  for  that  is*  the  fcafon  when 
they  muft  lay  in  for  the  whole  year,  and  the  fummer 
is  very  fleeting  here.  But  in  winter  they  are  more 
at  home,  and  the  fillers  always. 
*i  To-day  we  have  naturalized  the  words  Communion 
and  Communicant  in  the  Greenland  language,  becaufu 
the  name  it  has  had  hitherto  was  improper,  and  jias 
occafioned  many  mifconftru£lions  among  thofe  whg 
have  not  yet  been  admitted  to  the  Lord's  fupper. 
The  above-mentioned  tv\'o  words  fult  very  well  with 
the  declenfions  of  the  language. 
*'  The  26th,  befides  the  current  Incumbencee,  we 
fpoke  with  feme  more  Southlanders,  fcveral  boats  full 
of  them  being  come  into  thefe  parts.  We  did  the 
fame  the  27th  with  an  old  man,  who  has  a  party- 
coloured  fkin,  viz.  brown  and  white  flripes  all  over  his 
body.  We  aUb  fpoke  with  a  Qrecnlander  from  the  eart- 
fide,  who  told  us  a  greaf  deal  of  that  country.  He 
fpolcc  a  dialecft  very  different  from  that  of  this  difl:ri<St, 
and  could  not  rightly  underftand  our  brethren.  7'here- 
fore  they  were  obliged  to  take  to  their  afliftance  two 
Grecnbnders  who  came  frojii  thefouth,  and  they  fpoke 
to  him  about  our  Saviour.  In  the  afternoon  I  took  a 
walk  eaftwards  over  fome  cliffs  and  valleys  to  Partridge- 
Hill,  where  our  brethren  get  many  partridges  in 
*?  winter  for  their  tabic,  though  they  Qoft  them  a  good 
"  deal  of  trouble  and  danger,  /  •.  •"  j. 

"  The  28th  they  began  to  cut  turf ;  thi?,  and  fearching 
for  wood,  are  two  of  their  moft  diiBcult  fummcr- 
cmploymcnts.     In  the  firft  years  they  had  turf  not  far 
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from  their  houfc,  but  now  they  arc  forced  to  co 
two  leagues  and  more  far  it.  I  went  with  them,  wc 
alfo  gathered  fome  wood,  and  came  home  again  in  the 
cvcnmg. 

**  The  29th  after  the  morning-meeting,  we  fpoke  with 
fome  ftrangc  GrcenlandCTs.  Great  numbers  of  them 
have  tome  here  of  !ate.  We  converfed  with  them 
ourfelves  firft  for  an  hdur ;  then  Andrew,  one  of  our 
Grcenlanders,  kept  them  fuch  a  folid  evangelical 
difcourfe,  that  my  heart  and  eyes  overflowed,  for  I 
got  our  brethren  to  tranflatie  it  to  me  unobferved  from 
word  to  word.  He  fpoke  of  our  Creator's  becoming 
man,  his  fufFcring  and  dying,  and  his  love  to  them, 
with  fuch  feeling  of  heart  and  connexion  of  matter, 
arid  f6  well  accommodated  to  the  conception  of  the 
ignorant  Grcenlanders,  as  I  could  by  no  means  expe£^, 
nay  I  wilh  mariy  a  one  in  Europe  the  fame  gift  when 
they  Ipejik  with  the  ignorant. 

**  The  Widow  Louiia,  who  had  long  been  2tffli(Slcd 
with  a  leprofy,  went  happily  out  of  the  world,  and 
hftr  remains  were  buried  to-day.  The  whole  congre- 
^ation  came  together  in  the  mcctinff-hall.  -I  kept  the 
furiferal-'difcourfe  on  thc'dcfirc  of  bcfievittrs  to  depart 
and  to  be'  with  Chrift';  then  the  corpfe  was  carried 
out  by  four  brethren.  The  Grcenlanders  made  a 
pretty  orderly  procdflion,  followed  in  pajrs,  and  form- 
ed a  circle  round  the  burving;-ground.  -* ' !'  '""•;' 
"  The  late  wid6w  Louifa  had  th6  le'pfdfy  upon  her 
beforfe  b^r  baptifm,  and  more  Grcenlanders  areinfefted 
with  it.  She  was  baptized  laft  year,  and  was  after- 
wards ieflored  fo  far  that  {he  could  go  to  the  meetings, 
which  was  a  great  joy  to  her.  Amidft  her  (harp  and 
lon<^  continuing  pains,  flie  comforted  herfelf  with  the 
pain  our  Saviour  had  endured  for  her,  and  fhe  looked 
out  for  her  call  h€;nce,  with  a  joyful  heart  and  an 
ardent  longing.    •^'-'t^3..f.^.v.^<^'^f|.!<?.rvT 

"  The  30th  they  went  in  our  boat,  accompanied  with 
eleven  Greenland  boats,  to  bring  home  the  turf. 
They  alfo  fought  for  wood  and  birds  eggs ;  eggs  arc 
a  good  part  of  our  brethren's  fuftenance  at  this 
feaibn. 
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**  July  I,  thfy  went  again  with  nine  womcn's-boau 
*'  to  fetch  tutf.  Some  days  ago  Enoch  and  Abraham 
**  were  fent  expie(s  by  the  merchant  to  Frederick-hope, 
'*  to  acquaint  that  colony  of  the  arrival  of  tbeir  (hip 
^  here ;  :^nd  to-day  they  came  iafe  hack  in  their  kaiacks. 
<'  Ycfterday  and  to-day  ten  more  boats  of  (outhlandcrs 
**  came  here  in  their  way  to  the  north.  It  is  really  a 
'*  matter  of  importance,  that  they  commonly  halt  and 
**  reft  here  awhile,  and  thus  give  us  an  opportunity  of 
**  preaching  the  gofpel  to  them. 

*»  Sunday  July  2»  being  the  Vifitation  of  Mary,  the 
**  fcrmon  was  on  the  words :  Looking  unto  Jtfus.  Many 
**  flrangc  ibuthlandcrs  were  among  the  auditory.  In  x 
**  difcourfe  to  the  communicant*  on  the  words  :  ^ioft  m 
*'  ye  tat  this  bread  and  drmk  this  cup^  ye  dojhew  the  Lord's 
**  death ;  an  edifying  carriage  towards  the  poor  fouth- 
**  landers  was  fpoken  of,  as  a  great  many  are  now  here 
*'  on  a  vifit. 

•  *^  The  3d,  the  brethren  brought  away  the  laft  of  their 
*'  provifion  from  the  (hip.    The  unloading  and  landing 

*  from  thefhip  on  the  rocks,  where  the  ftream  com- 
<*  monly  fwells  very  much,  is  a  daneerous  work.  They 
*'  alfo  began  to  cut  their  turf  fmall,  and  dry  it  upon 
**  the  rodb ;  thty  have  upwards  of  twenty  boat;  full. 

^<  The  4th,  95  I  had  a  great  defire  to  fee  as  much  of 
*'  the  way  of  living,  and  nature  of  Greenland,  as  I  could 
*'  in  the  neighbourhood  j  and  as  almoft  all  our  GrecA" 
**  landers  were  out  in  purfuit  of  their  livelihood  ;  I  went 
f<*  with  fome  of  our  brethren  to  Kobe-Inlet.  We  took 
•*  a  view  jof  the  Salmon-Brook  there,  and  afcended 
"between  the  mountains  till  we  had  a  profpeft  of 
•*  A,maralik-Bay,  We  llept  the  night  in  a  Greenland 
**  tp^t.  Thi?Te  tents  are  bqyond  comparifon  more  con- 
^'  yc,iiiient  aind  better  regulated,  than  thofe  m»«.^e  yfe  of 
«  in  the  woods  of  Pcnfylvania,  ..  .  ,1/  H.    , 

*'  The  5th,  we  turned  to  the  left  over  the  mountain^ 
^*  .till  wc  could  il*e  thp  arm  of  Ball's-Rivcr  that  goes  to 
**  PliTikfarbilc.  We  fawalfo  Kook-Inlet,  and  innunitr- 
.*•  able, ice-plains  and  mountains  .covered  with  fnow. 
I  .*'  Tt^c^th,  p,bf)ut  one  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  r ow- 
*^«  ed  back,  and  came  home  about  nine.

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*'  The  7th  a  daughter  of  the  miflionary  Boehniik  was 
*<  baptixed,  and  galled  Jgpus,    The  grandmother  of  the 
"  child,  who  was  midwife  to  her  daughter,  brought  it 
**  into  ihe  meeting-hall,  and  the  Greenlander  Judith 
<*  held  it  at  the  baptifm.    Afterwards  we  vifited  tl;e  fick, 
'*  and  Grangers,  and  found  open  ears  in  fonnc  tent«« 
'<  Their  qucdions  and  their  converfation  was  vary  Am- 
*'  pie,  and  in  general  they  did  not  Teem  unfit  for  the 
**  kir^om  of  God.     In  the  cvcBing  I  kept  a  dlfcourfe 
•*  on  the  word  of  the  day,  Ezek,  xxxvi.  10.    /  wiii  mul" 
**  tiply  tfun  upon  ytu,  Isfc.  at  which  many  ftraogers  were 
♦*  preient.    Our  conference  to-day  treated  of  the  month- 
*'  ly  congregation-day,   the  Sunday's  folemnity  as  well 
**  in  fummer  as  winter,  reception,  baptifm,  the  needful 
circumfpedtion  in  winning  unbelievers,  &c. 
«»  The  8th,  Boaz  brought  the  corpfe  of  bis  Uttle 
daughter,   who  departed  a;t  Kookoernen  Hk  laaguet 
from  hence,  that  it  might  be  buried  among  the  believ  ers» 
I  kept  the  funeral  diicourfe  on  the  happioefs  of  thofe 
*'  children,  who  being  waflied  in  the  blood  of  Jefus, 
appear  in  white  robes  before  the  throne  of  the  Lamb. 
Many  people  being  gathered  together  on  account  of 
the  congregation-day  to-morjgw,  we  took  this  oppor- 
*^  tunity  to  fpeak  with  the  baptized  who  do  not  yec  go 
f  *  to  the  Lord's  fupper. 

*'  Sunday  the  9th,  in  the  morning  many  boats  more 
*<  came  home.  About  nine  o'clock  I  held  a  difcourfe  on 
*^  the  communion  betwixt  our  Saviour's  people  all  over 
^'  the  world,  and  of  the  deAgn  9/  our  congregation-day«. 
**  Then  feme  tranflated  letters  of  the  Indians  in 'North- 
America  were  read.  In  the  fecond  and  third  parts  of 
the  congregation-day,  a  diary  of  the  Indiao3  nt 
Gnadenhutten  in  Penfylvania  was  read,  (tranflatlng  it 
off  hand)  and  I  interfperfed  many  little  anecdotes  and 
*'  explanations  y^hich  were  agreeable  to  the  Green- 
landers,  Between  the  fecond  and  third  parts,  |he 
Angle  brethren  and  boys  had  a  Ihort  difc  'ur(e  kept 
them,  and  were  divided  into  clafTes.  Then  was  the 
fermon  on  the  to-day's  text :  Becaufe  thou  haji  kept  the 
word  of  my  patience  *f  &c.  which  was  a?tcnde<^  with  a 
particular  demonftration   of    re  Spirit    ar      wwer, 

*  JLc  author  renders  it,  paflion  or  fu(}'ering. 
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•*  After  that,  the  Tingle  fillers  and  girls  were  alfo  made 
**  acquainted  with  their  clafles.     When  the  third  part 
**  was  ovcr^  two  boys  were  baptized.     Then  the  congrc- 
*'  gatjon  aflembled   to  their  Sunday's  liturgy,  at  which, 
'*  it  being  congregation-day,  the  following  occurred,  i.) 
**  I  held  a  difcourfe  on  the  words  :  De/irg  the  fmcere  milk 
**  of  the  iuord^  &c.  wherein  I  heartily  begged  the  bap- 
**  tized  that  arc  not  communicants  as  yet,    to  imbibe 
**  with  a  hungry  heart  the  nourifhment  which  the  Holy 
**  Ghoft  tenders  to  their  inner  man  under  the  preaching 
**  of  the  gofpel,  as  wholefomc  milk,  till  he  has  prepared 
■*'  them  to  be  partakers  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Jefiis  in 
the  holy-  facramcnt.     It  was  a  needful  exhortation, 
becaufe  many  who  were  not  yet  ripe  for  it,  had  enter- 
tained premature  cxpe<Slations  of  the  Lord's  fupper. 
2.)  Notice  was   given j  that  there  will  be  a  mornihg- 
meeting  for  the  baptized  every  day,  but  the  cVehing 
liturgy  would  be i kept' only  for  the    comtnurticants. 
3.)  In  a  fhort  difcourfe  I  explained  the  offitcs  of  the 
church  to  the  Greenlanders  according  to  their  capacity, 
and  then  our  dear  brother  John  Scercnfcn  was  ordain- 
*♦  ed  a  deacon  of  the  brethren's  church,  and  at  the  fame 
**  time  bad  bleflingwiftied  him  to  his  fteward's-charge, 
•*  4.)  We  acquainted  the  cojigreg^itiori  that  vw  would 
**  hereafter  make  more  ufe  than  we  had  done,  of  fuch  of  our 
**  Greenland  brethren  as  our  Saviour  has  qualified  to  be 
*•  our  helpers  in  keeping  meetings,  &c.     Laftly,  part  of 
**  the  litany  was  prayed,    and  thus  we  concluded  this 
*'  day  of  the  Lord,   a  day  of  extraordinary  Meffing  for 
**'  the  Greenlanders.  '"1   ^ 

*'  July  16,  we  profecutcd  Our  ufual  manual  and  fpiri- 
**  tual  labour,  and  alfo  had  feme  convcrfation  with  fome 
**  ftrangc  Greenlanders.  And  as  we  received  from  thefe 
**  people  the  firft  account  of  the  eaft-fide,  or  what  they 
*'  call  the  old  loft  Greenland,  I  committed  its  contents 
to  paper*.  Mi^nvi-jfji       •'vyvi     ■t'ivxirr^i^  " 

**  The  nth,  I  went  with  forne  brethren  toKannelfut, 
four  leagues  off,   fituated  the   other  fide  Ball's-River. 
*'  It  is  a  tracH:  of  firm  land,  thit  does  not  rear  itfelf  into 
**  fuch  high   mountains,    but  cnly  rocky   hills,    inter- 
fperfed  with  large  plains,  rivers,  pools  and  fine  giafs- 

*  This  account  has  airtadj-  been  infcrtcd  in  B.  IV.  ^  10. 
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**  plots,  fo  that  in  fummer  it  yields  you  an  agreeable 
"  fruitful/cene.  .  Only  about  this  time  it  is  infefted  with 
"  fuch  a  vaft  fwarm  of  mufkitto's,  that  they  are  not  near 
*<  (o  troublcfome  in  St.  Thomas's,  nor  in  the  Jerfeys 
«'  near  Delaware-River.  Our  brethren  had  formerly 
"  their  beft  reindeer  hunt  in  thefe  parts,  but  they  arc  fa 
«*  dimini/hed  every  where  fmce  the  Grecnlandcrs  have 
•*  procured  fo  many  guns,  that  a  reindeer  is  now  a 
"  rarity.  Here  is  alfo  a  good  falmon-fiihery,  and  the 
♦♦  brethren  have  fometimes  taken  from  4  to  600  falmon- 
*<  trout  in  their  net  at  one  draught.  We  found  fomc  of 
«  our  Greenlanders  there. 

**  The  13th,  the  remains  of  the  fmglc  fifter  Maachah 
*'  were  brought  hither  and  interred.  She  came  here 
«*  with  her  brother  Laban  in  1747,  was  baptized  1750, 
"  and  at  the  laft  Lord's-S upper  (he  was  confirmed  for 
**  the  next  participation.     Laft  funday  {he  was  here  at

all  the  meetings.  When  fhe  was  going  back,  fhe 
complained  of  a  head-ach,  faid  (lie  thought  (he  (hould 
go  fiome  to  our  Saviour,  arid  rejoiced  at  the  profpedt. 
At  the  fame  time  (he  loft  her  fpeech,  and  her  foul 
■went  to  the  church  triumphant. 
*'  The :15th,  we  kept  a  conference  about  the  Green- 
land heipers.  I  looked  upon  it  as  a  detriment,  that 
fo  few  Greenland  helpers  are  trained  up,  and  even 
thoTe  that'  are,  fo  little  ufed.  ^lu-. 

**  The  i5th,  befides  the  current  Sunday .jireetings, 
**  which  the  Greenlanders  came  to  in  flocks,  we  had  an 
"  interview  the  firft  time  with  the  Greenland  helpers  ; 
"  they  were  eleven  brethren  and  twelve  fifters.  We  in^ 
ftru<Sled  them  iii  the  aim  and  incumbencies  of  thlo' 
office.  They  foon  came  into  a  pretty  method,  and  uttered 
various  obfervations  and  hints,  from  whence  we  faw 
they  had  a  qualification  for  the  employment.  The 
preaching  was  from  thefe  words :  Hts  blood  fpeaketh 
letter  things  than  that  of  Abel.  Afterwards  three  pair 
were  promifed  in  marriage,  and  at  the  liturgy  of  the 
congregation  they  were  publicly  mentioned,  and 
recommended  to  their  remembrance.  Then  notice 
given  to  the  communicant'?  of  the  approaching 
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"  The  17th,  WQ  got  our  Matthew  Kajamak  to  keep 
the  morning->meeting  the  firft  tinoe.  He  fpoke  with 
heartinefs,  energy,  and  fotidhy. 
**  The  1 8th,  I  made  another  little  tour  to  fee  the 
country.  Firft  we  failed  four  Icr*gues  to  Kangek.  It  is 
the  outermoft  land  towards  the  fea,  where  fome  winters 
feveral  hundred  Greenlanders  dwell,  moftly  South- 
**  landers,  who  are  frequently  vifitcd ,  by  the  brethren, 
**  and  by  that  means  our  Saviour  has  gathered  in  many 
*<  a  one  as  the  fruits  of  his  travail,  and  almoft  all  the 
<*  Greenland  families  now  living  at  New-Herrnhut,  dwelt 
at  leaft  one  winter  ther,e,  and  were  awakened  by  the 
preaching  of  the  gofpel.  I  counted  fourteen  large 
Greenland  winter-houjfes.  We  loaded  fome  wood, 
which  the  brethren  had  bought  of  fome  Greenlanders 
that  had  removed  their  quarters  i  then  we  rowed  along 
the  coaft  to  Hope  liland,  where  the  colony  Good-hcpe 
ftood  from  1721  to  1729;  and  at  I  aft  we  came  back 
through  Nepifet*founa.  This  is  a  narrow  chamiel 
between  the  main  land  and  the  iflands,  where  the 
tide  enters  on  both  fides,  and  carries  in  many  feals 
with  its  rapid  current.  The  water  is  fo  Aiallow,  that 
one  may  fee  the  bottom  almoft  every  where,  and  there- 
fore it  is  a  very  good  place  for  iifhing.  For  this  «ea<- 
fon  z  vaft  many  Greenlanders  refide  here  in  fiunmer 
and  autumn,  and  it  has  been  obferved  that  fince  fo 
many  have  fettled  in  thefc  parts,  the  feal-catchtng 
has  been  much  more  profperous  and  commodious  than 
before.  We  viGted  two  fick  Greenlanders,  and 
came  home  in  the  eleventh  hour,  having  failed  at  leaft 
twelve  leagues. 

'*  The  19th  and  20th,  our  brethren  worked  about  tlieir 
turf. 

*'  The  2ift,  the  Greenlanders  began  to  come  together 
for  Sunday.  Three  boats  came  from  the  Kookcernen, 
and  five  from  the  Sound.  Thefe  laft  brought  the 
corpfe  of  the  boy  Conrad.  He  was  baptized  the  fixth 
of  January  this  year.  A  diforder  in  his  head  haftened 
his  departure.  During  his  ficknefs,  he  fpoke  of  our 
Saviour  to  the  joy  of  all  the  brethren  and  fifters.  The 
funeral-difcouife  was  on  his  favourite  verfe :  *'  The 
Saviour's  blood  and  rightcoufncfs-— my  fin'ry  is,   my 
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«  wedding  drefs,"  &c.  In  the  evening  the  communi- 
*^  cants  were  acquainted  that  the  Lord's-fuppcr  would  b^ 
*'  tO'inorroW)  and  a  bleiTed  diCcourfe  was  kept  them  rela- 
"  tivetoit, 

•'  The  22d,  we  fpoke  once  more  with  the  candidate^ 
**  for  the  Lord^s-fupper,  and  reminded  them  of  the  great 
«  grace  our  Saviour  intended  them  to-day.  They  let 
•*  their  love-tears  flow.  At  the  agape  I  faw  all  the 
<*  cmnmunicants  perfon  by  perfon,  and  faid  a  word  or 
**  two  to  one  here  and  there.  Then  the  corpfc  of  the 
•*  married  fitter  Regina,  Nathan's  wife,  was  depofited 
**  in  its  refting-place.  She  was  baptized  but  the  28th 
•*  of  laft  November,  and  fince  then  has  gone  on  in  an 
••  uninterrupted  courfe  of  grace.  Afterwards  was  the 
abfolution,  and  then  the  holy  communion.  Twenty 
brethren  and  fillers,  who  were  confirmed  at  the  laft 
Lord^s-fupper,  were  partakers  of  it  the  firil;  time  to- 
day, having  been  previoufly  blefled  with  impofition  of 
^(  hands,  ancT  ten  new  candidates  received  the  kifs  of 
<'  peace  as  a  feal  that  they  may  approach  the  next  time 
*'  widi  us  to  the  holy  facrament.  Two  fick  perfons  had 
*'  their  portion  carried  them  in  their  tents.  Our  hearts 
and  eyes  ftreamed  over ;  and  as  our  departure  will  ibon 
draw  nigh,  I  felt  fuch  an  attachment  to  this  dear 
Greenland  congregation,  with  whom  I  have  now 
twice  communicated,  that  I  am  at  a  lofs  how  to  utter 
it. 

"  Sunday  July  23,  In  the  Greenland  morning- 
meeting,  part  of  the  litany  of  the  life  and  fufFerings  of 
Jefus  was  fung.  Then  we  had  a  blefled  interview 
with  our  Greenland  helpers,  and  committed  to  them 
the  overiight  of  our  people  when  they  are  abroad. 
The  brethren  efpecially  were  defired  to  ke^  a  meeting 
every  evening  in  their  tent,  and  not  only  to  let  our 
Greenlanders  come  to  it,  but  alfo  the  heathen  if  they 
would.  They  accepted  it  with  willingnefs  and  hu- 
mility. Then  we  kept  the  choir-meetings  in  their 
ufual  order.  I  kept  to  the  married  choir  a  difcourfc 
concerning  matrimony,  and  after  a  prayer,  three  couple 
were  joined  in  marriage  by  the  brethren  Stach,  Beck, 
and  Boehnifh ;  we  have  well-grounded  hopes  that  they 
^*  will  be  a  real  joy  to  us  and  our  Saviour.     The  married

*'  choir  here  is  tnat  of  the  p;r£aietc  importance,  and  has 
the  inoft  truity  people.  At  pr-!ent  there  arc  forty-eight 
couple.  There  are  but  two  widowers,,  but  the  widows 
amount  to  forty.  Among  thefe  arc  many  lovely  people, 
but  there  are  alfo  fome  with  whom  it  does  not  go  far, 
and  who  have  fome  favage  unfeimlineflfes  ftill  remain- 
ing, yet  there  is  hope  that  they  will  depart  once  hap- 
pily out  of  this  world  relying  on  the  merits  of  Jefus, 
which  has  however  engaged  their  hearts.  Th'  finglc 
fifters  choir  is  alfo  above  forty  in  number.  They  have 
fuch  an  adlive,  briflc,  refolute  difpofition,  that  zl  firft 
view  one  would  think  it  fuited  better  for  thf-  male  fex. 
But  this  is  owing  to  their  ma;iner  of  life,  bficaufe  they 
muft  difpatch  a  great  tie:il  of  labour,  that  in  other 
**  countries  falls  only  to  the  men's  fharc,  as  rowing,  car- 
*'  rying  burdens,  building  houfes,  &c.  They  are  alfo 
very  much  difpofed  to  Dear  their  teftimony  of  the  gof- 
pel  to  the  wild  women,  by  which  many  a  female  fa- 
vage has  been  von,  aiul  afterwards  the  man  by  his 
wife.  The  fingle  brethren-  arc  but  about  thirty,  and  fuch 
as  aire  full  grown,  fcarcc  twelve.  There  are  fome  folid 
people  among  them.  . 

**  After  the  preaching  on  the  words  :  Yejhall  bewttnejfet 
unto  me^  &c.  a  m.arricd  woman  and  a  boy  was  baptized, 
and  then  a  widow  received  among  the  candidates  for 
baptifm.  In  the  meeting  of  the  married  people,  five 
Greenland  pairs  received  the  church's  bleffing  for  their 
n  \rried  Hate  entered  upon  before  their  baptifm,  in  pur- 
Tuance  of  a  commendable  cuilom  begun  for  fome  time 
by  the  brethren. 

*'  The  24th,  the  three  brethren  married  yefterday,  kept 
a  farewel  meal  with  the  fingle  brethren,  as  did  the 
fifters  with  their  choir.  At  a  houfe-conference,  an  in- 
ventory was  taken  of  what  the  brethren  and  fifters  will 
want  from  Europe  next  year. 

**  The  25th,  our  Greenlander  Tabea  returned  from 
the  north  with  two  of  the  traders.  She  has  been  long 
repudiated  by  her  hufband,  and  now  went  to  fetch 
her  fon,  for  according  to  the  Greenland  rule  iill 
the  children  belong  to  the  mother.  She  gained  her 
point  happily. 
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''  The  26th,  many  Grcciilanders  went  away  to  their 
places  abroad,  becaufe  it  promifed  fair  weather  again 
*'  after  feveral  days  rain.  Hitherto  it  hasfnowed  at  lead 
*'  once  a  week,  and  been  fo  cold  at  thofe  times,  that  we 
"  could  very  well  bear  our  funs.  A  Greenland  helper 
"'  kept  the  morning-meeting  again.  It  is  of  moment  to 
'*  the  Greenlanders,  when  a  brother  of  their  own  nation 
keeps  them  a  meeting  now  and  then. 
"  The  28th,  the  brethren  went  in  fearch  of  wood. 
After  the  evening-n^peting  was  the  Greenland  helpers 
"  conference,  in  which  fome  brethren  who  had  been 
"  abroad  for  fome  days,  told  us  how  the  meetings  they 
"  had  kept  there  had  gone  on,  how  happy  they  were 
"  when  they  met  thus  together  before  our  Saviour,  and 
"  that  feveral  (tranters  came  too. 

**  Sunday  30th,  the  choir- meetings  could  not  be  kept 
'*  on  account  of  a  violent  rain.  Therefore  I  held  in  the 
room  thereof  a  general  difcourfe  of  the  chara6ler  of 
each  choir,  and  how  every  individual  perfon  may  re- 
fpedtivcly  make  a  beneficial  ufe  of  the  names  the 
fcripture  applies  to  our  Saviour,  as  Beloved  or  Friend, 
Brother,  Bridegroom,  Hufband,  &c.  The  public  fer- 
mon  treated  of  the  converfation  cur  Saviour  had  with 
Mofes  and  Elias  concerninj-j  his  fufFerings. 
"  The  31ft,  and  following  days,  I  employed  T;y 
leifure  hours  in  revifing  the  Greenland  hymn-^oo;- 
and  to  that  end  let  every  line  be  tranflated  wor  by 
word,  to  fee  if  the  fenfe  had  been  rightly  exprtiVcd. 
The  Daniih  catechift  Berthel  Larfen,  who  hath  ac- 
quired an  extraordinary  readinef-  in  the  language, 
favoured  us  with  his  afllftancc  n  this  work,  wl.cn 
he  coald  be  fpared,  and  many  amendments  were 
made. 

**  Aug.  1,  feveral  of  our  Greenlanders  wrote  letters 
to  Europe.  Some  were  their  own  fcribes,  and  others 
"  diiSkated  to  the  brethren,  w  -o  .tranflated  their  words 
into  German.  My  laft  inftru(Slioni»,  which  the  Ger- 
man brethren  had  defired  of  me,  were  read  over  at  a 
conference,  and  fome  illuftrations  made. 
"  The  2d,  I  took  a  friendly  leave  at  the  colony. 
Afterwards  I  kept  a  farewel  love-feaft  with  our  Ger- 
man brethren  *nd  fiftcn;.  W-  had  an  agreeable  con- 
VoL.  II.  M  "  verfaiion 
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•*  verGation  concerning  the  thoughts  of  peace  our  Sa- 
•*  viour  had  in  behalf  of  Greenland.  And  as  we. had 
•*  fpokc  with  fo  many  Southlandcrs  for  Ibme  time  paft^ 
"  we  had  a  thought,  whether  it  would  not  be  cxpcdi, 
'*  ent  to  fettle  once  a  miffion  further  fouth,  or  even  on 
**  the  eaft-fide*. 

"  Aug.  3,  our  ba£;gage  was  (hipped.  Of  late  but 
•*  few  Greenlanders  had  been  at  home,  but  now  they 

came  dropping  in  to  the  celebration  of  Sunday,  and  at 

the  fame  time  the  congregation -day. 

"  The  5th,  we  had  a  vilit  of  fome  of  the  traders, 
**  who  gave  us  a  relation  of  feveral  barbarous  ads  of  the 

northern  Greenlanders.  Among  the  reft,  the  weil- 
*'  known  Angckok  and  murderer  Ttttamak  has  been 
"  killed  by  his  own  relations.  In  1746  when  the  brc- 
•*  thren  Beck  and  Soerenfen  performed  that  dangerous 
"  voyage  from  the  north  toNew-Herrnhuth  in  their  own 
*'  boat,  this  man  was  touched  by  the  tcftimony  of  Jcfus, 
*'  accompanied  them  as  pilot,  and  rendered  them  many 
**  fervices  amoi.g  the  wild  murderous  Greenlanders.  The 
*'  next  year  he  imd  feme  more  families,  that  had  been 
'*  won  by  the  gofpel  on  this  voyage,  came  to  the  bre- 
*'  thren,  and  Ue  was  often  very  much  affe£led.  But  as 
**  there  wer''.  fome  in  this  neighbourhood  that  lay  in 
**  wait  fo''  his  life,  he  removed  again  from  hence,  prac- 
*'  tifed  his  old  trade  again,  and  at  length  received  his 
*'  juft  revard  f.  In  the  Greenland  conference  to-day 
**  thehelpcjs  gave  us  a  full  account  of  the  nature  and 
"^  quality  of  the  fouth-country.  Almoft  all  our  Green- 
•'  landers  carne  out  of  that  territory.  The  firftling,  our 
,*'  late  Samuel  Kajarnak,  by  the  vifit  he  made  thete  after 
'^'  his  baptifm,  drew  a  train  of  three  or  four-hundred  fouls 
*'  after  him,  who  all  forfook  their  native  country,  and 
"  live  now  n  New*Herrnhuth ;  but  yet  they  have  an 
*^  ardent  defi  .e,  which  they  often  utter,  th?it  the  brethren 

*  Thcfe  were  f>ia  defidena,  which  at  that  time  they  faw  no  poflibih'ty  of 
accotr^liHiing.  And  no  one  would  haye  believed,  that  Matthew  Stach  fix 
years  after,  when  he  fcemed  to  be  quite  out  of  the  Greenland  matters, 
would  eftablifli  a  new  miffion  40  leagues  fouth,  and  that  it  would  advance 
as  far  in  the  firft  four  years  as  New-Herrnhuth  did  in  the  firft  fourteeni 

j[  His  chiJjren  were  foHdly  awakened  during  his  abode  here,  and  after^ 
wards  they  fe'turned  one  after  another  to  the  believers,  and  have  proffered 
aBJong  thejn. 
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would  carry  the  gofpel  into  their  own  cour'^ry;  and 
they  add,  tiiat  there  is  not  a  place  in  all  Gicenland 
where  fo  many  piople  live.  ."•('       - 

"  Aug.  6,    was  the   laft  Sunday  I  enjoyed  in  Green- 
land,   it   was   alfo   monthly  congregation-day.     Our 

**  Greenlanders  were  almoft  all  at  home.  Wt  read 
accounts  from  St.  Thomas's.  At  the  clofe  of  the 
preaching,  I  recommended  the  Greenland  cor  ,'2- 
gation  and  this  whole  nation  in  a  prayer  to  their. faith- 
ful Creator  and  Redeemer.  A  widow  and  a  girl  were 
baptized.  All  the  other  opportunities  proceeded  as  is 
cuftomary  on  a  congregation-day.  At  prayincr  the 
words  in  the  litany  :  "  Keep  thy  eyes  open  on  all  thy 

"  witnefTes  and  meflengers  both  by  land  and  fea,"  our 
approaching  voyage  was  recommended  to  the  remem- 
brance of  the  congregation.  This  occafioncd  a  wail- 
ing among  our  people,  of  a  very  peculiar  nature. 
Then  three  pair,  that  vircre  married  before  their  baptifm, 
received  the  church's  bleffing. 
•'  Aug.  7,    the    burying-ground    was    brought    into 

•*  better  order  according  to  a  plan  of  mine,    and   the 
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graves  were  covered  with  earth  and  fods.  I  was  a 
little  while  with  them  while  they  were  doing  it,  and 
the  Greenland  fifters  worked  with  fuch  activity, 
liveliness  and  pleafure,  that  it  was  delightful  to  fee 
them ;  (as  for  the  men,  they  do  not  lay  their  hand 
to  any  land-labour,  nor  have  they  any  Ikill  for  it.) 
While  they  were  working,  they  had  feme  very  happy 
*'  difcourfes  about  going-home  and  tl  e  rcfurrecltoiij, 
**  whereas  otherwife  in  general  die  dread  of  death,  and 
"  the  averfion  for  the  grave,  is  greater  among  tl>e  Green- 
"  landers  than  perhaps  in  any  other  nation.  I  vifitcd 
**  once  more  at  the  colony,  and  took  leave  of  the  mifii- 
onary  and  fa61:or,  requefling  them  to  maintain  the 
fame  good  friendftiip  with  my  brethren  that  ftay  herr, 
as  they  had  done  with  me,  and  to  let  nothing  fpring 
up  to  the  offence  of  the  Greenlanders. 
"  The  8th  and  fome  days  paft,  I  was  Incommoded 
with  the  tooth-ach.  This  was  the  only  ail  I  endured 
in  this  rough  climate.  We  fpoke  with  three  ftrange 
Greenlanders,  who  had  ears  to  hear.  Two  of  thcmi 
had  attended  a  Greenland  helper's   meeting  in  the 
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third,  a 


Sound,  and  came  hither  to  hear  more.  The 
pretty  fingle  man,  begged  leave  to  live  here. 
*'  The  9th,  the  fhip  h;;d  been  long  '.*»-'aily  for  failing, 
but  contrary  winds  detained  her.  Therefore  wa 
continued  revifmg  the  hymns,  and  finifhed  the  book 
to-day.  At  prelent  it  contains  the  Litanies,  fom-,? 
Liturgies,  and  above  a  hundred  entire  hymns  and 
fmgle  verfes ;  and  the  Grcenlanders  have  learnt  moft 
of  ihem  by  heart  through  their  frequent  ufe.  The 
greateit  part  of  them  ftayed  togetlier  here  fincc  laft 
S\inday  to  await  cur  departure.  l3ut  as  it  was  deferred, 
I  was  fcrupulous  of  iiicroaching  on  their  few  fummer- 
days,  therefore  I  advifed  them  to  fet  off"  to  their  pro- 
viding-places.  It  would  have  been  more  convenient 
for  me  to  have  taiccn  leave  of  them  all  at  once ;  and 
yet  there  was  a  blefling,  oF  a  peculiar  tender  nature, 
in  the  parting  adieu  with  one  family  after  another. 
Innumerable  tears  were  flied  on  both  fides,  but  I  fhall 
particularly  retain  an  indelible  impreilion  of  the  lai^ 
interviews  with  Peter,  Nathanael,  Matthew  and 
Andrew*,  and  the  declarations  they  made  of  their 
whole  heart  and  mind.  I  am  often  amazed  at  what 
our  Saviour  has  really  done  on  this  nation,  notwith- 
flanding  all  their  defe6l:s  and  infirmities.  •*•**,;  '■'  [" 
"  The  loth,  two  of  the  trades-people  of  the  colony 
were  married  to  two  Greenland  wometi  with  the 
facerdotal  benediflion.  Our  houfe  was  invited  to  the 
ceremony,  and  three  of  our  brethren  went.  In  the 
Greenlandifh  helpers  conference  we  heard  encouraging 
accounts  of  feveral  favages  that  eagerly  attended  the 
meetings  in  the  Sound,  and  have  a  mind  to  give 
themfelves  up  wholly  to  our  Saviour,  which  they 
confefs  they  have  long  had  a  call  to.  On  this  occafion 
it  recurs  to  my  mind,  that  our  hymns  prove  a  great 
blefling  among  the  ftrangers.  The  faftor  lately  told 
us,  that  being  once  on  a  trading- round  thirty  leagues 
from  hence,  he  entered  a  tent  that  had  flood  awhile 
in  this  neighbourhood,  where  the  children  were 
devoutly  finging  feveral  hymns,  which  they  had  learnt 

,*  All  thefe  arc  now  at  home  witli  their  Lorf).  I  have  fpMom  chofe  to 
mention  the  names  of  any,  even  the  bed  Grcenlanders,  that  are  ftill  here 
below,  and  tonCequently  not  out  of  the  reach  of  danger  md  temptationi  J 
ia  as  .vifc  paints  c;;naot  endure  to  hear  their  living  childvcn  praifed. 
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of  ours  when  they  were  here,    and  this  furnifhcd  him 
with  an  opportunity  to  fay  fomething  to  their  edifi- 
cation. .,     .; 
**  Aug.  II,  I  had  many  a  happy  interlocution  with 
my  dear  Lord  about  Greenland,  where  I  have  now 

*^  fpent  above  eight  weeks  with  fuch  fatisfaftion.     To- 

"  day  a  good  deal  of  ice  drove  into  the  inlet,  and  the 
Greenlanders  brought  an  account  from  the  iflands, 
that  the  fea  without  was  quite  full  of  it.  If  the  fouth- 
wind,  which  brings  the  ice  up  hither,  had  continued 
feme  days  longer,  we  muft  have  given  up  all  thoughts 
of  a  fpecdy  departure;  but  to-day  the  v/ind  veered  to 
the  weft,  and  iri  the  evening  to  the  north,  and  carried 
out  moft  of  the  ice  to  fea  again.  As  now  the  wind 
favoured  oUr  failing,  I  kept  my  farewel-difcourfe  in 
the  evenmg,  and  conduded  with  that  verfe :  The 
wounds  for  us  endur'd — on  thy  whole  body.  Lord, — 
and  thy  bitter  paflion, — according  to  thy  word,— 
preferve  thy  congregation,— till  thou  com'ft  again,—' 

*•  church's  Piince  once  ilain. 
*'  Aug.  12,  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  wc  were 
called  aboard  the  (hip.  The  Greenland  congregation 
was  juft  affembling  to  their  morning-meeting,  and 
after  a  fliort  difcourfe  I  took  a  tender  leave  of  them 
all.  They  are  certainly  what  the  to-day's  watch- 
word, Numb.  viii.  16,  Ipeaks  of,  a  Gift  which  the 
Lord  our  God  hath  previoufly  taken  to  himfelf  out  of 
this  nation,  as  the  reward  of  his  bitter  fufFering  and 
Dying;  although  at  the  fame  time  "  a  coarfe  mafs  of 
blood,— a  being,  impoverifli'd  in  honour  and  good." 
However  they  are  indifputably  his,  a  people  in  whom 
their  Creator  glories,  becaufe  they  have  been  purehafed 
by  him  at  fuch  a  coftly  price.  To  him,  to  his 
Father,  and  to  the  Holy  Ghoft,  I  committed  them  in 
a  farcwel  blefling,  bedewed  with  many  tears. 
'*  At  my  departure,  the  number  of  the  ftill  living  bap- 
tized inhabitants  amountsd  to  300,  and  thofe  that  arc 
gone  home  to  53.  During  my  abode  there  10  were 
baptized,  and  fince  the  departure  of  the  Ihip  the 
preceding  year  68  had  been  baptized,  and  17  departed 
this  life.     The  number  of  the  communicants  was  120, 

"  and  the  fum  total  of  all  the  inhabitants  330,  and  there 
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*•  was  hopes  that  a  confiderablc  number  of  ftrangcrs 
would  move  to  them  this  autumn. 
"  Before  I  went  aboard,  I  vifited  the  fick  Greenland 
brother  Jofcph,  and  blefled  him  before  his  departure. 
Our  Gree.nlandcrs  ran  about  us,  and  fticwcd  their 
tender  love  and  gratitude  in  a  thoufand  ways.  DurinL"- 
our  pafl'agc  to  the  ftiip,  the  rocks  flood  lined  with 
women  and  children,  and  a  great  number  of  men 
efcorted  us  in  their  kswaks.  About  8,  we  failed  out  of 
the  haven,  at  9  pafl'ed  our  houfe,  faluted  the  colony, 
and  at  10  our  biethrcn  and  the  Grcenlanders  took 
their  laft  leave  of  us  at  Kangek.  A  ft;rong  wind 
prefently  condudled  us  out  to  fca,  but  foon  after  we 
**  fell  in  wiih  the  ice,  and  that  night  were  obliged  to 
**  tack  backwaid  and  forward  between  the  ice  and  the 
*'  land.  Aug.  13,  in  the  morning  wc  found  an  open- 
**  ing  towards  the  fouth-wefr,  through  which  we  paiTed 
**  very  fortunately  and  loit  fight  of  land,  but  we  had 
**  conftantly  large  mountains  of  ice  on  our  fide  till  the 
'*  evening.  The  16th  we  had  a  fhort,  but  a  fmarc 
"  ftorm.  The  21ft  I  thought  very  much  on  St. 
••  Thomas's,  as  this  day  2Q  years  the  firil  million  thither 
*■*  conimenced.  The  22d  the  wind  was  very  variable, 
**  and  towards  noon  wc  were  befet  with  a  ftorm  from 
**  the  S.  E.  and  afterwards  N.  E.  which  laited  till  the 
•'  27th,  that  is  5  diiys  and  5  nights  in  one  continued 
fury,  and  drove  us  140  leagues  towards  America.  At 
the  fume  time  there  was  fuch  a  fwell  in  the  fea,  that 
it  was  not  poflible  to  turn  the  fhip  without  danger  of 
being  fwallowed  up  in  the  billows.  Therefore  we  were 
obliged  to  let  her  drive  on  at  God*s  good  pleafurc, 
**  and  to  refign  the  fteerage  of  the  veflel^to  him  whom 
•'  the  winds  and  waves  obey.  The  failors  never  remem- 
bered to  have  fecn  a  tempcft  of  fuch  fury  and  dura- 
tion. They  were  afraid  of  being  caft  upon  the  to 
them  unknown  American  coafts,  and  they  expelled  it 
would  have  certainly  been  fo,  if  its  rage  had  continued 
only  one  day  longer.  Therefore  they  appointed 
extraordinary  hours  of  prayer,  and  every  one  made 
vows  in  favour  of  the  poor  according  to  his  fubftancc. 
To  my  furprife,  I  was  not  at  all  fea-fick  ;  and  at  laft 
**  I  was  of  the  fame  mind  with  my  feWow-travellers,  to

'*  fupplicate  our  heavenly  Father  in  the  name  of  his  Son 
"  for  an  alteration.  The  27th,  at  noon  the  ftorm 
*'  began  to  abate,  and  the  28tn  the  weather  was  better, 
mid  we  faw  a  fine  rainbow.  But  the  fea  was  very 
reftlefs  for  feveral  days  after.  The  29th,  We  found 
ourfelves  in  the  lat.  55.  d.  43  m.  uid  confeqUently 
120  leagues  more  fouth  than  we  ftiou  d  be.  September 
4,  .we  came  up  with  one  of  the  (hips  from  the  northern 
colony,  and  the  8th  with  the  other.  When  the  great 
ftorm  was,  they  were  in  the  Straits,  but  they  h^d 
nothing  of  it.  They  told  us,  that  after  the  hard 
winter  this  year,  rhany  Greenlanders  had  died  at  thi 
north  colony,  and  that  the  Europeans  had  been  very 
ill  pf  the  fcurvy.  The  nth,  we  pafled  the  funkten 
land  with  a  good  wind.  The  15th,  we  were  fepafated 
from  the  other  two  fhips  in  another  ftorm,  which  was 
fucceeded  on  September  i6th  by  a  fudden  calm,  but 
the  fea  was  very  tUrbulent  and  threatned  the  VelTel 
with  more  damage  than  the  ftorm.  The  17th,  it 
was  ftormy  again,  aild  the  tackling  of  the  fhip  Was 
damaged  j  thus  it  lafted  till  the  19th.  The  wind 
was  favourable,  but  fo  violent  that  we  were  obliged 
to  lie  by  again  till  the  21ft,  when  all  at  once  wre  fpied 
the  ifland  Fuloe.  The  23d,  we  failed  round  Shetland 
in  a  ftorm.  The  26th,  we  came  unexpfedtedly  fo  neai* 
the  fhore  of  Norway,  that  we  were  obliged  to  run 
between  the  Lith  of  Bergen  and  the  ifland  Uytfheers; 
the  wind  drove  us  tov^rards  land,  and  it  was  refolved' 
to  fearch  for  a  harbour.  But  as  it  was  too  late,  v^& 
were  obliged  to  tack  round  the  Bay  all  night,  arid  in 
the  mean  time  v/e  got  a  better  wind.  The  27th,  wC 
pafled  Lindefnefs,  failed  foftly  along  under  Norway^ 
ran  the  ift  of  October  into  the  Cattegat,  and  the  2d, 
caft  anchor  before  Helfingoer.  On  the  3d,  we  faw,' 
while  lying  here,  a  large  fleet  of  a  hundred  fhips  fail' 
out  of  the  Sound.  The  3d,  the  ftrong  current 
obliged  us  to  caft  anchor  again,  and  0<Sk>ber  4,  wtt* 
landed  with  the  captain  in  his  boat,  and  came  towards 
evening  happily  to  Copenhagen." 

§  6. 

The  above  diary  will  give  the  reader  a  pretty  complete ' 
idea  of  the  internal  and  external  ftatc  of  the  Greenland 
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congregatioTi.  And  as  it  has  already  fwelled  the  account 
of  this  year,  I  fhall  fay  no  more  of  the  reciprocal  vifits  of 
the  brethren  to  the  heathen  and  the  heathen  to  them, 
of  the  entrance  and  adj,uftment  of  the  Greenlanders  in 
their  winter-abodej,  and  of  the  bkflld  communions, 
congregation-days,  and  baptifmal  miniftrations,  Sic.  but 
conclude  this  year  with  (ome  Per/malia  of  feveral  Green< 
landers  who  fell  happily  aflecp. 

Dire^ly  after  the  departure  of  the  (hip,  a  ficknefs 
broke  out  among  the  Greenlanders,  attended  with  a 
violent  head-ach,  and  a  pain  in  the  breaft  or  flitches  in 
the  fide  *.  By  this  diforder  many  awakened  heathen  in 
the  neighbouring  iflands,  and  thirty  of  our  baptized, 
fome  of  whom  were  our  moft  uleful  helpers,  were 
tranfplantcd  into  eternity.  The  ficknefs  was  the  mofl 
violent  from  t.  e  middle  of  Augufl  to  the  middle  of 
Odober,  fo  that  once  there  were  three  corpfcs  to  be 
interred  at  the  fame  time.  And  many  times  when  th^^ 
teachers  came  from  one  burying,  they  were  called  to 
impart  the  valedidory  blefling  to  another  expiring  foul. 
Thus  they  had  enough  to  do  with  caring  for  the  fick, 
whom  they  were  obliged  to  furnifli  with  medicines  and 
with  proper  waiting  and  nurfmg,  and  they  themfelves 
had,  moft  of  them,  fomc  attacks  of  the  fame  malady. 
However  their  arduous  fervice  was  much  alleviated  by 
the  care  the  Greenlanders  fojourning  in  the  Sound  took, 
to  bring  moft  of  the  fick  diredly  home }  and  thofe  that 
could  not  be  brought  acrofs  the  inlet  without  danger, 
were  carefully  viilted  there. 

The  heathen  made  their  own  remarks  upon  this 
afflidlion,  and  could  not  conceive  why  the  mortality  was 
the  greateft  among  the  NookleetsX.  At  laft  they  faid, 
the  reafon  probably  was,  becaufe  they  believed  and 
thought  overmuch  of  the  Saviour  j  and  a  mocking 
woman,  who  was  not  quite  ignorant,  faid :    There  wc 

•  Somfi  were  feiied  with  an  excelfivc  pain  in  their  ears,  which  inftantly 
deprived  them  of  their  fenfes,  and  threw  them  into  ftrong  convulfions. 
$uch  difeafes  are  apt  to  feize  the  Greenlanders  after  a  cold  winter  and  a 
gfcat  fanrihc. 

t  Neok  figniAes  in  Greenlandiih  a  point  or  corner  of  land.  T^ow  as  Ncw- 
Hcrrnlfuth  lies  upon  fuch  a  nook,  they  call  the  brethren  Nookleet,  /,  e.  thofc 
tiiut  Ilve.upon  a  corner^ 
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fee,  th'it  thr/  go  too  far  with  regard  to  their  Sauarangoek  f, 
and  love  him  too  much.  However,  their  turn  came  too. 
But  thofe  heathen  that  were  onoe  come  to  a  condufion  to 
devote  themfelves  to  our  Saviour,  were  not'reilrained 
from  their  frequent  vifits,  nor  even  from  coming  to  live 
with  the  brethren  in  due  time ;  though  the  Greenlanders 
generally  fhun  a  place,  where  only  two  or  three  die 
lucce/Hvely,  like  a  peft-houfe.  They  alfo  received  the 
brethren  with  willingnefs  and  pleafurc,  as  foon  as  they

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J  fliall  only  mention  a  few  particulars  of  fome  of  thole 
that  departed  this  life,  as  they  follow  in  order  of  time. 

I.)  Gertrude,  an  honourable  widow  and  midwife  in 
the  Greenland  congregition,  which  office  ihe  performed 
with  Hdelity,  and  with  many  prayers  and  fupplications. 
She  bore  the  fignature  of  a  finner  that  had  received  grace, 
and  of  a  heart  full  of  love  towards  her  brethren  and 
fiilers,  and  hef  end  was  anfwcrable  to  her  edifying 
character. 

2.)  Catharine  or  Okutfut,  anoldmaiden^  mentioned 
more  than  once  in  1742  when  fhe  received  holy  baptifm. 
She  ^as  a  lively  witnefs  among  her  people.  After  fhe 
was  admitted  to  the  holy  communion,  a  more  calm 
compofure  was  obferved  in  her,  but  at  the  fame  time  a 
clofer  communion  with  our  Saviour.  She  was  the  fourth 
pcxfon  who  went  home  out  of  one  family  within  a  fort- 
night. A  little  before  her  exit,  fhe  defired  them  to  bring 
her  fofler-child  Mary,  the  little  daughter  of  Simon  and 
Sarah ;  fhe  kifled  it  with  uncommon  tendernefs,  and 
recommended  it  to  Judith,  the  child's  mother's  filler,^ 
with  expreffive  geflures,  for  her  fpeech  was  already 
gone. 

3.)  The  next  was  Nathanael,  one  of  the  firft  baptized, 
communicants,  and  helpers.  He  had  an  a^ive  fpirit, 
an  heart  enamoured  with  the  fuiFerings  of  Jefus,  and  w*» 
a  blefTcd  preacher  of  his  merits  and  wounds,    and  many 

t  Mayltranflate  thii  name?  It  is,  the  dear  Lamb,  (V'".)  The. 
fpirit  of  deririon  comes  upon  all,  even  ftupid  Grcetilandcrs,  when  they 
know  more  than  they  believe,  when  they  arc  touched  and  convinced,  and* 
yet  will  not  give  tbomfclves  entirely  yp  to  our  Saviour,  but  rcfift  the  haly 
Sp*"«-      ..  .  ...i.  ..  ..         ' 
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fouL«  were  brought  to  our  Saviour  by  his  tefliiriony. 
He  was  diligent  and  faithful  in  evdry  thing  committed  to, 
him.  They  had  the  pleafurc  to  (ee  him  ever  fatisficd 
and  patient  in  his  domeftic  affairs,  which  were  a  little 
crampt  and  curhberfome.  He  bore  fuch  a  refpecSable 
chara£ler,  that  no  creature,  neither  chriftian  nor  infidd, 
neither  European  nor  Greenlander,  could  help  loving  and 
honouring  him.  And  amidft  all  this,  he  had  lowly 
thoughts  of  himfelf,  aiid  lo^ed  and  honoured  his 
brethren  from  his  heart.  In  a  kttef  he  diftated  this 
year,  he  exprefled  the  flate  of  his  heart  in  the  following 
words : 

*'  I  kifs  you  in  love-  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart, 
becaufe  our  Saviour  has  made  riie  happy.  But  my 
happinefs  does  not  fpring  from'  myfelf.  My  heart 
would  have  no  joy,  and  coulu  think  nothing  gbod, 
if  he  did  not  let  rtie  feel  his  Wbod*.  He  has  brought 
me  into  the  fellowfliip  of  thofe  that  eat  his  flefh  and 
drink  his  blood,^  and  this  joy  iriehs  me  into  tears.  I 
have  given  riiy  whole  heart  to  hii.t,  ahd  will  no  more 
turn  my  eye  from  him.  I  love  our  Saviour  and  his 
vTOunds  very  niuch.  But  I, know  too  that  I  am  a 
finner,  .and  Iwifh  my  heart  may  feel  this '  aHb  con- 
tinually j  for  I  anr  very  defirous  of  having  it  alvrays 
truly  tender.  I  poor  child  beg  him  to  moiibn  it 
••  conftantly  with  his  blood." 

His  ficknefs  Was  pleuritic  flitches,  yet  it  feehied  as 
if  he  would  recover  again  as  h6  did  a'  year  ago,  but  a 
fudden  fit  of  the  apoplexy  difappointed  all  our  hopes. 
When  his  obfequies  were  performed,  there  was  an  univer- 
ihl  emotion.  Every  creature  that  could  ftir,  were  fond 
of  Ihevvring  their  love  to  the  dear  deceafed  by  bringing  a 
{k)ne  or  a  fod  to  cover  his  aflies;  and  fome  heathen  vdio 
were  awakened  through  his  teftimony,  being  juft  here  on 
a  vifit,  hfelped  very  officioufly  to  ereft  his  tomb,  though 
fuch  kind  of  work  is  in  common  not  reckoned  fuitable 
for' Greenland  men.  The  funeral-fermon  was  preached 
ott  I  Their,  iv.  13.  But  I  would  not  have  you  to  be>  ignorant ^ 
brethren^,  concermng  them  which  an  ajktp^  thatyeforrmvMt^ 
«f()en  as  others  which  have  no  hope,  &c. 

4.)  Ketura,    the    widow  of  Jonathan    that    happy 
Wiuxcfs>    whofe  departure    was    mentioned   lafl    year. 
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Nine  years  ago  (he  wai  made  partaker  of  baptifrti,  and 
four  years  ago  of  the  Lord's-Supper..  She  could  not  long 
conceal  the  grace  fhe  had  experienced,  and  faon  corn* 
menced  one  of  their  fellow-iftbourers  among  her  fex. 
She  had  ons  thing  particular,  that  'though  fhe  was  brifk 
and  vigorous  in  all  natural  things,  yet  flie  foon  foftned 
into  tears  when  (he  teftified  of  our  Saviour,  or  (pcke 
with  us  or  the  Greenlanders  about  her  heart.  She  had 
a  good  gift  of  retaining  what  (he  heard  in  a  public  meet'> 
ing  or  private  Converfation,  and  an  excellent  method  of 
introducing  and  adapting  it  t6  the  Greenlanders  in  a 
peculiarly  plain  and  intelligible  manner.  She  had  a  tender 
heart  towards  our  Saviour,  and  led  an  exemplary  life 
among  her  people.  She  was  often  nigh  to  the  grave, 
and  lome  years  ago  {hA  had  an  exceflive  tormenting 
ear-ach,  occafioned  by  a  little  worm  that  eat  through  her 
car,  by  which  (he  loft  her  hearing,  but  was  patient  under 
all  her  pain  *. 

5.)  Jicobj  ontof  our  fir(l  acquaintance  in  Karigelc; 
he  was  baptized  1745  at  the  colony,  and  at  the 
miflionary's  departure  he  moved  to  us.  He  was  not  yet 
a  partaker  of  the.  holy  communion  j  but  he  wa»  partaker 
of  true  life  from^  God>  and  had-  z^  vital  communion  with 
our  Saviour,  w4iich  htsUftexpref&vons  teftrfiedy  efpecially 
about  eating  the  flefh  of>  the- Son  of  God  and  drinking 
his  blooc.  He  made  a  regular  teftament,  he  made  over 
his'two  baptized  children  to  the  care  and  tuition  of  the 
brethren,  but  left  it  to  his  wife's  own  option  whether  (he 
would  (lay  or  not,  becaufe  he  faid,  he  had  never  yet 
difcovered  in  her  an  entire  mind  for  our  Saviouri  Ohcc 
being  light'^heinled,  his  fancies  ran  upon  many  little 
fi(hes.  who  endeavoured  -  to  (heltenthemfelves  clofe  to  the 
(hore  from  the  hoftile  plunderers  of  the  ocean,  and  there 
they  found  room  enough  for  themfelves  and  as- many 
more  as  would  come.  Afterwards  when  he  was  fold  of 
it  again,  he  (aid,  he  imagined  it  to  (Ignify  the  afylum  of 
poor  finners  in  the  holy  fide  of  Jefus,  which  he  exprclTed 
himfelf  very  agreeably  about.    When  the  brethren  inv- 

*  At  that  time,  when  fhe  was  in  the  greaieft  ^gony,  an  account  was 
kfought  hur  that  fome  Greeniand  fifters,  among  whom  were  fomc  of  her 
relations,  were  to  be  confirmed  for  tha  Lord's  fuppcr ;  this  cnkindlad  Tuch 
joy  in  her,  that  fhe  forgot  her  pain,  MtL  ffl^di;.  her  appearance-  that  very 
tyening  at  th«  haly  contmvuiion. 
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parted  the  farewel  ble/fing  to  him,   he  fang  with  them 
himfelf,  and  foon  aft^r  fell  foftly  and  happily  adeep. 

6.)  Matthew  Kajarnak,  the  late  Samuel's  fon,  and 
one  of  the  four  firftlings  who  were  baptized  here.  Soon 
after  his  baptifm,  he  was  objiged  to  fly  with  his  father  to 
the  fouth.  After  his  father's  return,  he  ftaid  two  years 
with  his  friends  there,  and  was  the  means  of  the  falvation 
of  many  Greenlanders.  In  1747  he  made  a  vifit  to 
Europe,  where  he  was  admitted  to  the  Lord's>Supper. 
In  1749  he  came  back,  and  afterwards  was  ufed  with 
blefling  as  a  congregation-fervant  and  helper.  In  the 
beginning  of  this  year  he  married,  and  gave  hopes  of  a 
very  exemplary  deportment  in  that  ftate.  In  the  fpring, 
when  the  piercing  cold  abated,  which  is  apt  to  bring  on 
feverifh  diforders,  he  lay  fo  ill  with  ft'tches  in  his  Tide, 
that  even  then  we  gave  up  all  hopes. of  his  recovery. 
But  he  was  to  enjoy  the  above-mentiqned  bleffed  vifita- 
tion  before  he  fell  afleep.  He  writes  as  follows  about 
it :  **  Wc  have  rejoiced  exceedingly  at  Johannes 
**  Aflerfok's  vifit.  When  he  fpoke  the  firft  time  in  our 
*'  meeting-hall,  my  eyes  were  not  dry,  fo  near  did  I  fed 
**  our  Saviour.  I  can  fay  with  truth,  that  I  am  very 
happy,  yea  much  more  fo  than  at  the  time  when  I  was 
with  you.  Since  then,  our  Saviour  has  done  a  great 
deal  upon  my  heart.  I  can  rejoice  in  him,  when  I 
rcpreient  him  to  myfelf  with  all  his  wounds.  .  Worth- 
*'  lefs  as  I  am,  I  know  not  what  to  do  elfe  but  thank 
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him.  Our  Saviour  is  exceeding  lovely,  and  my 
comfort  in  him  will  never  have  an  end.  I  often  think 
on  my  having  feen  you,  but  now  I  never  e^pedl  to 
<  <  fee  you  any  more  till  we  go  to  our  Saviour.  His  open 
**■  fide  is  the  fan^uary  where  we  (hall  meet  together 
"  again.'* 

He  had  a  clear  difcerning  mind,  a  briflc  a£l;ive  temper, 
and  a  foft  melted  heart,  and  was  a  wondejr  to  us  al). 
His  end  w^  edifying.  The  Lamb  and  hi$  wounds  was 
c:he  only  thing  he  Ipoke  of  in  his  fickneis,  ^nd  which 
gave  him  any  joy.  Oncewhen  fomebqdy  alked  ,hinH 
liow  he  did  ?  he  pointed  with  his  finger  towards  bi^ 
hand,  to  intimate  that  he  was  meditating  on  the  .wounds 
of  Jefus.  Soon  after  he  recovered  his  voice  again,  and 
Vegan  to    fpeak    in  German :     *-  I  love  our.    Savionr 

"  exceed- 
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**  exceedingly.  I  am  very  glad  that  I  (hall  foon  go  to 
»*  himj  wilt  thou  not  foon  come  too  ?"  Then  he  defired 
them  to  fmg  German  and  Greenland  verfes.  At  laft  he 
kifTed  the  minionary's  hand  and  faid :  *<  I  love  thee  very 
'<  much."  Diredly  after*  it  was  as  if  his  breath  would 
Aop  its  motion,'  but  he  opened  his  eyes  once  more* 
looked  round,  and  began  to  nng :  *'  Sleep  in  the  Lamb's 
(faitguard,  ice-)  but  the  tongue  had  no  ftrengvh  to  go 
any  further.  Thefe  were  his  laft  words ;  we  fimg  that 
fame  verfe  to  the  end,  and  then  during  the  words: 
.»'  The  foul  of  Chrift  thee  fanaify,"  &c.  he  Oept  fo  foftlv 
nway,  that  it  was  fcarce  to  be  perceived.  His  name  will 
never  be  mentioned  among  us  without  the  moft  pleafmg 
fentiments  of  afFe^ion,  though  it  will  always  revive  the 
pain  at  his  lofs.  But  we  congratulate  him  to  his  reft 
with  all  owr  hearts.  "  Hu(h,  ftir  not  up  the  friend  of 
"  Chrift,— wake  not  the  foul  his  bride  j— forac  vifion 
"  caufcth  her  to  fmile, — (he  views  his  open  (ide. 

7.)  Therefia,  the  widow  of  Daniel  Simek.  She  was 
one  of  the  firft  booties  gained  by  the  late  Samuel's  tefti- 
mony,  and  lived  in  the  fame  noufc.  Indeed  (he.  foon 
went  away  again  with  her  hufband,  but  their  childrca 
gave  them  no  reft  till  they  returned  hither  in  1743. 
After  (he  was  admitted  to  the  holy  communion,  the 
brethren  difcerned  a  great  alteration  in  her,  and  a  deep 
impreflion  of  die  merits  of  Jefus.  In  her  ficknefs  fhe 
declared  with  much  joy,  as  well  as  her  fwelled  throat 
would  allow  her  to  utter  it,  'that  her  heart  adhered  firm 
to  Jefus,  and  thought  of  nothing  but  his  wounds.  She 
alfo  faid  that  our  Saviour  had  appeared  to  her  ia  his 
crucified  form.  Into  his  hands  fhe  committed  her  fpirit. 
She  left  five  deaf  hopeful  children  behind  her,  one  of 
whom  is  married  to  Johanan  who  was  in  Europe. 

The  laft  three  peribns  departed  within  twenty  four  hours 
of  each  other,  and  were  depofited  in  the  earth  at  the  fame 
time.  Soon  after,  an  uribaptized  man  departed  this  life 
alfo.  He  had  lived  four  years  with  his  baptized  friends, 
and  all  the  while  remained  infenfible;  but  upon  his 
death  bed  he  exprefTed  a  longing  for  him,  who  could 
make  him  happy. 


8.)  Jonas,  a  boy.    He  was  baptized  this  (iunmer,  and 
home  fick.    When  piie  of  the  miifionarieb  was 
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called  to  him,  he  could  fay  no  more  than  this :  "  I  long 
•'  togo  to  our  Saviour."  He  deiired  to  be  drcfled  in  his 
burying  Aiity.  y'lZ*  his  bed  furrs,  and  foon  aft«r  cxpirod 
foftly.     J  :v^l ,    •  .  ^Ji  l;ti:  l^.      .  •*        * 

9.)'Mores.  He  was  one  of  the  firft  inhabitants  here, 
but  he  foon  went  off  again  to  the  wild  natives,  and 
wandered  with  them  two  hundred  leagues  north.  Yet 
he  found  no  reft  any  where,  till  in  1 747  he  yielded  to 
our  Savix>ur,  and  obtained .  holy  baptifm.  He  was  a 
man  of  few  words,  and  ftammered  very  much.  But 
when  he  grew  fick,  he  began  to  fpealc  mightily,  and 
declati^'d  that  he  was  not  afraid  of  death,  but  rejoiced  at 

going  to  our  Saviour,  and  was  only  concerned  left  it 
lould  be  delayed  too  long.  Now  he  refts  in  peace. 
After  the  burial  of  this  man,  fome  of  the  brethren 
vifited  the  faftor,  whofc  daughter  of  four  years  old  was 
departed  this  life.  She  was  a  dear  child,  who  often 
enlivened  her  paren*-*?  by  Anging  the  moft  lovely  Green- 
land verfes.  On  thsm  was  called  to  an  old  fick 
Greenlander,  wh  ^n  to  weep  bitterly,  and  faid: 
**  i  promifed  the  mmiftcr,  that  I  would  be  our  Saviour's, 
but  afterwards  I  was  almoft  continually  among  the 
wild  people,  and  though  I  and  my  fon  often  fpoke  and 
fung  together  about  our  Saviour  when  we  were  alone 
in  the  country,  yet  I  often  forgot  him.  Therefore 
I  am  not  certain  now  whethei  he  will  accept  of  me," 
&c.  The  miffionary  encouraged  him  from  the  word  of 
God,  and  directed  him  to  the  linner's  friend,  who  fhed 
his  blood  for  him ;  upon  that  the  old  grey-headed  man 
was  full  of  joy,  and  a  couple  of  days  afterwards  he  left 
the  world  in  a  firm  reliance  upon  our  Saviour.  It  was 
the  fame  old  man,  whom  Mr.  Drachart  baptized  at  his 
earneft  xequeft  in  174.2^ 

1,0.)  Ruth,  an  old  widow.  She  was  brought  hither 
fick  from  the  Sound.  The  few  words  that  the  fpeedy 
flight  of  her  foul  would  admit  her  to  utter,  were :  **.  You 
will  probacy  think,  that  I  have  quite  forgot  our 
Saviour,  becaufe  I  could  come  to  you  fo  feldom  this 
fummer ;  but  believe  me,  I  have  really  had  a  happy 
communion  with  him  though  abfent,  and  can  go  to 
him  witii  joy/*       .^™".  „•.„;■.    ...  -   w  ,-..■..".=     <  ., 
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21.)  ^nna,  Samuel  Kajarnak's  widow.  It  muft  be 
confeilecl,  Oie  did  not  come  up  to  her  hufband ;  but  yet 
amtdft  all  the  alluiements  and  temptations  of  the 
favages  (for  after  her  hufband's  death  (be  lived  fome 
years  with  her  two  brothers)  ftill  (he  was  preferved,  and 
not  only  ^o,  but  our  Saviour  rewarded  her  faithful  per- 
(everance  by  giving  her  the  joy  to  fee  her  youngeft 
brother  and  his  f('ur  children,  and  her  eldcil  brother's  fon 
with  his  wife  and  child,  brought  to  us  by  means  of  her 
teftimony,  moft  of  whom  are  already  baptized  *. 

12.)  Zaccheus.  He  was  baptized  in  1746,  and  in  his 
ficknefs  partook  of  the  Lord's-fuppcr  the  tirft  and  laft 
time,  which  tranfported  him  with  extreme  joy,  and  the 
Greenlanders  fay,  that  he  uttered  fome  delightful  cxprcf- 
fions  the  laft  night.*  Among  the  reft,  he  began  ftveral 
times  to  repeat  the  words  of  inftitution  at  the  Lord's- 
fupper,  ai)d  d^Afed  the  i^anders-by  to  finlGi  them  %, 

§  8. 

Once  when  the  brethren  had  three  corpfes  to  interr  at 
pnce,  tbcy  vended  themfplves  in  the  following  words : 
M  What  mail  we  fay  to  it,  that  our  dear  Lord  begins  to 
•*  reap  {p  plentifully  in  his  harveft  ?  On  the  one  hand, 
^*  we  hail  our  brethren  and  fifters  to  their  everlafting 
^*  reft  in  his  ^rms  and  bofom  j  but  on  the  other,  we  feel 
*f  our  loying  attachment  to  them,  and  a  pain  which  no 
"  one  can  tajce  ill  at  the  lofs  of  fo  many  faithful  and 
"  exemplary  hearts,  and  fome  of  them  our  blcffed  fellow- 
**  labourers.  Jt  is  a  very  fmgular  time  among  us.  They 
^*  go  fo  willingly,  fo  happily,  and  fo  joyfully  out  of  the 
*'  world,  that  we  muft  needs  woncfer  at  it ;  fome  of 
**  them  have  fc^rce  patience  till  the  hour  of  their  dif* 
"  miilion  ftrijkes.  This  their  happy  ftatc  of  heart  very 
much  iinpderates  and  allays  our  fmart  at  our  temporary 
lofs;  and  .bef^des,  our  dear  Lord  again  allays  to 
replenifh  the  iiufni^ejr  Qf  thofe  he  has  called  home ;

W^^  W9qder  ts  it;,  if  a  be;lie)ving  Greenl^nder,  whp 
receives  on  nis  fick-bed  what  is  the  true  chriftian's  higheft  good  ip  this 
world,  fhould  be  fo  elated  with  joy  by  it,  as  to  Hiew  in  the  heat  of  hk 
fever  what  his  heart  was  fuU  of,  when  Jefus  entered  into  him  and  fupped 
ytixh  hin^  ? 
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**  for  but  this  very  day  eight  fouls  arc  come  to  ftay  with 
**  us.  It  is  a  real  wonder  that  any  creature  can  refolve 
**  to  come  to  us  at  this  time,  when  it  is  every  where 
•*  Icnown,  that  fomc  one  dies  with  us  atmoft  every  day. 
"  But  thfc  heathens  themfelves  fee,  that  true  vital  chrif- 
•*  tianity  is  a  happy  thing.  The  edifying  end*  of  their 
**  country  people  preaches  this  to  them,  and  confixnis 
"  the  teftimony  that  they  have  heard  from  fome  of  them 
'*  at  certain  times  with  afTedted  hearts,  and  alfo  coii- 
*•  vinces  them  of  the  truth  ofthefe  lines:  '  *-•  .^wx.    . 

«  Chrift's  kingdom  is  not  fancy's  fchemej-  *    -'  *  ' 
Nor  yet  a  midnight's  empty  dream,         ^o'  r  ';ur 
As  fome  fay  in  prophane  derifion".  *=^""  ^'^^'^^'^ 
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The  twenty-first  Year,  1753. 
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THE  cu)(^omary  new-year's  Vigil  was  prevent- 
ed by  a  terrible  ftorm;  but  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  year,  the  promife  given  them  to  begin  the 
former  ycai"  with.  Yet  will  \I  gather  others^  befuki  thofe  that 
are  gathertd^  was  laid  to  heart,  and  at  the  recapitiilatioji 
of  the  moft  memorable  occurrences,  the  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour of  his  body,  was  praifed  for  the  increafe  of  fifty-two 
baptized  laft  year,  thirty-lix  communicants,  feven  new 
married  pairs,  and  fifteen  pair,  who,  having  been  mar- 
ried before,  received  the  church's  blefling  to  their 
chriftian-like  marriage.  Forty  fouls  had  been  tranfphnt- 
ed  to  a  be;tter  world,  and  the  number  of  baptized  left  here 
below,  was  317,  befidcs  a  gocd  many  catechumens.  A 
thank-ofFcringj,  enlivened  with  joy,  and  moiftched  with 
confcious  tears,  was  fung  unto  the  Lord  for  the  grace, 
nurture  ajid  prefervation  that  the  whole  congregation  anc} 
each  member  of  it  had  experienced,  and  particularly  for 
the  blefied  fime  of  the  viiitation.  They  had  alfo  a  lorig- 
ing  expe^tion  of  new  bleiHngSj  nor  were  thcfe 
bleilings  withheld  this  year,  in  proportion. as  jthc  hearts 
of  the  people  were  prepared  for  them.  '    'J '*!'*', 
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The  other  fhcep,  not  yet  in  the  fold,  were  not  forgot- 
ten, but  the  brethren  early  in  the  year  laid  to  heart  the 
vilitingthem  and  rendering  them  more  afliftancc,  by 
which  the  raw  favagcs  always  got  an  opportunity  to  hear  in 
fome  meafure  the  things  which  belonged  to  their  peace. 
Towards  the  fend  of  the  forcgoinglyear  they  made  i'uch  % 
vifit  in  Kangek  and  the  neighbouring  iflands,  which 
their  diary  fpeaks  of  as  follows  : 
"  Dec.  12,  we  came  to  Kangek,  and  lodged  with 
our  old  acquaintance  Kainxk.  The  people  received 
us  in  a  hofpitable  manner,  and  I  told  them  how 
much  our  Saviour  loved  them,  and  how  gladly  he 
would  impart  to  them  the  falvation  in  his  blood.  At 
going  to  flcep,  we  fung  fome  GreeiUan^  vcrfes.  The 
1 3th,  before  the  men  went  abroad,  I  fpoke  on  our  Sa- 
viour's thirft  on  the  crofs,  ar'\  in  the  evening  on  the 
words :  Come  unto  me,  &c.  how  our  Saviour  very  foon 
"  comforts  a  man  with  his  blood,  who  is  troubled  that 
he  did  not  know  him  and  love  him  fooner.  The 
14th,  in  the  morning,  I  fpoke  on  the  words ;  Alight 
to  lighten  the  Gentiles.  Afterwards  we  had  fome  impor- 
tant difcourfe  with  our  hoft  and  his  wife.  Amongft 
the  reft,  I  faid  :  "  After  all,  you  belong  to  our  Sa- 
viour, juft  as  you  are ;  and  I  am  perfuaded  he  will  cer- 
tainly get  you  and  yours,  and  baptize  you  with  his 
"  blood."  Thereupon  the  woman  faid :  **  Hannefe, 
"  doft  thou  believe  this  of  us  in  good  earneft  ?"  I  faid, 
"  Yes,  and  till  then  you  will  never  get  rid  of  the  uneafi- 
"  ncfs  of  your  heart.  Upon  this  they  both  beean  to 
«  weep.  The  15th,  I  fpoke  of  the  hunger  and  thirft  of 
"  the  foul  after  our  Saviour,  and  how  he  manifefts  him- 
"  felf  to  fuch  as  do  hunger.  Then  1  went  further  and 
"  vifited  in  five  houfes.  I  fpoke  to  the  people  there  about 
"  their  Creator,  how  he  became  Man,  and  redeemed 
"  them  with  his  blood.  Some  of  them  would  needs 
"  treat  it  as  a  romance :  but  when  I  bid  them  take 
"  notice  of  their  hearts,  whether  they  were  not  ftruck 
"  with  thefe  things,  and  obliged  to  fay  Yes  to  them, 
*'  though  their  heads  would  reafon  and  argue  th^n 
VpL.  II.  N  "  awayi 
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**  a\v;i)  ;  they  were  dumb  and  afliamed  *.  This  had  fo 
"  much  good  eftliit,  th;it  on  the  i6th,  in  the  mornine;, 
*'*romc  of  them  defired  to  hear  more  of  this  matter. 
*'  Then  I  crortcd  the  hind  to  two  other  houfes.  Some  of 
thcfc  people  were  ignorant,  and  fome  were  virulent. 
I  bcggtd  them  with  a  forrowful  heart,  not  to  neglcdl 
the  time  in  which  redemption  and  reconciliation  was 
made  known  and  tendered  to  them.  Thia  brought 
fomc  of  them  to  attention,  but  others  faid :  **  Wc 
cannot  tonipicliend  fuch  things,  wc  are  not  ufcd  to 

them."      .^, ,..,.... ^

Another  vifit  this  winter  is  Specified  as  follows  :  **  Jan. 
20,  we  difpatched  two  kajaks  with  provilions  for  our 
brethren  Socrenfen  and  Ballcnhorlt,  who  twelve  days 
ago  went  to  Kangtk,  but  could  not  foon  be  cx- 
pe«Sled  back,  becaufe  a  ftormy  wind  had  brought  a 
great  deal  of  ice  into  the  bay.  But  behold,  before  we 
were  aware,  they  came  home  in  moft  (hocking  wea- 
ther, and  brought  with  ti  cm  fome  booties  that  we 
had  long  and  .irdcntly  wifhed  for,  viz.  Kainaek  with 
his  whole  family,  whom  we  have  been  acquainted 
with  fmce  1739,  and  who  has  been  ftirrad  up  for 
fome  years.  The  afpeft  of  thefe  travellers  was  fright- 
ful, for  they  were  clad  in  ice  like  a  coat  of  mail, 
which  gathered  around  them  from  the  frofl-fmoak 
(learning  from  the  fea  through  the  exceffive  cold. 
The  ftrand  foon  fwarmed  with  people,  for  they  all 
rejoiced  at  the  arrival  of  new  candidates  for  the  king- 
dom of  God." 
Our  brethren  vifited  all  the  houfes  in  Kangek,  and 
fought  after  hearts  hungry  and  diftrefled,  but  this  time 
met  with  few  fuch.  They  perceived  that  the  word  of 
Jefus's  fufferings  had  excited  a  feeling  in  the  hearts  of 
fome  Southlanders,  who  came  theie  laft  autumn.  Our 
Zippora  fpoke  with  livelinefs  and  courage  to  fome  of  her 
friends,  whom  (he  found  among  them.     But  Kainxk 

♦  An  old  German  hymn  fays:  Reafon  rejiftt  the  fchtmt  ^  faith,  tec. 
One  that  loves  darknefs  rather  than  light,  eafily  finds  out  obje«ioni,  where- 
by to  drown  the  voice. of  the  heart  and  confciencc  which  are  IHrred  up  by 
the  gbfpeJ  j  and  it  is  poffiblc  he  may  carry  it  fo  far,  as  ta  fall  under  the  aw- 
ful judgment  of  being  never  more  counted  worthy  of  feeing  that  light  wlijch 
lightelh  tvery  man.

and 
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and  his  family  was  cht  main  obje6t  this  viftt  aimed  at, 
and  our  Saviour  has  at  lafl  proipered  it,  fo  that  wc  can 
rejoice  and  thank  him  for  it. 

Thii  man  was  one  of  the  firft  Southlatiders  that  got 
acquainted  with  the  brethren  in  I739>  and  did  not  go 
away  without  being  tou<!hed.  But  sis  he  was  of  a  goo^i 
family*,  and  made  a  great  figure  among  th*  Green- 
landen,  (o  that  the^  looked  upon  him  as  a  prince,  it 
was  a  long  white  before  he  could  refolve  to  relinquiih  hit 
fmall  modicufi)  ot  fancied  honour  and  reputation,  and 
give  himfelf  to  our  Saviour ;  for  following  Chrift,  is  at* 
tended  with  ignominy  and  derifion  among  the  Green- 
landers  afl  well  as  others.  Therefore  one  while  he 
betook  himfelf  to  the  fouth,  and  another  while  to  the 
north,  but  could  never  fly  from  a  reftlefs  heart,  let  him 
fly  where  he  would.  This  was  the  man,  who  has  been 
feveral  times  mentioned  fince  1744,  as  having  beat 
Kaanak  till  he  crii^pled  him,  as  havin?  lain  in  wait  for 
the  lives  of  feveral  of  the  baptized,  and  threatened  to  fet 
the  brethren's  houfe  on  ftre,  becaul'e  they  took  a  woman 
under  their  proteftion,  who  fled  to  them  to  avoid  mar^ 
rying  him  by  compulfion,  though  afterwards  he  accom* 
pliflied  his  defign  of  carrying  away  this  perfon.  How- 
ever this  very  vi'oman  vi^as  the  means  of  his  getting  to 
hear  the  word  of  God  feveral  times,  which  blew  up  more 
and  more  the  fpark  that  had  long  lain  dormant  in  him, 
and  which  he  would  gladly  have  fmothered,  but  could 
not.  He  had  many  times  begged  to  be  baptized,  but 
could  not  determine  to  change  the  place  of  his  abode ; 
but  now  the  brethren  did  not  think  it  proper  to  defer  hi^ 
baptifm  any  longer,  in  hopes  that  his  outward  circu^ 
ftances  would  give  way  of  themfelves,  as  foon  as  thd 
Woodofjefus  (hould  endow  him  with  inclination  and 
pewer  to  break  through  every  thing.  Therefore  thfev^" 
went  to  fetch  him  to  the  congregation- day  on  the  igtnT 
of  January,  which  was^^the  memorial -day  of  the  GreCTi^ 
lirtd  miflion.  But  as  a  ftorm  then  prevented  their  return, 
he  was  nunJjered  that  day,  though  abfent,  among  thft' 
candidates  for  baptifm,  and  thofe  brethren  affured  hini' 
that  he  fbould  be  bapti^ied  foon.     This  filled  him  with' 

•  That  is,  when  a  man  can  boaft  that  he  is  delcended  from  a  father, 
grihdfathct,  and  great-grandfather,  who  were  a31  renowned  ieal-catchcri* 
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fuch  joy,  that  he  went  with  them  diredHy  to  beg  for 
holy  baptifm,  which  grace  he-  was  foon  after  made 
partaker  of.  He  was  obliged  to  go  back  to  his  own 
home  again,  but  carae  almoft  every  Sunday  with  his 
family,  and  on  the  next  congregation-day  he  had  the 
pleafure  of  being  a  fpedtator  of  the  baptifm  of  his  wife. 
He  was  named  Ifaac,  and  (he  Sarah.  As  fopn  as  they 
could  leave  their  wintei-houfes,  he  moved  to  his  teachers 
with  moft  of  his  domeftics,  who  were  upwards  of  twenty 
in  number,  and  he  faw  one  after  another  partake  of 
the  baptifmal  grace.  In  the  interim  he  was  frequently 
viHted  at  the  place  of  his  abode ;  and  as  this  man's  con< 
verfion  made  a  great  noife .  and  a  new  ftirring,  the 
brethren  had  a  great  many  eager  hearers  for  fome  time, 
M'ho  iride  preparation  to  follow  him.       f.;*-..},.).  ..J,.i  ''•

§  4- 


There  was  not  a  week  in  winter,  nor  fcarce  a  day  in 
fummer,  without  the  vifits  of  ftrangers  out  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood, and  often  from  remote  places  in  the  fouth  and 
north.  Moft  of  them  attended  the  public  meetings,  and 
if  there  was  any  thing  that  they  did  not  rightly  under- 
fbnd,  it  was  explained  better  to  their  conception,  and 
brought  nearer  to  their  hearts  by  our  baptized  at  their 
vifits  in  the  Greenland  houfes ;  by  this  means  many  a 
one  carried  away  an  uneaflnefs  and  concern,  which 
required  time  to  operate  infenfibly  in  fecret.  Thus  one, 
whofe  wife  and  children  were  full  of  longing,  faid: 
'^'  Pray  do  not  tell  me  always  fo  much  about  the  Sjiviour, 
"  or  elfe  I  (hall  become  a  believer  too  j  and  ?t  prefent 
•'  I  have  no  mind,  for  I  muft  go  to  the  north  once  more 
*^  to  trade  -,  and  befides,  I  am  afraid  my  wife  and  childrcji 
**  will  give  me  no  reft,  and  I  am  reftlcfs  enough  without 
"  it."  Another  faid  to  the  miffionary,  when  he  was 
going  to  k^ep  a  meeting  in  a  houfe  at  Kangek: 
*'  Hear  you !  fay  no  more  of  that,  for  it  makes  me 
*'  anxious."  He  was  anfwered :  *'  If  thou  wilt  not 
*'  hear,  then  go  thy  way,  for  the  other 'people  will 
«'  hear."  One  of  them  told  his  wife,  as  an  excufe  why 
he  did  not  move  to  the  believers,  that  fomc  years  ago  he 


had  reviled  their  doctrine,

A  great 
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A  great  dearth  brokfe  out  again  among  the  heathen, 
which  was  the  cafe  almoft  every  fpring,  and  many  came 
to  our  Greenlandcrs  to  buy  food.  Some,  who  had 
fomething  in  their  hearts  before,  took  this  opportunity 
to  ftay  there,  and  others  that  went  away  again,  heard 
however  the  gofpel,  and  did  not  go  away  empty. 

A  couple  of  traders  who  had  fpent  the  winter  feveral 
leagues  off  in  the  north,  and  had  told  the  heathen  fome- 
thing for  their  edification,  when  they  returned,  drew 
ToiTie  families  after  them  into  this  country,  that  they 
might  be  nearer  to  the  found  of  the  gofpel.  Thefe  came 
on  a  vifit  from  time  to  time,  and  part  of  them  defirf  d 
their  names  to  be  wrote  down,  as  a  token  that  they 
intended  fometime  to  remove  hither  entirely, 

§5- 

With  refpeft  to  the  heathen  that  lived  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, it  was  a  great  benefit  for  the  miflionaries  that 
they  had  helpers  of  this  nation,  who  looked  upon  them- 
felves  as  bound  (even  more  than  others,  who  did  not 
hide  the  grace  they  had  received  neither,)  to  proclaim 
the  gofpel,  and  encourage  them  to  believe.  Among 
thefe  Daniel,  a  lively  witnefs*,  intimated  more  than 
once,  that  he  could  not  be  eafy  till  he  had  invited  his 
brothers  and  acquaintance  in  the  north  to  the  fruition  of 
their  falvation.  The  brethren  could  not  corroborate  his 
intention  by  their  advice,  in  confideratlon  of  the  many 
dangers  it  would  expofe  him  to  inwardly  and  outwardly  ; 
but  his  urgent  felicitations  obliged  them  to  acquiefce  in 
his  undertaking,  and  they  difmiffed  him  with  the  blefT- 
ing  of  the  congregation  in  the  company  of  Jonas,  another, 
of  the  Greenland  helpers. 

Not  long  after,  the  brethren  were  greatly  alarmed 
about  them ;  for  a  certain  family  came  down  from  the 
north,  and  told  them  a  difmal  tale,  that  their  children 
had  been  taken  away  by  a  pirate,  and  they,  the  parents, 
had  been  very  ill  ufed  by  blows  and  thrufts  with  their 
euns,  bccaufe  they  would  not  give  up  their  children. 
At  laft  when  they  were  at  a  lofs  how  to  help  themfelves, 
they  called  aloud  the  names  of  the  miflionary  and  factor, 
and  pointed  to  the  land  with  their  hand  as  if  they  were 


•  He  departed  to  his  Lord  after  I  went  away  in  1762, 
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jiear  at  hand.  Then  the  robbers  let  them  and  their 
children  go,  but  fhot  after  them  feveral  times.  They 
aifo  obferved,  that  there  muft  havp  been  other  Green- 
landers  in  the  fhipy  whom  they  had  ftolen.  Therefore 
there  was  reafon  to  fear  that  our  two  Greenianders,  Hrho 
were  very  fine  young  men,  were  carried  away  t»o. 
]But  foon  after,  they  came  home  fafe  and  chearfu),  and 
brought  fome  of  their  relations  with  them.  They 
had  travelled  140  leagues  north,  and  had  declared 
with  freedom  and  boldnefs  the  word  of  Atonement 
wherever  they  met  with  any  people,  and  particularly 
among  their  relations.  In  fome  places  they  found  willing 
and  defirous  fouls.  However,  there  was  no  want  of 
reproach  neither.  *'  We  have  alfo  experienced  (faid 
*'  they)  how  it  is  to  be  a  long  time  abfent  from  our 
**  brethren,  and  in  the  midft  of  unbelievers.  We  were 
*'  like  ignorant  children  among  them,  apd  were 
*'  eftranged  to  their  ways  and  manners."  The  brother 
of  one  of  them,  and  his  whole  family,  were  on  their 
way  to  come  hither,  but  as  he  fell  into  the  pirate's  hands, 
who  robbed  him  of  all  his  houfhold-goods  and  his  kaiak, 
he  was  intimidated  from  the  profecution  of  his  voyage ; 
however,  he  was  prevailed  on  to  follow  his  brother. 
But  thefe  were  not  the  only  booties  gained  by  this 
pilgrimage,  for  the  enfuing  year  put  feveral  into  the 
brethren's  hands,  who  had  heard  at  this  time  from  the 
lips  of  their  countrymen  how  happy  it  is  to  live  with 
Jefus. 


§6. 
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In  the  mean  timCj  the  largeft  part  of  the  Greenianders 
had  been  on  the  capelin-fifhery  under  the  infpeftion  of 
one  of  the  miffionaries,  and  had  very  blefiedly  celebrated 
on  the  pavement  of  the  rocks  the  Whitfun-feftival,  which 
commonly  falls  in  this  interval.  After  that  was  over, 
they  repaired  to  the  Sound  a  feal -catching*.  They 
were  fo  diligent  and  fortunate,  that  they  could  difpofe  of 
a  confiderable  quantity  of  blubber  to  the  fa<Slor,  without 
abridging  their  own  neceflary  ilores. 

*  One  of  them  ftruck  ayoung  whale  this  fummcr  twenty-five  feet  lonf, 
whicli  is  a  very  rare  thing  in  thefe  parts, 
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The  grcateft  joy  was,  that  they  had  been  prefervcJ  in 
health  and  Tafety  amidft  many  dangers.     It  was  an  un- 
favourable tempefluous  cold  iummer,  the  fnow  fell  every 
month  5  in  January  there  was  horrible   cold  weather, 
in  June  the  froft  prevailed  again,  and  in  Auguft  a  great 
deal  of  drift-ice  made  its  appearance.     They  were  often 
overfet  in  their  boats,  yet  only  one  perifhed.     A  ftrong 
wind  carried  away  the  kaiak  of  one  man  from  the  land 
into  the  fea,  while  he  was  hunting  afliore ;  he  jumped  upoi> 
a  piece  of  ice  and  paddled  after  it  with  his  hands.    Mean 
while  one   piece  of  the  ice  after  another  broke  off,  and, 
at  laft  when  he  had  recovered  his  kaiak,  and  ftepped  into 
it  with  one  foot,  the  reft  of  the  ice,  on  which  his  other 
foot  flood,  broke  quite  to  pieces.  Another  was  obliged  to 
make  his,  retreat  in  February  on  a  piece  of  ice,  and  draw 
his  kaiak  to  him  j  there  was  he  forced  to  fit  all  the  night 
in  his  wet  cloaths,    for  at  ftepping  out,    he  had  fallen 
into  the  water  up  to  his  breaft.     The  current  drove  the 
ice  out  to  fea,  and   he  faw  no  deliverance.     At  laft  the 
ice  feparated  fo  far,  that  he  could  make  his  way  through 
it  to  land.      A  little    before    Chriftmas,    an  European 
brother  being  fhooting  eider-fowls  on  the  land,  faw  an 
over-turned  kaiak  driving  in  the  water;    he  had  two 
Greenlanders  with  him  to  fetch  the  fowls  out   of  the 
water  in  their  kaiaks  as  he  fhot  them,    and  thefe  he 
difpatched  after  it.     They  foon  brought  a  poor  boy  of 
the  colony  to  land,    who  was  almoft  frozen  to  death, 
but  they  put  their  dry  cloaths  on  him,   and  carried  him 
to  his  habitation.  •'  ' 

In  fummer  the  miffionarles  and  all  in  their  houfe  were 
viuted  with  various  diforders.  Moft  of  them  had 
eruptions  like  St.  Anthony's-fire,  and  fome  fore  throats 
or  the  rafh.  Therefore  they  could  vlfit  but  feldoni 
abroad,  and  only  with  the  Greenlanders  that  went  to 
and  fro.  Being  once  upon  fuch  a  voyage,  a  violent 
fnow  ib  bewildered  them,  that  they  fteered  a  wrong 
ceurfe,  and  when  they  came  at  laft  to  land,  they  had 
fcarce  fet  foot  alhore  oefore  the  women's- boat  went  to 
pieces  from  the  weight  of  the  feals  they  had  loaded  it 
with  J  fo  that  it  was  apparent  to  every  body  how  faith- 
fully the  angel  of  the  Lord  had  kept  his  hand  over 
them* 
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..57. 

At  entering  their  winter-dwellings,   they  mifl'ed  two 

families.  They  had  not  indeed  been  baptized  by  the 
brethren,  but  they  had  been  awhile  under  their  care. 
One  of  them  was  the  happily-departed  Jacob's  widow  and 
children,  who  removed  her  quarters  again  to  the 
colony. 

The  other  family  came  away  from  Frederic's-hopc  laft 
year,  where  the  man,  whofe  name  was  Jacob,  had  been 
embroiled  in  a  quarrel.  They  then  intended  to  have  proceed- 
ed northwards  to  their  heathenifh  countrymen,  but  were 
perfuaded  by  their  believing  relations  to  flay  here. 
This  year  they  had  a  mind  to  profecute  their  travels  to 
the  north.  In  the  mean  time  the  man  was  perfuaded  by 
a  Dutch  fhip  to  go  to  Europe,  and  fent  a  meflage  to 
recommenc'  his  wife  and  children  to  the  brethren's  care 
during  his  abfence.  As  foon  as  they  heard  of  this  odd 
affair,  they  haftened  to  fetch  him  back,  but  came  toe 
late.  As  this  man  was  afterwards  made  a  (how  of  in 
Holland  for  money,  fome  friends  could  not  help  thinking 
from  his  deportment,  that  he  was  baptized  by  the 
brethren,  and  had  been  either  enticed  or  forced  away. 
The  circumftances  that  difcovered  this,  merit  a  more 
am^le  recital  Firft  they  repeated  the  names  of  the 
miflionarics  to  him  ;  but  as  they  arc  only  known  to  the 
Greenlanders  by  their  chrifllan  names,  he  did  not  under- 
ftand  them.  Then  they  fung  the  tune  of  the  hymn : 
*'  The  Saviour's  blood  and  righteoufnefs,**  &c.  The 
Grcenlander  fell  in  with  it  directly,  and  went  on  fmg- 
ing  fome  ve.-fes  in  that  tune.  In  order  now  to  find  out 
whether  he  was  one  of  the  German,  or  Danifh  miflion, 
they  fung  i  tune  that  was  not  in  the  common  hymn- 
books,  viz.  "  Only  matchlefs  heart !  this  (hall  be  for 
me,  my  repaft,  my  heaven  here,"  &c.  He  alfo  fung 
fome  verfes  in  this  tune.  In  the  mean  time  more  fpec- 
tators  had  gathered  round  him  j  to  thefe  the  Grcenlander 
began  to  keep  a  difcourfe  ;  they  could  only  underftand 
the  words  JeJ'u^  Chriji^  but  could  conjecture  from  his 
gcftures,  from  his  often  pointing  to  the  finery  of  the 
room  with  a  contemptuous  mien,  from  his  fmiting  with 
his  hand  upon  his  heart,  and  falling  upon  his  knees, 
that  he  would  recommend  to  them  a  contempt  for  the 

world, 
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world,  and  would  extol  the  love  of  Jefus,  in  the  fuppo- 
fttion  that  he  had  a  partel  of  heathen  before  him.  Every 
body  was  amazed  at  it.  But  as  it  made  a  noife  in  the 
city,  and  the  feamen  were  afraid  they  (hould  be  called 
to  account  for  it,  they  conveyed  him  aboard  the  (hip 
again.  In  the  mean  time  notice  was  given  of  it  to 
Matthew  Stach,  who  was  then  in  Herrnhuth.  He  made 
all  fpeed  to  Amfterdam,  to  deliver  him  from  this  odd 
lituation  difagreeable  for  a  human  creature ;  but  he  came 
too  late,  for  he  died  in  the  mean  time,  and  (according 
to  a  certificate  of  the  minifter)  had  been  buried  in  the 
church-yard  ofNieuendam.  Brother  Stach  had  reafon 
to  conclude  fi^om  all  circumftances,  that  he  came  away 
voluntarily,  and  that  this  voyage  had  turned  out  a  bletf- 
ing  to  him,  and  for  the  deliverance  of  his  foul,  feeing  he 
had  intended  to  go  among  the  favages  again.  The 
family  he  left  behind  him,  repaired  to  thucir  own  relations, 
and  wandered  with  them  to  the  north.  "        v     ,   ' 
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This  diminution  of  fix  people  was  richly  made  up  by 
fixty-feven  new  ones,  which  was  more  than  tenfold ; 
and  thefe  afforded  fuch  good  hopes,  that  fome  of  them, 
who  had  lived  fome  years  in  the  adjacent  places  and  been 
inftrudled,  were  diredly  numbered  among  the  candidates 
for  baptifm.  When  all  were  together,  they  rencvved 
their  cuftomary  autumn-arrangements,  and  regulated  all 
the  inhabitants,  baptized  and  unbaptized,  and  whoever 
could  and  would  be  taught  (and  indeed  they  all  Would) 
into  fifty- two  claffes,  twenty- one  among  the  men  and 
thirty-one  among  the  women.  They  began  a  new 
catechifation  of  the  baptized,  and  the  children  were  every 
Jay  catechifed  in  a  body  together,  befides  their  fchool- 
hours,  when  each  fex  was  faught  feparately.  The 
fingle  brethren  and  boys  built  a  feparate  houfe  for  them- 
ielves,  where  they  might  live  and  ileep  during  the  winter. 
The  catechift  confecrated  it  with  a  difcourfe  and  prayer, 
and  they  kept  alfo  a  love-feaft  at  their  entrance.  He 
took  the  fpecial  infpeftion  of  it  upon  himfelf,  and  as  he 
had  the  inftruftion  of  the  boyo  committed  to  him,  fo  he 
alfo  tool^ care  that  each  of  them  mi^iht  be  provided  in 
due  time  with  a  kaiak  and  all  necefTary  tackle,  which 
'  '■         ,  was 
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was  given  out  of  the  common  magazine  to  fuch  as  had 
no  father  or  proper  mafter. 

The  ufual  Sunday's  and  week-day  meetings  were  con- 
tinued with  new  grace,  and  the  Qreenlanders  did  not 
like  to  mifs  any  of  them  without  ncceiEty.  But  as  the 
meetings  were  obliged  to  be  kept  by  lamp-light  both 
morning  and  evening,  on  account  of  the  e;{cceding  (hort 
winter-days,  that  the  Greenlaiiders  might  not  be  hindered 
in  procuring  food  j  therefore  it  was  reprefented  to  them 
as  reafonablc,  that  they  ftiould  provide  the  lamp-oil 
themfelves  according  to  their  ability,  which  had  hitherto 
been  bought  by  the  brethren  of  them.  They  confented 
quite  willingly  to  it,  and  coliedled  fo  much  together, 
tnat  there  was  even  an  overplus,  which  they  gave  to  feme 
poorpeople.     ..  .  .^,   .^  .„;.,..

One  ignorant  foul  after  another  of  the  new  inhabitants 
was  enlightned,  and  filled  with  a  true  longing  af^cr 
faivation  in  the  blood  of  Jefus  j  which  one  expreffed 
ipore,  another  lefs,  but  all  intimated  it  by  their  words, 
and  often  by  their  tears,  fo  that  there  was  no  room  left 
to  doubt  of  the  fincerity  of  their  mind.  In  confequence 
of  this,  thirty-  two  fouls  were  embodied  this  year  into 
the  congregation  by  holy  baptifm.  Ifaac  Kainaek  was 
the  firft,  and  his  filler's  daughter  Maria  Therefa  Arnakok 
was  the  laft^ 

Twenty- eight  baptized  were  admitted  to  the  holy 
communion,  and  fix  pairs  joined  in  marriage.  Five  of 
the  fixty-feven  new  inhabitants  died  without  baptifm, 
but  they  had  heard  the  gofpel,  and  not  without  blei?ing. 
Among  tUe  feventeen  baptized,  that  went  to  their  eternal 
home,  the  five  following  are  the  moft  obfervable. 

I.)  Hedwig,  was  baptized  in  1746,  became  a  commu- 
nicant in  1750,  and  this  year  entered  the  married  ftate. 
Her  courfe  of  life  was  fimplc,  and  in  humility  joyful, 
and  thence  liable  to  few  viciflitudes.  At  the  capelin- 
f^fhery  in  FiiTikfarbik  fhe  was  feized  with  a  violent  colic 
and  jaundice.  When  it  was  thought  flie  had  loft  her 
ipecc> ;  (he  began  to  fing :  "  Ah  my  heart's  lovely  Jefus 
«*  Cbriftv— Tnou  haft  the  fofteft  bed, — where  thy 
*•  iabbatic  hearts  can  reft,"  &c.    She  pointed  upwards 

with 
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with  her  finger,  and  afked  thofe  who  flood  round  her, 
if  they  could  not  fee  our  Saviour  (landing  there  with  hrp 
wounds,  and  waiting  for  her.  Thefe  were  her  hil 
word99  and  foon  after  fhe  fell  fweetly  afleep.  Hcf 
exanimate  body  wa$  brought  to  Newherrnhuth,  an4 
there  buried. 

2.)  Beata,  entered  into  reft  after  a  three  day$  \\a.v4 
and  fruitlefs  labour  in  childbed ;  a  rare  inftance  an^on^ 
the  Greenlanders.  On  the  other  h^nd,  the  lately-depart^ 
ed  Mofes's  widow  ran  home  from  fiibing  on  thf  io^y  and 
when  (he  found  fome  (Grangers  in  the  houfe,  retired  to  a 
Greenland  ftore-houfe,  and  there  bore  a  (ine  fon,  which 
(he  brought  diretSlly  after  to  be  baptised. 

3.)  Thomas,  was  pulled  over  in  his  k^ialc  by  a  feal  *. 
After  fome  days  he  was  found  again,  and  buried  here. 
He  came  hither  in  1743  with  his  brother  Nathanael,  waf 
baptized  the  year  after,  and  admitted  to  the  holy  com- 
munion 1750.  He  was  twice  married,  qnd  conduced 
himfelf  in  that  ftate  like  a  prieft  of  God,  He  was  of  a 
lively  temper  and  a  pleafant  converf^t,  ^n.  But  the  jewej 
that  made  him  moft  valu^blt  "ind  agreeable  wa3,  a  heait 
penetrai  d  by  the  fufFerings  of  God,  fo  that  he  rejoiced 
whenever  i.^  heard  any  thing  fpoken  or  fung  of  the 
wounds  of  Jefus. 

4.}  Helena,  was  one  of  the  firft  that  were  «wakened 
and  dwelt  at  Newherrnhuth,  but  went  foon  after  with 
her  late  hufband  Laban  again  to  the  north  ;  yet  as  they 
could  find  no  reft  any  where,  they  came  here  again  in 
1743.  Since  her  being  made  partaker  of  baptifm  and 
the  Lprd's-fupper,  (be  has  led  a  quiet  happy  life  in  the 
converfe  with  our  Saviour;  and  in  her  long  paralytic 
diforder  fhe  rejoices  all  that  vifited  her  with  her  bright 
ferene  countenance,  and  her  animating  Jifcourfe  about 
the  ardent  expedation  (he  had  of  her  releafe. 

5.)  Boaz,  alias  Okkomiak,  was  one  of  theiirft  inhabi- 
tants here,  but  the  brethren  were  obliged  io  wait  for 
his  entire  converfion  till  the  twelfth  year.  He  came  to 
us  in  1738  with  his  brother-in-law  Samuel  Kajarnak. 
But  when  the  afTaflins  murdered  his  brother  Innungeitfok 
'"  I739»  ^^^  ^ay  in  wait  for  his  life,  Samuel  conveyed 

*  This  puUing-over  bappjena,  when  the  ftring  that  the  bladder  it  faftened 
to,  entangles  about  the  ka;ak  or  the  body  of  the  man,  and  confcquently 
the  man  is  drawn  under  water  by  itt 
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him  to  the  fouth  for  fafcty.  In  1740  he  came  back,  but 
icon  proceeded  further  north  with  his  brother  Tuffillartolc. 
But  the  uneafirtefs  of  his  heart  drew  him  back  again  into 
this  country.  Yet  he  held  out  till  1749  before  he 
entirely  difengaged  himfelf  from  the  favages,  and  all  this 
while  his  now  happily  departed  filler  Anna  was  forced 
to  take  up  her  a1x)de  conflantly  with  him.  At  lafl 
he  drew  nearer,  and  as  he  had  long  counted  the  coft, 
he  now  gave  himfelf  up  without  any  further  demurr  to 
the  Lord  and  his  congregation.  He  was  baptized  in 
1750,  partook  of  the  Lord's-fuppcr  in  1752,  and  foon 
after  was  blefled  to  his  marriage  entered  upon  among 
the  heathen.  He  had  a  tender  feeling  of  our  Saviour, 
an  unfeigned  brotherly  love,  a  lowly  mind,  and  an 
humble  walk.  He  was  an  edification  to  every  body  in 
his  ficknefs,  and  no  one  that  faw  him  could  refrain 
from  tears  of  joy.  Something  like  Jefus  ftione  out  of 
his  face,  and  as  he  was  otherwife  of  a  filent  difpofition, 
his  expreflions  of  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  which  his  living 
faiith  now  hoped  to  be  gratified  with  the  fight  of,  made 
fo  much  the  greater  impreffion.  When  his  brother,  and 
fome  of  his  acquaintance  ftill  among  the  heathen,  vifit- 
ed  him  on  his  fick  bed,  he  recommended  the  happinefs 
he  had  found,  in  fuch  a  lovely  manner  to  them,  that 
they  promifed  with  tears  to  feek  after  it  too.  He  re- 
tained his  fenfes  to  the  laft,  and  often  cried  out :  *'  0 
**  hffio  beautiful !  0  how  delightful!  '*  And  when  he  was 
afked,  what  it  was  ?  he  anfwered,  "  My  Saviour !  l/u 
**  tvoundsf**  In  this  manner  he  departed  hence  to  his 
cvetlafting  abode  with  a  fmiling  countenancCj  and  left 
an  indelible  impreflion  upon  all  prefent.

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I  (hail  clofe  this  year*s  account  with  fome  incidental 
circumftances.  The  fliip  arrived  June  14,  and  failed 
again  in  Auguft  for  Frederic*s-Hope,  but  within  three 
weeks  it  returned  again,  having  fuftaincd  much  damage 
and  been  expofed  to  much  danger  in  florms  and  ice. 
Gonfequently  the  fouth-colony  was  obliged  to  fetch 
their  provifions  from  hence,  and  by  this  opportunity 
}At,  Buch  the  miflionary  there,  came  here  on  a  vifit.

Relation  OF  Nbw-Herrnhuth,  X753.  205 
This  year  one  of  the  fervants  of  the  fadtory  returntd 
from  a  voyage  fouthwards  for  the  difcovery  of  the  caft- 
I'ule  of  Greenland.  It  feems  as  if  he  had  puflied  forward 
a  few  leagues  further  than  Mr.  £gede  had  don.e»  ^nd 
met  with  ieveral  good  providing-places  and  many  peo- 
ple, but  there  was  fo  much  ice,  that  according  to  his 
opinion  it  would  be  difiicult  to  land  there,  except  in  the 
month  of  September. 

Three  years  ago,  two  baptized  families  moved  from 
another  colony  to  their  relations  in  New-Herrnhut,  and 
brought  a  hearty  letter  f  recommendation  from  their 
miifionafy  to  the  brethren  ;  and  lafl  year  they  went 
back  again  with  a  teftimony  of  their  good  behaviour, 
and  a  letter  to  the  miffionary.  This  occafioned  the 
following  arifwer,  which,  for  the  fake  of  its  edifying 
contents,  I  muft  beg  leave  to  communicate,  tranilated 
from  the  Danifh,  and  omitting  unneceiTary  particulars.  .

"  It  gave  me  great  joy,  and  excited  me  to  blefs  and 
praife  the  Lord,  when  I  faw  by  your  letter,  and 
heard  by  the  verbal  relation  of  the  Greet.!anders,  that 
the  faithful  Saviour  daily  accomplifhes  his  gracious 
promifes,  and  blefles  the  publication  of  the  gofpel  of 
his  death  and  blood  to  many  fouls,  whom,  as  the 
true  Friend  of  men,  he  attra£b  and  allures  to  him- 
felf,  as  a  reward  for  the  anguiih  and  diftrefs  which  he 
underwent  for  them  i  and  alfo  that  in  general  he  is 
daily  near  to  you,  my  dear  brethren,  with  the  blefled 
fruits  and  effei^s  of  his  death  and  blood.  ,   :. 

*'  With  refpe(Sl  to  me,  poor  creature,  I  can  praife  my 
merciful  Saviour,  that  I  know  and  believe,  all  my 
falvation  depends  on  my  knowing  the  crucified  Jefus, 
and  being  found  in  him,  and  that  I  have  a  righ*. 
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«'  teoufnefs  not  made  up  Of  good  works  and  exterhal 
*»  piety,  but  by  faith  in  Jefus  Chrift,  With  which  alone 
**  I  can  go  to  rteet  the  refi'- -^^ion  of  the  dHad.  This 
"  is  alfo  what  I  ificciTa-  ^clttre  to  the  poo^  Green- 
*'  landers,  according  to  .iid  grace  tnd  power  that  our 
*«  dear  Saviour  himfelf  endows  ihe  with.  I  a?fb  tell 
*«  them  the  unfathomable  riches  of  the  grate  of  Jefus

<*  In  the  fprirtg  of  the  year  17^2,  an  epidemical 
difeafe  raged  among  the  Greenlanders  in  our  neigh- 
bourhood, of  which  half  Of  the  baptised  peOf^e,  and 
**  an  incredible  number  of  the  heathen  died  very  fud- 
*'  denly.  This  mortality  lafted  the  whole  fummer, 
*^  but  towards  autumn  moft  of  them  withdrew  further 
**  north,  where  it  feenis  death  followed  and  cut  ofFmoil"

Now  my  deskr  friend  ahd  brother^  ^ay  grtet  yduf '

THIS  year  was  remarkable  beyftrtd  ill  others,  ia* 
that  the  Lord  in  his  wiiHom  (often  unfeal'chable  to ' 
man)  was  pleaied  To  to  vffic  Che  Greenrartd  congregation^' 
that  near  fixty  baptized,  without  reckoning  the  i    bap-' 
tized  catechumens,    were  tranflocated  out  of  this  time 
into  a  happy  eternity,  which  never  happened;  to  fucih  an 
amount,  before  nor  fmce.     No  month  but  January  andf 
December,  was  free  from  inftances  of  nwrulity.     I  (hall' ' 
now  proeeed  Co  give  the  account  of  them,   month  after 
month,  and  fubjoili  (ortit  inward  and  outward  circum- ' 
ftancea  relating  CO  the  courfc  of  the  Greenrand  con-^ 
gfegation.  \ 

The  year  was  begun  with  the  holy  cOmrrunioh,  at 
which  they  could  be  all  present  this  time  viz.  146 
perfons,  for  they  were  all  in  good  bodily  health,  ^nd  in 
fuch  a  fituatioh  of  heart,  chdt  the  brethren  coul'd^  rejoice 
in  riiem. 

The  feftival  and  memorial  days,  that  fell  outlh  this 
month,  were  celebrated  with  grace  and  joy,  vv^.  Epifihany* 
which  IS'  the  Heathen's  feftival,  and  the  19th  of  January, 
which  is  the  memorial-dav  of  the  Greenland'  miiEon. 
On  the  firft  of  thefe,  vii.  Jin.  6,  Was  a  fermoii  on  Luke 
xi.  28.  Bkjfidafe  they  thai  hedr  tht  word  ofGod^  and  keep  it  i 
and  in  the  afternoon  on  £ph.  u.  19,  20.  N<fU>  therefore  ye 
are  no  more  Jfrangers  and fdfeignets^  but  fellow-citizens  with  the 
faints^  and  of  the  houjbold  of  God ;  and  are  built  upon  the  foun- 
dation of  the  apoftUi  And  prophets^  Jefui  Chriji  himfelfbetng  the 
chief  comer-Jione^     In  the  application,  fomething  was  faid 
about  the  reception  among  the  candidates  for  baptiim, 
what  fuch  new  domeftlcs  of  God's  houfhold  haye  to 
enjoy,  and  how  they  ought  "to  deport  themfelvCs  in  the 
profpedt  of  baptifm  and  the  other  privileges  of  the  houfe 
of  God,  which  they  have  to  aws't.    Then  fixteen  perfons 
w«re  received,  viz.  two  married  men,   one  fingle  man^ 
three  married  womeni   five    widows,   arid   five    fmglc 
^*f«'^  '~'  women. 
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women.  Afterwards  fome  unbaptized  came  and  ex- 
prcfled  their  forrow  with  weeptne  eyes,  that  their  hopes 
of  reception  had  mifcarried,  and  begged  they  might  not 
be  forgotten. 

Jan.  19,  was  the  monthljr- congregation -day.  Ac- 
counts were  read  from  other  congregations  among  the 
heathen:  Then  was  the  preaching  on  Jer.  xxix.  n. 
J  know  the  thoughts  that  I  think  towards  you^  faith  the  Lerd^ 
thoughts  of  peace  J  &c.  At  which  the  teacher's  as  well  as 
the  hearers  tears  flowed  more  readilv  than  the  words. 
Afterwards  four  perfons  were  baptizecf,  and  «  ficlc  wo- 
man in  her  houfe.  At  tit  feftival  agape  they  called  to 
mind,  to  the  praife  of  our  Saviour,  what  an  afpefl 
things  had  here  twenty-one  years  ago,  and  whit  had 
been  done  on  this  nation  fmce  that  time.  Next,  the 
congregation-day's  leflbn  was  read  and  illuftrated,  which 
is  commonly  one  of  the  Pfalms,  or  a  chapter  out  of 
the  prophets.  Then  a  widow  was  received  among  the 
candidates  for  baptifm,  and  all  was  concluded  with 
prayer  and  thankfgiving  kneeling. 

The  other  three  Sundays  of  this  month,  viz.  Jan.  13, 
..J  and  I7,  were  folemnizcd,  as  ufual.  In  the  Sunday 
mbming-meetinzY  a  part  of  the  litany  of  the  life,  fuf- 
ferings  and  death  of  Jefus  was  prayed ;  then  a  (hort  ex- 
hortation was  eivcn  to  each  choir,  and  fomethihg  fung 
and  prayed  witn  the  fucklings.  It  was  pften  obferved 
of  this  laft,  that  a  peculiar  prefence  of  our  Saviour  was 
perceived,  who  ordains  himfelf  praife  from  babes.  The 
texts  of  the  afternoon's  fermons  were  taken  out  of  Epb, 
V.  2.  of  the  returns  of  love  to  Chrift,  who  loved  us  fo  as 
to  die  for  us ;  out  of  Ifa.  li.  i,  2.  of  the  hole  of  the  rock 
in  the  holy  fide  of  Jefus,  from  whence  all  believers 
were  born,  and  from  whence  they  derive  their  daily 
nourifliment ;  and  laftly  out  of  jfa»  Ixi.  10.  of  the 
robe  of  righteoufnefs  in  the  blood  of  Chrift.  The  laft 
public  meeting  on  Sundays  for  the  church-litany,  was 
always  enlivened  with  particular  grace,  and,  was  not 
Willingly  miffed  by  any  one.  .    ^    '   j  ,^ , 

The  week-day  meetings  could  not  always  be  kept  ill 
proper  order,   becaufe  fuch  drifts  of  fnow  were  pften  ' 
whirled  about,  that  the  people  could  not  fet  their  foot 
out  of  doors.    At  fuch  times  the  Greenland  helpers  kept 
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a  fhort  exhortation  or  finging-hour  in  their  houfes; 
and  once  or  twice  every  week  one  of  them  kept  a  riif- 
courfe  in  the  meetine-hall.  The  brethren  improved  fuch 
days  of  reft  in  perfecting  themiclvcs  in  the  language, 
tranflating  fomething,  or  reading  the  inftru£live  ac- 
counts and  letters  fent  from  Europe.  But  the  Green-  • 
landers  th  .t  were  gone  abroad  to  catch  birds  before  fuch 
ftorms,  f  •!!  frequently  into  the  moft  extreme  danger, 
efpecially  vhen  great  quantities  of  ice  came  driving 
again  into  the  inlet.  Some  were  obliged  to  make  their 
retreat  on  an  uninhabited  ifland  ;  lome  overfet,  and 
were  brought  to  themfelves,  after  they  had  been  half 
dead  and  frozen  i  and  fome  having  fpcnt  the  cold  night 
on  a  piece  of  ice,  were  obliged  either  to  go  above  two 
leagues  over  it  Carrying  their  kaiaks,  the  ice  bi-eaking 
often  under  themi  or  to  make  their  way  through  it.

In  February, '  thttlgs  proceeded  in  the  fame  iSlefled 
track,  but  their  outward  circumftances  were  no  b'Jtter. 
The  feaft  of  the  prefentation  of  Jefus  in  the  temple  on 
the  2d  of  February,  being  Sunday,  was  accordingly 
celebrated;  only  that  on  account  of  the  bad  weather,  % 
fermon  was  kept  on  Luit  ii.  inftead  of  the  choir-meet- 
ings, and  in  the  application  the  widowers  and  widows 
were  wilhed  fuch  a  joy  at  the  confolation  of  Ifrael,  as 
Simeon  and  Anna  felt  when  they  faw  Jefus  and  took 
him  up  in  their  arms.  Afterwards  the  hdy  communion 
was  held. 

On  the  congregation  -  day  the  17th,  after  public 
preaching  on  i  fchn  v.  6,  7.  ten  jperfons  were  baptized. 
They  anfwered  the  queftions  macfe  them  with  a  riiodeft 
readinefs,  and  let  many  a  tear  drop  from  their  eyes. 
And  after  a  difcourfe  about  reception,  eight  catecnu- 
mens,  who  had  repeatedly  cxpretted  their  deiire,^  vrere 
received  among  the  candidates  and  prayed  for. 

In  general  the  brethren  found,  in  the  conferences  they 
held  with  the  keepers  of  dafles  or  helpers,  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  vrought  with  great  afliduity  on  the  hearts  of  the 
new  inhabitants,  and  they  were  rejoiced  with  charnu'ng 
teftimonials  fometimes  ot  one,  aad  ibmetimes  of  Ano-

Feb.  4,  a  liverj  youth,  of  particular  good  hopes,  de- 
parted this  life  happily  of  a  lingering  confumption. 
They  write  of  him  as  follows :  "  Our  Chriftian  was 
*'  born  in  the  north,  An.  I7^7>.  came  t6  us  in  1746, 

.  «'  was  baptized  the  year  after,  and  admitted  to  the  holy 
*<  communion  in  1750.  Kfe  had  a  bright  and  ready 
««  genius,  foon  learnt  inthe  fchool  to  read  and  write  Green- 
«  landiih  and  German,  and  did  us  great  fervice  in  copying

.  «t  and  by  that  means  helped  to  bring  the  linging  into 
•*  better  order.  At  the  fame  time  he  by  no  means  iie- 
«'  gle£led  to  attain  due  dexterity  in  tHe  Greenland  arts 
«  and  occupations.  No  one  that  faw  him  could  help 
«  wondering  at  him,  and  we  hoped  we  ihonld  once 
'*  have  a  ferviceable  helper  in  him,  efpccially  among 

. «'  the  young  people.,  Yet  the  thing  that  gave  us  moft 
"  joy,  was  the  terider  difpofttion  of  his  heart.    If  at 

.  «*  any  time  he  waS', overtaken  with  a  fault,  he  came  di- 

.  <«  reclly  to  b&  his  pwti  accufer,  and  wept  and  prayed  for 
«  forgivenefek     He  had  a  juft  conception  of  the  aim  of 

I  <*  the  fingle  brethren's  living  together,  and  as  foon  as  he 
*(  heard  that  they  fhould  build  a  houfe  for  themfelves, 
««  he  rejoiced  lik»  a  child,  ai)d  did  what  he  could  to- 
«*  wards  it.     He  has  particularly  gone  on  in  this  lovely 

-  «  way  fince  theblefied  viiltation'  two  years  agoj  Laving 
*'  grown  wife  to  that  which  is  good  from  forrowful  ex- 
*'  perience.  Qf  this  he  wrote,  among  other  things,  as 
«'  follows  :  '*  J  wa»  in  a  wretched  condition  in  body  and 
«*  foul,  for  I  had  a^ted  like  fhofe  that  have  no  Saviour. 

;  ««  Verily  our  Saviour  dd'pifes  no  maa,  though  he  be  fit 
«*  for  nothing  but  to  be  caft  away.  I  was  excluded  the 
•*  fellowflitp  of  the  communicants.     Then  I  prayed  our 

•,  *'  Saviour  to  have  liwrcy  on  me.     At  laft  he  was  gra- 

1  **  cious  to  me,  aaJ  took  me  a^in  to  the  enjoyment  of 

V**  his  flcfli  and  blood.  Then  my  heart  grew  warm  and 
.:,.'•*  happy  anew.  Now  I  have  given  him  my  heart  ea- 
. , "  tiwly,  and  I  will  turn  my  eyes  no  more  from  him. 
•f  -  «  My 
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"  My  heart  is  our  Saviour's,  and  is  one  with  the  be** 
**  lieversi  and  cnif  Saviour  is  in  the  midft  of  us." 

In  his  iicknefs  he  often  fang  his  favourite  vcrfes  :  "  O 
"  Head  fo  full  of  brulfes,  &c.  I'll  here  with  thee 
*'  continue, — tho'  poor,  defpife  me  not,"  &c.  No-* 
body  could  vifit  Him  witiiout  tears  ov  joy.  When  he 
cMerved  that  his  releafe  drew  nigh,  he  aflced  feveral 
tiiries,  if  the  Lord'iJ-fupfer  Would  not  be  fgon  again,  and 
having  fatisfiW  his  longing  the  fecond  inftant,  h^  went 
tb-duy  oiit  of  this  vale  of  mifery  to  the  congregation 
above  in  the  fevertteenth  year  of  his  age  ;  arid  our  fincerc 
thanks  afcended  with  him,  that  our  Saviour  gave  him  to 
us,  and  left  him  fo  long  to  our  joy  and  fervice. 

The  J  0th,  the  fingTe  fifter  Shulamith  followed  him. 
A  ^i,  Anfh6iiy's  lirfe,  which  fucceeded  a  boil  that  broke 
out  in  her  faccj  Was  the  means  of  her  going  to  our 
Saviour,  the  uhfeen  object  of  hef  fjtith  and  love. 

Tiie  iitHj  the  WWoWer  Balrsiillai  followed  her,  the 
ildeft  ttiafi  rti  the  place.  He  was  a  perfon  of  fenfe  and 
Jillind^ori  ai'riong  the  Greenlanders,  and  the  head  of  a. 
riitifiefotR  fa/rttiy,  nibfl!  o>f  Whom  cam6  here  with  him 
aifid"  ftayed ;  of  rather  his  children  brought  him  hither, 
<(])ician5r  his  ■  diiu^hter  Bathfli^ba,  who  was  biaptized 
l6r<g\b^ol-e  hnh.  (See  An.  1746,  f  i.)  While  he 
\V^s  ftill  aiiiorig;  tTid  Heathen,  he  ortce  afked  one  of  the 
tfirmdriJtrids :  '*  Haft  thou  feen  the  God  whom  thou 
^*  jneakeft  fo  mlich  of  ?'*  The  rtiifSortary  anfwered : 
^*  I  have  not  yei!  feen  himy  but  Ilove  him  with  all  my 
**  he^ft,  arid  I  and  aH  true  believers  (hall  once  fee  him 
**  yith  OUT  bddily  eves."  This  confideflt  atifwer  muft 
'IxBkii  ofcCafi'ohed  a  afeep  impreflibri  and  a  great  deal  of 
refledjtion  in  him,  becaufe,.  after  he  was  baptized  in  the 
ydi  i747>  he  ftill  very  often  called  it  to  mind.  The 
tirethren  had  taufe  to  Tejo^rce  heartily  at  the  ftill,  biit 
hitpfijr  walk  of  this  bid  rtian;  arid  yet  they  did  not  dif- 
COver  till  ih  hrs  fickne^si  What  lay  in  the  deepeft  recefies 
of  his  heart,'  for  while  he  lay  in  racking  pains  of  the 
cqlic  he  was  cjctfaovdiriary  happy,  artd  when  it  remitted 
'in^thte' Ifcaff,  h^  fang  flw  fweetdft  veffes  of  the  fufFerings 
«(aod  J  afiiorfgthe  reft :  »*  My  dwn  Wounds  of  Jefus,— 
•*  mine,  rriinV  ye 're  furely  ; — it  is  as  if  you  were  open'd 
^-'^^  j)trrely-^fbr  me  alone."  Again ;  "  Thy  Spirit  of  gla^- 
*■'  •'  '  O  2  *  "  nefj 
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**  i.efs  give  me  pow'r, — heal  me  with  all  thy  bruifcs ;— . 
'*  wa(h  me  in  my  departing  hour — with  thy  fweat's 
•*  bloody  juices, — and  take  me  home,  when  tnou  (halt 
•'  pleafe, — that  I.  in  faith  m«^y  efidn^v  day$,r-and  go  to

A  young  woman  called  Abigail,  who  was  baptized 
Jan.  19,  alio  went  home  this  monlh.  She  completed 
the  number  of  a  hundred  that  had  gone  home  to  our 
Saviour  in  New-Herrnhuth,  and  this  hundred  was  juft 
a  quarter-part  of  all  the  Grcenlanders  baptized  fmce 
1739.  Let  their  bones  flouriih  again  oi^t  of  their  place.

The  monftrous  cold  that  lafted  all  lafl  month,  rofe  to 
fuch  a  pitch  in  March,  that  the  windows  and  the,  ilones 
burft.  At  the  fame  time  there  were  fuch  S^9is  of  ice^ 
that  it  was  but  fcldoip  any  one  could  put  to  ifea,  and 
when  the  encreafing  famine  obliged  the  Greenlanders  tQ 
venture  out,  the  icuil  Vatiation  of  the  w!ind  put  them  in 
imminent  danger.  The  Angle  brother  .Lot  loft  his  life 
by  it.  He  had  retreated  to  an  iiland,  and  next  day,  wh^n 
he  attempted  to  go  home,  he  was  cruihed  between  the 
ice,  and  driven  away^  with  it,  fo  that  he  could  not  be 
faved.  At  hi\  the  inlet  was  quite  covered  with  ice,  fo 
that  a  perfoa  nrkight  walk  on  foot  from  the  iilands 
fix  leagues  off  to  the  colony.  As  foon  as  the  communi- 
cation was  open  ^ain,  they  faw  anti  heard  the  great 
mifery  of  the  poor^  heathen,  who  came  in  a  ftarving 
condition  to  get  food.  As' long  as  our  people  had  any 
thing,  they  freely  parted  with  it,  and  let  no  one  gp 
hungry  away.        ,  .,  ,  .  ,  .    ,, 

They  could  .have  no  thought  of  viiiting  the  HeatHen  in 
fuch  circumflances,  but  they  themfolyes  came  in  their 
kajaks ;  indeed  they  came  only  out  of  temporal  motives, 
.  bur  yet  they  always  heard  fomething  on  thefe  occafions^ 
that  might  be  profitable  for  their  fouls  in  their  diilrefs, 
,andask>on  as  the  padage  was  fully  open,   one  family 
.  came  to  flay.     In  the  mean  time  tn^  teachers  took  .a 
>  particular  care, of  the  unbaptized  inilbabitants.    They 
i found  moftof  them  very  defirous  of  being  taught^;  and 
•  growing  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  and  .the  longinip 
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after  baptifm.  At  fpcaking  once  with  an  old  widower, 
he  exprefled  himfelf  thus  :  "  I  am  ftill  very  finful,  and 
*<  wben  I  hear  how  I  am  to  get  acquainted  with  the 
"  Saviour,  I  foon  forget  the  words  again.  But  yet 
"  I  have  obferved  three  exprcfTions,  which  I  bear  con- 
"  ftantly  in  mind:  i.)  Dear  Saviour,  I  am  good  for 
«  nothing,  have  mercy  on  me !  2.)  Make  me  to  believe 
•*  in  thee.  3.)  Wafti  me  with  thy  blood  from  my  defile- 
**  ment,  and  bring  me  into  fuch  a  ftate,  as  I  (hould  be 
"  in,  in  order  to  be  faved."  Not  long  after,  this  man 
and  four  other  catechumens  were  received  among  the 
candidates  for  baptifm.  But  being  with  the  reft  on  the 
fifhery,  he  left  the  world  before  he  was  baptized,  yet  in 
reliance  on  the  merits  and  mercy  of  Jefus. 

The  holy  communion  was  m  the  beginning  of  the 
month,  and  the  congregation-day  fell  on  the  25th  of 
March,  the  feftival  of  the  incarnation  of  Jefus.  The 
clifcourfe  was  on  the  fcftivaUgofpel,  Luke  i.  26 — 38. 
adding  to  it  the  leflbn  out  of  Ifa,  vii.  Then  accounts  were 
read  from  the  Indian  congregation  at  Pachgatgoch  in 
New-'England,  and  five  catechumens  were  received. 
And  as  the  doctrinal  article  of  the  merit  of  Jefus's 
Humanity,  being  the  ground  to  the  fanftification  of  the 
human  foul  and  members,  gave  rife  to  the  feftival  of  all 
choirs  in  the  brediren's  congregations  j  fo  aJfo  here  our 
Saviour's  meritor loufly  affuming  and  bearing  the  human 
frame  was  laid  before  the  believing  Greenlanders, 
according  to  their  different  fexes,  ages  and  ftates,  as  the 
fountain  and  means  of  the  fandtification  of  foul  and 
body. 

Soon  after  the  widow  Rebecca,  the  only  grown  perfon 
baptized  this  month,  departed  this  life  happily  and  with 
an  earneft  longing  to  fee  her  Saviour. 
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In  April  the  cold  broke  at  laft,  and  the  ice  drove  from 
the  land  to  fea.  Our  Greenlanders,  notwithftandlng 
their  diftributions  to  the  poor,  had  hitherto  got  through 
pretty  well,  thou^  in  other  places  many  had  difed  again 
for  hunger.  And"  how  they  could  go  again  after  their 
food,  and  brought  home  fome  haJlibuts  and  Teals,  which 
are  a  rarity  at  this  feafon.     Now  alfo  the  miflxonarics 
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could  vifit  the  heathen  again,  and  were  received  and 
heard  in  a  friendly  manner  by  their  old  acquaintance ; 
but  yet  in  general  they  did  not  lay  the  matter  rnuch  to 
heart.  It  was  rather  found,  that  the  word  made  a  deeper 
imprcflion  on  the  perfectly  ftrange  and  ignorant  Green- 
landers,  than  on  their  old  acqMaintance,  who  were 
accuftonied  to  it.  Having  vifited  in  a]il  the  houfes,  and, 
inftrufted  all  that  defired  it,  in  the  way  qf  felv^tioni 
thty  returned  home,  and  brought  a  woman  on  a  vifit, 
and  a  boy  to  ftay,  with  the  confent  of  his  father. 

Then  they  celebrated  thp  folemn  and  bl.efled  feafoii  of 
Paffion-week,  read  every  day  a  portion  put  of  the  Paflion- 
hi^ory,  fpoke  with  the  communicants  cor^cerning  the 
Lord's- fupper,  kept  t\ie  communjon-agape,  and  the 
pedilavium  with  them  on  Thurfday,  according  to  the 
ipftrudicn  in  John  xili ;  and  in  the  night,  in  which  our 
Lord  was  betrayed,  they  celebrated  hip  holy  facraraental 
(upper.  On  Good-Friday  in  the  njorning,  they  pro- 
rtrated  themfelves  on  their  fj^ce?,  ^nd  pouri^d  pi|t  their 
;hankfgiving  with  many  tears.  Spme  ftrajige  heathen 
were  there  on  a  viiit,  and  not  without  emotion  attended 
to  the  iriculcz^tion  of  the  death  oif  Jefus  in  the  public 
meetings  j  and  Tome  of  thcm^  who  had  relations  already 
amopg  us,  ilayed  there. 

On  Ear.cr-morning  early,  the  congregation  went  to 
the  burying-gtound,  called  to  mind  the  eighteen  brethren 
and  iilters  by  name,  who  wt* v  gone  home  fince  laft 
llafter;  and  replete  with  the  hope  of  a  joyul  refurrec- 
jipp,  they  prayed  for  everlafting  fello\yftiip  with  them  ant) 
thj;  church  made  perfe^  around  the  throne  of  the  Lamb, 
i^fcer  their  return  to  the  chapei,  a  fermpji  yra?  preached 
pn  our  participating  of  our  Saviour'^  reft  in  the  grave 
and  his  refurredtion.  Then  followed  the  exhortations  to 
every  choir.  In  tlie  afternoon  ten  candidates  were 
Ipoken  with  once  more,  and  after  the  feftival-difcourfe 
on  JRtfOT.  vi.3,  4.  they  were  buried  into  the  d^ath  of  Jefus 
by  holy  baptiim.  The  day  w^9  foncWded  with  the 
li  any,  at  which  a  man  was  excluded  the  congrega- 
tion for  bad  treatment  of  his  dpmejftics,  ^hich  he  had 
been  often  reproved  for,  but  not  avnended.  On  Eafter- 
Monday,  a  blefTed  fermon  was  preached  on  the  dialogue 
pji  t^c  ijfcn  Jefus  with  the  twp  difciples  going  tp 
-.:.. .  .       .     '  Emmausj 
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Emmaus,  which  made  their  hearts  "burn  within  them. 
But  they  were  obliged  to  fpend  the  third  holiday  in 
tufning  off  the  water  that  was  rifen  by  the  melting  of  a 
deep  fnow  and  falling  of  a  great  rain,  and  poured  every 
where  into  the  houfe.  Laftly  they  interred  the  corpfe  of 
the  youth  John,  who  had  de;^?rtGd  happily  in  a  con- 
fumption. 

Some  days  after,  three  pair  were  married,  and  then 
the  moft  needy  families  betook  themfelves  to  their  pror 
viding-places  in  the  iflands,  but  came  again  the  fecond 
Sunday  after  Eafter  to  the  preaching  and  congregaition- 
day,  when  the  difcourfe  was  on  the  good  Shepherd  that 
laid  down  his  own  life  for  his  loft  iheep,  and  then  four 
peribns  were  baptized. 

Many  Dutch-men  came  to  the  preaching,  who  were 
amazed  to  find  fuch  a  large  flock  of  baptized  Green- 
landers.  They  belonged  to  1  fleet  of  fourteen  whale- 
iifhers.  Six  of  thefe  veflels  ran  into  BalPs-River  to  avoid 
the  ice,  and  lay  at  anchor  for  a  fortnight  a  couple  of 
leagues  from  the  colony.  But  the  other  eight  were 
impounded  by  the  ice  without.  Thefe  were  not  the  beft 
opportunities  for  the  Greenlanders ;  and  if  they  are  warned 
ever  fo  much  againft  it,  yet  they  cannot  always  with- 
(tznd  the  allurements  of  a  multiplicity  of  new  things, 
cfpecially  of  fome  uncommon  dainty  difh,  by  which  it 
may  well  be  beJieved  many  a  one  might  ftray  from  his 
heart,  and  lofe  fomewhat  of  bis  connection  with  our 
Saviour.  Thus  it  happened  now,  that  one  who  was 
baptized  but  this  year,  having  been  taxed  with  fome 
mifcarriage,  fufferea  the  failors  to  take  the  advantage 
of  his  refentment,  and  perfuade  him  to  go  with  them  to 
Europe ;  and  it  coft  trouble  enough  to  divert  his  and  the 
failors  thoughts  from  it. 

•  In  other  refpe^ts  both  the  crew  and  the  commanders 
behaved  in  a  very  friendly  and  difcreet  manner  towards 
every  body,  and  were  very  much  plealisd  and  affefted 
with  what  they  faw  and  heard.  They  alfo  brought  a 
dead  corpfe  aihore,  requefting  the  brethren  to  grant  it 
chriftian  burial.  On  this  occafion  they  difcovered, 
though  too  late,  that  a  contagious  diftemper  prevailed  in 
thefe  veflels,  at  leaft  in  one  of  them.  Multitudes  of 
Greenlanders,  both  chriftians  and  heathens,  had  crept

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about  in  every  corner  of  every  (hip,  and  had  been  treat- 
ed with  foreign  victuals,  efpeciaJly  with  peafe,  which 
jthey  eat  with  the  greater  excefs,  as  (harp,  hunger  had  for 
Tome  months  pretty  well  whetted  their,  appetite.  Ac- 
cordingly it  was  not  lon^  before  a  difgrdei*  broke  out, 
firft  among  the  favages,  and  then  among  the  chriftians, 
which  carried  off  a  great  many,  at  Icail  for  fourteen 
leagues  round.  .%  V  ;\\.vA  vi^i  lu  f^.w^  v^uw  \7\v:

'  tn  May  the  brethren  were  obliged  to  think  of  coUeft. 

ing  wood,  hunting  rein-deer,  and  catching  falmon ;  and 
this  furniflied  them  with  an  opportunity  of  viftting  the 
heathen,  as  well  as  their  own  fcattered  congregation, 
and  of  bringing  a  trophy  from  this  or  the  other  place  for 
our  Saviour.  At  this  period  fuca  occafional  vifits  were 
perhaps  the  moft  bleft;  for  many  a  wild  creature  that 
hardened  himfclf  againft  the  truth  when  he,  was  ex- 
prcfsly  applied  to,  was  unobfervecily  fmitten  in  his  heart 
upon  fome  outwuid  occafion,.  which  wrought  the  more 
unoppofed,  the  lefs  he  regarded  it  at  the  iirir. 

In  the  6rfl  part  of  the  month  many  favages  came  on 
a  vifit:  but  as  foon  as  the  raging  (icknefs  made  its  ap- 
pearance among  our  people,  bringing  in  its  train  coughs, 
ear-ach,  and  pleuritic  (Pitches,  and  carrying  ofF  fome- 
body  almof^  everyday,  they  fled  far  away  through  the 
fear  of  death/  and  dia  not  ioon  (hew  their  faces  again. 
But  thofe  new  people  that  had  moved  to  tlie  brethren, 
the  winter  or  fpring  before,  though  they  were  not  bap- 
tized, had  yet  known  fo  much  of  the  happy  exits  of  true 
chridians,  or  had  profited  fo  much  by  their  converfation, 
that  they  had  no  thoughts  of  flying,  but  looked  death 
in  the  face  without  iear.  It  was  a  little  fingular,  that 
the  fickle  reaped  its  harveft  properly  among  the  baptized, 
and  principally  out  of  the  moft  ufeful  helpers.  The 
pain  at  their  lofs,  and  the  joy  at  their  happy  departure, 
kept  an  even  ballance.  But  that  fome  of  the  inoft  ca- 
pable heads  of  families  were  called  hence  among  the  reft, 
and  thereby  much  augmented  the  number  of  widows  and 
prphans,  which  was  large  before,  was  9,  pain  of  long 
duration  ;  becaufe  the  providing  for  them,  and  efplciaily 
for  the  fucking  children,  accumulated  th^.  embaraftments 
of  the  miflionJiries,  and  the  toils  of  .the  few  remaining 
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able  Greenlanders,  thoueh  they  deported  themfelves  in 
the  affair  as  behoves  chriftians. 

1  he  minionaries  knew  not  in  what  light  they  fliould 
look  upon  this  breach  among  their  people  -,  whether 
they  ihould  conftrue  it  by  thefe  words  :  His  fotd  pUafid 
the  Lord,  tfttrefore  hafted  ht  ta  take  him  away.  Sic.  ( Wifd. 
iv.  14.)  or  by  thofe  other:  The  time  is  come,  that  Judg- 
ment muji  begin  at  the  houfe  of  God.  (i  Pet.  iv.  17.)  At 
leaft)  they  were  induced  to  thoughts  of  the  laft,  becaufe 
a  certain  unbridled  liberty  had  got  head,  to  the  preju- 
dice of  the  outward  order,  which  never  occurred  again, 
at  leaft  not  fo  generally,  after  this  great  breach.  But 
be  this  as  it  will,  they  refigned  themfelves  and  their 
people  into  the  hands  of  the  faithful  Cr'^ator  and  Re- 
deemer of  their  fouls,  who  knew  how  to  tranfmute  their 
tears  into  oil  of  gladnefs  by  ample  confolation  in  thofe 
committed  to  their  charge. 

The  firft  that  went  home,  was  the  mifHonary  John 
Beck's  little  daughter  Elizabeth,  three  years  old,  a  child 
that  had  given  its  parents  and  the  Greenlanders  much 
joy  with  its  pretty  carriage  and  finging  of  verfes.  She 
was  the  firft  of  the  European  inhabitants  at  New-Herm- 
hirth,  that  was  called  home  to  our  Saviour,  for  Mrs. 
Pracbart  was  there  only  on  a  vifit.  The  texts  of  the 
day,  when  the  fickle  made  the  beeinning  of  gathering 
fo  many  fouls  into  the  joy  of  their  L.ord,  were  very  par- 
ticular, viz.  A  little  while,  and  ye  Jhall  Jee  me.  (John 
xvi.  16.)  **  So  we'll  ftand  waiting."  When  the  King 
turned  himfelf  *  to  me,  my  fpikenard Jent  forth  theJnuU  there"^ 
of.  (Cant.  i.  12.)    *'  My  longing  foul  he  bleffes.**;    ' ;'', 

Soon  after,  Peter,  one  of  the  moft  eminent  Greeiti- 
land  helpers,  followed.  He  was  baptized  in  1746,  and 
in  procefs  of  time  was  made  partaker  of  all  church^- 
bleiHngs  and  privileges  in  this  militant  ftate.  Even  while 
he  was  among  the  (avages,  he  was  a  man  of  figure,  not 
only  on  account  of  his  great  family,  but  alio  of  His 
good  ienfe  and  ferioufnefs,  and  our  Greenlanders  looked 
upon  him  as  their  leader.  They  modelled  themfelves  all 
by  him ;  and  if  any  did  not  go  on  regularly,  he  knew 
how  to  bring  them  into  order l>y  his  gentle  and  yet  ear- ' 
;ieft  method.     If  he  himfelf  committed  a  miftake,  he 
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wept  for  for^ivenefs  ;  if  he  had  any  thing  that  burdened 
his  heart,  he  could  not  long  conceal  it.  The  concerns 
of  the  copgregation  lay  very  clofe  to  his  heart;  and 
when  he  apprehended  they  did  not  go  on  aright,  he 
would  fay  to  the  miffipnaries  :  "  Ah,  dear  brethren, 
**  what  muft  you  and  our  Saviour  feel,  when  it  afFeils 
♦'  me  fo  !  '*  He  was  occupied  day  and  night  with  the 
fubje£l  of  Ood's  fufFering^,  and  what  he  fpoke  about 
it  to  his  people,  went  from  heart  to  heart.  He  had 
cntertaineithoughts  of  going  home  for  a  long  time,  and 
during  his  fickncfs,  which  oef^  him  at  Piffikfarbik  at 
a  dillance  from  his  teachers,  they  fay,  he  was  in  the 
beginning  foqi.ewhat  thoughtful,  but  at  laft  exceeding 
chearful  and  lively,  though  he  was  commonly  of  a  ftili 
temper.  After  a  fhort  but  aflFefting  farewel  with  his 
wife  and  three  children,  he  f?ll  foftly  and  happily  afleep 
the  25th  of  May.  I  find  fbmethipg  about  it  in  a  letter 
which  his  wife  wjrote  the  year  following,  \vhich  I  will 
infert :

When  ijiy  hulband  Peter  was  going  home,  he  faid 
to  me ;  **  I  fhall  fee  Johannes  Aflerfok  no  more  here, 
but  he  and  I  ihall  rejoice  together  with  our  Saviour ; 
thus  fhalt  thou  write  to  him."  He  alfo  enjoined 
me  to  adhere  to  our  Saviour  with  all  my  heart.  And 
now  I  have  fpund,  that  our  Saviour  is  my  hufband, 
and  I  <:an  feel  as  great  a  Jongipg  after  him»  as  I  often 
did  for  my  Peter  when  he  tarried  too  long  oyt  at 
fea.  I  love  niy  Saviour,  becaufe  he  loved  me  firft. 
^'  1  will  always  place  him  before  my  eyes,  and  my  will 
*'  and  my  heart  fliall  be  invariably  directed  to  him,  that 
*'  I  ijiay  forget  him  no  njore.  My  failings  are  num- 
"  berlels,  but  I  creep  daily  into  his  wounds.  My  heart 
is  givep  to  the  Lamb,  that  he  may  fijl  it  with  his 
blood ;  and  as  children  grow,  fo  yfiW  I  alfo  grow  in 
his  blqo^.  Thefe  my  words  are  wrote  for  all  the 
brethren  ar)d  fifters  in  the  congregation  to  hear. 
Thus  faith  Elizabeth/^ 
The  next  corpfe,  that  was  carried  to  the  grave,  was 
that  of  John,  another  communicant.  The  ftate  of  his 
heart  m^y  be  feen  ojat  of  .a  letter  he  wrote  in  1752. 
"  I  thiQ\i  often  on  you,  becaufe  you  are  our  Saviour's 
**  beloved,  and  at  tne  fame  time  I  will  be  happy  along 
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with  you,  and  cleave  to  our  Saviour  and  his  woundsi 
Ah  !  did  I  not  feel  him  in  my  heart,  I  fliould  be 
a  mifc^abie  man ;  for  there  is  nothing  greater  and 
better,  nor  any  other  thing  to  give  me  joy  but  he, 
'*  I  confide  in  him,  that  he  wiU  be  inceifantly  near  to 
"  me,  and  I  ftiall  rieyer  give  over  loving  him." 

On  the  laft  day  of  this  month  four  corpfes  were 
depofitccl  in  the  gjround  at  the  fame  time,  which  were 
alt  quitted  by  the  foul  in  Pinijk.farbik  fmce  the  25th  in- 
{iant,  yiz.  two  own  bro^l^ers  Aaron  and  Philip,  their 
nephew  Henry,  and  a  child  Daniel.  The  firft  wa«  one 
of  the  helpers,  and  a  particularly  zealous  witnefs  of 
Jefus,  as  yvell  in  the  meeting-hall  as  among  the  favages. 
He  was  the  firft  of  his  family  that  moved  hither  from 
the  fo^th  in  1746,  and  foon  after  he  drew  his  three 
brothers  after  him.  His  walk  was  amiable  and  edifying. 
1r\Yp  years  ago  he  tjirrote  as  follows  : 
"  Dear  brethren  acrofs  the  fea,  whom  I  continually 
kifs  in  my  heart !  I  canpot  live  without  our  Saviour 
^nd  his  wounds.  His  blood  makes  my  heart  warm, 
nor  can  I  deny  him  my  heart.  This  I  tnank  him  for, 
and  hjEg  him  tp  keep  me  fo  as  long  as  I  live,  &c.** 
His  youngeft  brother  Philip  was  a  quiet  happy  foul. 
Th^  boy  Henry  gave  the  brerfiren  great- joy  by  his  love- 
ly vay  and  walk,  and  a|fo  good  hopes  of  being  foon 
ufeful^  becauf^  hfi  could  read  and  write  well.  But  the 
Lord  was  pleafed  to  order  otiierwife  than  we  thought. 

There  were  feven  other  perfons,  that  departed  this 
life  in  feveral  other  places,  wko  could  not  be  diredHy 
brought  hither  to  be  buried  ;  for  at  leaft  half  of  the 
people  here  and  round  about  lay  fick,  and  tfieir  cafe  was 
ihe  barker,  not  only  bepaufe  they  were  ftill  in  great 
want,  but  alfo  thpy  Were  at  fuch  a  diftance^  fo  difperfed, 
^nd  the  weather  often  fo  bad,  t'jat  they  could  not  be 
properly  yifite4  and  atteijded  as  jody  and  foul  required ; 
Tor  according  to  human  probability,  many  a  one  might 
h.aye  been  preferved,  i(  bleeding  or  other  means  had  been 
tiinely  adminiftred.     :  ^^  ^     '         ''^'**'  «^  ?s«f  :'>'»-

In  th/S^iiijsan  time  John  Beck  followed  the  Green- 
landers  to  the  cap.elin-fift\ery,  whp  had  embarked  for 
[t  to9  early  and  ii>  a  little  diforder.     He  found  them

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fcattered,  and  almofl  every  one  fick.  Their  joy  at  his 
unexpetStcd  arrival  (for  they  had  left  him  fick  at  home) 
made  mod  of  them  gather  rourd  him,  though  the  ca- 
lamity was  thereby  only  increafed  before  his  eyes,  efpc. 
cially  when  he  faw  fo  many  children,  whom  nobody 
could  provide  food  for.  Inwardly  he  found  them  all 
•pretty  much  refigned,  and  moft  of'^them  ardently  long* 
ing  to  go  to  our  Saviour.  He  vifited  them  contmually, 
and  kept  an  enlivening  difcourfe  fometioies  in  one  tent, 
and  fometimes  in  another.  Many  of  the  current  words 
of  the  day  were  delightfully  applicable  to  their  cafe,  as: 
J  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth^  occ.  JVeJhallfee  him  as  he 
is.  He  Jhnll  change  aw  vile  lodyy  &c.  But  he  himfelf 
was  not  long  well,  for  a  quotidian  fever  or  acue  fo  en> 
/cebled  him,  that  he  could  fcarce  walk  with  tne  help  of 
a  ftick.  Menn  while  he  kept  the  Whitfun-feftival  with 
the  few  that  could  come  to  him,  and  preached  on  J£is  \u 
Soon  after  he  was.  rejoiced  with  a  vilit  of  Matthew  Stach, 
who  came  lately  with  the  (hip,  and  was  to  accompany 
the  catechifl  Ballenhorft  back,  whofc  place  of  infpedlion 
over  the  youths  Matthew  Kunz  was  come  to  fupply. 
He  came  out  of  Moravia,  and  had  been  in.  Labrador 
two  years  ago.  Now  as  fome  corpfes  already  lay 
above  the  ground,  and  more  were  expelled,  which 
could  not  well  be  conveyed  hx  for  burial,  and  yet  they 
did  not  like  to  bury  them  in  fcattered  places,  therefore 
they  looked  out  a  fuitable  place  for  a  burylng-ground  in 
PiiKkfarbik ,  confecrated  it  on  the  12th  of  June  with 
prayer,  and  interred  the  three  firft  corpfes,  viz. 

J.)  Peter,  a  married  man,  who  came  to  the  brethren 
in  1745  like  a  wild  lion,  but  was  foon  converted  into  a 
gentle  lamb.  His  wife,  the  happily-departed  Sophia  *, 
was  baptized  in  Kangek  long  before  him,  and  we  may 
fay  that  this  her  huiband  was  the  princip^,  yet  not  the 
only  prize  ihe  won  by  her  teftimony  and  foithful  per-

2,)  Sibylla,  a  widow;  (he  was  laid  hold  of  in  1740  by 
the  late  Samuel  Kaiarnak's  words,  but  was  obliged  to 
follow  het  hufband  Tettamak,  the  well-known  angekok 
ahd  murdeter,  twice  to  the  nordi.  But  after  his  death 
j^e  c^e  with  her  three  children,  and  obtained  the  joyful 
■■^-\^-- •'        «  Sec  the  year  1744,  §  2,  and  1751,  %  J. 

accom- 
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accomplifhment  of  her  wifh,  to  live  with  the  believers, 
tu  be  baptized,   and  now  to  go  to  our  Saviuur. 

3.)  Martin,  a  child,  a  year  old. 

The  other  bodies  had  been  carried  to  New-Hcrrnhuth ; 
bcfidcs  thefe,  Jofcph,  a  married  man,  had  been  overfct 
by  a  feal  and  drowned.  His  two  brothers«in-Iaw  were 
but  lately  buried,  fo  that  three  own  fiflers  entered  into 
the  ftate  of  widowhood  pretty  much  about  the  fame 
time,  and  many  children  became  poor  orphans. 

Scarce  a  day  paft  in  New-Hcrrnhuth  without  a  burial  j 
nay  once  three  corpfes  were  laid  in  the  filcnt  tomb  at 
one  time.     I  (hall  mention  fome  of  them. 

I.)  The  widow  Veronica ;  (lie  often  wept  about  her 
finfulnefs,  but  rejoiced  that  (he  had  a  Saviour  that  re- 
ceiveth  fmners. 

2.)  Mary  Barbva,  a  Wefled  helper  among  the  mar-» 
ricd  women,  a  faithful  mother  and  benefadlrefs  to  the 
poor,  a  heart  that  adhered  to  our  Saviour  with  tender 
aflfeftion,  and  one  who  imitated  Mary  by  pondering 
every  thing  fhe  heard  in  a  calm  and  peaceful  heart. 
In  a  letter  of  hers  (he  fays  :  *'  When  I  think  of  you, 
"  my  eyes  run  over  with  tears  of  love ;  and  when  I  go 
"  from  hence,  I  fhall  rejoice  with  you  in  the  eternal 
**  flate,  where  we  (hall  behold  our  Saviour  with  his 
**  wounds  without  intermifllon,  and  walk  before  his 
"  fape.,  I  klfs  his  wounds,  becaufe  I  love  them;  and 
"  I  rejoice,  though  I  am  very  poor  and  finful,  for  I 
"  know  that  my  Saviour  v^ll  tnink  of  my  (ins  no  more. 
"  I  greet  you  all,  and  you  have  me  for  your  fitter, 
«  Mary  Barbara." 

3.)  Andrew,  an  extraordinary  fenfible  and  ufeful 
helper  and  witnefs  among  his  people.  His  difcourfes 
in  the  meeting-hall  had  fomething  peculiarly  agreeable 
and  heart-aiFedting  $  and  when  he  fpoke  with  the  hea- 
then, it  was  attended  with  concern  and  cordial  com- 
paffion  at  their  ignorance  and  mifery  j  fo  that  they  fel- 
dom  went  away  without  feeling  fomething.  He  him- 
felf  had .  a  tender  heart,  and  our  Saviour's  elecSling 
him,  ieeking  him,  bringing  him  on  his  arms  to  his 
flock,  and  letting  him  have  pafture  on  his  merits,  was 
fo  great  and  important  to  him,  that  be  could  feldom 
fpesdc  of  it  without  tears.    This  alfo  was  commonly  the 
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/ubje6t  of  his  difcourfes  to  his  countrymen,  and  both 
they  and  the  European*  had  a  great  love  and  regard  for 
him.  Tvfo  years  ago  he  dictated  the  following  words 
in  a  letter :  "  I  hang  upon  and  clafp  our  S?viour  con- 
*'  tinuaDy  in  truth.  He  takes  all  pains  to  keep  our 
•*  heart  as  a  clear  fountain,  even  when  we  are  fcattcred 
**  among  the  heathen.  Wc  are  acquitted  from  pu- 
'*  nifhment,  becaufe  out  Saviour  took  it  upon  himielf. 
**  O  let  us  heartily  rejoice  every  day  in  our  Saviour." 

They  received  an  account  from  PifTikfarbik^  that  fome 
were  again  departed  this  life,  and  interred  in  the  burying- 
ground  there ;  however  moft  of  thena  recovered^  and 
could  lay  in  the  needful  ft'ock  of  capelins.  They  kept 
alfo  together,  and  followed  the  two  helpers,  to,  whom 
the  miflionary  had  comntitted  the  general  in(pedtion

►...The  beginning  of  July,  niofl:  of  them  came  tacK 

from  the  cipelin-fifliery,  but:  many-  others  were  dif- 
perfed  in  the  itlands  and  the  touniy  and  cotild  not  well 
come  home  for  ficknefs,  The,t«rf-labour,  which  takes 
up  moft  of  the  brethren's  time  iiijtnis  month,  gave  t^em 
an  opportunity  of  vifiting  them  frequehtly.  Moft  of 
them  came  home  when  they  heard  that  the'  Lord\s- 
fuppcr  would  be  adminiftered^  and  it  was  found  that 
their  foul  hungered  the  moire  a^ter  it,,  as  they  had  par- 
took of  none  hnce  ^"yi  and  many  had  found  in  the 
ficknefs  they  were  recovered  from,  how  necelfery  it. is 
to  come  into  a  true  and  clofe  connexion  with  our  Sa- 
viour. The  ficknefs  now  began  to  flacken  j  however 
the  following  perfons,  among  others,  departed  iii  thifi 
month.  y,..i:.  *  Cc,! 

I.)  Cafoline,  a  very  fenfiBl^  ybunff.  pferfon,  who  was 
foon  to  have  been  confirmed  for  the  Lord's  -  (upper. 
She  was  with  her  mother  and  the  reft  of  her  relations 
when  (he  grew  fick,  exprefTed  uncommon  chear/ulnefs 
under  it,  comforted  lier  mother  and  her  brot^eis  and 
fiflers  that  wept  over  her,  and  fang  herfelf  into  her 
happy  fleep. 

2.)  Wilhelmina,  one  cf  tHe  booties  that  were  gained 
on  that  perilous  voyage  from  the  north,  1 746.  She  was 
a  refpedlable  difciplefs  of  Jcfiis,  who  a§  a  poor  finrier 
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tenderly  loved  her  unfecn  wounded  Friend,  and  Hkc 
Tabitha,    had  a  maternal  compaffion  and  adUve  fym- 
pathy  towards  all  that  were  in  need,   efpccially  poor 
little  children.     Her  little  daughter,   three  years   old, 
followed  her  an  hour  after,  and  was  laid  in  the  bed  of 
earth  in  her  arms  ;  and  a  fortnight  after,  the  remains  of 
her  hulband  Noah  were  alfo  depofited  in  the  refining 
earth.      He  likewifc  was   a  peaceful,    uninterruptedly 
happy  difciple  of  Jefusy  and  an  ufeful  helpicr  among  hn 
nation.     1  find  the  following  words  of  his  :  '*  My  ncarc 
**  leaps  within  me.  bccaufc  my  Saviour  has  accepted  ot 
me.     Though  I  have  not  yet  feen  hrs  woi^ndi,  yet  I 
tan  never  let  them  go  ont  of  mv  mind.     Thanks  be 
to  God,  that  my  foul  hath  found  a  place  of  r^it  there. 
Now  my  joy  in  my  Saviour  will  have  no  end." 
This  was  the  laft  that  finifhcd  his  race  by  occafion  of 
(kc  infofStlous  diforder  that  had  reigned  for  three  month.<). 
Yet  towards  the  end  of  the  year,    his  two  children 
followed  hjtn,  fo  that  fix  perfons  died  out  of  one  family. 
Tbus  in  all  thirty- feven  perfons  were  cari;ied  oi^,  and, 
except  perhaM  z  cpuple  of  chil«f  ren,  by  this  peftilentitfl 
diteale.     This  made  a  great  breach  i  yet  no  one  repined 
at  their  entering  into  the  joy,  of  their  Lpr49  which  is  fo 
ardently  defired  b]^  all   children  of  God,    but  rather 
rejoiced,  though  with  a  mixture  of  tearsr,  that  (o  mafiy 
were  again  delivered  from  fm  and  from  all  the  calamities 
of  the  earth,  and  tranfplanted  into.eveflading  fecurity 
and  reft  in  the  wounds  of  Jefus.     The  Ordinary  of  lAic 
brethren  ient  (torn  England  his  thoughtt-  ufpp  it  to 
the  mii^onaries  in  the  Following  lines ;  » 16  ii::qh><^*.

Scarce  any  of  the  Europeans  here  or  at  the  colony 
efcaped  this  year  without  fome  diforder  or  other ;  amoi^ 
the  reft,  the  fa<Stor  Mr.  Molzau  ftruggled  with  a  fevere 
ficknefs,  and  recovered.  Soon  after  he  and  his  family 
went  back  to  Copenhagen,  and  not  long  after  that,  he 
departed  this  life.  He  had  been  thirteen  years  at  Good- 
hope,  was  a  lover  of  Jefus,  and  a  particular  friend  of 
the  brethren.  His  place  was  fupplied  by  Mr.  Lars 
Dalager,  who  before  had  lived  as  factor  in  Frederic's- 
hope.  The  preceding  month  the  (hip  went  tb'Fiflier's- 
Inlet,  thirty-fix  leagues  fouth  of  Good-hOpe,  where  2 
factory  was  eftablifhed  for  trade.  The  brethren  Matihew 
Stach  and  Michael  Ballenhorft,  who  went  in  her  to 
Europe,  took  this  opportunity  to  vifit  the  heathen  at 
FifherVbay. 

Our  Greenlanders,  having  been  at  the  congregation- 
day  on  the  4th  of  Auguft,  now  betook  themfelvcs  moft- 
ly  to  the  halibut-Hfhery  at  Kookoemen,  which  turned 
out  very  poorly  this  time,  on  account  of  the  mifty  and 
fnowy  weather.  The  brethren  vifited  them  frequently, 
efpecially  as  about  this  time  they  buy  many  of  thefe 
iiarge  fiw  of  them,  and  fait  or  dry  them,  which  is  a 
third  part  of  their  provifion.  This  time  there  was  little 
to  be  got.  At  fuch  vifits,  and  at  the  reindeer-hunt,  an 
opportunity  often  prefented  itfelf  to  get  hold  of  the  hearts 
of  the  heathen,  or  at  leaft  in  the  meetings  appointed  for 
the  baptized,  to  which  fome  heathen  always  tame, 
to  blow  up  the  fpark  that  lay  in  them  before,  or  t* 
fcttter  fome  new  feed. 

A  pretty  large  number  of  Greenlanders  came  from 
Difko  on  a  vifit.  A  widow  of  their  company  ftaid  here, 
and  three  fingle  people  came  from  the  bay  with  the  fame 
view.  An  infant,  and  alfo  a  little  girl,  ended  a  fhort 
but  cbearful  life.

In  September  the  Greenlanders  catch  the  moft  feals  in 
the  found  j  in  this  month  there  was  a  great  deal  of  ftormy 
weather,  which  drove  thefe  creatures  in  abundance  out 
of  the  open  fea  between  the  iflands,  therefore  the  capture 
of  the  Greenlanders  turned  out  very  fuccefsful,  butthefal- 
mon-fiihery  of  the  European  brethren  was  quite  fpoiled. 
However,  they  could  contentedly  brook  their  lofs,  or 
repair  it  fome  other  way,  and  thank  their  heavenly  Fa- 
ther for  the  gifts  he  had  fo  bountifully  enriched  the 
Greenlanders  with,  that  the  many  poor  widows  and 
orphans  might  not  fufFer  hunger  and  perifh,  as  is  com- 
mon among  the  favages.  And  yet  they  had  fo  many  poor 
to  provide  for,  that  they  could  this  time  fparenomore  than 
thirty-fix  barrels  for  tne  fa(Stor,  which  was  but  half  the 
quantity  vended  laft  year.  \      ';  ^  :^ 

The  flormy  weather  alfo  hindered  the  Greenlanders' 
from  coming  in  fuch  numbers  as  ufual  to  the  Sunday*s- 
meetings,  nay  only  half  of  them  could  be  prefent  at  the 
Lord's-fupper  and  the  enfuing  congregation-day.  The 
brethren  vifited  them  the  more,  and  kept  meetings  with 
them,  and  the  heathen  that  defired  it.  One  of  the 
helpers  who  had  been  hunting  rein-deer  for  fome  timcji 
came  home  with  the  joyful  account,  that  he  had  fpt)ke 
with  many  heathens  m  the  upper  parts  of  Ball's-River, 
who  heard  his  words  with  pleafure.  Some  days  after, 
another  came  from  the  Amaralik-Bay,  and  brought  the 
real  blefled  fruits  of  his  teftimpny  with  him,  viz.  two 
families,  one  conftfting  of  eleven  perfons,  and  the  other  of 
three.  They  had  lived  one  winter  with  the  brethren 
fifteen  years  ago,  but  had  kept  aloof  ever  fince,  and 
now  at  lalt  willingly  fubmitted  to  the  gentle  yoke  of 
Jefus.  A  woman  died  out  of  on'e  of  thefe  families,  in  a 
fervent  defire  after  baptifm.  A  fervant  of  the  fa(5tory 
brought  again  two  women  that  w'ere.  ftirred  up,  to  the 
Greenland  congregation,  frbm  Piflugb''c.  Two  own 
brothers,  vVhdfe  fitters  liVed  here  before,  came  frbni  ailb- 
therdiftrid  to  ftay  here, ,  Thus  many  of  the  baptized  dreW' 
mbftdftheij  relations  aftef  tliem,  ,and  whoever  once  r?- 
folvedto  live  a  while  with  tr.ebelievel-s,  to  be  irittruilea, 
ai^'d  to  fot^ct  tiie  vanities  of  the  Greenlanders,  could  ' 
^lotlong  ^ithftaiid  tHc  grace  that  prevailed  in  the  Greeii- 
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land  congregation,  nor  refrain  giving  themfelves  up 
entirely  to  their  Redeemer  as  his  property.  It  was  per- 
ceived in  moft  of  them,  that,  wild  as  they  were  when 
they  came,  ftill  the  Holy  Ghoft  had  made  tome  prepara- 
tory work  on  their  hearts  in  one  way  or  other,  which 
they  afterwards  knew  what  to  call,  when  they  were 
quite  thawed,  if  I  may  fo  fpeak,  or  fully  roufed  from 
their  fleep,  and  now  better  underftood  themfelves  and 
the  wonderful  leadings  of  God  in  the  light  of  Jefus'g 
wounds. 

A  fon  was  born  in  this  month  to  the  miflionary 
Boehnifh,  and  named  John  in  baptifm.  Two  children 
and  a  widow  went  over  into  a  happy  eternity.  The  latter, 
vhc.  Anna-Catharina,  was  a  communicant  and  a  handmaid 
of  Jefus.  The  time  (he  lived  in  the  married  ftate  with 
her  happily- departed  hufband  Leonard,  was  (hort,  but 
agreeable  and  happy.  After  the  birth  of  her  firft  child 
(he  fell  into  a  confumption,  and  this  terminated  in  her 
final  releafc,  which  fhe  ardently  waited  for.     u  \.- 1   ■; 
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§   10. 
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In  Odlobcr  the  Greenlandcrs  remitted  their  toils,  and 
dropped  in  one  after  another  to  repair  and  re- occupy 
their  winter-houfes.  Then  their  public  and  feleft  meet- 
ings came  again  into  compleat  otder,  and  the  labourers 
could  join  counfels  with  the  Greenland  helpers  for  the 
benefit  of  the  congregation.  Their  principal  delibera- 
tions this  time  referred  to  the  families  that  had  loft  their 
heads  and  providers.  If  there  was  a  grown  fon  ftill  left 
in  a  family,  he  had  the  maintenance  of  his  mother  and  his 
brothers  and  fifteri  afligned  him.  Other  rifing  children 
were  diftributed  in  other  families,  to  be  trained  up  to 
the  Greenland  manual  occupations.  But  thofe  that 
could  not  yet  ferye  in  the  families,  ftayed  ftill  with  their 
mothers  j  or  if  the  poor  children  were  bereaved  of  their 
mother  too,  they  were  given  in  charge  to  fome  other 
Greenland  fifters  to  be  educated,  and  if  there  v^ere  any 
fucklings,  they  were  obliged  in  their  turns  to  nurfe 
them  too*.     It  may  be  ealily  imagined,  that  Jiotwith-

*  There  3s  nothing  that  the  Greenk;id  mothers  are  fo  covetous  in,  a» 
th«  pMHt  of  giving  luck,  and  it  is  becaufe  their  cwo  child  may  have  no 
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^landing  all  the  willingnefs  of  the  Greenland  families, 
in  which  thofe  that  were  not  rich  often  put  to  fhame 
thofe  that  were,  yet  the  miflionaries  muft  have  had 
trouble  enough.  Their  finances  alfo  were  drawn  upon 
from  various  quarters;  for  chriftian  compaffion  called 
upon  them  to  clothe  fome  poor  children,  and  to  provide 
boats  and  utenfils  for  many-  boys,  that  they  might  learn 
to  provide  anon  for  themfelves  and  theirs,  fo  that  no  one 
might  lie  a  burden  upon  the  reft.  For  our  brethren 
had  neither  will  nor  ability  to  maintain  a  parcel  of  poor 
people,  whom  they  had  neglefted  tc  train  to  labour  in 
their  youth,  at  the  expence  of  their  good  friends ;  but 
chofe  rather  to  fpend  fo  much  upon  them  in  good  time, 
as  would  enable  them  once  to  work  with  their  hands, 
and  to  provide  for  themfelves  and  others. 

A  couple  more  heathens  came  to  ftay  here,  but  they 
were  of  the  helplefs  fort,  who  were  obliged  to  live  on 
their  friends.  Among  the  five  perfons  that  departed 
this  life  in  this  month,  were  four  boys  *,  who  began  to 
bring  in  fomething,  and  this  enhanced  the  brethren's 
burden  with  regard  to  the  reft.  But  they  were  habitu- 
ated to  hope  and  believe  where  nothing  was  to  be  feen, 
nor  was  their  hope  ever  yet  put  to  (hame. 

On  the  communion-day  this  time,  an  agape  and  pedi- 
heuium  were  held,  as  was  cuftomary  direSly  after  their 
entering  the  winter-houfes,  becaufe  the  brethren  then 
can  fpealc  with  all  of  them,  and  remove  any  thing  amifs 
that  had  occurred.  The  next  day  the  fick  had  their  portion 
of  the  holy  facrament  carried  them  in  their  houfes. 
Then  they  fpoke  with  the  reft  of  the  baptized^  and  laftly 
took  a  view  of  the  unbaptized  and  the  new  inhabitants, 
and  wrote  down  and  arranged  them  for  inftrudion.  The 

rival  in  the  love  and  nourifliment  of  their  borom.  In  this  cafe  there  is  no 
thought  of  cotnpaflioa  from  a  Greenland  woman ;  fo  that  there  is  no  other 
alternative  for  an  unfortunate  father,  ihat  cannot  bear  to  fee  the  lingering 
death  of  his  motherlefs  infant,  than  to  bury  it  alive  directly,  becaufft  he 
can  procure  no  proper  aliment  to  fuftain  its  feeble  nature.  Therefore  the 
reader  may  be  alTured,  that  it  is  no  fmall  conqueft  of  grace,  when  a  bap- 
tized Greenland  woman  fuckles  a  ftrange  child. 

*  One  of  thcfe  was  Hofea,  a  boy  thirteen  years  of  age.  The  account  of 
him  fays,  that  he  had  a  tender  heart  towards  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  was 
always  chcarful,  took  great  delight  in  reading  and  writing,  and;  was 
like  a  fchool-mai^er  for  the  little  children  in  the  Greenland  houfe.  In  his 
fickaefs  he  fang  conftantly  till  he  expired, 
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whole  number  of  the  latter,  great  and  fmall,  were  above 
fcverity  fouls. 

The  Greenlanders  went  ftill  abroad  diligently  to  catch 
fcals,  and  though  they  were  often  overtaken  by  ftorms, 
where  many  a  one  loft  his  boat,  yet  they  all  cfcaped  un- 
hurt. Such  a  ftorm  furprifed  the  traders  between  Good- 
hope  and  Fifhers-Lodge ;  they  went  out  with  two  boats 
to  buy  blubber,  and  one  of  the  boats  was  oveifet  and  a 
mr.il  perifhcd.  The  reft  caught  hold  of  the  keel  of  the 
bvei  turned  boat,  and  two  hours  after  were  faved  at  the 
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§  II. 

In  the  bcg^inning  of  November  the  clafles  were  renewed 
with  324  perfons,  and  the  fchool  profecutef^.  with  thirty 
children.  The  helpers  gave  the  miflionaries  joy,  by  an 
account  of  the  good  infpe<5lion  fome  of  the  parents  had 
over  their  children,  when  thty  were  not  at  fchool. 
They  alfo  heard  that  the  new  inhabitants  were  very 
much  pleafed  with  their  refidence  here,  did  not  like  to 
lofe  one  meeting,  and  exprelTed  themfelves  fo  in  their 
clalfes  concerning  the  defire  of  their  hearts,  that  they 
could  entertain  good  hopes  that  one  and  another  of  the 
catechumens  might  foon  be  baptized.  When  the  bre- 
thren came  to  (peak'  with  them,  they  found  that  the 
report  of  the  helpers  had  good  grounds,  and  accordingly 
en  the  enfuing  congregation-day  they  received  three 
perfons  among  the  candidates,  and  at  the  LordVfupper 
three  baptized  were  confirmed  for  the  enjoyment  of  it  the 
next  time. 

Now  and  then  fome  heathens  came  from  Kangek  on 
a  vifit ;  and  one  family  of  four  perfons  were  brought 
hither  from  the  found,  who  had  long  had  a  dcfire  to  come 
nearer  to  the  believers,  but  they  could  not  gratify  it  till 
the  tragical  death  of  the  head  of  their  family,  who  was 
murdered  by  the  heathen  in  purfuance  of  an  accufation  of 
Ibrcery.  '.•'';  '"'r^  "^'''t -'''■^"  '/^. 

A  baptized  woman  of  the  colony  alfo  came,  and  begg- 
ed leave  to  ftay  with  her  friends  here.  But  flie  was  fent 
back  with  the  anfwer,  that  according  to  an  agreement 
made,  they  could  not  receive  her  without  a  written  per- 
m'flion  from  the  paftor  who  had  the  care  of  her  foul.  ^ 

Two  children  decsafed  in  this  month.  One  of  tfiem 
was  the  boy  Ezra  j  he  was  a  very  lovely  child,  in  whofe 
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heart  the  baptifmal  grace  difplayed  itfelf  in  an  uncom- 
mon manner,  and  gave  hopes  of  his  turning  out  well. 
He  was  the  laft  that  departed  this  life  in  this  year.  ,^ify{ 
Sume  convinced  heathens  came  from  Fifhers-bay  on  a 
\  ifit.  One  of  the  traders  there  endeavoured  to  do  good" 
among  the  Greenlanders,  and  begged  for  Came  tranflated 
hymns,  which  he  would  read  to  the  perfectly  ignorant 
iieathen,  who  had  however  a  defire  to  learn  fomething : 
for  he  had  perceived  that  they  readily  learnt  by  heart  the 
little  ejaculations  in  i"hyme,  and  that  the  hearts  of  many 
heathens  in  this  country  have  been  prepared  by  them  for 
the  fuller  embracing  of  divine  truths.  Accordingly  the 
miflionaries  fc  .t  him  fome  veries  eafy  to  be  coi.ipre- 
hended,  and  containing  the  grand  triirhs  of  the  chriltiari 
religion :  and  by  this  means  the  fountiation  was  laid  to 
our  acquaintance  with  the  heathen  of  thofe  partii,  and 
to  our  blooming  Greenland  congregation  now  gathered 
there.  The  verfes  they  fent,  were:  *'0  Jefu  Chrift, 
"  all  praife  to  thee,^— that  thou  vouchfaf 'dft  a  man  to  be, 
*'  i^c.  The  world's  Creator  fovereign — aflum'd  a  fer- 
"  vant's  body  mean,  i5fc.  O  wonder  far  exceeding — 
"  all  human  pow'r  and  fenfe,— heay'n's  Sov'reign  was 
"  feen  bleeding, — to  wipe  off  our  offence,  &c.  1  have 
"  nought  worth  the  giving— to  thee,  while  here  I'm 
"  living,  &Cf  Thy  five  dear  wounds  torn  wide  for 
"  me, — my  rock-holes  and  my  refuge  be,  iffc.  The 
"  foul  of  Chrift  me  fandlify,  ^c.  O  Jcdis  Chrift,  thou 
"  only  Son— ^of  thy  celeftial  Father,  &c.  In  thy  blood, 
"  fhed  for  me,-=-I  will  baptized  be,  &c.  Hafte,  Lord, 
"  within  my  worthlefs  heart, — toformthyfelfa  fhrine; — 
"  for  me  a  poor  and  finful  worm— thou  fhed'ft  thy  blood 
"  divirc,  i^c.  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  thy  death,  ^V.  How 
^''  do  you  think  it  then  will  be, — when  Chrift  ftiall  come 
"  in  majefty  ?— perhaps  we  then  (hall  fear  ! — O  no,  the 
"  tears  will  freely  flow, — we  at  his  feet  ftial!  fall  dowil 
^«  low— and  fay,  dear  Jefus,  here  we  are." 

§    12. 

This  year  there  were  no  ignorant  heathen  to  vifit  and 
inftrudi,  becaule  not  one  Southlander  took  up  his  abode 
in  the  iflands  this  fummer,  which  they  ufe  to  do  almuft 
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every  year  when  they  fteer  northward,  and  bccaufe  all 
that  came  back  from  the  north,  went  direftly  further 
fouth,  for  fear  of  the  ficknefs  auion^  us.  However,  the 
few  old  inhabitants  of  theifles  were  vifited,  becaufe  there 
were  fome  fouls  laid  hold  of  among  them.  Such  a  vifit  is 
recorded  as  follow 5 .  '  " ,  ;  7" "     '"' ' ^  '^'' " 

*'  Dec.  2,  we  and  fome  Greenlanders  went  to  fee 
*'  the  heathen  in  Kookoernen,  and  landed  on  an  ifland 
*'  near  three  houfcs.  Milluktuarak  received  us  in  his 
houfe  with  joy.  We  fpoke  every  day  with  him  and  his 
houfhold,  and  kept  every  evening^a  meeting  for  our  own 
people,  when  the  heathen  might  alfo  hear  if  they 
would.  Some  were  very  attentive,  and  it  might  bt 
feen  by  their  wet  eyes  that  the  word  of  Jefus's  fufftr- 
ings  had  ftruck  their  hearts.  As  it  changed  to  bad 
•*  weather,  we  were  obliged  to  ftav  five  days  with  them; 
*'  they  were  not  tired  of  us,  but  mewed  us  all  kindnefs. 
Our  Greenlandcrs  talked  a  good  deal  to  them  too, 
which  was  a  blefling  to  them.  The  7th,  we  recom- 
mended them  to  the  grace  of  our  Lord,  and  exhorted 
them  to  apply  every  day  to  our  Saviour,  who  would 
gladly  be  near  to  them  even  in  this  remote  place,  and 
**  therefore  they  ftiould  intreat  him  for  falvation  in  his 
**  blood.  Then  we  went  to  Kangek,  and  lodged  with 
our  old  acquaintance  Tuflillartok,  the  late  Samuel's 
brother-in-law.  We  fpoke  with  the  whole  family, 
but  his  fon  Siuana  in  particular  entered  into  an  eifen- 
tial  difcourfe  with  us  about  his  heart,  Th'j  8th,  we 
vifited  further  north,  and  brought  one  of  our  bap- 
tized with  us,  who  had  nurfed  his  Tick  brother  all  the 
fummer  till  his  death,  and  by  this  opportunity '  had 
won  his  fifter,  who  now  went  with  us.  We  came  late 
and  in  great  danger  to  our  former  quarters  again ; 
mean  while  fome  uf  the  traders  were  come  there.  We 
kept  a  difcourfe  to  the  heathen,  and  laid  them  in 
prayer  on  the  heart  of  him  who  had  purchafed  them 
with  his  blood.  The  9th,  we  fet  out  on  our  return. 
The  above-mentioned  Siuana  with  his  family,  and 
two  fingle  women,  went  with  us.  There  are  only 
feven  fmall  houfcs  in  Kangek  this  winter,  and  very 
few  people  in  compariibn  to  former  times.  Thole 
who  were  prompted  by  a  defirc  after  our  Saviour,  ga- 
thered 
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"  thered  round  us  dire£tly,  to  fee  and  hear  what  our 
*'  Saviour  does  for  his  people." 

The  laft  congregation-day  of  the  year  fell  on  the  15th 
of  December.  Letters  were  read  from  the  Negroes  in  St. 
Thomas's  and  the  Indians  in  Penfylvania,  and  were  heard 
with  great  impreHion.  Some  of  the  young  people  iUid 
in  the  hall  between  the  meetings,  and  excrcifed  them- 
felves  in  finging.  The  fermon  was  on  Eph.  i.  7.  In 
whom  we  have  redemption  through  his  bloody  &c.  After 
reading  and  illuftrating  the  bible-lefTon,  fix  catechu- 
mens were  received  among  the  candidates  for  baptifm. 
The  litany  made  the  conclufion  of  this  bleTed  day,  as 
ufual  on  Sundays. 

As  the  Greenlapders  are  wont  to  treat  one  another 
about  the  folftice,  in  order  to  exprefs  their  joy  at  the  retun> 
of  the  fun,  ours  were  allowed  on  the  22dof  December  af- 
ter the  Sunday's  preaching,  to  have  a  meal  together  in 
fellowship  in  tour  houfes,  at  which  however  all  the  ufual 
merriment  and  riot  of  the  heathen  was  dropped  *.  This 
is  what  we  may  call  the  Grcenlanders  new-year.  As 
trie  feaft  of  Chrift's  circumcifion,  and  the  confidcration  of 
the  name  Jefm^  falls  upon  the.  common  European 
New-year's  day  throughout  all  Chriftendom  ;  fo  the 
brethren  have  combined  the  confideratioii  of  the  heart- 
afFe(Sting  hiftory  of  the  apoftle  Thomas,  according  to  John 
XX.  24— 3i,orainarily  fixed  to  the  21ft  of  Decemb:".r,  with 
this  new-year  of  the  Grcenlanders;  and  at  thefe  feftivities 
of  our  baptized,  the  reader  may  believe,  thai  more  is 
fpoke  of  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  than  of  che  fun.  B,UJJed 
are  they  that  have  not  pen^  and  yet  have  believed. 

The  Chriftmas  feftival  was  celebrated  in  the  manner 
often  defcribed  before.  On  the  third  holiday  all  the  ca- 
techumens had  .  lovefeaft,  and  the  longing  of  their 
hearts  was  fpoke  about.  The  28th,  being  Innocents- 
day,  there  was  a  truly  lively  catechifation  with  fifty- 
four  little  boys  and  thirty-five  little  girls.  There  were 
ibme  ftirred  up  heathens  from  Kangek  prefent  at  the 

*  Some  of  our  people  being  once  invited  by  the  others  to  the  Greenland 
{ports,  they  aniwered :  **  Vou  know,  that  we  have  quite  other  forts  of 
"  pieauires,  viz.  our  Saviour  and  his  palTion.  This  pleafes  ut,  though  it 
"  ttoei  not  pleafe  you.  Your  vanities  fuit  yotii  tt&t,  but  they  do  not  fuit 
'«  our's,"  ilrc.

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Ghriftmas- meetings,  and  according  to  the  relation  of  the 
helpers,  they  were  laid  hold  of  anew. 

The  new-year's  vigil  was  begun  with  a  difcourfe  on 
Pf.  xix.  1—3.  and  then  the  works  of  Grod  in  this  place 
were  brought  to  remembrance  to  his  honour.  This  year 
forty-eight  fouls  have  been  incorporated  into  the  congre- 
gation by  holy  baptifm,  and  thirty-eight  heathen  came 
to  tarry  here,  four  baptized  have  been  admitted  to  the 
holy  communion,  four  pair  married,  eleven  boys  and 
five  girls  born,  and  fifty-feven  fouls  have  been  tranllated 
to  their  eternal  home.  At  the  paffing  out  of  one  year 
into  another,  their  particular  thanks  were  rendered  for 
all  this  J  for  the  recovery  of  fo  many  fick,  when  fcarce 
one  remained  uninfefted  j  for  the  faithful  care  of  their 
heavenly  Father  in  their  outward  need,  when  their  beft 
providers  lay  fick  in  the  beft  providing-time;  for  the 
blefTed  progrefs  of  the  gofpel,  and  the  powerful  proofs 
of  the  blefled  Spirit's  influence  on  the  fouls  at  the  public 
meetings  and  in  private  life ;  for  the  reft  from  without  j 
for  the  kind  guidance  and  prefervation  both  of  the  mif- 
fionaries  and  Greenland  helpers  in  their  frequent  vifits 
to  the  heathen ;  for  the  bleffing  conftantly  refting  on 
their  witnefs  among  the  heathen ;  and  for  all  that  had 
flipped  the  memory,  notwithftanding  the  fulnefs  of  the 
heart:  I  fay,  for  all  the  fpecified  bleflings,  the  holy 
Trinity  was  thanked  and  praifed  on  their  knees  with  in- 
numerable tears  and  unutterable  afpirationsj  they  alfo 
irnplored  the  continuance  and  increafe  of  grace,  and 
.efpecially  the  daily  near  prefence  of  the  Head  and  Lord  of 
the  congregation  in  his  wounds  glory ;  and  laft  of  all  the 
congregation  was  reminded  of  the  hrft  word  of  the  paft 
year :  D  zny  peopU^  remember  mw^  [fuch  and  fuch  paft  cir- 
cumftances,]  ih.t  ye  may  know  therighteoufnefs  (goodnefs)  of 
the  Lord.

Michael  Ballenhorft,   who  came  to  New-Herrn- 
huth  with  the  ne>v  houfe  in  1747,  apd  as  he  very 
foon  learnt  the  language,  was  appointed  catccbiftj  went 
•  ^     -  V  lalt 
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laft  year  on  a  vifit  to  Europe.  He  went  firft  to  England, 
where  the  Ordinary  of  the  brethren  then  was ;  there  he 
was  ordained  a  deacon  in  the  brethren's  church,  and  af- 
terwards vifited  the  congregations  in  Germany.  In 
Herrnhuth  he  was  joined  in  marriage  with  the  fmpli 
fifter  Dorothy  Teicher,  who  came  out  of  Moravia,  and 
foon  after  fet  out  on  his  return  to  Greenland.  He  got 
Peter  Rudberg  for  a  companion,  and  came  to  Ncw- 
Herrnhuth  after  a  voyage  of  fix  weeks. 

The  (hip  foon  proceeded  further  to  fettle  a  new  colony 
at  the  place  called  Zuklcertop,  fixty  leagues  north  of 
Good-hope.  Afterwards  the  Danilh  catechift  Bcrrhel 
Larfcn  went  thither  to  inftrudt  the  heathen  j  he  had 
been  fixteen  years  at  Good-hope.  The  {hip  tou'^hed 
again  at  Ball's-River  in  its  return,  and  took  to  Europe 
the  hitherto  deacon  in  outward  matters  John  Soereml-n, ' 
his  wife,  and  four  daughters,  belonging  to  him  and  the 
other  two  miflionaries,  who  at  their  repeated  requeft  had 
obtained  leave  to  have  them  educated  in  the  nurierfes  of 
the  Unity.  Till  his  return,  the  newly-arrived  Ballen- 
horlt  took  the  charge  of  the  external  diacony,  entered 
alfo  on  his  poftas  theneareft  afliftanttothe  two  mifiiona-' 
and  endeavoured  to  introduce  his  fellovz-traveller 


nes 


Rudberg  into  the  lang:  .age,  and  the  infpedtion  over  the 
Greenland  youths.

As  to  the  Greenland  congregation,  it  p»^ceeded  this 
yfear  with  blefling,  without  any  particular  alterations.  ' 
Their  manual  employments  were  diredlf.d  by  the  feafons 
of  the  year  and  circumftances  of  the  v/eather;  in  which 
is  difplayed,  even  in  thefe  moft  remote  and  ftjtil  parts  of  ' 
the  world)  the  wonderful  hand  and  wife  providence  of  tiie 
Creator.     For  having  this  year  fuch  a  mild  wmter,  that  ' 
it  often  rained  in  January,  and  was  not  colder  than  in  fum- 
mer,  itcaufed  alcarcity  of  fea-fowl,  which  flock  only  in  ' 
the  fevered:  cold  between  the  iflands,  but  on  the  other 
hand  they  were  fupplied  with  a  good  number  of  feals> 
which  are  generally  rare  at  this  time  of  the  year ;  al-  : 
though,  in  catching  them,  the  exceeding  ftormy  wea- 
ther expofed  them  to  frequent  dangers,  in  which  three 
this  year  loft  their  lives  ;  and  one  was  forced  to  endure 
out  the  ftorm  a  whole  night  in  his  kajak  upon  a  fmall  • 
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rock,  the  high  waves  oft-times  beating  quite  over  him, 
which  carried  away  his  feal  and  all  his  tackling.  No  fc. 
Vere  cold  fet  in  till  March ;  which  was  then  accompanied 
with  fuch  furious  tempefts,  as  did  much  damage  to  the 
dwellings,  and  raifed  the  Tea  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  feve- 
ral  womens-boats  and  kajaks,  with^  their  tackling,  were 
carried  away  from  land  by  the  waves.  And  in  April, 
a  fudden  thaw  enfuing,  and  thv*.  deep  fnow  bein?  put  in 
motion  by  the  abundance  of  ra:n  that  attended  it,  the 
quite  new  church  at  the  colony  was  in  the  utmoft  dan- 
ger of  being  fwept  into  the  (ea,  by  the  water  and  fnow 
together  forcing  their  way  into  it,  whereby  all  within 
was  thrown  on  heaps,  without  the  poflibility  of  coming 
at  it  to  fave  the  leaft  thing.  j/!;!i(-j  i     -^/  jc  JD^jihir  •  i 

About  this  time  the  Grecnlanders  took  their  boats  and 
tents  and  reforted  again  to  the  neighbouring  illands  to 
provide  their  fuftenance,  after  they  had  fpent  the  Eafter- 
holidays  all  together  with  blefling.  At  Whitfuntide 
they  all  returned  again,  celebrated  the  feftival  with  joy, 
and  then,  like  good  children,  harmonioufly  difpofed 
themfelves  to  go  to  the  capelm-iifhery  all  19  a  body 
together,  becaufe  there  were  very  many  widows  and 
fmgle  perfons,  who  had  no  boats  nor  families,  and  there- 
fore were  obliged  to  be  interfperfed  among  the  reft,  in 
order  to  be  enabled  to  procure  their  fuftenance  alfo.  The 
brethren  write, 

"  It  was  a  particularly  happy  and  blcfled  Whit- 
funtide, and  we  had  caufe  to  blefs  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  for  preferving  our  Greenlanders  together  in  one 
mind  in  thefe  hard  times  of  »reat-  poverty  among  many, 
and  for  now  making  them  to  willing  to  go  out  in  fel- 
lowfhip,  and  to  affift  one  another."  On  Whitfun- 
Tuefday,  being  the  20th  of  May,  after  an  affefting  fare- 
wel,  they  Tet  oft*,  under  the  infpetStion  of  a  nMifionary, 
with  twenty-feven  women's-boats  to  Piffikfarbik,  and 
the  accounts  received  of  them  from  time  to  time,  were 
agreeable.  They  loved  one,  another  like  children, 
learnt  to  bear  one  another's  burdens  in]  all  difficult  cir^ 
oumftanccs,  hearkened  to  their  teacher,  were  abundantly 
bleffed  in  externals;,  and  all  well  in  health }  and  at  their 
mattins  and  evcn-fong  the  Lord  owned  them  as  the  flieep 
of  his  paiiure.     This  was  foiind  to  be  £0  in  fa^,  on  their 
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being  (jwke  with,  at  their  return,  previoufly  to  the  holy 
comniunion,  to  which  moft  of  them  came  with  hum- 
bled, hungry,  and  chearful  hearts.  And  the  Head  of  his 
body  owned  his  members. 

They  then  feparated  again,  as  ufual,  to  their  feveral 
providing-places,  and  were  vifited  from  time  to  time  by 
their  teachers.  At  the  ufual  time  the  greateft  part  came 
to  the  holy  communion,  and  the  nearef^  at  hand  to  the 
funday's  meetings,  when  they  brought  alfo  the  children, 
born  abroad,  to  be  baptized. 
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In  the  mean  time  there  were  not  wanting  heathen, 
who  vifitcd  at  New-Herrnhuth,  and  attended  the  meet- 
ings or  even  a  baptifmal  folemnity,  of  which  they  always 
carried  an  impreffion  away  with  them.  Sfpeciaily  in 
fummer  many  Southlanders  came  to  vifit,  in  their  way 
to  and  from  the  north.  As  ignorant  and  unpolilbed  as 
thele  people  were,  fome  of  them  were  defirous  of  hearing 
fomewhati  and  though,  to  all  appearance,  they  went 
away  as  they  came,  yet  ;}11  was  not  to  be  looked  upon  as 
labour  in  vain ;  fince  former  experience  has  fhcwn, 
that  in  many,  feveral  )'cars  were  required,  before  the 
fted  of  the  word  of  God  could  fpring  up,  and  fo  far 
change  their  minds,  as  to  make  them  only  determine  to 
live  with  the  faithful,  and  quietly  attend  to  the  work  of 
grace.  One  of  thefe  people  flayed  immediately,  and 
many  refolved  to  live  in  the  neighbouring  iflands ;  where 
they  might  be  come  at,  and  fpoke  more  clofely  with. 

It  was  obfervable,  that  generally  a  defire  after  falva- 
tion  drofe  firft  of  all  in  thfe' children.  This  year  afforded 
many  inftances  of  it,  and  the  merchants  found,  on  their 
travels  about  their  bufmefs,  tjbildren,  whofe  parents  were 
entirely  heathenifli,  and  yet  they  could  repeat  and  fing 
feveral  verfes,  and  they  wept  at  their  departure,  that 
thiey  could  not  go  back  with  them  to  the  believers. 

Neither  did  the  annual  difperfion  of  the  Greenland 
brethren  among  the  favages  ever  fail  to  be  a  means  of 
gaining  miny  fouls.  They  did  not  indeed  force  the  mat- 
ter upon  them,  as  formerly,  but  whenever  they  were  de- 
fired,  or  but  the  leaft  occafion  was  given  them,  they  de- 
livered a  teftimony  of  what  they  had  experienced.  Where-

ever  a  company  of  baptized  had  pitched  their  tents  together, 
one  of  the  helpers  uled  to  keep  their  morning  and  even- 
ijig-mcctings,  to  which  the  heathen  were  admitted.  The 
fadlor  was  full  of  his  pretty  accounts  how  things  went  at 
thofc  times ;  for  on  his  travels,  he  lodged  a  night  with 
our  people,  and  was  prefent  at  their  evening-meeting. 
The  Greenland  helper  fpokc  in  a  fimple  but  edifying 
manner,  and  chiefly  of  himfclf,  how  happy  he  was  ia 
the  convcrfc  with  our  Saviour,  and,  on  the  contrary, 
how  painful  it  was  to  him  immediately,  if  he  had  not  an 
abiding  fenfe  of  him  at  all  times  and  on  all  occafions  ii\ 
his  heart.  He  then  gave  a  word  or  two  of  exhortation 
to  the  rcil,  who  lent  a  very  attentive  ear.  Their  devo- 
tion, and  efpecially  their  fmging,  pleafcd  the  faclor  very 
much. 

It  is  a  great  pleafure  to  the  Greenlanders,  when  fome- 
times  one  of  their  countrymen  keeps  a  fimplc  difcourfe  to 
them.  They  are  particularly  attentive  on  fuch  an  occa- 
sion, and  a  teftimony  to  fome  fuch  purport  as  this: 
*'  Behold  with  your  eyes,  how  that  I  have  had  but  little 
*'  labour,  and  have  gotten  unto  me  much  reft,"  (Ecclus,  li. 
27.)  gives  great  weight  to  the  exhortations  •£  their  fo- 
reign teachers,  whom  the  heathen  would  willingly  look 
upon  as  a  quite  different  clafs  of  men,  and  leaves  them 
no  manner  of  fubterfuge.     ^3.  ^ ^  ,^  »i,oi: mr.  -  a  ro  -^^ns  mvm 
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But  we  are  to  form  no  other  conceptions  of  the  dlf- 
courfes  which  the  Greenlanders  keep,  both  abroad,  and, 
during  the  winter,  about  twice  a  week  in  the  hall,  but 
that  they  are  fimple  confeflions  and  declarations  of  their 
own  ftate,  going  from  the  heart  to  the  heart ;  although 
iome  are  at  no  lofs  to  fupport  their  propofition  with  a 
text  or  two  from  the  Bible,  and  to  introduce  likewife 
Ihong  exhf)rtations,  or,  according  as  circumftances  re- 
ijuirc,  fcrious  reproofs.  Their  chief  topic  is  the  paflipn 
and  merits  of  Jel'us,  and  how  men  may  experience  the 
torgivenefs  of  lins  in  his  blood,  and  grow  and  advance 
m  the  faviijg*  knowledge  of  Jefus  Chrifl,  or,  in  daily 
communion  with  him.  Fhcy  fpeak  of  thefe  things  froiil^ 
their  own  ej;perience,  and  that  with  an  mgenuous  ac-. 
knowledgemcnt  of  their  own  defcdls,  wliich  has  a  better 
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cffed  upon  their  people,  than  if  they  were  to  allcdgc 
well-meant,  but  ill-applied  fcripture-illuftrations,  the 
produce  of  laborious  ftudy  or  conceited  wifdom,  fuch  as 
is  not  to  be  looked  for  among  the  Greenlander«;  or  than 
if  they  were  to  afllimc  a  nauleous  felf-fufficiency,  atid  re- 
prove matters  which  the  hearers  could  retort  upon  thcm- 
ielves. 

But  little  of  their  difcourfcs  is  noted  down,  as  the 
writer  often  had  not  time  for  it  juft  then,  and  lb  forgot 
the  beft  part  * ;  yet  fo  much  we  fee,  that  after  the  man- 
ner of  all  fimpic,  perhaps  I  ought  to  fay,  all  original 
nations,  they  make  ufe  of  fimilitudes.  Thus  when  they 
were  once  going  out  among  the  favages,  one  of  them 
fpoke  as  follows :  **  They  inould  take  notice  how  the 
*'  fervants  fet  off  the  hall,  at  a  fcftival,  by  ftrewing  fand 
"  about.  Thus,  wherever  they  came,  and  were  fcat- 
**  tered  about  like  fand,  they  ought  to  adorn  the  doc- 
**  trine  of  our  Saviour  in  word  and  walk,  and  endeavour 
"  to  fcatter  fometV  .ig  into  the  very  hearts  of  tlie  fava- 
"  ges  J  by  this  mcanJ  they  might  keep  a  daily  feftlval  to 
"  our  Saviour."  Did  the  Greenlanders  know  any  thing 
of  the  ufe  of  fait,  or  had  rver  fcen  corn  fowed,  this 
Greenlander  would  perhaps  have  made  ufe  of  the  fimili- 
tude  of  fait,  or  of  the  fower,  according  to  Matt.  v.  or 
xiii.  If  one  of  them  would  exhort  tiis  people  to  a  true 
defire  after  our  Saviour,  and  to  ari  unintermitting  purfuit 
after  grace  in  his  blood,  he  ufes  the  comparifon  of 
ground  parched  and  chapt  by  the  heat  of  the  fun,  and  of 
the  refre(hing  rain ;  or  of  gnats,  which  cannot  be 
kept  ofF  from  fucking  blood  from  men ;  or  of  children, 
who,  as  foon  as  they  awake,  cry  for  food. 

The  oft-mentioned  Daniel,  once  began  his  difcourfc. 
in  this  manner:  "My  dear  brethren,  when  children 
"  get  up,  they  fay  to  their  parents  :  I  am  hungry  or  dry, 
"  and  the  mother  cannot  forbear  giving  them  what  they 
"  want.  Juft  fo  does  our  Saviour  deal  with  us,  if  our 
**  hearts  do  but  at  all  times  hunger  and  thirft  after  hini. 
"  He  has  faved  us  with  his  blood.     What  fhall  we  do" 


*  This  reafon  has'alfo  been  alK'dgcd  to  me,  thnt  the  Greenlander,  in 
uttering  the  conceptions  of  his  mind,  has  cftcn  I'uch  nn  unufual  way  ol 
joining  many  words  and  ideas  in  one,  that  this  one  word  muit  in  Gorman 
belaigely  paraphrafcd,  and  "yet  the  true  f-inl;  cannot  bj  fully  cxrrefri.d. 
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unto  him  ?  or  what  return  fhall  we  make  him  for  it  ? 
None,  but  continually  to  look  to  his  wounds,  and 
let  the  heathen  know  what  he  has  done  for  us."  &c. 
Another  time  he  faid  :  *'  Ye  are  fenfible  what  an  ab- 
'lorrence  we  have  for  the  blood  of  the  flain,  and,  if 
any  of  it  ihould  fall  upon  our  clothes^  we  ihould 
*'  wafli  it  clean  out,  or  throw  the  garments  away.  But 
we  are  quite  othcrwife  difpofed  with  regard  to  the 
blood  of  our  Saviour.  It  (hall  be  our  ornament, 
*'  whenever  a  good  portion  of  it  fafls  to  our  fhare.  Oh  ! 
*'  if  we  have  but  cnce  got  a  tafte  of  this  precious  blood, 
•*  it  is  of  fo  fweet  a  favour  to  us,  that  we  cannot  regale 
"  ourfelves  enough  with  it,"  &c. 

The  fame  perion,  in  fome  letters,  ekpitffed  himfelf 
riius:  "I  have  been  this  fummer  hunting  rein-deer j 
"  and  while  I  was  wandering  about  in  the  w''dernefs,  I 
*'  prayed  our  Saviour  to  lead  and  guide  me  with  his 
grace.  For  I  know  that  I  am  a  poor  and  wretched 
man,  if  he  is  not  continually  near  me,  giving  food  to 
my  foul  out  of  his  wounds.  My  faults  and  infirmities 
*'  are  numberlefs ;  but  my  Saviour  know?  them  all,  for 
**  he  knows  my  heart;  and  therefore  I  at  all  times  ad- 
**  drefs  him  as  a  finner.  Thus  the  holy  Spirit  directs  my 
heart  to  his  wounds,  ard  I  feel  that  our  Saviour  loves 
me,  who  always  chufes  none  but  the  pooreft  of  men. 
Therefore  I  need  not  be  forrowful,  —  —  I  vvill  now 
tell  you  my  defire  :  You  know,  how  children  are  to- 
wards their  parents;  thankful  and  obedient.  Juft  fo 
**  would  I  be  towards  our  Saviour.  I  am  alfo  fenfible, 
*'  that  I  have  had  two  forts  of  life ;  the  firft  was  in  per- 
*'  fe£l  darknefs ;  but,  our  Saviour  having  fought  and 
**  found  me  among  the  favages,  I  now  live,  in  his  light, 
»*  in  his  bloo.d  When  we  are  fenfible  of  our  wretch- 

*'  ednefs,  our  eyes  flow  with  tears :  but  when  we  fet  be- 
*'  fore  us  our  Saviour  on  the  crofs,  we  cleave  to  his  fide, 
*'  as  the  nepifet-fifli  to  the  ftone  ♦,  and  all  the  time  we 
*'  retain  a  fenfe  of  our  own  wretchednefs.  •  Here  have 
**  you  the  thoughts  of  my  heart.** 

Befidcs  the  journeys  which  their  feeking  of  provlfion, 
or  the  vifitation  of  their  own  Greenlandeis  while  abroad, 

♦  Sec  B.  II.  ^,  10. 
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gave  occafion  to,  and  which  chiefly  fell  out  in  fummer ; 
the  brethren  went  twice  to  vifit  the  heathen  exprefly,  in 
fpring  and  autumn.  The  firft  time,  they  baptized  the 
child  of  a  believing  couple,  after  a  difcourfe  upon  tho 
words :  IJland  at  the  door  and  knacky  Sec.  delivered  chiefly 
with  a  view  to  the  heathen.  Afterwards  they  fpoke  a 
good  deal  in  a  more  particular  manner  with  them.  This 
was  in  Kookcernen.  But  they  came  to  Kangek  at  a 
wrong  time.  Several  boats  of  Greenlanders  were  juft 
preparing  to  remove  their  quarters,  who  vifited  all  the 
places  where  they  had  before  lived,  and  joined  with  thofe 
that  ftayed  behind,  in  bewailing  all  who  had  died  during 
their  ftay  there. 

At  the  laft  vifit,  befides  women,  to  help  to  row,  four 
of  the  Greenland  helpers  went  along  with  them  to 
Kookcernen.  **The  heathen  (fay  they)  received  us 
"  kindly.  Upon  our  entering  into  converfation  .  with 
"  them,  a  man  pleaded  his  ignorance  as  an  excufe  for 
"  himfelf.  This  gave  occafion  to  a  difcourfe  concerning 
Jefus,  the  true  light,  that  will  lighten  every  man  and 
fave  them  by  his  blood.  Some  very  pretty  children 
were  there,  to  whom  it  was  a  pleafure  to  have  to  do 
with  us,  and  it  would  have  been  a  greater  pleafure  to 
them  had  they  been  allowed  to  go  with  us.  The 
next  day  I  let  our  Daniel  keep  a  difcourfe.  He  tefti- 
tied  with  great  freedom,  that  he  was  formerly  equally 
blind  and  dead,  and  yet  full  of  dread  for  futurity; 
but  that  fmce  he  became  acquainted  with  his  Re- 
"  conciler  thro*  blood,  he  was  very  happy  j  and  this 
"  he  could  not  conceal,  but  was  defirous  of  declaring 
"  it  to  every  one,  in  hopes  that  others  may  learii  wif- 
"  dom  alfo,  and  have  their  eternal  welfare  at  heart. 
"  The  heathen  were  very  attentive  to  what  he  faid. 
06k,  29,  we  went  to  fome  other  houfes,  wifhed 
them  the  peace  of  God,  and  where  they  received  us, 
we  fpoke  of  the  love  of  our  Saviour  towards  all  men, 
and  efpecially  towards  them  in  this  their  day.  A 
woman  was  very  attentive,  and  fpoke  ev.ery  word  after . 
me.  She  faid  to  the  Greenland  fifters,  that  (he  had 
alfo  formerly  fome  fenfe  of  our  Saviour,  but  had  now 
loft  it,  and  wifhed  much  to  be  with  us,  in  order  to 
feek  again  what  (he  had  loft  j  but  her  hufband  had  yet 
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'*  no  mind  for  it.  The  30th,  we  were  obliged  to  lie  ftill 
becaufe  of  the  ftrong  wind,  and  had  an  opportunity  to 
fpeak  a  good  deal  with  the  heathen.  The  31ft,  we 
"  returned,  and  had  fuch  a  high  fea,  as  if  the  waves 
**  would  fwallow  lis  up,  but  we  got  home  fafe  and 
"  well." 

Moreover  the  brethren  were  invited  both  by  the  traders 
and  the  Greenlanders  in  Fifher's  -bay  to  vifit  them,  and 
rather  ftill,  to  live  there.  Many  of  tiie  heathen  of  thofe 
parts,  in  their  pafling  to  and  fro,  had  a  defire  excited  ia 
them  to  be  acquainted  with  our  Saviour  and  to  be  bap- 
tized, partly  while  they  were  in  New-Herrnhuth,  and 
partly  in  places  where  they  had  fojourned,  in  company 
with  our  Greenlanders ;  and  their  defire  was  increafed 
by  the  forementioned  hymns :  but  no  vifiting,  much  lefs 
living  there,  was  to  be  thought  of  for  the  prefent.   . 

In  the  mean  while  the  Greenlanders  were  again  moved 
into  their  winter-houles,  rich  in  God's  temporal  bleflings, 
(of  which  they  were  again  able  to  part  with  a  confiderable 
quantity,  to  every  body's  furprize,)  and  full  of  hunger  and 
defire  after  the  word  of  life,  which  was  particularly  ob- 
fervable  on  Sundays,  when  the  hall  was  by  far  too  imall, 
efpecially  at  the  meeting  for  the  litany ;  fothat,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  cold,  the  Hot  fumes  in  the  hall  rendered  it 
almolt  infufFerable.  This  made  it  necefTary  for  the  chil- 
dren to  ftay  away ;  but  as  they  did  not  like  to  lofe  this 
blefl'ed  part  of  divine  fervice,  it  was  performed  with  them 
the  next  morning,  inftead  of  their  ufual  catechifation. 
Their  fchools  were  alfo  fet  on  foot  again,  and  the  three 
miflionaries  fo  divided  the  bufmefs  between  them,  that 
one  taught  the  boys  to  read,  another  the  girls,  and  the 
third  the  grown  perfons  to  write.  The  catechifations 
and  finging-fchools  were  kept  with  the  young  people  of 
both  fexts,  at  certain  times,  by  each  alternately.  One  of 
the  biggeft  fchool-boy^  once  wrote  to  his  mafter  the  fol- 
lowing letter  :  "  As  1  feel  in  my  heart,  that  I  am  a  poor 
"  fmner,  I  often  pray  thus :  Dear  Saviour,  give  me 
*'  continually  a  deeper  fen  I  e  in  my  heart,  that  thou  haft 
*'  died  for  me  on  the  crofs.  It  is  faftened  in  my  mind, 
•'  that  blood  and  water  flowed  out  of  thy  fide.     This  I 
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"  cannot  poifibly  forget,  while  I  am  here  upon  earth, 
*'  O !  how  happy  and  blefled  are  the  communicants, 
*'  who  have  often  their  particular  meeting  with  our  Sa- 
'*  viour.     This  I  write  with  tears." 

Bcfides  the  bleffing  refting  upon  the  meetings  of  the 
whole  congregation,  and  of  the  feveral  choirs,  a  parti« 
cular  bleffing  rcfted  upon  the  little  companies,  called 
bands.  In  fuch  free  heartVconverfations  between  peo- 
ple of  like  fort,  the  inmoft  longing  of  the  heart  was  often 
beft  difcovered.  The  catechumens  longed  for  baptifm, 
as  they  did  not  only  hear,  but  fee  that  it  muft  be  a  happy 
life,  for  a  perfon  whofe  "  heart  was  fprinkled  from  an 
"  evil  confcience,  and  his  body  wafhed  with  pure 
"  water,"  to  have  a  right  to  rejoice  in  the  communion 
with  the  body  of  Jefus.  The  baptized,  not  yet  admit- 
ted to  the  Lord's-fupper,  fhewed  a  defire  to  be  partakers 
of  this  grace;  and  nothing  could  be  more  painful  to  the 
communicants,  than  to  be  obliged  at  any  time  to  foreg© 
this  exalted  good.  A  particular  grace  was  perceptible 
this  winter  among  the  young  men,  and  efpecially  among; 
the  boys,  arid  there  was  ground  to  hope  that  the  fi- 
fing generation  would  be  an  honour  to  our  Saviour  and 
» joy  to  the  congregation,  *    -      '"

A  pretty  confiderable  number  of  new  inhabitants  came 
hither,  anid  fcarce  a  month  but  brought  fome.  There 
were  a  couple  of  families,  who  were  (ome  time  ago  ftir- 
red  up  at  the  vifit  made  by  two  Greenlanders  to  the 
north.  The  greateft  part  were  pceple,  who  have  lived 
a  long  time  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  could  not  enjoy 
their  wifh  till  one  or  other,  who  till  now  had  kept  them 
back,  was  gone  off  the  ftage.  Among  the  reft  was  an 
old  widow,  of  whom  nothing  particular  was  known,  but 
that  (he  had  once  be^n  buried,  and  after  two  days  came 
toherfelf  again.  She  gave  a  relation  of  her  dead-flcep 
with  fnany  ftrange  gefturcs  j  the  brethren  took  occafion 
from  this,  to  tell  her  about  the  Shepherd,  that  leaped 
into'  the  jaws  of  death,  to  free  and  refcue  us  from  this 
monfter.  She  was  not  a  little  aftonifhed,  that  God  lovpd 
men  in  fuch  a  manner,  and  fhe  afforded  hopes  of  our

feeing  her,  or  at  leaft  her  childient  one  time  or  other, 
obtain  ialvation. 

.  Twenty  eight  of  the  catechumens,  and  eleven  chil^ 
dren,  were  made  partakers  of  baptifm.  .  Among  them 
were  two  men,,  who  had  Hved  with  the  brethren  in  the 
year  1739*  but  had  ever  fince  gone  aftray,  and  were  now 
filled  with  fhame  and  joy,  that  this  grace  was  Mi 
vouchfafed  unto  them. 
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On  the  other  hand  thirteen  baptized  happily  de- 
parted  this  life.  Among  them  the  fojilowing  are  wprthji 
of  notice: 

I.)  Jehu,  alias  Kuanak,  a  prize  which  the  late  Samu- 
el K^arnak  brought  with  him,  in  the  year  1741,  out  of 
the  iouth,  being  his  brother's  fon.  Our  Saviour  foon 
drew  near  to  his  heart,  he  was  a  real  joy  to  us,  and  ac- 
cording to  his  meafure  of  knowledge,  a  blefllng  to  many 
heathen,  efpecially  the  children.  But  the  next  year  he 
was  obliged  to  go  with  his  father  to  the  north.  At  tak- 
ing leave  we  fell  upon  our  knees  with  him,  and  he  pray- 
ed fo  movingly,  that  we  ftied  numberlefs  tears  together. 
After  his  father's  death,  he  returned  a  cripple  j  but  yet 
got  fo  far  cured,  that  he  could  go  in  his  kajak.  He  was 
loon  made  partaker  of  the  chuich-graces,  had  a  fimpli 
child-like  hrart,  and  amldft  all  the  heavy  circumftances 
of  his  ftckly  body,  was  always  chearful.  He  once  wrote 
thus  of  himfelf:  "  I  poor  cripple  am  heartily  poor,  but 
•'  our  bleeding  Saviour  with  his  wounds  is  become  my 
**  comfort,  Lefides  which  I  have  none.  Whenever  I 
think  on  this,  my  heart  rejoices.  Of  my  felf  I 
fhould  never  have  obtained  comfort  i  but  he  himfelf 
has.  fixed  my  thoughts  and  fenfes  upon  his  wounds. 
Therefore  I  conf^antly  cleave  unto  him,  and  becaufc  I 
am  fo  poor  and  wretched,  I  will  ever  hide  myfelf  in  his 
womids." 

2.)  Auguflina,  a  chearful  heart,  and  likewife  a  very 
fenfible  helper,  beloved  and  honoured  by  all  her  fiflers. 
The  time  of  her  tedious  ficknefs,  the  confequence  of  a 
mlfcarriage,  fhe  fpent  in  fuch  a  blefled  manner  as  incited 
ievery  body  to  vifit  her,  and  be  reffefhed  by  her  joyful  ex- 
peftation  of  her  Bridegroom.

3.)  Jofeph,  an  extraordinary  fine  child,  feven  years 
old»  which  had  been  under  a  concern  for  two  years  about 
baptifm,  and  often  made  liis  defire  known  with  tears,  was 
baptized  on  his  flck  bed,  and  thus  went  clean-wafhed  to 
the  blefled  hoft  arrayed  in  white  robes. 

A  man  among  the  catechumens  departed  this  life,  be- 
fore he  could  be  baptized  ;  yet  Comforted  through  the 
wounds  of  Jefus.  The  brethren  aftei^vards  learnt  froni* 
the  people  of  the  hbufe,  that  fliortly  before  his  departure,- 
he  gave  an  account  of  our  Saviour's  appearing  to  him 
with  his  wouiids,  arid  faying  to  hiiti :  **  I  appear  to 
"  thee  for  this  reafon,  that  thou  mayeft  fee  and  believe, 
"  when  thou  comeft  to  me,  that  it  is  I." 

As  pleafmg  as  it  is  *:o  fee  fouls  go  home  to  their  Re- 
deemer, it  was  neverthelefs  as  afflicting,  that  this  yea? 
three  brethren  Idft  their  lives  in  their  kajaks',  one  of 
whofe  bodies  ^?^s  only  found,  who,  under  water,  had' 
crept  out  ofhiskajak,  and  tied  himfelffaft  to  it,  that 
he  might  be  found  and  buried.     Their  names  were : 

Ifaac,  an  ufeful  helper,  and  particulady  worthy  of 
love  and  confidence,  becaufe  of  his  fteady  and  invariable 
difpofition  in  all  circumftances. 

Enoch,  a  pcior  weak  mind,  but  dhe  to  whorti  our 
Saviour  fliewed  great  mercy,  and  took  him  away  at  t\\c^ 
right  time  into  a  ftate  of  fafety,  feeing  his  heart  was^ 
ntvcr  in  fo  good  a  fituation,  as  at  prefent. 

Salmah,  a  fingle  brother,  a  ftill  and  happy  foul.  For 
fome  time  a  particular  work  of  grace  was  apparent  in  him, 
which  made  him  ready  for  his  happy  releafe. 

There  was  in  general  this  year 'a  great  deal  of  flormy 
?hd  dangerous  weather.  Four  .European  brethren  were 
once  detained  at  an  uninhabited  part  of  the  country  by  a 
ftorm  which  lafted  thrive  days,  and  could  have  no  pro- 
vifion  fent  them,  However  they  could  go  by  turns  fix 
miles  over  land  to  the  Greenlanders  in  the  found,  and 
thereby  fave  themfelves  from  famifliing.  And  in  Octo- 
ber nine  Green! ;md- women  going  to  a  diflant  uninhabited 
ifland  to  gather  bilberries,  were  driven  by  a  hard  ftorm  in 
their  boat  into  the  fea.  But  they  were  icon  at  the  right 
time  by  fome  favages  pafiing  by,  wiio  carried  them  to 
their  houfes,  and  took  good  cure  of  them,  till  they  could 
be  fetched  away.       '.    '  ^._<  .;.  .-;..  >       .

particular  manner  received  irom  the  bible,  the  beginning 
of  this  year,  a  time  of  fo  great  difturbance  in  almoft  all 
other  parts  of  the  world  ;  and  it  had  its  accompliftiment, 
in  their  place,  both  in  a  temporal  and  fpiritual  fenfu. 
The  //ww,  tht  faithful  andttue  f^tnejs,  (which  were  the 
wprds  prefixed  to  the  little  text-book,  containing  the 
fayings  of  our  Saviour)  owned  his  poor  lowly  little  fleck 
out  of  the  Greenland  nation,  (which,  wretched,  void 
of  outward  comelincfs,  fmall,  defective,  as  it  was,  was 
yet  his,  and  that  was  all  it  defired)  I  fay,  he  owned  thi« 
little  flock,  according  to  the  gracious  good  plcafurc 
he  has  in  his  reconciled  children  of  men,  at  the  very  firft 
entrance  of  the  year  in  the  moft  holy  facrument  of  his 
body  and  blood ;  and,  throughout  the  whole,  one  fab- 
bath  after  another,  in  his  wordj  and  one  month  after 
another,  both  on  congregation-days,  and,  in  particular, 
on  communion-days,  in  the  holy  liicraments  cf  baptifm 
and  of  the  Lord's-fupper ;  nay,  in  all  its  daily  meetings, 
and  in  the  filent  converfe  of  every  hungry  foul  with  her 
unfeen  Friend.    *^^' 

Indeed  at  the  beginning  things  did  not  feeni  ro  profper 
rightly  with  the  catechumens;  and  the  6th  ov  January 
being  the  day  of  the  manifeftation  of  Chrift  to  the  Gen- 
tiles, which^  was  always  wont  to  be  a  great  bapt'fm-day, 
jpafTed  this  time  without  this  folemnity.  Yet  after  a  fer- 
mon  upon  the  words,  A  Light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles^  a 
particular  meeting  was  held  with  iifty-five  unbaptized, 
at  which  many  difcovered  a  great  defire  after  our  Saviour 
and  baptifm ;  nay,  a  widow  could  not  fleep  the  night 
following,  and,  as  {he  faid,  was  obliged  to  get  up  and 
go  out,  to  weep  before  our  Saviour  for  the  haftening  of 
this  grace.  The  greater  was  the  joy,  and  the  more  the 
thankful  tears  both  of  teachers  and  hearers,  that  on 
Jan.  19,  being  the  memorial-day  of  the  Greenland- 
miiEon,  they  could  afiure  fourteen  catechumens  of  t'le 
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nlgheft  expectation  of  baptifm,  by  reception  among  the 
candidates.  The  word  of  the  day :  Thu  ft)alt  remember 
thy  waySf  and  be  ajhamed^  gave  occafion  to  recollctSl  with 
joy  and  fhame,  what  the  Lord,  thefe  twenty-three 
years,  had  done  for  this  wild  and  wade  place,  on  which 
a  temple  of  God  of  living  (tones  now  ftanc's,  and  how 
richly  he  had  comforted  the  congregation  for  the  lall 
difficult  years,  healed  the  hurts,  and  repaired  the  breaches 
and  had  brought  every  thing  temporally  and  fpiritually 
w  a  happy  iflue. 

"  We  thank  him,  weeping  at  his  pierced  feet, — for 
"  nought  fo  much,  as  his  atonement  great."  But  yet 
external  well-being  was  no  fmall  excitement  for  offering 
him  thanlcs  and  praife.  In  the  fpring  was  again  a  great 
famine  among  the  heathen.  Mr.  Ualager  the  fadlor 
having  been  at  Kellingeit  on  the  blubber-trade,  a  place 
lying  twenty  leagues  to  the  fouth,  and  generally  abound- 
ing with  feals,  brought  nothing  but  the  lamentable  news 
of  people  perifhing  with  hunger  \  indeed  he  brought  too 
a  particular  prefent  for  the  brethren,  viz.  a  defertcd 
little  girl,  whom  the  favages,  for  want  of  food,  ha^l 
twice  laid  in  a  diftant  cave,  to  avoid  feeing  her  die  for 
hunger ;  but  on  finding  her  ftill  'alive,  when  they  went 
two  days  after  to  fee  after  her,  they  caft  her  quite  naked 
into  the  fea.  And  as  even  the  fea  would  not  be  her 
grave,  a  man  *  touched  with  compaffion,  but  able  to 
give  her  nothing  laid  her  in  an  empty  ftore-houfe.  Pre* 
lently  after  came  the  merchant,  and  hearing  the  affair^ 
was  moved  with  pity,  ordered  this  poor  worm  to  be 
brought,  though  fhe  was  emaciated  to  a  perfect  llceletont 
with  cold  and  feveral  days. hunger,  cloathed  and  fed  her 
with  his  own  hand;;,  brought  her  home,  and,  as  (he  had 
a  little  life  left  in  her,  he  fent  her  in  a  bag  to  tlie  bre- 
thren, with  an  offer  to  be  helpful  to  any  poor  widow, 
that  would  take  upon  her  to  care  for  and  bring  her  up. 
She  is  ftill  alive,  to  the  joy  of  her  bciicfadlor.  Mayi 
the  blejp.ng  of  her,  that  was  read^  to  perifi),    come  upon 
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This  famine  drove  many  Greenlanders  to  vifit  here. 
But  it  was  with  themoft,  as  if  want  and  anxious  cares  had 
benumbed  their  fenfcs,  and  had  only  rendered  their  hearts 
more  hard.  Ours,  by  good  order  and  n^anagement,  had 
fuch  a  fufficiency,  as  to  be  able  to  fpare  the  hungry  a 
morfel.  A  fcvere  cold  bioi;ghtmany  fea-fowl  to  the 
iflands  to  their  relief;  and  a  few  peafe  and  oatmeal  were 
diftributed  among  the  poor  widows  and  orphans,  and 
alfo  among  a  couple  of  families,  whofe  heads  were  unfit 
to  venture  to  fea  in  all  forts  of  bad  weather  j  for  which 
they  blefied  their  benefaiSlor  in  a  fimple  letter  of  thanks. 
In  the  mean  time  the  growing  want  caufed  many,  for 
this  time,  to  move  very  early,  vizj.  in  the  beginning  of 
March,  with  their  families  to  other  places,  where  they 
were  vifited  from  time  to  time,  and  by  this  opportunity 
the  heathen  were  called  upon  too  j  although  but  few, 
this  year,  were  nigh  at  hand,  and  no  more  than  two 
houfes  were  inhabited  in  Kangek,  which  is  genergJly 
very  populous. 

Towards  Eafter  the  CTeateft  part  came  to  the  blefied 
commemoration  of  the  Paffion -week,  though  the  bad 
weather  kept  back*  feveral.  Irt  the  Eaiter-holidays, 
fome  confufion  was  made  by  an  American  captain,  who 
pretended,  that  the  ice  forced  him  to  run  in.  He  was 
probably  the  fame  pirate  that  had,  two  years  ago, 
carried  ofFfome  men  with  him.  But  be  that  as  it  will, 
it  was  faid  after  this  man's  departure,  that  he  had  robbed 
jnany  Greenlanders  of  their  goods.  The  chief  uneafincfs 
indeed  was  between  the  captain  and  his  cre\  ;  but  yet 
the  people  of  thefe  parts  were  obliged  to  be  well  on  their 
guard  againft  any  hoflile  attempc,  and  at  leail  to  prevent 
any  Greenlanders  being  fnatched  away,  as  both  his  load- 
ed guns  gave  caufe  of  apprehenfion,  and  he  had  even 
cjoimned  one  of  our  Greenlanders  on  board.  The  mer- 
chant ordered  fome  of  his  crew,  who  came  afliore  in  the 
boat,  to  be  put  in  hold,  till  he  difmifled  the  Grecnlan- 
derj  therefore  he  came  himfclf  on  lliore,  and  made  due 
fatisfa6lion. 

In  June,  the  fhip  bound  for  Frederic's-hope,  being 
again  hindered  by  the  ice  from  running  in  there,  came 
l|p  Good-hope  i    and  Bairs-Rivey  being  quickly  after 
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filed  with  ice,  (he  was  forced  to  lie  nine  weeks,  and  at 
her  departure,  was  again  under  a  neceflity  of  running  into 
Filh^rs-bay.  In  the  mean  time  John  Soerenfen  gave  no- 
tice of  his  (dfe  arrival  at  Naparfc^,  thirty  leagues  north 
of  Good-hope,  where  the  (hip  bound  hither,  was  oblig- 
ed by  the  ice  to  fly  for  (heltcr.  The  ice  appeared  fo 
dangerous,  that  it  was  fcarcely  to  be  hoped  that  the  fhip 
could  come  in.  Therefore  one  of  the  brethren  went 
with  a  women's-boat  to  fetch  him,  and  brought  him,  be- 
tween the  ice  and  the  (bore,  to  within  two  leagues  of  the 
colony  into  the  found.  But  here  they  were  obliged  to 
ftay  fome  days  with  the  Greenlanders,  as  the  inlet  was 
fo  full  of  ice,  that  the  Greenlanders,  and  likewife  fome 
failors,  who  were  gone  to  the  iflands  in  queft  of  eggs, 
and  had  been  fhut  up  with  ice,  were  obliged  to  walk 
over  the  ice  home.  Yet  fome  Greenlanders  ventured  to 
carry  our  brethren  fome  provifion.  But  though  a  fmall 
opening  was  again  made  in  the  ice,  yet  as  it  was  not 
fufficient,  they  had  a  very  toilfome  and  dangerous  piece  of 
work.  Sometimes  they  were  forced  to  carry  their  kajaks 
on  their  heads  or  in  their  hands ;  fometimes  to  (hove 
them  before  them,  or  draw  them  after  them  ;  fometimes 
to  ufe  them  as  bridges  to  ftep  over  from  one  piece  of  ice 
to  another  j  fometimes  to  fit  in  them,  and  pafs  between 
the  ice';  till  they  reached  our  brethren,  who,  after  being 
detained  four  weeks,  and  paffing  backwards  and  for- 
wards in  the  ice,  at  length  arrived  fafe.     But  it  was  live 

weeks  after  this,  before  the  fhip  could  run  in.

Nothwithftanding  all  this  ice,  the  Greenlanders  were 
ebliged  to  go  on  the  capelin-fifhery,  and  a  miffionary 
along  with  them.  In  their  way  to  the  place,  a  women's- 
boat  was  crufhed  to  pieces,  but  the  people  were  faved. 
On  their  return,  a  heavy-laden  boat  likewife  received  a 
hard  crulh.  The  Greenlanders  unloaded  their  cargo, 
and  fet  up  a  tent  upon  a  large  cake  of  ice,  but  hard 
weather  coming  on,  and  the  cake  breaking,  they  were 
forced  to  quit  tent,  lading  and  all,  and  make  a  fliift  to 
fave  themfelves  in  the  damaged  boat.  Such-like  particu- 
lar occurrences  and  prefervations  were  experienced  by 
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more  about  this  time,  when  many  loft  their  little  all,  but 
no, body  his  life. 

Thus  with  refpc(St  to  their  provifion,  things  had  a  very 
indifferent  appearance ;  add  to  this,  that  they  caught  but 
a  {mall  number  of  feals  in  autumn.  However,  provi- 
dence had  cared  for  them  in  anpther  way,  viz.  many 
whales  had  been  feen  at  the  fpring  of  the  year,  which  arc 
wont  to  come  but  feldom  into  thofc  parts.  Now  though 
they  could  catch  none,  the  Grcenlanders  here-abouts 
being  unprovided  for  fuch  exploits^  yet  in  the  fummer 
they  found  a  dead  whale,  and  in  autumn  they  caught 
fome  Ardluit,  a  fort  of  fword-fifh,  which  feed  upon 
fcals  *.  Thus  they  were  furniftied  with  fo  much  flelh 
ind  blubber,  that  they  had  to  fpare.  ^^n  -r 

It  is  eafy  to  imagme,  that  the  European  brethren,  in 
their  providing  ncccffaries,  and  efpecially  ip  gathering  the 
needful  turf  and  wood,  mui'l  fall  exceeding  Ihort,  as  in 
the  beft  fummer-months,  fcarce  a  Greenlander,  not  to 
f?y  an  European  with  his  boat,  could  make  his  way 
through  the  ice.      ,  •>«•..  -  .^   <.  .>,..

The  vaft  quantity  of  ice,  which  was  (o  great  an  obr 

ftacle  lo  providmg  i.eceflarics  for  the  body,  was,  oil  the 
other  fide,  not  without  fome  good  effedl.  For  again  a 
large  troop  of  Southlanders  calling  upon  the  brethren  in 
their  way  to  the  north,  were  neceffitated  partly  to  ftay 
longer  with  them  than  ufual,  and  partly  to  take  up  their 
abode  in  thefe  parts.  Which  was  a  defirable  opportunity 
of  inftilling  Something  into  their  hearts  and  confci- 
ences. 

A  ftirring  ftill  fubfiftcd  amon^  the  neighbouring  hea- 
then, though  not  fuch  an  univerfal  awakening  as  twelve 
years  ago;  this  the  brethren  learnt  from  our  Greenland 
helpers  when  they  came  heme  % .  For  as  they  now  did 
not  accoft  the  heathen  of  their  owji  accord,  which  did 
more  harm  than  good  to  fuch,  as  had  long  heard  the 
word  of  God,  and  were  cloyed  with  it ;  they  were  often 
invitcid  to'  fpeak  a  little  to  them  and  theirs,  which  they

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then  always  did  with  joy,  though  many  ftill  had  rccourfe 
to  various  ftiifts  and  evafions,  why  they  could  not  wholly 
fi/rrender  themfclves  up  to  their  Redeemer.  It  appeared, 
that  many  conferred  with  flefli  and  blood,  which  cverj 
where,  and  fo  lilcewife  among  the  heathen,  choalcs  fa 
many  good  motions.  Thus  one  Taid :  "  I  have  two 
"  wills,  one  yielding,  and  the  other  withftanding  j  thcfe 
«  two  wills  are  at  variance  with  each  other,  and  as  yvC 
'*  the  withftanding  will  always  prevails."  The  old  well- 
known  forcerer  Kafliak  often  prcfTcd  the  Greenland- 
brethren  into  his  houfe,  in  order  to  fpeak  a  little  to  his 
family,  that  his  children  might  attain  fome  good  know- 
ledge. But  on  the  propofal  being  made  to  him,  whether 
he  hinifelf  would  not  make  the  beginning  by  his  own 
convorfion,  he  gave  anfwer :  **  My  fpirit  indeed  is  never 
'*  without  fome  fmall  inclination  to  it,  but  my  fleih  is 
"  too  weak."  And  a  fcholar  of  the  conjurers,  alter  a 
long  converfation  with  a  Greenland-helper,  lamented, 
that  though  he  had  once  made  a  beginning  of  being  con- 
verted, he  was  now  fo  captivated  by  the  evil  fpirit  fince 
his  engaging  in  the  forcerers  fchool,  that  he  was  in 
great  doubt  whether  his  converfion  would  ever  take 
efFea. 

The  Greenland  helper  Daniel,  who,  three  years  ago, 
made  the  vifit  to  the  north,  and  ftill  proceeded  in  vifiting 
the  heathen,  and  making  known  unto  them  the  way  of 
falvation,  related  of  his  vifit  to  Kookoernen  and  Kan- 
gek,  that  he  had  every  where  met  with  willing  and  at- 
tentive hearers.  A  man  told  him,  that  oftentimes,  when 
rowing  alone  in  his  kajak,  he  calls  to  mind  what  he  haf 
heard  of  our  Saviour.  One  conjurer  faid  to  him,  that 
he  had  indeed  heard  much  fpoken  ©f  beHeving,  but  did  not 
know  what  particular  advantage  the  believers  had  above 
the  unbelievers  ;  for  he  was  not  yet  fuch  a  proficient,  (ag 
fomc  angekoks  boafted  they  were)  as  to  be  able  to  travel 
about  in  the  other  world,  and  to  learn  the  ftate  of  de- 
parted fouls,  of  which  are  many  different  ftories.  Our 
Greenlander  anfwered :  *'  We  fhall  come  into  a  very 
glorious  place,  which  we  cannot  defcribe,  becaufe  we 
have  never  yet  feen  it ;  but  the  greateft  glory  will  con- 
fift  in  feeing  our  Saviour,  on  whom  we  believe,  with 
our  eyes.  But  this  is  a  place  none  can  come  to,  ex- 
it **  cept 
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cept  he  is  born  of  water  wad  the  Spirit ;  and  moreover 
he  muft  firft  lay  afide  his  body*  which  muft  be  turned 
to  duft.  And  out  of  this  our  Saviour  will  make  a 
new  body,  in  all  refpofts  complete;  and  with  this 
body  believers  (hall  enter  into  that  fine  glorious  placci 
and  livL  for  ever  with  their  Saviour.**  -«

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However,  bare  motions  were  not  all,  but  this  year 
alfo  many  came  nearer  to  the  congregation  of  the  faith- 
ful ;  though  feme,  who  could  not  accommodate  them- 
felvcs  to  that  way  of  life,  or  rather  not  perfuade  thcm- 
felves  to  ^n  hnncil  furrender  of  their  hearts,  moved  away 
again,  and  carried  oflF  with  them  many  a  foul,  whom 
the  Holy  Ghoft  had  taken  under  his  teaching.     Thus  a 
widow,  difgufled  that  (he  was  not  admitted  to  baptifm 
foon  enough,   moved   away  again ;    '^  for,  faid  ftie,  it 
**  puts  one  to  too  great  (hame,  to  hear  it  laid  after  fer- 
**  mon :  Now  the  unbaptized  go  home,  (ite,  nfijja  eft.) 
A  family,  that  had  prepared  its  winter  habitation,  moved 
away  likewife,   but  two  young  people   ftayed  behind. 
Now  (hortly  after,  the  daughter  of  this  family  dying, 
the  father  brought  her  corpfe  with  a  great  cry,  faying : 
'*  Here  I  bring  my  daughter,  who  always  had  a  denrc 
to  live  with  you,   but  I,  wicked  man,  oppofed  it; 
and  therefore  he,  on  whom  fhe  believed,  has  punifhed 
me,  and  taken  her  from  me.     But  (he  intreated  me  to 
bring  her  body  to  the  believers  land,  and  that  ye,  at 
*^  her  burial,  would  fmg  her  a  hymn,  as  ye  do  other 
**  believers.     And  I  alfo  beg  the  fame."    Another  man, 
who  lived  here  laft  winter,  went  again  in  the  fpring  with 
his  family  to  the  heathen,  and  indeed  to  the  very  worft 
in  thefe  parts.    Neceffity  drove  him  quickly  again  to  the 
brethren  ^  for  attempts  had  been  made  upon  his  life.    His 
enemies,  (fome  of  whom  have  fmce  been  converted,) 
purfued  him,  but  endeavoured  to  clear  themfelves  of  the 
imputations  laid  upon  them ;    and    at  laft  told  him, 
*'  that  he  had  now  nothing  to  fear,  as  he  lived  among 
*•  good  people."    As  foon  as  he  was  out  of  danger,  he 
went  away  again  ;  however  a  girl  viras  not  to  be  perfuad- 
ed  to  it,  but  forfook  her  people,  and  fta)red.     Another 
child,  whofe  par«;nts  were  going  away,  being  aiked,  if 
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fhc  would  leave  us  too?  the  mother  anlwcredj  yes, 
it  is  on  the  child's  account  we  murt  be  gone,  bccaufe 
(he  will  not  Itay.  But  the  child  faid  :  "  Ah !  mother, 
*'  you  are  a  great  liar,  I  would  h:  glad  to  ftay  here, 
*'  and  learn  our  Saviour's  words,  but  you  have  pcrp 
**  funded  my  father  to  depart  *." 

On  the  other  hand,  many  children,  who  had  for- 
foolc  father  and  mother  and  followed  Jcfus,  had  the 
happinefs  to  draw  their  relations  after  them.  A  Grccp  - 
lander  in  Piilikfarbik,  who  for  many  years  had  com- 
munication with  the  brethren,  but  could  never  refolve 
to  forfake  t  his  land,  where  he  v/as  held  in  great  repute  ; 
being  at  the  capelin-fiftiery  got  a  fight  of  Fis  daughter, 
who  had  moved  from  him  ana  was  baptized,  and  Thew- 
cti  his  rcfcntment  at  it.  But  (he  modi  illy  told  him  the 
reafons  that  induced  her  to  it,  fet  forth  to  aim  the  hap- 
pinels  qf  the  believers,  concluding  with  thefe  words : 
"  So  happy  may  you  alfo  be;  but  if  you  will  not,  I 
"  cannot  ftay  and  perifli  with  you."  This  foftened  his 
heart,  and  he  began  to  weep,  went  with  her  to  the 
miflionaiy,  and  declared  his  intention  now  was  not  to 
take  away  his  daughter  from  the  baptized,  but  rather 
to  go  with  her.  He  defired  him  only  to  engage  her, 
with  another  or  two,  to  help  him  to  put  his  matters  in 
ordei'.  This  was  done,  and  at  length  he  himfelf  came, 
with  his  two  fons  and  the  reft  of  his  houfhold,  and  faid : 
**  Now  I  come  to  you  alfo,  and  will  not  leave  you 
again,  I  only  wim  that  the  reft  of  my  children  may 
foon  be  baptized,  for  they  are  young  and  have  a  de- 
fire  after  our  Saviour.  As  to  myfelf  I  am  in  a  very 
indifferent  ftate,  and  am  not  likely  to  come  to  much} 
but  yet,  at  lying  down  and  rifmg  up,  I  call  to  mind 
what  I  have  heard  of  our  Saviour,  ajid  1  am  come  hither 
on  pi:rpofe  to  hear  more."  He  came  alfo  frequently 
to  enquire  whether  his  grown  fon  was  not  foon  to  be 
baptized.  *'  I  myfelf,  faid  he,  dare  not  think  of  bap- 
tifm,  as  I  am  very  bad  and  old  too,  and  incapable  of 
learning  much  morej  but  yet  I  will  live  and  die  with 

*  Lately  an  account  was  received  from  Cape-Farcwetl  or  Statenhook, 
that  this  girl  ftill  continues  to  fpeslc  of  the  believers ,  frequently  fings  aai 
ynys,  and  begs  her  parents  to  go  back  with  her.  .  ^, ... 
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^'  you,  for  it  is  very  reviving  to  me  to  hear  of  our 
**  Saviour*."  ■

A  vafl:  many  nevir  evidences  of  grace  might  be  alledgcd 
both  in  individual  fouls,  and  in  public  and  private  meet- 
ings, if  it  was  proper  to  follow  the  order  of  a  diary. 
For  the  word  of  Jef'ts :  /  a?n  with  you  ahvays  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world,  was  vifibly  fulfilled,  if  not  in  all  and 
each  (for  there  were  ficlc  members   too)  yet  in  the 
j^reateft  part.   Immediately  after  the  winter- recefs,  a  new 
Spirit  of  grace  moved  in  the  meetings,  bufily  tending 
to  render  Jefus  truly  neceflary  and  lovely  to  the  hearts 
of  the  people.     The  band-keepers  brought  in  plcafijig 
accounts  concerning  the  little  companies  called  bands, 
with  what  eagernels  the  fouls  laid  hold  of  the  word  of 
life,  which  had  that  fruit,  that  it  produced  refpedively 
either  change  of  mind,  or  growth  in  grace.     In  fpeakinw 
with  the  communicants  previoufly  to  the  Lord's-fupper, 
it  might  be  faid  of  the  moft,  that  from  on?  time  to  ano- 
ther, they  advanced   in  acquaintance  and  communion 
with  their  unfeen  Friend  i  and  if  any  one  had  fufFered 
the  leaft  interruption  herein,  he  either  difcovered  his  de- 
viation himfelf,  and  did  not  approach  to  that  table,  or 
was  willing,  without  difguft,  to  be  refufed,  and  fut- 
mitted  to  the  chaftjfement  as  a  falutary  means  of  amend- 
ment.    Thus  it  is  faid  of  one,  that  of  his  own  accord 
abfented  himfelf  for  years  from  the  blefled  fupper;  he 
csme  uncalled  to  a  miflionary,  and  told  him  with  ma- 
ny tears,  he  had  carried  fuch  a  burden  of  mind,  that 
he  could  bear  it  no  longer,  and  therefore  begged  our 
Saviour  ftill  to  have  mercy  upon  him,  and  accept  of 
him  as  he  was ;  for  he  could  not  help  himfelf.    And  our 
Saviour  prefently  proN'ed  again  gracious  to  his  heaft. 

The  conferences  with  the  helpers  did  not  confift  in 
bare  rchearfals  of  what  they  had  to  remark  concerning 
•thers,   but  their  own   hearts   and  minds  reaped  thq 

•  Wh«t  fimpliclty  and  integrity  of  mind  !  Might  not  this  heathen  put 
us  in  mind  of  our  Saviour  s  words  concerning  the  centuiion  at  Capernaum : 
S  tavtntt  faund  ft  great  faitb,  no,  not  in  l(nt\ }  Matt,  viii.  And  will  not 
many  from  the  eaft  and  weft,  and  from  the  north,  fit  down  in  the  Iting- 
<om  of  heaven  ?  while  to  others,  ij'ho  have  it  in  their  power  to  boaft  ;  If^ 
iav*  eattn  and  drunk  in  tby  prtjencf,  and  thou  haji  taught  \n.  mr  Jlrttts^  i% 
will  be  fnhJ>  I  knom  j/iu  iwt,  wbfnctyoH  »rt, 
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greateft  benefit  from  them.  If  any  of  them  had  com- 
mitted an  error,  the  reft  were  fo  ingenuous  with  them, 
as  to  reprefent  the  matter  to  them  ferioufly,  but  in  love; 
which  was  well  taken  and  turned  to  their  profit.  The 
miffionaries  likewife  took  an  occafion  to  explain  to 
them  the  reafons  on  which  a  congregation  and  its  fta- 
tutcs  are  founded,  but  particularly  to  inculcate  deeper 
into  their  hearts  the  careful  education  of  the  children,  as  fel- 
low-heirs of  the  kingdom  of  grace,  and  to  animate  them 
to  a  congregation-like  order  in  their  houfes.  Joyful 
accounts  were  alfo  given,  that  a  particular  nearnefs  of 
Jefus  was  often  perceived  in  their  houfes,  efpecially  af- 
ter the  communion  and  congregation-days.  A  widow 
faid:  *'  She  was  in  a  particular  manner  well  in  her 
**  heart  this  winter ;  ihe  could  not  have  imagined,  that 
"  it  was  poflible  to  lead  fuch  a  happy  life  in  the  ftate 
"  of  widowhood.**  She  added,  **  I'he  widows  perceiv- 
"  ed  th  peace  of  God  among  them,  and  fometimcs 
"  fpon  ineoufly  entered  upon  various  profitable  fub- 
"  jeds  of  difcourfe ;  and  if  it  happened  now  and  then, 
'*  that  one  of  the  old  ones  would  tell  fome  heathenifh 
"  ftory,  (he  viras  prefently  put  to  fhame  by  the  reft." 

And  it  was  a  particular  joy  to  underftand,  that  they 
often  aflced  each  other  queftions  in  fcveral  houfes  con- 
cerning one  or  another  point  delivered  in  the  public 
meetings  :  and  as  the  litany,  with  which  the  celebration 
of  Sundays  is  concluded,  contains  fome  fcripturc  phra- 
fes,  or  certain  circumftanccs  deduced  from  the  ftate  of 
chrillianity  in  Europe,  which  the  Greenlanders  could 
not  poffibly  have  a  right  underftanding  ofi  the  help- 
ers defired  a  farther  illuftration  of  one  and  another 
matter,  which  they  again  occafionally  communicated  to 
their  people  in  their  houfes.  ^  ,    .  .  _ . 
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The  number  of  inhabitants  was  increafed  this  year 
with  thirty  two  perfons.  And  thefc  with  the  remaining 
wnbaptized,  made  above  fixty  catechumens,  eleven  of 
whom  were  received  among  the  baptifmal  candidates. 
Thirty-fix  perfons  had  been  made  partakers  of  holy  bap- 
tifm,  among  whom  were  feven  children.  Seventeen 
perfons  had  been  admitted  to  the  holy  communion  j  and 
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nine  couple  joined  in  matrimony.  Of  the  twenty-one 
gone  to  reft,  were  in  particular  the  following. 

I.)  Paul^  a  rtiarried  man,  came  hither  in  the  year 
1745,  but  continued  for  two  years  pr  tty  infenfiblt. 
In  the  year  1747  our  Saviour  found  a  way  to  his  hejot, 
and  fo  haftened  the  work  of  grace,  as  to  render  him 
quickly  a  fit  fubje<5l  of  baptifm;  Thifee  years  after  he 
attained  to  the  holy  communion.  Much  might  be  faid 
of  his  particular  leading.  We  were  often  obliged  to  let 
him  take  his  own  courfe,  Tih  which,  notwithstanding, 
He  walked  without  offence,)  neither  v^ere  remonftran- 
ces  of  any  avail  j  and  he  vrould  then  of  his  own  accord, 
generally,  for  a  donfiderable  fpace  of  time,  abfent  him- 
fclf  from  the  holy  facrament;  But  whenever  he  catne 
to  recolle^lion,  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  without 
much  human'  interpofition,  was  attended  with  fuch  a* 
powerful  cffe<9:  upon  his  hd^t,  that  it  was  aAonifliing, 
He  proceeded-  for  forfie  years-  in-  tiiis  interchangeable 
way,  till  laft  fummer,  when  out  Saviour  direfted  him- 
into  thfc  evangelical  path  of  poor  fmners,  arid  gave  him- 
a  fenfe  of  his  grfeat  fove  to  fuch.  From  that  time,  he 
remained,  to  the  jjoy  of  every  one^  in  a  conftfet  blcffed* 
intel^ouife  with  <Jur  Saviour  and  with  his  brethren, 
who  wete  ablfe  ta  rejoice  ov«r  him  heartily,  and  thank 
our  Saviour  for  the  gjiace  bcftowed  upon  him.  His  un- 
commonly edifying  fickriefs  anddnd  in  the  new-year's 
night,  comfotted-  arid  made  us  aih^med  as  to  ail  the 
pains  and  trouble  we  had  for  years  on  account  of  this 
now  fo  hajipy  heart.     ■  1*?  si 

2.)  Barnabas,  a  boy,  the  late  fioaz's  fon,  and  one 
of  SamueH^ajarnak's  kindred,  had- great  gifts  of  mind, 
and  an  agreeable  difpofition,  coiild  read  and  write  well, 
and  might,  in  procefs  of  time,  have  been  an  ufeful  in- 
ftrumeiit  among  his  nation.  But  his  too  great  propen- 
fity  to  manage  the  kajak,  was  the  mean  ~  of  his  being 
taken  home :  for  overfetting  in  February,  though  he 
was  faved,  yet  as  the  cold  was  terrible,  and  nobody  had 
any  dry  cloaths  at  hand  to  put  upon  him,  he  was  under 
the  fad  nec^ffity  of  freezing  ib  that  it  extinguifhed  life. 
While  he  was  able  to  fpeak,  he  is  faid  often  to  have 
called  out:  "  I  neither  can  nor  will  let  my  S?viour  go^ 
"  out  of  my  heart.  I  rejoice  that  I  am  going  to  him." 
•  As 
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As  the  extreme  cold  prevented  their  getting  any  ftones 
to  make  graves,  his,  and  three  corpfes  more,  were  fct 
afide  in  a  Greenland  ftore-houfe,  till  the  froft  broke. 

3.)  Zaccheus,  a  fingle  brother,  came  often  fmce  the 
year  174a  to  the  brethren,  but  was  always  fetched  away 
again  by  his  father,  till  in  the  year  1748  he  took  fo  much 
courage,  as  entirely  to  give  him  a  denial  and  ftay  here. 
He  foon  after  obtained  holy  baptifm,  and  three  years 
after  that,  was  made  a  fellow-partaker  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  Jefus.  He  was  very  little  of  ftature,  and  of 
an  uncomely  afpedl,  but  a  very  good  heart,  willing, 
foithful,  and  of  manifold  ufefulnefs;  and  accordingly 
he  war  choir-fervant  in  the  brethren's  houfe,  one  of  the 
overfeers,  and  moreover  the  ordinary  barber  of  the  Eu- 
ropeans.    Some  years  ago  he  wrote  the  following  letter. 

"  I  am  fenfible  of  my  wants,  and  if  our  Saviour  did 
"  not  dwell  in  my  heart,  I  (hould  be  in  a  poor  condi » 
"  tion.  Biit  now  I  thank  him,  that  he  comes  in  unt<r 
"  me,  and  gives  me  his  fleih  to  eat,  and  his  blood  to 
"  drink.  I  could  not  be  fatisfied,  if  I  had  no  Sa- 
*♦  viour,  and  had  he  not  died,  I  had  never  been  faved. 
"  i  cannot  make  many  words,  but  I  am  thankful  for 
**  our  teachers,  which  are  fent  us.  Now  we  know,> 
^  that  our  Saviour  loves  us ;  and  he  grants  us  daily  to' 
"  hear  his  word.  When  I  thiilk  on  my  Saviour,  my 
"  eyes  flow  with  tears.  Ah  !  dear  Saviour,  thank* 
"  to  thee  for  ildt  defpifing  me,  while  a  heathen.  M/ 
"  own  friertds  defpifc  me,  but  God  be  praifed,  that  I 
"  have  a  Saviour,  He  does  not  dcfpife  me,  though  I 
"  am  exceeding  poor,  and  good  for  nothing.  And 
"  while  I  am  in  this  world,  I  fhall  never  forget  that  he 
"  bought  me  with  his  precious  blood." 

4.)  Timasus,  the  forementioned  Daniel's  brother, 
and  an  acquifition  of  the  journey  he  made  in  the  year 
1753;  a  Hill,  chearful  youth,  from  whofe  eyes  a  Jefus- 
like  afpecl  beamed  forth,  which  could  not  be  beheld 
without  joy,  nay,  even  refpe<5l.  He  foon  attained  to 
baptifm,  and  was  confirmed  for  the  holy  fupper ;  but, 
fhortly  before  the  time  of  participation,  he  departed  tO' 
his  evcrlailing  home.  ,  ..,f.  .f-,17// 

5.)  Ifaac  Klainaek,  mentioned  in  the  year  1753,  a  man 
fts  Ljjjei:  and   peaceable  Uuce  his  baptiAn,    aa  he  was 
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wild  and  ungovernable  before,  becaufe  of  the  reftlefs-. 
aefs  of  h'.art  continually  haunting  him.  He  depart- 
ed this  life  haftily  of  a  violent  fever,  while  he  was  a- 
mong  the  iflands  with  his  family ;  who  loft  in  him  an 
induUrious  and  faithful  father,  and  the  congregation  i 
refpe<aable  difciple  of  Jefus. 

6.)  Ignatius,  a  young  married  man.  Of  whom  it 
is  obiferved,  "ihat  he  was  at  firit  a  very  dry  and  indiffe- 
rent Southlander,  but  as  foon  as  our  Saviour  gained  his 
heart,  and  he  was  baptized,  he  led  a  life  truly  happy  and 
to  every  one's  fatisfadion.  He  faid  to  a  mifiionary,  who 
vifitedhima  little  before  his  departure:  "lam  conti- 
*'  nually  growing  better  and  better."  He  is  now  at 
home,  and  reftorcd  to  perfeift  health.  His  ftate  of  heart 
appears  from  a  letter  of  laft  year. 

"  I  have  nothing  greater  to  exercife  my  mind  upon, 
than  that  our  Saviour  died  for  me.  And  that  being 
the  moft  joyful  object  of  my  heart,  I  meditate  much 
upon  it.  When  1  am  fenfible  how  greatly  I  am  cor- 
rupted, I  intreat  him  with  tears,  to  confer  more  grace 
upon  me.  The  communicants  indeed  furpafs  me 
greatly,"  (for  at  that  time  he  had  not  attained  to  the 
holy  fupper  of  the  Lord)  '*  which  makes  me  efteem 
*'  them  very  highly :  yet  I  always  think  our  Saviour  out 
*'  of  love  died  for  me  alfo.  Our  Saviour  be  praifed,  for 
"  bringing  me  to  the  believers  ;  for  whik  I  was  among 
"  the  ignorant  *.^  I  was  a  miferable  man.'* 

7.)  Henrietta,  a  fingle  filter,  who  fince  her  baptifm, 
has  continued  in  a  comfortable  frame  of  mind  ;  fhe  had 
good  natural  parts,  and  was  not  only  a  prompt  reader, 
but  wrote  a  neat  hand.  Her  laft  converfation  with  her 
labourer  was  of  a  refrefhing  nature,  and  her  ficknefs 
and  end  left  an  impreffion  upon  the  whole  houfe. 

8.)  Amos,  A  rough  unpolifhed  man  at  the  beginning, 
who  gave  the  brethren  much  trouble  and  concern,  but 
in  his  laft  years  much  joy  by  his  tender  and  chcarful 
difpofition. 

9.)  Sigifmund,  the  late   Samuel  Kajarnak's  brother's 
fon,  heard  even  in  the  year  1739  the  gofpel  of  the  re- 
conciliation of  Jefus,  but  made  little  of  it  till   1 748, 
when  he  was  quite  powerfully  laid  hold  of  at  the  new-^ 
•  So  they  call  the  heathen,  Ncllurfut,  ^

v'car's  vigil,  and  the  next  autumn  left,  his  father  and 
brother,  in  order  to  li/e  with  us.  From  that  time  a  • 
particular  change  took  place  in  him.  In  the  year  175I  " 
he  was  made  partaker  of  baptifm,  and  17J3  of  thtf 
Lord's-fupper.  He  had  a  tender  mind,  lived  in  peace 
with  every  one,  and  in  ar»  exemplary  manner  in  his  mar- 
riage. As  his  own  heart  lived  in  the  enjoyment  of  the 
happinefs  from  the  wounds  of  Jofus,  he  had  but  one 
concern,  viz.  to  fee  his  old  father  Tuflillartok,  and  his 
brother,  partakers  of  the  fame  happinefs.  And  he  was  -^ 
fo  fortunate,  as  to  bring  them  both  hither  with  their 
families  this  autumn.  Some  days  ago  they  went  toge- 
ther to  catch  feals.  On  the  way  he  declared  his  joy 
once  more  to  his  brother,  that  h^,  and  his  father  hadf  at 
length  repaired  to  the  believers.  For  this  was  the  only 
thing  he  wiflied  to  live  to  fee,  having  felt  a  ftrong  de- 
fire  this  fummer  to  go  home  to  our  Saviour ;  and  he  was 
pretty  well  aflured,  that  he  Ihould  not  live  over  this 
winter.  He  only  wifhed  that  in  cafe  he  ovcrfet,  his 
body  might  be  found  and  buried.  A  few  days  after,  he 
ftnick  a  large  feal  alone,  which  overfet  him  and  drew 
him  under  water.  His  body  according  to  his  wifli,  was 
found,  and  on  October  the  12th  buried.  It  was  expe£led> 
that  his  unbaptized  father  and  brother  would  now  for 
forrow  move  far  away,  but  they  foon  came  home,  and 
prepared  for  their  conftant  ftay ;  thus  this  refidue  of  the 
late  Samuel's  relations,  after  eighteen  years  waiting, 
were  at  length  refcued,  and  fixed  their  abode  with  the 
people  of  Jefus.  .  •<  ....  >  '.   ^   •  ^ 

10.)  The  late  Manoah's  widow,  who  thefe  eight 
years  fince  her  b  ifband's  dcceaie,  maintained  herfelf 
and  her  three  children,  though  with  no  fmall  trouble, 
yet  with  a  chearful  mind,  like  a  widow  that  trufted  in 
God.  She  lived,  efj  ecially  the  two  lall:  years,  in  which 
(lie  lay  ill  of  a  confumption,  in  a  hearty  connexion  with 
our  Saviour.  Notwithftanding  her  longing  for  a  fpeedy 
releafe,  (he  was  chearful  and  refigned  to  his  will,  only 
crying  out  ftveral  times:  "Ah  !  my  Saviour,  how  happy 
"  will  it  be  for  me,  when  I  (hall  be  able  to  kifs  thy 
"  wounds  in  hands  and  feet." 

Among  the  unbaptized  who  departed  this  life,  was 
an  old  fingle  man,  who  had  lived  her«  very  quietly  and 
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orderly,  but  as  a  ftparatift,  having  not  attended  tie  fer- 
mon  above  twice,  though  oiteu  reminded  of  it  by  hii 
countrymen.  In  his  ficknefs  he  gave  a  Greenland  help- 
er to  underftand  (o  much,  that  he  was  now  ibrry,  he 
had  fpent  his  time  to  no  better  purpofe.

THE  laft  year  ended  with  a  fevere  cold,  attended 
with  abundance  of  frofty  exhal.-tions  and  alternate 
ftormy  and  fnowy  weather,  which  laftcd  till  March. 
Now  as  the  iflands  were  hereby  inclofed  with  ice,  ano! 
the  heathen  prevented  from  going  in  queft  of  their  fooj, 
fuch  an  univerfal  and  fevere  fannne  IblJowed,  as  no  Eu- 
ropean  had  ever  fecn.  At  the  very  beginning  of  the 
year,  came  many  famifhed  heathen ;  and  how  could  the 
brethren  refufe  letting  them  fhare  with! them,  when  one 
lamentable  account  after  another,  of  children  pcrifhinj 
with  hunger  In  one  place,  and  old  helpltfs  people  being 
buried  alive  in  another,  reached  their  ears  ?  In  MarcS 
the  diftrefs  was  at  the  greateft  height,  as  may  be  feen 
from  the  relation  of  the  vifit  of  two  brethren  in  Kangek. 
It  is  as  follows : 

"  March  23,  we  fet  out  on  our  journey.  Though 
"  the  fea  ftill  imoaked  vehemently  with  cold,  yet  the 
**  wind  was  favourable,  and  we  foon  reached  Kan- 
**  gek.  7^he  Southland- ftrangers  received  us  kindly, 
**  and  heard  our  word  gladly.  We  paffed  farther  to  a 
*'  houfe,  which  for  want  of  blubber,  the  people  had 
**  long  iince  forfaken*,  and  fold  the  timber  to  us.  Near 
**  the  houfe  we  found  fifteen  perfons  half  ftarved  to 
**  death,  lying  in  fuch  a  fmall  and  low  provifion-houle, 
*'  that  we  could  not  fland  upright  in  it,  but  were  forced 
*'  to  creep  in  on  our  bellies.     They  lay  one  upon  ano- 

,  *  When  the  Greenlanders  have  burnt  all  their  oil,  or,  as  their  phraie  is, 
the  lamps  nuit  go  out,  with  which  they  warm  their  houfcs  and  drefs  their 
*;ftuale,  they  move  into  a  clofc  hole,  which  rtquires  fewer  lamps  to  warm 
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«  thcr  all  manner  of  ways,  only  to  keep  themfelves 
•*  warm.  Tbey  had  no  fire,  nor  the  leaft  morfel  to  eat* 
«'  For  very  faintnefs  they  did  not  care  to  lift  up  them-* 
**  fclves,  or  fpeak  with  us.  At  length  a  man  brought 
**  a  couple  of  fifh  from  the  fea.  A  girl  took  one  of 
"  them,  raw  as  it  was,  tore  it  to  pieces  with  her  teeth, 
«  and  gorged  it  down  with  violence.  She  looked  as 
«  pale  as  death,  and  was  ghadly  to  behold.  Four 
"  children  of  thpfe  people  were  already  ftarved  to  death. 
«  We  diflributed  among  them  a  Ihare  of  our  fmall  pit- 
«  tance,  and  advlfed  them  to  go  to  our  land  j  which 
*'  they  feemed  a  little  unwilling  to  do,  as  they  never 
♦*  had  any  inclination  for  the  gofpel,  and  always  care- 
"  ful^y  avoided  all  communication  with  our  Green* 
«  lanclers. 

"  From  hence  we  would  have  vifited  in  the  other 
"  iflands,  but  could  get  no  farther  for  the  ice  than  t© 
"  the  noted  Kafliak.  In  the  evening  our  Greenland  help- 
"  er  Daniel  kept  a  hearty  difcourfe  to  the  family,  to 
"the  following  purport:  "My  dear  friends,  our  Ss^* 
"  vibur  loves  us  and  all  men  ;  for  he  not  only  made  us, 
^  and  fupplies  us  with  food  and  raiment,  whether  we 
"  own  it  or  not ;  but  he  alfo  ihed  his  blood  for  us,  in 
**  order  to  deliver  us  from  the  evil  fpirit,  from  fin  and 

*  all  the  torment  which  we  ought  to  have  fuiFered  fof 
"  it.  Yt  well  know,  when  ye  cut  your  finger,  what 
"  pain  it  gives.     Do  not  ye  think  then,  that  our  Sa- 

*  viour  endured  inexpreflible  pain,  when  in  his  deadly 
"  anguifli  of  foul,  he  fweated  bloody  fweat,  was  fcourged 
"  all  over  his  body,  had  his  hands  and  feet  bored 
"  through  with  nails,  and  his  fide  pierced  with  a  fpear  ? 
"  But  why  fay  I  this  to  you  ?  For  this  reafon,  to  in- 
"  duce  you  once  ferioufly  to  confider  it,  and,  for  our  Savi- 
"  cur's  great  love,  to  yield  up  your  hearts  to  him,  witb 
"  every  bad  thing,  to  the  end  that  he  may  free  you 

therefrom  by  his  blood,  and  beflow  upon  you  a  happy 
life.  I  can  tell  you,  that  great  happinefs  is  to  be 
found  in  him.  And  if  we  cleave  to  him,  and  call 
upon  him  in  all  circumflances,  the  wicked  enemy  caa 
do  us  no  harm.  He  indeed  greatly  oppofes  all  fuch 
as  arc  willing  to  be  fet  free  from  him  by  Jefus's  blood, 
"  and  be  ^ erfecutes  them  as  the  falcon  does  the  little 
^''•>.'    ■  R  2  "  birds  I 
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**  birds:  But,  as  thcfe  fly  under  a  great ftonc,  and  hide 
**  thnnfelvcs  in  the  clefts  of  the  rocks,  fo  we  fccure  our- 
'*  fc'lvcs  in  our  Saviour's  WGunds,  &c.  &c. 

**  The  people  liftcned  attentively,  and  we  helped  to 
confirm  his  teftimony.  The  24th  and  a5th,  we  vi- 
fited  in  the  reft  of  the  houfes.  The  people  were  in 
general  attentive  to  our  words,  yet  feme  oppofite. 
The  26th,  we  fet  forward  on  our  return,  but  the 
ilpong  wind  and  high  fea,  which  carried  us  along 
with  violence,  obliged  us  to  lie  by  in  a  comer  with 
fome  Grcenlanders  of  the  colony,  who  were  indeed 
idy  to  fcrve  us,  but  they  alfo  had  nothing  to  eat 
nor  burn.  The  children  cried  for  hunger,  and  we  gave 
themadifli  full  of  grits,  which  they  inftantly  cat  up 
raw.  Having  flayed  with  them  fome  hours,  wc  were 
able  to  go  farther,  and  came  "  >  home  in  the  cven- 
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In  the  mean  time  the  abovementioncd  ftarving  people 
were  alfo  arrived,  and  had  been  diftributcd  and  fed  in 
die  Greenland  houfc5.  At  firft  they  were  not  to  be  fa- 
tisfied,  but  went  to  feek  at  the  duft-heaps  the  fifh-boncs 
already  fufficiently  chewed,  and  pieces,  of  old  ihoes. 
More  fuch  were  foon  added  to  the  former,  and  though 
our  Grcenlanders  themfelves  were  forced  to  make  hard 
ftiifts,  as  the  bad  weather  made  it  almoft  impradicaWe 
for  them  to  go  out,  and  when  they  did,  they  often  re- 
turned empty  j  yet  they  communicated  to  the  poor  fuf- 
fcrers  with  willing  hearts.  The  Lord  alfo  blefled  them 
in  their  provifions,  and  providence  had  previoufly  cared 
for  them ;  as  they  had  Ihortly  before  the  extreme  cold 
and  ftormy  weather,  caught  many  feals,  and  alfo  had 
killed  a  great  white  bear  in  the  iflands,  which  are  fcl- 
dom  feen  in  thefe  parts ;  therefore  they  received  it  as  a 

freat  bcncfaftion  for  the  poor,  from  the  hands  of  their 
ather.  *'  The  wants  of  our  brethren  and  fifters,  it 
*'  is  faid  in  the  diary  of  the  beginning  of  April,  fome- 
*'  times  put  us  to  llraits,  becaufe  it  is  not  in  our  power 
"  to  relieve  them,  as  we  could  heartily  wifli ;  but  yet 
cur  Saviour  helps  them  on  from  day  to  day,  and  they 
are  very  chearful  and  lively  withal.  We  often  can- 
not help  wondering  at  their  r«fourccs ;  fo  that  nei- 
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"  ther  the  ftrangers  nor  our  own  people  need  go  hun- 
"  g''y  ^^  ^^  >  ^'^^  y^^  ^*  ha.ve  many  poor  widows  ami 
»•  orphans,  befides  many  a  helpieb  family.  We  find 
"  therefore  fufficient  reafons  to  comply  with  this  day's 
♦'  exhortation  of  our  little  text-book  of  morals  :  f^hm 
•'  thou  haji  eaten  and  artfully  then  thou  ftialt  Uejs  the  Lord 
"  thy  God.  (Deut.  viii.  10.)  "  Who  us  adopted  has, 
"  that  we  now  may  call  him  Father :  he  will  always 
"  for  us  provide."  We  have  had  many  opportunities 
<*  to  put  in  praAice  the  moral  inftrudions  *  of  laft 
"  month,  as :  The  poor  Jhall  never  ceaje  out  of  the  lavd\ 

"  therefore  I  command  thee,  J^y^S")  '^"^  fi^"^^  ^P"^  '^•"" 
♦*  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother^  to  thy  poor  and  to  thy  .  Jy 
"  Dcut.  XV.  II.  If  there  be  among  you  a  poor  man  0;  oi< 
"  of  thy  brethren  J  thou  /halt  not  harden  tijy  heart,  .  -  Ihu. 
<'  thine  hand  from  thy  poor  brother ;  but  thou  Jhalt  f  1  i,  Ine 
"  hand  wide  unto  hitny  and  Jhalt  furely  lend  him  fujfidi.  fo-^ 
"  his  need.  Thou  Jhalt  furely  give  him,  and  thy  '  'art  Jhall 
•'  not  be  grieved  when  thou  giveft  unto  him.  De  x.  7, 
"85  10.  Jf  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor,  and  fallen  in  decay 
"  with  thee,  then  thou  Jhalt  relieve  him :  yea,  though  he  be

In  thefc  heavy  circumftances  they  nevcrthelefs  con- 
tinued together  till  after  Eafler,  when  mod  of  the  fa- 
milies were  difperfed  to  their  providing-places ;  and  then 
went  to2;ether  to  the  capclin-iifliery  under  the  infpedtion 
of  a  nuffionary.     There  they  chearfuUy  celebrated  the

The  texts  quoted  above,  together  with  fome  more,  were  lliofc  wificli  elu- 
cidate the  tenth  commandme.it.  Thus  the  wMe  moral  fyftem  of  the  Bible 
was  comprized  in  as  many  texts,  as  there  are  days  in  the  year;  and  the 
Grecnlanders  learnt  to  ujiderft.ind  them  praftically,  and  efpctiilly  Uie  tea 
tommandments,   in  their  daily  meetings  and  catecliiidt^ions,  ;_ 
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feaft  of  Pentccoft,  as  well  as  the  dreary  fituation  of  a 

defart,  and  the  multiplicity  of  labour  nermitted.    «*  It 

♦•  was   a  heart-rejoicing  (ight  (fay  they)  to  fee  before 

«*  us  in  this  defart  a  company  of  three  hundred  finners, 

•*  redeemed  and   faved   by   the  blood  of  Jefus.    The 

«*  weekly  meetings,  the  krmon,  and  efpecially  the  li- 

«'  tany,  were  held  with  a  blefied  fenfe  of  the  prefencc 

**  of  our  Saviour.    I  then  had  a  conference  with  the 

•*  helpers.     They  rejoiced  at  the  grace,  which  in  gene- 

•*  ral  was  manifeft  among  our  people,   arwl  exprefiid 

**  themfclves  exceeding  prettily  concerning  the  bleffing 

••  which  they  had  often  perceived  in  the  finging,  and 

••  in  converfation  in  the  families,  efpecially  during  the 

•'  winter.  '  I   again  reminded   them,  how   necefi'ary  it 

••  was  for  them  to  obferve  order  themfelves,  and  thus 

•*  fet  a  good  example  to  the  reft.     Though,  it  is  trui, 

•*  by  reafon  of  their  difpcrfion,  (circumftances  not  ad- 

•*  mitting,  at  prefent,  their  being  near  together)  fome- 

**  times  things  occur  of  an  afflidtive  nature,  yet  I  pcr- 

**  ceived  Voth  at  vifiting  in  their  tents,  and  in  all  the 

**  meetings,  that  the  Lord  is  among  us." 

After  the  return  of  the  greateft  part  (fome  flaying  a 
while  longer,  in  order  to  go  a  hunting  rein-deer)  they 
were  foon  difperfed  again  in  the  iflands,  as  ufual,  to  at- 
tend the  hallibut-fifhing  and  catching  feals,  and  were 
fo  fuccefsful  this  time  as  to  catch,  among  them  all,  feve- 
lal  times  a  hundred  feals  a  day,  and  at  laft  a  fword-fifli 
too  J  whereby  they  were  once  enabled  to  fpare  the  trade 
to  the  amount  of  an  hundred  and  fixty  barrels  of 
blubber. 

I'hey  were  oftentimes  vifited  for  fomc  days,  while  in 
this  employment  J  and  were  found  chearful,  bufy  and 
orderly.  The  little  children  efpecially  wereacaufeof 
joy,  who  often  excited  their  parents  to  tell  them  fome- 
thing  of  their  dear  Saviour.  But  for  the  prefent,  not 
much  was  to  be  done  with  the  heathen ;  moft  of  them 
Vrcrc  moved  away,  and  as  to  their  old  acquaintance, 
they  generally  went  no  farther  than  a  bare  acknow- 
ledgement of  the  truth,  without  being  obedient  to  it. 
Among  the  reft,  one  heathen  faid  to  a  Greenland  helper, 
who  was  deiired  by  the  heathens  themfelves  to  fpeak.  in 
^mc  houfes :  »*  We  now  hear  the^  matter  fo  plainly, 
i:4jnr^  ,,  *   .  «*  that 
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"  that  we  cannot  but  undcrftand,  that  God  loves  m^- 
<'  kind,  and  would  gladly  fave  them.  But  we  fhall 
"  never  le  able  to  kain  all  that  ye  know."  Our 
Grcenlahder  replied:  *'  The  matter  among  us  does  not 
"  come  by  learning,  wc  Duirdves  having  learnt  but 
•*  little  by  rote,  but  from  hence,  that  we  have  given 
*'  up  our  hsiarts  to  our  S  iviour,  and  he  has  faved  us, 
♦♦  and  what  we  hive  experienced  in  our  liciuts,  that  wc 
j'peak."  They  wondered  at  it,  reckoned  the  believers 
bapp/,  and  wiftied  they  were  fo  too;  but  it  went  no  far- 
ther tor  the  prefent. 

But  few  vilits  were  paid  this  fummer  by  the  hea- 
then, except  by  fome  from  the  north,  who  came  to 
fee  their  relations  ;  and  a  couple  of  families  from  Fifli- 
cr's-bay,  in  which  parts  the  motion  among  the  Green- 
Janders  increai'ed  more  and  more.  Two  families  of 
ours  took  a  journey  thither  in  the  fpring,  to  vifit  their 
friends.  Though  they  found  their  external  fituation 
bad,  and  all  in  a  very  famifhing  condition  j  yet  they 
were  received  with  joy,  and,  on  feveral  occafions, 
had  delivered  here  and  there  a  teftimony,  which  W4S 

not  without  efFed.  ^    .

One  would  think  that  the  great  famine  would  have 

caufed  the  Grecnlanders  to  refort  hither  by  troops,  at 
lead  with  a  pretence  in  their  mouths,  that  they  were 
diipofed  to  be  converted.  Yet  not  only  no  fuch  peo- 
ple came,  but  others  that  did  come  for  the  fake  of  food, 
as  foon  as  their  hunger  was  fatisfied,  haftened  away 
again  as  fuft  as  poflible.  Nay,  we  have  feen  with  what 
reludance  fome  half-liarved  people  concluded  to  apply 
for  fuccour  to  their  believing  countrymen,  becaufe  they 
had  a  fettled  averfion  io  them.  And  though  they  came 
and  obtained  relief,  not  one  of  them  rtayed,  no  not 
even  fuch  as  huve  their  relations  in  the  place,  who  fpa- 
red  no  pains  to  keep  them  *. 

One  family,  that  had  lived  in  the  place  before,  came 
indeed  again  in  their  need,  but  foon  went  further.  It 
was  therefore  more  and  more  difcernible,  that  the  true 
converfion  of  the  heathen  is  a  pure  work  of  the  Holy

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Ghoft,  and  that  iic.thcr  external  profpcrity  noi  advcr- 
fity,  neither  pcrluafion  nor  proHt  is  able  to  ntovc 
and  gain  thcu  h<.arti,  lill  thf^  Spirit  f»f  (Jlod  himfclf, 
by  the  promulgation  ot  the  gofpcl,  knocks  at  the  heart, 
and  is  able  to  convince  them  foli«lly  of  their  unha^ipy 
condition.  On  the  other  fide,  many  inftances  have 
been  produced  of  fuch,  as  indeed  have  run  aftray  fcvc- 
ral  years  aiter  this  conviction,  but  yet  at  length  un- 
lirgtd  by  outward  iulvcrllty,  nay,  even  in  tlieir  nioft 
proiperous  circui.  ftanccs,  have  b«en  conlh^;ned  to  yield 
thcmtelvcs  up  to  Him,  who  had  followed  ihcm  without 
intcrniiirion  *. 

In  the  foregoing  years,  the  inhabitants  were  com- 
monly increafed  with  thirty,  fixty,  nay,  feventy  per- 
fons  from  among  the  heathen  j  but  at  prcfent  no  more 
than  fcven  new  ones  came.  Among  thefc  were  the 
famous  forccrer  Kafliak's  two  fons,- who  had  hen  d  the 
gofpcl  many  years  both  here  and  in  Kangek,  anJ  were 
now  at  length  determined  to  forfake  heathenifn:,  and 
their  magickf.  Their  father  had  no  objection  to  it, 
he  cfteemed  them  happy,  but  could  not  determine  him- 
felf  to  follow  them.  He  afligned  as  the  reafon,  his  being 
much  too  wicked  a  man ;  which  made  hm  apprehen- 
Jire,  left,  were  he  to  live  with  his  children  in  Ncw- 
Hi-'i  rnhuth,  he  (hould  be  driven  away  with  fhamc  and 
retiroach,  as  was  lately  the  cafe  with  a  widow.  He  was 
-  aflurcd,  that  this  v/as  not  done,  becaufe  Ihc  vras  wicked 
and  owned  it,  as  he  now  did  of  himfelf  j  for  as  to  inch 
people  as  con fefs  it,  and  dcfire  to  be  relieved,  they  fhr.l! 
i'oon  find  fuccour  in  the  wounds  of  Jefus  ;  but  this  fame 
widow  was  fent  away  becaufe  fhe  reckoned  herfclf  good, 
and  endeavoured  at  the  fame  time  to  feduce  others. 
Would  (he  acknowledge  the  truth,  and  turn  with  all 
her  hcai  t  to  the  Lord,  me  fhould  be  received  again  with

At  their  entrance  into  their  wintcr-oeconomy,  the 
number  of  inhabitants  amounted  to  three  hundred  and 
ninety  two.  Externally  all  was  well  and  healthy. 
They  were  richly  provided,  and  this  time  not  one  was 
loft  in  his  kajalc,  though  often  bci'et  with  perils  in  this 
dangerous  occupation.  One  man  was  once  fo  inclofed 
with  ice,  that  he  was  obliged  to  jump  upon  a  flake,  and 
drag  his  kajak  with  a  feal  the  fpacc  of  three  miles  after 
him  i  going  along  he  often  broke  in  up  to  his  arm- 
pits. Another  time  a  women's-boat  fplit  in  two.  Hut 
four  kajaks  were  inftantly  at  hand,  which  tied  theni- 
felvcs  two  and  two  together,  took  up  the  four  women 
that  rowed  before  and  behind,  and  thus  brought  them 
to  land.  As  one  of  the  niidionaries  was  going  with 
fomo  ( jru'nlanders  in  a  women's-boat  into  the  found,  af- 
ter tucy  had  rowed  a  good  way,  the  Grcenlander*  on  ihore 
faw  the  boat  begin  to  fink.  One  went  dircdiy  aftcjr  them, 
and  fetched  them  back.  They  were  fcarce  able  to  reach 
the  fhore,  and  found,  in  unloading  the  boat,  that  it  had 
a  hole  at  the  bottom,  which  they  fewed  up,  and  then 
proceeded  on  their  way  again.  A  widower  had  a  mind 
to  catch  a  difli  of  filli  on  the  day  he  was  to  be  married. 
On  his  return,  he  overfct,  but  as  he  was  not  far  from 
land,  he  crept  out,  laid  himfclf  upon  his  kajak,  and 
committing  himfelf  to  the  mercy  of  the  waves,  was 
thus  driven  by  them  on  ihore.  A  boy  tore  a  hole  In 
his  kajak  with  his  hook,  in  drawing  up  a  hallibut  up- 
on it,  and  began  to  fmk.  On  his  crying  out,  the  reft 
ha 'ened  to  him  and  faved  him. 

Their  external  welfare  therefore  afforded  matter  of 
joy.     As  to  the  internal,  its  afpedl  was  of  a  mixed  na- 
ture.    By  occafion  of  a  Lord's  fupper,  it  is  once  faid : 
Six  were,    for  the   prcfent,    obliged  to    forego  the 
blefled  participation  of  his  flefli  and  blood  in  the  holy 
Sacrament,  fince,  during  their  long  abfend^  in  diU 
tant  parts,  they  had  fuffered  their  minds  to  \<  cor- 
rupted by  the  ferpent  from  the  fimplicity  th..:  is  in 
}  Which  is  lik^wife  fQii^e  to  pa(^;  and  {h«  now  walks  without  offence. 
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*•  Chrift,  and  thus  fallen  into  circumftances,  which 
"  caufed  both  us  and  them  pain.  Two  people,  who 
*'  had  walked  quite  unworthy  of  the  gofpel,  were 
•*  obliged  to  be  excluded  all  fellowftiip ;  which  caufed 
"  great  weeping  when  it  was  made  known  in  the  pub- 
**  lie  meeting.  But  now  though  our  pain  was  great 
**  becaufe  of  thefe,  our  joy  was  ftill  greater  with  re- 
••  fpe6l  to  the  moft ;  in  whom  we  found  a  heart  fenfi- 
**  ble  of  its  own  poverty,  hungry,  and  cleaving  t» 
*'  their  Lord,  and  they  had  fuffered  nothing  to  dilturb 
*'  their  intcrcourfe  with  their  unfeen  Fricr.d."  The 
brethren  faw  and  heard  afterwards  from  the  Greenland 
helpers,  what  a  faluiary  effe&  the  chaftifemcnt  had  up- 
on the  excluded ;  and  the  misfortunes  of  others  proved 
a  lefTon  cf  wifdom  to  the  helpers  themfelves,  who  were 
thus  taught  the  bad  confequence  of  adling  according  to 
©ne's  own  will,  (to  which,  people  in  common  would 
fain  give  the  appellation  of  liberty)  and  in  prefump- 
tion  on  one's  own  ftrength  affording  occafion  to  the 
enemy,  cfpecially  while  long  and  far  diltant  fiom  the 
flock,  to  entangle  one  in  his  net.

Among  the  accounts  read  to  them  on  the  monthly 
congregation-days,  fome  lives  of  children,  departed  in 
•ne  or  other  of  the  European  congregations,  fupplied 
them  with  peculiarly  agreeable  matter  for  fhortening 
their  long  winter-evenings  in  an  edifying  manner;  as 
likewife  the  account  of  the  ftedfaftnefs  of  fome  chri- 
ftians,  in  a  ftate  of  vaflalage,  under  the  barbarous  treat- 
ment of  their  lords ;  again,  the  hard  fate  of  the  negro- 
ilaves ;  and  alfo  the  particular  prefervation  of  the 
churches  in  the  troubles  of  the  war,  adminiftered  oc- 
cafion to  a  variety  of  natural,  though  wonderous  and 
flmple  reflexions,  from  which  they  made  this  thankful 
conclufion,  that  though  they  were  in  a  wild,  mifera- 
ble  and  unfriendly  climate,  yet  they  lived  under  a  mild 
government,  could  ferve  their  Saviour  without  molefta- 
tion,  and  be  prefen'cd  from  fo  many  calamities  of  the 
c^rth.  Nothing  touched  them  fo  deeply,  as  the  demo- 
lifhing  of  the  Indian  congregation  at  Gnadenhiitten  in 
Penfylvania.     And  when  a  relation  of  fome  farther  cir- 
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cumftances  was  given  to  the  helpers  at  their  next  meet- 
ing, for  inftance,  that  though  fome  European  brethren 
anil  lifters  were  burnt,  yet  the  Indians  had  time  to  ef- 
cape  to  Bethlehem,  and  therefore  only  loft  their  all  in 
the  fire  J  that  thefe  poor  refugees,  together  with  a  mul- 
titude of  people  burnt  out  in  the  country,  were  received 
in  Bethlehem,  and,  by  the  aflittance  of  fome  wealthy 
and  compaflionate  neighbours,  were  fed  and  cloathed  j 
this  relation,  I  fay,  excited  fuch  an  emotion  among 
them,  as  caufed  then  to  weep  heartily,  and  to  make 
offers  of  ra  fiiig  alfo  fome  contributions  for  cloathing 
the  naked,  and  feeding  the  hungry  members  of  Chrift. 
One  faid :  '*  I  have  a  fine  rein-deer  fkin,  which  I  will 
**  give.'*  Another :  "  And  I  a  pair  of  new  rein-di  er 
"  boots,  which  I  will  fend."  "And  I,  faid  a  third, 
*'  will  fend  them  a  feal,  that  they  may  have  fome- 
•'  thing  to  eat  and  to  burn."  Now  though  their  con- 
tributions, when  turned  into  money,  would  be  but  of 
little  value,  yet  the  miffionaries  did  not  chufe  to  reje6t 
the  mite,  or  rather,  the  compaffionate,  willing  heart 
of  their  poor  Greenland  brethren  and  fitters,  but  order- 
ed the  value  of  their  prefents,  (proffered  with  an  equal 
meafure  of  joy  and  tears,)  to  be  fent  by  their  brethren 
in  Europe  to  the  needy  in  America.

As  the  manner  was  fimple,  though  natural,  in  which 
they  took  (ha'-e  in  the  circumftances  of  other  members 
ofChrift;  fo  likewife  were  their  difcourfes  artlefs,  but 
heart-ftriking,  which  they  ufed  in  order  to  make  the 
unhappinefs  out  of  Jefus,  the  happinefs  in  his  blood, 
and  the  conftant  adherence  to,  and  converfe  with  their 
wounded  Friend,  clear  and  neceflary  to  their  country- 
men. It  is  indeed  but  a  little,  and  commonly  no  more 
than  the  beginning  of  their  difcourfes,  which  is  noted 
down  i  but  perhaps  one  or  another  may  find  a  relifti  in 
that  little.  Thus,  for  inftance,  faid  J.  '*  It  is  with  us, 
*'  as  when  a  thick  mift  covers  the  land,  which  hinders 
"  us  from  feeing  and  knowing  any  thing  certain.  But 
*'  when  the  mift  difperfes,  we  get  fight  of  one  corner 
•*  of  the  land  after  another,  and  when  the  fun  breaks 
^  forth,   we    fee  every    thing   clearly    and  diftindlly. 

«  Thus 
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"  Thus  it  is  with  us.  While  we  remain  at  a  diilance 
**  from  our  Saviour,  we  are  dark  and  ignorant  of  our- 
felves  J  but  the  nearer  approaches  we  make  to  him, 
the  more  light  we  obtain  in  our  hearts,  and  thus  we 
learn  rightly  to  difcover  all  good  in  him,  anu  all  evil 
*'  in  ourfelves."  &c. 

The  fame  faid  another  time :  **  My  dear  brethren^ 
**  give  ear !  I  am  now  again  to  fpeak  a  little  to  you 
*'  of  our  Saviour.  Indeed,  I  know  not  much  of  him ; 
*'  but  fo  much  I  know :  he  died  for  us  upon  the  crofs, 
*'  and  fuffered  his  fide  to  be  pierced,  from  whence 
**  flowed  blood  and  water.  Why  did  he  do  this  ?  He 
**  has  hereby  provided  for  us  a  purification  for  heart 
*'  and  foul  and  members,  and  if  we  make  a  daily  ufe  of 
*'  it,  we  may  have  a  life  of  continual  happinefs  and  fa- 
**  tisfa<5lion,  &c. 

Daniel,  (after  having  fliortly  before  poured  out  his 
hcaic  to  the  miflionary,  and  then  in  the  beginning  of 
his  difcourfe,  confeffed  before  the  whole  congregation, 
iliat,  dui  ng  the  fummer,  he  had  flayed  too  long  in 
hunM'iig  rein-deer,  and  thus  had  fuffered  damage  in  his 
heart,)  faid  among  other  things  ;  "  If  we  will  be  truly 
well,  our  heart,  mind  and  thoughts  muft  at  all  times, 
in  a  diredl  and  fimple  manner,  be' fixed  upon  our  Sa- 
viour's blood  and  death.  If  not,  we  have  no  life,  no 
**  chearfulnefs,  nor  any  thing"  The  conclufion  he 
made  with  thefe  words ;  *■*■  We  may  be  as  happy  as  we 
"•  will  i  and  if  we  are  not  fo,  the  fault  is  wholly  and 
"  folely  our  own." 

Another  time,  he  fpokc  of  the  conftant  communion 
with  our  Saviour,  faying  among  other  things :  *'  If  wc 
*'  thus  continually  converfe  with  him,  and  have  him 
**  in  our  eyes,  as  tiie  man  full  of  wounds  and  ftained 
"  with  blood,  our  fouls  will  be  carried  away,  as  with 
*'  a  torrent,  and  we  fhaJl  be  brought  to  his  open-cleft, 
**  blood -flowing  heart,  juft  as  we  fee  the  fea-grafs  car- 
**  ricd  on  in  the.  current  of  the  tide,  and  driven  without 
«'  flop  on  Ihorc." 

ThcfameGrecnlander,onthe  feftival  of  theHolyGhoft:, 
after  fermon  offered,  up  a  penetrating  prayer,  which  the 
audience  accompanied  with  many  tears ;  among  others 
hcfpoke  the  following  words ;  **God  Holy  Ghoft,  we  are 
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heartily  aftiamcd,  that  we  have  all  along  behaved  fo 
"  ill  towards  thee,  while  thou  doft  treat  us  with  fo  much 
goodnefs.  Wc  do  not  fo  much  as  know,  how  very 
wretched  we  are  j  but  thou  knowcft  all  things, 
"  Therefore  we  befeech  thee,  take  us,  poor  and 
"  wretched  children  as  we  are,  under  thy  care  anew, 
"  and  ceafe  not  thy  work,  till  thou  haft  quite  brought 
"  us  into  the  wounds  of  our  Saviour.  I  call  upon  thee 
*'  in  behalf  of  us  all,  for  forgivenefs  of  all  pail  difobe- 
"  dience  j  and  we  promife  thee  to  be  from  henceforth 
thy  faithful  and  obedient  children.'* 
M.  delivered  himfelf  thus  m  his  difcourfe :  *'  I  can 
never  be  chearful,  nay,  I  am  in  the  fame  anxiety  of 
mind  as  a  man  feels  tliat  is  with  deep  cor  .cern  in  fearch 
for  fomethmg  he  has  loft,  if  at  any  time  I  have  not 
our  Saviour  m  the  form  of  his  fufferings  in  my  heart* 
His  death  is  undoubtedly  the  greateft  thing  we  know. 
Had  he  not  purchafed  a  church  with  his  own  blood, 
I,  and  we  all,  had  been  favage  heathens;  but  his 
death  u  the  caufe,  that  I  am  now  a  fellow-member 
of  his  people,  and  am  fo  happy  in  him,"  &c. 
The  fame :  "  It  is  true,  I  have  been  baptized  many 
years,  and  always  thought  I  had  an  obedient  heart : 
but  now,  fmce  our  teachers  have  fpoke  largely  upon 
"  the  faithfulnefs,  patience,  and  labour  which  the  Holy 
Ghoft  exercifes  towards  us,  with  a  view  to  educate 
us  like  a  mother  for  Jcfus,  and  ihewed,  in  how  ma- 
ny refpe£is  we  fo  often  grieve  him ;  I  have  obtained 
a  true  fenfe,  that,  in  time  paft,  I  have  not  been  right- 
ly obedient  to  his  admonitions.  This  puts  me  to 
mame.  And  I  will  now  give  myfclf  quite  up  to  him 
anew,"  &c. 

Thus  might  fketches  of  more  be  produced,  but  all 
tend  to  this  point:  "  That  we  always  weigh  the  cauf« 
—of  his  death  and  fuft* 'ring,— and  for  this,  tho'  poor 
we  are,— bring  him  our  thank-ofF'ring."  And,  "  If 
I  have  him,  I  have  the  thing,— that  will  perpetual 
comfort  bring."  -»    ■,    .  u

Though  this  year  no  more  than  feven  perfons  were 

added  to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  yet  things  went  fo 

much  the  more  profperouHy  among  the  great  number  of 
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unbaptized  ;  and  the  fuit  of  many  <n'.  them,  wi.o  uttered 
their,  defirc  after  baptifm  with  tears,  could  be  granted. 
In  this  manner,  fifty-three  were  added  to  the  congrtga* 
tion,  among  whom  were  fourteen  children.  There  were 
live  baptifmal  folemnities :  I  will  cite  a  little  of  the  firft 
opjy. 

*'  Jan.  12,  we  found  that  we  could  bi-ptize  tho 
next  congregation-day  eignt  pe^ibns,  and  receive  fe- 
vcnteen  heathen  concerned  about  their  falvation,  into 
a  clofer  care.  When  we  acquainted  the  Greenland 
helpers  with  this  news,  they  were  filled  with  uncom- 
mon joy,  and  all  thanked  God  with  heart,  mouth 
and  hand,  for  (hewing  ib  muqh  gracs  to  the  poor 
heathen." 

The  14th,  the  candidates  for  baptifm  and  reception 
were  fpoken  with.  In  both  clalfes  it  was  fweet  and  a- 
greeable  to  perceive  by  their  cheeks  moiftrned  with  tears, 
an  extraordinary  grace  moving  amongft  them,  as  well 
as  the  defire  they  had  to  b .  the  entire  property  of  their 
Redeemer.  They  knew  not  how  to  exprefs  themfelve* 
for  Joy,  fome  faying :  '*  They  were  quite  lick  with  de- 
*'  iire,"  &c.  Sunday  the  i6th  was  a  particular  day  of 
bleffing.  After  the  liturgy,  a  fine  dinry  of  the  bleiTed 
courfe  of  the  negro-children  in  St.  Thomas's  was  read, 
to  the  general  joy  and  quickening  of  the  hearers.  Then 
the  candidates  v/erc  once  more  fpoken  with.  Both  joy 
and  tremblir  :■;  1  th  (hame  and  yet  a  believing  applica- 
tion to  the  li'.ron.';:  '^f  grace,  were  pleailngly  felt  among 
ihem.  An  oiu  widow,  formerly  accufed  of  witchcraft, 
was  troubled  at  being  afked,  if  we  fhould  ever  hear  the 
like  of  her  for  the  future  ?  And  ihe  promifed,  with  ex- 
preffions  which  might  be  believed,  to  renounce  the  devil 
and  all  his  works  and  ways,  and  to  give  herfelf  entirely  to 
our  Saviour  as  his  eternal  property.  After  fermon  'ipon 
the  words  :  /  am  come  to  Jend  fire  on  the  earth.  Sec.  thefe 
eight  fouls  were  baptized,  viz.  three  brethren  (among 
whom  was  the  old  man  mentioned  laft  year,  §  6.  who  looked 
upon  his  children  as  worthy  of  baptifm,  but  not  him- 
felf,  together  with  his  fon)  and  five  fifters.  An  agree- 
able and  glad  afpcdt  fhone  in  their  countenances.  After 
I  ;ading  and  explaining  the  congregation-day's  lefiTon, 
Seventeen  catechumens  were  received  with  the  kiis  of 

peace, 
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peace,  to  a  nearer  nurfing  and  tuition.  Among  whom 
was  the  often-mentioned  Tuflillartok,  brother-in-law 
of  the  late  Samuel  Kajarnak,  that  fame  angekpk,  that 
had  been  fo  often  frighted  by  particular  dreams,  toge- 
ther with  his  fon  Siuana;  and  the  girl,  fent  to  us  lail 
year  half-dead  in  a  fack. 

The  following  days,  accounts  were  brought,  what 
effeft  thcfc  afts  had  upon  the  reft  of  the  baptized.  The 
helpers  related,  that  the  remaining  candidates  had  great- 
ly bemoaned  themfelves  in  their  bands,  and  Ihewed  great 
longing  for  baptifm.  And  a  widow,  received  two 
months  ago,  whofe  daughter  had  been  baptized  this 
time,  faid  with  tears :  '*  Alas !  certainly  my  cafe  mull 
"  be  very  bad,  that  I  cannot  yet  attain  to  it  ?  And  I 
**  have  fo  great  a  defire,  and  fo  frequently  Wv^ep  to  our 
"  Saviour  on  that  account." 

The  great  impreffion,  baptifm  leaves  upon  the  Green- 
landers,  and  the  hold  a  wife  ftcward  gets  of  their  hearts 
by  it,  may  be  gathered  from  what  follows.  A  mart, 
that  had  for  fome  time  been  under  the  chjiftlfement  of 
the  congregation,  which  had  been  a  little  galling  to  him, 
had  behaved  very  ftubbornly  to  the  deacon  in  an  oecono- 
mical  affair,  and  was  not  to  be  moved  from  his  felf-wUl 
by  any  remonftrances.  But,  on  bein^  afked,  if  he 
knew,  that  he  was  baptize^l  ?  he  fell  a  >veeping  fo  ve- 
hemently, that  he  was  hardly  to  be  pacif^d.  And  thus 
his  felf-will  was,  as  it  were,  drowned. 

§  9- 

This  year  forty  catechumens  were  received  to  a  clofcr 
care  and  nurfing,  and  fome  of  them  by  degre  baptif 
zed :  but  no  more  than  two  perfons  were  ad*  .itted  ta 
the  Holy  Communion.  Five  couple  entered  into  the 
holy  ftate  of  matrimony,  and  eleven  departed  this  life, 
among  whom  were  only  three  grown  perfons,  viz. 

I.)  Antonetta,  a  married  woman,  wh<  had  many 
years  fince  h-ard  the  gofpel  in  Kangek.  At  the  very 
lirft  a  defire  after  Jefus  was  difcernible  in  herj  and 
therefore  not  long  after  her  coming  to  us  in  the  year  1748 
fhe  received  baptifm.  After  three  years  Ihe  partook  of 
the  Lord's-fupper,  and  lived  fince  then  happily  and 
f^earfuUy  with  her  hufbind  as  a  poor  fiuner  who  had 
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obtained  grace.     For  thcfc  two  years  fhe  had  been  fickly 
of  a  confumption,  which  had  been  the  happieft  time  of 
her  life.     She  longed  for  her  releafe^nd  rejoiced  at  the 
profpeft  of  it,  as  of  a  wedding-day,  was  continually  enga- 
ged with  our  Saviour,  and  fpoke  of  him  to  all  that  vifited 
her.     Among  other  things  flie  faid :  "  Now  our  Saviour 
*'  will  foon  come  and  take  my  foul  with  himj  I  have 
often  prayed  for  it,  and  he  is  always  gracious  unto  me, 
whenever  I  fpcak   with  him.     The  Saviour's  blood 
and   righteouihefs  my  fin'ry   is,    my  wedding-drefs. 
But  I  defire  you  aifo  to  drefs.my  body  neatly,  the 
members  of  my  body  being  all  his  gift."     The  laft 
evening  the  verkt  **  Ever  G  Lamb !  to  her  remain, — fo 
*'  that  (he  not  only  obtain — fome  dawnings  of  thy  grace; 
«<  —but  let  her  have  thy  wounds  each  hour — quite  near, 
•*  and  let  her  feel  the  pow'r — which  thy  whole  martyr'd 
"  body  has,"  being  fung  for  her,  fhe  pointed,  with  plea- 
fant  lookSj  to  her  heart,  and  with  a  broken  voice  begun 
that  verfe  :  *'  The  Lamb  with  all  his  grief  and  fmart,— ' 
*'  remains  the  plcafure  of  my  heart, — long  as  it  moves 
"  in  me:— yet,  even  when  it  beats  no  more,— there, 
**  where  the  ^ncar  his  fide  die.  bore, — I  have  my  place 
*'  eternally."     And  thus  Ihe  paffed  in  a  fofit  divine  peitcc 
into  the  arms  of  her  Redeemer. 

2. )  Abifhag,  a  married  woman,  had  a  ^tender  heart  to 
the  death  and  paffion  of  Jefus,  and  a  particular  gift  of 
treating  her  houfhold.  She  once  was  difturbed  by  felf- 
lovc,  and  fancied,  fhe  waj*  not  made  enough  of.  This 
made  her  fretful  and  dejeftcd,  but  fhe  foon  recovered 
hcrfelf  again,  and  fpent  her  hft  years  very  chtarfiilly. 
Efpecially  in  her  ficknefs  fhe  joyfully  declared,  how  much 
fhe  loved  our  Saviour,  and  longed  to  kifs  his  wounded 
feet. 

3.)  Peninnah,  an  old  finj^le  fifler,  of  a  weakly  body 
and  melancholy  dii'pofition  of  mind.  The  firfl  years  af- 
ter baptifm  fhe  fpent  chearfully.  But  after  all  her  re- 
iations  were  departed  this  I'fe,  and  fhe  found  it  pretty 
difficult  to  get  her  maintenance,  fhe  grew  fo  difpirited, 
that  of  her  own  accord  fhe  kept  away  from  the  Lord's 
Supper,  by  which  means  the  gradually  fell  into  great 
drynefs,  and  it  feemed  often,  as  if  fhe  would  leave  us.  In 
her    eight    days    fickncis,   the  Friend    of  all  the  poor 
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and  wretched,  manifefted  himfelf  again  in  a  very  kind 
manner  to  her  heart,  and  (he  went  home  as  a  poor  Tin- 
ner, with  an  earneft  longing  and  full  of  comfort,  to  him. 
4.)  Chriftian,  the  orphan  fon,  nine  years  old,  of 
our  ever-memorable  Nathanaei,  who  departed  in  the 
year  1752  j  he  was  a  very  brifk,  amiable  child,  of  whom 
we  conceived  great  hopes.  He  was  uncommonly  dili- 
gent at  fchool,  and  had  a  very  retentive  memory.  The 
catechift  had  once  tranflated  fome  verfes,  and  rehearfed 
them  to  his  fchool-children,  but  becaufe  he  could  not 
render  an  expreffion  or  two  plain  enough,  he  deft.oyed 
them;  which  he  was  afterwards  Carry  for,  and  Ihould 
have  been  glad  to  have  them  again.  A  year  after,  he 
accidentally  heard  the  late  Chriftian,  who  was  a  great 
lover  of  finging,  fing  thefe  loft  verfes,  and  wrote  thent 
down  from  his  mouth.  As  lively  as  his  fpirit  was,  nay 
fometimes  inclined  to  extravagancies,  fo  tender  and  foft 
was  his  heart  to  the  wounds  of  Jefus,  and  his  mind 
thankful  for  all  admonitions.  A  pleurify  furthered  his 
releafe,  while  in  the  Sound  with  his  fofter-parents,  who 
were  much  touched  by  his  edifying  end.

The  twenty-sixth  Year,  1758.

OF  late  years    the   Greenland-congregation   was 
augmented   to  four  hundred,  belfdes  near  two 
hundred  baptized  perfons  already  tranflaf^d  into 
a  blefTed  eternity.     Since  the  year  1742,  when  the  great 
fiirring  among  the   heathen  commenced,    the  jncreafe 
was  fpeedy  enough  in  proportion  to  the  fraall  number 
Vol.  It  "        "^    "^  &  fl 
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of  the  nation  itfclf;  but  now  it  fecmed,  as  if  it  would 
take  no  hafty  ftcps  farther  from  without.  Hencefor- 
ward not  many  Greeiilanders  were  to  be  cxpc6tcd  fr-  m 
the  North,  and  Bali's-Rivcr.  For  fince  the  fetUe;ncnt 
of  new  colonics,  they  were  provided  with  Danifh 
miOjonaries  near  thofe  parts ;  and  as  to  thofe  hereabouts 
that  lived  far  up  the  inlets,  they  for  the  moft  part  attend- 
ed the  miflion  at  Good-hope.  The  Kook  and  Kangek 
iflandf)  were  properly  the  brethren's  chapels  of  eafm  and 
preaching-places  :  and  in  them,  moftly  Greenlanders 
from  the  utnioft  South,  where  there  arc  ftill  no  colonies 
nor  millions,  arc  w  nt  to  take  up  their  abode  for  a  year 
or  two  on  their  journeys  to  and  from  the  north,  partly  b" 
way  of  taking  their  reft,  ai.d  partly  in  order  to  prov.,.c 
nccefTaries  for  travelling  fiirther.  The  brethren  had  get 
nioft  of  their  inhabitants  from  among  thofe  people; 
which  was  in  fome  meafure  owing  to  the  blefling  arifmg 
from  the  journey  of  the  firftling  Samuel  Kajarnak,  who 
was  himfelf  a  South-country-man,  and  firit  of  all  made 
known  in  thofe  parts  the  blcffed  tidings  of  a  Creator^ 
who  had^  redeemed  his  loft  creatures  with  his  death  and 
blood -fhedding.  It  may  be  recollecled  from  foregoing 
relations,  that  the  brethren  received  yearly  many  vifits 
from  the  South-country  people,  that  the  gofpel  was  not 
wholly  unknown  to  many  of  them,  and  that  they  had 
invited  the  brethren  to  come  into  their  country,  as  hav- 
ing indeed  an  inclination  to  be  converted,  but  being  un- 
able to  fupport  themfelvcs  here.  For  although  Ball's- 
River  is  one  of  the  fineft  countries  in  all  Greenland,  (not 
having  every  thing,  it  i,s  true,  but  a  great  deal  of  what 
other  places  are  in  want  of,)  yet  the  Greenlanders  can- 
not e.ilily  refolvc  entirely  to  relinquifh  the  place  wher« 
they  were  born  and  bred,  and  to  fettle  in  another,  fince 
almoft  in  every  })lacc  the  way  of  fifliing  and  catching 
fcals  diffurs ;  which  obliges  them  to  a  new  practice, 
and  in  the  mean  while  perhaps  expofes  them  to  want 
for  a  year  or  two.  And  cfpecialiy  they  that  were  bom 
on  the  fea-coaft,  or  on  an  ifland,  do  not  chufe  their 
abiding-place  on  the  main  land  or  in  the  inlets.  And 
when  fuch  people  fettle  in  fuch'a  place  as  New-Herrn- 
huth,  lying  on  the  continent  five  or  fix  leagues  from  the 
pij.in  fca,  if  can  fcarcc  be  conlldered  as  any  thing  H"? 

"than 
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than  a  piece  of  felf-dcnial  with  refpedl  to  their  wonted 
advantage,  which  they  then  are  willing  (hould  give  way 
to  .their  fouls  gf)od ;  iince  they  know,  that  it  will  talcQ 
them  up  a  couple  of  years  to  learn  new  methods,  and 
ihcy  (hall  the  while  be  often  forced  to  fuffer  great  hard- 
Ihips  in  point  of  fuftenance. 

This  difficulty  has  kept  many  a  Grecnlander,  who 
has  been  touched  ih  his  heart,  fropi  living  in  New- 
Herrnhuth  j  neither  could  even  the  brethren  wifh  the 
place  more  populous.  For  although  they  would  have 
been  glad  to  win  them  to  Chrift,  by  preaching  the  gof- 
jkI  to  every  human  creature  in  Greenland  j.  yet  they 
were  under  a  neceffity  alfo  of  having  a  regard  to  the 
proper  congregation-nurfmg,  inftrudting,  eftablifhing  iii 
grace,  and  preferving  from  all  by-paths,  the  fouls  awa-» 
kenedby  the  gofpel,  and  baptized  into  the  death  ofjefus. 
Such  a  care  of  fouls,  which  requires  more  than  bare 
preaching  and  catechifmg,  is,  at  leaft  in  heathen  nations^ 
wherever  the  number  is  fo  great  that  it  cannot  be  duly 
infpected  into,  exceeding  difficult,  if  not  impoflibfe. 
Add  to  this,  that  fome  were  apprehenfive,  fuch  a  num- 
ber of  Greenlanders  together  in .  one  place  might  not  at 
all  times  find  a  fufficient  livelihood,,  though  others  were 
of  another  opinion,  which  experience  has  fhewn  to  be 
iuft.       . 

§    2.         ^  • 

For  thefe  reafons,  and  from  well-grounded  hopes, 
that  many  more  Greenlanders  would  fubmit  to  the  gof- 
pel, if  fettled  in  a  place  convenient  for  their  fupport  j 
the  miffionaries  had  for  fome  time  been  confidering, 
whether  fome  of  them  could  not  live  in  Kangek  or  Ka-^ 
riak,  (which  lies  fix  leagues  fouth  of  New-Herrnhuth) 
in  order  to  minifter  the  gofpel  to  the  Greenlanders  livmg 
or  pafling  and  repaffing  there,  and  to  give  fuch  bapti- 
zed perfons  as  could  eafier  provide  their  fuftenance  there, 
an  opportunity  of  removing  thither  from  New-Herrn- 
huth. This  propofal  was  taken  into  confideration  at 
theaforefaid  vifitation  in  the  year  1752,  but  not  found 
advifable. 

Two  years  after,  viz.   1754,  a  trading  fadlory  wa« 

fetti-.d  at  Fifher's-bay,  fo  called,   thirty-fix  leagues  to 

the  fouthward.     Many  Greenlanders  from  thofe  parts,- 
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who  fpent  the  fummer  at  Ball's-River,  had  heard  the 
gofpel.  Some  had  alfo  actually  fixed  their  ab©de  ir» 
fjew-Hcrrnhuth,  but  the  greateft  part  declared,  that 
they  could  not  fubfift  h.re,  and  invited  the  brethren  to 
fettle  in  their  parts,  where  they  would  move  to  them  and 
embrace  the  gofpel. 

It  happened  luckily,  after  the  fettlcment  of  the  fa£lo- 
ry  there,  that  Matthew  Stach  and  Ballenhorft,  intend- 
ing for  Europe,  w^re  obliged  to  take  {hipping  at  the 
new  factory.  They  took  a  view  of  the  country,  and 
laid  it  before  the  Brethren's  church,  together  with  the 
defire  of  the  Greenlanders  there.  The  next  year  John 
Soerenfen  taking  his  departure  from  Europe  to  Green- 
land, delivered  a  memorial  to  Count  Bcrkentin,  the 
then  prefident  of  the  Greenland  trading  company  at  Co- 
penhagen, with  ar*  offer  of  the  brethren  to  fettle  among 
the  Greenlanders  on  Pifhcr's-bay,  if  they  could  beef 
any  fervice  to  the  trade  thereby.  This  overture  was 
agreeable,  but  corJd  not  fo  foon  be  put  in  execution. 

In  the  mean  while  the  brethren  were  time  after  time 
invited  in  the  m')ft  preffing  manner  both  by  the  heathen 
and  the  a^nts  of  trade.  But  fince  they  had  nobody  to 
fpare  for  the  purpofc,  the  following  propofal  was  made 
by  John  Beck,  who  was  that  year  in  Herrnhuth,  that 
as  Matthew  Stach  had  at  all  times  difcovered  a  ftrong 
inclination  to  carry  tjie  gofpel  farther  fouth wards  among 
the  Greenlanders ;  whether  he  would  not  be  the  proper 
perfon  to  make  an  attempt  to  fettle  at  Fifher's-bay,  and 
fee  if  any  of  the  Greenlanders  in  thofe  parts  were  to  be 
gained  for  our  Saviour  ?  This  propofal  met  with  appro- 
bation; Matthew  Stach  received  a  call  to  this  end,  be- 
ing joined  by  the  two  brethren  Jens  (or  John)  and  Pe^ 
ter  Haven,  as  his  afliftants.  —  '  "•  ' ' "-"'  -''""^ 
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As  their  departure  was  preffing,  thefe  three  brcthre'^ 
were  difmifled  without  delay ;  and  on  the  15th  of  March? 
with  the  bleffing  of  the  church,  entered  upon  their  jour- 
ney from  Herrnhuth.  And  though  they  were  obliged 
to  pafs  through  the  theatre  of  war,  yet  they  proceeded 
without  moleftation ;  and  reached  Copenhagen  the  8th 
of  April,  by  -way  cf  Hamburg  and  Holiatia.    But  011. 
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their  arrival,  they  found  the  fliip,  bound  to  Frederic's- 
Hope,  Fifher's- lodge  and  Good-Hope,  lying  at  anchor  [ 
in  the  road  ready  for  failing,  and  as  me  was  already  • 
heavy  loaded,  they  could  not  take  their  pafTage  in  her. ' 
Therefore  they  were  obliged  to  wait,  till  another,  bound  to 
Zuiclccrtop,  100  leagues  north  of  their  deftined  place,  was 
ready  to  fail.  On  the  afcenfion-day  of  Chrift,  May  4,  they  • 
went  on  board  the  Mary-Ghurch,  captain  Peter  Stc- 
phenien  Holm;  and  tranfniitted  from  Helfingcer,  where 
they  were  detained  a  few  days  by  contfar^  winds,  the

What  was  remarkable  in  their  paflage  was,  that  they 
had  no  ftorm,  and  very  little  bad  weather.  To  the 
praife  of  our  Saviour,  and  out  of  gratitude  to  the  Daniih 
nation,  I  cannot  at  prefent  wholly  pafs  over  in  filence, 
our  acknowledgements  that  the  circumftances  of  our  bre- 
thren failing  to  Greenland,  are  vaftly  altered  within 
thefe  twenty  years,  and  efpecially  fmce  the  moft  gra-

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cious  royal  regulatloi>  of  the  year,  1750.  For  whereas 
formerly  the  ihip's  company  ftudjed  to  vex  and  grieve  the 
brethren  wifji  all  Ifinds  of  bad  words  and  anions,  nay, 
with  njpckeries  at  religion  itlclf,'anfl  "denied  them  even 
the  due  relief  in  exteri>aJs,  t^fe ,  three  brethren  cannot 
npw  fufficiently  praife  the  civility  and  kind  ufage,  which 
the  fliip's  company  fliewed  tjiem,  and  efpecially  the  hear- 
ty affedion  yhich  the  captain  and  m^te  treated  thetn 
with ;  nay  the  fame  teftimony,  is  <^\ie  to  them  all :  and 
on  this  occafion  one  may  venture  to  apjply  the  promife 
of  Jefus ;  "  Verily  they  (hall  not  loie  their  reward." 

They  arrived  the  i8th  of  June  at  the  colony  of  Zuk- 
kertop,  and  were  received  with  much  kin^lnefs.  by  the 
fa£lor  Andrew  Olfen,  and  the  catecliift  Berthel  Larfen. 

In  the  mean  time  two  kajak^  arrived  from  Ncv/- 
Herrnhuth,  which  weisfent  to  convoy  thcAi  60  leagues 
along  a  coaft  they  were  as  yet  eriirtre  ftrangers  to. '  With 
thefe  they  fet  forward  June  23,  in  their  boat  (the  only 
thing  which  they  could  bring  along  with  them  ffpm  Co- 
penhagen for  their  new  fetticrhent)  and  though  their 
paffage  was  fomewhat  rough,  yet  it  was  fo  quick  and 
fortunate,  that  they  arrived  the  27th  of  June  in  New- 
Herrnhutfi,  to  the  joy  of  the  brethren  and  the  Green- 
landers.

And,  having  concerted  the  neceflary  meafures  virith 
them,  they  entered  upon  their  voyage  July  the  19th  to 
Fifher's-Inlet,^  takjng  .along,  with  th-m  from  Nevir- 
Hcrrnhutl):fpHr.  families  of  Greeril^nders,  in  all  thirty- 
two  fouls,  as  a  beginning  of  ^  fipail  congregation.  On 
the  23d  of  Ji^y  they  came  to  the  inlet  with  the  comfor- 
table word  :  X^i  t^  beaufyt  of  the  l,ord  otfr  God  be  upon  m\ 
and  ej^abl'ifh  thou  the,  work  of  our  hfinds  upon  us,  Pf.  xc.  J  7. 
**-Say  yes  to.what  y/c  undertake.'*  Beifore  they  proceeded. 
to  the  faiftory,  they  followed  the  advice  of  their  Green- 
land-guide, who  was  a  native  of  this  country,  and  took 
a  view  of  a, place  called  Akonamiok  upona  laree  ifland, 
near  three  miles  from  the  main  fea,  w^ere  an  old  Green- 
landifji  boufe  flood.  But  it  beirfg  too  cipfely  environed 
with  mountains,  they  went  full  three  miles  farther  up 
the  inlet  and  came  tp  the  factory.  The  traders  would 
gladly  have  had  them  nigb,  and  a  finer  and  more  conr 
ruu  *  venient 
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vcnient  place  for  Europeans  is  hardly  to  be  found  in 
Greenland  ;  but  as  Jt  is  the  brethren's  concern,  to  con- 
fulr  the  Iplritual  and  temporal  benefit  of  their  Greon- 
!andcrs,  rather  than  their  own  convenicncy,  (wliich 
mufl:  not  be  fought  in  Greenland)  they  could  not  fettle 
there,  but  looked  out  farther  for  a  place,  having  the 
following  convenlencies.  i.  Frcfh  water  that  does  not 
freeze  up  entirely  in  winter.  2.  A  fccure  harbour  for 
the  boats.  3.  A  ftrand,  w^iich  remains  open  in  winter, 
and  is  not  too  far  from  the  fea  :  to  the  end  that  people 
that  are  ufed  to  be  near  the  fca,  as  alnioft  all  the  Souch- 
countrymen  are,  may  find  their  fu (tenance  as  well  as 
the  inhabitants  of  the  inkr,  and  that  n  ibody  need,  011 
that  account,  be  deterred  froai  living  with  them,  and 
hearing  the  gofpel.  But  they  could  meet  with  no  kich 
place  on  the  whole  inlet,  except  at  Akonamiok ;  and 
although  they  have  no  profpe6t  there  towards  the  fun, 
which  in  Greenland  is  a  great  rcfrcflinient,  nay,  its 
cheating  beams  arc  entirely  intercepted  by  a  high  moun- 
tain for  three  months  together,  yet,  for  the  lake  of  the 
Greenlanders,  at  laft  they  made  choice  of  this  place., 
and  July  the  24lh,  pitched  their  tents  there.  The  word 
of  that  day  was :  Jh  Lord  Gedy  behold  there  is  jwthwg  too 
hard  for  thee,  Jer.  xxxii.  I7«

Their  firfl:  bufinefs  was,  to  raife  a  houfe  of  ftones  ana 
fods  in  the  Greenland  way.  As  they  could  have  no 
help  from  the  Greenlanders,  who  were  building  at  the 
fame  time,  and  one  of  the  three  brethren  was  likewife  obli- 
ged to  fpend  fome  hours  in  dreffing  vidtuals,  the  work  ' 
went  very  flowly  forwards  in  the  beginning.  Befides, 
they  were  in  want  of  necefTary  utenlils,  not  being  able 
to  bring  them  with  them  either  from  Copenhagen,  or 
from  New-Herrnhuth  in  a  boat.  They  v/ere  forced  to 
roll  the  ftones  to  the  fpot,  carry  the  earth  in  bags,  and 
fetch  the  fods  by  water  from  another  place.  For  the  roof 
they  could  brinj>  fome  laths  from  New-Herrnhuth,  but 
no  timber,  neither  could  they  for  a  confidcrable  i\a-<e 
find  any  in  the  fea  fit  for  their  purpofe.  But  the  waljl 
being  finifhed,  it  happened  juft  as  thc-y  were  going  out 
in  their  boat  on  other  bufmefe  not  far  from  the  houfe, 
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that  they  met  with  two  fuch  pieces  of  timber  as  they  juft 
wanted,  which  would  have  been  carried  away  again  by 
the  next  flood-tide,  if  they  had  waited  any  longer.  In 
ihort^  it  was  ^s  if  one  of  the  miniftring  fpit^its  had  rowed 
them  rhithcr  at  the  time  of  the  bretiiren's  greateft  ne- 
ceflity,  and  they  received  them  with  thankful  hearts,  as 
a  prefent  from  the  hand  of  the  Lord. 

Their  houfe  confifted  of  one  room  five  yards  fquare, 
and  a  fmall  fore-houfe,  to  ferve  for  the  kitchen.  The 
roof  was  near  fix  foot  high,  without  cieling  and  moftly 
flat,  fuj.ported  with  two  pillars ;  the  laths  were  covered 
with  a  double  layer  of  fods  and  earth  between ;  and  to 
prevtnt  the  rain  coming  in  (though  ftill  it  often  drop- 
n'id  through)  old  tent-fkins  were  fpread  over  the  whole, 
the  walls  alio  within  being  lined  with  the  fame.  Sept. 
l6,  they  finifhed  this  dwelling,  and  made  their  entrance 
with  thankful  and  glad  hearts.  But  from  that  time,  the 
winter  fet  in  with  rain  and  fnow,  and  there  was  not 
much  to  be  done  without  doors. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Greenlandcrs  alfo  built  them- 
felves  a  houfe,  v/hich  they  entered  the  14th  of  0«Stober. 
Their  provifions  at  firft,  fell  fo  ftiort,  that  they  main- 
tained thcmfclves  with  much  difficulty.  But  they  dif- 
covered,  not  far  from  home,  a  place,  through  which 
the  Teals  ran  into  a  narrow  bay ;  where  finding  it  prafti- 
<:able  to  prevent  their  efcape,  they  could  kill  feveral  to- 
gether, and  were  thus  enabled,  to  furnifh  the  father 
with  betw^een  three  and  four  barrels  of  blubber  as  a  good 
beginning.  The  natives  declared,  that  they  h«d  never 
feen  feals  in  that  place  before,  and  were  furprized  at 
their  running-in  in  fuch  numbers  now.  Therefore  they 
could  not  biit  acknowledge  it  as  a  fpecial  providence  for 
their  fupport.  .    .         .,  -  -  - 

It  was  not  long  before  Greenlandcrs  came  on  vifits, 
fome  of  them  inftigated  by  curiofity  only,  but  the  greatr 
eft  part,  with  intent  tp  hear  the  gofpel.  The  molt  of 
them  lived  near  the  faftory,  and  on  the  other  fide  of- 
the  ifland.  The  way  by  land  to  both  places  was  at 
leaft  fix  miles  over  rugged  cliffs  and  valleys.  But  yet 
they  came  frequently,  and  efpecially  at  Chriftmas,  the 
men  by  water,  and  the  women  by  land,  in  or4er  to  hear- 
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Ac  word  of  Qod,  returning  home  again  often  by  night. 
The  miflionary  likewife  vifited  the  heathen  at  times. 
Their  deJi!^  to  hear  of  Jefiis  made  the  way  eafy  t  -  him,.' 
though  i/i1tfelf  not  only  difficult,  but  even  dangerous  i , 
M  a  proof  of  this,    it    once  hsippened,    that  his  foot' 
flij)pei!,  and   he  tumbled  down  the  hill  with  his  head 
foremoft,    though  without  receiving  any  hurt,  having 
the  good  fortuhe  to  fall  into  a  fufficient  depth  of  fnow. 
Neither  were  our  Greenland   brethren  idle,  but  vifited 
time  after  time  futh  Greenlahders,  as  the  miffionary 
could  not  come  at,  and  found,  that  they  were  fo  £ir 
from  difliking  the  teftimony  of  the  crucified  Jefus,  that 
they  often  received  it  with  joy,  ?ind  promifed  to  follow  'f 
theni  one  time  or  other.     "-^>>'•;  ■i',,*"  tl '■"'';, ^ 

Befides  fome  widows  and  theit  children,  and   f^mci 
fingle  women,  two  families  came  to  them  with  an  in- 
tention to  live  there.     The  men  were  own  brothers  of 
aGrcenlander  departed  this  life  in  New-Hermhuth,  and'' 
had  often  heard  the  gofpel  there,  not  without  emotion' 
of  heart.    They  now  came  with  a  defign  to  be  convert-  ., 
ed;  did  not  eafily  mifs  one  meeting,  and  were  alfo  before  : 
the  end  of  the  year  received  as  catechumens.     But  their' 
wives  were  not  of  their  mind.    And  whereas  the  Green- 
landifli  women  are  wont  to  be  much  more  eager  after 
the  gofpel  than  their  hufbands,  and  are  often  an  occa-  ■ ' 
fion  of  good  to  them  ;  thefe  on  the  contrary,  came  very 
feldom  to  the  preaching,  and  the  next  year  were  the  ^ 
means  of  their  hufbands  forfaking  their  teachers  again,  ' '' 
and  thus  forfeiting  the  privilege  a£  being  the  firft-rruitt  .' 
of  thefe  parts.       v-         ■      -    ..    ,.   -     ; 

The  fmall  beginning  of  a  Greenland  congregation 
was  regulated  in  the  fame  manner,  as  in  New-Herrn- '^ 
huth.     The  Sunday's    preachiog,   and    other    general 
meetings  were  kept  in  the  Greenlanders  houfe;  but  the    . 
holy  commiiniort  and  the  meetings  of  the  baptized  were!  '*^ 
holden   ill  the   brethren's    houfe,    where   likewife  the 
fchool  was  kepit.     It  was  matter  of  great  joy,  to  per- 
ceive the  fame  grace,  which  anoints  the  meetings  of  the  ^' 
Greenknd-congregation  in  New-Hermhuth,    attending; ''|' 
this  branch  of  it  in  their  new  plantation.     As  they  were  '^' 
the  firft  time  praying  the  litany>  at  rchcarfjng  the  Lord's  ^' 
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prayer,  Lord  God  our  Father  which  art  in  heaven^  &c.  it 
is  remarked  that  fuch  a  motion  was  raU'ed  in  every  heart, 
that  the  tears  trickled  down  their  cheeks.  At  the  firft 
facrament  of  the  Lord's-fupper,  it  is  faid  in  the  diary : 
•*  When  I  was  about  to  fpeak  with  the  'communicants, 
as  I  knew  that  many  things  would  require  to  be  ta- 
ken notice  of,  I  was  not  a  little  uneafy.  But  I  wai 
much  aihamed  and  comforted  on  finding  before  m«, 
without  exception,  broken  and  contrite  hearts  pre- 
pared by  the  Holy  Spirit  himfelf." 
As  to  any  increaic  from  the  heathen,  as  a  Grecnlanur 
muft  have  time  to  confider,  and  a  miiHonary  ftill  more 
to  obtain  a  due  knowledge  of  him,  it  was  not  fo  early 
to  be  thought  on.  The  congregation  therefore  was  iii- 
creafed  with  no  more  than  one  new-born  child  by  the 
facrament  of  holy  baptifm,  but  on  the  other  hand  dimi- 
niflied  by  the  melancholy  lofs  at  fta  of  a  young  man,  cal- 
leJ  Jopl.  **  It  is  a  lingular  and  exceeding  afteding  mat- 
ter," (writes  the  miffionary)  "  to  have  juft  Icen  a 
brother  fo  lively  and  vigorous,  and  prefenty  after  have 
the  pain  to  hear  the  news,  that  he  is  gone  into  eter- 
nity in  fuch  a  manner,  leaving  his  body  to  be  driven 
about  in  the  raging  fea,  a  prey  for  the  fifhes.  I  could 
not  tell  what  was  the  matter  with  me  yefterday,  1  feit 
myfelf  very  anxious,  went  feveral  times  upon  the  hill 
to  look  out  into  the  fea,  without  knowing  why  ? 
Neither  did  I  juft  then  refle£lupon  him,  although  I  had 
often  been  troubled  ®n  his  account,  becaufe  he  ventu- 
•^  red  fometimes  fiarther  than  his  abilities  would  admit  of. 
*'  In  the  year  1744,  he  was  baptized  ^s  a  child  at 
**  the  fame  time  with  his  parents,  learned  to  read  and 
•*-  write  well,  and  was  of  a  chearful  and  upright  difpo- 
fition.  As  he  advanced  in  years,  a  tender  fenfe  of 
love  towards  our  Saviour  and  his  wounds  was:  percep- 
tible in  him,  and  he  had  a  moft  amiable  method  of 
♦'  recommending  him  to  the  children,  being  employed 
*'  as  keeper  of  their  bands.  Afterwards  he  feemed  to 
*^  fuffer  fome  lofs  in  his  childlike  difpofition ;  but 
yet  a  heart  attached  to  pur  Saviour  was  at  all 
times  obfervable  in  him.  He  remained  unent^ngled 
*'  in  the  fins  of  youth,  and  in  what  point  foever  he  felt 
*<i  his  corruption  and  finfulncfs,  he  Ipoke  out  concern-

<'  ing  it  with  an  open  heart,  and  would  gladly  be  an 
«  entire  joy  to  our  Saviour  both  in  foul  and  body. 
«  This  year  he  obtained  the  privilege  of  partaking  of  the 
"  blefll'd  fupper  of  the  Lord  ;  and  then  moved  with  his 
«  brother-in-law  Johanan  from  New-Herrnhuth  hither. 
"  Here  I  always  remarked  a  particular  work  of  our  Sa-' 
"  viour  in  his  heart,  and  indeed  he  oftentimes  gave  mc 
«  great  pleafure.  In  this  very  year  he  expreflfed  him- 
"  lelf  thus  in  a  letter  :  **  When  t  call  to  mind,  in  what 
*'  manner  our  dear  Saviour  firft  drew  near  to  me,  my 
♦'  eyes  ftill  flow  with  tears.  His  fufferings  warm  my 
"  heart,  and  fill  jt  with  joy;  I  can  now  part  with  him 
"  no  more.  Hp  has  my  heart  as  his  property  wholly, 
"  as  alfo  my  body  and  members.  He  has  li'iewife  be- 
"  {towed  on  me  his  body  and  his  blood,  at  which  I 
"  greatly  rejoice.  My  thoughts  and  fenfes  are  con- 
"  ftantly  diredcd  unto  him,  and  1  intreat  him  often  with 
"  tears,  to  be  quite  near  my  heart,  to  mortify  by  his 
body  every  thing  in  me  that  is  unprofita,ble,  and  make 
me  a  faithful  youth.  For  I  would  gladly  live  with 
true  fatisfa£lion  unto  him."  Thus  far  his  own  y^ords. 
He  afllfted  me  diligently  in  tranflating,  and  his  lafl 
work  was  a  Pailion-hymn  j  whqn  he  exprefled  his  joy 
particularly  at  the  words,  "  Had  I  of  him  a  vifion, — ' 
my  heart  would  tell  me  foon, — it  was  no  apparition, 
—but  God  my  flefli  and  bone." 
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low  to  return  to  New-Herrnhuth^  The  preaching 
of  the  gofpel  publickly  and  privately  proceeded  with  fpi- 
rlt  and  grace.  The  heathen  alio,  from  far  and  near, 
paid  frequent  vifits.  Efpecially  a  great  many  South- 
country  people  were  there  again  in  fummer,  vifiting 
their  relations.  Some  of  them  were  quite  favage  and 
raw,  and  did  not  care  to  hear  any  thing  of- God  j  fome 
feemed  npt  to  be  quite  infenfible,  jet  they  alfo  were  de- 
fignedly  on  their  guard,  and  forbad  their  relations  to 
hear  the  gofpel,  left  they  too  fhould  be  caught  in  the 
fnare ;  becaufe,  as  they  faid,  they  had  already  feen  ma- 
ny examples  of  people,  efpecially  young  minds,  who 
had  only  once  or  twice  given  attentive  ear  to  the  word 
of  Jefus's  crois  and  4^^^  being  (q  ^aptivated^  and,  as 
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it  wcie,  bewitched  *  by  it,  as  never  after  to  be  at  reft, 
till  they  too  could  live  with  the  believers,  often  to  i^ 
grief  of  their  friends  and  relations.      '  ,    f" 

The  cafe  was  not  much  difFcrcnt  with  rcfpeft  to  the 
lieathcn  who  lived  in  the  neighbourhood,  except  that 
many  of  them  had  fo  often  been  touched  by  the  found 
of  the  goipel,  and  were  lulled  to  flecp  again,  or  had  fo 
guarded  Lud  fortified  themfclves  againft  it  by  the  deiircg 
of  the  flelh  and  of  the  mind  f  (for  even  the  Green- 
landers  arc  c:\puble  of  making  this  wrong  ufe  of  their 
ratiocination)  that  except  the  awakening  of  a  frefti  rcft- 
leflhcli  in  wx  conlcicnce,  not  much  was  to  be  done 
with  nor  expedted  from  them  for  the '  prefent.  Ncver- 
thelefs  there  were  never  wanting  fome,  who  difcovered 
an  inclination  for  our  Saviour,  though  it  was  po  eal'y 
matter  for  them  to  break  loofe  from  their,  ft  lends  and 
relations,  and  therefore  they  were  obiigcd  to  wait  for,  ^ 
more  convenient  ieaibn.      v''ibiT'^*h;{'.'?'^*^ifFnilH*''f<U' ;' 

The  deacon,  in  p?»  ''ar^  wW  went  with  the 
Greenland  congregation  le  capelin-fifhery,  had  of- 

ten fome  attentive  hearc^o  from  among  thi't-y  or  forty 
families  of  ftrangers,  who  had  encamped  upon  the  iiirvic 
place.  And  when  our  Greenlanders, made  vifits  among 
the  heathen,  they  found  ea<y  accefs  to  fuch  people  as 
thefe,  who  often  requeiied  them  to  preach  the  word  of 
life  in  their  houfes  j  which  they  were  the  more  willing 
to  do,  as  they  perceived  that  their  fimple  teftimony  was 
not  without  bkffing,  and  was  an.induc. ment  to  many 
fouls,  nay,  many  large  families,  to  change  their  place 
of  abode,  though  often  to  their  difadvantage  in, ternporal 
things,  in  order  to  have  a  better  opportunity  of  pro- 
fiting for  their  fouls.  ,    ^    , 

And  if  any  one  once  took  the  refblutlon  to  live  with 
the  believers,  he  might  be  accounted  as  good  as  gained  o- 
ver  to  the  faith;  and  the  examples  of  fuch  as  Weixt  off 

•  What  wonder  is  it,  that  the  unbelieving  Greenlanders^compare  what 
St.  Paul  calls  the  poTver  of  God  and  tie  vuljdom  »f  Codf  or  the  ^<'tfd(m  of 
God  in  a  i»yjiery,  with  their  favourite  ibrcery?  when  many  even  in  en- 
lightened nations,  attribute  what  they  cannot  bear,  but  yet  cannot  deny, 
to  a  fecrct  magick,  though  ever  fo  contrary  to  all  the  reft  of  Ihcir  p«in- 
fiplcs. 
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again,  grew  more  and  more  rare.  For  they  had  fre^ 
quently  weighed  the  matter  for  ievreral  years  toe;cthcr  y 
«nd  the  determination  only  to  come  thus  near  arofe,  if 
not  in  all,  yet  In  the  moil  of  them,  from  grace  working 
by  the  word  of  Jefus's  fufferings ;  which  had  power  to  ope- 
rate the  more  eftedlually  upon  their  ftupid  minds  and  be« 
flighted  hearts,  the  nK>re  time  and  opportunity  they  had, 
t>y  being  removed  from  the  tumultuous  din  of  the  hea« 
then,  to  awake  out  of  their  dream,  in  converfation  with 
their  believing  country-men,  and  to  attain  a  heart-felt 
knowledge  of  their  wants.  iii  i- ;jKi     ■  ■.-.  vT-ri/it:; 

Thus  twenty-two  fouls  from  among  the  heathen 
moved  this  year  to  New-Herrnhuth,  and  afforded  hopes 
of  becoming  fome  fatisfa<Stion  to  our  Saviour  for  the  tra- 
vail of  his  foul.  Thirty-three  fouls  out  of  the  former 
inhabitants  were  added  to  the  congregation  by  holy 
baptifm.  Thirty-two  were  admitted  to  the  holy  com- 
munion. Six  tiew  couples  were  joined  in  holy  matri- 
mony, and  four  couple  from  among  the  heathen,  after 
embracing  the  faith,  received  the  bleifrng  of  the  church 
unto  their  marriage. 

In  order  to  give  an  idea  of  the  inward  progrefs  of  grace 
this  year,  I  will  only  infert  out  of  the  diary  fome  obferva- 
tions  concerning  the  fpeaking  with  the  communicants, 
"  Jan.  26,  fome  brethren  and  fitters  were  fpoken  with  in 
**  a  preparatory  way  for  the  blefTed  fuppcr  of  the  Lord. 
"  They  were,  this  time,  in  an  extraordinary  degree  up- 
"  right,  voluntarily  declared  their  faults  and  defedts, 
**  and  expreffed  their  defire  of  entering  into  a  more  inti- 
"  mate  acquaintance  and  converfation  with  our  Saviour. 
«  We  were  informed  by  the  helpers,  what  great  plear- 
*'  fure  it  gave  to  a  certain  married  couple,  that  their 
"  fon  was  to  receive  confirmation  for  the  holy  facra- 
"  ment.  We  underftood  the  fame  of  feveral  others, 
**  which  was  a  cordial  to  us.  We  had  at  this  time  fix 
"  brethren  and  ten  fitters  to  confirm.  The  30th,  in 
the  helpers  band  many  agreeable  things  were  related 
of  the  perfons  laft  confirmed;  how  they  expreiTed 
their  joy  wiih  tears,  that  they  fhould  now  foon  be 
partakers  of  this  hijgheft  good.  Many,  whom  wc 
cannot  yet  admit  to  confirmation,  lamented  their 
cafe  grievoudy,    and    etteemed   the   otiiers  happy^ 
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This  is  a  new  evidence  to  us  of  the  particular  woric 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  hearts  of  the  baptized. 
"  Feb.  24,  in  (peaking  this  time  with  the  commu- 
nicants, we  found  reafon  to  thank  God  for  his  un« 
fpeakabie  gift,  on  account  of  their  ilnccre  mind,  and 
real  fenfe  of  their  poverty  and  weaknefles,  which 
caufed  them  to  figh  for  grace.-/  But  yet  there  were 
fome,  who  had  not  made  a  right  ufe  of  the  loving 
heart,  and  maternal  leading  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and 
were  ftepped  into  by-paths ;  but  they  were  aifo 
grieved  to  the  heart  on  that  account.  The  27th, 
we  had  many  rejoicing  accounts  given  us  of  the  Wef- 
fmg  of  the  laft  Lord's-fupper.  Some,  who  partook 
of  it  for  the  iiril  time,  as  alfo  the  confirmed,  could 
not  fleep  that  night  for  joy  and  comfort  pf  heart,  and 
exprefled  themfelves  very  fwectly  to  the  reft  concern- 
ing  the  grace  they  had  enjoyed.  To  fome  likewife, 
who  have  a  great  defire  for  it,  but  cannot  yejt  be  ad^ 
^  mitted,  it  caufed  Aeeplefs  nights  and  many  tears. 
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As  to  externals,  the  Greenlanders  had  a  very  good 
year,  there  being  fcarce  any  winter,  confidering  the 
climate.  In  January  more  rain  fell  than  fnow,  and 
when  the  fnow  increafed,  it  was  feldom  extreme  cold. 
On  the  other  hand  towards  fpring,  fo  much  fnow  fell 
and  lay  fo  long,  that  they  were  obliged  to  ufe  ir.ow- 
ihoes  till  the  end  of  May.  The  Greenlanders  were  ne- 
ver hindered  from  going  to  fea,  and  were  fo  bleffed  in 
their  provifions,  that  a  few  only  were  neceffitated  to 
leave  the  fpot  before  the  feafon  for  capelin-fifhing,  when 
all  hands  muft  betake  themfelves  to  the  teeming  Teas. 

For  fome  of  the  laft  years,  I  have  taken  no  notice  of 
what  pafTed  in  the  Greenland  congregation  during  this 
their  four  weeks  abfence,  becaufe  the  accounts  of  it, 
though  pleafmg,  are  not  attended  with  much  variety. 
But  at  this  time  I  cannot  omit  giving  a  fhort  fummary 
of  a  helper's  difcourfe  to  the  Greenlanders.  He  faid 
among  other  things :  "  The  grace  which  our  Saviour 
**  confers  upon  us  is  inexpreffible.  He  is  every  day, 
*•  nay,  every  hour  with  us.  Indeed  we  cannot  fee 
**  him  with  the  eyes  of  our  body,  but  oux  heart  can  feel 

him. 
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**  him,  if  wc  only  truly  love  him,  and  cleave  to  him, 
"  juft  as  ye  now  Ice  the  angniarfet  do,  fwarming  about 
*«  the  rocKS,  and  let  them  be  driven  away  ever  \o 
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they  return 
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inftantly  in  great  numbers,  driving  to 
reach  the  rocks.     Juft  fo  ought  we  to  cling  to  the 


perfoft  of  Jefus,  and  fuffer  nothing  to  drive  u3  from 
"  him.  His  blood  has  certainly  power  fufficient  to 
"  keep  us  immovably  with  him." 

The  whole  ended  without  any  hurt  or  misfortunr^ 
neither  did  any  perifli  in  the  water  this  year,  which  is  a 
rare  cafe  in  Greenland.      '  '^' 
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Of  the  twelve  that  entered  into  reft,  I  will  only  take 
notice  of  the  following,  for  the  fake  of  fome  particular 
circumftances. 

I.)  Maria  Barbara,  came  hither  with  her  parents  in 
1751  whcfn  (he  was  a  girl  twelve  years  old.  She  was 
foon  powerfully  laid  hold  of  by  our  Saviour,  and  bap- 
tized the  next  fpring  in  the  prefence  and  with  the  ap- 
probation of  her  parents.  But  they  afterwards  changing 
their  minds  and  departing  to  the  fouth,  violently  fet 
npon  this  their  daughter,  in  order  to  carry  her  along 
with  them  by  force  or  fraud.  But  as  fhe  was  immova- 
ble, and  implored  our  proteftion  with  many  tears,  the 
parents  were  obliged  to  make  ofF  without  her,  and  our 
late  fi-fter  was  very  chearfiil  and  quiet  with  her  relations 
here  till  the  year  1754.,  when  her  father  and  eldeft  fifter 
came  again  into  thefe  parts,  and  purpofed  to  fnatch 
her  away  by  ftealth  ;  but  ftie  was  quickly  delivered  from 
this  apprchenfion,  by  their  going  both  off  the  ftage  of 
this  world  fljortly  after  their  arrival.  However  there 
was  ftill  a  kinfman,  who  tried  his  utmoft  to  carry  her 
off.  But  he  too  was  foon  gathered  to  his  fathers. 
Thus  (he  was  now  refcued  out  of  this  danger,  i^nd  led  % 
comfortable  life  with  her  people.  A  year  ago  (he  broke 
a  leg,  became  a  cripple,  and  fell  into  a  confumption. 
She  bore  al!  her  affliftion  with  refignation,  and  in  a  be- 
lieving expectation  of  a  fpeedy  releafe,  which  tranfla- 
ted  her  into  the  kingdom  of  eternal  life  and  health,  on 
the  6th  of  January,  the  day  of  the  manifeftation  of 
Chrift  to  the  Gentiles.    •^^^^OT^'ri^'-  -*-  •-'^i---»*  ,*;t«j   * 
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2.)  Stephen,  a  married  marit  came  hither  with  his 
wife  in  the  year  1749.  Though  he  \vas  otherwifc  one 
of  the  mod  unpolilhed  Greenlanders,  yet,  after  his  bap. 
tifm,  he  was  remarkable  for  his  fimplicity,  childlikenel's 
and  fincerity  of  heart  towards  our  Saviour  and  the  bre« 
thren.  Therefore  he  alfo  profpcred,  nor  was  fubicft 
to  fo  many  vicifTitudes,  as  feveral  others  were.  And 
thus  by  degrees  he  attained  fuch  an  agreeable  nature 
and  temper,  even  outwardly,  that  it  was  apTeafureto  every 
one  to  have  any  converfc  with  him.  Since  laft  year  he 
was  one  of  our  moft  fenfible  and  trufty  helpers,  but  at 
laft,  falling  ill  of  a  confumption,  it  was  not  in  his  power 
to  do  much  more.  It  was  often  a  great  grief  to  him, 
ihat  he  was  not  able  to  frequent  the  meetings,  and  there- 
fore he  longed  for  a  fpeedy  deliverance,  which  was 
granted  him  to  his  fmgular  joy,N<*vember  the  7th.  I  will 
jufl  note  the  following  lines  out  of  a  letter  he  wrote  this 
Spring :  "  I  am  poor,  and  yet  chearful  and  happy,  for 
•'  I  continually  meditate  in  my  heart  upon  our  Saviour. 
His  blood  and  fufFerings  alone  are  what  rejoice  my 
heart  and  prcferve  me  from  evil.  Hence  it  is  that 
there  is  nothing  better  for  my  heart,  than  when  he 
feeds  and  nourifhes  me  with  his  body  and  blood. 
I  thank  him  that  he  has  endued  me  with  his  mind, 
and  befeech  him  to  be  conftantly  near  mc/*  "  ^  '; 
3.)  John  Ludwig,  a  child  of  four  years  old,  in  whom 
tender  heart  was  perceptible.  Laft  autumn  he  was 
thrown  down  upon  a  rock  by  a  fudden  guft  of  wind, 
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whereby  his  back  was  broke,  fo  that  he  could  not  go, 
and  at  laft  grew  double.  In  his  ficknefs  he  faid  to  his 
parents :  "  1  will  go  hence,"  and  on  his  father's  afking 
him:  "  Whither  wilt  thou  go?'*  he  replied:  "  To  the 
•'  dear  Lamb."  He  fpoke  continually  of  it,  and  how 
he  would  kifs  our  Saviour's  wounds ;  and  when  he  loft 
his  fpeech,  he  ftill  pointed  with  his  finger  to  his  fide, 
and  to  his  hands,  and  by  a  pleafant  countenance  gave  us 
to  underftand,  what  a  joyful  fenfe  he  had  of  the  blifs, 
««  Soon  near  at  hand  to  greet— Chrift's  fide  and  hands 
«*  and  feet."  -  ^  -^  t;;^  -*> 

4.)  Judith  alias  Iftek,  a  happy  heart,  chaimed  with 
the  paffion  of  Jcfus,  and  the  firlt  blefied  overfeer  of  the 
fmgle  fifters  choir  at  New-Herrnhuth :  She  was  born 

in 
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ffj  the  fouth,  and  came  in  the  year  1741  into  thefc  parts. 
She  was  formerly  a  very  pattern  of  a  ftupid  henthcm-fs  -, 
and  being  once  afkcd,  whether  (he  was  fenfible  of  no 
dcfirc  in  her  foul  after  her  Creator  and  S;wi(iur?  ftic 
replied :  (he  did  not  underfland  that,  (he  had  left  her 
foul  behind  in  the  fouth  The  late  Sarah>  who  depart- 
ed to  her  Lord  at  Herrniiuth  in  Uppcr-Lufiitia,  being 
her  own  filler,  prevailed  fo  far  as  to  tet  her  away  from 
the  favages  to  her,  and  took  much  pains  in  recommend- 
ing our  Saviour  to  her,  and  endeavouring  to  awaken  a 
longing  in  her  foul  after  him,  in  which  fhe  was  fucccfs- 
ful.  Our  deccafed  fifter  was  pofTeflcd  of  finglencfs  of 
mind,  got  acquainted  with  her  depraved  ftatc,  and,  like 
a  little  child,  was  prefently  encouraged  to  put  her  whole 
trufl  and  confidence  in  the  unfeen  Friend  of  finners. 
She  was  often  difcovered  in  fome  folitary  place  with  wet 
eyes;  (he  fignified  her  defire  to  be  baptized  with  tears, 
and  was  made  partaker  of  this  blcfling  in  the  Chriftmas 
holidays  1742,  from  that  time  (he  proceeded  ftcdfaftly 
in  grace,  and  begun  to  learn  to  read,  but  often  wept 
favourily  at  her  unaptntfs,  and  flow  progrefs.  Iq  the 
year  I747>  ft»c  travelled  with  her  fiftcr  and  brother-in- 
law  to  Germany,  and  there  was  firft  admitted  to  the 
Holy  Communion.  She  was  beloved  by  every  one  whcre- 
cver  (he  came^  and  received  more  benefit  in  ferret  from 
the  blcflings'of  the  church,  fo  far  as  (he  could  e-i.joy  and 
tmderftand  of  them,  than  appeared  outwarJ'\ .  At  her 
return  in  the  year  1749^  her  country- people  looii  per- 
ceived from  her  ferenity  of  mind,  .md  chtar^u!  walk, 
that  our  Saviour  had  bcftowed  particular  grace  on  her. 
Now  as  (he  had  fecn  in  the  churches  the  beajMful  re- 
gulation of  the  choirs,  it  was  her  concern,  to  come  into 
better  order  alfo  with  her  Greenl-nd  fiftets.  They 
therefore  built  a  houfe  the  fame  autumn,  i?i  which  (ha 
kept  good  order  and  overlight.  It  was  her  heart's  great 
concern,  that  her  fifters  might  always  lead  &  regular 
and  happy  life;  (he  rejoiced  heartily  at  their  prolpe- 
rity,  and  was  in  her  laft  years  fometimes  uheafy,  that 
on  account  of  her  hardnel's  of  hearing,  (he  could  not 
hear  all  that  pafled.  She  was  ofcen  affliifted  with  fpit- 
ting  of  blood,  but  yet  (he  gave  us  no  intimation,  that 
(he  believed  (he  (hould  foon  depart  to  her  Saviour,  be- 
Voi.  a.  T  fore 
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fore  the  prcfent  year,  when  ihe  often  fpoke  with  great 
iatisfadtion  of  her  approaching  diilblution.  Tl^e  laft 
quarter  of  a  year  (he  moftly  kept  her  bed,  but  was  very 
happy,  and  when  for  the  two  laft  times  |hc  holy  facra- 
ment  was  adminiftered  to  her  on  her  fick-bed,  ihe  was 
replenifhed  with  extraordinary  joy  in  e:tpe(£lation  of  her 
laft  fummons,  which  followed  Uctober  13,  while  her 
iifters  were  keeping  a  heart-affedling  liturgy  around  her. 
The  following  extract  from  fome  of  her  letters  may 
ill  uftrate  the  ftaie  of  her  mind. 

"  I  am  fenfible  of  my  infufficlency,  but  at  the  fame 
time  feel  that  our  Saviour  loves  me,  and  is  rendering 
my  heart  conformable  to  his  will.  And  therefore, 
with  all  my  indigence,  I  will  adhere  unto  him.  If 
he  had  net  fought  and  chofen  me,  I  fhould  ftill  have 
remained  in  daiknefs.  When  1  confider  this,  my 
eyes  pour  forth  tears.  My  dear  Savi(^ur,  J.  have  no 
other  joy,  but  in  thee  and  in  thy  blood  alone.  This 
inflames  my  heart,  &c."  ';-*;  i;^  v;'  ::^';-  ^  ^ '  '^'^ 
"  I  poor  creature  conftantly  atlde  as  a  poor  linner  in 
my  Saviour,  and  he  keep,s  niy  heart  ever  chearful  and 
pure  with  his  blood.  I  knows  if  he  did  not  do  fo, 
I  Ihould  be  capable  of  every  thing  that  is  bad,  There- 
fore my  defire  is,  always  to  feel  our  Saviour's  fuffer- 
ings  and  love  in  my  heart,  wherein  is  the  greateft 
fatisfadion  and  life,  "&c." 

"  When  I  reflcd,  that  our  Saviour  redeemed  Us  with 
his  blood,  I  thank  him  moft  hcartilv.  And  notwitK- 
ftanding  I  am  a  poor  wretched  child,  he  ftrengthens 

my  weak  heart  with  his  body  and  blood .» ^T'lis 

winter  I  have  been  very  weak  in  body,  and  often 
had  fpitting  of  blood.  .1  then  thought :  Now  I  fliall 
go-  to  my  S-aviour,  and  often  rejoiced  greatly  at  it. 
But  now  tliat  my  Saviour  reftorcs  my  bodily  healtl: 
a  little,  I  tlank  him  for  that  too,  and  will  yield  my- 
felf  up  v/holly  to  hisdifpofal,  &c." 
"  I  have  been  very  happy  this  winter  with  my  fiftens 
and  whenever  they  were  together,  they  thanked  our 
Saviour  for  his  grace,  and  employed  themfelves  in 
difcourfnig  of  his  fiiflerings.  I  fometimes  tell  -them, 
that  the  iifters  over  the  great  waters  have  no  other 
aim,  but  to  pleai'e  our  Saviour  and  live  unto  him. 
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«'  We  then  wi(h  :  Ah  !  if  we  loved  him  fo  too  !  Many 
«  of  the  new  ones  are  baptized,  and  we  have  taken 
**  ten  into  our  houfe,  who  afford  me  much  joy,  &c." 

*'  All  my  fitters  here  greet  you.  Though  they  do 
«  not  know  you,  yet  they  often  think  of  you.  They 
<<  are  afliamed  on  account  of  their  wretchednefs,  t|ut 
<<  have  confident  hearts  unto  our  dear  Saviour,  that  he 
^*  will  make  them  continually  more  agreeable  and  plea- 
«*  fing  unto  him.     When  we  meet  together  before  him, 

«  we  feel  his  prefence. My  dear  Saviour  leads  me 

^'  poor  weak  child,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  tends  and  nur- 
«  fes  me.  At  which  I  am  often  aftonifhed,  but  greatly 
«*  comforted,  &c." 

Two  days  before  her  end  fhe  di£^ated  the  following 
letter  to  a  fitter,  that  had  been  very  dear  to  her  in 
Europe. 
*'  My  dear  A.  C.  I  now  fend  you  the  laft  Icifs  out 
of  my  heart.  My  tabernacle  is  exceedingly  weaken- 
ed and  decayed  by  ficknefs,  but  I  meditate  continu- 
ally on.  my  Saviour's  fufFerings,  and  rejoice  greatly 
"  in  the  profpeil  of  that  blefled  moment,  when  he  will 
"  call  me ;  and  that  I  fhall  now  fee  his  wounds  with 
"  my  eyes,  for  I  am  redeemed  with  his  precious  blood. 
"  Although  I  (hould  have  been  willing  to  tarry  a  little 
"  longer  with  my  fitters,  yet  I  leave  it  to  our  Saviour  j 
"  and  my  greateft  inclination  and  defire  is,  to  be  with 
"  him.  When  I  contemplate  the  particular  grace  of 
"  our  Saviour,  which  I  have  enjoyed  here  upon  earth 
*<  in  his  congregation,  my  eyes  overflow  with  tears :  I 
"  love  him,  and  (hall  love  him  without  ceafing.  I 
"  once  more  falute  all  the  fitters,  that  are  with  you.  f 
"  now  feel  myfelf  too  weak  to  proceed  fartker,"  y«ur

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•A  ^^^^  frequent  opportunities   offered  this  year  of 
J^'X,  proclaiming  the  gofpel  to  entirely  rough  heathen j 
becaufe  many  fouthlanders  as  they  pafTed  to,  and  from 
the  north,  came  to    pay   vifits   to  their    relations  and 
country-folks   in   New-Herrnhuth.     From   the  end  of 
June  to  the  beginning  of  Augull  fcarce  a  day  pafled 
without  fome  of  thefe  guefts,  and  though  their  hearts 
Jay  in  the  thickcft  darkncfs,  and  their  minds  were  intent 
upon  other  things,  and  their  behaviour  was  wild,  rude 
and  reftlefs  •,  however  fome  of  them  always  attended  the 
public  preaching   of  the   gofpel.-    And  though    favage 
Greenlanders  cnnnot  be  fuppofcd  to  comprehend  much 
of  a  fubjcdl  addrefll-d  to  a  believing  audience,  yet  their 
willingnefs  to  lend  an   ear  was  a  token,  that  they  had 
conceived  no  prejudice  nor  averfion  to  the  truth  ;  and  it 
was  obfervublc  in  many,  that  the  bare  feeing  and  hear- 
ing a  reafonable  fcrvice  of  God,  made  a  certain  impreflion 
upon  them,  which,  at  that  time,  they  did  not  under- 
ftnnd.     Neither  was  the  convcrfation  of  their  believing 
country-men,  who  accofted  them  vigoroufly,  in  vain  i  at 
lead  what  they  had  not.  rightly  apprehended  in  the  public 
difcourfc,  was  by  this  means  more  fully  explained  to  them. 
For  inftance,  I  find  it  once  fald  :  "  After  fermon  fevcral 
*'  fouthlanders,  who  had    frequently   heard  the  word, 
"  vifited   us.     We  afked  them,  if  they  had  ever  heard 
«'  before  of  our  Saviour?  One  faid  :  "  No,  but  we  have 
'*  htard  of  oiie,  that  is  called  God."     Now  as  we  were 
"  about  to  recommend  the   atonement  of  Jefus  unto 
*'  them,  he  faid  to  a  Greenland  helper,  that  flood  by : 
"  Do  thou  fpeak  to  us,  our  ears  are  incapable  of  un- 
**  derftanding  the  Europeans."     This  was  quite  agree- 
able to  our  Greenland  brother;  and  he  teftified  of  him, 
who  had  given  himfelf  up  to  death  for  our  fins,  in  fuch 
a  manner,  that  it  was  a  cordial  joy  to  hear  him.  He  many 
times  repeated :  "  So  dead  and   Itupid,  as  ye  now  are, 
*'  was  i   too  formerly ;  but   when  I  heard  from  thefe 

"  my

my  teachers,  that  there  is  a  Saviour,  who  has 
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chafed  i'alvation  for  poor  miferable  men,  I  rejoiced  at 
it,  and  prayed  to  him,  and  he  gave  me  an  open  heart 
and  ears  to  hear  and  to  undtrrftand.  And  now  ye 
may  eafily  fee,  that  1  am  happy,  and  I  can  wifh  you 
nothing  better,  than  that  ye  alfo  might  fubmit  to  be 
made  happy."  Our  Saviour  owned  this  teftimony, 
Sind  many  a  deep  figh  broke  forth  from  the  favages 
againft  their  wills.  Among  them  were  the  brothers  of 
Chriftina  mentioned  in  the  year  1750,  §9.  who  forci- 
bly dragged  her  away  from  the  northern  miiTion ;  but 
they  now  behaved  quite  peaceably. 
Another  time  it  is  faid  :  '*  Many  things  we'-c  fpokcn 
with  fome  fouth-country  people  of  our  Saviour.  A 
young  man  was  fo  feized,  that  his  whole  body  begun 
to  tremble,  and  he  faid  :  '*  I  would  gladly  be  the 
Saviour*s,  but  my  people  always  keep  me  back.'' 
The  rpoft  of  them  hearken  attentively,  when  we 
make  known  unto  them  the  death  of  the  Lord,  and 
come  alfo  into  the  public  morning  and  evening-meet- 
ings. But  when  they  are  aflced,  if  they  do  not  chufe 
to  live  a  winter  here,  or  nigh  at  haiid,  and  vifit  us  ? 
they  have  various  excufes  ;  for  inftance,  that  there 
are  not  fo  many  rein-deer  hereabouts,  as  in  the  fouth  ; 
that  they  had  eaten  none  for  a  long  time,  and  they 
could  not  overcome  their  longing  after  that  flefli ;  but' 
when  they  had  eaten  their  fill  of  it,  they  would  come 
again,  and  hear  more  of  their  Creator." 
But  the  grcuteft  part  were  thrown  into  a  panic.  For 
a  Grecnlander  of  Difko-bay,  who  had  been  with  a 
whalefiiher  to  Amfterdam,  and  canic  back  this  year, 
fpread  a  rumour,  that  next  fpring  many  (hips  would 
come  and  kill  all  the.  Europeans,  and  all  the  Grcej}- 
landers  too  that  they  met  with  among  them.  There- 
fore the  Greenlanders,  that  would  fave  their  lives, 
fhould  flee  to  the  fouth.  This  falfe  alarm  made  many 
heathens  hurry  away  out  of  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
miflions  j  above  twenty  boats  of  fouthlanders,  who  were 
come  into  our  parts,  haftcncd  back  a^jain,  and  almoll 
all  in  Kangek  went  along  with  them.  But  yet  four  pcr- 
fons  of  thofe  fojourners  who  were  under  nobody's  com- 
mand, ftayed  in  New-Herrnhuth. 
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§2. 
However  before  the  neighbouring  heathen  fled,  many 
payed  vifits  from  time  to  time,  and  the  word  of  life  was 
clofely  addrefTed  to  their  hearts  anew,  and  always  had  \ti 
effect  on  fome,  though  ofien  in  a  flow  manner.  Again, 
when  our  Greenland-helpers  were  abroad  providing  the 
neceflkries  of  life,  they  were  obliged  to  take  up  a  night's 
lodging  with  fome  of  them,  and  were  often  defired  ttf 
fay  fomewhat  to  them.  I  find  fuch  accounts  now  and 
then  in  the  diary :  '*  The  brethren,  who  have  for  feme 
time  been  catching  willocks  in  Kangek,  gave  us  ma- 
ny joyful  accounts  of  the  inhabitants,  viz.  that  they 
found  many  defirous  hearers  among  them,  who  in- 
treated  them  to  pray  and  fing  ;  that  this  gave  them  an 
opportunity  of  proclaiming  the  paflion  of  God  wit!^ 
joyiul  hearts."- — "  Our  helper  Daniel  has  again  deii- 
vercd  a  teftimony  of  our  Saviour  of  late  in  Kookoernen. 
One  particular ^mily  gave  him  great  pleafure,  efpe- 
cially  the  pretty  children,  who  would  be  glad  to  live 
wjth  us.  Some  weeks  after,  he  found  the  woman  of 
the  houfe  deeply  concerned.  She  fignified  her  dc- 
fire  for  baptifm  with  tears ;  but  her  hufband  is  quite 
otherwife-mihded.  And  befides,  there  is  another 
man  in  the 'houfe,  who  difcovers  his  enmity  againft 
the  brethren  and  their  do6lrine  on  every  occafion, 
*'  and  endeavours  to  kc*rp  back  the  reft." 

Two  of  our  Greenlanders,  difpatched  with  letters 
from  the  merchant  to  FifVc's-bay  and  Frederic's-Hcpe, 
on  their  paflTage  met  with  an  opportunity  in  feveral  pla- 
ces, to  fhew  forth  the  death  of  the  Lord,  and  they  were 
generally  defired  to  00  it  by  the  favages. 

One,  that  returned  home  from  the  bay,  related  that 
Perfok,  a  heathen  that  has  been  long  acquainted  with 
us,  had  t?ilked  with  him  almoft  a  whole  night.  Among 
other  things  he  faid  :  He  was  now  as  eager  after  hearing 
what  is  good,  as  the  fea-birds  are  after  the  fifties,  who 
fwallow  them  whole  for  eagernefs  j  yet  he  confefled 
bis  thoughts  were  ftill  divided.  However^  ere  three  weeks 
were  at  an  end,  the  good  thoughts  prevailed,- and  he 
moved  with  his  whole  family  to  the  brethren. 

The  fingle  vifits  paid  to  the  few  heathen  flill  left  be- 
hind, had  however  effected  (9  much>  that  at  the  end  of 
«r^  lii    ■*  the 
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rfie  year  the  number  of  inhabitants  was  increaibd  with 
twenty-five  pcrfons;  and  ten  of  them  gave  indications 
of  z  particular  work  of  grace  in  their  hearts,  and  were 
already  received  simong  the  baptifmal  candidates.      /      '

In  hopes  that  it  may  be  acceptable  to  many,  I  will 
proceed  to  remark  fach  pailliges,  as  ftruck  me  in  the 
perufal,  concerning  the  internal  procefs  of  the  congre- 
gation. 'T-V'<» y'':'  Mf)  ;     -^  .«  --TMf'  Jf'.i  ''I- 

I  find  it  faid  of  the  unbajitized  :  "February  3, 
**  we  had  twenty-one  of  them  together,  and  fpoke  in 
"  a  plain  and  hearty  manner  with  them.  When  we 
*'  interrogate  them  about  their  hearts,  and  their  fenfe 
"  of  our  Saviour,  they  are  ready  with  their  anfwer,  and 
^'  tell  us  in  a  quite  natural  and  direct  way,  what  they 
^*  have  had  a  living  experience  of,  and  what  is  ftill 

*'  ftrange  and  unknown  to  them." *'  In  a  helpers 

**  conference  various  things  were  related  of  our  neweft 
**  inhabitants.  The  above-mentioned  Perfok  had  faid, 
**  that  being  with  the  baptized  catching  capelins,  he 
*'  was  prefent  at  their  praying  the  litany.  And  the 
*'  words  ;  Thy  agony  and  blor>dy  Jweaty  comfort  us,  dear  Lord 
^'  and  God,  penetrated  his  heart  fo  deeply,  that  he  often 
*'  dreamt  of  it  fince  then,  and  was  fometimes  fo  con- 
•'  cerned  to" obtain  that  comfort,  that  he  could  not  fleep. 
"  His  wife  in  like  manner  is  very  defirous  of  baptifm. 
♦'  Since  that  time  both  of  them  are  frequently  coming 
"  to  enquire,  if  the  hour  will  not  ioon  itrike  for  their 
"  admifiion  to  baptifm,  at  leaft  for  their  previous  re- 
"  ception  as  candidates,  and  aiFure  14s,  that  their  chil- 
**  dren  often  fpeak  of  it  top," 

In  autumn  all  the  itihabitants,  according  to  cuftom, 
were  fpoken  with,  and  then  it  is  faid  of  the  young  men 
and  boys:  "They  were  upright,  tender  and  covered 
**  with  fhame,  and  the  hearts  of  moft  were  rejoiced  at 
"  the  prefervation  they  found  in  the  wounds  of  Jefus. 
^*  They  confefled  ingenuoufly  and  with  many  tears, 
**  whatever  had  befallen  one  or  another  the  preceding 
**  fummer.  One  faid  :  He  had  fome  time  ago  befought 
**  our  Saviour  to  forgive  his  tranfgrclTior.s,  and  to  wafh 
"  him  anew  with  his   blood.     And   our  Saviour  had 
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•'  :Ufo  draw.  1  npar  to  him  again,  but  yet  his  heart  had 
"  never  b<xii  truly  cafy  and  comforted,  becaufe  he  had 
"  liOi  ccnfcliCd  his  faults.  But  now  he  had  done  this, 
*'  ,he  was  as  lightfome,  as  if  he  had  been  difcharged  of 
*'  a  heavy  burden,  and  he  believed  he  (hould  novir  be 
*'  quite  chearful  again.  The  maternal  labc^ur  of  the 
*'  Holy  Spirit^  v/as  at  this  time  in  a  particular  manner 
"  obfervable  in  them,  and  we  found  that  the  perpetual 
"  ncarnefs  of  our  Saviour  in  his  dying  form  was,  more 
•'  and  more  nn  indifpcnfably  neceflary  point  to  them." 
-  Now  as  the  Grccnlanders  are  naturally  a  clofe  and 
rcfervud  people,  and  it  requires  great  pains  to  learn  their 
meaning,  even  in  mere  natural  things,  which  is  often 
to  be  gathered  rather  from  their  mien  than  their  (hort 
abrupt  anfwcrs  j  fo  much  the  more  ought  we  to  value 
the  gift  of  oprn-heartednefs  in  thefc  young  beginners, 
and  their  owning  and  citnfefTng  their  own  peculiar  bad 
fiiiuation,  which,  the  ftlf  lo\e  of  all  the  defcendants  of 
Adam,  be  they  of  vi'hat  nation  foever,  prompts  them 
to  wrap  up  in  the  thickeil  oblcurity ;  and  this  ^race  dil- 
plays  itfcif  even  in  the  quite  iinallchiWren,  As  a  proof 
of  this,  I  find  it  thus  fnid  :  "  We  fpoke  alfo,  with  the 
*'  boys  betwixt  four  and  twelve  years  old,  and  found 
'*  many  amiable  children  among  them,  who  have  a 
**  tender  love  for  the  dear  Lamb  of  God  and  bis  wounds, 
"  and  a  clear  look  withal  j  I  might  alfo  add,  a  good 
*'  undcrflanding,  and  gift  of  cxprefling  thcmft^ycs. 
"  One  of  fix  years  old  faid  :  I  will  honeftly  confefs, 
**  that  I  fcmetunes  behave  ill.  When  fuch  or  fuch 
**  teaze  me,  I  fpeak  roughly  to  them  j  but  if  they  ftill 
**  will  not  let  me  alone,  I  grow  angry,  rnd  render 
>*  them  like  for  like.  JVly  heart  is  not  well,  but  is  har- 
*'  dcncd  by  it.  But  when  I  go  to  our  Saviour,  and 
"  pray  him  to  foften  my  heart  truly  with  his  blood,  I 
f  am  well  again." 

And  i  muii  take  this  occafion  to  remark,  that  the 
young  Ciieenlandcrs,  born  ii»  Ncw-Herrnhuth,  bapti- 
zed in  their  infancy  and  kept  to  fchool,  differ  very  fen- 
fibly  from  fuch  as  are  come  hither  pretty  big  cluldreii 
from  among  the  heathen._^_  .,,j   ,;iii;-     .        '...'..•.. 
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Among  other  things  it  is  faid  of  the  communicants : 
(<  At  this  time  they  had  in  a  quite  particular  manner, 
*'  tender  and  melted  hearts.  Some  faid  with  tears; 
*'  Ah  !  I  now  begin  to  feel  how  truly  poor  and  wretch- 
«'  ed  I  am  :"  or,  *'  I  grow  better  and  better  acquainted 
*<  with  my  own  heart,  the  more  I  am  ;icquainted  with 

"  my  Saviour." "  I  am  afhamed,  that  I  am  ftill  fo 

**  bad,  and  yet  our  Saviour  is  fo  good  to  me."  Others 
faid;  *'  I  have  long  fmcerely  denred,  again  to  eat  and 
♦'  to  drink  the  body  and  blood  of  our  Saviour ;  the  oft- 
"  ener  I  partake  thereof,  the  more  does  my  heart  hunger 
"  after  him." 

Another  time  it  is  faid :  **  At  the  fpeaking  with  the 
^'  communicants  it  was  manifeft,  that  in  general  the 
f  Holy  Spirit  is  carrying  on  a  blefled  ana  delightful 
"  work  in  their  hearts,  and  imparting  to  them  a  deeper 
f  knowledge  of  their  own  corruption,  and  a  more  blef- 
*'  fed  and  indifpenfjibly  neceflary  participatidn  of  hi^ 
*'  merits  and  of  the  daily  communion  with  the  Man  of 
'^  forrows.  Their  happy  fcpfc  of  his  nearnefs,  ai.  i  their 
"  joy  in  the  Lord,  was  difcernible  on  the  very  fore- 
"  heads  of  fomc."  A(^ain:  *'  At  the  preparatory  fpeak- 
f  ing,  the  brethren  aiK.  ftfters  werp  found  particularly 
*'  open  and  fenfible  of  their  fmfulnefs ,  but  yet  of  good 
"  cheer  and  in  a  difpoiition  fmcerely  longing  after  the 
f.'  facramental  enjoyment  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Je- 
"  fuij  which  we  looked  upon  as  an  evident  token  of 
*'  the  unwearied  labour  of  the  omniprefent  Teacher, 
"  even  at  the  time,  when  they  are  fcattered  among  the 
^}  heathen  ;  therefore  we  had  th ;  fati.-fa<Slion  at  prefent, 
"  of  havuig  no  occafion  to  ex(  lude  any  one  from  the 
"  holy  communion."  But  anot'ier  time  it  is  faid  :  '*Wc 
"  were  obliged  to  deal  ftridtly  with  many,  and  to  refu(^ 
"  feven  perfons  the  JL«ord*s-fupper,  on  accpurit  of  ill  be- 
**  haviour,  and  an  apparent  unfeeling  ftate  of  heart." 

Now  this  treatment  was  commonly  foUpwed  with  a, 
fpeedy  wholfome  efFc£l.  The  helper  among  the  wi- 
dows gave  the  following  relation  :  Going  out  with  fomc 
of  her  fillers  to  gather  bill-berries,  fhe  miffed  one  of 
them,  and  after  long  feeking,  found  her  behind  a  rock 
'','ing  'upon  her  face,  weeping  and  praying.  On  afking 
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the  rcafon,  the  anfvvered  :  "  I  was  the  laft  time  exclud- 
ed from  the  Lord's-fuppcr,  and  now  I  am  greatly 
afraid,  left  I  /hould  not  have  leave  to  go  to  it  the 
next  time ;  and  I  would  not  willmgly  be  deprived  of 
it  any  longer.  Therefore  T  was  praying  tp  our  Sa- 
viour." And  he  alfo  heard  her  prayer,  and  denied 
her  approach  to  his  facred  body  and  blood  no  longer. 

Again  it  is  faid  :  *'  We  had  to-day  a  quite  nngulaf 
••  helpersrconferencc  J  many  very  rejoicing  and  com- 
forting, but  feme  grievous  and  painful  matters  oc«» 
Curred.     Thanks  and   bowed ncfs,   joy  and  forrow 
wc-ft:  mixt  together.     Afterwards  we  fpoke  to  a  wo- 
man, in  thu  prefencc  of  her  hulband,  concerning  her 
^'  prefent  iltuation,  and  admoniflied  her,  no  longur  to 
withhold  her  heart  from  our  Saviour,  but  to  give  it 
wholly  up  to  him,  that  (he  might  lead  a  regular  and 
happy  life.     At  firft  fhe  was  pretty  ftubborn  and  in- 
fenfible,  but  at  laft  fhe  burft  into  a  flood  of  tears,  and 
promifcd  to  give  herfelf  up  anew  to  our  Saviour.——, 
After  fome  time,  fhe  came  very  early  to  a  fifl:cr,  wept 
abundantly  on  account  of  her  dqjravity,    and  faid^ 
that  now  being  come  to  a  thorough  fenfe  of  the  un- 
**  happy  condition  fhe  was  in,  fhe  could  not  flcep  the 
•*•  whole  night ;  but  from  henceforward  fhe  wotiid  not 
reft,  till  Our  Saviour  had  beftowed  his  grace  and  fa- 
vour upon  her  and  given  her  an  obedient  heart." 
Of  the  helpers  band  it  is  faid  :  "  We  perceived  to-day 
the  prefence  of  our  Saviour  among  us  in  a  particular- 
ly fcnfible  and  humbling  manner.     The  helpers  were 
exceeding  chearful.     We  have  among  them  fome  re- 
markably diftinguifhed  and  gifted  people,  for  whom 
we  owe  our  Saviour  abundant  thanks.     And  the  belt 
of  all  is,  that  they  do  not  dcfcry  in  themfclves  the 
gifts  which  out  Saviour  has  conferred  upon  them  for 
the  benefit  of  their  people,  and  which  we  know  the 
beft."    Another  time  it  is  faid :  "  The  other  matters 
were  not  the  moft  agreeable ;  however  we  rejoiced 
at  th6  faithfulnefs  of  our  helpers,  in  timely  entruft-» 
ing  to  our  ears  whatfoever  might  tend  to  the  difho-* 
npur  of  our*  l^avidur,  if  not  quickly  prevented."  .'"  .  .'^ 
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This  year  John  Beck  and  his  wife  returned  from  vi- 
fiting  the  churches  in  Germany,  bringing  with  them  an 
acceptable  prefent  to  the  Greenlamlers,  viz.  The  tranfla^ 
Urn  of  the  narrative  of  our  Lords  pajfuin  according  to  the  har- 
tM»y  of  the  four  evangelijis^  and  a  fmall  hymn-book^  confifl- 
ing  of  antient  and  modern  hymns,  which  he  with  the 
affiftance  of  other  brethren,  had  tranflated  from  time  to 
time,  and  had  now  got  printed  anew  With  him  came 
alio  a  new  afliftant  in  the  funftion  of  the  miffion,  par- 
ticularly in  the  labour  among  the  young  men,  viz.  Hen- 
H  f/wif/ from  Moravia*.  At  the  lame  time  Matthew 
Stach,  and  with  him  Jens  Haven,  can^  on  a  vifit  from 
the  new  congregation  at  Fifher's-Inlet,  in  order  to  con- 
cert meafures  refpciSling  the  concernments  of  his  con- 
gregation, with  the  reft  of  the  miffionaries,  efpecially 
with  Frederic  Boehnifch,  who  was  foon  going  with  his 
wife  on  a  vifit  to  Germany. 

The  Danifh  miflionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bruun,  who 
came  in  the  year  1752,  to  the  colony  of  Good-Hope, 
intended  to  return  with  his  family  in  the  fame  fhip, 
Tiie  farewel  was  very  friendly  and  afFefting,  and  he 
particularly  defircd  the  brethren  to  treat  his  fucceilbr  in 
the  fame  manner  they  had  conftantly  done  him,  which 
they  gave  him  the  ftrongeft  affurance  of.  But  on  his 
arrival  with  the  (hip  at  the  next  colony  Zukkertop,  he 
learnt,  that  his  fucceflbr,  who  was  to  come  from  Difko, 
was  not  likely  to  come ;  and  therefore  he  let  his  famil/ 
go  without  him  to  Copenhagen,  and  returned  to  Good- 
Hope.  The  next  year  he  was  relieved  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Gregerfen,  and  was  afterwards  appointed  minifter  of 
Slagelfe  in  Zeeland.

This  year  forty  fouls,  including  twelve  children  and 
alfo  the  deacon  Scerenfen's  little  fon,  were  added  to  the 
congregation  by  the  laver  of  holy  baptifm.  On  the

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mor.g  whom  two  were  lol  at  fca  in  thtir  kajaks.  The 
following  call  for  a  more  circumflantial  notice. 

i«)  Aincs,  a  married  woirn'  airte  in  the  year 
1745,  from  the  fouih,  and   ii  .atcly  upon  hearing 

the  j^ofpcl,  difcovcred  an  carneft  titiire  alter  our  Saviour, 
wus  baptized  the  fame  year,  and  iulmitted  to  the  holy 
communion  in  1 748.  She  was  twice  man  led,  and  a  helper 
among  herown  fcx.  Theftatc  of  her  heart  may  appear  from 
the  following  etttrr,  wrote  in  the  year  1752.  **  lamena- 
**  bled  to  rejoice  daily,  fjnce  1  know  that  {  have  a  Saviour, 
•'  aiid  that  1  have  now  nothing  clfe  to  crave  while  I  am 
•*  upon  earth.  Oh  !  had  1  not  him,  nor  felt  him,  I  Ihouid 
•*  he  like  a  dead  creature.  Whenever  I  cat  the  body  of 
•*  Jefus  and  drink  his  Mood,  i  feci  a  new  life  in  me. 
•*  I  was  alfo  cxcc'ding  glad  that  our  teachers  John  and 
•'  M'itthew  vifitcd  us,  and  (lull  not  forget  theiu  ;  but 
**  I  {hall  fet  my  Saviour  moft  vf  all  before  me.  We  are 
•'  well  alTured,  that  if  wc  had  not  him,  we  could  not 
**  he  happy.  1  know  that  1  have  a  dcfirous  heart  after 
**  Jefu's  blood,  ai:d  that  I  hiwe  no  other  Saviour  but 
•*  him  who  flicd  his  blood.  H  !.»  1  love,  becaufe  he  re- 
"  deemed  me,  and  choio  uic  out  of  the  heathen'.    And 

becaufe  he  Joved  me,  I  will  love  him  ag^ain  with  all

Three  years  ago  (he  loft  the  ufc  of  her  limbs ;  ♦his 
ilifabled  her  from  attending  the  meetings,  and  obliged 
hear  to  forego  many  things,  which  gave  her  much  con- 
cern 'f  but  yety  at  the  celebration  of  the  blefied  fuppcr  of 
t'lic  Lord,  fhe  was,  as  often  as  poffiblc,  carried  into  the 
fheeting-hall,  or^  conducted  thither  on  a  fledge,  becaufe 
ilic  chofe  rather  to  partake  of  it  with  the  whole  congre- 
gation than  at  home  by  herfelf.  She  was  rcfigucd  in  all 
her  fufferings ;  and  it  was  a  plcafure  to  fee  and  fpeak 
with  her,  particularly .  when  the  Lord's- fuppcr  was  ad- 
miniftcred  to  her  at  home,  at  which  time  after  reception 
of  the  elements,  {lie  would  turn  round  upon  her  face  in 
her  bedy  and  adore  the  Lord  with  many  teais.  At  lalt 
i!ie  earpcflly  longed  for  her  rekafc,  wh\ch  came  to  pils 
at  a  time  thofe  prefent  leafl  expe(rted  it.  ,  I"      .  ^ 

2.)  Htdwig,  a  widow,  came  in  the  yt&^'^'if^^whh 
her  hofband  and  children  from  the  north.  In  the  be- 
ginning it  {^emed  as  if  notHIng  was  to  be  done  with  her. 
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i..d  our  Saviour  wp  obliged  to  knock  long  at  the  door 
of  her  heart,  before  fhc  opened  to  him  and  was  bapti> 
zed.  Nay,  afterwards,  at  the  ^ime  of  her  hufband's  de- 
ccafc  ;  (he  behaved  in  a  pretty  hcathcnifti  manner  on  the 
occafion.  Soon  after,  ihe  was  feij^ed  with  a  grievous 
ieprofy,  which  (he  was  forced  to  labour  under  till  her 
end ;  infomuch  that  (he  and  her  two  children,  who  were 
lilcewife  infedlcd,  were  obliged  to  live  quite  by  them- 
felves,  and  the  laft  years  (he  could  not  come  to  any 
meeting  by  reafon  of  the  intolerable  fmcll.  However  Ihe 
was  frequently  vifited  ;  and  this  teftimony  may  be  given 
her,  that  notwithftanding  her  mif^rable  cafe  externally, 
her  heart  grew  more  and  more  tender  and  defiroiis  of  our 
Saviour.  Her  defire  was  alio  iati.fied.  She  laid  hold 
of  our  Saviour  by  faith,  relied  on  him  ar;  a  lo(t  finner, 
and  frequently  fpoke  of  his  love  with  ttar.s.  f  Irr  depar- 
ture home  to  him  was  not  expefted  fo  quic'  'v  ;  but  her 
ieprofy  fuddenly  ftriking  in,  our  Saviour  ufed  this  as  a 
means  of  her  releafe  from  this  mifcry. 

3.)  Jeremiah  a  dear  youth,  came  hither  with  his  fa- 
ther, in  the  year  1756,  from  Piflikfarbik.  The  word 
of  the  fufferings  of  Jefus  manifefted  its  divine  power  iti 
his  heart  very  loon,  and  he  intimated  with  what  earncft- 
ncfs  he  longed  for  baptifm,  which  he  was  made  parta- 
ker of  the  year  following.  He  went  on  his  way  in  this 
grace  chearfuUy  and  calmly,  and  it  was  plain  both  from 
his  words  .and  afpedi,  that  he  knew  where  his  true  hap- 
pinefs  lay.  He  had  a  iickly  body,  and  was  often  fo 
fwelled,  that  he  was  fcarce  able  to  walk,  but  amidft  all 
his  pains,  he  was  lively  and  refigned,  and  faid  to  his 
teacher  at  his  taking  leave  of  him  in  Piflikfarbik,  where 
he  was  with  his  people  on  the  capelin-fifhery,  "  I  call 
to  mind  much  and  often  the  pains  of  our  Saviour, 
which  he  endured  for  me,  and  they  are  a  great  com- 
fort to  my  heart.  I  (hall  probably  fee  you  no  more 
below,  but  foon  go  to  our  Saviour  and  kifs  his 
wounds."  And  this  was  his  happy  lot  and  portion 
foon  after,  and  his  tabernacle  was  interred  in  the  bury- 
ing-ground  at;  Piflikfarbik. 

4.)  Gregory,  a  youth,  came  hither  in  uie  year  1751, 
as  a  little  boy  with  his  parents  ;  and  when  they  returned 
to  the  fouth,  our  Saviour  had  already  laid  luch  hold  of 
«.   .  his 
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hi*  heart,  that  he  would  not  go  away  aeain,  but  be  his 
|U'Of>erty  aixl  baptised  with  his  blood,  which  bleffinff  he 
foon  obtained.  Wc  furniihed  him,  ta  a  forlorn  orphan, 
with  a  k«jak  and  nocei&ry  tackling,  to  enable  him  to 
get  his  own  living,  and  he  prcfrntly  grew  To  expert,  as 
to  be  able  to  maintain  himrelf,  his  mother  and  his  two 
fiftejrs,  who  returned  hither  after  his  father's  deaths 
The  more  he  advanced  in  years,  the  deeper  infight  he 
acquired  into  his  own  corruption,  but  at  the  fame  time 
a  more  folid  enjoyincnt  of  the  comfort  fpringing  from 
the  grace  in  the  merits  and  wounds  of  Jcfus.  When  he 
was  fpoke  with,  he  often  ihed  tears  on  account  of  his 
deficiencies,  and  efpecially  the  fmall  fenfe  and  favour  he 
ftill  had  of  our  Saviour  and  his  wounc^s.  He  dealt 
ilriftly  with  himfelf,  with  refpe(^  to  every  bad  thing 
that  appeared  in  him,  and  laid  it  open  to  his  teachers, 
juft  as  it  was.  And  as  he  was  pretty  orderly  too  m  ex- 
ternals, he  bad  a  (hare  of  the  overfight  in  his  choir-houfe 
committed  to  him.  In  a  word,  we  entertained  hopes, 
of  trainino;  him  up  as  a  truly  folid  heart,  and  for  an  ufe- 
ful  helpti.  But  while  he  was  a  feal-catching,  he  was 
feized  with  fuch  a  violent  head-ach,  that  the  next  day, 
xiotwithAanding  all  means  Ufed,  he  loft  his  fenfes ;  and 
though  his  hearing  and  fpeech  were  afterwards  rcftored, 
yet  he  was  not  able  to  form  one  fenfible  thought.  Only 
on  being  afked,  if  he  ft  ill  remembered  our  Saviour  ?  He 
anfwered  :  *'  O  !  yes,  I  often  remember  him."  A  full 
fortnight  he  lay  in  fuch  exquifite  pains ;  and  at  laft  lofl 
both  hearing  and  fpeech  entirely,  and  lay  as  in  an  ape- 
pledic  fit,  quite  ftill,  except  that  he  often  pointed  round 
with  his  hand,  fmiling  at  the  fame  time.  And  thus  he 
fell  afleep  gently  and  unobferved. 

5.)  Matthew,  fon  of  the  late  Boaz,  a  fenfible,  lively 
and  fteady  boy,  having  a  tender  heart  and  a  true  fenfibi- 
lity  towards  our  Saviour  and  his  merits,  was  baptized 
1753,  and  was  preferved  ij»  this  grace  from  the  fms  of 
youth.  He  went  diligently  to  fchool,  and  learnt  to  read 
and  write  well,  and  withal  becante  more  eageriy  intent 
upon  work  and  managing  the  Icajak,  than  we  wiftied. 
For  as  he  was  following  a  women's-boat  to  Kookcernen, 
fpying  ibme  people  in  the  main  fea  a  good  diftance  from 
iand  on  the  hallibut-fifhery,  he  had  a  mind  to  go  to 

then 
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them  alone,  but  never  reached  them,  and  only  fome  of 
his  tackling  was  found,  fo  that  it  is  fuppofed,  he  over-* 
fet,  and  was  carried  away  with  the  current. 

6.)  Shem,  a  married  man,  came  a  perfcdly  favage 
Greenlander  from  the  fouth  in  the  year  1746,  but  the 
Holy  Gholl  prefently  took  him  under  his  tutelage,  in- 
fkruSted  him  in  the  Knowledge  of  his  miferable  (late, 
and  wiou^ht  in  him  a  dcfirc  aifter  our  Saviour  and  his 
hlood.  The  bleiling  Oi'  the  holy  layer  had  a  very  appa- 
rent good  eife(5t  upon  his  heart,  and  the  participation 
of  the  body  and  blood  of  Jefus  in  the  holy  facramcnt 
operated  ftill  more  effcdually  upon  him.  He  was  low- 
ly-minded and  of  a  contrite  fpirit,  and  when  he  com- 
mitted an  error  or  overfight,  he  was  troubled,  and  ge- 
nerally came  of  his  own  accord  to  make  it  known.  A 
tender  love  and  adherence  to  our  Saviour  was  obfervablc 
in  him,  and  he  at  all  times  (hewed  a  ready  obedience  to 
his  teachers.  He  was  naturally  of  a  bride  temper,  with- 
al very  expert,  and  an  excellent  provider.  £ven  many- 
poor  people  were  helped  on  by  him,  who,  no  lefs  than 
his  furviving  widow  and  four  dear  children,  of  whom 
the  eldefl  fon  has  not  attained  the  age  of  twelve  years, 
iofe  an  afTei^ionate  father  in  him,  and  that  too  in  a  me- 
lancholy mvziicr  known  to  God  alone ;  he  having  fome 
days  ago  haftcned  away  home  from  his  companions 
at  the  bay,  but  never  arrived.  A  couple  of  years 
After,  fome  Hgi^s  appeared,  which  gave  rife  to  a  con- 
ie^lure,  that  he  was  murdered  by  a  Greenlander,  whofc 
blood-thirftinefs  had  betrayed  itfelf  more  than  once, 
and  who  probably  wanted  to  take  revenge  for  the  lofs  of 
a  converted  friend  j  it  is  likely  he  was  buried  in  a  defo- 
late  part  of  the  country,  where  fome  of  his  utenfils  were 
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Now  touching  the  new  and  fmall  Greenland-con- 
gregation at  Lkhtenftls  *  (or  Light-diff)  on  Fi(her*s-bay, 
there  w^s  but  little  appearance  of  any  increafe  till  the 
end  of  this  year.     It  is  true  many  fouthlandcrs,  as  they.

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pafTed  by,  called  there  and  heard  the  word  of  God  their 
Creator,  and  of  the  redemption  obtained  by  his  blood, 
with  aftonifhment,  and  not  altogether  without  emo- 
tion J  but  not  one  of  them  could  be  prevailed  upon  to 
ftay  there,  and  all  the  fatisfa£lion  which  could  be  had 
for  the  prefent  was,  that  they  had  got  fome  intelligence 
of  the  gofpel,  and  knew  where  they  were  to  feek  for  '\^ 
when  they  were  anxious  for  comfort. 

Some  came  on  a  vifit  from  the  inlet  and  the  circum- 
jacent parts  from  time  to  time,  who  had  often  been 
touched  by  the  gofpel,  and  freely  owned  their  uneafi- 
nefs  and  our  Saviour's  demands  upon  their  hearts,  but 
ftill  made  all  kinds  of  excufes  why  it  could  not  be  for 
the  prefent.  Among  thefe  people  came  alfo  the  pra^ti- 
fing  angekok  of  thefe  parts  *  with  his  wife,  who  both 
protefted,  that  they  were  inclined  to  be  converted  too, 
and  were  only  forry,  that  the  miffionary  would  not  be- 
lieve them.  But  indeed  he  had  reafon  to  doubt  of  their 
firrerity,  as  he  knew  that  they  only  fought  fome  con- 
verfation  with  him,  with  an  intent  to  deter  their  ene- 
mies from  taking  vengeance  upon  them  for  the  murder 
committed  upon  one  that  belonged  to  them,  and  to 
make  the  well-difpofed  Greenlanders  entertain  a  good 
opinion  of  them,  as  of  people,  who  alfo  loved  what  is 
good }  though  at  the  fame  time  they  could  not  forbear 
fomenting  divifions  among  them.  In  general  it  was 
plain,  that  the  angekoks  have  no  other  view  in  coming 
to  hear  what  is  good,  but  to  acquire  more  knowledge 
than  the  other  Greenlanders,  to  be  able  to  talk  plau- 
fibly  to  the  fimple  gaping  crowd,  and  lay  down  various 
opinions  concerning  fupernatural  things  colleded  from 
chriftians  and  heathens,  and  thus  to  be  reputed  as  wife 
as  the  miflionaries.  The  Greenland-helpers  indeed 
could  detedl:  them  fooner  than  the  miflionary.  And 
therefore  on  his  once  enquiring  of  an  old  feniible  bro- 
ther, v/hy  he  would  not  fpeak  with  an  angekok  about 
the  w'iy  of  falvation,  he  made  anfwer :  "  It  is  to  no 
**  purpofe  to  fpeak  of  coed  and  precious  matters  to  fuch 
**  people,  who  arc  full  of  deceit,  and  only  make  ufe  of 

•  Where  a  number  of  Grecnlander*  live  together,  they  like  to  keep  art 
angrkok,  to  confult  on  occafion.  And  if  they  can  get  none,  they  are  fi' 
tber  dcf^ifcd  or  pitied  by  the  roft,  «s  poor  people. 
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"  every  thing  to  their  bane."  Which  diredly  put  the 
miffionary  in  mind  of  our  Saviour's  words  j  "  Give  net 
**  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  &c."  ,    .     :.,.(,   > 
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On  the  other  hand,  at  a  vifit  on  the  eaft-fide  of 
the  ifland,  he  found  a  couple  of  pretty  people,  wliich 
were  an  evidence  to  him,  that  wherever  the  good  feed 
of  the  word  of  Jefus's  fufferings  but  once  falls  upon  good 
ground,  its  fruit  never  fails,  though  it  may  remain  hid 
for  many  years.  "  We  met,  (fays  the  account)  this 
"  time  with  but  one  fick  man  and  his  wife  and  chil- 
«  dren  at  home.  The  man  (hewed  us  his  fore  back. 
"  From  hence  I  took  occafion  to  fpeak  to  them  of  our 
'*  Saviour's  wounds  and  pains,  which  he  endured  for 

our  fins ;  this  they  both  imbibed  with  great  eager- 
«  ncfs.  The  woman  faid :  My  hulband  had  formerly 
"  a  confidence  in  the  conjurers,  but  now  he  heeds  them 
"  no  more.  When  he  is  in  great  pain,  he  fays  to  met 
"  Ah  !  pray  to  our  Saviour  for  me.  But  I  poor  thing, 
"  am  myfelf  very  ignorant.  1  have  indeed  heard  fome- 
"  thing  from  the  little  minifter,  (the  Rev.  Mr.  Dra-. 
"  chart,)  at  Good-hope;  but  whither  is  it  fled  !  And 
"  as  fhe  faid  this,  the  tears  ran  down  her  cheeks.     We 

were   uncommonly  well  with   thefe  people,  and  fet 

forth  the  compaffionate  heart  of  our  Saviour  to  them 
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A  powerful  emotion  was  alfo  perceptible  among  the 
Greenlanders  at  the  fatStory,  and  they  came  diligently 
to  Lichlenfels  to  hear  the  word  of  God.  Two  fami- 
lies had  determined  to  move  to  the  brethren,  but  they 
were  diverted  from  their  good  purpofe  by  views  of  tem- 
poral advantage.  Nay,  fome  who  had  lived  there  lad 
winter,  efpecially  the  three  firff  families,  moved  away 
again  by  the  inftigation  of  their  bad  wives,  who  could 
pot  have  every  thing  in  abundance  immediately,  nor 
live  in  jxJlity,  as  among  the  heathen.  One  of  thef» 
men,  by  toame  Makkigak,  wanted  to  live  in  New- 
Hermhuth  a  long  time  ago,  but  was  always  hindered 
by  his  bitter  wife,  and  the.  following  winter  he  depart-* 
ed  this  life  in  Innukfuk  in  an  earneft  afpiration  after  our 
Saviour  J  having  before  fent  to  his  fel^tions  ia  Lichten- 
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fcls,  and  defired  them  to  take  hk  corpfe,  and  bury  it 
with  the  believers.  He  committed  one  of  his  children 
to  the  care  of  his  believing  fitter,  but  his  wife  in  her 
enmity  would  not  let  it  go  along  with  her.  Neverthe- 
lefs  the  laft  difcourfes  of  her  hulband  had  effeded  fo 
much  upon  her,  that  after  fome  time  ilie  came  full  of 
anguifli,  and  with  tears  begged  the  favour  and  happi- 
nels  which  fhe  was  the  forrowfiil  means  of  depriving 
her  hulband  of,  viz.  of  living  with  the  believers; 
which  was  alfo  granted  to  her,  together  with  her  chil- 
dren and  her  brother.  In  the  mean  time  another  fami- 
ly came  unthought  of,  twenty-four  miles  off  to  the 
fouth,  to  ftay,  which  were  the  firft-fruits  that  were 
obedient  to  the  call  of  G«d,  and  they  were  received 
before  the  end  of  the  year  as  candidates  for  baptifm. 

§  9- 

Amidft  all  the  outward  and  inward  poverty  of  the 
little  flock  of  baptized,  grace  and  life  was  perceptible 
among    them.      Indeed   they  could    not  forget   New- 
Herrnhuth,  and  one  family  was  obliged  to  be  difmiffed 
thither  again.     Neither  did  they  meet  with  immediate 
fuccefs  in  providing  the  neceffaries  of  life,  becaufe  they 
were  as  yet  unacquainted  with  the  country;  therefore 
they  were  fo  kind  as  to  fupply  them  with  feveral  bags 
of  angmarfet  from   New-Hcrrnhuth.    But,    notwith- 
ftanding   all   this,    the    congregation-grace   powerfully 
approved  itfelf  among  them,  and  preferved  them  in  obe- 
dience, love  and   peace  together.     Their  hearts  were 
comforted,  and  they  built  up  themfelves  from  the  pow- 
erful word  of  God  they  had  fo  often  tafted  the  fvk^etnefs 
of,  and  former  experience  wrought  hope.     Thus  I  find 
it  once  faid :  "  Some  fpoke  of  the  impreflion  they  felt 
yefterday  (Good-Friday)   at  the  reading  the  Paflion- 
tranfadions,    faying :  "  Ah  !    could   we  once  every 
day  weep  our  fill   in  fuch  a  manner!   how  happy. 
**  fhould  we  be  !'*  Another  time  it  is  faid :  "  In  the 
"  evening-meeting  we  made  an  end  of  the  reading  the 
*•  evangelifls.     I  have  obferved,  that  the  blefTed  Spirit 
"=  particularly  manifefts  his  power  at  the  reading  the 
*'  ads  of  our  dear  Lord,  and  the  brethren  and  uilers 
talk  of  it  together  all  the  day,  nay,  and  come  and 
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«  aflc  about  what  they  heard  in  the  meeting,  and  did 
«  not  rightly  underftand. — I  am  now  reading  in  the 
«  a«Sb  of  the  apoftles.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  weight  to 
«  themj  to  hear,  in  connexion  with  the  life  of  our  Sa- 
"  viour,  alfo  the  a6fcs  after  his  afcenfion  into  heaven. 
"  Everyone  comes  to  it  with  eagemefs  of  heart.— In 
«  the  evening-meeting  our  dear  Saviour  was  exceeding 
"  near  to  us.  When  I  had  done  fpeaking,  fome  pro- 
"  pounded  feveral  queftions;  the  explication  of  which,  ' 
"  and  the  relation  of  many  circumftances,  took  up  more 
"  time,  than  the  difcourfe  itfclf.  The  text  was  A£ls 
"  xvii.  30.  Tht  times  tf  this  ignorance  God  winked  at^  but 
"  now  commandeth  all  men  every  where  to  repent." 

Some- new  hymns  were  alfo  tranfliated.  When  they 
were  made  known,  an  uncommon  defire  to  learn  them, 
and  a  blefled  operation  upon  the  hearts  was  vifible.  The 
moft  of  them  were  taken  out  of  the  meditations  of  the 
ever-memorable  Count  Chrijlian  Renatus  de  Xinzendorfy 
found  after  his  happy  departure,  fuch  as :  **  Though 
"my  poverty's  unfathomable,  &c.  My  heart's  incTi- 
"  nation — *Js,  a  deep  proftration  —  at  my  Saviour's 
"pain,"  &c.  and  in  particular  the  hymn:  **  Th*  im- 
"  preffion  deep  of  what  my  Friend — has  done  for  me, 
"for  mef,— how  true  to  me  his  heart's  inclin'd, — be 
"  ever  fcen  in  me  ! — — He  knows,  that  were  I  all  my 
"  days— thro'  lonely  places  tofs'd, — ftill  of  that  fweet 
"  Jefus-likcnefs — ^nought  thereby  would  be  lofl."  This 
laft  was  of  fingular  weight  to  the  Grcenlanders,  and 
was  often  fung  by  them  with  wet  eyes,  when  they 
were  obliged  in  the  fummer  to  be  away  from  their  teach- 
ers, and  to  fpend  whole  weeks,  nay  months,  alone 
upon  an  ifland,  or  at  leaft  with  no  other  company  but 
that  of  heathens.  In  fuch  cafes  it  is  very  certain,  no- 
thing but  the  continual  remembrance  of  what  God  has 
beftowed  upon  us,  and  the  fweet  wondrous  deed  which 
he  performed  in  paying  fuch  a  coftly  price  for  us,  is 
able  to  preferve  a  heart  from  indifFerency,  levity,  and 
being  fwept  away  by  the  torrent  of  fin  in  the  world.

In«xtdmals,  as  faid  above,  the  Greenlanders  met  with  ' 
no  fmall  difficulties,  which  might  indeed  be  the  prefent 
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cp'jfe  why  many  well-difpofed  heathens  were  deterred 
from  coining  nearer  to  them.  Their  provifions  were 
not  only  fcarce  and  hard  to  be  obtained,  but  the  man- 
ner of  procuring  them  was  often  connected  with  varioa» 
dangers,  in  which  however  the  angel  of  the  Lord  faith- 
fully watched  and  prevented  all  harm.  It  ftands  record- 
ed in  March,  that  "  four  of  our  brethren,  in  a  dreadful 
**  fnow-ftorm,  fell  among  the  driving  ice,  and  could 
*'  neither  get  backward  nor  forward.  After  long  and 
**  hard  toiling,  they  at  laft  made  the  land,  but  the  fea 
was  .fo  high  and  boifterous,  that  they  could  not  come 
on  fhore  without  being  daihed  to  pieces  againft  the 
*'  rocks.  They  only  wiflied,  that  one  of  them  might 
efcapr,  to  tell  what  was  become  of  the  reft.  At  laft 
the  tide  of  flood  made  fuch  an  opening  betwixt  the 
cakes  of  ice,  that  they  were  able  to  go  on  their  way, 
and  by  our  Saviour's  blefling  landed  fate  and  well. 
It  caufed  great  joy  and  thankfulnefs,  to  fee  them 
*'  again  alive. 

Two  Greenlanders,  difpatched  with  letters  to  Fre- 
derick's-Hope,  related  at  their  return,  that  they  were 
forced  to  fit  two  nights  in  their  kajaks  upon  the  ice, 
which  at  firft  kept  continually  breaking  in  with  them, 
but  at  length  they  got  upon  a  firir  piece.  And  it  was 
the  third  night  before  they  came  to  a  houfe,  which  had 
they  not  met  with,  they  muft  have  perifhed  with  thirft, 
having  had  no  water  for  two  days  and  nights.  The 
fweat,  occafioned  by  their  fevere  labo-ir,  had  gone 
through  their  cl«aths,  and  by  the  extremity  of  cc'l 
was  inftantly  congealed  to  ice.  Their  kajaks  wcra 
alfo  much  damaged,  and  one  of  them  had  his  hand 
frozen.       '  ^'^^  -Lii^iUii  ,-«j..juj1  k-jam*.)  i.  k*  vrv>r  i 

.In  November  was  a  violent  ftorm,  which  made  the 
houfe  tremble  as  if  there  had  been  an  earthquake, 
though  it  was  very  low,  the  walls  ?  yard  and  quarter 
thick,  and  fituate  under  a  hill.  Tart  of  the  wall  fell 
dqwn.  In  the  country  around,  many  Greenland  houf- 
es  had.  their  roofs  rent,  many  boats  were  (battered  and 
carried  up  into  the  air,  and  eight  men  were  loft  in  the 
fea.  Ours  had  found  it  pofTible  in  due  time  to  fecure 
in9ft  of  their  things  lyin^;  on  the  (hore,  from  the  over*- 
'  w^'^-'ir*  ?'  whelming

Before  and  after  the  ftorm,  ball* 
of  fire  were  fcen  in  the  air  in  feveral  places.  One  of 
them  that  fell  near  a  houfe,  had  begun  to  burn.  Such 
a  phasnomenon  was  alfo  ken  juft  before  Chriftmas  at 
mid-day,  while  the  fun  was  mining  in  its  full  fplen- 
dorj.  The  firft-mentioned  ftorm  even  Jpiit  and  tore 
open  the  ice,  boit  flopped  the  holes  up  again  with  f.iov^. 
And  as  Peter  Rudberg,  one  of  the  brethren,  was  going 
the  next  day  over  a  pond,  the  frozen  fnow  gave  way 
under  him  and  he  fell  into  the  water.  But  havinji  a 
belt  about  his  bodyj  the  water  under  his  furr-coat  held 
him  upright,  till  he  reached  the  bottom  with  his  long 
Jeaping-ftafF,  caft  himfelf  backwards  upon  the  firm  ice, 
^nd  by  the  afliftance  of  the  kind  angels  worked  himfelf 
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WITH  regard  t©  externals,  the  cafe  of  the 
Greenlanders  at  Lichtenfels  did  net  alter  much 
for  the  better  this  year,  nay,  their  provifions  were  fo 
fcanty  in  the  beginning,  that  it  was  a  difficult  matter 
to  fupport  life.  For  the  cold  was  fuch,  till  towiirds  the 
end  of  May,  and  accompanied  with  fuch  a  vaft  quan- 
tity of  ice,  that  about  Eafter  not  the  leaft  open  water 
in  the  fea  was  to  be  feen  from  the  higheft  mountain. 
The  cry  of  a  general  fcarcity,  little  inferior  to  a  famine, 

*  This  {Jorm  muft  have  extended  to  a  vaft  diftance,  as  it  was  remarked, 
that  about  the  lame  time,  many  (hips  were  caft  away  in  the  Cattegat  and 
in  the  Baitick.  And  the  next  /pring  rnany  pieces  of  a  wreck  were  found 
OR  the  Goaft  of  Greenland,  as  alfo  feveral  ftone  weight  of  Ihep-'uet, 
wlfich  without  doubt  had  been  driven  thither  from  an  Iceland  ftiip  tha| 
was  caft  away. 

%  While  I  am  fpeaking  of  this  phasnomenoji  iu  the  air,  which  is  i^it 
ufq^il  in  Grecnlartd,  I  nftuft  take  notice  of  another  temp^it  v/lych  aiofe 
the  az^  of  September  17C7,  with  a  violent  fouth-wind  without  rain  or 
fnow;  it  lightened  to  fuch  a  degree  as  had  never  been  fcen  in  Greenland, 
inJ  but  feldom  in  Europe,  and  yet  not  the  leaft  rumbling  of  thunder  waj 
htard,  nor  was  anything  ftruck  by  the  lighten'ji^.  Some  ima^^ned  they 
felt  an  earthquake  too, 
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fcfounded  from  all  quarters.  Ours  fufFered  the  leaft, 
but  yet  were  obliged  to  make  a  very  poor  fhift  'vith  no- 
thing but  a  few  crow;-berries  left  ©n  the  ground  all  win- 
ter, and  fome  fmall  meager  Hfhes.  Our  brethren  them- 
felves  were  reduced  to  the  greateft  ftraits,  and  therefore 
had  it  not  in  their  power  to  impart  much  to  tl-.e  poor 
Greenlanders  in  th^ir  iodigent  condition.

But  riotwithftandlng  this,  the  vifits  for  propagating 
'  the  gofpel  fufFered  no  intermiffion,  though  they  feemed 
in  the  beginning  to  bring  forth  but  little  fruit.  Near 
the  fa£lory  the"  miffionary  found  the  Greenlanders  in- 
deed for  the  moft  part  very  defirous  to  hear;  and  when 
he  had  preached  in  one  houfe,  they  folic  A^ed  him  into 
another,  in  order  to  hear  more.  One  of  the  failors  de- 
clared, that  thefe  people  adled  much  more  like  chrift- 
ians,  than  the  Europeans,  fince  fome  of  them  joined 
together  every  evening  w'th  great  devotion  in  finging 
the  verfes  they  had  learnt.  Add  to  this,  that  many  of 
thefe  people  came  to  the  congregation  and  were  bapti- 
zed :  but  ftill  the  German  proverb : "  The  nearer  to 
•*  the  church,  the  later  within  it  3"  fuited  the  moAof 
them ;  while  quite  ftrange  heathens  fnatched  from  their 
mouths  the  grace,  which  they  might  have  every  day, 
and  for  that  reafon  treated  with  indifFerency.  The  ig- 
norant heathen  may  very  properly  be  compared  to  un- 
cultivated ground,  which  produces  nothing,  becaufe  no 
labour  has  been  beftowed  upon  it ;  but  as  foon  as  it  is 
broken  up  and  fowed,  in  a  little  time  brings  forth  much 
fruit:  whereas,  on  the  contrary,  they,  that  have  con- 
verfed  many  years  with  Europeans,  from  whom  they 
have  feen  and  heard  many  bad  things,  may  juftly  be 
likened  to  the  ground,  which  is  full  of  thorns  and  thif- 
tles,  that  choak  what  is  good,  and  are  not  fo  cafily  ex- 
terminated. Luh  viii.  14.  Neither  the  miflionary  nor 
the  Greenlanders  ever  went  to  the  faftory  without  find- 
ing people  eager  to  hear.  And  befides,  they  came  fre- 
quently to  Lichtenfels  to  attend  the  ietmon,  and  efpc- 
cially  at  the  time  of  a  baptifmal  z6k,  and  always  went 
away  with  moved  hearts.  And  yet  it  continued  a  long 
time,  before  the  feed  could  bring  forth  the  wifbed-for 
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fruit.  The  cafe  was  juft  as  a  heathen  woman  once 
(aid  :  *'  I  know  not  how  it  is  j  we  always  will  be  con- 
*'  verted,  and  yet  nothing  comes  out  of  it ;  for  wc  will, 
*'  and  yet  do  not  will  right,  and  prefer  other  things  be- 
"  fore  our  Saviour." 

However,  the  vifiting  of  the  Grcenlanders  on  the  eaft- 
fide  of  the  ifland  feemed  to  promife  more  fruit  j  and 
feme  were  often  coming  thence  to  vifit  here ;  and  anions^ 
the  reft,  it  happened  once,  that  three  women  came,  to 
whom  the  others  had  faid  they  fhould  go  and  hear  the 
word  of  God,  and  bring  them  fomething  of  it  back  with 
them.  **  I  taught  and  explained  to  them  (writes  the 
"  miilionary,)  that  old  verfe:  "  Give  us  thy  fhine,  O 
"  thou  precious  Light !— and  teach  us  to  know  JeOis 
"  Chrift  aright, — that  we  may  believe  in  that  faithful 
*'  Saviour, — who  to  our  real  home  brought  us  over.— 
**  Have  mercy.  Lord.'*  They  learnt  it  by  heart  and 
**  faid :  This  we  will  take  along  with  us." 

Heathens  were  likewife  conftantly  coming  from  other 
parts  to  vifit,  who  at  leaft  fhewed  that  they  liked  the 
gofpel.  A  man,  that  had  been  at  the  fermon,  came 
home  very  well  pleafed,  and  faid  to  his  wife :  It  vvas 
very  agreeable  to  hear  fuch  things;  and,  if  the  brethren 
lived  nearer  the  fca,  he  would  inftantly  move  to  them 
and  become  a  believer.  Another,  whofe  daughter  had 
lately  been  received  among  the  catechumens,  was  afked : 
What  he  thought,  when  he  heard  fuch  difcourfes  con- 
cerning our  Saviour?  He  faid  :  "  I  think  that  I  am  good 
"  for  nothing,  but  my  children  have  a  great  defire  to 
"  hear  fuch  things,  and  I  will  not  hinder  them,  and 
*'  perhaps  I  fliall  one  time  follow  them  hither,  for  In- 
**  deed  it  is  very  agreeable  being  here,  becaufe  the  peo- 
**  plfc  love  one  another  fo  much." 
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But  bare  hearing,  vifiting  and  promifing  was  not  a!l. 
The  year  of  releafe  for  the  heathen,  even  in  thcfe  parts, 
was  come ;  and  the  feed  that  for  fome  time  had  been 
fown  in  hope,  began  fweetly  to  fpring  up.  The  only 
family  that  came  laft  year,  became  recipients  of  holy 
baptifm  on  the  day  of  the  manifeftation  of  Chrift  to  the 
Gentiles,  Jan.  6.  There  was  fome  refemblance  between 
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this  family  and  that  of  Samuel  Kajunak  the  firft-fruits 
in  New-Herrnhuth  in  the  year  1739;  it  confifted  of 
father,  mother,  fon  and  daughter  j  they  likcwife  came 
from  the  fouth,  they  were  till  now  quite  ignorant,  and 
yet  got  the  iLirt  of  them  that  had  long  heard  the  word* 
Concerning  their  baptifm,  I  will  cite  the  miffionary's 
own  words :  *'  Very  ezrly  a  great  many  people  came 
out  of  the  neighbourhood.  In  the  firft  meeting  the 
fubjeft  of  the  feftival  was  treated  of,  viz.  concerning 
the  firft-fruits  of  the  heathen  feeking  and  finding 
**  him  that  was  newly  born  King  of  the  Jews,  worfhip- 
**  ping  him,  and  offering  unto  him  their  gifts.  It  waj 
**  not  in  our  power  to  make  him  fuch  pralents,  neither 
•*  does  he  want  or  defire  them.  We  offer  him  only, 
**  upon  his  word  and  call,  our  poor  corrupted  hearts, 
*'  which  he  muft  fit  up  for  his  dwelling  with  his  own 
*'  blood.  And  we  will  llkewife  this  day  prelent  unto 
**  him  the  firft-fruits,  which  his  Spirit  has  led  hither, 
*'  that  he  may  wafh  and  cleanfe  them,  and  make  thein 
"  to  his  praile  on  this  earth,  &c.  After  this  meeting  I 
''  once  more  fpoke  to  the  candidates,  who  were  full  of 
'*  fhamc  and  joy,  but  were  at  a  lofs  for  words  to  fpeak, 
*'  except  that  they  had  an  eariieft  defirc  after  the  blood 
**  of  Jcfus.  During  this,  every  one  both  great  and 
*'  fmall  affembled,  in  the  Greenlanders  houfe,  to  the 
**  baptifm.  The  audience  was  again  addrefled  j  next, 
*<  thefe  four  firft-fruits  gave  believing  anfwers  to  the 
**  queftions  propounded,  and  then  I  baptized  them,  and 
««  a  deep  fenfe  of  the  prefence  of  the  bleiled  Trinity  ac- 
**  companied  the  aft.  I  called  the  man  Kauvigak,  Jobni 
**  the  woman  Puktak,  Elizaheih\  the  fon  Annertuna, 
'*  Henry,  and  the  daughter  Teffiok,  Anna-'Joanna.  The 
«'  fifth  of  this  family  was  a  child  three  years  old,  for 
«'  whom  this  grace  is  referv^d,  till  it  attains  to  mort 
**  maturity  of  underftanding."  They  had  a  fon  born 
in  May,  who,  eleven  days  after  it  received  baptifm,  re- 
turned to  its  Creator,  with  whofe  remains  a  hill  was  de- 
dicated as  a  place  of  burial. 

At  Whitfuntide  was  likewife  a  fingle  woman  baptiz- 
ed* who  came  from  the  eaft-fide  of  the  ifland,  and  had 
lived  here  all  winter.  After  the  feftival-fermon  upon 
the  leff&n  of  the  ^iay^  A£li\\.  '\X  vvas  reprefented  in  the 
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baptlfmal  difcourfe,  by  the  example  of  Lydia,  how  the 
Lord  opened  the  heart  to  hear  the  gofpel  of  Jefus,  to 
receive  it,  nnd  be  baptized  in  the  faith.  Then  the  can- 
didate, purfuant  to  the  queltlons  afked  her,  delivered 
a  joyful  confeflion  of  her  faith,  and  after  that  received 
the  wafhing  of  regeneration,  attended  with  a  powerful 
demonftration  of  grace,  and  abundance  of  tears  (bed  by 
thofe  prefent.    She  vyas  called  /Ignts. 

A  Ihort  time  after,  a  fhip  arrived  and  brought  the 
brethren  the  pleafing  news,  that  next  year  they  fhould  b« 
furniftied  with  a  dwelling-houfe,  and  a  hall  for  preaching 
the  gofpd.  Thefe  joyful  tidings  confirmed  their  hopes, 
that  this  work  of  the  Lord,  begun  in  great  weaknefs, 
would  be  attended  with  i'uccels  and  profperity. 

But  not  long  after  they  received  the  painful  news, 
brought  by  the  Ihip  arrived  at  Good-Hope,  of  the  wor- 
thy Difciple  of  Jefus,-  and  Ordinary  of  the  proteltant 
church  of  the  Brethren,  being  called  to  his  cverlafting 
reft.  It  came  to  pafs  the  9th  of  May  this  year  at  Herrn- 
huth.  Ifhis  overwhelmed  them  in  no  fmall  forrow. 
They  were  fenfible,  that  the  Lord  had  not  only  made  a, 
bleffed  ufe  of  this  his  faithful  fervant  for  the  reftoration 
of  the'brethren's  church,  and  for  the  maintenance  and 
proiTmlgati«^r.  of  the  word  of  reconciliation  in  the  Chrif- 
tian  world,  but  ^Ifo  in  a  particular  manner  for  the  con- 
verfion  of  the  heathen;  vvhich  laft  was  a  matter  he  had 
been  cherilhing  in  his  heart  even  from  his  tender  years. 
They  knew,  that  he  had  furthered  and  fupported  the 
mifliom  with  his  prayers,  with  good  advice  and  aftual 
help,  with  all  his  worldly  pofleiTions,  nay  even  with  the 
hazard  of  his  life.  And  the  great  benefit  which  by  his 
inftru6lions  and  good  counfel  had  accrued  to  tho  labour- 
ers, both  in  general,  and  particularly  among  the  heai 
then,  and  the  lovingf  n^anner  in  which  He  both  bodily 
andfpiritu'ally  refrefhed  the  pilgrims  and  ftrangers  of  thi» 
world  in  his  houfe,  and  on  their  toilfome  pofts,  was  in- 
fcribed  too  deep  in  their  grateful  hearts,  ever  to  be  eraf- 
ed.  It  was  therefore  no  worwler,  that  this  unexpejSte^ 
news  drew  abundance  of  tears  from  their  eyes  both  here 
and  in  New-Herrnhuth,  and  awakeifed  a  variety  of  anxi- 
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ous  thoughts  within  them.  **But,"  as  it  is  noted  of  this 
occurrence,  "^^  this  connibrt  quickly  fprung  up  with 
un^ion  in  our  hearts :  The  Lord  does  ever  to  his 
flock— keep  without  reparation,— abides  their  (hield, 
defence  and  rock,— -their  peace  and  their  fulvation,  (iTc. 
This  peace  we  had  a  powerful  feeling  of,  notwith- 
fianding  all  our  pain  ;  and  our  dependance  is,  that 
he  who  was  dead,  but  is  alive  again,  and  lives  for 
evermore,  will  maintain  and  fuccefsfuUy  carry  on  this 
work  begun  in  his  name."  The  brethren  being  thus 
povTerfuUy  animated  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  this  afFe^ing 
news  was  an  incentive  to  them,  to  adhere  the  clofer  to 
the  only  Head  of  his  church,  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  to 
k)ok  to  his  hands  in  their  affairs,  and  to  carry  on  their 
work  with  that  unity  and  brotherly  love  enjoined  by  the 
teftament  of  Jefus,  John  xvii.  enforced  by  the  example 
of  the  difciple  leaning  on  Jefus's  bofom,  obferved  by 
the  late  Ordinary  throughout  his  whole  life,  and  even 
recommejided  with  his  laft  breath. 
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Their  fomewhat  drooping  fpirits  were  foon  after  raifed 
again  by  the  fudden  increafe  of  their  little  congregation. 
Two  fanwlies  who  were  relations  of  the  firftling  John, 
came  in  July  to  remain,  and,  as  they  faid,  to  be  con- 
verted. In  Auguft  came  five  own  brothers,  with  all 
that  belonged  to  them.  It  was  a  great  pleafure  to  fee 
iuch  a  flock  of  brown  iheep  enter  into  the  fold  at  once. 
Jn  a  word,  when  they  moved  into  the  winter-houfes, 
they  found  that  nine  families,  which,  with  them  that 
had  come  hither  fmgly,  amounted  to  fifty-five  fouls, 
were  added  to  the  little  flock.  And  now  they  wanted 
room  both  for  their  dwelling  and  meetings,  which  they 
were  obliged  to  hold  in  the  open  air,  while  the  weather 
permitted.  Therefore  the  Greenlanders  made  a  good 
addition  to  their  only  dwell ing-houfe  as  yet,  enlarging 
it  to  twenty-five  yards  in  length,  and  five  yards  in 
breadth.  The  fmgle  fifters  and  the  widows,  built  each 
of  them  a  houfe  for  themfelves.  Fourteen  whole  fami- 
lies, befides  fome  fingle  perfons,  in  all  feventy-four 
fouls,  moved  into  the  great  family-houfe  ;  in  which  the 
public  meetings  were  alfo  held.     The  miiO&onary  at  their 
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entrance,  delivered  a  difcourfc  upon  the  word  of  the 
day :  Can  two  walk  together j  except  they  be  agreed  ?  Amos 
jii.  3.  "  I  have  to  God's  pure  heart  and  mind,  my  heart 
"  and  mind  furrcnder'd."  It  may  undoubtedly  be  look- 
ed upon  as  matter  of  wonder,  how  it  is  poflible  for  fo 
many  perfons  to  dwell  together,  not  in  different  apart- 
ments of  fome  great  houfe,  but  in  a  fmall  confined 
room,  with  all  their  houihold-ftufF,  not  only  without 
ilrife  and  variance,  (which  alfo  the  favage  Greenlanders 
do,  though  not  with  fuch  a  great  number,)  but  in  real 
peace  and  unity.  But  we  need  only  confult  i  Cor,  xiii. 
to  fee  what  love  can  do,  when  (bed  abroad  in  the  heart 
l)y  the  Holy  Ghoft ;  which,  I'ke  faith,  does  not  confift 
in  many  learned,  or  invented  words,  but  in  deed  and 

in  truth.  v;;;i^'.:  .    iv  '      <>/     4:./ 
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But  neverthelefs  it  muft  be  owned,  that  joy  and 
grief  interchangeably  took  place,  with  regard  to  this 
little  flock  out  of  the  heathen,  as  many  unbaptized 
and  ignorant  were  flill  among  them.  Sometimes  afflic- 
tive circumflances  occurred,  which  excited  the  brethren 
to  be  watchful,  to  exercife  faith  and  patience,  and  yet 
to  l^e  always  thankful  for  the  vi6tory  granted  them. 
Once  there  is  this  note :  "  We  had  a  very  agreeable  con- 
**  verfation  concerning  the  winter -regulation  among 
"  our  people.  The  helpers  related  many  plcafing  things 
**  of  the  new  inhabitants,  and  their  defire  to  be  ac- 
"  quainted  witii  our  Saviour.  But  a  couple  of  feducing 
f'  boys  gave  us  great  concern,  as  no  difcipline  is  pra£^i- 
*'  cable  with  them,  while  their  parents  hearts  are  flill 
**  deilitute  of  grace,  and  they  are  ignorant  of  the  im- 
**  portancf*  of  a  proper  management  of  children.  In 
*'  the  evening  I  earneilly  admonifhed  the  parents  to  take 
'^  better  care  of  their  children,  and  cut  off  all  occaiion 
*'  from  them  to  bad  things.  This  caufed  many  pa- 
*'  rents  to  come  and  aik  advice  about  the  education  of 
"  their  children." 

On  the  other  hand,  they  had  many  inf):ances  of  the 
baptized  children,  which  were  matter  of  great  joy  to 
them.  Two  fmall  children  excited  an  uncommon  emo- 
tion in  the  whole  houfe,  efpecially  among  the  new  peo- 
ple and  their  raw  children,  by  their  iinging.    A  little 
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pr\  once  fald  :  **  To  be  fure,  our  Saviour  muftbc  very 
•*  amiable."  And  a  grown  perfon  aflcing ;  Why  fo  ? 
(he  replied :  "  1  alvvnys  have  luch  a  lovely  feclinn'  in 
•*  my  heart,  when  I  hc^r  his  blood  fung  or  fpokrn  ot." 
Spcakin<;  of  her  mother,  who  was  fallen  into  a  difcon^ 
tented  ifate,  fhc  faid  :  *'  My  mother  is  fick,  het-  heart 
**  pains  her.*' 

'/'his  pirfon,  viz.  the  mother,  was  an  inftance,  how 
cjifily  a  foul,  that  does  not  Watch  over  itfelf,  may  lofe 
its  heart,  how  an  infincere  mind  difcovcrs  itfelf  even  in 
ration.;  cftccmcd  the  moft  (l»ipid,  and  how  the  Spirit  of 
God  cft.n  makes  ufc  of  little  incidental  occafions,  lo 
bring  ii  foul  to  recolleftion  v/hen  it  has  flipped  av^'ay 
from  undtr  his  tutelage.  Being  infligated  by  malice  -and 
envy,  fhc  was  continually  fmding  fliult  with  others,  and 
at  length  abfentcd  herfelf  from  the  meetings.  And 
■whei^  fhe  was  fpoke  to  on  this  head,  (he  anfwcred  with 
a  dift'crabled  faicaftical  humility,  *'  I  am  indeed  too  un- 
*'  worthy  of  it."  Moreover  fhe  endeavoured  to  inflame 
others ;  but  an  unbaptiztd  woman  gave  her  this  anfwcr: 
**  While  thou  wert  happy  and  cafy  in  thy  own  mind, 
**  thou  fpokeft  quite  a  different  language  concerning 
**  the  believers  j  either  thy  former  or  thy  prcfent  fpecch- 
*'  cs  arc  not  true  ;  for  my  part  I  will  not  believe  thee  In 
**  any  thing  for  the  future."  She  then  went  with  ano- 
ther whom  fhc  had  made  her  partifan,  to  their  heathen 
neighbours.  They  immediately  .cvjuefted  her  to  fay 
fomewhat  to  them  of  our  Saviour ;  but  (he  perceiving 
that  her  heart  was  in  a  manner  (hut  up,  grew  unealy 
there,  and  went  with  her  little  daughter  to  a  company 
of  favagcs,  who  were  at  a  merriment.  The  child  fell  a 
crying  ;.t  it,  and  begged  her  mother  to  carry  her  again 
to  the  believers.  By  this  means  (he  was  brought  to  her- 
felf, went  home,  and  firft  confefled  her  falfenefs  to  the 
Greenlanders  flie  had  oftended,  and  then  to  the  miffion- 
ary,  begged  pardon  with  many  tears,  and  was  again  ad- 
mitted into  the  communion  of  the  faithful,      '^'  '  >  •

Some  cf  the  new  people,  who  gave  indications  of  ^ 
true  dcfire  after  our  Saviour,  were  foon  taken  into  a 
clofer  preparation  j  and  a  catechifation  was  fet  on  foot 

with 
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with  as  many  of  them  as  could  be  got  together,  at  which 
the  ar«lem  dcfire  of  their  hearts  dilciofed  itfelf  in  a  very 
fweet  manner.  Thus  I  find  it  fuid  :  "  The  meeting  of 
"  the  catechumens  was  holdcn  upon  the  fccond  article 
•'  (vf  tlvc  apollles  creed.  It  is  a  joy  to  fee  with  what 
**  appetite  thcfe  dear  (hecp  feed  upon  the  tcftimony  of 
*'  Jcfus.  Another  time  the  putting  off  the  old  man, 
**  and  putting  on  Chrift  with  his  bloody  rlghteoufnefs, 
"  was  the  fubje(Sl.  A  Greenland-helper  from  New- 
"  Hcrrnhuth,  who  was  come  on  a  vilit,  was  prcfenl^ 
"  and  told  them,  how  he  had  been,  while  under  prepa- 
**  ration  for  baptifm.  They  were  very  attentive  and 
*'  full  of  defire.  The  queftion :  "  Doft  thou  know, 
*'  that  thou  art  quite  fpoiled  and  ruined  by  iin  ?  Who 
"  can  fet  thee  free  from  it  ? "  they  anfwcrcd  more  with 
"  tears  than  words." 

At  length  the  third  baptifmal-a£l  of  this  year  was 
performed  Nov.  23.  "  The  text  preached  upon  was : 
*.'  My  fori,  give  tne  thy  heart,  and  let  thine  eyes  obferve  my 
^^  ways.  Prov.  xxiii.  26.  in  conjun(Slion  with  the  words: 
"  /  wiB  take  away  the  Jlcny  heart  out  of  your  fiejh^  and  I  icill 
"  give  you  an  heart  of  fiejh.  Ezck.  xxxvi.  26.  Our  dcai" 
*V  Lord  was  fenfibly  amongft  us,  and  the  abundant  tears 
"  of  the  eight  baptized  bore  witnefs  of  the  fenfibility  of 
**  their  hearts.  Then  five  were  added  to  the  candidates. 
**  This  baptifm  flirred  up  a  great  longing  in  many  fouls 
"  Xft  partake  of  the  fame  bleffing." 

Afterwards  two  infants  were  baptized,  and  thus  the 
congregation  was  augmented  this  year  with  llxteen  fouls. 
At  the  clofe  of  this  month  it  is  obferved  :  *'  Our  dear 
•*  Lord  has  owned  us  in  all  our  meetings  throughout 
♦*  this  month,  efpecially  at  the  reception  and  baptifm, 
**  and  at  the  catechifations  both  of  the  candidates  for 
"  baptifm  and  the  Lord's-fupper.  A  particular  grace 
♦'  was  evident  at  the  reading  of  the  epiftles  of  the  apo- 
"  ftles.  And  it  is  very  agreeable  to  the  new  people  io 
"  get  a  notion  of  the  written  word  of  tru'.h  ;  and  though 
*'  the  houfe  is  full  of  people  and  rude  children,  yet  eve- 
"  ry  thing  is  done  v*rith  as  much  order  and  filence  as 
**  if  it  were  a  church,     ;  ^  ?

In  Nnv-Htrrf^h  and  the  parts  adjacent,  there  was* 
Iftit  little  opportunity  this  time  for  fpreading  the  gefpel' 
father.  The  inhabita:nts  were  all,  except  four  families, 
fled  from  Kangek  and  KookoBrnen,  being  frighted  away 
hy  the  laft  year's  rumour  *.  And  for  3ic  fame  reafon 
no  fouthlanders  pafTed  upwards;  but  fome,  inpaffing 
from  the  north,  called  there ;  one  family  of  whom,  be- 
fides  feveral  fingle  perfons,  were  powerfully  moved^  and 
flayed  in  the  place.  The  merchant  alfo  at  his  return 
from  Kellingeit,  where  he  had  been  about  bufincfs, 
brought  two  widows,  and  four  children,  along  with  him, 
who  intreated  him  to  take  them  to  their  brothers  and 
fifters  in  New- Herrrihuth.  They  both  had  been  the 
wives  of  one  man,  who^  with  his  eldeft  fon^  were  loft 
in  their  kajaks. 

Thus  the  increafe  of  the  inhabitants  was  very  fmall  j 
but  out  of  thofe  that  were  there  before,  twenty*five  fouls, 
among  whom  were  eleven  children  j  were  added  to  the 
congregation  by  baptifm.       .;y ,  \     .  .,,...,

But  To  much  the  more  rejoicing  was  the  inward  growth 
of  the  congregation.  And  notwithftanding  the  difficulty 
<^  managing  this  people,  but  little  occurred^  to  opprefs 
and  grieve  their  teachers.  Yet  this  is  the  leaft  thing. 
The  chief  matter  they  have  an  eye  to  in  the  cure  of 
fouls,  and  confider  as  an  adequate  reward  for  all  their 
ptfins  and  trouble,  is,  to  combine  properly  the  living 
knowledge  of  the  crucified  Jefus  and  his  merits,  and  a 
contrite  (enfe  of  the  mifery  of  man,  which  laft  is  to  no  real 
purpofe,  except  it  fprings  from  the  former;  and  yet  with- 
out it  the  former  never  attains  to  any  ftabilky.  Of  this  they 
are  more  and  more  aware  in  their  Greenlanders^ 

Among  all  the  folemn  feafcms,  paifion-week  and  the 
feaft  of  Eafter  were  remarkably  diftinguilhed.  In  the 
foft  helpers-meeting  after  Eafter,  an  account  was  given 
of  the  powerful  eff^d  which  the  narrative  of  our  Lord's' 
Paffion  had  left  upon  the  hearts  of  the  brethren  and  fif- 
ters, and  of  their  fpeaking  together  with  fatisfailion,  of

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what  they  had  heard  and  felt  the  foregoing  week.  It  is 
ftid'  further ;  "  In  the  meetings  of  this  day  a  very  blefle4 
*♦  fenfation  prevailed^  at  the  confideration  of  the  laft: 
«  words  and  a6b  of  our  Saviour,  We  had,  in  a  parti- 
**  cular  manner,  caufe  to  rejoice  in  the  communicants, 
**  finding  all  their  hearts  tender  and  of  good  cheer.  It 
"  is,  as  if' each  had  moved,  in  the  Paflion-time,  a  good 
**  degree  nearer  to  our  Saviour,  and  was  grown  better 
"  acquainted  with  him.  And  the  ardent  defire  of  all 
**■  after  the  holy  facrament  was  gratified,  a  widow  only, 
"  excepted,  who  had  herfelf  no  freedom  to  partake." 
And  in  November  it  is  faid  :  "  It  was  afrefh  obferved, 
"  that  fuch  as  can  read,  of  whom  are  now  a  good  num- 
"  btr,  are  bi;fy  in  reading  the  harmony  of  the  four 
"'  evarigelifts,  and  often  come  to  enquire  the  true  fenfe. 
**  To-day  we  had  an  afFe£ting  converfation  with  one  of 
**  them  concerning  the  article  of  the  bloody  fweat,  and 
"  the  inftitution  of  the  Lord's  fupper.'*  '        ''<"    ' 

It  is  once  faid  of  one  Greenlander :  "  He  made  a  ITn- 
"  cere  and  finnerlike  confeffion  of  his  vilenefs,  and  faid : 
"  That  his  h'eart  cannot  be  fajisfied,  whenever  he  has 
'*'done  amifs,  and  is  not  upright.  It  is  the  greatefi: 
"'  grace  to  him,  that,  amidft  all  his  poverty  and  unwor- 
**'  thinef^,  our  Saviour  ftill  continually  keeps  him  happy 
•*  and  chearful."  Of  another  it  is  faid:  "He  came 
"  with  his  wife  prefently  after  the'  facrament,  and  la- 
"  mented  with  tears,  that  they  had  both  forfeited  th« 
"facrament  for  their  accidentally  falling  into  variance 
"  with  each  other  juft  before;  on  which  account  their 
"  hearts  forbad  them  to  draw  near."  ,    ^       , 

Our  own  poverty,  and  the  all-fufficient  riches  of  the 
merits  and  wounds  of  Jefus,  were  alfo  the  chief  fubjefts 
of  the  difcourfes  of  the  Greenland  -  helpers  to  their  be- 
lieving and  unbelieving  country-men ;  of  which  I  Vs  ill 
again  gather  a  few  fragments. 

On  Jkn.  19,  w^;  kept  the  morning-meeting,  and  put, 
his  brethren  in  mind,  with  a  thankful  heart,  of  the  fend- 
ing the  firfl  heathen- meffengers  to  Greenland.     He  firfl 
fet  before  them  his  own  flate  of  ignorance,   while  he , 
knew  nothing  of  our  Saviour,  and  faid  at  lafl :  "  Ah ! 

"  if 
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«*  if  our  Saviour  had  nojt  fent  our  teachers  to  us>  who 
have  made  known  unto  us  the  paffion  of  Jefus,  what 
would  have  become  of  1x9  !  ^But  now  we  can  enjoy  his 
grace,  and  be  aj»  happy  as  we  will.. .  Qur  Saviour  has 
not  called  us  hither  to  no  purpdrej;  he  will  be  hear  us 
•*  and  make  us  happy.  "3ut  we  have  nothing,  that  is 
•«  capable  of  giving  us  any  fatisfa^ionj  except  his  pre- 
**  fenting  himfelf  before  'our  Tiearts.  i|i  his  dying  form. 
*'  His  blood  mak^s  us  t»ue  children  of.'Gdd."  Therefore 
**  let  it  be  our  only  concern,  to  experience  "his  blood  in 
•*  our  hearts.  We  cannot  defurc  ^r  wifli  for  any  thing 
«  greater."  _   ,  ^,    ..      ■...^^. 

Another  time  he  fald :  **  As  £^i  was  formed  out  of 
*'  AdanC^  fide,  fo  believers  ire  born  out  of  the  fide  (rf 
*<  Jefus,  flefti  of  his  flefh,  ajid  bone  of  his  hone.  Al- 
*'  though  we  are  vile,  corrupted  and  miferablc  raeni  yet 
•'  our  Saviour  took  upon  himfelf  our  flefh  and  blood, 
•*  and  will  now  make  us  one  fpirit  with  him." 

Again  at  another  time  he  begun  thus :  *'  Dear  bre- 
*'  thren,  ye  know,  that  our  Saviour  endured  great  pains 
for  our  fakes,  and  that  his  fweat  was,  as  it  were, 
great  drops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground.  A 
**  woman,  when  flie  Is  in  travail,  hath  forrow  j  but  it 
is  certainly  not  to  be  compared  with  that,  which  our 
Saviour  endured  for  us.  Now  if  he  lived  in  all  our 
hearts,  what  a  happy  life  fliould  welead !  And  It  is  our 
*'  fault  alone,  that  we  have  fuch  a  fmall  experieticeof  it. 
**  Our  Saviour  would  gladly  have  us  thoroi^ghly  happy 
every  day;  for  this  end  did  he  fufFer,  and,  for  this 
end  does  he  grant  us  to  partake  of  his  body  and 
*«  blood,'*    &c.^    .  .^.■.^, _,..,. v^  iv  \  .^H   jsi   tM""'^ 

C.  at  the  beginning  declared  what  he  had  felt  the  late 
p^flion-vveek  from  the  account  of  Jefus*s  fuiFerings,  and 
then,  among  other  things,  laid :  "  That  he  often  ex- 
*'  amines  the  fituation  of  hi^  own  hearty  whether  it  ,be 
**  cold  r.nd  dry,  and  if  he  is  aware  of  fuch  a  tl^jng,  he 
**  inftantly  b,etakes  himfelf,  as  a  poor  n^edy  finner,  ,to 
**  our  Saviour  and  "his  wouhds,  and  he  is  prefen^ly 
•'  relieved.  And,  if  the  brethren  and  fifters  were,  tp  do 
**  this  often,  they  ..would  be  conftantly  hap^y  and  chear- 
•*  ful.  For  our  heart,  he  faid,  is.  like  d^v  gro^md,  if 
*•  our  Saviour  dgcs  not  rain  upon  it  with  his  blood. 
-  - ■■     ,  *"'■■■        Ye 
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«<  Ye  kncJw  alfo,  how  the  gnats  do,  in  hot  weathei'. 
•«  Indeed  we  <!o  not  fuiFer  them  upon  us,  but  beit 
**  them  away!  but  our  Saviour  is  quite  differently 
"  difpofed  towards  us.  It  is  a  pleafurc  to  him  to  fee  us 
•«  cleave  fiift  unto  his  wounds,  and  fatisfy  our  defire 
«*  with  hrs  blood.** 

Anbthcr  compared  the  heart  to  a  lamp,  which  muff: 
bavc  a  fufliciency  of  oil,  in  order  to  burn  and  give  fight 
and  warhith  tothe  houfe.  Neither  could  we  give  forth 
any  other  light  and  warmth,  but  what  we  derive  from 
the  blobd  or  the  Lamb. 

I.  faid  :  "  My  poverty  permits  me  to  fay  no  more 
**  than  this :  The  death  of  our  Saviour  and  his  whole 
"  paflion  is  thedeareft  fubje£b  to  me;  which  I  like  to 
"  fpeak  of  to  you.  But  even  this  I  am  not  able  to  do, 
**  if  the  Holy  Spirit  does  not  make  it  clear  in  my  heart, 
^*  and  furniln  me  with  words  for  it.'*  Uporr  this,  We 
fpolce  of  the  great  happinefs  we  enjoy  in  the  bloody 
wounds  of  the  dear  Lafnb,  and  that  we  may  come  fo 
him,  ji|ft  as  we  are. 

D.  naturally  a  very  unpolifhed  and  rough  man,  fpoke 
with  a  tisnder  heart,  his  tears  flowing  down  his  cheeks 
at  the  fante  time ;  ^xid  many  of  the  hearers  mingling  theirs 
with  kits.  He  faid,  with  other  things :  '*  That,  not- 
"  withftanding  all  h?s  poverty  and  indigence,  he  was 
"  put  ereatly  to  the  blui!h  by  the  frequent  nearnefs  of 
"  oar  Sear  Saviour,  and  preferved  thereby  in  a  blefled 
'**  pftace.  And  iince  he  loves  us  fo  very  much,  vile 
**  and  wretched  «s  we  are,  let  uis  truly  love  him 
♦«  again.** 

B.  faid  in  the  firft  morning-meeting  committed  to 
Mm,  **  that  Our  Saviour  had  a  tedious  work  with  him, 
**  befbrt  he  could  bring  him  to  the  enjoyment  of  hri 
*^  blood  and  death,  and  yet  witho/ut  thefe  it  is  ndt 
**  f  offiHe  to  attain  filvation  and  have  true  life.  But  if 
"  W6  every  day*  fed  on  his  flefli  and  blocni,  our  hearlS^ 
**  would  foe  warm,  would  get  fap  and  Virtue,  and  remain 
"  Iri  an  iinmo^ed  blefled  courfe."**::  .:  :  „i.     : 

Anothtir  timir  he  fpoke  of  the  unutterable  \o\rt  and 

mercy  of  our  Saviour  towards  all  the  poor  ajid  miferablfe, 

whom  he  fees  coming  to  his  wounds,    in  order  to  find 

relief.     "  The  Holy  Qhoft  is  at  fuch  a  time  very  bufy.

*'  as  it  never  enters  into  a  man's  mind  of  himfelf,  to

«  thought  of  himfelf'" 

: ;  D.  fpoke  **  of  thc^rcat  grace  it  is  for  ^  man  to  enter- 
**  taiii  a  fenfe  of  his  own  vilejiefs.  He  only  ought  to  go 
'*  diredly  with  it  to  our  Sayiour,  who  accepts  of  us 
**  with  heartinefs,  and  lets  us  quickly  feel  his  heart  full 
**  of  love,  {landing- open  for  all  wretched  and  troubled 
"  finners." 

Another  time  he  fpoke  in  an  uncommonly  folid  man- 
ner '*  of  the  impoffibility  of  a  man's  being  chearful  and 
*'  ferene,  as  long  as  he  continues  to  entertain  finful 
•'  thoughts,  .  though    they   may    not   iffue    in   finful 

,  **  a<Slion§.  But  if*  as  foon  as  he  is  aware  of  any  fuch 
**  thing*  he  has  immediate  recourfd  to  our  Saviour,  and 
.'*  is  afhamed  and  grieved  for  whatfoever.  is  not  conform- 
**  able  to  his  mind,  he  then  walhes  all  away  with  his 

,**  blood,  and  the  ferenity  of  his  heart  is  quickly 
"reftored."  ^v  ^a.^.  i/-* 

f'  M.  chiefly  fpoke  of  his  own  heart,  and  thankied  our 
Saviour  for  bringing  him  to  his  people,  and  to  the 
knowledge  of  his  death  and  blood,  on  which  he  often 
refle'Sled  with  much  fatisfaftion,  efpecially  wheij  he  WiU 
alone,   or  on  the  water  in  his  kaiak-  ^:     *f    ;  . 

'*A  Another  time,  after  our  Saviour  had  wonderfully 
ddivered  him  out  of  the  water,  when  a  leal  hadov^rfet 
him,  and  he  at  other  times  being  fcldom  able  alone  t» 
.Iccp^'er  l^imfelf,  he  faid  the  day  after  in  tHe  morning- 
meeting;:  ""That  he  was  very  well,  and  much  com- 
,**•  foi'tcd  in  his  heart  at  the  remembrance  of  our  Sa- 
,*'  viour's  having  purchafed  him  with  his  blood  and  death, 
"and  made  him  his  property.  He  thanked  him  alfo 
^  Jieartily  for  his  deliverance  out  of  tl^e  water." 
'^*  L.  faid  among  other  things  :  **  We  know  well,  what 
,"  pain  it  gives,  when  a  perfon  under  our  authority, 
^^  is  not  obedient,  By  this  we  may  conceive,  what 
'*  pain  it  muft  give  our  Saviour,  when  we  will  not  be 
.**  obedient  to  him,  though  he  means  fo  well  vJth 
O  !  how  happy  would  it  be  for  us,  if  vve  alvyays 
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attended  to  the  voice  9f  the  Holy  Spirit,    whofe  de- 
Jjgljt.i^  is  to  gu^de  lis  to  our  S:)Viour,^  in  whofe  wounds 
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<*  we  may  befo  happy.  For  of  ourfelves  we  cannot 
"  enter  into  true  qommunion  with  him  ;  it  is  the  Holy 
«  Spirit  who  muft  lead  us  into  itj  and  he  does  it  with 
**  plcafufe.''

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Again:  he  faid  "  that  a'poorlTnner  may  expe£t  all 
**  grace  froni  our  Saviour  j  but  whofocver  does  not 
*'  know  himfelf  to  be  a  finner,  cannot  have,  nor  epjoy 
"  his  ihare  in^our  Saviour  and  his  wounds.'* 

Upon  this  foundation  of  the  ll-prevaillng  merits  of 
Jcfus,  twelve  fouls  this  year  departed  this  life  in  faich, 
as  poor  finners  indeed,  but  fmners  endowed  with  grace. 
Of  whom  the  following  are  worthy  of  notice.   ,^,  ^\,-  .^ 

I.)  Martin,  a  youth,  came  to  us  from  the  bay  In  the 


year  1747, 


with  the  late  Barzillai.     Our  Saviour  foon 


knocked  at  the  door  of  his  heart,  and  manifefted  to  him, 
ihat  life  and  fjdvation  was  attainable  only  in  his  blood. 
The  next  year  he  w?,s  baptized.  He  retained  a  lading 
inrpreflion  of  this  grace,  as  he  teftified,  a  little  before  his^ 
end,  with  tears.  "  Ah,  faid  he,  what  kindnefs  has 
**  our  Saviour  fhewn  me,  in  bringing  me  to  his  people, 
"  and  wafhing  me  with  his  blood  !'!  am  greatly  afham- 
ed,  that  I  have,  fmce  then,  grieved  him  ih  often, 
and  thereby  made  my  heart  as  heavy,  as  if  it  had 
been  cruftxed  between  two  great  ftones.  Which  arofe 
from  hence,  that  I  had  not  kept  what  I  promifed  him 
at  baptifm.  Ah,  how  am  I  afhamed  !"  (which  words 
he  often  repeated  with  many,  tears)  "  but  our  Saviour 
"  never  failed  to  put  me  in  mind,  how  much  he  loved  me. 
'*  And  now  I  rejoice,  that  I  fhall  foon  go  to  him.**  Sec. 

2.)  Ellflia,  a  youth,  came  idther  in  the  year  1751, 
was  baptized  the  next  year,  and  got  a  lightfome  and 
chearful  heart;  he  learned  alfo  to  read  and  v/rite 
prettily,  but  had  a,  weakly  tabernacle,  and  befides  got 
ah-rt  in  his  leg,  ..which  obliged  him  to  walk  with  a 
ftick.  Halving  once  overfet,  and  taken  in  a  good  deal 
of  fea-water,  he  afterwards  grew  weaker  and  weaker, 
fell  into  a  confumption,  and  frequently  fpit  blood.  He 
was  at  the  fame  time  very  rcfigned,  and  got  a  more 
folid  knowledge  of  his  own  corruption,  but  had  a 
childlike  boiieft  hcW:,    which  made  every  thing  work

for  his  good.  And  his  taking  an  oc^s^ion,  in  an  open 
and  folid  manner,  to  fpealc  fi^Uy  with  his  labourer 
concerning  all  the  circuin|l^nc^  of  his  body  and  foul, 
proved  in  a  peculiar  marvaeir,  an  abiding  bl^fS.ig  to 
him.  In  hisficknefs  hr  declared,  with  a  ferene  coun- 
tenance, his  great  deftre  to  be  with  his^iour;  which 
happinefs  a  fudden  viplen;  fpittjfi^  ^  M994  Wfled  to

3.)  Clemens, 


a  married-ntan,  had  for  many  years 
a  call  in  his  heart  to  be  converted,  and  whenever  he 
came  to  viHt,  was  deeply  affedled,  but  he  withftood  it, 
as  long  as  he  could,  till  our  Saviour  ^bout  a  year  ago 
proved  too  ftrong  for  him.  He  then  came,  as  a  widower, 
with  his  family,  and  oar  Saviour  granted  him  dhe  favour 
this  fpring,  to  be  waihed  in  the  laver  of  ^oly  baptifm. 
Not  long  after,  he  married  the  feeond  tlnne,  and  on  this 
occafion  it  was  clearly  vifible  what  our  Saviour  had 
done  for  his  foul.  He  was  a  joy  to,  us,  and  fpent  his 
ihort  time  in  the  married-ftate  in  a  very  hs4)py  manner. 
One  morning  he  went  cut  in  hdn  l^aiak  very  early,  and 
in  (Iriking  a  feal  not  far  from  land,  he  pyerfet.  He 
recovered  himlelf  again,  and  hi»  wife,  who  beheld  it, 
c:.Iled  fome-body  to  go  to  his  ailiftsuice.  But  before 
the  perfon  could  get  at  him,  he  was  pyerfet  again,  had 
crept  out  of  his  kaiak,  ai\d  probably  funjc,  as  his  body 
could  not  be  found.  He  was  otherwife  very,  dextrous  in 
recovering  himfelf,  and  had  often  oveifet.  But  at

4.)  Aaron,  a  married  man,  came  mtlier  in  the 
year  1755,  from  the  north.  He  was  the  laft  of  our 
dear  Daniel's  relations^  to  whom  he  had  preached  the 
gofpel.  Th»>  perfon  had  kept  back  pretty  long,  but 
It  was,  as  if  the  whole  family  was  in  a  particular  manner 
chofen  by  our  Saviour.  Our  late  brother,  being  of  a 
rough,  ftubbornj  unbroken  difpofition,  went  on  excef- 
five  heavily  in  the  beginning.  But  our  Saviour  wrought 
fo  powerfully  upon  him,  that  he  may  be  alledged  as  a 
Jiving  example  of  the  truth  of  that  werfe  :**  Yes,  the 
*'  majeftic  rays,^ — which  each  nail-print  difplays,— 
'*  can  even  melt  a  ftone."  Holy  baptifm  vinbly  de- 
monftratedJts  power  upon  hiok.    And  wh9;>ever  after 
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that,  anjr  untowardnefs  occurred,  he  w&s  prefc'iuly 
dejd^ed  in  his  mind,  and  could  not  be  eafy  till  it  was' 
forgiven  him.  Afcer  partaking  of  the  holy  communion, 
he  became  «quite  another  man,  fmnerlike,  tender  and' 
fenfible.  And  withal  he  had  a  good  underftandingV 
a  ferious  turn  of  mind,  and  maintained  a  very  orderly 
cccoiiomy  vrith  his  wife  and  children.  Atthefalmbn- 
fifhery  he  was  taken  with  a  pleurify,  defired  to'  b<^ 
brought  hither,  and,  whiic  On  the  way,  was  very  brilk,' 
and  Tpoke  very  heartily  with  his  people  of  our  Saviouf 
^iid  his  love  and  attachment  to  him.  At  laft  he  faid  : 
"  I  believe,  Ilhall  now  go  to  him  i"  begged  his  wife 
and  relations  not  to  grieve  too  much  for  him,  which  is 
very  unbecomiriff  baptized  perfons,  who  •  have  a  5a« 
viour.  And  Juft  when  they  were  about  to  land,  his 
foul  took  its  fUght. 

5.)  Elcazar,  a  fingle  brother,  came  hither  a  boy  fix 
years  old  with  his  mother  and  relations,  in  the  year  1743. 
Jt  was  foon  perceived,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  was  bufy 
in  his  htart,  preparing  him  for  eternal  life.  In  hijj 
thirteenth  year  he  was  baptized,  and  from  that  time 
went  on  in  a  bleifed  coqrfe  of  grace.  In  the  year  17539 
he  was  made  partaker  of  the  btelled  fupper  of  the  Lord, 
which  was  a  n^eans  of  rendering  his  heart  ftill  more 
lively  and  feeling.  And  withal  he  was  finnerlike  and 
little,  got  more  and  more  acquainted  with  his  neceifitous 
flate,  and  wiflied  earncftjy  to  enter  into  a  ftill'  clofer 
convei'fe  vrith  our  Saviour.  He  was  loved  aqd  refpecSted 
I)y  every  one  of  his  choir^aflbciates,  in  whofc  houfe  he- 
was  one  of  the  overfeers,'  and  it  was  a  pleafure  to  theni 
to  converfe  with'  him  of  their  hearts.  A  confumption 
rendered  him  unfit  for  outward  labour,  which  Ibmetimeji 
troubled  hini';  but  he  v«^s  patient,  a-nd  reftgned  to  the 
will  of  our  Saviour.  The  nei»,er  hia  end  approached, 
the  more  chcafFur  he  Was,  and  it  was  always  a  joy  and 
refrefhment  to  vffit  him.  Four  years  ago  he  wrote  the 
following  letter : 

**  Though  I  am  Very  poor,  yet  does  not  our  Saviour 
"  flight  me.  "  But  I  am  greatly  afhamcd,  that  I  ftiii 
"  have  fo  little  feeling  in  my  heart.  1  fliould  be  glad  to 
"  be  -juite  near  our  Saviqur  early  and  bie,  being  made 
one  with  him  by  hiaboly  and  blood.    $ut  my  cafe 
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is  ftill  very  indifferent,  though  I  am  fenfible  of  nothing; 
that  interpoi'es  becwixt  me    aod  him^     When  bad 
thoughts  come  into  qiy  mind,  1  am  prefcntly  difpofcd 
to  remember  the  bitter  fufferings  and  death  of  our 
Saviour.     Thus  all  that  is  bad  vaniihes,"  &c. .  ,  ,.,.  , 
Out  of  a  letter  two  years  ago. 
**  Though  my  defetb  are  exceeding  many,  yet  ho  is 
near  to  mc.    Whpn  I  am  alone,  he  is  my  companion, 
**  with  whom  I  convcrfc.    He  has  alfo  preltrved  me  this 
«  year  in  my  (ingle  ftatc  from  every  bad  thing,"  &c. 
This  year  h(C  wrote : 

*'  I  am  a  poor  Anner,   and  rejoice  that  I  have  a 
Saviour ;  or  elfe  I  could  not  mbfift.     I  will  alfo  as 
a  poor  wretch  conftantly  cleave  to  him,   and  con- 
tinually remember  him,   that  I  may  be  ftrengthned 
and  prepared  by  him,  fuppofing  I  mould  foon  go  to 
the  church  above.     My  tabernacle  is  very  weak,  and 
it  is,  poffibly,  the  laft  time  tnac  i  ihall  write  to  you. 
I  {hall,  very  likely,   fee  you  no  more,    but  our  Sa- 
viour knows  you,  and  knows  me  too,    and  has  made 
us  one  by  his  death  and  blood.     To  him  will  I  cleave, 
till  I  go  to  him."  . 
6.)  Nicodemus,   a  imfi   between  fixty  and  feventy 
years  of  age.     His  eldeft  fon,   who  left  hiim  in  the  year 
1752,  to  live  with  the  believers,    was  the  occafion  of 
his  coming  after  with  his  family  j  and  in  the  year  1754 
he  was  baptized.      Laft  fUmmer  he   fell  fidt  of  the 
dropfy.    He  was  foon  convinced  that  this  would  be  an 
occafion  of  tranflating  him  to  our  Saviour;  and  the 
more  his  weaknefs  of  Dody  increafed,   the  greater  was 
his  defire,  which,  whenever  he  was  vifited,  he  exprefled 
with  particular  heartinefs.     "  I  fet  my  Saviour,  faid  he, 
*«  continuaUy  before  my  heart  and  eyes,   my  confi«Jence 
**  is  only  in  him.     The  time  here  lafts  'too  long.    I 
**  (hould  be  glad  to  be  foon  with  him.'*  The  uay  before 
his  end  he  was  in  a.  particular  manner  chearful,   aiid 
fung  with  a  bjroken  voice  the  verfe  : 
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The  Saviour's  lioodfltid  rIghteoufnefs-;i  ^m 
My  fin'ry  is,  my  wedding-drefs,  :  "^"^  ^^ 
Therewith,  when  ent'ring  Heaven's  land,  ii  J.;"-^'' 

Full  well  fhall  I  before  God  Hand.    I'-n'-uic •- >.  . 
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THE  fifA  of  Auguft  this  year  the  ixiIiHohary  Boeh- 
nifh  and  his, wife  arrived  again  in  Greenland  trom 
their  vifit  of  the  church  in  Germany,     With  them  I  ^Ifo 
came  over,  in  prder,  as  far  as  it  was.  prat^icabie  for  me, 
to  taice  a  view  of  the  country,  but  efpecialjy  of  the  ftate 
^nd  conftitutiQn  of  the  Greenl;^nd  cpngregation ,  and, 
from  my  own  knowledge  and  the  record;!  laid  before  me, 
to  compile  a  hiftory  which  may  bp  depended  upon  as 
juft  and  true.     We  had  an  exceeding  hard  paflage  of  no 
iefs  than  eleven  weeks  from  Copenhagen  to  New-Herrn- 
huth }  I  fay  not  hard,  with  a  view  to  the  company  in 
the  fhip,  for  we  were  as  civilly  treated  as,  we  coi^ld  de- 
fire  on  board  the  fhip  Louifenburg,  captain  Qhriftian 
Jenflen  Pill,  with  whom  we  failed  the  17th  of  May; 
but  I  fpeak  with  refpe(S):  to  the  many  contrary  winds 
and  fiormy  weather;   at  one  time  not  far  from  the 
fitnken  land  of  Bus,  we  were  fcarce  able  tp  make  fix 
leagues  in  three  weeks,  and  had  five  florms  to  encoun- 
ter, the  laft  of  which  near  Statenhook  was  the  mpil 
dangerpus.    l^\xU  pn  the  other  fide,   the  many  north, 
and  we^-winds,  which  detained  us  fp  long,  had  cleared 
our  courfe  of  floating  icej  fa  that,  except  feme  huge, 
mountains  of  ice,  which  were  at  fome  dift^^nce,  we  had 
all  clear,  and, nothing  to  interrupt  o^ir  entrance  in.o. 
Ball's -River.     But  befpre  we  could  run  in,   a  fudden, 
calm  enfuing,  the  (hip   was   in  the   utmoft  dange;   of 
being  carried  by  a  ftrong  tide  of  flood,  and  (Iraiided  on 
the  KopkcErnenrpck?  lying  juft  before  us.     Bui,  Wihen, 
we.  were  ftp  n>ore  than  a  couple  oi*  gu^-^iots  iVpii?  thc:v.^ 
he,  who  has  the  fea.  and  waves  ur>aer  his  commands 
gave  us  wind  fufficient  to  hqld  piF  from,  land  and  keep 
at  fea. 

At  my  return,  Sept.  7,  tySa  aftill  mpre  furprizing 
accident  of  the  fame  kind  happened  tp  us.  As  we  were 
paffing  intothe  open  fea  with  a  gentle  breeze  between 
the  Kookoernen  and  the  fo  called  Fifher-rock  (the  noft 
dangerous  place  pf  this  entrance,)  it  fell  fuddenly  calm, 
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aind  wc  were  inftantly  covered  with  a  thick  fog,  which, 
as  tne  inhabitants  hauening  by.  us.  from  thft  iflands,  afiU* 
red  us,  was  fee.n  no  where  but  round  our  /hip«  And  in 
the  fame  moment,  by  the  change  of  the  current  at  the 
turn  of  the  tide,  the  (hip  was  violently  driven  betwixt 
the  Fiiher-rock  and  an  ifland  we  could  oot  s>t  all  difcern, 
till  the  fog  was  difperfed.  The  ihipVyawl  And  a  pilot- 
boat  from  the  colony  were  immediately^  faftened  to  the 
ihip,  in  order  to  hale  htr  out  of  this  dangarous  fituation ; 
but  they  could  not.  move  her  off  the  fpot,  however  they 
prevented  the  current  from  cafting  her  upon  the  hidden 
rocks.  As  foon  as  the  merchant  and  our  brethren  from 
the  hi^heft  of  the  Kangek-iflands.  fpied  the  fliip  in  this 
diftrefs,  they  collected  and  double-raann'd  all  theGreep- 
landers  women -boats  they  could  find  there  ^for  in  cafe 
of  need  the  Greenlanders  lend  a  helping  hand)  haftened 
to  the  aiTiftance  of -the  fliip,  and  tow'd  ner  for  ten  hours 
together  two  leagues  into  a  ftpall  occafional  haven  off 
Kangek,  from  whence  we  proceeded  on  our  voyage  the 
next  duy  without  any  farther  trouble. 
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Now  as  to  the  congregation  at  New-Herrnhuth,  •' 
had  looked  for  fome  years  as  if  it  would  fcarce  incrcaf^s 
much  further  from  without ;  for  the  country  was  pretty 
much  evacuated,  and  the  favages  in  a  great  meafure 
moved  away.  And  though  fome  old  acquaintance  were 
continually  coming  to  vifit  from  the  inlet  and  the  iflands, 
it  was  only  for  old  acquaintance  fake.  But  this  year  a 
great  fwarm  of  fouthlandcrs  again  paflcd  by  to  the  north, 
and  fonie  families  fixed  their  abode  for  a  wtiole  year  upon 
the  iflunds.  Thus  again  an  opportunity  offered  of  fetting 
forth  to  the  perfectly  ignorant  heathens  their  God  and 
Saviour,  and  making  a  prize  of  here  and  there  a  fou!, 
nay,  even  whole  families  out  of  them,  I  will  put  down 
a  few  excerpta  out  of  the  diary  concerning  it. 

**■  The  3d  and  4.th  of  July,  we  were  much  vifited  by 
*'  the  fouthlandcrs.  Our  concern  was,  to  find  out  fu^ch, 
"  to  whofe  hearts  we  could  addrcfs  a  word  of  their 
**  Creator  j  and  fome  canrw  fomctimes  into  the  meeting. 
**  But  they  were  ohk^y  fuch,  as  h?^ve  lived  in  the  north, 
Miid:  "*  ■  bv.J- .:  .    ..  and 
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'*  and  now  intend  to  go  thither  agaiii)  and  are  not  eajfily 
"  drawn  from  their  purpofe.  '^  •'  ^'^'^^ 

,  **  The  6th,  we  had  again  fouthlandcrs  here.  They 
**  would  not  go  to  the- meeting)  but  came  in  crowds 
"  into  our  rooms,  fpoke  of  theii"  fine  land  In  the  fouth, 
'*  and  endeavoured  to  incline  \xt  to  ger  with  them  thi- 
*'  ther }  and  then  they  would  live  with  us,  and  hear  Us. 
**  On  CUT  attempting  to  recommend  to  tKem  our  Sa* 
*'  viour  and.  the  happinefs-  of  believers,  they  faid, 
*^  they  did  not  underihnd  the  difcourfes  of  the  Euro^ 
**  pcaiis,  their  ears  were  incapable  o(  comprehending 
*^  fuch  ftrange  words,  about  an  immortal  foul,  about  a 
*<  Creator  and  Saviour.  Jiift  then  came  in  Daniel  the 
**  Grecnlander.  Now,  faid  we,  here  comes  a  Green- 
**  lander,  whofe  words  ye  will  underftand.  We  defired 
<*  him  to  make  the  matter  plain  to  th&m.  He  then  firfl 
**  of  all  examined  them,  how  their  kajaks  and  women's- 
*(  boats  came  into  being ;  and  they  confefTing,  that  no- 
"  thing  could  caufe  its  own  exigence,  but  muft  be 
*^  made  by  one  that  is  greater,  and  exifted  before,  he 
**  faid,  *^  thus  ye  may  eafily  conceive,  that  men  alfo 
**  muft  be  made  by  fome  one,  Him  we  call  Pingortitftrfok^ 
the  Creator  of  all  things.  He  made  man,  to  be  his 
property.  But  he  fell  from  him,  and  joined  iflue  by 
fin  Wiik  I'orngarfuk.t  whd  is  an  extremely  bad  fpirit, 
"  But  it  pitied  the  Creator  of  all  things,  to  fee  man  u\- 
«  volved  in  ruin  and  eternal  damnation.  He  himfelf 
"  therefore  was  made  man,  like  me  and  you,  laid  down 
"  his  life  for  ys,  and  (hed  his  blood,  in  order  to  fet  us 
**  free  from  fin  and  the  devil.  Hence  it  is,  that  we  call 
"  him^  ow  CresAor  Jefus  Chri/i,  jfnnattr/trfoiy  out  Saviour 
"  and  Dflivertr,  Now  when  we  believe  this,  and  are 
"  wafhed  in  his  blood  from  evil,  we  are  made  children 
"of  God;  and.  when  we  die,  we  go  to  fc*'.n,  and  re- 
"  main  for  ever  with  him  in  felicity  unfpcalcable.  But 
♦'  that  ye  fay,  ye  know  not  whether  ye  have  a  foul,  is 
"  jiot  true.  Ye  wiii  not  know  it,  nor  care  for  your 
^'  immorr^l  ibul,  becaufe  ye  chufe  ftill  to  aA  according 
**  to  your  pleafure  and  acicording  to  the  lufl:  of  your 
♦*  flefla  ;  therefore  it  is,  that  ye  will  not  hear  nor  under- 
"  ftand,  nor  come  to  the  believers  :  for  ye  know  that  a 
**  change  mu^  pais  upon  you.    And  ye  think,  ye  can 
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**  then  have  no  more  fausfa<Slion.  But  yc  arc  yaftly  deceive 
**  cd.  I  had  formerly  no  true  latisfailion  ;  but  when  I 
*'  believed  in  our  Saviour,  I  began  to  be  truly  happy, 
*'  As  often  as  I  think  on  his  death  and  blood-fiirdding, 
•'  my  heart  is  light  and  joyful.  Hence  it  is  alfo,  that 
*<  I  am  no  more  afraid  of  death  like  you ;  for  I  know 
**  that  I  go  to  my  Lover,  with  whom  I  am  even  here  fo 
*^*  happy,  though  I  do  not  yet  fee  him." 
J  This  difcour&,  which  in  the  prefence  of  the  merchants, 
(loured  with  an  uncommon  freedom,  like  a  fountain,  from 
the  Grccnlander's  mouth  and  heart,  ftruck  the  heathens 
vcr}'  much,  and  vifibly  threw  them  into  great  agitation 
of  mind.  Perhaps  it  might  be  alcribed  to  this  difcourre, 
that  foon  after  a  widow  with  her  two  daughters  offered 
thcmfelves  to  flay  here ;  and  in  a  couple  of  weeks  two 
families  brought  their  capelins  into  the  ftore-houfe,  as  a 
token,  that  tney  intended  to  five  here.  On  the  other 
band,  a  young  man,  Who  has  been  much  acquainted 
with  us  thefe  nine  yearti,  not  without  imprefllons,  and 
of  whofe  converfion  fome  time  or  other  we  had  conceiv- 
ed hopes,  he  during  his  abfep^e  for  two  years  in  the 
fouth,  had  taken  four  wives,  and  did  not  at  all  like  to 
come  nigh  us.

A  confiderable  number  of  the  wandring  foutblanders 
took  up  their  abode  in  Kangek  and  Kookoernen  ;  which 
gave  the  brethren  fo  tpuch  the  greater  ^oy  and  hope,  as. 
this  their  chapel  of  eafe,  or  outer>court,  out  of  which 
they  had  gained  the  nnoft  ibuls  for  our  Saviour,  had  now 
ftood  pretty  en;ipty  for  near  feven  year$.  Some  came  alfo. 
from  time  to  tinie  to  vifit,  an4  it  was  perceptible,  that 
they  were  more  and  more  willing  to  hear.  Some  ftayed 
outright,  and  we  inherited  the  reliiSls  of  others.  Thus  in 
autumn  a  dead  man  was  brought  from  Kookoernen,  who 
had  defired  to  be  buried  near  the  believers,  becaufe  he 
had  intended  to  live  there  himfelf  and  be  converted. 
His  two  wives  alfo  came  with  their  children  9t  the  fame 
time.  He  had  ordered  the  congubine  to  ftay  with  the 
brethren  j  but  had  advifed  the  right  wife  to  go  to  he^ 
friends  in  Karlak.  But  when  the  ktter  faw;  that  our 
Greenlanders  were  folicitous  to  provide  alfo  for  hQr  and 
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her  fon,  (he  chofe  to  ftay  here  *.  On  the  other  hand, 
a  widow,  who  had  taken  refuse  in  her  diflrefs  to  the 
baptized,  in  order  to  get  a  fubhllence  through  the  win- 
ter, was  difmiiTed  becaufe  (he  had  privately  Tent  off  her 
Ton,  who  was  in  a  hopeful  way,  with  fomc  viftting  ra- 
vages, fearing  left  he  Hiould  be  baptized,  and  (he  pre- 
vented thereby  in  her  hcatheni(h  views. 

Our  Greenland-helpers,  being  defirous  to  make,  at 
leaft,  ibme  of  the  new  neighbours  in  the  iflands  partakers 
of  their  happinefs,  were  very  bufy  with  them,  vlfiting 
them  frequently  and  fpeaking  to  their  hearts.  Upon 
healing,  that  an  old  mjm  was  dead  in  Kookasrnen» 
whofe  children  had  often  difcovered  a  deftre  to  come  to 
us,  a  couple  of  them  went  thither  to  know  their  minds. 
And  as  they  were  ftiil  very  undetermined,  becaufe  the 
Greenlanders  chufe  to  remain  a  full  year  on  the  fpot 
where  any  of  their  relatives  die,  to  bewail  them,  except 
fome  infed^ious  diftemper  prevails  there ;  our  Daniel 
reafoned  them  out  of  this  heathen  .1  and  fuperftitious 
cuftom ;  and  they  brought  this  family,  confifting  of  fix 
perfons,  alon?  with  them ;  and  it  was  evident,  tnat  the 
Spirit  of  God  had  already  begun  a  good  wo'k  in  their 
fouls. 

Now  the  mifHonaries  found  it  worth  the  while  to  go 
to  the  iflands  again,  as  there  were  people  that  they  had 
hopes  of  being  a  bleffing  to.  Dieting  the  fun^mer  they 
had  got  acquainted  with  them,  and  on  every  occafion 
had  (cattered  fome  feed.  In  December,  John  Soercnfen 
went  with  fome  Greenlanders  to  Kan^ek,  found  good 
entrance,  and  our  Daniel  helped  him  faithfully  in 
making  known  to  his  country-men  the  happinefs  which 
is  to  be  had  with  our  Saviour.  Several  of  the  heathen 
were  powerfully  moved,  and  among  the  reft  a  Angle 
man,  whofe  name  was  Kigutikak,  who  refolved,  as  foon 
as  his  kajak  was  finifhed,  to  come  to  us.  This  man 
having  his  feet  fro2sen,  had  them  cut  ofFj  he  now  creeps 

*  Although  a  Grcenbnder  has  an  inclination  to  live  in  a  place,  yet  he 
wuts  till  fomebody  prefles  hint.  For  it  is  rddom  their  way,  to  To^cit  for 
a  thing.  Therefore  it  is  ufua)  fof  the  head  of  a  family  defirous  to  lay 
there,  to  fay  to  the  miflionary :  "  Such  or  fuch  a  Greenlander  has  told  me 
"  to  ftay  here,  but  I  don''  knowje*  yet,"  that  is,  1  don't  know^  whether 
you  will  givt  me  leave, 
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along  upon  his  knees,  but  can  get  in  and  but  bf  his  ka- 
jak  without  aiHftance^  and. gain  fuffici^nt  for  a  good 
maintenan<ie,  nay,  goes  better  cloathed  than  naariy  able^ 
bodied  Greenlaj  tders.     They  brought'  foiir  women  with 
thtitii  who  intended  to  ftay  a  few  days  here,  in  order  to 
hear  more  oi  oiir  Saviour.     A  little  before  Chriftmas, 
the  father  of  one  of  then'  came,  with 'his  tviro  brothers,' 
to  fetch  his  daughter  back  again.  She  earnfeftly  intrcatcd 
him  to  let  her  ftay  here,  becaufe  fhe  was  defxrous  to  be- 
lieve on  OUT  Saviour.     But  when  fhe  (aw,  it  was  all  to 
no  purpofc,  and  that  he  would  take  her  away  by  force, 
file  ran  into  the  ipeeting-hall,  and- implored  our  pro- 
teftion.    ''"he  father  and  his  brothers  were  called  to  her. 
He  took  all  poffible  pains  to  perfuade  her  to  gd  with  him, 
affiiring  hcr.^  fhe  fhould  only  ftay  \vith  him  over  the  win- 
ter, and  in  the  fpring  he  himfelf  would  niovc  hither  and 
be  converted.  Which  was  confirmed  by  his  two  brothers, 
who  pfromifed  her  fine  ricwcloaths  and  the  like.  But  no* 
thing  was  to  be  done  with'her,  fhe  wept,  made  them  noan- 
fw^r,  and  as  they  were  going  to  lay  hold  of  her,  in  order  to 
carry  her  away,  (he  fell  a  fhrieking  and  trembling,  in  fiita 
a  manner  as  to  move  the  compaffion  of  all  around  her  ex- 
ceedingly.  At  length  (he  was  afked,  *'  if  any  of  our  people 
•'  had  perfuaded  her  to  come  hither,  or  to  ftay  here  ?"  And 
having  anfwered  in  the  negative  to  both  thefe  qweftions  i 
it  was  faid  to  her :  "  Why  then  wilt  thou  not  go  with 
**  thy  father?"  She  faid,  "Becaufe  I  want  to  be  con- 
"  verted.'*    Now,  faid  wc  to  them,  ye  fee,  that  we  do 
not  draw  away  your  relations  from  you  to  us ;  and  they 
may  return,  whenever  they  pleafej  but  ye  rrjuft  not  re- 
quire us  to  force  them  away,  or  pcrfiiiade  them  to  be 
gpjie,  when  they  are  defirous  to  be  our  Savio^fs.     But 
now,  what  if  ye  yourfelves  were  to,  ftay,  and  follow  licr 
example  ?  Ye  would  not  repent  of  it.     The  father,  after, 
fqmeconfideration,  faid  :  "If  my  daughter  ftays,  I  will 
*'v  ftay  too/'    But  his  two  brothers,  who  alfo  gre  not 
Avithout  fome  imprefllpns,  f^id :   *^  We  will  firft  gp  to 
"  the  north  to  our  ejdeft  brother,   and  at  our  return, 
*'  we  will  live  here  too."    The  father  then  lent  jhtm  to 
Kangck  tc  ftetch  his  things,  and  his  fon.  But  the  daugh- 
ter went  out  of  the  way,  till  they  we^c  gone,  left  they 
^iould  carry  her  ofF  with  them  by  furpnze.     One  of 
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thefe  people  conftantjy  attended  the  meetii^gs  at  Ghrjft- 
mas.  '*  Kfis  heart,",  k  is  fai3  in  the  dmy,  *.'  is  appa- 
"  reody  M?..gre?^  E^Pl^^'^  j^.  ""^slir^els.'*  Whe;i 
he  ijj  3^e^  :  f^V^at  he  tiiix^|f;s  rg(  the  <lo<aruie  of  our  Sa- 
vioi^r  ?  h^  i^  ytjll  ple^fed  with  every  thiiigi  But  he  dg^s 
not  yqt  jki^^kr,  )¥ha.t  -to  q\Ufe'.

5ome  /ejy  times  people  alfo  came  on  a  vifit  from  the 
Keliin^i^  iflands  lying  twenty  leagues  to  the  fouth, 
and  it  ^was  perceptible  that  a  motion  was  beginning 
among  the  heathen  there.  The  merchant  alfo  brought 
with  him  from  thence  a,  brifk  boy,  who  had  loft  his 
parents,  and Jiad  bjeen  ufed  by  the  heathens  a?  a  kind 
of  comedian.  Hu  relations,  who  are  not  void  of  a  good 
fpark,  could  no  longer  bear  to  fee  his  ruin  promoted  in 
fuch  a  njanner,  and  fcnt  him  to  the  brethren,  requeuing 
them  to  care  far  his  education,  as  they  themfelves  had 
thought^  of  living  with  them  one  time  or  other.  i\.s  he 
was  the  Hrft  time  at  a  patcchifation,  and  was  ^ed, 
whether  he  too  w^ould  get  acquainted  with  our  S<Lviouf, 
and  be  converted  ?  he  anfwered  quite  boldly :  '^  O  yes, 
"  I  (hall  foon  be  convefted."  Another,  who  came 
from  the  fame  place  a  year  ago,  and  had  been  l^tdy 
baptized,  jpgged  him,  faying :  "  Thou  fayeft,  ^hou 
*'  knpweft  not  what ;  thou  art  yet  ignorant,  what  -f  on- 
"  verfiqn  means  ;  it  fignifies,  to  yield  up  the  J^easC 
•'  wholly  to  our  Saviour,  with  every  evil  inclination. '>% 

Npvy  as  this  boy  was  poffefied  of  a  peculiar  vivacity, 
far  above  the  ftandard  of  the  Greenlandcrs,  1  took  mo»e 
ftri<^  notice  of  his  deportment,  and  made  the  obferva-- 
tion  from  him,  how  little  dependence  is  to  be  placed 
upcn  the  good-;wiil  and  affent  of  the  Greenlandcrs,  as 
foon  as  a  true  fubverfion  of  the  ground  and  bottom  of 
the  heart,  according  to  Luther's  defcription  of  faith,  is

to  take  places  aiid  how  little  external  circumftanees 
among;  the  Greedlanders  hinder  or  promote  the  work 
of  cdnverfioil.  For  dioiigh  this  boy  was  a  poor  orphan, 
and  wias  here  with  a  wcSthjr  mafter  without  children, 
and  his  prefumptive  heir,  yet  his  uneaTmefa  of  mind 
would  have  prompted  hin^  to  repair  to  the  heathen  again, 
as  foon  as  his  torruptiori  mahifefted  itfelf,  and  he  faw 
no  other  way  of  efcapihg  the  claim  our  Saviour  laid  to 
his  heart ;  tcough  at  \m  he  Was  obedient  to  it.  We 
may  al(b  fee  from  hence,  what  the  fo  call^  penitential 
confli<S):  is  ?  in  whom,  and  from  what  c::iu(es  it  fprings  I 
and  how  the  fimple  following  of  the  rule.  My  fon,  give 
me  thy  hearty  makes  a  fpecdy  and  joyful  end  of  that  con- 
teft  of  the  creature  with  its  Creator.  ,^  - 

Again,  it  may  be  Teen  from  this  inftancei,  liow  the 
Greenlanders,  that  have  true  life  in  .l^eir  hearts,  endea- 
Vour,  according  to  their  own  experience,  to  infinuate 
jufl;  conceptions  of  ccnverfion  into  the  minds  of  the  ig- 
norant and  unexperienced,  making  ufe  of  every  oppor- 
tunity for  that  purpofe.  Thus  a  widow  from  the  north 
fpoke  to  the  often-mentioned  Chriftina,  who  was  bap- 
tized in  the  north:  **  It  is  indeed  an  exceeding  happy 
thing  for  thee,  that  thou  goeft  to  all  the  meetings  of 
the  faithful,  and  I  fee  plainly,  that  thy  heart  at  all 
times  reaps  fome  good  from  it.  The  reafon  of 
which  is,  no  doubt,  that  thou  art  not  fo  bad  as  I 
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an»."  *'  No,"  anfwered  (he,  *'  that  is  not  the  rea- 
fon ;  our  Saviour  has  not  chofen  me,  becaufe  I  am 
good,  but  becaufe  I  am  a  wretched,  poor  and  cor- 
rupted finner.  He  receives  none  but  poor  finners, 
who  cannot  be  fatisfied  without  him;  juft  fuch  he 
feledls  out  of  all.  Thou  art  not  too  bad  for  him, 
but  perhaps  efteemeft  thyfelf  better  than  thou  art; 
therefore  it  is,  that  thou  canft  not  yet  truly  rejoice  in 
thy  Saviour," 

Once  fome  Greenlanders  were  with  an  Europeaa 
Vother,  and  faw  him  polifhing  a  new-caft  pewter-fpoon. 
Thit  put  the  often-mentioned  Daniel  in  mind  of  the 
Circumcifiori  of  the  heart,  according  to  Col,  ii.  ii.  and 
he  faid  to  the  reft :  *'  Now  I  can  well  conceive,  how 
*'  our  Savioiir  a£ts  in  the'circumcifion  of  our  hearts,  and 
"'how  he  proceed  seven  to  the  end  with  our  purification, 
•  "^  '  "  when 
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*"•  lyl^n  Vf^  furrender  up  our  hearts  unto  hipu  He  muft 
«<  jtarft  cut ,  away ,  a^l  the  coarfe  fluff  that  is  good  for 
*«  nought^  and  yet  he  finds  .^ftexwards  fo  much  ^ftill  to 
"  rub  off,.  This  caufie^  hiii^  q)i|c^  .trQuble^  and  gives 
*»  us  paiii  tooi  but  behpjd,  juA^  as.tHe  h-rother  j)ours 
**  on  the,:D|^i^ing-Mj»jtefv to  w^  fhp  ^fier,  and  to 
«  m^  J^  %,OQn(;t;he;ifl[pootfe;an,<i  brjghter,  ib  our 
"  Saviour ;, pours  his  blood  upon  us^  .makes  pur  purifi- 
"  catiqn  agreeable,  and^  nevct  cpaies  bis  work^  till  we

The  ^ipe  Greejilandi^r  once  fnoke  m  the  morning- 
meeting,  *'  of  the  body:,  and  blood  of  our  Saviour  being 
''  the  only  i^eaps  of  ijnalping  and  keeping  our  hearty 
*'  (oun4  ^<i  wel).^  As  fenfible  people,"  laid  he,  "take 
**  good  care  to  prefeiye  their  bodies  from  harm,  fo 
**  ought  we  to  take,  care,  of  our  fouls.  But  nncc  we 
**  have  no  power  nor  underftanding  to  do  this  of  our* 
"  felves,  we  need  only  attend  to  the  maternal  voice  of 
^'  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  certainly  reveals  to  us  all  d^-- 
"  ger  ^nd  ficknefs  at  thq  right  time,  and  fhews  us, 
"  where  our  Kelp  lies/* 

Another  time  he  (poke  excellently  of  our  Saviour'* 
pafUon  )botK  on  the  mount  of  Olives^  and  on  the  crofs« 
as  he  there,  bore  our  ficknels,  and  provided  a  perfeii 
remedy  for  'it  by  ,][iis  wounds.  Then  he  made  a  com* 
parifon  of  bodily  fickneEes :  **  A  perfon  may  be  fick^ 
"  and  not  know  it,  or, at  leail  not  heed  it  rightly; 
"  which  is  the  moft  dangerous  thing.  As  foon  as  a 
*'  perfon  feels  his  fickne|*s,  he  longs  for  medicine ;  and 
"  when  Ke  has  taken.it,  it  often  caufes  great  pain  at 
*'  firftj  but  this  is  a  fign  of  a  good,  operation,  and  fpee-» 
"  dy  recovery."  He  made  a  beautiful  application  of 
this  to  man's  fpiritual  ficknefs,  and  to  the  cure,  which 
the  Holy  Ghoft  diro<5Vs  us  to,  and  applies,  Ixx  the  fuf- 
fenngs  of.  Jefus  in  fcul  and  body,  both  on  the  moiint^ 
of  Olives  aitid  on  the  crofs.    , 

When  the  greateft  part  of  the  baptized  returned  froni^ 

the  iflandsj'aiid  were  Ihtehding  to  fet  out  for  the  Sound, 

he  f^id'  in  a  difcourfe  to  them  among  other  things: 

**  When  we  are  among  the  favages,  we  near  nothing  of

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«*  our  Saviour  and  Iris  merits,  but  of  earthly  ihihgs, 
•*  which  our  hearts  receive  no  nouriihfneht  from. 
'«  Hence  k  may  eafily  happeh,  that  we  -grow  di^,  trl- 
•*  fling,  and  deceitful.  But  We  knovtr,  dioughwe  have 
*•  no  teachers  with  u^toinftru^us,  yet  we^lilve  thcHd- 
«*  ly  Spirit  ev«ry  ^herc,  whofe  delight  itistopu^u^  m 
**  mind  of  our  Saviour.  But  for  this '1^  obedient 
**  heart,  and  liftening  ear  is  rttjuiredi  :find  if  Ais  is 
*•  wanting,  even  our  teachers  can  be  o^  no  great  benefit 
•*  to  us.  Ye  well  know,  that  formerly  it  was  bat  of 
*'  little  advantage  to  us,  ^ough  our  teachers  viftted  us 
•'  or  we  them  ever  fo  often ;  we  being  then  fuch  bad 
**  peopk,  and  dieftitute  of  all  feelin|  in  our  hearts. 
**  But  fuice  we  are  made  fenfible  of  his  deaUi  and  paf. 
"  -fion  in  our  heartsi  riie  C2c(c  is  quite  altered}  atkaft 
**  I  can  fay,  whatever  I  am  about,  I  have  Wm  near  to 
•*  my  heart,  which  makes  me  conftantly  iiappy.  But 
••  I  Know,  that  many  among  us  are  fKH  liable  to  fwervc 
**  from  their  hearts,  and  to  fall  into  ibmetibing  or  other 
**  of  painful  confequence  i!o  them.  But  I  intreat  you, 
*'  |lve  heed  to  the  dircft  wjtv,  which  the  Holy  Spirit 
**  mews  you  to  the  wounds  ©four  Saviour;  ana  when- 
*<  ever  ye  are  fenfible,  that  it  is  not  ^^ft^^  with  you,  gt 
**  dlreoiy  to  him,  who  has  bought  us  with  his  Wood, 
**  and  bcfecch  him  to  draw  quite  near  your  hearts  again. 
**  And  when  ye  come  ainong  the  favages,  bcwart  of 
•*  fufFermg  damage  in  your  fouls.  VSThHc  diey  talkto- 
**  gether  of  unprofitable  things,  6b  yt  think  on  Jefus 
*'  the  crucified.  Mull  ye  fpeal:  T«rith  thfem,  let  your 
**  chief  topick  be,  what  our  Saviour  has  done,  and 
**  daily  does  for  your  fouls.  Now  I  wi(h,  we  all  may 
**  look  conftantly  unto  him,  how  he  Was  aaJifd  for  us 
•*  onthecrofs,  until  we  go  to  him.*   *'f'  -^m^irnvn

This  was. the  firft  difcourfcl  heard  delivered  by  a 
Greenlander.  i  could  not  but  admire  the  parrhefy  and 
agreeable  manner  in  which .  he  fpoke,  and  had  the  dif- 
courfe  dire(ftly  put  into  Gcrhian.  It  would  be  too  te- 
dious to  give  fuch  a  ferge  rccitaJ  of  every  difcOurfe ;  but 
yet  it  will  be  acceptable  to  many,  to  read  the  chief  cori- 
tents  of  a  few  fuch  difcourfes,  arid  to  fee,  how  the

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Grcenlandci:^  grow  m  the  living, iciip^lcige  of  Chrilt. 

D:  "  Qur  bcft  and  greateft  thing  is  the  blood  of  our 
"  Saviour.  D"  we  pay  no  regard  to  that,  we  are  no 
"  better  .,tJian  brutes.  His  precious  blood  renders  us 
"  precious>— -r-We  need  only  look  back,  how  wc 
"  thought^nd  adted,  before  we  had  any  acqviaintance 
"  with  Q\j^  Saviour.  We  are  now  aftiamed.,  that  we 
"  were  fo  wicksd,  and  yet  we  could  a6l  no  better. 
"  Therefore  let  us  highly  cftnem  the  grace,  which  fe- 
"  le<5led  us  from  among  the  heathen,  brought  us  to  our 
"  Saviour  an^  his  wounds,  and  made  other  men  of  us."  ^ 

/.  "  As  I  am  very  poor,  I  have  f.ioi  ir»uch  to  fay  to 
"  you.  But  this  I  know  and  feel ;  If  we  iofe  fighi-  of 
"  oLir  Saviour,  and  do  not  continually  fet  before  i-s  the 
"  wounds  in  his  hands  and  feet,  we  cannot  be  happy.— 
"  Alas !  if  our  Saviour  had  not  died  for  us  and  fhed  his 
"  blood,  we  i^iould  not  be  a  congregation,  fhould  have 
"  no  tcachcr,s,  but  (hould  wander  about  like  the  hearts. 
"  But  he  has  brought  us  together  by  his  death,  and  now 
"  we  can  daily  hear  the  fweet  words  of  his  fufFerings, 
"  and  withal  be  happy  and  chearful  in  our  hearts." 

y.  begun  his  difcourfe  thus : 

"  My  brethren,  I  am  to  fpeak  to  you,  and  I  myfclf 
"  have  a  poor  heart,  and  feel  niy  deficiency  on  every 
"  fide  :  but  I  cleave  daily  to  the  Lamb  and  his  wounds, 
*'  and  confefs  my  wretchednefs  to  him,  and  he  does  not 
"  fail  to  blefs  and  comfort  me.  Therefore  I  hold  fait 
"  to  him,  with  the  fame  willing  mind,  as  a  child  docs 
"  to  its  mother."  He  then  interro2;ated  the  hearers  a 
little,  how  they  were,  when  they  heard  the  fweet  words 
of  JeAis's  blood  and  death?  ^i,**^    ':sAi:  ^         ,  %i., 

A,  fpoke  in  the  morning-meeting,  in  which  were 
fome  ftrangers,  of  the  TJeafh  and  infenfibility  of  man's 
heart,  till  our  Saviour  quickens  it  and  gives  it  a  fen- 
fation.  ".  Fpr,"  iaid  he,  "  by  his  death  he  has  acquired 
"  hfe  for  all  men.     No  one  is  able  by   his  own  good 

thinking, Grading,  to  contribute  the  leaft  thing  to  it; 

and.  one.  man  has  it  not  in  his  power  to  debar  another 

of  it,  if  ne  himfelf  is  concerned  to  attain  it ;  but  a  man 

may  hinder  himfelf  from  attaining  it,  by  his  own  un- 
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*•  wlllingnefs,  snd  conftant  turning'  afide  from  our  Sa- 

'  viour  who  is  in  purfuit  after  our  Ibuis." 


''  B.  fpoke  of  our  Maker's  love  in  becoming  a  man  for 
us,  in  fubmitti  .K  to  the  infliction  of  fo  hiany  wounds 


on  himfelf,  and  redeeming  us  by  his  death.  *•  Becaufc 
*'  we  are  ruined  v\  foul  and  body,"  were  his  words, 
*'  he  was  obliged  to  fufFer  in  foul  and  body.  Becaufe 
*'  all  our  members  were  depraved  by  fin,  he  condef- 
**  ccndcd  to  have  all  his  m.emberc  wounded,  that  we 
"  might  no  more  life  our  members  unto  fin,  but  to  his 
glory." 

Another  time  he  began  thus :  "  Our  word  for  this 
day,  which  ye  heard  in  the  morning-fervice,  recuni 
to  my  mind  :  He  doth  zuouderot/JIy,  and  we  look  on*  Judg. 
xiii.  19.  When  we  look  back  and  rightly  confider, 
**  who  wc  are,  and  what  a  plight  we  were  in  many 
'*  years  ago,  and  then  turn  our  thoughts  Upon  our  pre- 
"  fent  condition,  that  the  moft  of  us  are  now  not  only 
"  baptized  with  his  blood,  but  many  of  us  even  made 
partakers  of  his  body  and  blood,  and  that  we  all  en- 
joy fo  much  grace  every  day ;  then  indeed  we  muft 
needs  own,  that  he  has  done  wonderoufly  with  us. 
Which  is  caufe  both  of  abafement,  and  joy  to  us.  in 
particular  it  is  caufe  of  joy,  thatwe  haVe  our  Saviour 
fo  nigh  to  us.  Yes  certainly,  he  is  nearer  to  us  than 
*'  our  cloaths  to  our  backs.  It  is  true,  we  do  not  fee 
*'  him  with  thefe  our  bodily  eyes ;  but  the  new  man, 
*'  which  he  has  created  in  u3,  has  fuch  eyes,  as  to  be 
"-^  able  to  fee  him,  and  have  him  truly  and  fenfibly  near 
-'  every  day  in  his  fufFering  form."  •;.»..>  ;y.

'  But,  u3  9\ery  one  may  eafily  fuppofe  that  the  help- 
jrrs  are  fdedl  people,  in  order  to  give  fome  idea  of  the 
^•^•l^ole  body,  I  will  new  recite,  what  Hate  this  was  found 
in  at  the  tjmc  of  their  entering  upon  their  winter-recefs. 
<ind  prefently  after.  Of  this  it  is  faid  :  "It  is  true,  we 
"'  found  fome  caufe  of  grief  here  and  there,  and  at  that 
"  time  eight  perfons  were  obliged  to  forego  the  fupper 
"  of  the  Lord  ;  but  in  the  whole,  wc  could  not  render 
"  fufficicnt  thanks  to  our  Sav.iour  for  the  grace  and  pre- 
^' -iorvation  l\t  had,  this  fumnier  alfo,  conferred  upon 
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our  people  j  infomuch  that  our  comfort  in  them  out- 
weighed our  anxiety."  Some  weeks  ../ter,  it  is  faid  : 
At  our  fpeaking  with  the  baptized,  we  this  time  ob- 
ferved  a  bleffed  work  of  the  Lord  upon  their  hearts. 
Many  fpoke  in  a  very  feeling  manner  and  with  tears, 
of  the  fituation  of  their  hearts.  One  faid,  that  his 
heart  was  formerly  like  a  Urge  full  veflcl ;  but  now 
*'  our  Saviour  had  emptied  it  fo  entirely,  that  not  the 
*'  leaft  felf-coHceit  was  left  in  it.  He  is  now  very  happy 
"  and  "he  dcfire  of  his  foul  is  after  him,  who  redeemed 
"  him  with  his  blood.  In  the  evening  we  had  the 
*'  blefied  enjoyment  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Chrift. 
"  The  number  of  the  communicants  were  one  hundred 
"  fixty-two.  Only  one  perfon  was  wanting  at  this 
"  time." 

This  brings  to  my  thoughts  the  careful  and  exa6l  me- 
thod the  brethren  obfcrvc  in  treating  the  communicants. 
Herein  they  have  regard  not  fo  much  to  the  orderly  walk, 
(for  if  nothing  more  was  requifite  than  this,  they  might 
admit  many  more  of  the  baptized,)  as  efpecially  to  their 
hungering  and  thirfting  a^tcr  righteoufnefs,  and  to  their 
having  obtained  a  living  fpirit  from  God,  which  muft 
receive  its  conftant  nouriflimcnt  from  the  bread  of  life. 
But  neverthelefs,  when  any  one  does  not  walk  orderly, 
or  even  does  not  abftain  from  all  appearance  of  evil,  he 
is  not  fufFered  to  approach,  till  he  learns  to  walk  in  the 
light,  and  to  a<ft  with  more  circmnfpedlion.  Among 
the  eight  above-mentioned,  that  were  excluded,  were 
fome,  accufed  of  things  of  a  carnal  nature,  which  was  af- 
terwards found  to  be  without  foundation.  Others  by 
an  incautious  walk,  had  given  occafion  of  offence  to  the 
heathen,  who  have  a  watchful  and  ftri6t  eye  upon  the 
believers.  An  aged  perfon  had  fpread  fome  groundlefs 
offenfive  ftories  upon  hcarfay  of  r,n other  woman  among 
her  relations,  inftead  of  Hrft  acquainting  their  teachers 
of  it.  Now  as  this  did  not  proceed  from  ignorance  arid 
imprudence,  but  from  apharifaical  judging- fpirit,  which 
takes  a;  pieafure  in  reproaching  others,  in  order  to  hide 
its  own  nakcdtiefs,  they  could  do  no  otherwife  than  give 
her  time  to  become  duly  acquainted  with  hcrfelf,  and 
her  own  heart. 
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On  the  other  hand,  it  aft'tcSlcd  me  not  a  little,  to  hear 
an  old  ftmple  man,  who  was  grown  grey  in  heathenifm, 
give  a  folid  and  feeling  interpretation  of  the  Lord's- 
fuppcr,  from  whence  1  concluded  that  even  fuch  old 
people,  when  they  have  a  iieart,  are  not  incapable  of 
forming  and  maintaining  there  a  fimple  and  juft  con- 
c  :ption  of  hiyfleries,  that  by  their  nature  cannot  be 
known  nor  (njjyed  without  true  life  in  the  heart. 
This  man  had  never  feen  nor  heard  any  thing  of  the 
pcdilavium,  having  not  been  prefent  at  the  ufual  inftruc- 
tion  of  thole  that  had  been  confirmed  and  admitted  to 
the  Lord's-fuppcr  fince  Eafter,  when  this  matter  war. 
treated  of*.  Now  having  been  this  autumn  the  firfi: 
time  at  this  a(!ft,  fome  days  after,  he  faid  to  one  of  the 
European  aflillants  :  "  Pray,  what  kind  of  a6l  was  that 
*'  before  the  Lord's-fupper  ?  I  never  knew  any  thing 
•**  like  it."  Well,  afked  the  brother,  how  was  it  with 
vou  then  ?  "  Why  faid  he,  I  did  not  know,  what  it 
>*  fhould  mean  ;  but  my  thoughts  were,  our  Saviour  has 
*'  certainly  ordained  this  likewife :  and  when  my  feet 
"  were  wafhed,  I  was  i"o  adiamed,  that  I  was  ready  to 
fall  from  my  feat,  but  my  heart  was  drawn  awav 
to  our  Saviour  and  very  happy.  I  thought  it  mult 
certainly  lignify,  that  our  Saviour  will  waih  me  witl* 
"  his  blood.  And  it  was  to  me,  as  if  he  waftied  rae 
himfelf  f .  I  thought  much  of  it  all  night  j  and  it  is  ftill 
comfortable  to  me  to  think  of  it."

It  is  faid  of  the  laft  congregation-day  of  this  year  : 
We  heard  an  agreeable  echo  of  this  day  in  the  helpers- 
band.  Some  of  the  unbaptixed  had  received  a  parti- 
cular impreflion  from  the  fermoii,  others  from  the 
accounts  of  other  heathen-congregations,  and  others 
again  from  the  prayer.  An  unbaptized  man,  who 
moved  hither  chicflv  to  do  a  pleafure  to  his  wife  and 
"  children,  came  unwittingly  into  the  meeting  of  the 
"  baptized,    and  had  been  touched  (o  deeply,   that  he

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"  was  now  fully  determined  to  live  with  us,  and  be  our 
**  Saviour's.— —Some  girls  had  examined  each  other  o.i 
^*  the  particulars  they  had  heard  ac  the  CAtccliilation, 

•'  when  their  eyes  were  obfcrved  to  be  Full  of  tears. 

*'  Another  time  lomc  littje  girls  were  found  fitting  in  a 
"  houfe  with  their  bQolcs  in  their  hands  imging,  which 
*'  touched  feme  ftrange  Greefj|ai>der8,  that  accidentally 
^^  came  there,  in  fuch  a  nr;anner,  that  they  Itood  liitcn- 
^'  ing  for  hours  with  emotioiu  and  two  of  thefe  people 

**  came  to  a  refolution  to  Itay  here. -We  were  in- 

*'  formed,  that  the  head  of  a  family  often  interrogated  his 
♦'  people  about  what  they  had  heard  ii>  tlic  meeting, 
«*  and  how  they  underftood  it.  v«/i   woiT;     ,*•  |u  tj:3i)ii'r.t 

"  As  to  the  new  inhabitants,  we  were  acquainted 
"  that  a  woman  juft  come  from  an^ong  the  favagcs, 
"  told  a  Greenland  After  that  flie  alw^iys  prayed  morn- 
"  ing  and  evening,  aiid  gaye  thanks  at  meals  tq  the 
"  Maker  of  all  things ;  for  thus,  ihe  had  heard,  the 
"  believers  did.  It  made  a  great  impreflion  upon  her,  to 
^*  he^r  once,  that  God  is  among  us.  This  gives  her  ;i 
*'  hjgh  veneration  for  the  faithful. 

fs.v*t  Once,  in  treating  the  word  of  the  day :  The'tnhnbitanti 
?*  of  this  land  have  heard^  that  thoUy  Lord,  art  among  this 
*'  people,  that  thou  Lordy  cfrt  feen  face  to  face.  Numb, 
^*  xiv.  14.  a  great  emotion  was  perceptible  among  the 
"  auditors.  Wc  were  afterwards  inforrr^ed  t>y  the 
?*  helpers,  that  they  had  diicovered  in  feveral,  both  of 
"  our  new  people,  and  of  thofe  heathens  that  carnc  on 
<'  a  vifit,  a  particular  defire  after  our  Saviour,  and  the 
"  fellowfi^ip  of  the  faithful.  Some  of  them  are  con- 
**  tinually  fpeaking  of  baptifm,  nay  many  dream  of  it. 
"  At  prefent  a  blelVed  fpirit  of  grace  rules  amon^it  us, 
♦*  though  in  a  foft  and  gentle,  yet  obfervable  and  lenf^ble 
**  manner* '''  ■^••^r;' 'rt*'*'-^  ^•'^''■'^••''  -./tw'>  .iv>  li-.

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'  ■•  Such  was  the  appearance  towards  the  end  of  t^e  year. 
At  the  entrance  of  it  were  a  couple  of  pleafrng  inllances 
of  fmners  grown  old  in  heathenifm,  who  were  delivered 
at  the  laft  hour.  Their  account  of  it  is  as  follows : 
>V  On  the  23d  of  January  in  the  niorning  an  old  fick 
''  widow  lent  to  us  twice,  begging  inlbnrly  to  be  bap- 
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tlzcd,  adding  withall,  that  indeed  fhc  was  unworthy, 
but  would  gladly  be  faved.  She  came  hither  two 
years  ago  with  her  late  (on  Clemens  and  two  daughters, 
both  of  whom  arc  now  baptized.  But  (he  had  no 
mind  to  be  converted,  and  ufed  to  fay,  we  (hould  only 
inftruit  and  baptize  her  children  ;  that  fhe  herfelf  was 
now  too  old,  and  fhould  poflibly  never  believe.  But 
*'  falling 'ick  two  months  ago,  and  perceiving  that  her 
ftay  in  this  world  could  not  be  much  longer,  it  was 
a  trouble  to  her,  that  (he  did  not  know,  what  would 
become  of  her.  She  then  began  to  long  after  baptifm, 
but  was  afraid  to  apply  for  it,  left,  as  fhe  had  flighted 
it  fo  long,  fhe  might  be  refufed.  At  laft  fhe  fcnt  and 
petitioned  for  it,  and  her  prayer  was  heard.  Some 
days  after,  our  Saviour  took  her  foul  to  himfelf. 
*'  An  old  fick  widow,  baptized  the  6th  of  January, 
rejoiced  greatly  at  the  profpeift  of  her  relcafe,  which 
followed  January  24.  She  fpcnt  her  laft  hours  with 
particular  joy  in  the  confideration  of  her  bleeding  Sa- 
viour and  reconciler.  Some  widows  fung,  in  her 
prefence,  many  vcrfes,  which  adminiftered  great  joy 
to  her,  and  when  fhc  loft  her  fpeech,  fhe  continually, 
like  the  little  children,  pointed  to  her  hands,  as  an 
indication  of  her  attachment  to  the  wounds  of  Jefus. 
The  helper  among  the  widows  knew  not  how  to 
exprefs  her  joy  on  this  occafion,  nor,  in  general,  on 
account '  of  the  blefled  progrefs  of  grace  in  her 
♦^  houfe.'* 

At  the  conclufion  of  the  year,  it  was  found,  that 
twenty-five  fouls,  among  whom  were  fifteen  children, 
were  added  to  the  congregation,  and'  thirty  one  were 
come  from  among  the  heathen.  Befides  the  above- 
mentioned  two  widows,  fourteen  perfons  were  departed 
this  life.  No  body  was  this  year  loft  in  the  fea.  But 
then  Jonas  a  boy  of  three  years,  Johanan's  fon,  a  child 
of  a  lively  and  fwcet  temper,  who  had  given  much 
pleafure  to  its  parents!  and  the  miflionaries  by'its  finging, 
loft  its  life  under  a^reat  cake  of  ice  driven  on  fnore, 
behind  which  fomc  Greenlanders  h?^d  feated  themfelves, 
to  bafk  in  the  fun.  But  the  reft  were  gone  away  juft  be- 
fore ;  and  vtrhile  the  hiother  was  gone  to  fetch  this  child 
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a  draught  of  water,  the  heat  of  the  fun  broke  oft'  a  kir<^o 
piece,  which  crufhed  tlic  child  to  death. 

Our  brethren's  labour  now  grew  more  and  mrre 
troublefomc,  as  they  were  obliged  to  go  between  twelve 
and  eighteen  miles  to  cut  turf  in  the  Iflands,  and  above 
twenty  four  miles  to  gather  up  Wood  on  the  outermoft 
coafts  of  the  fea.  This  autumn  thefe  dangerous  avoca- 
tions had  lilce  to  have  coft  two  of  our  European  brethren 
their  lives,  viz.  John  Soerenfen  and  Henry  Huekel ;  for 
the  firft  in  bringing  the  boat  to  land  in  a  hij^h  wind  and 
fea,  caft  the  boat-hook  Ihort  of  the  rock,  and  tumbled 
headlong  out  of  the  boat  fome  fathom  deep  into  the 
water  J  the  other,  in  his  hurry  to  help  him  out,  Aid 
down  the  flippery  rock  into  the  fea  likewife.  The  laft 
got  up  upon  the  rock  again,  and  the  former  got  hold  of 
the  keel  of  the  boat  underneath,  and  thus  helped  himfelf 
up,  and  was  drawn  by  a  Greenland  woman  into  the  boat 
agairr.  They  were  obliged  to  continue  the  whole  night 
in  their  wet  deaths  without  fire,  under  nothing  but 
a  fail -cloth,  an<i  we  thanked  God,  who  had  given  them 
to  us  anew.

Neither  did  the  brethren  in  Lichtetjfeis  want  work  this 
year,  having  a  large  dwelling-houfc  and  hall  for  the  con- 
gregation to  eretfl.  But  before  I  enter  into  the  particu- 
lars hereof,  I  will  give  fome  recital  of  the  fpreading  of 
the  gofpel  among  the  heathen.  The  brethren,  for  the 
prcfent,  had  it  not  in  their  power,  by  exprefs  vifiting  to 
contribute  much  thereto,  and  were  obliged  to  rely  chiefly 
on  the  ifluc  of  the  heathens  vifits  to  them.  For  the 
people  on  the  eaft-fide  of  the  ifland  were  either  come  to 
them,  or  moved  ^fewhere  ;  and  as  to  thofe,  wiio  lived 
ftill  near  to  therp,  they  were  in  a  meafpre  cloyed  and 
turned  back  again  into  their  heathenifh  courfe,  not- 
withftanding  their  former  continual  pretences,  that  they 
would  befirft  and  readieft  converted,  when  the  brethren 
ihould  fettle  in  their  parts  j  fo  that  what  our  Saviour 
fays,  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  :  "  The  firft  {hall  be  laft, 
and  thplaft  firil,"  was  properly  applicable  to  them. 
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However,  that  which  Iccmcd  to  be  (own  in  fome  with- 
'.  out  fruit,  was  not   altogether   in  vain.     A  fpaik  had 
found   its  way  into  the  heart  of  one  here  and  there, 
-which,  weak  as  it  was,  fhftnc  in  darknefs,  and  gave  rile 
to  rcflctSlion.     Thus  the  defirc  difcovcred  by  the  above- 
*?  picntioned  Mak.ki{i,iik,  jult  before  his   death,    after  our 
J'  Saviour,  and  tlic  tcU.owili  ,»  of  the  faithful  (with  whom 
'he  likewifc  dcfircd    to  be  buried)    had  touched  many 
'heathen  in  Innukfuk   in  fuch  a  manner,    as  to  induce 
°  them  to  make  more  frrqucnt  vifits,  and  lend  a  more  ftridt 
''ccir  to  the  golpel,    not  without  bleiTing.     In  a  convcrta- 
•  tion  held  with  fome,  who  h;ul  been  very  attentive  at  the 
fcrinon,  tears  ftood  in  their  cyrs,  and  one  of  them  faid  : 
'■♦*  Jt  would  not  be  in  hh  power  to  ftay  away  from  us 
'*'  rnuch  longer,    as  he  faw   plainly,    that .  it  was  not 
*'  enough  to  hear  of  our  Saviour  now  and  then,    but  it 
**  W.1S  better  to  hear  of  him  every  day,  ajid  to  fee  how 
*'  happy  people  may  be  with  him,"     Ou  the  contrary, 
though  others  difcovercd  fymptoms  of  Arong  convictions, 
yet  they  had  various  cxcufcs  in  readinels  to  ward  oft"  the 
total  Surrender  of  the  heart.     A  fuigle  man,    who  had 
.   been  before  many  years  about  EMro|>eans,    went  away 
again,  becaufc  he  was  not  willing  to  accommodate  hiiu- 
iiL'lf  again  to  tlie  Greenland  diet  and  hard  way  of  living, 
and  could  have  no  expectation  of  the  meat  that  perllhtth 
from   his  teachers.     A  vifitant  being  afked,    what    he 
thought  of  that  which  had  been  read  (it  was  John  xvii.) 
anfwered :  "  I  like  it  very  well,    but  I  cannot  now  be 
••'  converted,    fori  have  many  relations  in  the  fouth, 
**  whom  I  think  much  of.     I  have  indeed  fent  them  an 
**  invitation  to  come  hther  ;  and  if  tliey  u)mply  with  ir, 
**  I  will  come  to  you  and  he  converted.     But  if  they  do 
"  not  come,  as  I  have  fuch  a  defue  to  fee  them,  I  mull 
*'  goto  them.     And  therefore  I  will  promifo  DOthiug, 
'*  that  I  do  not  afluredjy  intend  to  perform."     Another 
allcdged  his  ufual  pica,  that  he  jdid  not  underfland  the 
method  of  catching  feals  here  ;    if  he  was  older,-   and  his 
fons  big  enough  to  provide  their  own  maintenance,    ho 
would  come.     However  it  was  agreeable  to  him,    that 
one  of  hi4  daughters  lived  with  us  and  was  bapti/etl. 
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But,  faid  he,  •*  I  myfclf  am  a  poor  man*,  that  Iknow^ 
"  «s  Htnncfc,  [BcckJ  has  often  told  mc."^  ^^^  „^„,^,^ 

Such  vifits  were  alfo  m;  Jc  from  other  places,  eff  ecially 
from  Kellingeit.  And  our  Grecnlanders  too,  while 
employed  in  providing  the  ncceflarics  of  life,  did  not  fail 
to  invite  the  heathen  to  the  kingdom  of  God.  Of  feme 
it  is  faid  :  **  they  came  home  very  well  pleafed,  becaufc 
they  had  found  an  opportunity  of  delivering  a  fire 
teftimony  of  our  Saviour."  One  man  faid  to  them  : 
Thcfe  my  people  would  be  glad  to  hear  a  little  of  our 
Saviour.  All  the  people  prefently  aflembled,  and  out 
**  of  the  other  houfes  too,  and  our  helper  J.  held  a  dif- 
*'  courftt  to  them  of  the  love  of  our  Creator  to  his  fallen 
human  creature,  which  engaged  him  to  become  n  an 
himfclf^  of  his  walk  upon  this  earth,  and  of  the 
miracles  which  he  did  j  but  efpecially  of  his  fufFering 
and  dying  for  all  men.  They  all  liftened  with  eager 
attention.  Moreover  our  people  fpoke  feparately 
with  many  of  them,  and  found,  that  fcvcral  have  a 
true  defire  to  be  acquainted  with  our  Saviour ;  but  it 
commonly  happens,  that  man  and  wife  are  not  cf  one 
mind,  and  therefore  for  the  prefent,  one  prevents  the 
♦*  other  from  coming  nearer."  .-.{  .- -* 

One  time  fome  Greenland  fifters  went  to  the  fa£lory  to 
vifit  a  few  women,  who  did  not  go  to  the  dance  with 
the  reft,  ^nd  had  often  defircd  to  be  viftted.  An  old 
fick  woman,  lamenting  her  fear  of  death,  received  for 
anfwer :  *'  Thou  mayeft  well  be  afraid,  becaufe  thou 
**  knoweft  not  what  will  become  of  thee  after  death. 
*'  We  were  afraid  too,  before  we  knew  our  Saviour. 
^'  But  fince  we  believe  on  him,  and  he  has  delivered  us 
'•*  from  the  fear  of  death,  and  we  know  that  after  death 
*'  we  (hall  be  ever  with  him,  o,ur  dread  is  vaniflied." 
*■*  Ah  !**  faid  the  woman,  "  ye  are  happy  people,"  and 
defu-ed  them  to  tell  her  more  good  things.,^.^^,^^  ,.j,j  ^..,^,, 

•  i^-^jorpungttt  "  I  am  good  fornpfhinj;,"  which  is  as  ambiguous  with  the 
Grecnlanders,  as  the  common  fijinp ;  "  We  art-  nil  poor  finnerf,"  :md  may  as 
«'etl  import  an  cxcule  for  buin^j  no  belter,  a',  u  penitent  contcflion  of  one's 
wretched  condition.  :.  ^-    ,  -         ' 
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Again  another  opportunity  ofFcred,  Jo  caft  the  hook 
of  the  gofpel  into  the  hearts  of  fome  quite  raw  fouth- 
landers  in  their  tour  to  the  north,  in  hopes  of  one  time 
or  other  having  the  beft  drJiught  of  fifhes  from  thence, 
after  the  example  of  New-Herrnhuth.  •  The  following  is 
found  here  and  there  remarked  of  their  vifit:  "June  22, 
**  came  ieveral  fouthlanders  to  vifit  their  acquaintance 
"  and  kinsfolk. 

"  The  26th  came  eight,  and  the  27th  two  boats  full 
**  of  fouthlanders,  and  pitched  their  tents  by  us.  But 
not  many  came  to  the  meeting,  and  fome  women 
being  in  the  tent,  where  the  meeting  is  kept,  ran  out 
in  a  hurry.  I  got  into  converfation  with  fome  men 
**  of  their  eternal  falvation,  and  thereafon  of  our  being 
here.,      'i^i  i^  .- '^i''  ^  ■:-*'.  «^^«r< '>=:^,»i,  7, v,.«;  ' 

"  The  29th  wc  were  much  vifited  by  the  fouthlanders, 
but  th6y  are  in  general  exceeding  favage,  very  fenfelefs 
to  all  that  is  good,  and  flee  the  occafion  of  hearing  of 
**  our  Saviour,    as  they  would' fire.     Yet  fome  were  a 
*'  little  attentive,   but  the  young  folks  are  exceeding 
"^  diflfohite.     In  the  evening  fonle  went  to  the  fa£loiy., 
'**  with  an  intent  to  have  a  dancing  and  fmging-match 
**  with  the  heathen  of  thcfe  parts,  that  were  difpol'ed  to 
•'  enter  the,  lifts  with  them.     The  reft  fet  forward  the 
*'  next  day  to  the  north.     But  another  family  of  fouth- 
**  landers,   relations  of  Auguftus,   came  hither,   under 
**  great  concern  about  their  daughter,  whom  a  man  that 
*•  has  already  two   wives,    will   take    by    force,    and 
*'  threatens  to' be  the  death  of  her  father,    if  he  rcfufes 
•*  her..    Our  Greenland  fifters  concealed  her  from  her 
**  purfuer,   wlio  came  in  the  night  in  queft  of  her,  but 
"  not  finding  her  with  her  parents,  went  off  again  before 
*'  we  were  up.     This  girl  would  gladly  ftay  with  us, 
"  and  the  father  too ;  but  the  mother  and  her  eldeft  fon 
**  were  averfe  to  it.     And  a  Greenland  brother  accofting 
'*  the  fen  on  this  head,  he  fell  into  a  rage,  which  made 
*'  tne  old  v/oman  th;caten  to  repay  the  brother  for  his 
•'  oiHcioufnef?.     And,  the  fon's  wife  foon  after  getting 
*'  a  had  boil  Oii  her  finger,   we  had  enoufrh  to  do,  to 
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<*  July  4,  fome  Southlandcrs  toW  us,  that  laft 
«  year  two  women*s-boats  came  to  them  from  the 
"  eaft-fide,  in  order  to  exchange  pcks,  for  knives,  nce- 
"  dies,  and  other  iron-w:Ure.  They  were  very  tall  peo- 
"  pie, .  and  when  they  talked  with  each  other,  they 
<*  cpuld  not  underftand  their  language  *.  One  of  thefe 
«  fouthlanders  had  been  once  in?«^5w*Herrnhm^  and 
"  was  not  without  fome  kno\yledge.  And  1  gavtf'therfi 
«  ftil.l  farther  information  of  the  creatjon,  the  fall,  and 
«'  redemption  of  man,  and-the  miniftry  of  reconciliation, 
«  I  never  faw  fuch  obfefvant  fouthlande/s  as  thefe. 
*'  One  of  them  accompanied  every  thing  with  devout 
<'  geftures ;  when,  for  inftance,  I  fpoke  of  the  wounds 
"  of  our  Saviour,  in  his  hands,  feet  and  fide,  he  always 
»'  pointed  with  hi$  finger  to  the  place.  He  further  de- 
*'  clared,  that  he  and  his  wife  Ihould  like  to  ftay  here, 
"  but  he  could  not  get  free  from  the  reft,  as  he  himfelf 
"  had  no  boat,  and  t*  -reforc  was  not  his  own  mafter."

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The  preaching  of  the  gofpel,  and  the  frequent  vifits 
of  the  heathen  had  been  of  fo  much  benefit  this  year, 
thit  the  inhabitants  of  Lichtenfels  were  increafed  with 
thirty-one  perfons  in  number,  and  thirty-four  fouls  of 
the  laft  year's  catechumens  received  holy  baptifm.  The 
congregation  growing  in  this  unhoped-for  and  hafty 
manner,  the  brethren  ardently  wifhed  for  more  afliftants  ; 
yet  if  this  had  been  the  cafe,  they  had  at  prefent  no  con- 
venient room  for  them.  For  as  to  their  Greenland- 
houfe,  it  was  not  only  too  fmall,  but  in  a  very  ruinous 
condition  i  a  piece  of  the  wall  fell  down  twice,  and  the 
hungry  ravens  had  picked  the  fealrfldns  which  covered 
the  roof  fo  full  of  holes,  that  it  every  where  rained 
through  jbefides  that,  in  winter,  it  was -often  fo  covered 
with  drift-fnow,  that  one  might  walk  over  the  top  of  it. 
And  they  were  as  miidi  at  a  ftand  with  regard  to  their 
meeting^.  In  winter  indeed  they  could  keep  them  in  the 
biggeft  Greenland  houfe  j  but  when  the  Greenlanders 
dwelt  in  tents,  fcarce  rhe  fixth  part  could  alTemble  at 
once  in  a  tent;  neither  would  the  weather  often  permit 
them  to  preach  without-doors.  Now  though  a  houfe 
•  •  More  of  this  has  been  mentioned  above,  B,  IV,  §  ix. 
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had  been  promifed  theiji  laft  year;  yet  they  could  not 
help  doubting  for  fei^eral  reafons  of  its  coming  to  hand 
this  year.  In  this  Hate  of  uncertainty  therefore  they 
were  dlfpofed  to  repair  th^ir  old.  houfe,  though  exceed- 
ingly gone  to  decay.  But  while  they  were  bufy  about 
it,  they  receivf«d  the  joyful  news,  the  8th  of  July,  tliat 
the  (hip  was  arrive^,  at ,  Fr^deric's-hope  vsrith  a  houfc  oa 
board  for  them.        .V,    ', 

'  ^  Great  was  their  joy ;  yet  now  as  great  was  their  care 
and  embarraflinent,  how  they  Ihould  be  able  to  ereft 
fuch  a  large  houfe  fo  late  in  the  fummer,  as  there  wers 
but  three  people  for  the  purpofe,  and  one  of  tljem  la- 
boured under  an  indlfpolition,  which  forbad  the  Icaft 
hard  exercife.  Befides,  they  were  not  able  to  make  the 
leaft  preparation  for  building,  as  they  were  obliged  to 
wait  for  the  refolution  of  their  fcruples  concerning  tha 
fitnefs  of  the  prefent  place,  as  well  ^s  the  ground-plot 
of  the  houfe,  which  the  captain  did  not  chT^ole  to  truft 
in  the  Greenland  meflage-boats.  But  on  their  receiving 
it  the  1 6th  of  July,  together  with  the  ufual  littlje  watch- 
word book  of  this  year,  they  were  greatly  animated  amidft 
their  perplexity  and  weakncfs  by  the  admonition  of  the 
day,  which  was  :  Remember ^  the  Lard  thy  God^^  for  it  is  he 
that  glveth  thee  power y  that  he  imyi  ejiubli/h  his  covenant,  as  it  ii 
this  day.  Deut,  viii.  i8.  "  Forget  it  not,  thou  heart  of 
"  mine!" 

Therefore  they  engaged  in  the  work  chearfully,  and, 
on  the  1 8th  of  July,  when  five  Greenland  brethren  were 
juft  come  on  a  viiit  from  the  places  where  they  refort 
to  procure  their  maintenance,  they  laid  the  foundation- 
ftone  with  praife  and  prayer,  wifhing  at  the  fame  time, 
that  the  Lord  would  be  pleafed  to  profper  the  work  of 
their  hands,  to  preferve  all  the  workmen  from  harm,  an  J 
to  make  this  houfe  an  amiable  dwelling  of  peace,  a  ta- 
bernacle abounding  with  bleflings,  and  a  place,  where 
his  holy  name  may  be  honoured,  and  his  merits  and  fiif- 
ferings  be  made  known  and  embraced  by  the  heathen  for 
their  eternal  falvation  to  the  end  of  days.  But  the  work 
proceedsd  very  flowly,  on  account  of  the  great  unevcn- 
nefs  and  declivity  or  the  fituation,  which  obliged  them 
to  wall  ten  feet  high  at  one  end,  zrA  t|ien  tq  lijl  up  all 
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with  ftones  and  earth.  This  required  many  hands* 
which  in  the  beginning  they  could  not  have  j  but  at  the 
Grcenlanders  return  from  the  capelin-fifhery,  tbey  help- 
ed them  faithfully  in  carrying  ftones  and  earth  upon 
their  backs,  and  in  their  old  cloaths,  inftead  of  bags. 
In  the  mean  while  John  Haveri  carrie  to  their  affiftancc 
from  New-Hcrrnhuth  J  smd  the  captain,  (the  fame  they 
■came  with  three  years  ago,)  purfuant  to  the  kind  orders 
of  his  owners,  not  only  lightened  their  work  by  landing 
the  honfe  in  a  haven,  which  he  found  near  the  place, 
inftead  of  doing  it  three  full  miles  off  at  the  factory,  but 
with  pleafure  employed  his  equally  willing  peoplfe  in 
landing  it ;  and,  on  his  failing  to  the  fadlory,  let  them 
have  a  couple  of  fpare  hands  to  help  to  raife  it ;  fo  that, 
notwithftariding  frequent  bad  weather,  they  had  done  it 
jn  the  fhort  fpace  of  three  weeks  *.  , ' '  " 

The  fof.r  brethren  were  now  exceeding  bufy  to* c6n^(* 
to  a  full  finiftiing,  an  J  at  the  beginning  of  Qftober  were 
gone  fo  far,  as  with  joy  to  enter  into  a  couple  of  rooms, 
when  they  thanked  their  dear  Lord  for  granting  them 
ftrength,  and  averting  all  misfortune,  (yet  they  did  not 
efcape  without  cutting  their  hands  fometimes,  and  the 
cnafter-builder  fell  down,  but  was  preferved  in  a  won- 
derful manner,)  neither  did  they  forget  to  commend  to 
the  requital  of  the  Lord  their  benefactors  for  this  their 
prefent,  and  thofe  who  forwarded  its  conveyance  and 
«re6tion  for  their  ready  affiftance. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  miflionary  5^o/;«  jB«^,and  his 
wife  were  come  from  New-Herrnhuth,  to  join  with 
Matthew  Stach,  in  ferving  the  congregation  with  the 
golpel  and  the  needful  cure  of  fouls.  He  brought  three 
mccp  alfo  along  with  him,  to  begin  a  fmall  ftock,  and 
to  give  fame  cafe  to  their  oeconomy,  though  the  provi- 
ding necefliary  provender  for  them  from  all  quarters  for 
fo  long  a  winter  was  only  an  addition  to  4:heir  labour. 
Moreover  they  were  now  obliged  to  go  to  the  iflands  in 
qUeft  of  fire-wood.  Mean  while  they  proceeded  towards 
tinifliing  the  meeting-hall  (though  for  want  of  boards,

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they  could  only  lay  half  the  floor,)  and  took  down  the 
old  houfe,  which  flopped  up  one  of  the  houfe-doors,  and 
thus  opened  the  acccfs  to  it  j  ^nd  they  got  fo  far,  that 
on  the  firft  of  November  they  were  able  to  celebrate  a 
joyful  dedication^day  with  their  GreenUnd-flock. 

It  was  the  24th  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Matthew 
Staeh  preached  the  dedicatipn-fermon  upon  the  word  of 
the  day :  Enoch  walked  wi.h  God^  Gen.  v.  22.  "  And 
by  my  faireft  Uridegroom's  fide,  ihall  I  his  dearly  pur- 
chased bride,  walk  on  with  love  moft  fteady^"  and 
then  fell  upon  bis  knees  with  the  congregation,  and 
prayed  to  our  Saviour,  that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  hal- 
low this  hall  and  houfe  with  his  continual  prefence,  and 
accompany  the  teftimony  of  his  death  with  his  divine 
power,  explain  his  merits  by  the  Holy  Ghoft  to  every 
foul,  and  efpecially  glorify  himfelf  at  the  holy  facraments 
in  every  heart  as  the  Saviour  of  his  body. 

John  Beck  preached  the  afternoon-fermon  upon  the 
text :  /  know  thy  pavaty.  Rev.  ii.  9.  Then  a  love-feaft 
of  dried  capelins  was  kept  with  aji  the  inhabitants,  in 
ruimber  one  hundred  thirty  feven,  viz.  thirty  feven,  who 
moved  thither  from  New-Herrnhuth,  and  were  the  be- 
ginning of  a  congregation,  and  a  hundred,  that  had,  in 
the  fpacc  of  three  years,  been  added  to  them  out  of  thq 
infidels.  At  this  opportunity  the  Ixth  chapter  of  Ifaiah, 
jirife,  Jhine^  &c.  was  read,  and  mention  .was  made,  that 
the  appellation  of  this  place,  Llcbunfeh^  has  an  allufion 
to  the  faid  great  promifc  concerning  the  heathen.  At 
^aft  a  Greenland  poem  was  fung,  compofed  by  John 
Beck  for  this  6"^^  of  feftivity,  according  to  the  purport 
pf  the  above  chapter,  which  I  will  fubjoin  with  a  literal 
interpretation.

Now  the  brethren  hav'ng  got  an  orderly  dwelling- 
place,  and  the  Greenlanders  a  fine  fpacious  church,  the 
preaching  of  the  gofpel,  and  all  the  appendant  congre- 
gation and  choir-meetings,  liturgies  and  bands  could  be 
more  eafily  holden  than  before,  and  it  was  perceivable, 
that  the  Lord  delighted  to  dwell  in  this  place,  to  walk 
in  the  midft  of  his  children,  and  to  let  the  light  of  his 
friendly  countenance  (hine  upon  them,  which  is  better 
felt  and  enjoyed,    than  defcribed.     It   muft   needs  be

,^{  ^  Relation  of  Lichtemfels,  1761.'  '  35^ 
an  uncommon  joy  to  a  faithful  teacher,  in  preaching  the 
word  and  at  the  adminiflracion  of  the  holy  facraments, 
to  be  fenfible  of  a  gentle  breathing  of  the  Spirit  among 
his  people,  and  of  a  dew  from  the  Lord ;  it  is  a  certain 
fign  ^Q  him,  that  the  word  does  not  fall  fruitlefs  to  the 
ground,  but  ia  Iprinkled  with  blood,  and  will,  in  due 
time,  bring  forth  its  fruit.  And  when  he  fees  the  (ted 
fpringing  up  now  here  and  then  there ;  and  though  In. 
the  midil:  of  divQrs  alterations,  growing  and  ripening 
uiito  harveft ;  it  muft  needs  add  ftrength  to  his  hope, 
and  give  hini  new  courage  to  plant  andNwater.  As -a 
fpecimen  of  this,  I  will  again  take  the  liberty  to  inter- 
fperfe  my  narrative  with  the  few  followring  remurks,  to 
the  praife  of  our  Saviour,  who  has  promifed  to  be  with 
us,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world,  not  only  with  his 
pre-elc<rted  witnefles  the  apoftles,  but  with  all  that  be-

In  the  •  ublic  meetings  of  the  week,  infteaJ  of  a  fer- 
mon  upon  a  text,  a  portion  out  of  the  evangelifts  and 
the  epiilles  of  the  apoftles,  was  now  and  then  read  and 
briefly  explained.  Th«  Greenlanders  were  uncommon- 
ly attentive,  and,  b^fides  the  bleffing  in  fellowfhip,  it 
was  alfo  accompanied  with  this  advantage,  that  they  of- 
ten conferred  with  each  other  about  it,  made  interroga- 
tories concerning  the  true  fenfe  and  the  ufeful  applica- 
tion of  this  and  the  other  matter,  and  begged  for  far- 
ther information  in  fuch  points  as  they  had  not  rightly 
apprehended.  Thus  it  i$  faid  at  the  feflival  of  Eafter : 
"  The  fimple  narrative  of  the  fufFering,  dying  and  re- 
"  furre£tion  of  our  Saviour  approved  itfelf  very  power- 
"  fully  to  the  heart,  and  gave  birth  to  many  blefled 
"  colloquies  in  the  houfes.  Some  came  and  afked,  what 
"  our  Saviour  ipeant  by  the  cup,  which  he  prayed  his 
"  Father  to  take  from  him  ?  And  on  its  being  explained^ 
"  to  them,  one  faid :  This  is  the  very  matter,  which 

"  often  forces  tears  from  me. On  Eafter-Monday 

"  we  hejd  a  love-feaft  of  angmarfet  with  all  our  people. 
"  It  juft  happened,  that,  in  the  courfe  of  our  reading 
the  ads  of  Eafter,  we  came  to  the  paffage  of  our  Sa- 
viour's (hewing  himfeif  at  the  fea  of  Tiberias,  when 
Vol.  II.  Z  «  he 
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*'  he  kept  a  meal  of  fifties  with  his  difciplcs,  and  ex- 
"  amined  Peter  concerning  his  love ;  which  made  no 

"  fmall   imprcflion    on  the  Greenlanders. Another 

•*  time  the  widows  defired  farther  information  upon  JSts 
*'  the  firft :  and  upon  my  explaining  it  to  them,  and 
"  telling  them,  that  to  day  they  fhould  hear  of  the  ef- 
*'  fufion  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  they  were  vaftly  pkafed, 
*'  and  could  hardly  wait  the  appointed  time.  And 
'*  wh  '>  it  CJ"--  e,  ill  heard  with  great  appetite;  and  the 
'*  renr  ..  the  unity  and  community  of  believers 
**  entei  .  Ju*^!!'''  into  them."  Agam,  much  profitable 
converfai  aiofe  from  the  narrative  of  Ananias  and 
Sapphira,  of  the  v  verlion  of  Paul,  of  the  Jailor,  and 
pf  Lydia,  and  of  Paul's  taking  leave  of  the  church  at 
tphefus. 

In  the  meeting  of  the  baptized  the  lit;  ny  in  particu- 
lar was  read  through,  and  an  explanation  given  c^^'^ery 
fingle  petition,  and  of  the  unknown  words  (for  ii  ^  ne- 
cefl'ary  to  fupply  the  want  of  fpiritual  language  among 
the  Greenlanders  with  fome  new  unknown  words.) 
The  hearts  and  ears  of  all  were  open.  Another  time  it 
is  faid :  '*  Our  r  cople  are  very  defirous  of  information, 
*'  and  would  gladly  retain  a  great  deal.  I  anfwer  their 
*'  queftions  with  pleafure,  as  I  fee  that  the  work  of  the 
**  Holy  Spirit  is  furthered  by  this  means  in  their  hearts, 
but  take  care  withal  to  remind  them  of  the  one  thing 
needful,  fetting  fometimes  before  them  the  example 
of  the  firft-fruits  of  this  nation,  efpecially  of  the  late 
Samuel,  Sarah,  and  Judith,  who  ftill  remain  of  blef- 
fed  memory  to  them ;  how  they,  with  their  fmall 
meaCure  of  knowledge,  in  which  they  are  now  fur- 
palled  by  many  unreceived  among  the  catechumens, 
difcovcrcd  fuch  a  tender  love  to  our  Saviour,  and  by 
word  and  walk  were  fo  edifying  to  the  heathen,  that 
by  that  means  they  contributed  a  great  deal  towards 
the  great  awakening  among  them." 
Their  congregation-days  were  always  folemn  and  par- 
ticivlarly  blefled,  but  they  could  not  be  kept  here  till  the 
meeting-hall  was  built.  After  the  firft  had  been  kept, 
Uicy  write:  "Our  brethren  and  fifters  were  filled 
with  extraordinary  joy  at  the  accounts  of  their  l?lack 

viz,  the  negroes  in 
"  the 
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«  the  Weft-India  iflands,  and  the  Indians  in  North  and 
«  South  America.  They  all  ftayed  at  home  in  order  to 
«  mift  nbthing;  ahd  the  next  day  feveral  came,  and 
<*  faid,  how  happy  they  had  been  yeftcrday  in  all  the 
"  meetings ;  which  was  ilill  more  manifelt  at  the  bands 
"  in  the  evening.  We  underftood  too,  that  the  daily 
♦*  ttxts  out  of  thfe  holy  fcriptures  are  a  real  bleffing  to 
"  them,  arid  that  whofo  cannot  attend  the  mattins,  di- 
"  reiStly  afks  the  reft,  what  is  the  memorandum  out  of 
"  God^s  tverdV  {(0  they  call  the  word  of  the  day)  and 
**  whofo  has  not  rightly  underftood  it,  comes  and  afks 
"  anew  about  it.  One  faid  in  his  band,  he  had  thought 
"  rtiiich  to-day  in  his  kajak  on  the  text :  He  doth  accor- 
"  ding  to  his  will  in  the  army  of  heaven,  and  among  the  trt'^ 
"  habitants  of  the  earthy  Sec.  Dan.  iv.  35." 

It  is  faid  of  the  bands,  on  St.  Thomas's-day  Decem- 
ber 21, :  "  One,  being  afked,  how  he  came  acquainted 
"  with  our  Saviour  ?  gave  fuch  a  folid  account  of  his 
"  change  of  heart,  and  the  joy  he  felt,  when  Jefus  pre- 
"  fentfed  himfelf  the  firft  time  before  his  heart  in  the 
"  image  of  his  fufFerings,  that  it  was  a  pleafure  to  hear 
"  hirti,  and  it  might  be  felt,  that  it  was  not  learned  and 
"  rehearfed  from  the  head,  but  genuine  experience, 
"  And  when  the  reft  had  all  told  what  they  had  expe- 
"  rienced  of  it,  the  firft  concluded  with  a  hearty  prayer.'* 

Of  the  new  baptized  it  is  mentioned ;  "  They  grow 
"  btighter  from  day  to  day,  and  their  hearts  get  more 
"  ffeellhg.  What  they  hear  of  the  converfe  with  the 
"  urifeeti  Friend  of  their  fouls,  grows  by  degrees  mor? 
'*  aftd  more  clear  to  them,  and  they  begin  to  fpeak  with 
"  hirri  themfelves  of  their  h«arts. — One  of  them  once 
"  canie  under  fome  trouble  to  an  European  brother, 
"  who  obfervin^,  that  he  wanted  to  fay  fomething,  pre- 
"  vented  him,  faying  :  You  want  a  plaifter,  I  fuppofe  ? 
"  (for  he  had  a  large  boil)  O  !  no,  faid  he,  I  am  not 
"  come  for  that  now ;  and  began  to  weep  fo,  that  he 
"  could  not  fpeak  for  a  good  while.  At  length  he 
"  broke  out: :  O  wretched  man  that  I  am  !  I  have  ftjll 
"  fo  little  fenfe  of  our  Saviour  and  his  blood,  and  yet  I 

perceive,  tl«it  he  loves  me  fo  much.  Which  has  cauf- 
"  ed  me  to  pafs  the  greateft  part  of  the  night  in  tears." 
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As  to  the  unbaptized  and  catechumens,  a  helper  once 
ufed  the  expreflion  :  Some  are,  as  if  they  were  already 
baptized.  And  indeed  grace  was  working  powerfully 
upon  them,  to  convince  them  of  their  wretched  ftate. 
One  of  them  was  once  found  fitting  in  his  kajak  in  a 
fmali  creek  weeping.  A  Greenland  brother  aiking  him, 
what  he  was  doing  there  ?  he  faid :  **  Alas,  what  a 
"  wretched  man  am  I,  when  I  confider  what  our  teach- 
*'  ers  tell  us  of  our  Saviour,  and  the  happinefs  of  thofe 
♦'  that  know  him,  and  my  heart  is  fo  empty  of  him!" 
The  faithful  Shepherd,  who  cannot  long  bear  to  fee  a 
loft  flieep  weeping,  had  very  foon  compailion  upon  thfs 
old  man  ;  he  being  foon  after  taken  into  the  number  of 
the  catechumens,  and  uot  long  after  that,  made  partaker 
of  holy  baptifui.  i-^^i  <  .  ,  ^    ^i  .

Now  as  touching  fome  external  circumflances  of  the 
vear,  the  cold  continued  with  fuch  feverity  tiU  towards 
IVIay,  that  fome  parts  were  quite  froze  up,  and  the  na- 
tives reduced  to  great  diftrefs.  In  the  fouth  particularly 
the  want  was  fo  great,  that  many  died  with  hunger,  ihe 
country  being  quite  blocked  up  with  ice,  and  at  the  fame 
time  covered  by  an  uncommonly  deep  fnow.  As  foon  as 
the  water  was  open,  fome  heathens  intended  to  go  out  of 
Fifher's-Inlct  to  a  merriment,  but  were  overtaken  by  a 
fudden  guft  of  bad  weather,  which  gave  them  hard  work 
to  get  fafe  to  land.  And  as  they  had  taken  no  tent  with 
them,  they  were  obliged  to  fpend  two  days  and  a  night 
in  the  moft  rigorous  cold  with  the  heavens  only  for  their 
covering ;  fome  grew  fo  Itiff  and  benumbed,  that  it  was 
with  great  difficulty  they  were  brought  to  themfelves 
again  by  beating  and  dragging  about,  the  method  ufed 
in  fuch  cafes.  A  baptized  woman,  to  whom  they  told 
the  ftory, '  made  a  good  ufe  of  the  occafion  to  give  them 
fome  account  of  the  happinefs  of  believers,  who  know 
and  love  ovir  Saviour. 

In  Lichtenfels,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  they 
had  fuch  good  fuccefs  in  providing  neceflaries,  that 
fometimes,  in  calm  weather,  ten  feals  a  day  were 
brought  to  land.    But  th«  cold  and  the  ice  increaftng 
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towards  fpring,  they  alfo  were  reduced  to  ftraits*.  "  Af - 
«  ter  the  evening-meeting,"  it  is  faid  "April  the  8th, 
"  I  pafled  through  the  big  houfe,  and  faw,  what  th^ 
**  Grccnlanders  were  getting  for  fuppcr.  The  poverty 
"  of  fome  of  them  pained  me  to  the  heart.  Two  wi- 
*'  dows  and  their  children  had  a  piece  of  fca-grafs  in 
"  their  hands,  to  go  to  fleep  upon,  and  yet  were  fo  con- 
"  tent,  efpccially  the  lately  baptized  Naomi  and  her  fon, 
"  that  they  never  complained  of  want ;  for  I  had  it  not 
"  from  themfclves,  but  from  others,  that  they  have 
"  nothing,  but  mufcles  and  fea-grafs  which  they  gather 
*"  at  low- water  on  the  fea-ftrand.  Indeed  they  help  one 
"  another  out,  and  when  a  man  catches  a  feal,  all  in 
"  the  houfe  get  a  (hare  of  it.  But  when  it  is  divided  into 
"  perhaps  above  feventy  parts,  the  portians  are  very  fmail, 
"  efpecially  as  at  this  feafon  only  little  young  feals  are 
"  to  be  caught,  which  will  now  alfo  be  loon  going  far- 
"  ther  into  the  fea.  The  next  day  we  agam  divided 
"  angmarfet  among  the  poor,  which  we  are  ufed  to  ga- 
"  ther  in  the  fummer,  in  order  to  help  out  thofe  that 
"  fufFer  need.  But,  being  deflitute  of  a  proper  repofi- 
"  tory,  we  have  not  been  able  to  ftore  up  many  of  thefe 
"  capelins,  and  the  Grccnlanders  have  often  a  good 
"  quantity  fpoiled  by  the  wet,  having  no  fuch  ftore- 
"  houfe  as  m  New-Herrnhuth  ;  hence  it  is  that  they 
"  undergo  great  want  in  what  they  otherwife  call  their 
"  beloved  dailv  bread."  ^^ 

On  the  otner  hand,  in  fummer  and  autumn  the 
Grccnlanders  were  fo  richly  bleffed  in  their  provifions, 
that  the  merchant  had  enough  to  do,  all  winter  long 
to  fetch  away  the  blubber  he  bought  of  them,  and  to  bar- 
r6l  it  up.  He  fliewed  a  particular  fatisfa6lion,  that  iince 
the  brethren's  fettling  theie,  the  tra'ie  was  annually  fo 
augmented,  that  he  now  gets  as  large  a  quantity  from 
our  few  people,  as  formerly,  and  even  this  very  year, 
from  that  whole  diftridl  befides.  According  to  what  he  faid, 
it  amounted  to  a  hundred  and  fifty  barrels,  and  he  ho- 

*  The  InlQt  once  drove  quite  full  of  Ice,  nt  which  time  again  the  hnnd 
of  proyidence  was  vifible.  The  fea-fowl,  liiat  cannot  fly  well,  but  feed 
themfelves  by  dipping  under  water,  were  forced  to  retreat  to  land  ;  and  their 
eyes  behig  dazzled  by  the  fnow,  our  Greenlanders  caught  them  alive  while 
Jbcy  were  hindered  by  the  ice  from  doing  any  thing  by  water, 
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ped,  it  would  incrcafc  rvery  year  more  and  more,  cfpc- 
cialJy  when  (as  was  the  cafe  in  Ncw-Hcrrnhuth,)  the 
congregation  mould  receive  furth«r  enlargement  fjom  the 
extremities  of  the  fouth.  But  it  muft  be  obfcrved,  that 
this  was  an  extraordinary  fortunate  year  for  the  Green- 
landers  of  thefc  parts,  and  the  fuccefs  uuy  be  wid^iv 
different  another  time.  ,&".''■  .,mu  r inm  l  u.';^ .  ,

To  conclude,  I  will  juft  touch  upon  fome  particular 
deliverance*  of  the  Greenlandcrs  in  danger.  An  unfkil- 
ful  boy  fluck  with  his  kajak  in  the  ice  juft  before  the 
houfc,  and  yet  not  the  leaft  affiftancc  could  be  o6f'crcd 
him.  After  he  had  been  driven  about  for  fome  hours, 
he  found  fo  much  opening,  as  to  reach  the  land  unhurt. 

Two  men,  while  attempting  to  catch  feals  upon  the 
ice,  fpied  a  covy  of  partridges  upon  a  hill ;  and,  in  ven- 
turing too  much  up  the  flecp  bank,  one  of  them  flipped 
on  a  piece  of  ice  covered  with  fnow,  but,  as  he  was 
tumbling  down,  he  caught  hold  of  a  piece  of  frozen 
earth,  which  was  the  means  of  faving  his  life.  For 
otherwife  he  muft  have  been  daihed  to  pieces  on^the  point- 
ed brokrn  fragments  of  the  rock  lying  below.  When 
he  got  up  again,  he  faid,  it  immediately  came  into  his 
mind :  **  Ah  this  has  our  Saviour  done,  he  has  prcferv- 
*'  ed  me."  He  related  feveral  inftances  of  his  praying 
to  our  Saviour  in  times  of  the  utmoft  danger,  while  he 
even  lived  among  the  heathen,  and  obtaining  help. 

A  Greenland  helper,  in  his  return  from  Good-Hope, 
where  he  had  been  on  a  mcffage,  was,  overtaken  with  a 
ftorm,  in  the  moft  dangerous  place,  and  with  much  ado 
efcapcd  to  land  with  his  companion,  whofe  kajak  got  a 
breach.  They  were  obliged  to  endure  out  the  night  in 
a  ftorm  of  thick  driving  fnow  without  fhelter.  He  pray- 
ed our  Saviour  to  give  them  fuitable  weather  for  getting 
forward  ;  and  towards  morning  a  calm  enfuing,  his  un- 
baptizcd  companion  faid  with  great  emotion :  "  Now  I 
"  underftand  of  a  truth,  that  our  Saviour  hears  the 
"  prayer  of  his  people." 

To  remark  a  couple  of  natural  occurrences ;  on  the 
J  2th  of  November  in  the  morning  was  an  eclipfe  of  the 
inof  n,  which  was  total  about  half  an  hour  paft  feven. 
In  the  Copcnhageti-almanack  no  notice  was  taken'  of  it, 

.     '■  but 
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btit  It  was  noted  in  that  of  Berlin  as  invifible  it  above 
half  an  hour  paft  twelve  in  the  afternoon  ;  which  at  once 
fhews  the  dUhnce  of  this  from  the  meridi m  oi'  lierlin. 

An  old  Greenland  man,  afflidtcd  with  the  gout,  was 
inclined  by  excels  of  pp.in  to  cut  open  his  feet,  in  order 
to  obtain  fome  mitigation.  IJut  his  wife  came  and  beg- 
ged for  a  medicine.  No  one  knowing  any  for  it,  a  few 
drops,  fuch  as  were  at  hand,  were  fent  him  in  a  little 
brandy.  And  the  Groenlander  believing  that  this  me- 
dicine muft  relieve  him,  was  accordingly  foon  after  freed 
from  his  pain  and  fwclling.  The  leait  change  of  diet  is 
capable  of  giving  eafe  to  the  Greenlandtrs  in  ficknefs. 
A  piece  of  coarfe  brown  bread,  or  a  plate  of  oatmeal  is 
of  as  much  fervice  to  them,  as  a  coltly  medicine  to 
others,  when  they  get  a  itrong  inclination  for  it,  and  a 
lirm  perfuafion  about  it.  .1         v       /•

I. 


THE  good  appearance  of  a  quick  Incrcafe  of  the 
congregation  at  Lichtenfels,  at  the  end  of  the  laft 
and  beginning  of  the  prefent  year,  dawning  from  the  nu- 
merous vifits  of  heathen  from  the  adjacent  parti  and  the 
fouth,  feemcd  at  th^  end  of  this  year  to  vanifh,  and  the 
depraved,  difinclined,  nay,  often  averfe  fituation  of  the 
heathen  caufed  the  mifiionaries  much  grief  and  trouble  j 
but  this  was  however  allayed  by  the  abundant  comfort 
which  the  riches  of  grace,  manifeft  in  their  baptized, 
aftbrded  them. 

It  was  .the  inceflant  concern  of  our  Greenlanders,  and 
efpecially  the  helpe-s,  whenever  their  bufmefs  called 
them  among  the  htithen,  to  recommend  our  Saviour 
unto  them.  In  many  places  they  were  invited  to  preach 
the  gofpel. 

In  the  fpring,  Matthew  Stach  took  a  trip  with  fome 
Greenlanders  to  New-Herrnhuth,  to  fetch  fome  build- 
ing-materials and  tools  from  tlience,  and  called  upon 
the  heathen  by  the  way,  with  a  view  to  blow  up  the 
glimmering  Hiq  within  them.     This  was  alfo  done,  on 
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other  occafions,  in  the  reft  of  the  places.     And  befidcs, 
fome  were  always  coming  to  vifit,  who  were  prefent  at 
the  preaching  of  the  gofpe!  with  attention,  and  at  par- 
ticular converfationS  gave  to  underfland,  that  they  were 
not  without  inclination  to  move  to  the  believers,  and  be 
converted,  but  were  obftru61:ed  in  their  defign  by  their 
•  people ;    however  many  of  thefe  people  alledged  very 
'  weak  and  idle  pleas,  why  for  the  prefent,    they  eitlier 
could  not  or  would  not.     Among  the  reft  of  the  vifitants 
'was  an  angekok,  who  has  been  uneafy  fome  years,  but 
never  would  fubmit  to  the  obedience  of  faith,  and  now 
again  has  been  fet  in  motion  by  a  dreani,   which  he  re- 
lated with  great  concern;  -'^  ^f-.>'    r'-y-c  ^Uio-iq  !9ri  c;-*-)..-

Our  people,"  (it  is  faid  in  the  diary  May  the  5th) 
during  the  winter,    diligently  vifited  the 'heathen  in 
thefe  parts,    and  at  their  requeft  proclaimed  our  Sa- 
viour to  them;    and   fome   of  them  alfo  frequently 
came   hither  to  the  preaching,    at  which  the  Holy 
Spirit's  activity  was  perceived  to  enkindle  in  them  a 
nr;ing  after  their  Redeemer ;  as  a  fruit  of  this,  yefter- 
day  a  family  of  five,    and  to  day  one  of  four  perfbns 
came  to  ftay.     Some  days  ago  alfo  the  great  dancer, 
a  man  hiiherto  exceedingly  addicted  to  vanity,  moved 
hither  from  the  fiidlory,  and  faid,  that  he  would  now 
renounce  all  carnal  pleafures,    and  believe  on  Jefus; 
and  begged  that  we  would  admit  him,  though  he  was 
a  moft  depraved  creature,    and  had  been   exceeding 
abandoned.     Twelve  perfons  belong  to  this  family, 
fome  of  whom  have  relations  living  here.     A  married 
woman  is  among  them,   who  four  ytars  ago,    as  a 
firgle  perfon,  was  the  very  firft  that  came  to  us  out  of 
the  lie  parts,  and  after  fome  time  withdrew  again ;   and 
likewife  a  widow  with  two  children,  who  Tome  years 
ago  was  baptized  by  the  miffionary  at  Good-Ho|>e, 
btit  afterwards  went  among  the  heathen  again^     We 
were  glad  of  having  an  opportunity  to  dire6t  this  poor 
ftray  fheep  to  its  SKefherd  again." 
Some   families,    and   fevera!  linglc  people  came  alfo 
from  other  places,  to  ftay,  and  among  the  reft  a  widow^, 
who  fome  years  ago  lived  in  Kangck,  and  had  heard  in 
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New-Herrnhuth  a  great  deal  of  our  Saviour :  <•  But," 
faid  fhe,  **  all  this  I  have  loft  among  the  heathen,   and 
**  now  I  will  begin  anew,  and  be  thoroughly  converted.'* 
Thefe  nei/  people  gave  good  hopes  in  the  beginning. 
They  gave  diligent  attendance  at  the  meetings,  and  con- 
verfed  with  the  miilionaries,   and  with  the  Greenland- 
helpers,  who  teftified  of  fome  of  them,   that  they  could 
not  have  their  fill  of  hearing  our  Saviour    difcourfed 
about.     Only,  a  bare  ailent  is  but  a  flight  beginning. 
Some  of  the  women  complained  to  one  of  the  Greenland 
female  helpers,  that  they  could  not  retain  the  good  they 
heard  >  ihe  then  told  them,'  where  the  difficulty  lay,  and 
who  the  people  are,    that  are  ever  learning,   and  never 
able  to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  "  I  am  well 
*^  aware  (faid  (he)  how  the  cafe  ftands ;    ye  as  yet  pay 
*♦  no  real  regard  to  the  truth,    nor  are  quite  determined 
"  t©  yield  up  your  whole  heart  to  our  Saviour  j    and 
**  therefore  it  is,  that  ye  are  not  able  to  learn  and  retain 
"  any  thing  to  real  purpofe."    And  this  was  the  very 
cafe  of   the    greateft  part  of  thefe  new  people.      AH 
fummet  long  their  minds  were  fo  diifipated  and  vain, 
that  many,    and  among  the  reft  the  above-mentioned 
dancer  with  his  people,  went  ofF  again  to  the  heathen  ; 
when  the  laft  ftate  with  them  was  worfe  than  the  firft ; 
Qf  which  the  next  winter  afforded  daily  flagrant  proofs.

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The  gre-it  occafion  of  fuch  an  overwhelming  flood  of 
irifchief  and  depravation,  and  fuch  a  ftrong  prevalency 
of  the  power  of  darknefs  among  the  heathen  of  thofe 
parts  that  were  touched,  but  v/ere  ftill  wavering  and 
inconftant,  was,  that  fuch  a  great  number  of  favage- 
fouthlanders:,  in*  their  rout  to  the  north,  tock  up  their 
abode  hereabout :  It  will  not  be  unacceptable  to  the 
readeri  to  fee  an- ample  narrationof  the  character  of  thefe 
people,  taken  out  of  the  diary  of  the  miifionaries,  efpeci- 
aily  as  moft  of  our  Greenlanders  derive  their  origin  from 
thefbuthn.     1 

"  June  20,  an  old  Southlander  vifited  us.  He  is  the 
'*  widow  Rebecca's    father's  brother,    and    was  come 

feveral  days  journey  from  the  eaft-fide  of  the  country, 
"  to  fee  her  and  her  children.  They  took  aH  pofftble 
..•-'.  ''pains 
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pains  to  induce  him  to  flay  here,  at  leait  one  winter. 
*'  And  he  feemed  inclined  to  it,  but  was  in  doubt, 
*'  whether  his  fon,  who  was  now  matter  of  the  family, 
"  would  ftay,  becaufe  he  had  left  fome  things  behind 
*'  in  the  fonth  We  afterwards  heard,  that  one  of  this 
*'  old  man's  daughters-in-law  gave  an  account  how  he 
**  endeavoured  to  perfuade  his  Ion  and  the  reft,  to  ftay 
"  here,  adding  withal :  Thefe  Kablunaet,  or  foreigners, 
are  not  at  all  terrible,  their  words  are  agreeable  to 
hear,  and  they  love  the  Greenlandors,  and  do  them 
•  *  no  harm,  as  we  wei:e  apt  to  imagine.  And  becaufe 
**  the  fon  would  lend  no  ear  to  it,  he  advifed  him,  to 
go  himfelf,  and  fee  and  hear  the  good  people.  Ah, 
added  the  woman,  if  my  hufljand  was  alive,  who  was 
the  eldeft  fon,  he  would  certainly  have  ftayed  ;  for  he 
often  fpolce  of  the  believers,  and  longed  to  be  among 
**  them.  We  learnt  farther  from  this  woman,  that 
Elizabeth,  who,  when  a  child  of  five  years  old,  was 
ftolen  out  of  the  houfc,  is  in  thofe  parts  with  her 
mother's  I.  other,  and  very  often  longs  to  be  with  her 
teachers  again ;  had  alfo  defired  leave,  to  come 
along  with  them,  and  wept  much  at  being  refufed. 
"  The  24th,  we  were  much  vifited  by  the  iouthlanders, 
and  the  25th  they  pitched  eleven  tents  by  us,  but 
the  moft  of  them  went  up  to  the  fadory.  Many, 
efpecially  women,  came  to  the  fermon,  which  was 
upon  thefe  words  :  Labour  for  the  meat  which  enduretb 
unto  everlajUng  life. 

"  The  26th,  we  were  again  abundantly  vifited  by 
them,  and  our  hall  and  rooms  were  not  empty  the 
whole  day.  We  er.deavoure(l,  in  the  moft  endearing 
manner,  both  in  the  public  meetings  and  in  conver- 
fation,  to  recommend  to  them  their  Creator  and  Sa- 
viour ;.  but  their  hearts  are  impenetrable  as  rocks,  and 
they  are  ready  with  their  excufes,  that  they  are  very 
ignorant,  and  do  not  underftand  us,  that  is,  in  plain 
words,  they  will  not.  Qur  Grecnlanders  tried  to  gain 
their  relations,  but  it  availed  nothing.  When,  after 
the  painful  view  of  fuch  a  rugged  field,  we  tarn  our 
eyes  upon  the  delightful  little  garden,  which  the  Lord 
has  planted  here,  we  are  overwhelmed  with  fhameand 
thankfulnefb.  ■       •.■"•  . 
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**  The  27th,  the  fermon  was  upon  the  gofpel  con- 
<'  earning  the  loft  fheep.  But  few  ftrangers  gave  atten- 
"  dance.  A  baptized  man  of  Frederic's-Hope,  came 
"  from  the  fa6lory  to  the  fermon.  He  had  never  feen 
**  any  flieep  before,  and  was  now  able  to  form  a  concep- 
"  tion  of  the  parable  in  the  gofpel,  and  fpoke  very 
"  prettily  with  us  about  it. 

"  The  29th,  moft  of  the  fouthlanders  went  ofF  again. 
"  But  our  Jonathan  kept  a  youth  of  his  kindred  with 
"  him,  and  the  30th,  another  fingle  man  offered  himfelf 
to  ftay  here. 

"  July  the  ift,  many  fouthlandtrs  were  In  the  morn- 
ing-meeting, which  one  of  our  Greenland  helpers 
kept.  Among  other  things,  he  faid  :  Ye  poor  people, 
you  rove  thus  about  in  queft  of  fon.ething  for  your 
bodies  only.  And,  at  the  fame  time,  ye  are  uneafy, 
finding  no  where  the  leaft  true  fatisfa6lion  or  comfort 
of  life.  We  were  formerly  as  ye  now  are.  If  ye 
became  acquainted  vvith  our  Saviour,  ye  would  find 
true  reft.  He  died  for  you  alfo  on  the  crofs,  in  order 
to  deliver  you  from  fm  and  eternal  woe.  Ah!  if  ye 
could  believe  thi^,  ye  would  obtain  a  fund  of  eternal 
joy,  &c.  A  man,  whofe  whole  body,  as  well  as  the 
hair  of  his  head,  is  grown  quite  white,  except  that 
his  face  looks  brown,  mentioned  his  defirc  to  ftay  here 
with  his  family ;  and  by  his  advice,  on  the  2d,  a 
widow  with  three  children,  parted  from  the  fouth- 
landers, that  were  going  off,  and  ftayed  with  him. 
Some  boats  of  fouthlanders  went  into  the  inlet  a 
capelin-fifliing,  uncertain  whether  they  fhould  return, 
or  go  farther.  Another  boat  went  to  Innukfuk,  once 
more  to  bewail  a  dead  man,  they  had  buried  there 
fevcral  years  ago.  Two  families  ftayed,  with  an  in- 
tent to  live  with  us.  An  old  acquaintance  of  our 
Nicholas,  who  is  an  angekok,  entered  into  conver- 
fation  with  him,  and  faid  :  He  did  well,  fmce  he 
would  be  converted,  to  be  rightly  converted,  and  a 
true  believer.  For  he  had  been  in  heaven,  and  found 
"  the  true  believers  in  the  moft  glorious  ftate.  They 
"  were  fine-drefled,  and  had  no  want  of  good  vidluals. 
*'  On  the  other  hand,  they  that  were  not  rightly  con- 
"  verted,    hung  quite  naked  in  the  air,    and  gnafhed 
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<«  their  teeth  with  cold  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  many  of 

<«  them  had  bit  their  tongues  to  pieces.- Thus  thefe 

<'  apoftles  of  the  devil  know  how  to  adapt  themfelves  to 
^^  the  humours  of  the  people  before  them,  and  to  fpeaic 
"  according  to  their  tafte.  They  take  care  not  to  open 
«*  their  mouths  to  us,  and  can  twift  and  twine  like 
•<  fnakes,  that  they  may  not  be  caught  in  their  blind- 

"  The  6th,  the  fouthlanders,  who  had  continued  at 
the  factory  fmce  they  arrived,  now  came  to  us.  One 
commended  his  brother  to  us,  who  chufes  to  ftay 
here.  He  being  afked,  why  he  would  not  (lay  him- 
**  felf?  anfwered  :  I  have  now  bought  a  great  deal  of 
*'  powder  and  {hot,  which  I  muft  firft  fpend  in  the 
**  fouth  in  (hooting  rejn-deer,  for  there  are  many  there. 
*'  Another  would  eat  his  fill  of  bear's-flefh  j  a  third 
*'  would  buy  a  good  boat,  and  then  they  would  come 
*'  and  believe.  Thus  it  is,  one  buys  a  piece  of  groundj 
"  a  fecond  a  yoke  of  oxen,  a  third  marries  a  wife,  and  fo 
*'  negle6ls  the  feafon  of  grace.  Among  thcie  people 
**^  was  the  old  man  mentioned  June  20,  who  could  not 
"  perfuade  bis  people  to  ftay  here.  They  dragged  a  young; 
"  man  along  with  them,  belonging  to  a  family,  not 
**  quite  agreed  together  about  flaying  here.  In  this 
"  cafe  the  party  oppofite  to  what  is  good,  generally 
"  wins  the  day.  But  w.^  have  .nany  inftances  alfo,  of 
**  the  well-inclined  party  bf  I  ;-  hu.  it  liberty  by  the  death, 
"  of  the  contrary-minded.  ''  j'fi'n^  io  biz-^U  vn 
"  The  8th,  they  brought  hither  a  patient,  ill  of  the. 
pleurify.  We  gave  him  what  we  had,  which  had 
a  good  effedl.  His  three  wives  alfo,  all  having  fmall 
*'  children,  came  with  the  patient's  father,  who  is  an 
*'  angekok,  and  were  thankful  for  our  (ervicev  Wc 
*'  recommended  to  them  the  phyfician  of  fouls,  but 
'*  with  little  imprefTion.  If  we  would  conie  lo  the 
fouth,  they  faid,  they  would  be  converted  too.  A 
white  bear,  which,  fome  years  ago,  fell  upon  the 
old  man  and  his  companion  in  the  (ea,  bit  his  nofe 
ofF,  and  did  him  much  more  hurt,  but  killed  his 
comrade.  The  fouthlanders  have  brought  with  them 
an  infedliou,"  iiiftcmper,  which  now  begins  to  prevail 
".iiiror.g  our  people. 
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"  The  13th  and  14th  of  Auguft,  we  were  much 
•*  vifited  by  fouthlandera,  returning  from  the  north. 
*'  By  converfing  with  Europeans  they  are  grown  much 
**  more  poliflied,  than  at  their  firft  coming  from  the 
fouth^  but  had  no  inclination  to  hear  of  the  true 
knowledge  of  their  Creator  and  Redeemer. 
*'  The  23d,  came  fome  others  from  thence.  A 
couple  of  men  were  attentive  to  the  account  given 
them  of  the  Incarnation,  death  and  refurreftion  of  our 
Saviour.  They  came  into  the  meeting  alfo,  and  con- 
*V , eluded,  to  dwell  in  the  neighbourhood."

Many  ibuthlanders  took  up  their  abode  in  thefe  parts, 
efpecially  at  the  factory }  but  a  good  number  of  the  un- 
illable  people,  who  came  to  Lichtenfels  in  the  fpring, 
reforted  to  them,  and  led  fuch  a  life  as  left  but  little 
hopes  of  their  recovery.  A  couple  of  families  rebuilt  the 
old  ruinous  houfe,  called  Akonamiok,  juil  oppofite  to 
Lichtenfels,  in  order  to  winter  there,  i\nd  though  it  is 
certain,  they  had  no  mind  at  firft  for  any  thing  good, 
yet  at  laft  fome  of  them  were  gained.  What  pafied 
among  the  ftrangerj,  I  will  again  give  fome  recital  of  out 
of  the  diary. 

"  Sept.  8,  many  of  our  Greenlanders  came  home,  to 
repair    their  winter-houfes.      Two  fan.ilies,    which 
came  hither  in  the  fpring  from  the  fa6tory,    ftayed 
behind,    and  have  built  near  the  fouthlanders,    who 
are  afraid  of  living  with  us,    from  an  apprehenfion, 
that  fome  of  their  people  might  believe  and  be  bap- 
tized.    After  fome  weeks  we  learned  a  farther  reafon. 
«'  The  angekok  mentioned  §  3.  (July  2)  had  told  our 
*'  Nicholas,  that  a  report  prevailed  all  over  the  fouth, 
*'  that  we  Europeans  prayed  to  death  the  people  that 
*'*•  had  once  engaged  with  us,    and  went  away  again ; 
*<  they  knew  many  inftances  of  it ;    and  therefore  he 
*'  ftiould  tell  him  the  truth.     Nicholas  made  anfwer, 
"  that  he  had  never  heard  any  one  pray  thus,  but  we 
^'  prayed  conftantly  and  every   Sunday   publicly,    that

"  them  out  of  the  worlds  hut  that  thoa  fhoulde/i  keep  them  fi-om 
*'  the  evil,  or  evil  one,  John  xvii.  15.  Here  he  got  his 
**  queftion  farther  anfwered.  ?.•  :ti'.*^:-:t\&3-'*'z 

»*  Nov.  14,  many  fouthlanders  were  here  from  thd 
•'  fa6tory.  They  did  not  go  to  the  fermon ;  howevei* 
*'  one  of  our  Greenland  helpers  held  them  a  difcourfe  in 
**  his  houfe,  which  feemed  not  to  be  void  of  all  fruit. 
<*  The  merchant  complains  of  the  untamed  and  licenti- 
*'  ous  nature  of  thefe  people.  An  angekok  has  fo  in- 
*'  fatuated  them  with  his  legerdemain  tricks,  that  fot 
*«  the  prefent  nothing  is  to  be  done  with  them.  But 
once,  in  the  midft  of  his  pretended  trip  to  heaven  or 
hell,  he  was[fadly  frighted  by  the  bare  report  of  a  gun. 
Our  neighbours  repair  thithel:  often  to  attend  the 
dancing  and  juggling-bouts,  but  talce  care  not  to  come 
near  our  meetings.  Two  fingle  men,  newly  come  to 
us,  have  already  had  many  fnares  laid  for  them  by 
thefe  neighbours.  But  we  have  told  them  in  earneft, 
that  they  muft  either  determine  to  be  wholly  con- 
verted, and  to  have  no  fellowlhip  with  the  unfruitful 
works  of  darknefs,  or  to  leave  uS  ;  for  if  not,  they 
would  only  lead  a  tormented  life.  To  cu:  off  all 
occafion  of  complaint  on  account  of  outwrrd  hard- 
fhips,  we  put  one  of  them  into  another  fam'ly.  The 
other  left  us,  but  repented  of  it  before  the  winter  was 
over,  'and  begged  with  many  tears   lo  be  receiA'ed 
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"  Nov.  ?j 


a  woman  called  Gertrude  l^Targaret  vehd 
was  baptized  at  Good-Hope  by  Mr.  Bruun,  and 
afterwards  ran  aw.i  j,  fled  by  land  in  a  deep  Ihow  with 
her  child,  and  a  little  girl  from  the  factory,  for  refuge' 
here,  becaufe  her  fitter's  hulband  wants  to  have  her  for 
his  concubine.  The  man  ioon  followed  herj  and  would 
ivave  hir  by  force.  We  let  him  know,  that  we  could 
iiOi  deny  '"er  protection,  as  loig  as  (he  dcfired  it, 
".r.d  endeavoured  to  difluade  him  from'  his  brutifti 
purpcf;  :  (Ji.  his  pretending,  that  fhe  was  not  bap- 
tized by  ns^  and  therefore  we  had  no  bufinefs  to 
trouble  ourfelvcs  about  her,  we  gave  him  tiis  anfwer: 
he  fho  Id  then  go  to  Good-Hope  and  fetch  a  written 
licence  iron,  thence.  This  threw  him  into  a  great 
and  drove  him  off.  His  wife  too  came  after- 
wards 
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wards  and  begged  her  fifter  to  comply  with  her 
hufband's  will,  for,  if  not,  he  threatned  to  put  her 
away.  But  llie  remained  firm  in  her  rcrolution. 
They  afterwards  twice  attempted  to  kidnap  her  child, 
but  it  was  refcued  out  of  their  hands.  It  is,  as  if 
fatan  had  fent  >he  fcum  of  his  fervants  into  thefe  parts  j 
and  they  are  fo  indefatigable  in  his  fervi^p,  as  not  to 
be  jaded  out  for  feveral  nights  fucceffively  with  gor- 
mandizing, dancing,  juggling,  and  other  diflolute 
pra6):ices.  Even  fuch  heathen  as  before  had  fome 
fenfe  of  decency,  were  now  carried  away  with  the 
*'  violence  of  the  torrent.  But  it  was  a  means  of  awak- 
ening in  our  baptized  fo  much  the  deeper  gratitude, 
that  they  are  delivered  from  the  powers  of  darknefs 
and  the  dominion  of  fin  ;  neither  have  we  the  leaft 
trace,  that  any  has  fufFcred  harm  by  it,  nay,  the 
children,  who,  when  they  are  aware  of  a  fliouting 
company  of  dancers  paffing  by,  are  wont  to  be  quite 
alert,  are  now  as  much  terrified  at  the  cry,  as  if 
enemies  were  on  their  march. 

Dec.  7,  a  boat  full  of  Greenlanders,  coming  from 
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the  dance,  were  forced,  by  a  fnow-ftorm,  to  take  up 
their  lodging  with  us.  They  were  very  attentive  at 
the  meetings,  which  the  helpers  kept  in  their  houfes, 
as  the  weather  was  fo  very  bad.  On  occafion  of  a 
young  angekok's  uttering  his  opinion  of  the  origin  of 
mankind,  a  helper  related  the  hiftory  of  the  creation, 
faying,  among  other  things  :  That  there  is  a  Creator, 
who  made  man  and  all  things,  is  not  at  all  hard  to 
believe,  every  reafonable  man  muft  comprehend  and 
acknowledge  it ;  but  that  the  Creator  likcwife  was 
made  man,  and  entered  into  death  for  loll  mankind, 
is  what  no  man  can  comprehend  and  believe  of  him- 
felf.  And  yet  this  is  the  hinge  on  which  our  whole 
lalvation  and  happinefs  turns.  For,  fince  men  do 
not  die  like  beafts,  but  their  fouls,,  after  death,  con- 
tinue to  live,  without  ccfi'ation  or  difTolution,  they 
muft  therefore  get  acquainted  with  their  Creator  and 
Saviour,  while  here,  if  they  are  not  willing  to  go  to  a 
place  of  torment,  but  would  live  cteirnally  with  their 
*'  Saviour.  This  convcrfation  they  continued  till  late 
"  in  the  night.     Our  helpers  arc  not  willing  to  omit 
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one  opportunity  of  giving  the  heathens  a  fhake.  Oft 
*'  no  fruit  is  i'een  from  it  j  but  thefe  fhewed,  that  they 
"  are  not  quite  eafy  in  their  loofe  life,  but  figh  for 
*'  fomething  belter  J  and  accordingly  defired  us  to  vifit 
«  them." 

The  fouthlanders,  who  lived  near  Lichtenfels,  afford- 
ed no  better  profpc*^.  They  came  to  no  meeting,  and 
guarded  againft  every  occafion  of  being  made  un- 
cafy  in  their  heathenifh  turn  of  mind,  and  courfe  of  life. 
But  as  the  fpring  approached,  a  ftirring  took  place 
among  them,  and  fome  of  them  were  gained.  An  old 
man  being  once  aflced  by  a  helper,  if  he  had  never  any 
thoughts  of  turning  to  the  faith  ?  anfwered,  that  **  he 
*'  hail  many  years  ago  heard,  that  there  is  a  God, 
*'  which  caufed  him  fome  reflections  upon  the  matter ; 
**  but  finding  it  too  high  for  him  to  comprehend,  he 
*'  dropped  the  thoughts  of  turning  believer."  Our 
Greenlander  attempted  to  fpeak  to  him  of  our  Saviour ; 
but  he  prefently  interrupted  him,  and  aflced  j  "  if  he 
'-'•  had  feenhim?"  and  upon  his  receiving  foranfwer: 
•'  I  have  not  feen  him  with  my  bodily  eyes,  but  I  know 
*'  him  in  my  heart,  and  know  that  he  loves  me,"  he 
interrupted  him  again  and  ran  away. 

On  this  occafion,  what  many  of  the  fenfelefs  Green- 
landers  formerly  thought,  when  they  heard  of  God,  was 
,irought  to  light.  For  when  the  Danifli  word  Gud, 
(God)  was  ufed,  they  underftood  by  it  the  Greenland 
word  fignifying  rivers,  and  wondered  that  they  always 
talked  of  the  exiftence  of  rivers,  which  nobody  made 
any  doubt  of.  Therefore  a  favage  oace  anfwered  the 
queftion  of  a  baptized  one,  whether  he  believed  in  God  ? 
with  indignation,    faying :  Why  fhould   I  not  believe 


that?    I   have  heard 
found  of  the  river. 


his  voice,   meaning  the  rulhing 
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But  yet  I  cannot  wholly  pafs  over  in  filcnce  the  many 
pleafmg  inftances  which  met  my  obfervation  on  divers 
occafions,  of  the  blefled  efFeft  which  the  living  know- 
ledge of  Jefus  Chrift  has  upon  thefe  in  themfelves  fo  ftu- 
pid  and  favage  people.  Thus  it  is  faid  of  the  public 
meetings :

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**  The  miffionary  Beck  having  mentioned  the  memo- 
"  rial-day  of  his  being  thirty  years  ago  wonderfully 
*'  djclivcred  by  the  angel  of  the  Lord  out  of  prifon, 
"  where  he  lay  in  chains  and  fctter-i  for  the  fake  of  reli- 
"  ^ton^  and  how  he  was  afterwards  led  to  the  congre-. 
"  gation  at  Herrnhuth,  which  h<;  had  not  lb  much  as 
"  heard  the  name  of  aforetime;  and  from  whence  he 
"  was  afterwards  font  to  Greenland,  where  he  has  now 
"  lived  to  fee  two  congregations  rilcn  cut  of  the  hea- 
"  then ;  when  on  this  memorable  anniverlaiy  he  fell 
"  down  upon  his  knees,  and  thanked  our  Saviour  for 

all  the  grace  manifefttd  to  him  and  the  Greenlanders 

thefe  thirty  years  j  hereat  many  burfl  forth  into  tears, 
"  came  afterwards  to  him  and  faid :  "  O  !  what  fiiali 
"  we  do  unto  our  Saviour,  that  he  has  loved  us  fo  much, 
*'  and  been  pleaied  to  call  us  to  himfclf  by  his  mefleii- 
"  gers  ?"  He  could  give  them  no  better  anfwcr,  than : 
*'  His  death  and  paflion  ever,— till  foul  and  body  fever, 

— fhall  in  your  heart's  recefs  prevail,"  and :  "Ye  Ihall 
"  fhew  forth  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come." 

*'  May  15,  a  fweet  motion  of  heart  was  peiceivablc 
"  both  in  the  morning-meeting  upon  the  vwoid :  H':ar- 
"  ken  unto  me,  ye  that  know  rightcoufnej^^  Szc.  Ifa.  li.  7. 
"  and  in  the  evening  at  reading  2  Cor.  vi.  We  could 
"  with  joy  apply  to  our  time  the  words  :  Behold,  now  is  the 
"  accepted  time,  behold  now  is  the  day  offahution;  and  exhort- 
"  ed  our  Greenlanders,  every  one  of  them  to  take  due 
♦'  notice  of  this  time  of  grace,  and  to  give  diligence  to 
"  make  their  calling  and  election  fure;  fo  that  each 
"  may  know  in  whom  they  have  believed,  and  may  be 
*'  able  to  fay  with  boldnefs :  In  the  Lord  have  I  rlghtcouf- 
"  nefs  and  Jirength,'* 

Another  time  it  is  faid :  "The  helpers  gave  pleafmg  tef- 
"  timonies  of  the  daily  converfation  of  the  brethren  and 
"  lifters  in  their  houfes,  and  that  m^ny  afk  each  othei^ 
"  queftions  concerning  the  things  they  heard  in  the 
"  meetings,  and  compare  their  hearts  with  them*:  nay, 
"  and  exhort  one  another  to  feek  our  Saviour  in  eariiell, 
"  and  enter  into  a  true  acquaintance  with  hirn." 

A  brother  once  letting  out  the  (beep  eaily  in  the  mor- 
ning before  the  general  mattins,  happened  to  hear  c xtra-

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ordinary  fwect  finging  in  a  tent,  and  found  that  the  head 
of  the  family  was  performing  his  morning-devotion  with 
his   neonle.     "  He  bcclconcd   us    to  come."  wr>?eR  th*. 


his  people.  "  He  bcclconcd  us  to  come,"  writes  the 
miffionary,  "  and  we  ftood  ftill  and  liftencd  to  this 
*'  fweet  melody  with  hearts  exceedingly  moved,  and 
**  with  tears  in  our  eyes,  and  I  thought :  "  On  finncrs 
**  how  much  good— works  the  dear  wounds  blood  !" 
•*  Thefe  people  were  no  longer  than  two  years  ago  fa- 
•*  vage  heathens,  and  now  they  fmg  to  the  Lamb  that 
"  was  flain,  in  fo  fweet  a  manner,  that  it  penetrates 
one's  marrow  and  bone :  We  know  not  where  our 
baptized  in  this  place  have  fo  fpecdily  learned  fuch 
fine  melodious  finging;  for  none  of  us  can  fing  well, 
neither  have  we  any  inftruments,  but  an  old  flute, 
•*  which  nobody  can  play  upon,  but  fome  Greenlanders 
**  who  learnt  in  New-Herrnhuth."     .;..;.  .*  ^     ^  ,. 
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i  Singing,  if  fweet,  and  accompanied  with  a  feeling  of 
heart,  is  not  the  fmalleft  part  of  a  rational  worfhip ;  the 
hymn-theology  being  of  fo  much  the  more  bleffed  ten- 
dency, as  hymns  are  eafily  learnt,  and  charmingly  fung 
even  by  the  fmallefl:  children  ;  and  thus  all,  even  the 
profoundeft  truths,  may,  as  it  were,  in  a  way  of  refrefti- 
ment,  be  infinuated  with  almoft  an  indelible  impreffion 
into  their  minds.  Our  Greenlanders  without  any  urgent 
methods  of  inculcation,  fpontaneoufly  make  it  their 
ftudy  to  apprehend  and  learn  to  fing  the  moft  pithy 
hymns  J  thcbielfingof  which  is  beyond  deicription,  both 
upon  the  hearts,  and  for  the  advancement  of  young  and 
old  in  knowledge. 

Thus  it  is  faid  Jan.  21,  "  In  the  evening  many  came 
to  learn  to  fing.  They  that  cannot  read,  fit  in  a 
row;  each  retains  a  line,  which  they  again  learn  at 
home  from  each  other,  and  thus  they  tjuickly  take 
fcveral  verfes.  The  fuigle  fifters  do  not  need  thiis 
method,  becaufe  moft  of  them  can  read."— --^*  In  the 
evening,  after  the  meeting,  we  have  many  a  pleafant 
hour  with  the  brethren  and  fifters,  fometimes  with 
finging,  foraetimes  with  reading,  fometimes  with  an- 
fvvering  queftions,  whereby  their  growth  in  know- 
ledge very  evidently  appears,  -   .,,  :    ,. 
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**  Jan.  30,  The  ftormy  weather  preventing  the  bre- 
**  thren  from  going  to  lea,  they  therefore  came  dili- 
**  gently  to  learn  verfes.  In  rejjard  to  ftnging  and  ma- 
**  ny  other  advantages,  the  iiltcrs  excel  them,  as  the 
**  men  are  obliged  from  their  youth  up  to  fpend  almolt 
"  every  day  at  lea,  and  fo  have  not  fo  much  time  to  ex- 
"  ercife  themfcives.  And  when  they  come  home,  they 
"  are  weary  and  faint.  Hut  our  Saviour  has  other  ways 
*'  of  making  it  up  to  them,  fo  that  they  are  no  lofers  la 
"  the  chief  point." 

Dec.  14,  it  h  faid  of  the  fchool-childrcn  :  "  They 
"  could  not  be  tired  with  learning  and  fmging  a  new 
"  Chriltmas-hymn,  in  which  John  Beck  had  comprized 
"  the  narrative  of  our  Saviour's  birth."    '^■<p  -.'i!Vi\.:i   • 

The  milfionaries  indeed  were  not  quite  comforted  con- 
cerning the  children  and  unbaptized  youth  of  the 
Greenland  congregation,  and  (ent  on  hi;^h  m.my  a  for- 
rowful  ejaculation  in  their  behalf.  *'  We  fmcercly 
"  long,"  they  write,  "  for  a  gracious  vifitation  of  our 
"  Saviour  among  our  young  folks,  v/ho  are  pretty  nti- 
"  merous.  We  keep  every  day  a  feparatc  meeting  for 
**  them,  it  is  true,  which  they  attei:d  conftantly ;  nei- 
"  ther  have  we  caufe  to  complain  of  any  great  cnormi- 
**  ties;  but  ftiil  the  fire  from  above,  which  our  Prince, 
"  at  the  time  of  his  fuffering,  thiriled  for,  is  not  vet 

•'  kindled  in  their  hearts." However  the  grace  which 

manifefted  itfelf  fo  pow^erfuliy  in  the  grown  people  and 
baptized,  did  not  leave  itfelf  without  witncfs  in  them, 
and  often  captivated  them  fo  ftrongly,  that  the  mifiion- 
aries  had  no  need  to  be  too  anxious  on  iheir  account,  nor 
to  give  up  their  hopes  of  them.  Thus  I  find  it  once 
iaid :  "  After  the  morning-meeting,  a  particular  grace 
*'  was  perceptible  at  the  catechifation  of  the  children, 
"  &c."  And  again  :  '*  A  heart-penetrating  fenfation 
"  was  in  the  fchool,  when  the  children  came  to  the 
*'  reading  of  the  paffage  concerning  our  Saviour's  ago- 
**  ny  and  bloody  fwoat  on  the  mount  of  Olives.  Such 
*'  an  emotion  arofe  all  at  once  among  them,  that 
"  mafter  and  fcholars  could  not  forbear  letting  their 
"  tears  run  freely  down,  nor  could  they  think  of  any 
"  thing,  but:  "I  give  thee  thanks  unfeigned, — O  Jefu, 
**  friend  in  need, — for  what  thy  foul  fuitained, — when 
.j«»:f  .'•  A  a  2  **  thou 
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"  thou  to  death  would  ft  bleed."  Thus  likewife  have  we 
*'  frequently  felt  an  unfpeakablc  grace  among  the  grown 
*'-  peiibns  at  reading  the  account  of  the  paffion,  which 
**  in  pften  read  too  in  the  houfes." 


§7. 
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And  this  grace  beftowed  upon  them  was  not  in  vain  ; 
it  accompanied  the  labour  of  the  miflionaries,  though  it 
is  certain,  notwithftanding  their  careful  inftruflions, 
they  had  it  not  in  their  power  to  impart  to  the  fouls  the 
necclTary  requifites  for  becoming  living  members  of 
Ch rift's  body.  Once  an  old  iiclc  man  let  them  know  by 
a  Greenland  helper,  that  fomething  paft  defcription, 
had  been  done  in  him  this  night.  He  now  lamented 
the  time  hat  he  fpent  fo  unprofitably  before,  and  in- 
ftantly  intreated  for  reception  among  the  baptifmal  can- 
didates. This  requeft  was  alfo  granted  him  on  his  fick- 
bcd  to  the  inmoft  joy  of  his  foul  ;  which  was  a  means 
at  the  fame  time  of  greatly  abating  his  pains. 

A  widow  got  a  particular  cafualty  on  her  head, 
which  caufed  it  to  fwcll  very  much,  fo  that  (he  and 
every  body  expe6ted  her  end.  This  made  her  anxious 
about  her  falvation  ;  and  fhe  lamented  with  tears  her 
want  of  an  afl'urance  from  our  Saviour,  that  fhe  could 
reft  upon*  In  this  trouble  he  manifefted  himfelf  to  her, 
as  the  true  Friend  of  all  fmners  that  long  after  him. 
For  the  next  night,  faid  fhe,  "  our  Saviour  appeared 
to  my  heart  in  the  attitude  of  his  fufFerings,  and  aflu- 
red  me  of  his  grace."  Her  joy  was  (o  great  on  the 
occalion,  that  fhe  was  in  a  manner  out  of  herfelf,  and 
Ihewed  to  all  that  came  near  her  (for  fhe  could  not  fpeak 
much)  how  our  Saviour  was  wounded  in  his  hands  and 
feet,  and  his  thorn-crowned  head  was  ftaincd  with  blood. 
She  now  longed  exceedingly  after  the  fellowfliip  of  the 
faithful,  and  was  the  next  congregation-day  received  on 
her  fick-bed.  She  was  replenifhcd  with  extraordinary 
joy  at  this  token  of  grace,  and  thanked  our  Saviour  for 
not  pafling  her  by.  She  now  waited  for  nothing  fo  paf- 
fionatelv  as  her  releafe,  fpent  her  time  like  a  little  child, 
in  chearful  refle(flion  upon  the  firft  gracious  look  of  the 
crucified   and  blood  -  ftaincd   Saviour,    and,    after  four 
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weeks  '^'^tfinemcnt  by   lickncfs,    took 
eternity  in  full  confidence  on  his  merits. 

Many  catechumens  were  forced 
ccption  or  baptifm  ;  many  attained  to  it  foon,  according 
as  the  difpofition  of  their  hearts  was  found  to  be.  Two 
couple  of  married  people,  who  had  a  long  while  longed 
greatly  for  this  grace,  and  often  faid  with  tears  : 
*'  Alas  !  how  long  Ihall  we  ftill  be  obliged  to  remain 
*'  out  of  the  fellowfhip  of  the  faithful  !"  were  extreme- 
ly rejoiced  at  the  news,  that  they  (hould  be  admitted 
among  the  baptifmal  candidates :  But  upon  hearing  that 
a  few  days  after  they  (hould  alfo  be  baptized,  viz.  on  the 
manifeftation  of  Chrift  to  tiie  Gentiles,  they  were  almoft 
tranfported.  .,  ,,t 

Again  it  is  faid :  *'  A  female  helper  acquainted  us, 
"  that  a  fifler  of  the  newly  baptized  Helena,  who  was 
*'  received  at  the  fame  time  with  her  as  candidate,  was 
quite  inconfolable,  and  faid  cO  her  with  abundance  of 
tears :  Ah  wretched  me !  nothing,   to  be  fure,  will 
come  of  me !  Helena  comforted  hei„  faying :  "  My 
fifler,  thou  muft  not  talk  fo.     Our  Saviour  has  given 
both  of  us  aflurance  by  our  reception  as  candidates ; 
that  he  will  number  us  among  his  people,  and  not 
defpife  us.     I  did  not  deferve  to  be  baptized  fo  foon, 
"  but  1  have  given  him  my  heart,  which  he  has  novf 
wafhcd  with  his  blood,  and  thou  haft  ftill  to  expect 
it.    To  be  fure,  it  is  thy  fault,  that  it  is  not  yet  done. 
Examine  thyfelf  oily,  and  give  thy  whole  heart  unto 
him,  he  will  not  caft  thee  out,  I  will  pray  to  him  for 
thee  too."     The  next  congregation-day  (he  was  made 
partaker  of  this  fo  ardently  defired  grace,  was  filled 
with  joy  thereat,  and  anfwcred  all  the  queftions  afked 
her  before  the  congregation  with  an  undaunted  heart, 
notwithftanding  her  natural  modefty.     Thus  twelve 
grown  perfons   and   five    boys   were   baptized    this 
year." 

It  is  above  obferved,  that  fome  run-aways  alfo  re- 
turned .  again.  Another,  called  Kezia,  who  was  bapti- 
zed by  Mr.  Drachart,  but  after  his  return  to  Europe 
went  with  a  trader  to  the  diftant  fouthern  parts,  and  af- 
terwards wandered  every  where  about,  and  fell  into  all 
forts  of  bad  things,  till  (he  repaired  hither,  to  her  bapti- 
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zed  filler,  began  now  to  get  acquuintcd  with  her  depra- 
ved heart,  wept  for  our  Saviour  and  for  the  commujuon 
of  the  faithful,  made  an  ingenuous  and  opcn-hcartcd 
confeffion  of  her  Hns;  and,  December  19,  in  the  m  •  t- 
ing  of  the  baptized,  in  the  midil  of  abundance  of  tears, 
and  with  a  blefled  impreflion  upon  all  prefent,  was,  by 
the  impofition  of  hands,  abfolvcd  from  her  fins,  and 
a^ain  received  into  the  congregation  of  believers.,  ^.^^    • 
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Of  the  baptized  it  is  once  faid  :  **  One  of  our  helpers 
••  declared,  that  he  had  never  fptnt  a  wintet*  v.  »Ui  the  peo- 
ple in  his  houfe  fo  chearfully  as  this,  and  thai  the  ncyv 
baptized  are  fo  defirous  of  inftrudtion,  that  he  fpc  nds 
many  half-nights  in  blefled  converfation  vvjth  them. 
•*  But  his  wife  had. remarked  that  one  of  them  was  Itill 
attached  to  the  Greenlandifh  fuperftition,  having  or- 
dered his  wife  to  ohferve  one  year  longer  the  abfti- 
**  nence,  ufual  among  the  fai/ages,  from  certain  kinds 
**  of  work  and  diet,  to  prevent  t\\e  child's   fufFer  ng 
"  harm  j  but  the  wife  difapproyed  of  it,  and  exhorted 
•*  him  to  put  his  truftin  our  SaviQur.'*,^,.^,,^,,^^,  ,>rij  :' 
Indeed  all  the  baptized  did  not  take  ^qual  {!eps  In  their 
growth  of  gr.^ce  and  the  pure  knowledge  of  Chrift.     So 
much  the  more  rejoicing  were  the  examples  of  fuch,  as 
uninterruptedly   proceeded  in  th^  defiic  to   be  vvholiy 
over-ftreamed  by  the  flood  of  grace,     A  man,  that  had 
not  been  baptized  much  above  a  year,  flied  thebitterell: 
tears,  becaufe  he  could  not  yet  attain  to  what  his  wife 
had   acquired.     He  meant  the.  holy  cpmmiinip;!.     On 
another  occ^ion  it  was  found  out  that  thii>;man,  witi)  his 
four  brothers  and  one.  After,  who  arerji,9\v  aji  jjapiized 
and  walking  in  a  happy  path,  arefirft  c<>urins  of  that  Ip- 
pegau  who  was  often  mentioned  ii>  t;hp  y^'ifs  .1735  and 
1736,  him  who  fupported  thq^brethren  Wit:h  Teals  iio/n  at 
the  time  of  their  greateft  neceffity.  **  It  wa^  a  great  pka- 
•'  fare  to  us,"  it  is  added,  "  to  underftand  that  our  de:ir 
*'  Lord,  who  has  promifed,  th^t  a  C'P  pf  cold  waicr 
fhall  not  go  unrewarded,  had  laid  his  bleflihg  and 
compenfation  upon  this  man's  family,  and  now  grants 
the  fruits  of  our  prayers  and  tears  to  fpring  up  abuii- 
**  dantly  out  of  a  collateral  brancli,  when  the  dire(£l 
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branches  had  indeeJ  feen  fomewhat,  but  enjoyed  Httle 
benefit,  by  reafon  of  their  going  off  the  ftagc  tdo 
early." 

It  is  faid  of  another  man,  baptized  no  more  than  two 
months  ago :  '*  He  difcovered  a  great  defire  after  the 
**  Lord's  lupper,  and  embraced  the  opportunity  to  con- 
verfe  in  a  foiid  manner  of  the  ftate  of  his  heart.  He 
repeated  his  defire  feveral  times;  and,  that  verfejuft 
tranflated :  '*  His  goodnefs  and  his  mercies  all — ^will 
**  laft  thro*  life's  duration ; — and  I'll  maintain  my  proper 
**  call — to  his  dear  congregation  ; — I'll  live  with  them 
while  here  below, — and  when  to  yonder  church  I  go, 
— (hall  live  with  Chrift  my  Saviour."— this  verfc  be- 
ing rehearfed  to  him  for  his  comfort,  he  was  much 
moved,  aad  faid  :  *'  Yes,  that  is  true,  I  often  expe- 
rience how  our  Saviour  purfues  me  with  his  grace 
and  mercy.  Being  yefterday  out  in  my  kajak,  it  was 
*'  juft  as  if  fomebody  faid  to  me.  Go  on  more.  I  did  fo, 
'*  and  fell  upon  my  face  to  pray,  when  I  was  overpow- 
••  ered  with  great  joy  and  inward  confolation." 

This  man  is  again  an  inftance,  that  the  Spirit  of  God, 
when  he  can  once  get  the  better  of  a  foul,  efpccially  in 
youth,  never  ceafes  to  work,  till  he  brings  him  to  the 
experimental  fenfe  of  the  things,  which  aforetime  he 
was  incapable  of  forming  any  adequate  idea  of,  or  calling 
by  thf-ir  right  names.  He  gave  an  account,  that  when 
his  parents  lived  a  winter  in  Kangek,  many  years  ago, 
he,  as  a  little  child,  heard  fomething  of  our  Saviour  in 
New-Herrnhuth,  and  diredWy  felt  an  inclination  to'ftiy 
with  the  believers,  but  could  not  get  away  from  his  pa- 
rents, till  they  died,  when  he  was  obliged  to  follow  his 
brother  into  thefe  parts.  Herie  he  had  likewife  been  long 
tojrrnented  with  the  uneafincfs  of  his  heart,  till  at  length 
he  plucked  up  his  courage  and  broke  loofe  from  his  bro- 
ther He  afterwards  took  much  paifts  to  win  him  too, 
but  in  vain ;  and  the  poOi'  man  quickly  after  Came  to  a 
miferable  end.     ,     ,  .  ,     ;       "  ' 

Now  in  order  to  give  a  brief  rehearfa  of  the  external 
employments  both  of  the  miffibrtaries  and  the  Green- 
landers,  the  former  had  to  fihifh  their  houfe,  to  rebuild 
a  chimney  thfown  down  by  the  froft,  to  calk  and  mofs 
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the  roof,  to  tarr  the  walls,  and  to  iuiifli  the  floor  of"  the 
hall,  for  which  they  got  four  dozen  of  boards  from  Good- 
hope  ;  they  alfo'  built  a  turret  for  a  bell  brought  from 
Copenhagen,  Moreover  they  lepaired  their  old  ruinous 
boat,  dug  a  well,  laid  out  a  garden,  and  for  this  end 
raifed  a  marfhy  ground  ;  and  farther  enlarged  the  wall 
round  the  houfe,  which  was  lo  feet  high.  Again  they 
fouL'ht  for  turf  in  the  iflands,  and  drift-wood  in  the  fea, 
fupplyinq  the  want  of  it  with  fmall  brufhwood  whicii 
they  found  in  the  valleys.  In  thefe  employments  they 
were  often  much  retarded  in  the  midft  of  funimer  by 
fnow  and  ice,  and  were  expofed  withal,  in  cafe  of  thick 
fogs,  to  many  dangers,  not  to  mention  that  fewel  and 
food  are  both  much  fcarcer  in  Fiflier's-Inlet,  than  in 
l^alls-Riverj  rein-deer  and  eider-fowls  being  feldom, 
and  feveral  kinds  of  ffhes  not  at  all  to  be  feen  here. 
However  they  begun  to  catch  fome  large  codd,    and  the 

.  Greenlanders  found,    two  leagues  off,    a  place  where 
hallibuts  are. 

The  Greenlanders  met  with  greater  difficulties  in  point 
of  provifions  this  year  than  laft,  having  it  not  in  their 
power  to  deliver  above  half  the  quantity  of  blubber  to 
the  merchant ;  which,  notwithftanding,  again  amount- 
ed to  more  than  all  he  could  otherwife  collect  out  of  all 
thefe  parts,  though  the  country  was  filled  with  ftrangers. 
Befides,  they  were  overtaken  by  many  dangers,  out  of 
which  they  were  wonderfully  delivered.  One  of  them 
being  once  obliged  to  fly  to  land  for  fhelter  from  florms 
and  ice,  juft  then  the  wind  rent  a  great  flrone  down  from 
a  rock  above  him,  which  he  could  not  poflibly  efcape. 
But  while  he  was  expelling  to  be  daftied  to  pieces,  it 
ftruck  againft  a  fm^ller  piece  of  rock  and  flopped, 

A  little  boy,  playing  with  a  large  fifh-hook,  (tuck  it 
into  his  mouth,  fo  that  it  hung  to  his  cheek.  There 
was  no  other  way,  but  to  tear  it  out^.  and  the  wound 
was  fortunately  healed.  '^'^v    un^fij.; 

"'  As  fome  Greenland  wonrien  were  gone  out  in  thick 
weather  to  feek  eggs,  they  faw  fomething  white  lying  in 
the  ff  a,  and  paddled  to  it,  fuppofmg  it  to  be  a  piece  qt' 
ice,  which  they  defigned  to  take  with  them  to  cool  their 
drink.  But  on  their  nearer  approach,  they  faw,  that  it 
was  a  monflrous  white  b(?ar.  Some  that  had  never  feen 
...  one 
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one  before,  were  fi  iglited  and  icreamcd  out,  but  the  beaft 
lay  ft. II  without  attempting  to  fwini  after  them.  They 
fetched  Tome  Greenlanders  with  guns,  but  he  was 
gone. 

While  the  houfes  were  repairing,  a  great  flone  fell 
upon  a  widow's  leg,  and  a  girl's  body,  but  without  any 
particular  harm.  Some  children  who,  accordiiig  to  the 
cuftom  of  the  Greenlanders,.  were  fitting  on  iin  old  roof 
lately  repaired  to  bafk  m  the  fun,  were  icarce  come 
down,  at,£aiaebody'a  bidding,  .before ^itj^c,wjipl^  joof

The  widows  being  juft  moved  into  their  houfe,  and 
all  aflecp,  in  the  night  one  of  them  was  awaked  by  the 
cracking  of  the  roof  j  fhe  awakea  the  reft  and  bid  them 
all  lie  clofe  to  the  walh,  .They  had  fcarce  done  lb,  before 
the  roof  burft  in  the  middle,  broke  to  pieces  moft  of 
their  hou(hold-ftufF,  and  left  only  a  hollow  paflagc  by 
the  wall,  on  which  the;  crofs-bcams  relied,  and  this  way 
they  could  all  creep  out  unhurt. 

Two  little  boys,  that  were  gone  out  a  fifhing,  were 
overtaken  by  a  itorm  andoverlet.  But  two  brethren 
came,  to  them,,  righted  them,  and  brought  thqm  to  land. 
One  of  them  was  almoft  dead,  and  was  very  much 
bloated  by  tb^  quantity  of  feap-water  he  had  taken  in. 
He  took  forae.  ftomachic  drops  in  brandy,  w^i?h  fop/i 
fecovered  him  agaifl.

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On  the  other  hand,  the  boy  Ludwig,  who,  in  "a  higjv 
wind,  was  gone  after  his  father  a  catching  feals,  loft  hjs 
life  in  the  waves,  and  could  not  be  found  again.  He  was 
baptized  this  year<,  was  diligent  in  learning  to  read,  and, 
befides  the  fchool,  wfent  to  a  Greenland  helper  to  learn 
to  fing;  who  teftified  of  him,  that  he  often  fpoke  to 
him  with  feeling  of  the  ftate  of  his  heart.  He  behaved 
in  general  very  well  j  only  fometimes  complaints  were 
heard,  that  he  was  very  hcadftroiig,  and  not  to  be  drawn 
from  his  purpofe,  as  this  his  Izift  a£l  fhewed,  he  having 
gone  after  his  father  againft  his  mother's  will.  This  ij 
the  general  fault  of  the  Greenland  youth,  and  as  the  pa- 
rents indulge  their  children  from  their  infancy  in  their 
whole  will,  they  reap  this  fruit  for  theii-  pains,  that  the 
.'j>  children 
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children  afterwards  will  not  do  as  the  parents  would  have 
them.  For  among  the  Greenlanders  the  rule  is  invertecl. 
It  cannot  be  diced :  Where  is  the  father,  that  does  not 
chaftife  his  fon  ?  but  rather,  where  is  the  father  that  does 
chaftife  his  fon  ?  except  indeed  we  urge  them  to  it  for 
feme  flagrant  crime*.  And  this  melancholy  accident 
tffbrded  us  an  occafion  of  admoniAiing  the  parents  to 
bend  the  wills  of  their  children,  while  voung,  in  order 
to  fave  themfelves  much  perplexity  and  trouble  after- 
wards 

Befid«s  thisbdy,  fiX;  fottls  paifed  [i^to  c«i^mfe^,  itmong 
whom  was  }^ban.  a  relation  of  the  firming  John.  He, 
With'  his  wife  and  two  dauj^hters,  was  laft  year  admitted 
to  baptffm,  andiince  that  ume  led  a  regular,  quiet  and 
unexceptionable  life,  but  noade  flow  pro^refs  in  the 
|:nowlbdge  of  himfelf  and  our  Saviour,  and  in  the  true 
txperimdnt^  fenfe  of  his  merits;  fo  that  he  did  not  give 
us  fo  tnitch  joy  as  the  others,  who  were  baptized  with 
^lAi.  But  M$  fieknds  it  appeared,  that  the  Holy 
Ghoft  muft  dene  mbrfc  in  his  heart  than  we  wei-e 
aware  of.  I  .a  Dbihg  out  in  mind,  from  the  great  pains 
he  endured  in  bis  breatf;,  of  the  bitter  fufFerings  of  jfefus, 
he  faid :  **  My  pain$  are  indeied  great,  but  tney  cannot 
•*  hinder  me /rom  thinking  upbn  the  pilns  ot  mySa- 
**  viour,  ah'd  it  is  his  d<(ath  iildne  on  which  I  place  my 
•*  colifidehc^."  Ill  the  night  one  of  our  heljjers  heard 
his  family  crying.  He  went  into'  his  tent,  and  found 
him  departing.  He  therefore  gave  him  the  laft  blef- 
fing  in  our  ,nead,  with  the  verfes:  *'  O  head  fo  full  of 
'•*  brulfes,  (^c,  I'll  herfe  with  thee  continue,— tbo*  poor, 
*'  though  tfic  not  flight  j>— keep  me  in  thy  retinue,-i- 
**  When  hence  my  foul  takes  flight,  &c.*' 

'But  the  moft  |>ieafing  ini^anCe,  and  at  th^  faiiie  time 
the  fiift  of  the  baptized  grown  peffpns  that  <J^epartcd  this 
Tife  at'JLicht^pfels,  was  the  fingle  fifttr  $ufatina.  She 
was  borri  in  InhUkfuk  fix  miles  from  LithtenfeTs,  and 
ifter  the  death  of  her  pirent^,  was  taken  (;afd  of  %  one 
Of  her  relations,  ^ith'i;^hdni  ith^  moved  hitheV  in  itieyear 
1760.  iPhc  wotd  of  Tcfus's  firiferbjgs  prif^ndy  m 
its  way  into  her  heiart  j  j^e  wa&  endowed  with  feitfibility 

•  ^e  the  utkh  -of  t^  Cki«9la{»i  quanqr  of  edifcattng,  tkeur  children* 
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and  fcrenity  of  fniiiJ,  and  htr  heart  profited  by  every 
meeting.  Neverthelcfs  a  good  part  of  thofe,  that  came 
here  with  her,  wcie  baptized  before  her.  This  gave 
her  great  coiic.ein,  and  flie  fald  to  her  labourer-filter: 
"  I  kijuv  not  how  it  is  with  me,  that  I  cannot  yet  be 
•*  wjflied  with  the  blood  of  Jefus  :  O !  if  I  did  but  know 
*'  where  the  fault  in  riic,  lies ;  for  I  woiild  fain  be  his." 
She  obtained  this  grace  Jan.  19,  lad  year,  to  her  grcAt 
joy. 

Her  ?hara(fl:er  was  fincere  and  open-hearted.  She 
kept  nothing  that  prcfled  her  heart,  ohe  afked  her  U- 
bourer-fiftcr  iabout  whatfojever  appeared  to  lier  of  a  fuf- 
picious  nature,  and  5  id  as  fhe  delired  her.  In  things  re- 
lating to  the  body  flic  was  To  patient,  that  if  (he  had  no 
victuals  all  day,  fhe  would  not  make  any  complaints. 
Before  ftie  came  to  ys,  (he  had  fo  enfeebled  her  taber- 
nacle, by  her  too  great  willingnefs,,  and  carrying  too 
great  buirjcns  at  the  time  of  hunting  the  rein-deer,  that 
(he  brought  the  blobd-fpittlng  along  with  her,  which 
continually  increafed  upon  her  here,  as  (he  had  no  no- 
tion of  fparing  herfelf  at  all.  A  month  ago  at  a  return 
of  her  diforder,  (he  perceived  that  her  aifTolution  ap- 
proached. Sh?  often  repeated  to  her  fitters :  "  O  !  how 
"  glad  am  I,  that  I  have  ^  Saviour  !  if  I  could  not  rely 
"  upon  hlmi,  how  (ho"i|ld  I  be  afraid  of  death!"  When 
a  child  was  lately  Buried,  (Be  faw  through  the  window 
the  funeral-proce(npn,  and  (aid  afterwards  to  her  fitters: 
"  P  that  was  fine  !  how  fweetly  you  fung  !  ye  will  fing 
*'  at  my.  fui^er^l  in  the  fame  manner ;"  and  ftfuck  up 
"the  verfe;  *'  tVl^ep  In.  the  arms  of  Jefus — my  mouth 
"  (hall  pallid  grow,  &c."  One  of  her  moft  favourite 
yerfes  in  her  ficknefs  was  out  of  the  litany:  "  Think 
*'  on  thy  Son's  fo  liitfer  death, — ^his  five  dear  wounds 
**  and  thorny  wreath, — for  they  have  full  atonement 
^"  made^r— fpr  aH.  the  .'world  a.  ij^nfom  paid  : — this  com- 
**  forts  ys  eternally,^ — and  makes  us  hope  for  mercy 
**  free."  This  (he  repeated  as 'a  prayer  day  and  night. 
When  li^'ip'y^ji^'  able^'tp  firi^  no  rnb^e.  Being  alked  a  few 
days  ago  by  ncr  hoftcfs,  i(  (he  then  would  (tay  no  longer 
tviih  uis  ?  (he  anfwered :  "  I  do  not  like  to  hear  any 
, "  thing  more  of  that,  do  but  willingly  let  me  go  to  our 
**  Saviour."    And  a  fitter  making  this  reply :  Go  then 
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in   peace  :  flic  added  :  "  Oh  !  how   I  long  for  J(?fus  I 
**  O  !  rr.iirht  he  but  come  quickly,  and  take  mc  to  him- 
•'  fclf  1"  'I'he  day  before  yefterday,  (he  many  times  re- 
peated  her    thanks   and   praifes,  that  our  Saviour  had 
fought  and  found  her,  and  that  (he  could  rely  firmly  up- 
on him.     Vcllcrday,  being  the  feaft  of  the  annunciation 
of  the  bleflld  virgin,  her  fifters  were  exceeding  chearful, 
and  fpcnt  the  whole  day  between  the  meetings  in  fing« 
ing ;  flic  ftruck  up  among  them  with  her  feeble  voice, 
and,  when  ihe  could  fing  no  more,  flie  fighed  and  faid: 
J  tent,  Uh  true^  fickand  lutary* d^-^hut  a  lively  fpirit  *.     In 
the  night  flic  faid  feveral  times :  "  Ah  !  my  Saviour, 
**  come  foon,  O  come,  yea,  come.  Lord  Jefus  !"  She 
would  have  her  fiftcrs  ftill  fing  her  feveral  verfes,  which 
'  during  her  ficknefs  flie  always  wanted  to  have  fung, 
among  which  one  of  her  deareft  ones  was :  "  I  thank 
**  thcc  with  good  reafon, — O  Jefu,  friend  in  need,  &c." 
Laft  of  all  fl^ie  faid  ;  fing  me  yet  Pibikfara  nelliupet,  &c. 
**  Now  Itrikcs  my  hour  j  now  runs  my  fpring, — that 
**  blood -dream  now  does  roll ; — its  ruming  found  to 
**  reft  doth  fmg — my  body  and  my  foul."     Then  flie 
'  lay  ftill  awhile ;  but  at  day-break  (he  haftily  raifed  her- 
felf  up,  looking  ftedfaftly   upwards.     And   the  fifters, 
who  fat  by  her  and  held  her,  aflcing,  what  (he  looked 
at  ?  (he  anfwered :  "  that  great  light !  do  but  fee  that 
**  great  light !"  and  wanted  to  get  up  and  go  and  meet 
it,  but  fank  down  again  into  her  fifters  arms,  and  de- 
parted March  26,  near  fix  o'clock  in  the  morning,  about 
the  24th  year  of  her  age.     ''  "'4*'-^   fiii  :  ,.,«i.\(fci  ^^f 

Now  this  is  the  firft  of  the  flowers  pliihfed  arid  blown 
in  this  little  garden.  It  had  n<i)  long  time  to  grow,  and 
prefently  came  to  maturity.  Now  the  Lord  has  plucked 
jt,  to  refrefh  himfelf  with  it  for  his  paiils  and  labour. 
To  him  be  glory  for  ever.  Amenv  -  ''^     o*  ujwo  U;i

Now  we  come  to  the  Green  I  and  congregation  nt  Ncw- 
Herrnhuth.  Many  vifits  were  made  there  during  the 
winter  both  by  the  old  and  new  inhabitants  of  Kangck 
and  the  iflands,  though  few  of  them  came  to  the  congre- 
gation :  for,  as  to  the  ikw  ones,  they  were  too  crude  and 
ignorant,  and  the  old  ones  were  at  no  lofs  for  methods 
ot  filcncing  the  uneafmefs  of  their  hearts.  Their  fitua- 
tion  may  bed  be  fcen  from  the  accounts  of  the  viiits  the 
brethren  made  to  them. 

Of  one  of  thofe  cxcurfions  it  is  faid  :  "  After  we  had 
**  vifited  in  fome  houfes  and  fpokc  with  the  people,  wc 
"  called  upon  an  old  friendly  fouthlandtr,  by  name 
"  Kulcillangoak.  Here  we  met  with  fome  of  our  bap- 
"  tized,  who  had  been  with  the  fadlors  cleric  in  PiflU- 
"  bik,  to  fetch  blubber.  They  were  followed  by  a  boat 
"  full  of  heathen,  who  cam'*  hither  with  a  great  fhout, 
**  betokening  a  challenge  to  a  dancing  and  fmging- 
"  match.  But,  feeing  us  ftand  there,  and  finding  no 
*'  echo  to  their  cry,  they  pafTed  by  to  another  pJace. 
"  Moft  of  the  young  people  ran  after  them,  but  the  old 
"  folks  ftayed  at  home  ;  and  I  kept  a  difcourfe  to  them 
"  of  their  Creator  and  Saviour.  April  i,  we  vifited  in 
**  fome  other  houfes.  They  received  us  kindly.  But 
"  being  informed  that  our  Daniel  would  keep  them  a 
"  difcourfe,  an  old  woman  began  to  make  fuch  a  noifc, 
**  that  we  were  forced  to  put  her  out  of  doors.  In  ano- 
*'  ther  houfe  I  held  a  difcourfe.  A  woman  interrupted 
"  me,  faying:  (he.  would  hear  nothing  of  that  matter  ; 
"  for  it  gave  her  pain,  and  (he  could  not  now  be  con- 
"  verted  j  when  (he  returned  from  the  north,  (he  would 
"  come  to  Its  and  hear  us.  But  I  continued  my  dil- 
"  courfe.  At  our  return  to  our  lodgings,  many  people 
'*  followed  us.  We  read  to  them  the  third  chapter  of 
"  the  A(5b  of  the  Apoftles,  and  I  added  a  word  of  exhor- 
"  tation.  The  old  people  heard  quietly,  and  declared 
their  fatisfa6iion,  yet  they  did  not  appear  much  moved 
by  it ;  but  fome  young  people  (hewed  plainly,  that 
they  were  afFedled,  and  gave  oifr  Greenlanders  to  un- 
derftand,  that  they  fliould  be  glad  to  live  with  us.  In 
the  evening  I  defired  our  Daniel  to  keep  a  difcourfe. 
April  2,  the  ftrong  north  wind  and  fevere  cold  cel- 
ling, we  all  fet  forward  on  our  lelurii,  taking  alon 
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*■  with  w  a  widow,  her  fon  and  two  daughters,  who, 
•*  as  her  eldeft  daughter  has  been  lately  baptired,  will 
"  alfo  live  with  us.  Old  Uikielc,  who  at  Chriftniai 
•*  laft  was  induced  by  the  firmnefs  of  his  daughter,  to 
**  ftay  with  U5,  followed  us  with  his  boat  and  tent,  not- 
**  withllanding  his  two  brothers  had  once  more  at- 
**  tempted  to  perfuade  him  and  his  daughter  to  go  with 
*'  them  to  the  north."

By  means  of  this  and  the  frequent  viflts  of  theljaptf- 
«ed  Greenlandcrs,  many  heathen  were  much  moved : 
but  their  propcnfity  to,  and  cuftom  of  roving  about, 
their  attachment  to  their  abfcnt  relations,  and  hankering 
after  vain  diverfions  and  amufements,  itill  withheld  the 
moft  of  them  for  the  prefent  from  making  a  furrcnder  of 
themfelves  to  our  Saviour.  One  of  the  faid  Uikick'j 
brothers  told  our  Greenlanders,  that  he  dreanied  he  had 
feen  our  Saviour  upon  the  crols,  (from  which  it  may  be 
gathered,  that  the  word  of  the  crofs  of  Jefus  has  left  an 
impreilion  upon  his  mind,)  and  this  caufed  him  a  great 
deal  of  uneafmefs ;  but  he  Aill  could  not  withftand  his 
ftrong  inclination  to  go  to  his  eldeft  brother  in  the  north. 
If  he  could  perfuade  him  to  come  hither  with  him,  he 
would  be  converted.  The  other  brother  was  prefent, 
when  the  father  was  received  into  the  number  of  the 
candidates  for  baptifm,  and  the  fon  was  baptized ;  and 
ft  was  obferved,  that  the  tears  flood  in  his  eyes.  But 
fhortly  before,  having  been  challenged  in  a  fmging- 
match  and  loft,  he  had  no  time  to  think  upon  his  con- 
verfion,  being  too  intent  upon  wiping  off  the  difgrace, 
and  fmging  down  his  antagonift.  A  man  in  Kookcer- 
nen,  who  Inews  our  Grccnhndcrs  much  kindnefs  when- 
ever they  are  out  there  about  their  bulineis,  fancied  he 
had  no  occafion  to  come  to  as  at  prefent,  becau(e  our 
Greenlanders  who  often  lodge  with  hitn,  inftru&d  him 
fuiliciently :  When  his  fon  (who  with  his  mother  great- 
ly defires  to  be  baptized)  is  grown  up  and  able  to  nain- 
tain  a  family,  he  would  be  fo  far  from  hindering  his  mo- 
ving to  us,  that  he  would  come  himfelf  too.  I;Ie  was 
very  fenfible,  if  he  fliould  die  in  the  mean  while,  and 
not  believe  and  be  bbj^dzed,  that  his  foul  would  go  to 

the 
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the  dark  place ;  but  he  hoped  God  would  fpare  his  life, 
till  he  attained  it. 

Such-like  well-minded  Greenlanders,  who  were  un- 
willing  to  rclinquiih  their  convenient  dwelling-placr.s, 
though  they  other  wife  gave  evident  tokens  of  their  love  to 
the  truth  on  many  occahons,  came  alfo  from  Kellingti'.  on 
a  vifit  fometimes,  wilhed  Jerudilem's  profperitv  acco'.din^ 
to  their  wa^ .  and  advifed  their  relations,  who  lived  there, 
to  hearken  to  their  teachers. 

Many  fouthlnders  alfo  palTed  by  to  the  north,  but 
very  few  pitched  their  tents  r.t  New-Herrnhuth,  and 
fewer  ftill  attended  the  preaching,  fearing  lefl  they 
(hould  be  difturbed  in  their  heathenifh  turn  of  mind. 
But  they  in  the  neighbourhood  were  both  vifited,  and  the 
moil  of  them  came  to  vifit,  which  was  never  done  with- 
out an  opportunity  to  fcatter  the  good  feed,  though  moft 
times  but  Angly.  Here  give  me  leave  to  obferve,  that 
there  are  probably  but  very  few  favages,  that  have  not 
already  a  notion  of  God,  of  their  corrupt  ftate,  and  of 
the  neceffity  of  converfion.  They  are  convinced,  that 
a  change  muil  be  wrought  in  them.  They  conftder  all 
that  is  faid  of  God  and  his  attributes,  as  old  and  well- 
known.  If  you  inculcate  morality,  they  liflen  with 
flillncfs,  but  alfo  indiiferency ;  attempt  to  illuilrate  the' 
matter  with  their  own  good  qualities,  and  are  very  free 
in  cenfuring  the  condudc  of  others.  But  as  foon  as  vou 
begin  to  ipcak  of  faith  in  Jefus  and  bis  meritorious 
blood,  it  is  jufl  as  if  a  fire  feized  them.  The  young 
folks,  chiefly  fuch  tra<£bble  minds  as  are  not  yet  drawn 
into  the  fnare  of  corruption,  attend  with  an  emotion, 
which  often  prefTes  fighs  and  lovely  tears  from  them, 
but  their  general  plea  is,  that  they  are  not  their  own 
mafttrs.  In  the  old,  who  have  been  long  ccMivinced, 
but  love  darkneis  rather  than  light,  it  excites  chagrine, 
enmity  and  wrath.  It  (hocked  me  to  fee  many  of  them 
ib  touched  to  the  quick,  that  they  trembled,  ihufFed  and 
blew  like  a  frighted  deer,  and  fometimes  like  a  man  in 
ftrong  convulfions,  tugged  their  coat  or  their  boots,  in 
order  txx  (tifle  4he  rdftleflnefs  of  their  hearts ;  and  a&  foon 
as  the  preaching  was  over,  ofF  they  ran  in  all  hafte,  left 
the  matter  ffaould  be  applied  clofer  to  the'u:  hearts.  And 
thus  at  laft  out  of  this  great  number  of  fouthlanders 
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( there  being  thirty  boats  full)  no  more  than  two  fmgle 
women  offered  themfelves  for  (laying. 

'  On  the  other  hand,  a  man  ftayed  in  New-Herrn- 
huth  with  a  family  confifting  of  eleven,  moftly  grown 
perfons,  that  lived  not  far  from  Lichtcnfels,  and  had  of- 
ten received  inftru£lion  and  been  affc6led  there ;  and  be- 
fore tlie  end  of  winter,  the  greateft  part  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  neighbouririg  ifland  Karialc,  who  had  often 
vifited  and  heard  the  golpd  with  bleffing,  were  compel- 
led by  the  ice  to  defert  their  habitation  j  and  twenty  one 
of  them  took  refuge  in  New-Herrnhuth.  The  reft  fol- 
lowed them  in  fummer,  but  at  the  approach  of  winter 
withdrew  again.  Among  the  former  were  alfo  feme, 
who  had  no  mind  to  be  converted.  For  inftance,  an  old 
man  reproved  his  fon  for  throwing  av/ay  his  angoak  or 
amulet  *,  as  foon  as  he  ftepped  on  fhore,  with  thefc' 
words  :  "  Now  this  angoak  is  of  no  moie  ufe  to  me, 
*'  here  I  will  cleave  to  our  Saviour,  and  put  my  trult 
*'  in  him."  But  it  foon  appeared,  that  preventing 
grace  had  been  at  work  in  mofl-  of  them,  and  drawn 
them  hither  by  external  means ;  and  the  word  they  now 
heard  every  day,  and  that  commonly  with  eager  a  ten- 
tion,  vsry  foon  effected  a  change  in  them.  One  man, 
who  had  been  long  moved,  had  a  child  that  died,  and  his 
wife  prefently  after  bore  him  another ;  which  he  wanted 
much  to  have  baptized.  But  on  its  being  intimated  to 
him,  that  the  brethren  baptized  no  children,  whofe  pa- 
rents were  heathens,  or  at  leaft  not  baptifmal  candidates, 
who  had  engaged  to  ftay  and  have  their  :hildren  brought 
up  in  a  chriftian-like  manner,  he  came  with  his  wife, 
fifter  and  brother-in-law,  who  all  declared,  that  their 
intention  was  from  the  beginning  to  ftay  here,  and  that 
they  fhould  confider  the  baptifm  of  the  child,  as  a  token' 
that  they  were  not  flighted.  Therefore  their  requeft 
was  granted ;  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  the  father 
was  alfo  baptized,  and  the  moft  of  his  relations  were 
numbered  among  the  candidates  for  baptifm. 

*  It  was  ?.  dried  unwhelped  pnppy,  which  Is  Aippofcd  tc  prer«r7e  inexpe* 
i^Unced  childrea  from  misfortune^  and  tg  be  cbdr  guide. 
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Thus  forty  perfons  from  among  the  favages  were  ad- 
ded to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  and  forty-foyr  fouls 
to  the  tongregation  by  hdly  baptifmf  among  whom 
were  nine  boys  and  fix  girls.  Eighteen  perfons  were 
admitted  to  the  holy  coinmunion,  and  three  couple  were 
joined  in  marriage. 

As  in  tKe  preceding  years  it  has  been  frequently,  and 
this  year  largely  done  in  the  accounts  of  Lichtenfels,  I  • 
Ihall  fay  nothing  farther  of  the  particular  difplays  of 
grace  in  one  and  another  foul.  Only  as  an  eye-witnefs,, 
Imuft  obferve  fo  much,  that,  when  I  have  attended  the 
catechifations  and  the  preparation  for  baptifm  or  the 
Lord's-fupper,  not  only  the,  anfwers  and  ingenuous  de- 
clarations made  by  the  Greenlandcrs  of  their  mind  and 
defire,  but  the  grace  prevailing  at  the  fame  time,  and 
the  emotion  of  Uieir  hearts,  which  often  raufed  abun- 
dance of  tears  to  trickle  down  their  fweetly  abaftied 
faces,  has  fo  much  affected  and  rejoiced  me,  as  to  make 
my  heart  leap,  and  my  eyes  overflow*  The  peace  of 
God  which  1  have  felt  at  the  facred  a£ts  of  baptifm  and 
the  fupper  of  the  Lord,  is  beyond  defcription,  and  the 
broken  and  glad  afpect  which  I  have  afterwards  feert  ihi- 
ning  in  their  countenances,  will  never  depart  from  be« 
fore  my  eyes.   ;i,i,^*» »-»    .i|.xi^'i-!^»  *  "i-tAi^^iHi     ,^4i  »..«  .    *.;?/ 

.But  yet  I  mufi:  take  fome  little  notice  of  a  few  publi* 
difcourfes  delivered  by  the  helpers  to  their  people. 

J.  fpoke  once  very  agreeably  of  growing  in  the  grace 
of  our  Lord,  which  he  has  purchafed  for  us  by  his  blood, 
and  how  happy  we  may  be  at  all  times  when  rightly 
weighing  his  death  and  pains  in  our  hearts. 

Another  time  he  ufed  a  fimilitude  :  **  When  in  fum- 
"  merwe  carry  a  i^ght*  in  a  high  wind  from  one  tent 
**  to  another,  flakes  often  fall  to  the  ground,  which  fct 
*'  the  dry  grafs  on  fire.  Thus,  when  our  Saviour  came 
*»  upon  earth,  he  brought  fire  along  with  him,  and 
*'  fcattered  it  around  aniongft  men.  But  now  he  knds 
"  his  fervants  forth  into  all  the  world.  Thele  he  has 
•'  likewife  fcnt  unto  us,  with  his  word  which  he  hag 

•  yjz.  alight  of  dry  mofs  foaked  with  train-oil^  from  which  burning 
drops  taU  down. 
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**  given  thqp  for  us.  This  they  have  fcattered  amougft 
'*  us ;  and  it  has  enkindled  and  put  life  into  our  hearts^ 
**  Or  eife  vtre  ibould  itill  be  de^  lik::  ti^stfk^yfhQ  cpn* 
**  tinuj^to  walk  in  darknefs."  jr,  i/;o'!  vrS  -^^'n  nvi  " 
J9.,ipoke  once  upon  the  verfe:  *"Tny  Uooa,  that 
*'  noble  juice,  dees  fuch  a  ftrength  di0ufe,  he.**  how 
**  this  has  power  to  convert  fuch  depraved  favages  into 
•f  quite  new  men." 

r. Another  time,  being  juft  recovered  firomafevere  fit 
of  ficknefs,  he  compared  the  life  of  man  t9  a  (hadow^ 
which  quickly  pafles  away)  to  the  grafs,  which  flou- 
riihes  for  a  ihort  fpace,  and  then  withereth,  falleth  away 
and  rots ;  and  to  the  leaves  of  the  buihes,  which  the 
wind  fcatters  away.  •*  Ah !  how  good  is  it  therefore," 
faid  he,  *'  to  have  our  Saviour  conltantly  in  our  hearts; 

for  then  we  know  whither  our  fouls  go,  when  the 
*S  body  falls  away  and  turns  to  corruption." 
'  D.  confefTed  publiclv,  that  for  fome  time  he  had  not 
given  due  heed  to  his  heart,  and  therefore  he  had  not 
been  at  all  well  for  three  days.  ''  Formerly,"  faid  he, 
**  while  I  was  not  rightly  acquainted  with  our  Saviour, 
*<  nor  was  fo  fenftble  as  I  now  am  of  my  depravity,  f 
**  could  eafily  make  light  of  every  thing,  and  footh  my- 

felf  to  reft.    But  now  nothing  can  fet  me  to  rights, 

but  a  renewed  ienfe,  that  our  Saviour  is  gracious 

unto  me  *." 

At  the  evening-devotions  of  the  iingle  brethren  on 
Good-Friday  the  catechift  appointed  one  to  fpeak  a  few 
words,  and  thereof  he  retained  the  following :  "We  have 
^*  this  day  been  calling  to  mind  the  fufFerings  of  Jefu^ 
V  how  he,  for  our  iins,  fweated  bloody  fweat,  how  his 
**  head  was  rent  with  thorns,  and  his  whole  body  co- 
*'  vered  with  wounds.  Ah!  many  thanks,  that  we 
**  have  a  Saviour,  who  fo  loved  us,  as  to  vouchfafe, 
**  for  our  fins,  to  be  nailed  to  the  crofs,  and  to  have  his 
«  fide  opened  With  a  fpear,  ttom  whence  bis  precious 
*>*  blood  flowed  forth  upon  the  ground^  to  redeem  all 
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*  To  this  cffe£l  a  widow  but  lately  baptised  exprefied  herfelf  to  her  help* 
o".  "How  is  tkis,  pray?  while  I  wai  among  the  heathens,  I  imagined, 
**  (hat  the  baptized  had  now  got  svsry  thiog  they  flood  in  need  of;  bUt  now 
«<  that  I  myrelf  am  baptiMdn  i  fif it  of  aU  bagia  l]ior«U£bly  to  ht\  my  pover- 
**  ty  and  indigepcc.

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**  'mhhkirid  ?  Ah !  abundint  thankar  that  he,  the  great 

**  LtJfd'bf  mercies,  has  gathered  us  out  of  the  ignorant, 

**  caH'ed  and  brought  us  to  the  cpngregation,  where  wc 

*'  can  ever^j^  clav  hear  of  the  great  Lover  of  men  !  O  ! 

**  thaf  iiQtife  6t  uis  might  remain  infenfiblc  of  thofe  blcf- 

^*  fings,  or  forfeit  the  participation  of  that  grace,  which 

"  he  has  i§iirchafed  for  us  with  his  own  blood  I  Who- 

"  ever  feels,  that  his  heart  as  yet  has  no  right  (hare  in 

**  His  tnefits  and  woundis,  let  him  go  to  hiinj  and  not 

**  ccafe  tp  pray,'  till  his  heart  is  foftened  and  bums.     If 

*'  we  d©  this  very  often,  the  Holy  Ghoft  will  take  pof- 

•'  fcfllon  of  our  hearts,  will  guide  us,  and  caution  u» 

not  to  fwerve  from  our  hearts,  and  grieve  our  Saviour 

**  and  our  teachers.     I  well  know,  how  it  is,  when  the 
»t 

C( 


thoughts  of  our  hearts  ftray  from  ouf  Saviour  and  his 
merits  ;  we  fhould  bfe  glad  to  aft  according  to  our 
own  plealure.  But  how  is  it  with  us  then  i  are  we 
*'  fatisiied  at  thfe  fame  time?  O  no  !  I  am  inftantly 
uneafy  and  dark,  and  know  not  what  courfe  to  take, 
but  to  caft  myfelf,  with  ail  the  corruption!  amfenfible 
of  in  me,  at  his  hct^  and  tonnploic  his  forgivenefs, 
till  he  gives  me  the  afiurance,  that  he  is  again  gra- 
cious^  uiito  me.  If  we  did  but  do  this,  as  foon  as  our 
corruption  begins  to  trouble  us^  we  fhould  never  fall 
into'  painttrf  dfcumftances.  To  be  fure,  while  wc 
are  in  this  world,  we  ihall  feel,  that  we.  are  corrupt- 
ed creatures  ;  but  it  is  as  (urc,  that  we  have  dn  open 
way  and  accefs  to  our  Saviour,  and  his  blood  is  able 
to  purify  ahd  preferve  oiw  hearts.  Only  let  us  not 
intermit,  as  long  as  we  live,  to  look  unto  him,  and 
to  yield  Up  ourfelves^,  body  and  foul,  unto  him.  And 
**  now  that  the  time  draws  near,  that  we  fhall  be  obli- 
ged  to  beabfdht  from  our  teachers,  wc  will  think*. 
the  oftener  dn  his  pafBon,  and  mutually  put  one  ano- 
**  ther  in  refmembrance  of  it.  Thus  flialJ  we  be  pie- 
•'  ferved  fafe  ffoni  the  wicked  one,  and  rpjoice  toge:her 
**  at  dtir  meeting  heie  ©gain  in  autumn/* '—■-  — -'^ 

It  muft  be  faid  alfo,  to,  the  praifc  of  the  Wouhds  of 
Jfefus,  that  our  Greenlanders,  both  young  and  old, 
were  well  preferved  daring   their    dkfperiio'n  and  em- 
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ploymfent  in  the  fummer  j  neither  did  any  of  them  fufFei' 
any  bodily  harm,  though  many  had  overfet,  or  even  been 
pulled  down  by  a  feal,  and  drawn  along  for  fome  time 
underwater. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  they  had  good  fuccefs, 
caught  a  great  many  fea-fowl,  and  now  and  then  feals, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  April  a  fea-cow,  which  is  feldom 
feen  in  thefe  parts,  this  being  the  fecond  in  thirty  years. 
At  the  capelin-fiftiery,  a  great  deal  was  fpoiled  by  the 
rainy  weather ;  by  which  the  European  brethren  were 
alfo  hindered  in  their'  fecular  bufmefs ;  and,  as  the 
month  of  Auguft  was  well-nigh  elapfed  without  feeing 
the  {hip,  en  board  of  which  they  expe<5ted  two  brethren, 
according  to  the  accounts  received  by  the  fhip  to  the 
fouthward,  they  grew  not  a  little  uneafyj  but,  having 
made  iiM  ready  for  fetching  provifions  from  the  foutheru 
colonics,  they  received  the  agreeable  news  of  its  arrival 
the  26th  of  Auguft.  The  two  brethren  were  George 
Henry  Meysr,  and  John  Boehnijh,  By  the  firlt,  Peter 
Haven's  place  was  fupplied  in  Lichtenfels,  and  the 
latter  ftaycd  in  New-Hcrrnhuth,  as  John  Haven  returned 
to  Europe  with  me. 

The  Greenlandcrs   had  but   indifFererit   fuccefs  thh 
time  ill  catching  ftals  in  the  found,  efpecially  as  a  fick- 
nefs  came  amcng   then),   which    hindered  majiy  from 
providing  for  themfeives.     And  yet,    according  to  the 
lateft  accounts,  they  had  in  winter  fuch  a  fufficiency,  as 
to  have  it  in  J..6\r  power  to  communicate  to  thofe  that 
wanted.     During  the  ficknefs,  they  were  vifited  by  the 
miflionary,  who  gives  the  following  relation  of  it 
'■:'•"  Sept.  25,  by  the  brethren  and  fifters,  who  came  to 
the  Lord's-fupper  from  the  found,   we  received  the 
painful  news,   that  fome,   efpecially  two  men,  were 
dangeroufly    ill.      We    diredly     fent    them    fome 
medicines,  but  they  had  no  effea.— -The  28th,  the 
ftrong  wind  being  abated,  I  Went  to  the  found  to  vifit 
the  iick,   who  greatly  longed  for  it.      One  of  the 
dangeroufly    fick,   I    found    better    and    in    a   good 
fituation  of  mind.     He  was  ready,  as  he  faid,  to  go 
with  his  Lord,  when  he  pleafed  to  fetch  him,    and 
found  nothing  that  itood  in  the  way  of  his  going  to 
him.     Of  the  other,  whofe  name  was  Simon,  I  heard, 
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"  that  he  was  departed,  and  his  corpfc  carried  over  to  '.e 
**  interred.  After  I  had  haftily  vifited  the  relt  of  the 
"  fick,  two  men  of  them  following  me,  I  went  after  the 
**  corpfe,  and  after  a  difcourfe  upon  the  acquaintance 
**  with  our  Saviour,  which  procures  us  a  happy  life  and 

**  a  bleflbd  death,   I  buried  it. 1  would  have  gone 

♦'  dire£Hy  over  again,  but  was  detained  by  ftormy 
♦'  weather  with  rain  and  fnow  till  the  ift  of  0(5lober, 
•'  when  the  corpfe  o(  Beata,  Danicrs  daughter,  was 
"  brought  over.  The  ficknefs  prevails  more  and  more, 
*'  and  the  fick  begged  to  be  vifited,  efpecially  Kiutikak, 
*'  who  has  no  feet,  and  arrived  here  but  laft  winter, 
*'  in  the  fpring  was  received  among  the  baptifmal- 
,*'  candidates,  and  now  longed  exceedingly  for  baptifm-: 
*'  Now  though  the  other  three  brethren  were  gone  out 
**  four  days  before,  and  no  body  was  with  the  fick  here, 
'*  yet  I  went  directly  to  the  found,  and  firfl  -  cnt  to  the 
*'  lame  Kiutikak.  He  repeated  his  earneft  defire  of 
*'  baptifm ;  and  having  fpoke  with  him  on  that  head, 
*'  and  found  no  reafon  to  defer  it  any  longer,  I  bap- 
*'  tized  him,  and  called  him  Michael.  The  peace  of 
"  God,  which  his  foul  felt  at  the  time,  even  flrength- 
*'  ened  his  tabernacle,  fo  that  from  that  moment  he 
*'  began  to  recover  *.  I  then  vifited  the  reft  of  the  fick, 
"  and  in  the  evening  kept  a  meeting  in  a  tent  for  as 
"  many  as  had  room,  and  we  perceived  grac<J  was 
'*  amongft  us.  The  2d,  I  was  acquainted,  that  our 
"  brethren,  though  in  great  danger  of  their  lives,  were 
*'  come  home  fafe  with  two  laden  boats  from  Okeitfut. 
*'  This  put  it  In  my  power  to  ftay  here,  and  nurfe  the 
^'  fick.  The  3d,  I  WTas  called  to  Matthew,  but  he  had 
♦'  loft  his  fpeech,  and  anfwered.my  queftions  only  with 
^*  geftures  and  a  fweet  look.  After  a  few  words  of 
,**  encouragement,  I  gave  him  the  laft  bleffing,  and 
f'  commended  him  to  the  arms  of  our  Lord.  Then  I 
*'  vifited  the  reft  of  the  fick,  let  fome  of  them  blood, 
,'.'  who  foon  recovered;  and  undefftanding,  the  24th  in 
the  morning,  that  Matthew  was  gone  to  reft,  1  tcok 
♦'•  the  corpfe,  with  the  wjdow  and  her  two  children,  in 
^'  my  boat,  to  its  burial  at  New-Herrnhuth.''  ;,  ^^  ^j. 

'^   '  •  He  grew  well  again,    and  the  next  fpring  was  m^ired,    bit  foon 
fcecaaie  a  widower,    ,7v'-,(nj.i'  .I'h-.!  :■ 
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Moil  of  the  ficlc  had  recovered,  but  were  fo  enfeebled, 
that  fome  departed  this  life  this  year,    and  others  the' 
beginning  of  the  next.     Nineteen  in  all  went  home  this 
year,  but  at  prefent  1  fliall  fpecify  the  charadfcers  at  none 
ij^ut  the  lafl. 

'  This  was  our  dear  and  invaluable  Daniel,  the  blcfled 
preacher  among  his  people.  He  was  born  at  Tunnuli- 
arbilc  in  the  fouth,  aboiit  the  time  that  the  late  Rev.  Mr',- 
Egfde  came  into  the  co^mtry.  His  father,  a  wife  and 
rich  Grecnlander,  had  five  fons  and  three  daughters 
befides  him,  and  lilce  rtioft  of  the  fouthlanders,  waa  ufed 
t6  rove  about  the  country,  living  one  year  in  the  fouth, 
another  here  in  Kangeki  the  third  at  Difko,  and  thus 
continually  changed  his  tibode.    On  one  of  thefe  encamp- 

B^nts  in  the  year  1745*  it  happened  Lhat:  the. Rev.  Mr; 
rachart,  at  a  vifit  in  Kangtk,  calkd  Unon  this  man, 
and  preached  the  gofpel  to  the  Greenlariiicrs.  At  the 
very  firft  tidings  of  redemption  by  the  blood  of  Jofus; 
our  Angufina,  (fo  he  vvas  called  before  his  bapctfin,) 
received  fuch  ah  inlpre/Hon  in  his  heart,  that  he  deter- 
mined to  become  our  Saviour's  property*  and  to  talrti 
up  his  abode  with  the  believers.  But  he  could  not  get 
free  from  his  father,  and  wa^ohligcd  to  follow  him  the 
fame  fummer  to  the  Ibuth-bay  parts,  lii  awtumn  1746, 
they  returned,  and  then;  as  he  was  the  ejdeft  fon,  and 
•liow  had  a  family,  he  aflerteJ  his  indc*pehHence,  parted 
ft-orrt  his  father  and  brothers  and  fiftci's,  and  removed  to 
|he  colony  of  Good-H^pc.  He  cbecAme  a  believer  rrt 
Jefus,  increafed  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  was 
baptized  by  Mr.  Dradhart  at  a  great  baptifnnil  ASt  here  in 
New-Herrnhuth,  Jan.  25,  174.7.  He' preceded  dhild- 
like  and  undifturbed  in  his  baptiftnal^grace,  and  vms'a 
joy  to  his  teachers.  But,  as  his  father's  br^thdr  lived 
*Wth  us  and  was  baptized,  he  had  a  deftffetb  livcwith 
Him.  We  gave  him  a  denial  feverol  times  j  but  he 
infifted  upon  it,  and  begged  permiffion  df  his  wiflipnary-j 
^ho  granted  it  without  difficulty,  }binTn^  his  hearty 
wifh,  that  he  might  be  truly  griouftded  and  prefirved  iii 
grace.  In  September  1 748,  he  rerhovcd  to  «4  wi th  joy; 
frr-w  in  grace,  obtained  a  fol id  infight  into  his  poverty 
nirf  coiruptioii,  and  in  a  fhgrt  time  was  admitted  to  the' 
**^''  f-  <A  holy 
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holy  communion.     And,  after  his  wife  was  made  par- 
taker of  this  giace,  ni  the  vear  1750,  the  bleifing  of  the 
church  was  imparted  to  them  for  their  marriage.     In 
1751  he  fell  into  temptation }    but  he  was  prayed  for, 
that  his  faith  might  not  fail,  nor  t)i^  enemy  be  fufFcrcd 
to  triuHiph  in  the  downfal  of  this  fimple  heart.     And 
thus  in  the  iHue  it  was  a  meajis  of  humbling  him,   and 
rendering  him  more  afliduoufly   faithful  and    vigil? nt. 
No  fooner  had  Jie  the  iirft  time  partook  of  the  bleffcd 
flipper  of  the  Lord,  but  an  impulie  fprung  up  in  him  to 
n^ake  known  hi?  death.     And  at  the  viUtation  in  t^e 
year  1752,   he  was  farther  encouraged  thereto,   by  his 
reception  into  the  firft  band  of  helpers.     Out  of  the 
abundance  of  the  heart,  the  mouth  £owed  over  early  ai^d 
)ate«    The  heathen  heard  him  gladly,   and  with  great 
impreflion,  and  at  all  times  (hewed  a  preference  of  love 
towards  him,  and  a  particular  veneration  for  his  word«^ 
We  were  jjrequent  eye-witnefle?  of  if,   as  we  took  him 
with  us  in  our  vifits  to  the  heathen  whenever  it  was 
practicable,  in  order  to  coniirm  our  teftimony  by  word 
and  example.    He  negle<Sled  no  opportunity  of  extolling 
JcTus  to  the  heathen,  in  which  he  manifeiled  a  particular 
wifcom  and  prudence.     He  would  of  his  own  accord 
addrefs  .luite  ignorant  favage  heathens,   endeavoured  to 
clear  up  their  innate  ideas  of  God  and  the  iiimiortality 
of  thQ  foul  by  queftions  and  anfwers ;   to  lead  them  to 
a  profpe(St  of  their  corrupt  ilate,   and  the  neceiHty  of 
redemption ;  and  then  with  a  burning  heart,  and  ofteiri 
with  tears  in  his  eyes,    he  would  recommend  to  them 
the  faith  in  Jefus.     For  this  end,  as  foon  as  he  under- 
ftood,  that  a  company  of  ibuthlanders  were  arrived,  he 
would  haften  ho'ne  from  his  pioviding-place,  lead  them 
every  where  about,   explain  to  them  the  defign  of  {f> 
many  of  their  country-folks  living  together,  and  if  they 
ihunned  coming  to  the  public  meetings,  he  vifited  them 
in   th$ir  tents,    and  imperceptibly   let    flip   fomething 
tending;  to  their   everlafting   pe^ce.      With    oppofite 
people,  to  whom  it  was, irkfome  to  hear  of  divine  things, 
be  was  ftlisat,  left  he  ihould  fpeak  words  in  vain,   and 
draw    contempt    and  ridicule   upon   the   truth.      But 
whenever  they  entered  into  idle  talk,   or  prefumed  to 
feoff  at  believers,  he  would  give  them  a  gentle  reproof, 
ylon  ^4  ahi 
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and  try  to  turn  the  difcourfe  upon  fome  ufcful  fubje^. 
Neither  indeed  did  any  one  qare  to  touch  bim  too  neatly. 
When  in  his  employment  of  providing  fuftenance  he 
was  obliged  to  take  up  a  night's  lodging  in  a  place,  (and 
every  body  received  him  gladly)  he  was  commonly 
defired  to  keep  them  a  difcourfe.  He  then  (as  the  agents 
of  tr*de  ufed  to  fay,  who  often  heard  him  with  aftonilh- 
inent,  and  called  him  by  way  of  eminence  the  man  of 
God)  would  take  off  his  cap,  fold  his  hands,  ling  a 
few  verfes,  or  pray,  and  difcourfe  to  the  heathens,  with- 
out any  concern  at  the  prefence  of  Europeans,  and  all 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  their  eyes  overflowed,  and  after- 
wards they  did  not  ceafe  talking  of  the  matter,  often  till 
late  in  the  night.  In  winter,  the  time  was  fometimes 
too  tedious  for  him  at  home,  and  therefore  he  would 
place  himfelf  in  his  kajak^  go  a  vifiting,  where  his 
teachers,  could  not,  or  wherever  he  knew  an  awakened 
foul  was  to  be  met  with.  His  teftimony  to  the  heathen 
was  lively,  engajring,  and  intrepid,  and  his  public 
difc»urfea  to  his  brethren  fnnple,  affe<Stionate  and 
penetrating.  H^  generally  fpake  by  fimilitudes,  (of 
which  fome  few  examples  have  been  remarked)  and  had 
an  agreeable  method  of  applying  them  to  the  heart«:t5  "■' 
,■  He  had  the  falvation  of  his  country-people,  and 
cfpccially  his  own  relations,  much  at  heart.  Therefore 
.  in  the  year  1753  hedefired  the  miflionaries  leave  to  take 
a  journey  to  the  north,  in  order  to  (hew  unto  his  father 
and  brothers  and  fifters  the  way  of  life.  They  endea- 
voured to  diflUade  him  from  it,  on  account  of  various 
dangers  that  were  to  be  apprehended  both  fo.  body  and 
foul ;  but  as  he  infifttd  upon  it,  they  difmiiled  him,  and 
another  national  helper  and  their  .families,  with  the 
bleffing  of  the  congregation.  In  eight  we^ksthey 
returned  fafc  and  happy,  having  fuffered  much  repnoach 
and  ridicule,  but  at  the  fame  time  proclaimed  the  gofpel 
to  many  hundred  Greenlaijders,  the  fruit  of  which  did 
not  fail  i  and  accordingly  all  the  relations  of  pur  late 
brother  (his  father  and  a  brother,  wlip  were  :already 
dead,  excepted)  followed  him,  were  baptize(jl,  profpered 
in  the  congregation,  and  are  now  fome  of  them  gone  to 
reft.     Some  years  ago  he  was  alfo  difpofed  ,|to  take  fuch 
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"^a  jouhney  to  his  n?itive  country  in  the  fouth  j  but  it  could 
not  well  be  put  in  execution. 

/IS  to  his  way  of  thinking  and  the  (ituation  of  his 
heart,  it  may  beil  be  underftood  by  an  extradi  oi  fomc 
of  his  letters. '■*    ^"^    ^y.V"ii»   ''"'1   i>j.;^vvi    x*"-' 

**  I  have  no^'feeh  you  for  a  long  tiihc,  l>ut  I  f^ill 
love  you.  And  thus  am  I  difpofcd  towards  our 
**  Saviour.  Although  I  have  not  feen  him,  yet  I  love 
him  heartily  ;  for  1  feel,  that  he  docs  not  flight  me,  as  I 
am,  but  {hews  hl.mfelf  gracious  to  mc  daily,  if  his  grace 
did  not  keep  me,  I  fliould  often  go  aftray.  Thanks 
**  be  unto  him  for  his  prefence,"  Sic, 
"  A*  I  will  now  write  to  you,  how  I  have  found  myfelf 
**  this  winter.  I  feel  my  poverty,  and  at  the  fame  time 
**  our  Saviour's  great  love.  This  aftorilfhes  and  puts  mc 
♦'  to  fllame.  I  rejoice^  that  he  is  continually  taking 
*'  away  whatfoever  is  difpleafing  to  him  in  me.  Ohl 
■*''^<  it  is  well,  that  we  have  fuch  an  omnipotent  and 
**  omniprefent  Saviour,  from  whofe  eyes  nothing  can  be 
**  concealfed,  either  in  light  or  ia  darknefs.  He  knows 
**  that  my  heart  alfo  is  fincere  towards  him.  When  we 
^^'  are  to  enjoy  the  facranrilnt  of  the  body  and  blood  of 
'^*  our  Lord,  1  examine  my  heart  beforehand  very 
"  ftri^tly,  ai>d  then  I  fpeak  with  my  teachers,  and  thus 
^'  1  itnd,  th$t  I  dare  draw  near  thereto.  And  at  the 
'*  time  of  eating  his  body  and  drinking  his  blood,  I 
"  ftce'pfe  i|  with  t^remljling,  as  the  difference  between 
**  this' facred  food  and  other  meat  and  drink  is  clear  to 
♦*'  me,  thinking  v* ithal :  0 !  that  the  participation 
'<  hereof  may  be  a  fubftantial  bleflliiig  ta  me  I  I  fur- 
"  render  myfelf  at  the  fame  time  to  the  daily  preferva- 

**  tion  of  our  Saviour. And  as  I  have  alfo  a  power- 

('♦  -ful  fenfe  of  the  work  of  the  holy  Spirit  in  my  heart» 

,;««;  I  give  my  foul  and  members  to  his  care  and  protection, 

■*V  andlntfeat  him  to  favour  me  with  his  company  and 

..fs  indwelling  when  I  am  alone  and  always,  that  I  may 

>**  mver  ftray  from  my  Saviour.— —Ye  dear  brethren 

nAu-\ix  Europcj  I  know  you  not  perfonally,  but  I  pray  foi 

w.you.     When  I  hrard  that  the  contentious  Europeans 

*>'  arQund  you  wage  war  with  one  another,   I  heartily 

"  fympathizcd  with  you;  yet  I  believe  that  our  Saviour 

•*  can  protect  you  from  all  evil." 

Again: 
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Again :  **  Thefe  tines  (hall  tell  you  the  thoughts  tf 
my  heart.     Laft  year  I  was  not  rightly  happy,  be- 
caufe  one  of  my  d:>        -^s  went  home.    But  I  fooa 
felt  chat  all  was  n4.        ^i  In  my  heart,  and  begced  our 
Saviour  for  forgivenefs  with  tears ;  and  betoi-e  the 
winter  came,  he  comforted  me  again  with  his  near« 
ne(s,  and  gave  me  a  happy  heart.     Afterwards  at  the 
great  abfolution  and  communion  fuccceding  our  win« 
ter-entrance,  my  heart  was  melted  in  a  peculiar  man- 
ner.   Alas !  the  man  that  (ceks  and  loves  any  thing 
elfe  but  him,  cannot  enjoy  his  grace.    But  thofe  that 
are  poor  and  wretched  in  themlelves,  thofe  that  ftand 
in  need  of  him  and  implore  his  grace,  they  experience 
it ;  for  he  came  to  relieve  the  diftreiTed.    Therefore 
I  will  not  conceal  my  finfulnefs  from  him,  nor  from 
his  ferrants.     They  know  me,  and  OS  for  him,  he 
fees  the  receflcs  of  my  heart." 
In  his  laft  letter  wrote  this  fummer,  he  fays  amonsr 
other  things :  '*  The  grace  of  our  Saviour  has  pre&rvod 
**  me  hitherto,  for  I  cannot  keep  myfelf.    I  confer,  I 
am  not  as  I  (bould  be,  yet  he  has  not  defpifed  me  on 
that  account,  but  has  even  ranked  me  among  his 
fervants.    I  put  my  confidence  folcly  in  my  Saviopr, 
he  knows  me  beft,  and  fees  what  I  am  dele£fcive  in. 
When  we  were  a^embted  together  on  the  ^ival  of  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  I  perceived  a  great  bleiling  was  imparted 
to  me  and  all  nrry  brethren.    He  is  our  T^Mher, 
*'  Tutor,  and  Comforter.    When  I  vifited  the  heathen 
**  inKangek,  I  could  think  of  nothing  to  tdl  them,  but 
our  Saviour's  fufferings.    Neither  have  I  nwfclf  any 
mdination  for  other  topics,  for  nothing  is  to  agreea- 
ble to  me  as  his  paffion  and  blood^ibeddin^,  and  this 
is  the  moft  powerful,  this  is  the  greateft  thing  we  can 
*' tell  mankind*."  '»^^'ii'*-^/^.'»''^i^'-'w  sri*  lrr,ynb  - 

Till  now  the  bretlireH  hftd  'ftapW'miicrt  pleafurfe  and 
little  pain  from  this  dear  man.  But  this  fpring  a  trivial 
circumftance,  that  he  once  with  a;  little  affection  would 
fhewwhathe  could  do,  opened  tiic  door  for  felf«om- 
placency  at  the  great  and  extellcrtt  gifts  which  he  really 
pofleffed,  though  he  himfelf  had  fcarcc  perceived  them 

*  Or,   tbi  Creenkndcrix  for  .they  call  ih^mfelvcB  txiUtiyt\y  hnuU, 

hitherto. 
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hitheroc).  Since  then  an  alteration  was  obfervcd,  which 
hrouglic  ^hc  brethren  into  Tome  concern  on  his  account. 
They  perceived  him  to  be  in  g  dangerous  crifis.  His 
gifts  wore  diminiflied,  and  his  difcourfes  weic  not  at- 
tended with  their  ui'ual  un^lion  and  power.  In  Sep* 
temhcr,  this  way  followed  by  the  ifiappy  departure  of  his 
only  furuivii^g  daughter  Bcuta,  15  years  old.  She  was 
carfved  oH'  by  the  contagious  difeafe  in  the  found,  H« 
grieved  and  bemoaned  himfelf  the  more  at  this  lofs,  as 
(He  was  jjut  only  a  child  that  turned  out  well,  but,  as 
he  ilnd  not  learned  to  read  himfelf,  {he  freqv^"tly  read 
the  worci:oF  God  to  him,  which  he  knew  how  to  make 
good  ufe  of  in  hi«  converfation  with  his  family  and  in 
his  difccurfcs  to  the  heathen.  This  made  him  nay  away^ 
from  the  Lcvrd's-fupper.  But  foon  after  it  took  a  turn, 
lie  w^fr  convinced  <^  \\\»  error,  and  in  November  he  en- 
joyed, as  a  comforted  finner,  the  holy  body  and  blood  of 
Jei'usf  in  the  iucrament  for  the  Jaft  time,  and  it  proved  an 
unfpeakablc  confirmacion  of  his  faith,  pirectly  ^fter  he 
fall  Tick  with  flitches  in  his  fi^C'  Th^  brethren  imme« 
diately  <^en«d  a  vein,  Md  gave  him  wha  they  thought 
might  be  of  fcrvice  to  him,  but  nothing  would  operate. 
When  they,  vifited  him,  they  always  found  him  in  a 
happy  meditation  ^nd  intercourfe  wi^h  the  Frien4  of  his 
foul.  He  only  lamented  that  he  ha4  no^  been  able  t» 
make  thevifit  to  the  fouth.  **  For  you  know  (fays  he) 
**■  with  ^hat  pleafure  I  led  my  countrymen  to  our  Sa-> 
**  viour,  and  ikw  them  as  hapj^  as  he  through  mercy 
*'  hasmade  me."  Fcur^this  rcafon  he  was  not  certain, 
whether  be  fliould  go  home;  in  this  ficknefs.  But  when 
he  was  \'irited  on  the  ad  of  December,  he  laid  with  a 
peculiar  lively  chearful  look  :  **  Now  it  is  confirmed  to 
^'  me  that  I  mail  go  to  our  8avk>uir,  nor  will  it  be  long 
**  delayed,  for  the  wedding-garment  I  waited  for  is 
'*  ready.  O  how  well  and  happy  ani  I!  But  how  will 
'V  it  then  he  to  me,  when,  X  Uke  Thomas  fliall  lay  my 
'^  hand  in  his  Itde,  artd  fays  My  I'Ord  and  my  God ! 
^'  O  how  will  L  thank,  him  that  ,he  has  chofen  me  from 
iimong  thb  heathen,  has  waihed  me  with  his  blood, 
has  given  me  his  body  y/  eat  and  his  blood  to  drink, 
"  and  has  kept  me  in  fellowfhip  with  himfelf/'  When 
he  was  vifited  Decem])er  3,  in  the  morning,  fte  was 
.-^nad}.  quite 
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^uitc  chearful,  recommended  his  two  Tons  and  their 
niother  to  us,  and  his  Cf)untcnancc  was  fo  amiable  and 
amicable,' that  his  face  flionc  like  thr  face  of  an  anpel. 
By  degrees  he  loft  his  fpcech,  and  deftred  to  be  blcfled 
for  his  difmiflion,  which  was  done  by  the  laying  on  of 
the  hands  of  the  miffionarics  and  a  farewell  kifs,  and  the 
whole  was  attended  with  a  penetrating  fceling  and  a 
flood  of  tears  from  all  prefent.  Scarce  had  they  reached 
home,  before  word  was  brought,  that  he  lay  at  the  lall 
eafp.  T'hey  haftened  back  again,  and  cfcorted  the 
lively  fpirit  of  this  hignly-favourcd  witnefs  ofjcfusinto 
the  joy  of  his  Lord  with  fome  moving  finging.  His 
brothers,  fifters  and  other  relations,  who  were,  called  to 
this  fcene,  demeaned  themfelves  becoming  children  of 
God;  yet  they  embalmed  his  memory  with  innumerable 
tears,  '*  and  fo  did  we  toe,  (fay  the  brethren)  for  we 
*'  have  loft  in  him  an  ineftimable  prefent  of  grace,  a 
**  heart  living  in  the  merits  of  Jefus  and  warm  through 
*'  his  blood,  a  brother  at  all  time's  friendly  and  loving, 
•*  a  trirc  ornament  of  thecongreration,  a  faithful  helper, 
••  a  blefled  cvangelift  and  preacher  of  our  Lord's  paflion, 
••  and  a  man  of  God  approved  to  chriftians  and  heathens. 
*'  Yet  why  do  we  fay,  loft  ?  he  is  only  entered  within 
*'  the  veil  to  our  Lord,  and  his,  where  we  alfo  wifh  to 
*'  be  eternally.**  His  foul  had  left  a  lovely  and  refpedt- 
able  look  on  his  remains,  which  were  carried  to  the 
tombon  December  the  4th,  by  fix  Greenland  helpers,  and 
attended  by  a  large  proceffion  of  Greenlanders  and 
people  of  the  faftory.  The  miffionary  kept  the  funeral 
fermon  on  John  xx.  29.  Blejid  are  they  that  have  not 
feen,  and  yet  have  believed,  '  '

LT  H  O  I)  G  H  I  have  in  the  preceJIng  hlfloiy 
interfperfed  feveral  remarks,  concerning  the 
good  regulation  and  order  of  the  Greenland- 
congregation,  fufficient  to  give  a  general  idea  of  their 
conllitution ;  neverthelefs,  as  it  may  prove  too  trouble- 
feme  to  many  readers  to  combine  detached  accounts, 
and  to  form  to  themfelves  a  fummary  view  of  thing* 
from  fcattered  hints ;  I  have  thought  proper  to  give 
a  fhort  and  connedlcd  account  of  the  regulatii)n  aud 
cufloms  of  the  Greenland-congregation,  as  I  found  it 
on  the  fpot.  Their  outward  civil  conftitutiori  belongs 
not  to  this  place,  being  already  treated  of  at  large  in  the 
third  book,  as  well  as  their  manner  of  life,  which  admits 
of  no  great  alteration,  where  there  is  nothing  wiong 
or  diforderly.  But  fmce  the  baptized  Gteenlanders  dwell 
together  in  one  place,  and,  inftead  of  thofe  fmall,  ac- 
cidental and  very  changeable  heathen  -  focicties,  con- 
ftitute  a  numerous,  orderly  and  {l-ttled  community,  kept 
together  by  certain  ufeful  and  neceiFary  regulations  un- 
known to  the  heathen,  which  have  foaie  influ'ince  upom 
their  fpiritual  conftitution ;  therefore  I  muft  firll:  premilc 
fomething  relative  to  the  aflbciating  and  dwelling  to- 
gether  of  the  baptized  Greenlandets,  and  the  feveral  re- 
gulations in  that  rdpect  iritroduccd  among  ihem.

ALTHOUGH  I  have  in  the  preceding  hiflory

gulations in  that  reipecl  introduced  among  ihem. 

§   2. 

There  are  at  this  time  two  Brethren's- congregations 
in  Greenland,  New  -  Herrtibuth  on  Ball's -River,  and 
Lkhtenfeh  on  Fifhc-r's  Inlet. 

The  nature  and  fituation  of  BalPs-River^  fee  in  Bo  .k 
L  §  4..     On  the  fouth-vvcit  fide  of  a  p^ainiula,  fitua'^i 
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in  this  bay,  three  miles  from  the  open  fca,  lies  the 
Greenland  congregation-fettlement  New-Herrnhuihy  be- 
tween the  haven  and  the  colony  Good-hope.  The 
outermoft  edge  of  this  land  forms  three  great  Strands, 
between  which  the  rocks  prdje<Sl  into  the  fea;  The 
fea-fliore  abounds  with  pebbles  thrown  up  by  the  fea 
like  a  dam,  and  afcends  gradually  between  the  rocks 
into  a  valley,  which  has  a  rivulet  that  is  froze  up  In 
the  winter.  On  the  niiddle  Strand^  a  ftone's-throw 
from  the  water*  fide,  Hands  the  Congregation  -  Hou/e  ^ 
which,  with  its  two  wings  and  area,  appears  (at  leaft 
in  Greenland)  like  a  little  palace,  though  it  is  but  one 
ftory  high,  built  of  wood,  covered  with  boards  and 
reeds,  and  pitched  all  over.  In  the  middle  of  the  roof 
Hands  a  fmall  turret  with  a  bell.  The  houfe  is  feventy 
feet  long,  and  thirty  broad.  Befide  the  large  hafl  which 
the  Grcenlanders  have  for  their  churfch,  are  four  dwelU 
ing-rooms  and  two  antichambcrs,  one  of  which  is  a 
dining-room,  and  the  other  a  fchool  for  the  girls.  The 
north-wing  contains  an  antichamber,  a  fchool-room  for 
the  boys,  and  a  dwelling-room  for  the  catechift.  Un- 
der ground  is  the  kitchen,  bakchoufe  and  oven,  and 
in  the  kitchen  a  draW-well,  which  is  a  great  advantage 
to  the  houfe,  as  thty  were  obliged  in  former  times 
to  melt  ice  and  fnow  in  the  room  to  get  water  in  the 
winter  feafon.  The  fouth-wing  is  a  ftore-houfe  for 
provifions  and  a  magazi^ie  of  wood.  Not  far  off,  a 
iheep-cote  is  built  in  ihe  Greenland -tafte.  Before  the 
houfe  is  the  garden,  which  furnilhes  thp.ir  table  with 
nothing  but  lettuce,  radifhes,  turnips,  cabbage  and 
leeks.  A  path  leads  from  hence  to  the  fea-fhore,  whese 
a  flied  is  built  Greenland-like,  to  fcreen  their  two  large 
boats  and  timber  from  the  ftorms  and  fnow. 

The  Greenland  winter- houfes  {land  on  afcending 
rocks  from  the  water-l'de,  on  both  fides  of  the  con- 
gregation-houfe  ;  and  behind  them,  are  fmall  ftore- 
houfes  containing  their  feals-flefii,  and  blubber.  But 
their  capelins  (which  are  as  it  were  their  daily  bread) 
the  fkins  for  their  tents,  and  other  implements,  they 
keep  in  a  large  magazine  covered  with  cedar-fhingies< 
This  houfe  ftands  on  a  rock,  is  of  a  whitifli  hue,  and 
therefore  prefents  itfelf  firft  tj  view  when  one  makes 
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the  land.  Above  it,  is  the  hay-loft  for  the  fhe^p,  and 
vpon  the  top  of  the  great  houfe  there  is  a  turf-loft. 

Their  fummer-tents  they  pitch  between  the  two  long 
rows  of  houfes  on  the  plain.  So  that  the  congregation- 
houfe,  in  which  the  mi/Tionaries  dwell,  commands  the 
prorpe£t  of  them  all.  Buti-thofe  who  have  nr>  place 
there,  encamp  on  either  fide  of  the  houfe,  near  the 
fea-coaft.  During  the  winter* feafon,  their  women's- 
boats,  turned  upude  down,  are  kept  in  this  place,  fup< 
ported  by  poles,  and  under  them  they  put  up  their 
kajaks,  tent-ftakes,  and  fifhing-utenfils.  Behind  the 
houfes  towards  the  north  is  the  burying-ground  for  the 
baptized,  and  another  juft  by  for  thofe  who  have  not 
been  baptized.  The  tombs  are  made  up  of  ftones  on  the 
rock,  and  being  covered  with  fods,  they  grow  green, 
and  look  in  this  wildernefs  like  the  beds  of  a  garden. 

As  barren  and  rough  as  this  country  in  general  is, 
io  green  and  pleafant  does  this  little  Greenland-village 
k>^ ;  for  the  Greenland-houfes  are  covered  on  the  tops 
and  fides  with  verdant  herbage  and  fcurvy-grafs.  On 
the  fpot,  that  formerly  confilled  of  nothing  but  fand, 
nay  on  the  very  rocks  grows  now  the  fineft  grafs,  the 
ground  being  manured  for  (o  many  years  with  the  blood 
and  fat  of  their  feals.  And  when  the  Greenlander); 
live  in  their  winter-houfes,  one  may  fee  every  evening, 
yea  throughout  the  whole  night,  a  beautiful  illumina- 
tioh,  which  is  the  more  agreeable,  as  the  houfes  iland 
in  two  parallel  lines,  are  of  ec^ual  height,  and  have 
tight  in  all  the  windows.  *  ,

Lichtenfehy  the  fccond  Greenland -congregation,  lies 
thirty-fix  leagues  further  towards  the  fouth  in  Fifher's- 
Inlet.  On  the  moft  fouthern  ground  there,  which  is 
an  ifland  eight  leagues  in  circumference,  there  is,  not 
far  from  the  fea,  a  little  narrow  cove  running  into  the 
land,  furrounded  with  barren  rocks.  This  place,  chough 
•therwife  very  difagreeable  to  Europeans,  was  fixed 
upon  by  Matthew  Stach  in  the  year  1758  for  a  new 
miflion,  chiefly  becaufe  it  is  above  a  league  nearer  to 
the  open  fea  than  the  factory  is.  The  meetiig-houfe 
€re<fte<i  there  in  the  year  1761,  is  indeed  only  one  ftoiy 
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die  land.    Above  it,  is  the  hay-loft  for  the  (hc^p,  and 
upon  the  top  of  the  great  houfe  there  is  a  turf-loft. 

Their  fummer-tents  they  pitch  between  the  two  long 
rows  of  houfes  on  the  plain.  So  that  the  congregation- 
houfe,  in  which  the  mi/Honaries  dwell,  commands  the 
profpe£l  of  them  all.  But>thofe  who  have  no  place 
there,  encamp  on  either  (ide  of  the  houfe,  near  the 
fea-coaft.  Durinz  the  winter-feafon,  their  womcn's- 
boats,  turned  upnde  down,  are  kept  in  this  place,  fup- 
ported  by  poles,  and  under  them  they  put  up  their 
kajaks,  tent-ftakes,  and  fiHiing-utenfils.  Behind  the 
houfes  towards  the  north  is  the  burying-ground  for  the 
baptized,  and  another  jufl  by  for  thofe  who  have  not 
been  baptized.  The  tomhi  are  made  up  of  ftones  on  the 
rock,  and  being  covered  with  fods,  they  grow  green, 
and  look  in  this  wildernefs  like  the  beds  of  a  garden. 

As  barren  and  rough  as  this  country  in  general  is, 
io  green  and  pleafant  does  this  little  Greenland-village 
lode ;  for  the  Greenland-houfes  are  covered  on  the  tops 
and  fides  with  verdant  herbage  and  fcurvy-grafs.  On 
the  fpot,  that  formerly  confiiled  of  nothing  but  fand, 
nay  on  the  very  rocks  grows  now  the  finert  grafs,  the 
ground  being  manured  for  fo  many  years  with  the  blood 
and  fat  of  their  feals.  And  when  the  Greenlanders 
live  in  their  winter-houfes,  one  may  fee  every  evening, 
ye?  ihroughout  the  whole  night,  a  beautiful  illumina- 
tion, which  is  the  more  agreeable,  as  the  houfes  ftand 
in  two  parallel  lines,  are  of  equal  hei^^t,  and  have 
tight  in  all  the  windows. 
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Lichtenfets^  the  fccond  Greenland -congregation,  lies 
thirty-fix  leagues  further  towards  the  fouth  in  Filher's- 
Inlet.  On  the  moft  fouthern  ground  there,  which  is 
an  ifland  eight  leagues  in  circtTiference,  there  is,  not 
far  from  the  fea,  a  little  narrow  cove  running  into  the 
land,  furrounded  with  barren  rocks.  This  place,  though 
©therwife  very  difaj^reeable  to  Europeans,  was  fixed 
upon  by  Matthew  Stach  in  the  year  1758  for  a  new 
tniffion,  chiefly  becaufe  it  is  above  a  league  nearer  to 
the  open  fea  than  the  fadfcory  is.  The  meetiiig-houfe 
«re(3:ed  there  in  the  year  1761,  is  indeed  only  one  floiy 
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high,  but  has  two  entries  j  and  the  congregation-hall  has 
no  pillars,  and  is  every  way  more  beajitiful,  durable, 
and  fomewhat  larger  than  that  at  New-Herrnhuth  •,  but 
it  ftands  in  a  nook,  where  no  one  would  have  looked 
for  human  creatures.  Adjoining  are  three  dweUiiig- 
rooms,  two  fmall  chambers,  and  a  kitchen.  Behind 
this  houfe  the  brethren  have  railed  a  boggy  place  for  a 
garden ;  they  have  alio  converted  part  of  their  dwclling- 
houfe  into  a  fhcep-cote,  and  on  the  fide  have  built  a 
ftore-houfe  of  boards.  Before  it  there  are  as  yet  only 
four  Greenland-houfes  built,  and  the  place  itfelf  is  but 
narrow ;  but  on  the  other  fide  of  the  cove,  which  at  low 
water  can  be  walked  over,  there  is  room  f(  r  more  habita- 
tions. The  burying-ground  is  not  far  from  thencr. 
They  have  this  advantage,  that  their  rivulet  neither  freez- 
es nor  grows  dry.  The  congregation  there  confifts  at 
prcfent  of  about  170  Greenlanders.  I  will  chiefly  con- 
fine myfelf  to  the  defcription  of  New-Kerrnhuth,  from 
whence  a  competent  idea  of  this  daughter-congregation 
may  of  courfe  be  formed,   . 's'''^  >.'|:»    .»»•     „ 

4. 

At  my  departure  from  Greenland  there  lived  at  New- 
Herrnhuth  470  Greenlanders  in  fixtcen  houfes.  Three 
of  thefe  are  choir-houfes.  In  one  live  fifty-five  fuigle 
men  and  boys ;  in  another  fevcnty-eight  fingle  women 
and  girls ;  and  to  the  third  belong  fixty-two  widows. 
The  chief  part  oi  *:hefe  laft  live  together  in  this  houfe,  but 
others,  who  have  children,  live  with  families  in  other 
houfes. 

There  are  fixty-four  families,  a  few  widowers  in- 
cluded J  thefe  have  divided  themfelvcs  into  the  thirteen 
other  houfes  ;  fo  that  a  fet  of  families,  from  two  to 
fevcn,  live  together  in  one  houfe.  Each  family  keeps 
not  only  their  own  children,  till  they  are  of  fuch  an  age, 
that  they  can  refort  to  the  choir-houfes,  according  to  the 
cuftom  of  the  Brethren's  congregation,  (of  which  more 
hereafter)  but  if  their  circumltances  allow  of  it,  they  alio 
take  orphans  under  their  care ;  and  if  they  have  no  chil- 
dren of  their  own,  they  frequently  adopt  others.  And 
fmce  the  up-grown  fingle  women  and  widows  cannot 
maintain  theinfelves  without  a  provider,  they  generally 
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^avT  a  dependence  on  fount  family,  from  wiiom  (aildcJ 
towliit  rhey  can  earn  for  them felves)  they  receive  their 
jnainteiiance,  and  in  return  render  them  all  the  Icrviccs 
that  they  can.  And  as  no  fuiglc  man  can  keep  houfe^ 
except  he  has  k  mother  or  filter,  becaule  among  the 
very  hcarheh,  it  is  not  ufual  that  a  finglc  man  keeps 
houfe  with  a  fck-vant-maid,  he  is  under  a  neceflity  of 
aflbciatiiii^  himlelf  to  feme  family  or  other.  Nay  even 
Ihough  ins  mothi'r  houtewifes  as  fhe  pleafes  with  what 
he  eiriiis  for  her  artd  her  children,  ol-  when  he  difpofcg 
(»f  his  owrt  hiitlfclf,  yet  it  muft  Itill  be  done  in  fellow- 
Ihip  With  that  family,  with  rvhom  flie  and  the  reli  of 
;icr  rfiildrcn  Itartd  in  connexion-. 

Thus  although  the  OrcttiiahdcrR  are  not  very  prolific, 
having  feldom  ihqi'i:  thai\  fix  children,  and  many  fa- 
milies none  At  all,  yet  if  the  head  is  an  abk  pros  itJer^ 
a  family  m;ty  be'cohic  pretty  numerous,  by  addpiing 
ihd  caring  for  poor  children,  widbvVs,  and  fmgle  wo- 
men, who  are  as  it  were  their  inmates.  For  the  moft 
part,  it  cannot  be  fuppofcd  of  one  Greenland-provider, 
liut  is,  one  that  catches  feals,  that  he  is  able  to  muin- 
liiin  moie  thiaii  four  or  five  perfuiis.  Amongft  cur 
jKopIc,  a  middling  family  conftfts  generally  of  tight  or 
ten  peffons.  But  there  are  fome  pdor  oncu,  conliHin^i; 
of  fewer,  and  others  again  of  a  greater  number,  lo  ihar 
we  h4vc  oiiQ  family  that  has  fevcnteen  foul;:?. 
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In  the  funlmcr-fcafcjn,  when  the  Grecnlati-icrs  ar*» 
*iH)viiio  t6  and  fro  to  feek  provifion,  and  dwell  iii  H-nvs^ 
f'lch  t'4trjily  lives  apart.  But  the  podr,  who  can  pro- 
ide  no  tent  for  thcmfelves,  are  tftken  in  by  othtrs  ; 
thus  riged  parents  commonly  lodge  with  their  rnarritd 
childreil.  Many  widows  with  their  children  have  a  tent 
to  thejilfelveS.  When  feveral  families  are  tot-jcthcr, 
neverthelcfs  each  carries  on  its  ht>u<ekeef)ing  apart,  and 
has  its  own  jxfoper  itrerplace  and  refting- place  in  the

The  women^s-boats  are  the  moft  expenfive  to  keep 
m  proper  repair,  bccaufe  they  muft  every  yer.r  be 
covered  anew  with  the  beft  ikii:i?^,  and  the  wood-work 
Wants  continual   ni.--nding  j    confecjueiiiiy  a  tamily  can 
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afford  to  have  but  one.  Among  ourGreenlanders,  there  arc 
thirty-two  families  that  have  women's-boats :  the  others 
are  helped  alone;  by  their  friends.  On  the  other  hand, 
every  man  muft  have  a  kajak  and  all  ncccfTary  imple- 
ments, to  the  end  that  if  he  even  is  not  capable  of 
catching  feals,  he  may  at  lead  be  able  to  come  at  fomc 
fowls  and  tifh  for  his  fuftenance. 

In  the  wintcr-fcafon,  more  than  one  famrly  alwayi 
live  together  in  one  houfe,  that  fo  it  ti)^  the  eafter 
be  built,  kept  in  repair,  and  competently  warmed  by 
the  number  of  lamps.  As  the  Greenland  nation  have 
no  fubordination  among  thcmfelves,  no  one  has  any 
authority  over  the  other  in  the  houfe,  except  that  the 
children  obey  their  parents,  and  other  adult  fmgle  peo- 
ple and  widows  work  for  their  provider,  and  are  main- 
tained by  him.  However,  neareft  relations  keep  pretty 
much  together,  and  conform  to  the  advice  af  the  eldeft 
and  mod  experienced  amongfl  them. 

§6. 

In  this  outward  regulation  and  manner  of  life,  which 
I  have  hitherto  deA:ribed,  there  is  little  or  no  difference 
between  the  baptized  and  the  other  Greenlanders ;  nei- 
ther has  it  been  found  convenient  to  make  any  material 
alteration.  The  capital  difference  coniifls  in  this,  that 
they  no  more  rove  to  and  fro  as  heretofore  in  the  coun- 
try, nor  live  at  i^v^ral  miles  diftance  from  their  teach- 
ers, but  keep  clofe-  to  them,  in  order  to  enjoy  their 
in(lru6tion,  infpedtion  and  diredtton.  Here,  one  might 
at  firil  be  induced  to  fuppofe,  that  it  would  be  better 
tor  them  to  live  in  the  places  of  their  nativity,  or  to 
move  about  the  country,  fmce  they  would  undoubtedly 
fuid  their  fuftenance  more  eafily  in  the  way  they  were  local- 
ly ufed  to ',  and  on  the  other  hand,  that  their  walk  and 
words  might  induce  the  wild  and  diflant  heathen  to 
embrace  the  faith,  and  thus  they  would  further  tha 
Spreading  of  the  gofpel,  efpecially  in  fuch  places  where 
the  miilionaries  cannot  go.  Experience  however  has 
hitherto  proved  the  contrary.  For  as  to  their  main- 
tenance, though  the  wild  Greenlanders  have  every  year 
more  ftore  of  game  and  Hih  in  their  own  places  than 
ours  have  here,  yet  before  the  end  of  the  winter  they 
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aic  reduced  to  fuch  poverty,  that  they  are  obliged  to  ap- 
ply to  ours  for  aHiftance ;  their  carelefs  way  oT  life  ren- 
dering them  incapable  of  huHiandine  advantageoufly  the 
bleffings  and  good  creatures  of  God.  Ana  notwith- 
ilanding  the  difadvantage  the  baptized  labour  under, 
when  they  leave  their  former  habitations,  of  being  oblig- 
ed to  learn  a  different  method  of  fifhin^  and  hunting 
Teals,  yet  they  have  the  advantage  of  being  afllfled  by 
the  others  in  learning  fo  good  an  oeconomy,  as  to  main- 
tain  themfcli^cs,  earn  fomething  to  fpare  for  others,  and 
i^fo  prove  ferviccable  to  the  commerce. 

And  as  to  the  furtherance  of  the  gofpel,  verv  little 
would  come  out  of  It,  if  the  Greenlanders  dire6lly  after 
their  baptifm  were  allowed  to  travel  about  whitherfoever 
they  pleafed,  efpecially  in  fuch  far  diftant  parts  where  they 
could  not  eafily  be  vifited.     The  weak  fparlc  of  faith, 
when  deprived  of  daily  nourifhment,  would  foon  be  ex- 
tinguifticd,  and  the  mind  fo  lately  enlightened,  when 
totally  deflitute  of  inftru£lion,  would  be  again   over- 
whelmed with  darknefs;  or  their  deeply-rooted  fuper~ 
ftition,  recovering  ftrength,  and  mixing  itfelf  with  their 
faint  notions    of    truth,    would    produce  a    Samaritan 
kind  of  religion  (2  Kings  xvii.  24,  28,  29.)  Not  to  men- 
tion that  their  heathenifh  acquaintances  and  relations 
would  fpare  no  pains,  to  enfnar'?  the  young  people  if 
not  the  aged  into  downright  heathenifm  again,  in  order 
to  furnifti  matter  of  derifion  for  the  enemy,  and  to  find 
an  excufe  for  themfelves.     Therefore  the  miflionaries 
are  under  fome  neceflity  of  keeping  the  new  converts  to- 
gether, that  they  may  have  conftant  opportunity  of  grow- 
ing in  grace  and  the  knowledge  of  Chrift,  and  may  lea  n 
to  form  their  converfation  fo,  that  the  office  of  the  Spirit 
may  not  be  difhonoured  but  glorified  among  the  unbe- 
lievers, and  that  they  may  be  induced  by  their  walking 
in  the  light,  to  draw  near  unto  that  true  light.     The 
many  inftances  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  hiftery  pal- 
pably prove,  that  this  aim  has  been  obtained,  fo  that 
many  wild  Greenlanders  have  been  won    by  their   be- 
holding the  upright  and  godly  converfation,  as  well  as 
ticarin^  the  frequent  teftimonies,  of  the  believers. 
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Notlvlthftandino;  what  has  been  faid  above^  ercty 
houfe-father  has  his  choice,  when,  in  what  comparty 
and  whither  he  and  his  family  will  go  Irt  queftofpro- 
vifioiis.  But  before  they  go  abroad^  they  tell  what  their 
intention  is,  that  theif  teachers  may  know  the  place  of 
their  abode,  and  the  more  conveniemly  vifit  them, 
Whith  is  generally  done  feveral  times  in  the  year.  From 
the  beginning  we  have  made  it  a  point  with  them,  not 
to  let  them  depart  before  Eafter,  at  Icaft  not  vei  y  far  and 
fbf  a  ftay,  in  order  that  they  may  enjoy  that  lacr^d  fjfi:  - 
val-feafon.  And  they  have  been  fo  habituated  to  it  m 
thefe  many  years,  that  very  feldom  any  of  them  think ■; 
df  ftirrihg  till  a  good  vVhile  after  Eafter,  becaufe  they 
learn  more  and  ihore  how  to  value  the  bleifing  of  the 
cdmrrtiirtiott  of  faiiits  arid  the  living  together. 

Biit  that  they  may  itot  be  forced  beforei  that  time  to 
remove  for  waht  of  the  neceflaries  of  HfCj  a  watchful 
eye  'm  kept,  notwithftanding  their  liberty  of  ctJfpofing  of 
their  own  as  they  think  beft,  left  they  fquander,  or 
barter  away  their  things  for  necdlefs  articles^  or  fuft'cr 
ihem  tolpoil.      '  ^'''''  ^"  ■^-  ^'  ;o  •'^•-:r  .^m'  i. 

To  this  end  the  great  ftore-houfc  was  btiilt  f6r  them, 
where  each  may  put  up  his  dried  capelins,  iifh  and  flefll 
in  a  fafe  dv.6  dry  place,  and  may  fetch  as  much  as  he 
will  twice  or  thticc  in  the  week ;  for  this  is  their  moil 
common  food  throughout  the  w^intcr,  though  they  alfa 
catch  many  forts  of' (mall  li(h  and  fea-fowl,  and  the  ex- 
pert ones  among  them  every  now  and  then  a  feal,  which 
in  winter  (rxcordincr  to  the  laudaMe  caftom  of  all 
Greenlanders)  they  diftnbiite  amcng  all  in  the  houie.  • 

In  the  month  of  May,  when  it  is  time  to  ertter  upon 
the  capelin-filh^iy,  the  brethren  take  care  that  thofc 
Grccnlandcrs,  who  intf-nd  rritin  while  to  go  to  the 
iflands  to  citclv  feai%  refoit  thither  in  godd  time,  that 
they  may  fend  baci^  their  boats  the  fooncr  by  their  fer- 
vanls,  :ind  thus  the  peer  who  have 'ho  women's-boats, 
may,  by  bei:irr  s'ldwcd  the  ufe  of  thcf*^  boats,  a!fo  be 
i^nabled  to  provide  fomcwhat  for  themfelves.  One  of 
the  mifli:nnr)v.'s  U'Ways  accompanies  them  at  fuch  times, 
und  cntchcs  cprclias  himlclf  along  with  them,  that  in 

cafe 
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ci(e  of  necefjity  he  may  have  v    eiswiihal  to  funply  the 
wants  of  the  poor,  and  lilccwife    o  fet  them  an  examph 
of  induftry.     He  keeps  alio  thc-.r  neetings  throughout 
the  whole  time,  which   generally   lafts   a  month,  and 
watches  over  his  flock,  that  proper  order  may  be  pre- 
ferved,  it  being  a  time  when  othcrwifc  all  forts  of  hea- 
fhenifll  extravagancies   were  moft  in;  vogue.     He  -Afo 
takes  care  that  none  remain  behind  without  need,  or  lofe 
(as  the  Grecnlanders  are  naturally  very  carejcfs)  their 
Jummer-4cafon,  fo  very  fleeting  at  beft,  with  hunting  of- 
rein-deer,  to  which  fport  they  are  vaftly^addi^Sled.      The 
miflionaries  cannot  well   prohibit  theri^'  altogether  from 
purfuing  this  game,  but  they  endeavour*  to  dill'uade  them 
from  it  as  much  *s  poiSble  for  the  following  rcafons ;  i.) 
Such  an  exciirAon  often  takes  up  whole   months,  in 
which  tinve  they  I0&  the  comfort  of  God's  word  artd 
other  good  inftruftionsj  and  whilft  a  whole  fainily  i!^ 
thus  traverfing  the  defarts;  one  or  aiiother  among  tlwm 
is  often  expol«l  to  great  dangers  and  temptations.  ?.) 
The  number  of  rein-deer  is  I'o  confiderably  (iecrealbd, 
that  it  is  not  worth  their  while  to  fpend  fo  mucli  time, 
for  the  fake  of  a  few  fine  Ikins ;  for  as  to  the  flcfh,  they 
bring  but  little,  if  any  of  it  home  with  them.     3.)  And 
more  efpeciallv,  they  meanwhile  neglect  the  belt  {QM'on 
for  catching  n(h  and  feaU  ;  and  it  is  properly  the  feals 
that  fupplics  them   with   fuftenance,    cloathing,  tents, 
boats,    warmthi,    and    faleable    commodities   by    which 
they  can  purchafe  other  neceflaries  of  life.     Whoever 
therefore  mifles  this   time  of  harveft,  mull:   ncccilaril/ 
plunge  himTelf  into  penury  and  become  hurdcnfome  to 
others,  and  thus  not  only  renders  hlmfelf  uCelefs  but  de- 
trimental to    commerce,    the    indullrious   ones   among 
them  lofing  fo  much  of  their  profit,  as  thefe  drones  con- 
fume  i  and  yet  if  they  are  not  afliiledj  they  commonly 
ftarve  before  the  end^of  the  winter. 

The  brethren  jiUo  take  care,  that  their  Grecnlanders 
bring  all  they  have  to  difpofe  of  to  the  jiropcr  factor,  and 
do  not  carry  pn  any  {clandeftine  trade,  nor  keep  their 
moft  profitable  articles  for  Tailors  or  ftrangers. 
_  .  §8.  ^ 

Nothing  among  the  Grcenlanders  caufes  more  trouble 
tg  the  brethren  in  temporal  matters,  than  the  mainte- 
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nance  of  the  poor,  efpecially  widows  and  orphans.  For 
as  the  Greenlanders  are  incapable  of  ever  gatherinj; 
riches,  but  live  year  after  year  from  hand  to  mouth,  it 
frequently  happens  that  the  wealthieft  family,  through 
the  deceafe  of  its  head,  falls  into  extreme  poverty,  in  de- 
fault of  adult  fons  who  are  capable  of  fuppiying  his  place 
as  providers.  Even  though  the  widow  is  miftrefs  of  a 
boat  and  tent,  their  greateft  poffeilions,  yet  not  being 
able  to  keep  them  in  repair  for  want  of  (kins,  (he  is  un- 
der the  difagreeable  neceility  of  furrendering  them  to 
another  man,  who  upon  condition  of  her  fervice,  under- 
takes to  provide  for  her  and  her  children*  But  in  cafe 
her  hulband  has  left  her  neither  boat,  tent,  nor  other 
valuable  hunting-implements,  then  (I  fpeak  novirof  the 
wild  ones)  fhe  may  fee  to  it  how  to  (hift  for  herfelf. 
All  the  fo-much-extolled  charity  and  hofpitality  of  the 
Greenlanders  is  generally  at  an  end  when  they  can  ex- 
pert nothing  in  return,  and  the  fate  of  fuch  deferted  ob- 
jedts  is,  that  they  either  ftarve  or  freeze  to  death.  Nay, 
if  they  have  no  powerful  near  relation  to  protect  them, 
they  are  either  robbed  of  what  they  have,  or  foon  defert- 
ed by  the  perfons  who  undertook  to  maintain  them  for 
their  boat  and  tent  *. 

This  horrible  cuftom  of  the  Greenlanders  has  forced 
many  widows,  orphans  and  other  diftrelfed  people,  to 
feek  refuge  with  the  Brethren ;  yea  many  a  man,  whe 
had  given  way  to  -a  little  reflexion,  has  had  it  at  heart 
in  his  life-time  to  take  timely  meafures  for  the  fccuritv 
of  his  family  in  cafe  of  death ,  which  might  eafily  befal 
him  in  his  dangerous  calling.  If  any  temporal  advantage 
murt  be  confclied  to  have  an  influence  in  inducing  more 
Greenlanders  to  live  wiih  the  brethren,  than  in  any 
other  place,  the  efFe6l  of  which  is  ufuaily  that  they  be- 
come awakened  through  the  word  of  God,  and  are  made 
partakers  of  holy  baptifm  (though  fuch  people  have  tor 
the  moft  part  heard  the  gofpel  before,  perhaps  forfeveral 
years,  with  good  impreffions  j  whilft  oh  the  other  hand 
many  others,  being  yet  dead  in  their  fm«^  could,  though 
in  the  moft  extreme  outward  mifery,  not  be  prevailed 
Vpon,  by  the  moft  pathetic  perfuafions  of  their  relations, 
to  remain  with  them  :)  if.  1  fay,  there  be  any  fugh  mo-

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tlve,  then  it  is  certainly  this  :  They  fee  that  the  believ- 
ers are  an  honcft  and  orderly  people  j  that  every  one  is 
fure  of  his  property  ;  that  there  is  no  refpedl  of  perfons, 
be  they  rich  or  poor ;  that  the  friendlefs  widows  are  re- 
lieved, and  fatherlefs  orphans  are  maintained  and  educa- 
ted 10  be  ufeful  people ;  and  Twhich  to  the  Angle  Green- 
land women  is  a  great  point)  that  no  one  is  obliged  to 
marry  againft  her  inclination,  no  wife  is  turned  away, 
and  no  nufband  allowed  to  marry  more  than  one  wife  *. 
Much  has  been  faid  of  the  ilumbling-blocks  and  fcan- 
dals,  which  deter  heathens  from  embracing  the  chriftian 
religion.  With  regard  to  the  Greenlanders,  I  know  not 
how  far  that  goes  :  but  this  is  certain,  that  they  would 
be  kept  off  by  nothing  fo  much,  as  by  feeing  the  new 
converts  and  their  children  unprofitable  drones,  who 
muft  live  at  other  people's  mercy.  For  thefe  Gentiles 
know  of  no  other  virtue,  (for  which  they  hope  to  get  a 
good  place  alfo  in  the  next  world)  f  than  to  be  dextrous 
at  fomething,  te  work  iloutly,  and  be  able  to  help  them- 
felves  and  others.  And  our  baptized  ones,  becaufe  in 
this  refpeft  they  are  not  inferior  to,  but  rather  excel 
them>  are  held  by  them  in  great  efteem,  „;,  .

Whenever  the  head  of  a  family  dies,  or  a  widow  and 
her  children,  or  fome  boys  or  girls  by  themfelves  feek 
refuge  with  the  brethren,  and  are  deftitute  of  any  near 
relation  there  who  could  ftand  their  friend,  the  cafe  is 
laid  before  the  congregation-council  or  veftry,  confid- 
ing of  the  wifeft  and  moftly  alfo  the  ableft  men,  and  the 
matter  debated  in  what  manner  they  may  be  beft  helpful 
to  fuch  poor  people.  Thefe  men  are  the  beft  judges  of 
the  houfhold-circumftances  of  their  country-folks,  and 
one  or  another  among  them  generally  offers  himfelf  free- 
ly to  receive  and  to  affift  chem.  If  the  children  be  very 
young  or  jfucklings,  then  the  families  who  have  but  few 
or  no  children,  are  kindly  difpofed  to  ^dopt  ^  boy  or  a 
girl  as  their  own.  -, 

But  the  brethren  muft  aflift  thofe  people  in  providing 
cloathing  for  the  children,  and  in  finding  kajaks  for  the 
growing  boysy  that  thro'  want  of  necefTary  utenfils  in  their

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youth,  they  may  not  be  rendered  incapable  of  maimarin- 
ing  L'hemfelves  when  they  come  of  age.  Here  a  watch- 
ful eye  is  fo  much  the  more  required',  as  the  Greenland- 
crs  are,  generally  Tpcakin?,  very  ingilrjent  in  the  cdu . 
cation  of  their  own  chifdren.  But  prudery-  is  all.-. 
equally  neceiTary  in  the  di<lribution  oi  their  hounrv,  f.-. 
as  to  beliow  it  on  hone  but  real  objec^ts,  \ei{  the  f  jrcen 
lar.ders  grow  lazy  and  carelefs,  or  i'.vtn  lecretly  conclijd'- 
that  the  miflion  is  obliged  fo  n^.aintain  them,  or  :ir  Icrtit

'  Thus  we  may  well  affirm,  that  our  Offenland- 
congrei>ati«n  has  chiefly  coniifted  of  poor  proplc. 
efpcciaily  fmce  the  year  1752  and  1754,  when  fo  tnniu 
ofthebcft  providers  departed  this  hie,  whofe  fanii!i(v 
were  obUgfd  to  be  fupported  bv  the  others;  untfi  In 
degrees  the  growing  youths  fliould  become  capable  to 
take  care  of  themlelves  and  thofe  that  bHonjr  to  them 
Befides  thcfe,  there  are  in  Ncw-Herrrrhuih  feme  poor 
families  who  by  reafon  of  old  ap:e,  fichnels,  nr  a  ncpJc^t 
in  their  former  education,  are  unfit  to  provide  kTrrhrni- 
felves,  and  of  courfe  muft  be  a/fifted  by  the  Grcei^landers. 
Now  although  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  fome  of  theic 
burdcnfome  poo>  aro  liftlefs  provider^;  or  bad  (Kcononiili« 
(and  ifuch  people  are  commonly  deficient  toO  in  point  of 
their  chriftianity,)  yet  in  general  ope  muft  oWn  to  the  prnik- 
of  the  reft,  that  it  is  a  real  wonder  to  fee  how  they 
fipport  themfelves  y^  ♦Hpir  families,  and  aifo  earn  lo 
much  befidc,  thSii.  tne  fadtors  no  where  purchale  fiuh 
<iuantitieo  of  blubber,  as  in  t\ir  congregation,  o\t] 
loaded  as  it  is  wiuh  poor  people  i  and  thui;  xi'hen  hunger 
evrry  where  prevails,  our  pebple  hiave  ftill  fo  ttiitch  to  fpaie, 
t''.at  thev  can  give  unto  others,  and  eve'n  receive  whole 
finiilies 'into  their  huts,  of  which  Thave  fcen  feveral 
lovely  inftances  in  this  laft,  though  not  particuiarly 
fevcre  winter^  For  among  the  fixtv-four  fiimilies,  tlieic 
3'!;  not  tbove  fourteen,  at  the  rnoft  ifxteen^'  wHom  one 
may  call  complete  providers  or  fubftantial  peoptey  that 
is,  Uv  h  v/ho  m  a  tolerable  good  year  can  fell  from  three 
to  eight  barrels  of  blubber  ;  the  others  can  barely  fubfjft, 
or  cuji  bring  but  a  trifle  to  the  market.  And  yet  in  thi;.

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^ear,  when  they  h^tl  but  midpAJr-g  fuccefsy  from 
'  September  1 76 1  to  Febru^iy-i^a,,  ,aur  pc-pple  have 
been  enabled  to  fell  140  bai;rclji,,;jvt,atiiiic.  when. four 
neighbouring  hiathen- places.,  inhabited  i.idecd  by  fev/er 
numbej:?,  but  who  alio  had  a. lefe,  number  to  midmain, 
and  by  far  ^  greater  minniber  of  providers,  could  , not 
produce  above  haK'  that<i\iantity^,tliou^h  they  live  moftly 
near,  the  fea^coalV,  and  coijf^quently  iiioyc  qonvepicnt 
for. tfadc  than  we  do.      -j  '- /■f-;.  =;    -        .

And  thus  the  weilknown  tHefr  is  verified  allojn  wild 
Greenland  ;  *  That  princes  have  no  better  iubjciils  tjian 
'•'  .the  children  of  God."  A  miniftcr  of  the  troibtl  hns 
rcalon:  to  rejoice,  when  the  congregation  ccmmittcd 
to  his  charge  not  only  profpers,  bur  alfo  when  he.  aiid 
his  poor  flock  can  in  any  degree  promote  the  'jcod  of 
that  nation,  under  whofc  Head  ths  children  ci"  Gcd 
can  lead  a  ipiiet  and  peaceable  life.  He  acknov/led^^cth 
it  a^«  i»enefa<5tion  from  the  Lord  cf  lords,  whenJ:;;  is 
filealied  to  legitimate  him  and  his  flock  as  fuch,  in  the 
hearts  .of  the  rulers  of  this  earth  ;  and  doth  not  (al^vr 
himfelt'  to  be  made  weary  by  perils  and  difficulties  and 
ali  forts  of  impediments,  to  approve  himfelf  in  h£t  as  a 
fervunt  of  God,  who  confumes  his  life  not  for  iilthy 
lucre's  fake,  nor  as  an  eyerfsrvant  to  plcafe  men,  but 
for  Chrrft's  fake,  and  for  the  everlaftin^  welfare  of  the 
poor  loft  heathens,  and  who  ft^u dies  alio  to  prcfcnt  unto 
his  fuperiors  ufeful  men,  out  of  fuch  who  othcrwife 
would  infallibly  have  proved  an  incumbrance  to  the 
fhie. 

I  hope  a  good  conftruiSlion  will  be  put  upon  thcfa 
thoughts  of  mine,  to  which  the  ccnfivdcraticn  of  th3 
outward  ccnftitution  of  the  Greenland-conii-recraticn  and 
fhe  good  teftimpnies  of  the  rending  facStors  have  given 
occafion,  efpecially  as  I  myfclf  can  Jay  no  claim  to  the 
praife;- and; that  the  Father  in  heaven  will  be  thanked 

ar.Thcre  are  no  beggars  in  Greenland,  who  go  about 
folfciting  alms ;  and  confequently  there  is  no  need  of 
a  poor's-boH  in  New-Idcrrnhuth.  Among  the  heathens, 
they  endeavour  to  c,et  rid  of  all  poor  ufelefs  people,  or 
ifcey  let  them  periih,     Amongft  us  the  deacon  looks  aftjr 
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them,  and  does  his  utmoft  (as  mentioned  already)  to 
divide  them  among  the  other  families,  and  thus  to  help 
them. 

I  obferved  one  only  colle(£Hon  in  tb*"  Greenland-congre- 
gation, viz.  for  oil.  All  who  have  caught  feals,  voluntarily 
contribute  in  autumn  a  fufficient  quantity  of  blubber  or 
train-oil  to  the  hall-ft:vants,  to  fupply  the  lamps  in  their 
churr.h  or  meeting- hall.  And  here  the  generofity  of 
the  Grecnlanders  deferves  praife,  as  by  nature  they  are 
covetous,  and  like  better  to  receive  ^han  to  give.  Nor 
is  it  improper  to  acknowledge  the  liberality  of  many 
landladies,  who  keep  houfe  more  fparingly,  that  they 
may  have  the  more  to  diftribute  to  the  nek  and  needy. 
It  may  the  furer  be  looked  upon  as  the  fruit  of  faith, 
becaulc  they  do  it  without  oftentation,  and  becaufe  the 
article  of  the  fruits  of  faith  is  however  not  fo  daily 
touched  upon  to  them  as  faith  itfelf,  much  lefs  is  any 
merit  attributed  to  our  good  works.  And  thefe  good 
works  are  generally  undifcovered  till,  upon  enquiry, 
the  poor  tell  us  after  the  winter  is  over,  how  they  have 
been  fupported  throughout  it.     j;/^^'  ■    \  ..v^  .-i,     i 

This  may  fuffice  concerning  th^  outward  regulatioh 
of  the  Greenland- congregation.  Befides,  one  cannot 
fay  much  about  it-,  fmce  that  is  applicable  here  as  well  ^s 
elfe  where  :  As  is  the  country,  Jo  are  its  cuftoms,  in  which 
refpedt  the  brethren  find  little  to  alter  or  amend,  except 
the  careful  prevention  ot  all  difprder  and  finful  ufages. 
For  they  are  not  fent  to  aft  the  part  of  lords,  or  new 
law-givers,  but  as  fervants  and  ambafladors  in  ('hrift's 
ftead  to  preach  the  gofpel  unto  them,  and  through  the 
means  of  grace  to  help  them  to  obtain  falvation.  Yet 
wherefoever  they  can  bring  them  into  a  better  courfe  for 
ihemfelves  temporally  and  fpiritually,  and  make  them 
more  profitable  to  the  government  they  belong  to,  they 
do  it  with  all  their  heart  to  the  beft  of  their  infight, 
But  this  muft  not  be  done  in  a  lordly  way,  but  by  way 
of  exhortation  and  entreaty,  left  the  heathen  (hould  be 
confirmed  in  the  fufpicion,  that  under  the  colour  of 
chriftianity,  we  feek  to  deprive  them  of  their  liberty, 
which  woj^ld  fix  a  bar  againft  the  gofpel  of  Chrift.

As  to  the  eccUJiafltcal-conJiitution  of  the  Greenland- 
congregation,  I  muft  firft  mention  fomething  concerning 
the  miilionaries  and  their  European  helpers. 

Mod:  commonly  each  place  has  a  miHionary,  and  two 
deacons  to  afliil  him  as  well  in  fpiritual  as  temporal 
affairs.  Thefe  three  perfons  are  married.  Their  wives 
are  not  only  the  managers  of  the  family- affairs,  but 
are  alfo  their  chief  helpers  among  their  own  fex,  and 
have,  ur^der  the  diredlion  of  the  miffionary,  the  fpecial 
care  over  them  according  to  the  order  of  the  brethren's 
congregations,  both  that  they  may  make  the  labour  of 
the  teachers  more  eafy  to  them,  and  alfo  prevent  al} 
flander  and  jealoufy,  which  the  Greenlanders  are  more 
addi£ted  to  than  any  other  nation.  Befides  thefe  there 
are  alfo  two  unnjarried  helpers ;  one  of  them  as  caiechiji 
keeps  the  boys-fchool,  and  cares  for  the  Angle  men  and 
boys  J  the  other,  as  ajfifiant  to  the  mijfion^  is  a  helper  in 
the  outward  oecenomical  affairs,  and  muft  occafionally 
put  his  hand  to  mafonry,  carpentry  and  fmith's  work,  for 
the  neceffary  buildings  and  repairs  \  he  is  likewife  a 
helper  to  the  catechift,  and  is  efpecially  intent  to  inure 
the  youths  to  labour  and  induftry,  as  they  are  the 
principal  pillars  of  the  Greenland  houfe-keeping.

^      Each  mifiioii  mud  confift  of  four  or  five  men.     For 
fince  our  mifTi  jnarics  have  no  falary,  but  (except  flour 
and   things  of   that  nature,    and  fomc  flelh*mcat  and 
think,)  muft  mainfain  thcmlelvcs  by  hunting  and  fifliing, 
inuft  keep  their  church,   dwelling-houfe  and  boats  in, 
repair,  and  during  the  fliort  fummer-feafon  muft  provide 
fire-wood  and  turf  for  fo  long  a  winter;   therefore  a 
iufEcient  number  of  men  is  always  required,  who,  to  be 
lure,   fwell  the  expenccs  by  their  voyages  and  main- 
tenance,   but  at  the  fame    thne  greatly    facilitate  th« 
labour  among  the  fouls,  which  ctherwife  could  not  have 
juftice  done  it  by  a  couple  of  miffionaries.     Thus  in  the 
i'ummer  all  hands  have  enough  to  do,  efpecially  as  they 
are  under  a  neceffity  of  vifiting  their  Greenlandcrs  and 
the  heathens  from  time  to  time.     And  thefe  arc  truly 
no  tours  of  plcafure,    but  connefted  with  many  diffi- 
culties and  dangers  of  their  lives,   the  fea  being  very 
boifterous,  fubjedl  to  norms,  and  the  weather  to  ludden 
changes ;  not  to  mention  that  they  very  feldom  meet 
with  a  fafe  harbour,    and  when  they  come  home,  muft 
always  drag  their  boat  a  great  way  upon  the  land.     In 
the  winter,  when  they  arc  moft  employed  in  the  congre- 
gation, they  have  alfo  manual  labour  enough  in  repair- 
ingthchoufes,  and fometimes fliooting birds,  whichinthis 
country  is  not  fo  agreeable  an  employment  as  people  in 
other  countries  may  imagine. 

Their  fp:rre-time  is  employed  In  learning  and  improv- 
ing the  language,  and  in  tranflating  portions  out  of  the 
lioly  fcripture  and  hymns,  for  the  benefit  of  their  Grecn- 
linders.  The  above  (ketch  of  the  Greenland  -  gram- 
mar, camrtiunicated  in  Book  III.  §  44.  will  fufficiently 
evince  that  this  is  no  eafy  tafk  even  for  fcbolars,  who 
are  ufed  to  learn  other  languagcb  by  grammar  rules ; 
ind  whoever  in  three  years  time  can  advance  fo  far^  as 
to  underftand  the  Greenlandcrs,  and  to  render  himfelf 
intelligib'2  to  them,  muft  indeed  be  endowed  with  very 
good  parts.  Hence  one  may  juftly  infer,  what  diffi- 
culties the  three  firft  Moravian  brethren  were  neceffitated 
to  grapple  with,  who  had  never  feen  a  grammar,  and 
were  obli^od  firft  to  learn  the  Latin  granimatical  terms 
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out  o(  a  then  very  imperfcdl  treatifc  corr  piled  by  the  late 
Mr.  Egede,  who  for  want  of  the  Germi.n  tongue  could 
not  explain  himfelf  tb  them,  To  that  in  order  to  acquire 
Greehlandifh)  they  Were  under  a  neceflity  of  learning 
Come  Latin,  arid  alfo  their  fchool-mafter's  native  language 
the  Danifh.  They  could  profit  nothing  at  all  by  pradlif- 
ing  with  the  natives,  as  theyhad  no  Greenlanders  about 
them  the  firft  fix  years.  The  fucceeding  brethren,  to 
be  fare,  have  the  advantage  both  of  a  more  complete 
grammar,  and  of  improvement  by  converfatlon ;  but 
Itill  they  are  forced  to  begin  with  learning  by  heart  a 
great  number  of  paradigms  and  compounds,  and  alfo 
to  underftand  many  terms  not  at  all  cuflomary  in  other 
languages.  By  fuch  indefatigable  application  have  th'.fc 
illiterate  men  however  made  fo  great  a  progrefs,  that  with-» 
out  notes  they  now  are  capable  of  preaching  in  the  Green- 
land tongue,  with  great  readinefs,  and  have  alfo  tranflated 
with  good  fuccefs  feveral  hymns  and  paiTages  out  of  the 
Bible,  fome  of  them  pretty  difficult ;  and  they  continu^r 
ftill  frequently  to  confult  the  moft  intelligent  Greer- 
landers  in  point  of  the  language,  by  which  means  th^Mr 
dictionary  and  grammar  is  daily  improving  in  Tiieir 
hands. 

.§14- 

It  Is  Certainly  f^mething  very  remarkable,   that  of  all 

the  brethren  that  have  gone  to  Greenland,   not  one  has 
yet  departed  this  life  there  *,  nor  laboured  under  any  very 
acute  difeafc,  though  they  have  had  to  combat  witJi  a 
great  deal  of  hard  labour,  rough  weathet,  hunger  a^id 
third,  and  many  perilous  voyages  ia  ftorms  and  tempefts, 
between  iflands  and  rocks;    when  on  the  other  hand  a 
great  many    at  the    other  miffions,    efpecialJy   in   the 
Carybee-iflards,   very  foon   ended  their    ract.     If  this- 
(hould  be  afcribed  to  the  clear  and  healthy  air  of  the, 
cold  northern  coruitiies,    yet  we  are  alfo  to  remember, 
that  the  fcurvy  and  other  diftempers  rage  more  violently 
in  thofe  lands  than  elfewhere,   of  which   we  have  leeii 
even  here  many  inftances,   cfpecially  in  the  year  1728, 
when  great. numbers  of  Europeans  at  Good-hope  were- 
carried  oft'f.     Therefore  we  cannot  Icok  upon  this  as

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mere  chance,  but  are  bound  to  praife  him  who  has  given 
our  brethren  both  courage,  faith,  ftrength  and  health, 
for  his  having  affifted  and  fupported  them  hitherto  in  fo 
manifold  and  indeed  marvelous  wavs.  It  was  in  this 
view,  that  in  a  funeral-ode  compofed  in  the  year  1736, 
on  three  perfons  in  Herrnhuth,  whofe  death .  was  occa<* 
(ioned  by  feemingly  very  tripling  circumftsmces,  the 
following  was  inferted. 

One  drops  down  dead,  while  w*\(hing  at  the  brocjc } 
One  laying  on  a  tile,  »t  once  is  iHruck ; 
One  fetching  billet-wood ;  and  thus  all  three. 
In  unexpe£led  ways  die  fuddenly :  •  ' 

Whilft  thofe  at  the  north-pole  in  keeneft  froft. 
With  hunger  pinch'd,  in  icy  tempefts  tofs'd. 
Survive,  yea  though  in  their  own  houfe  they  tend 
The  peft-fick  *,  and  inter  with  their  own  hand. 
To  our  aftonifliment  we  fee  thefe  men  ff 
Seemingly  loft,  their  health  and  ftrength  retain 
Midft  thoufand  corpfcs,  peftilence  and  dread  j 
'Tis  God  keeps  them  alive  among  the  dead  1        -^  > 
He's  the  preferver  of  our  lives  and  breath  ; 
His  people  fafeft  are,  in  life  or  death.  >.

In  order  to  ftrengthen  and  refrelh  themfelves 
the  fpirit  of  their  mind,  fo  as  to  be  better  enabled  to 
endure  the  hardfliips  of  their  vocation,  they  can  by  turns 
vifit  Germany,  and  ftay  in  fome  of  the  congregations 
there  a  winter,  and,  if  their  return  is  not  found  abfo- 
liitely  neceflary,  alfo  the  next  fummer.  Such  a  voyage 
may  come  round  to  each  pcihaps  once  in  fix  years,, 
though  fome  of  them  have  waited  for  it  ten  years  and 
more. 

Befldes  the  neceflary  afliftance  for  their  bodily  fupport. 
which  is  yearly  fent  over,  they  alfo  receive  at  the  fame 
time  all  the  writings  publifhed,  and  all  the  accounts  of 
the  kingdom  of  Chrift  among  chriftians  and  heathens 
for  the  whole  year  paft  j  fo  as  they  alfo  in  return  com- 
municate an  account  of  their  miflion ;  that  they  may  con-

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tinue  in  connexion  with  the  other  congregations,  and 
with  them  grow  and  increafe  in  grace  and  the  Icnow- 
kdee  of  Chrift.  Thefe  writings  and  accounts  are  the 
focial  entertainment  of  the  long  winter-evenings ;  after 
the  reading,  they  conclude  with  an  evening-bleffine;  or 
prayer,  fo  as  they  begin  every  day  with  a  morning- blefs- 
ing,  except  Sunaay,  when  they  pray  the  Church-litany: 
they  have  befides  a  fhort  family-devotion  every  day  at 
noon. 

Their  houfe-keeping  is  carried  on  in  fellowfliip  under 
the  dire(ftion  of  a  conftituted  deacon,  who  fends  every 
year  a  lift  of  what  is  chiefly  wanted  to  thofe  deacons 
who  care  for  the  miflions,  and  it  is  bought  in  at  Copen- 
hagen. They  have  all  equal  fare,  none  expetSis  either 
falary,  prefents  or  perquifites.  None  thinks  himfelf 
above  bodily  labour,  and  what  one  provides,  the  reft  en- 
joy alike.  But  by  Rftiing  and  hunting,  which  is  but  a 
poor  affair  at  beft,  there  is  no  way  of  providing  for 
ihemfelves ;  and  as  for  gain,  there  is  no  fuch  thing  to 
be  thought  of.  The  moft  part  therefore  muft  be  fent  to 
them,  and  this  cannot  but  be  attended  with  very  great 
cxpences.  The  heathen-meflengers  muft  not  only  be 
provided  with  neceffary  money  and  cloaths  at  their  firft 
ietting  out,  but  every  year  a  confiderable  fupply  is  lent 
of  viauals  and  cloathing,  alfo  from  time  to  time  boats, 
and  timber  for  their  dwelling-houfes,  and  for  the  meet- 
ing-houfe  of  the  Greenlandtrs,  for  which,  as  well  as 
for  the  paffengers,  a  competent  freight  is  paid.  When 
they  are  called  back  to  the  congregation,  as  they  can 
bring  nothing  with  them,  they  are  maintained  gratis 
whilft  they  nay,  and  when  they  fet  out  again,  their  ne- 
ceflaries  are  found  as  before.  Their  labour  among  the 
heathen  cuts  ofF  all  timt;  and  opportunity  for  the  educa- 
tion of  their  own  children  j  therefore  they  are  placed  in 
the  nurferies  of  the  Unity,  and  there  maintained  gratis^ 
with  equal  care  to  thofe  for  whom  their  parents  pay ; 
afterwards  they  are  either  put  to  learn  trades,  or  fent  to 
the  academy,  according  to  their  capacities.  They  can 
expert  nothing  from  the  believing  Greenlanders.  And 
although  it  is  a  fundamental  rule  of  the  brethren,  never 
tjo  attach  any  heathens  to  themfclves  by  bounties,  and 
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to  i>e>  very  cautious  when  a?id  how  they  bcftow  thcrn, 
Icit  the  bcuertciarieii  receive  mord  hurt  than  bc^ft•fit  by  it; 
yet  what  Out*  dear  Saviour  laith,  Ta  have  tl)e  poor  aluiays 
•tulth  you^  is  hert  Verified.  Such  muit  be  fupp'ortcd  whti 
art'  hflplds  through  age  and  infirmities  i  the  youths 
tuiiil  lu:  brought  ud  :ind  thtroduced  to  lubdur  und  in- 
«iii(Uy-,  the  ficlc  milft  hi  fupplied  with  medicines,  and 
b'-  witittJ  on  artd  nurfed  without  fee  or  pay;  thechilJ-' 
rcn  ilfo  arc  taught  to  r«ad,  and  books  are  giVch  to  thole 
that  can  read.  Such  unavoidable  occafions  of  beftow- 
ini',  ionictimes  more  and  ibnietimes  lefs  on  the  heathoi, 
nflVi  contiiiually  alfo  ih  the  mifllons  amdhc;  the  Negr(K\., 
:iiid  nior'e  lb  ilill  among  the  Indian??,  th6  prtl'titulars 
v/hci'eof  cannot  be  fpecihcd  here.  »   ..;^iuli*-  r,rk\- ■ 

For  this?  our  heathcri- melllilgers  have  tto  otlter  fiiri;f , 
than  the  blefllng  of  ^Tod  which  accomffanies  the  labour 
of  their  own  hands,  and  the  vol antairv  contributions  of 
fuch  brethren  and  friends  whofe  hcafts  arc  filled  witli 
love  and  I'ympathy  towatds  the  poor  heathens.  Thcv 
wei't  firft  amonj!;  them  with  this  fuhple  th<iughl  i  Cofu!*!- 
wc  but  oncc[!;ct  to  the  heathens !  this  will  bu  the  hardclt 
point  j  when  Wc  arc  there,  we  will  live  with  them,  h\i 
lis  they  do,  or  earn  our  bread  frojn  otHcri,.  'Jliis  thev 
alio  did  faithfully  put  in  practice,  and  they  contlau.. 
ftill,  as  much  as  poflible,  to  make  their  own  hands  mi- 
nifter'  to  their  necelfities. 

But  left  this  IhoUld  reduce  them  to  pinching  w:\nt,  {>> 
as  to  fink  under  the  burden,  or  oblige  them  to  ne^- 
le6l  their  principal  affair,  vi/.  the  labour  among  the  h<a- 
then,  (not  to  mention  niany  by-expciices,  \Vhich  their 
own  exigencies,  as  well  as  the  vvell-beihg  of  their  hea. 
then  congregations  require;)  6ur  brethren  in  Kuropt 
"have  been  obliged  to  aflift  them  with  loms^rhing  Coufideri-i^ 
able,  to  which  eVery  one  contributes  with  the  gre^elV 
chcarfulnefs  according  to  his  ability.  The  very  childrei;" 
themfelvcs  will  hot  be  excluded,  and  the  pooreft  day* 
labourers  rather  fpare  it  out  of  their  6wn  rtiouths, .  thari 
not  have  the  pleafurc  to  takfc  (hai'e  in  xhC  furtherance 
of  the  work  of  God  amortg  the  heathen.-  3s:Lo,;a:. 

Thefe  collections  are  received  by  fome  jildicibiis  friert, 
who  fervc  the  hcathen-miffiona-  as  deacoDS  without  any 
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ialatyt     ThcTtt  keep  a  regular  account,  and  lay  out  the 

money  for  the  good  of  all  the  minions  without  diftindi- 

jon.     Indeed,  hitherto  it  has  never  been  found  fufficient 

to  anfwer  all  and  every  demand,  fo  that  they  have  beea 

under  a  necoffity  of  borrowing  ibmething  for  that  pur- 

pofe,  which  fums  they  have  endeavoured  to  pay  ofl  from 

time  to  time.     But  we  praife  the  Lord,  the  giver  of 

every  good  things,   who   has  made  our  brethren  and 

friends  fo  wiliin?  to  concur  in  this  bleiTed  work,  and 

who  has  evidently  anfwcred  the  prayers  of  his  fervants* 

in  repaying  our  benefactors  in  a  rich  meafure.     And  we 

truft  in  him,  that  fmce  this  work  is  his  own^  he  will 

further  fupport  it  amidft  all  difficulties,  and  alfo  ilir  up 

the  fame  willingnefs  in  well-inclined  people,  in  other 

places,  to  afltft  in  this  matter,  whofe  benevolence  will 

be  acknowledged  by  the  believers  among  the  heathen^ 

and  by  their  minifters  with  thanktulnefs,  and  will  alfo 

undoubtedly   be  remembered  by  him,  who  hath   faid :

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The  brethren  have  from  time  to  time  trained  up  fome 
of  the  molt  folid,  exemplary  and  approved  perfons  of  botbi 
fexes  as  helpers  among  their  nation,  and  thefe,  to  the 
number  of  twenty  or  upwards,  were  ai  the  vifiution  in  the 
year  1752  formed  into  a  regular  clafs  of  helpers,  to  lead  on 
the  reft.  With  thefe  they  confer  twice  every  week,  and 
are  informed  of  the  ftate  of  their  people  in  the  country 
and  in  their  houfes,  (there  b2ing  one  of  this  company 
generally  living  in  each  houfe;)  they  enquire  in  parti* 
cular  at>out  their  children's  education,  their  houfc-order, 
their  converfation,  and  the  general  walk  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  place.  At  the  fame  time  they  give  them 
needful  exhortations,  which  thefe  occaiionally  endeavour 
to  introduce  ampng  the  reft. 

The  teachers  learn  of  them  efpecially  the  fituation  of 
the  new-'comtrs  who  as  yet  are  no  catechumens,  or  what 
they  perceive  among  the  heathen  that  viftt  them}  they 
alfo  encourage  them  to  fay  fomcthing  to  them  of  the 
way  of  fiklvation,  which  they  are  indeed  commonly  ur- 
ged by  their  countrymen  to  do,  when  they  are  aibroad 
amo.ig  them.

^t  is'  tonftd^rcd  of  at  a  conference  held  every  week  by 
^he  miflibnaries  Jkcd  their  affiftants^  and  the  rcfult  after- 
Avafds   notified   to    the  Greenland-helpcrsi     But  what 
pertains  to  the  outward  well-being,  of  ?  the  people,  par* 
ticular4y  when  they  are  preparing' tofiih or  hunt'  in  re- 
mote plavesy  is  treated  of  in  common  i with  them,  when 
they  Are  enjoined  at  the  fame  time  to  maintain  good  or- 
^dey  among  their  people.     Thofe  men  who  are  qualified 
for  it,  aretben  commiflioned  to  keep  meetings,  as  often 
as  they  can,  with  thofe  that  refide  in  the  fame  place  with 
*them,  and  alfo^  not  to  forget  the  heathen.     But  when 
they  arc  all  at  borne  in  the  winter;  they  are  afkcd  by 
t^rns,  perhaps  once  or  twice  in  the  week,  to  keep  the 
public  rnorning- meeting,  and  the  miflionary  is  always 
-  prefent. 

Out  of  thofe  helpers  there  art  fsrvants  of  both  kxfi 
appointed,  whofe  bufinefs  it  is  to  keep  the  church  or 
meeting-hall  clean  and  in  decent  order,  to  place  the 
benches,  to  take  care  of  the  lamps,  to  bring  in  the  wa- 
ter at  baptiftws,  and  what  otherwife  tails  to  the  office  of 
a  clerk.  Befides  thefe,  none  are  diftioguiflied  by  par- 
ticular appellations  or  offices,,  fuch  as  elders,  church- 
wardens, catechifts,  &c.  though  they  do  in  fad  fupply 
all  thofe  places,  and  that  freely  without  fee  or  prece- 
dence of  rank.  If  it  even  was  in  the  power  of  the 
"brethren  (which  is  not  the  cafe)  to  let  fuch  perfons  who 
arc  in  any  way  helpful  to  them,  enjoy  in  rettirn  any 
preferable  advantage,  yet  they  would  thereby  only  mils 
their  aim,  and  do  harm  inftead  of  good  to  the  people., 
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■^i^This-  naturally  leads  me  to  the  defcription  of  their! 

public  divine  worlhip,  both  on  Sundays  and  working-

Next  to  the  boly  communion  and  the  folemn  mini. 
Ilrations  of  baptifmf  this  is  accounted  the  mpft  weighty 
meeting  among  the  Creenlanders,  at  which  the  comforta- 
jjle  and  yet  awful  prefence  of  our  dear  X^ord,  and  of  his  Fa- 
ther, and  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  is  often  perceived  in  fuch  a 
fenfible  manner,  that  many  tears  are  fhed;  for  which  reafon 
very  few  if  any  among  them  negle£]t  this  meetmg ;  and 
the  very  children,  who  for  want  of  room  cannot  attend, 
frequently  foUicit  to  have  the  Litai^  repeated  to  them 
the  next  day.  Dire£lly  after  this  meeting,  the  mar- 
ried-people have  their  evening-bleAing  in  the  hall,  and 
the  iu)g^9  choirs  in  tlrieir  refpe<Stive  choir-houfes^

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.  Befides  Sundays,  they  alfo  celebrate  in  Greenland, 
in  common  with  the  reft  of  Chriftendom,  the  feftivals  of 
Eafter,  Pcntecoft,  andChriftmas.  On  E^er-moming  z\ 
fun-rifmg  the  whole  congregation  aflembles  in  the  hall, 
and  having  been  faluted  by  the  mifHonary  with  that  joy- 
fill  acclamation :  The  Lord  is  rifen  indeed,  a  (hort  difcourfe 
is  kept,  and  then  they  repair  to  the  burying-ground,  and 
piay  the  Eafter-liturgy  ufual  in  the  brethren's  congre- 
gations, mentioning  by  name  thofe  Greenlanders,  who 
Snce  the  preceding  JEafter  departed  in  the  faith,  and  im- 
plorine  for  themlelves  a  like  happy  confummation  of 
their  faith,  and  an  entrance  into  everlafting  reft  in  the 
wounds  of  Jefus.  After  this  they  return  to  the  hall, 
apd  the  portion  of  icripture  out  of  the  harmony  of  the 
four  evangelifts  concerning  the  refurre^lion  of  Jefus,  is 
read,  explained,  and  interfperfed  with  applicable  cho*> 
rus's.  In  the  afternoon  a  difcourfe  is  held  either  on  the 
fcftival-lellbn,  or  any  other  Eafter-text,  and  the  day 
concluded  with  the  litany,  as  other  Sundays.  On 
Eafter-Monday  in  the  morning  choir- homilies  are  kept, 
and  in  the  afternoon  a  fcrmon  preached,  and  in  cafe 
there  are  any  candidates  for  it,  holy  baptifm  admini* 
ftercd.  I  ■        ,      , 

Nearly  after  the  fame  manner  are  WJjitfunday  and 
Chrijimas  obferved*  only  with  this  difference,  that  in 
regard  to  the  former  rliey  muft  conforiji.to  circumftan- 
.     .  cesj 
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CCS,  (the  people  being  moftly  at  that  time  employed  in 
their  capelin-filheryj  and  keep  it  where  they  then  hap* 
pen  to  be:  and  that  on  Chriftmas-eve  they  keep  a 
Chriftmas-vigil,  at  which  befides  tinging  hymns  of  ihc 
Nativity  of  God  our  Saviour,  that  awful  fubjedt  is  read 
and  treated  of  at  kree.  About  this  time  the  congrega- 
tion, in  its  feversfl  diviflons,  is  ufed  to  keep  agape's  or 
love-feafts ;  that  of  the  children  is  always  on  Decem-> 
ber  28*  being  Innocents-day,  when  after  a  folemn  ca-* 
techifation,  fome  (mall  prefents  fent  from  Europe  are  alfi| 
diftributed  among  them. 

Maundy 'Thurjday^  Good-Friday,  and  AfcenJwYi'day  2Xt 
alfo  obferved  with  reading  and  expounding  the  refpe6tive 
narratives  out  of  the  evangelifts  ;  and  befides,  on  Good- 
Friday,  the  commemoration  of  the  Death  of  Jefus  is" 
performed  in  the  holy  facrament  of  his  body  and  bloody 
always  with  auite  peculiar  and  diilinguifhed  grace  and 
devotion.      .       '  ..\ 

'  On  NeW'Yiixi^i'^y  the  merit  of  the  circumclfion  of 
^efus,-as  his  firft  blood-ihedding,  and  his  blei&d  name 
of  JESUS  is  the  fubje£t  of  meditation.  In  the  preceding 
l*Iew-year's  vigil,  the  congregation  is  reminded  of  all 
the  grace  and  favours  beftowed  upon  them  by  the  Lord 
throughout  the  whole  year  paft,  and  the  old-year  is  con> 
eluded  with  a  prayer,  thankfgiving  and  intercefIion,| 
whicli  is  often  accompanied  with  innumerable  tears. 

The  Epiphany,  or  Jan.  6,  being  the  Heathcn-feftivali 
or  the  memorial-day  of  the  firft  Gentiles  paying  homage 
to  the  new-born  King  of  glory,  is  folemnized  with  a 
fermon,  with  reading  of  accounts  from  other  converted 
heathens,  apd  generally  alfo  holy  baptifm  is  admini-

On  Feb.  2.  the  widowers  an  J' widows  call  to  rfiirid 
at  a  love-feaft  the  example  of  Simeon  and  Amay  who  with 
joy  obtained  that  confolation  of  Ifrael  which  they  had 
waited  for.  But  the  25th  of  March  is  obferved  by  the 
^ole  corigregatioii,  as  a  memorial-day  of  the  Incar- 
natton  of  Jefus;  and  fmce  this  is  the  foundation  and 
begijming  of  our  redemption  and  fancSliiication,  and  fmce 
afw  all  our  Greenlanders  are  generally  at  home  at  this 
time,  the  weighty  fubje£t  of  the  fahclihcation  of  our  foul 
^nd  members  through  the  merit  of  the  manhood  of  Jefus,  is

-   :In  the  public  meetings  a  text  of  Scriptui-e  rs  always 
laid  for  the  foundation,  and  treated  of  more  in  a  parsne- 
tical-  than  cxegelfcal'  manner.     As  for  'the  Greenland- 
helpers,  they  fpekk  chiefly  of  their  own  daily  experience 
«Tid  enjoyment  of  grace,  and  what  is  ilfed  to  hinder  6V 
:further  them    therein;    and    this  liranner  of  fpeiikin^ 
makes  a  deep  imprefTlon  upoft  tfte  Grfeehlariders.     On 
feftival  and  memorhl'^dm,  as  klW^eh  it  happch.V  tbst 
the  daily  v;ords  and  texts  Con tam'no*^  particular  doiftri- 
ual  matter  applicubi*  to  the  GfeenTanders,  a  liffbii' is 
read  out  of  the  holy  fcripture,  efpecially 'the  e^yangelifts, 
aud  it  ^iceJful,  expounded  with  fc^me  few  plain  ind  fim- 
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pie  words.  And  as  many  of  the  Greenlandera  can  read 
v^ry  well,  they  will  frequently  read  to  one  another  in 
their  houfes,  which  gives  them  many  opportunities  for 
nfeful  converfation,  and  for  enquiring  of  their  teachers 
Wbft  they  th£flaf?ly«s  do  no^.  as  yet  wnderftand, 

On«  often  heare  ttie  Greerilanders,  cfjiecially  the  wo^ 
men  and  children,  fmging  fjjirkual  hymns,  at  their 
work,  botii  without  and  within  their  houfes.  Formerly 
thc^e  who  had  gODd  voices  were  inftrudled  apart  in  ling- 
ing ;  but  this  is  r.c>\7  no  more  needful,  fince  moft  of 
them  fing  well,  know  ♦K?  mpft  common  hymns  by 
heart,  or  can  learc  them  out  of  the  hymn-book.  And  as 
ftran^rs  arc  generally  ftruck  with  the  orderly  and  fweet 
ringing  at  divine  worlhip  in  the  brethren's  congrega* 
tioos  i  fo  I  muft  likewife  own,  that  I  was  fo  well-plea- 
fed  witH  the  Greenlanders  manner  of  fmging  in  their 
meetings,  that  I  thought  they  almoft  excelled  fome  of 
our  European  congregations.  It  is  true  the  men  have 
•commonly  coarfe  voices,  and  therefor*;  exert  them  the 
4efs ;  but  on  th€  -contrary  the  women  have  clear  and  foft 
voices,  and  fmg  fo  regular  and  harmonioufly,  that  it 
-Ibunds  at  a  diftance  like  one  voice.  And  among  them 
the  little  girls  claim  a  preference,  on  account  of  the  clear- 
nefs  and  liveline(]j  of  their  fmging.  ,»:;-rff-  vv  ?..-  »  '-■;-^ 
Their  only  fault  is,  that  they  are  apt  to  let  their 
voices  fmk,  efpecially  in  a  long  metre,  but  this  is  reme- 
^jlied  by  the  help  of  miific.  Their  band  of  mufic  is  very 
fimple,  and  confifts  only  of  two  or  three  violins,  a  cou- 
ple of  flutes,  and  a  few  guitars.  Some  of  the  Green- 
landers  have  learnt  to  play  fuch  church-tunes  as  they 
know,  pretty  well  on  thefe  inftruments  in  two  parts, 
and  might  become  greater  proficients  in  mufic  if  thought 
neceflary,  for  they  themfelves  have  a  tafte  for  it.  Some 
of  them  have  alfo  learnt  to  blow  the  trumpet  and  french- 
horn;  yet  thefe  inllrument^  never  accompany  their 
church-mLiilc,  but  are  uied  as  a  fignal,  inftead  of  the 
bell,   to  call -.the   baptized   or  comnvunicunti   to  their 
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In  all  public  dlffourfe^,  catechif^tions  and  converTa* 
tions,  the  living  knowledge  of  Jefus  Qhr'iA  and  him  cru- 
ciftcd  is,  chiefly  inculcated,  and  every  other  truth  dedu- 
ced from  that  fountain*  7.  he  mUHoiiaries  dire<51:  all  fouU 
to  Jiim  to  feek  remiilion  of  fms,  life  and  falvation  in  his 
wounds,  to  be  waihed  in  his  blood,  and  thereby  to  be 
fan(5tihed  and  preferved  in  foul  and  body.  It  is  their 
principal  concei:n  to,  eftabliib  a  rea^  af:qu,aintance  be- 
tv,'een  every  individual  and  the  near  though  invifible 
Friend  of  their  fouls,  and  to  keep  them  in  piayer  and 
iilent  heart's  intercouffe  with  him,  which  fupplies  the 
life  of  God  in  their  fouls  with  daily  npuriihment,  and 
preferves  the  lamp  of  faith  from  cxtinguijihing* 

Their  method  of  converfing  with  the  wild  heathen 
and  bringing  them  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  is  al- 
ready  exemplified  in  the  preceding  hiftory. 

They  have  experienced  how  nttle  is  effe£!:ed  by  firft 
endeavouring  to  make  rational  creatur«s  of  them»  then 
proving  the  exiftence  and  attributes  of  God,  and  from 
thence  inforcing  the  ccnfequent  duties,  in  order  the 
better  to  prepare  them  to  receive  the  doftrinc  of  the 
atonement,  and  to  ihew  its  neceffity.  After  fix  years 
tmfuccefsful  labour,  they  found,  that  the  plain  tefti- 
mony  concerning  the  Death  and  Paffion  of  Jefus,  toge- 
ther with  its  caufe  and  happy  confequences,  delivered 
by  a  heart  touched  with  a  warm  and  experimental  fenfc 
pf  it,  is  the  beft  preparation,  and  the  fureft  way  of  en- 
lightening the  dark  and  benighted  minds  of  the  wild 
lieathen,  in  order  to  lead  them  afterwards  ftep  by  ftep 
into  all  truth.  And  I  have  been  fiUed  with  th''  greateft 
amazement  to  behold  the  powerful  effe^s  of  the  word 
pf  the  «rofs  on  the  moll:  ignorant  and  favage  heathens, 
"who  according  tp  their  firft  appearance  feemed  utterly 
incapable  of  comprehending  this  great  myftery  pf  god- 

lih^fs.  'if'.ll-.iif   :.)sil, 

They  have  been  confirmed  in  this  method  of  teach- 
ing, not  only  by  their  own  experience  of  many  years, 
but  £ilfo  by  the  ej^ample  ^nd  atteftations  pf  their  fellpw- 
labourers  among  other  heathen  nations.  This  method 
b^ts  further  been  found  to  be  the  beft  by  other  Servants 
©f  pod,  who  have  laboured  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft-in- 
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idles,  among  heathens  of  a  more  refined,  in  their  wa^ 
more  learned,   but  a'lio  more  corrupted  turn  of  mind. 
To  prove  this,  I  will  only  quote  a  paflage  out  of  yohrt' 
huke  Niekamp's  Jhort  account  of  ihe  EaJi-lndia-A/IiJJian,  to 
which  Profeflbr  Franke  wrote  a  preface  j  the  words  are 
thefc  :    "  The  miffionarics  have  frequently  remarked, 
**  that  nothing  makes  fuch  a  powerful  impreffion  on  the 
**  minds  of  the  heathen,  or  mak.^s  them  fo  defirbus  of 
•*  receiving  further  information  concerning  the  finful- 
**  ncfs  of  human  nature,  and  the  vanity  of  their  idpls, 
*'  as  when  one,  immediately  at  the  first  speaking 
*'  TO  THEM,  declares  to  their  hearts  the  gracious  mefi*- 
**  age  concerning  the  free  Mercy  of  God  m  Chrift  Jefus 
**  towards  the  loft  human  race.     On  the  contrary,  our 
**  catechifts,  before  they  were  rightly  acquainted  with 
**  the  CHIEF  MATTER  which  a  Minifter  of  the  New- 
•*  Teftament  has  to  declare,  have  made  manifold  ex- 
'*  perimente.  How  Htth  is  to  be  ejlfeSed  amongft  thefe  hea- 
•*  thins^  by  all  moral  reprefentatiom  of  the  glorious  /fttributes 
**  9fGoi^  and  of  various  duties  of  virtue.     Even  fuppofmg 
*«  thej  butwardly  aflent  to  all  fuch  truths,  flill  whillt 
**  their  fl'ubborn  will  is  not  gained  over,  they  only  feck 
**  the  more  by  various  pretences  to  invalidate  the  lame." 
Likewife  page  ^65.     "  Wc  obferved  that  the  greateft 
•'  devotion  ajld  awakening  was  excited  among  them,  by 
•*  propounding  to  them  the  gofpel-topicks,  and  difplaying 
**  before  them  the  fufferings  of  Chrift,  &c.'* 

The  fame  has  alfo  been  confirmed  by  the  hte  Da^>id 
Brainard,  miffionary  from  a  Prefl>yterian  fociety  in  Scot- 
land among  the  Indians  in  the  province  of  Jerfy  and 
Pcnfylvania  ♦.  We  are  well  informed  concerning  that 
pious,  and,  till  his  (alas!  too  early)  death,  indefatiga- 
ble man,  and  it  is  alfo  obfervable  throughout  the  whole 
of  his  accoiiit,  that  as  long  as  he  continued  the 
ufiial  method  of  preaching,  and  endeavouring  to  convirxce 
the  Indians  by  connected  arguments,  he  could  effect  no- 
thing among  them ;  but  fo  foon  as  he  took  pattern  by 
hk  neighbours,  whpfe  good  fqccefs  among  the  heathen 
he  was  an  cye-wltnefs  of,  and  ventured  ftraightway  to 
prekch  to  them  fimply  the  Saviour  and  his  love  even  till 
jhe  de^th    oiJ   the  crofs,    fuch  a  large  and  quick  awa-

kening  enfued,  that  both  he,  and  all  the  miniftcrs  of 
his  pei  fiia/iojn  who  faw  it  were  aftonilhed,  and  forced  to 
afcribe  glory  to  God.  Was  I  to  quote  all  his  beautiful 
paflages  of  this  kind,  I  could  fill  whole  fhcets  of  paper. 
The  following  may  fuffice.  "  Aug.  3.  1745.  I  preach- 
ed on  Rev.  xxii.  17.  IVhofoever  unll^  let  him  take  of  the 
'xvatcr  of  life  fuely.  Although  I  could  not  treat  on 
that  fubjeit  in  the  method  otherwifc  ufual,  yet  the 
Lord  gave  me  boldnefs  and  freedom,  to  fet  before  my 
hearers  in  a  fomewjiat  peculiar  manner  our  dear  Re- 
deemer as  a  mpft  benign  and  compaffionate  Saviour, 
fo  that  a  real  awakening  was  plainly  to  be  perceived." 
In  ihfi  general  umarh  m  this  work  of  grace  it  is  faid  fur- 
ther, page  300.  "  But  this  igrcat  awakening,  and  fur- 
prizing  folicitude  of  the  foulf,  was  never  occafioned 
by  any  terrifying  fermons,  bjjt,  what  is  exceeding 
remarkable,  whenever  in  my  difcourfes  I  flrrongly 
dwelt  on  that  moving  fcene  or  a  Saviour  dying  on  the 
crofs,  and  his  meek  behaviour  under  ]the  whole,  as 
alfo  on  the  exceeding  great  riches  of  the  gofpel-f^lva- 
tion,and  how  kindly  and  out  of  mere  unmerited  grace 
the  divine  mercy  offers  the  fame  unto  all  needy,  forrow- 
fu\  and  diftreUed  fouls  j  there  appeared  immediately 
amftngft  the  hearers  an  extraordinary  ftirring  .anci 
awakening,  ^c*." 

§24. 

Thi?  and  no  other  foundation  (i.  Cor.  Jii.  11.)  is  laid 
amoii;^  our  Greenlanders,  and  what  has  already  bee.n 
commiinicMted  out  of  their  difcourfes  ^d  letters,  and 
will  hf^.  further  added  in  the  Appendix,  will  fufficiently 
c'vince,  that  they  gfow  and  increafe  in  grac  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  upon  this  foundation.  But  fince 
thcfe  public  confeflions  v/itnefs  only  of  the  ftate  of  a  few 
members  of  the  congregation,  I  will  fpeak  my  thoughts 
concerning  the  whole,  as  far  as  I  have  had  opportunity 
to  difcern  from  daily  converfation  and  divers  incidents. 

I  have  obl'erved  among  the  Grecnlanders  little  or  no- 
thing of  that  mere  head-knowledge,  which  puffeth  up, 
hut  leaves  the  heart  empty,  or  even  fills  the  mind 
ivith  curibi<s    fpeculations   th^t    are    hurtful, ,    Neither 

»  Thp  tranflator,  not  having  Mr.  Briinard's  book  by  , him,  was' obliged 
toturr.  thsfc  fafwges  into  £jigij/h  out  ot  the  Germanof  Frefenius. 
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fi'jfvc"  they  any  opportunity  for  it ;  b^caufc  rhcy  hear  no- 
thing but  the  truth,  and  that  acco'din^  to  the  Scriptun?, 
^nd  the  method  of  teaching  is  fimple,  and  calcuhited 
not  only  for  the  underflanding,  but  chiefly  for  the  bet- 
tering of  the  heart.  7  ney  are  not  forced  to  learn  much 
by  rote,  fmce  the  relu«Stance  to  that  tafk  would  in  man/ 
|TToduce  an  averfion  to  the  truth,  and  then  of  courfe  ei- 
ther a  fretful  ftupidity  or  fccret  criticifing.  Ambitious 
emulation  is  not  fet  at  work  as  a  fpur  to  learning;  and 
the  proverb,  "  The  more  learned,  the  more  efteemed," 
has  no  place  among  them  in  regard  to  fpiritual  Icience. 

Neverthekfs  molt  of  the  baptized  are  maffcers  of  a  good 
{hare  of  do6lrinal  knowledge.  But  there  is  a  difttrcnct: 
between  thofe  who  were  joined  to  them  in  an  advanced 
age,  and  thofe  who  as  children  or  in  their  youth  were 
baptized,  kept  at  fchool,  and  trained  up  by  the  bre* 
thren.  For  thcfe  laft  have  not  only  a  daily  catechifa- 
tion,  which  the  adult  have  no  leifure  to  attend ;  but, 
belides,  mod  of  them  can  read  themfelves,  and  confe- 
quently  can  better  comprehend,  and  retain  what  they 
bear.  A  remarkable  difference  jnay  be  perceived  in 
thefe  with  regard  to  their  growth  in  clear  infight  and 
Jcnowledg?;  yet  th.ere  arc  m?iny  pld  ones  too,  who  by 
mature  refldxion,  'accompanied  with  a  heart's-compunCl- 
ion,  have  made  furprizing  advances, 

The  main  point  infifted  upon  by  the  brethren  among 
the  Greenlanders,  both  baptized  and  unbaptized,  is  the 
heart's  feeling,  or  the  living  knov/ledge,  and  perfonal 
iexperience  of '  the  grace  of  God  in  Chriit.  The  candi- 
dates-fbr  baptifm,  muft  no  more  be  deficient  in  a  falu- 
tary  fenfe  of  their  own  mifery,  joined  with  a  defire  after 
Tefus  and  a  confidence  in  his  merits,  than  in  the  necef- 
fary  know'ledge.  .  If  any  perfons  even  abounded  in  the 
latter,  but  wanted  the  fornier  quali/icatioh,  the  mifTicn- 
allies '  WbUld  not  once  think  of  them  as  fit  fubjedts  for 
baptifm.  On  the  othqr  hartd  they  look  upon  fuch  as 
Worthy  candidates  for  the  kiiigdom  of  God,  who, 
thoiign-^rtdtfed  ^vith  but  a  fmall  degreeof  intellectual 
knowledge,  in  good  earneft  weep  for  '  mercy  and  grace, 
trecaufe  they  ire  perfuaded  that  fuch  are  capable  ^f  being 
jmiiclied  with  all  knowledge  and  underftanding.     •       •

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And  I  have  indeed  obfcrvcd,  that  the  Grecnlanderj 
who  have  been  baptized,  and  obtained  a  happy  heart* 
a  peaceful  confcience,  and  a  finccre  defire        '   v:-,    -

begin  from  that  time  to  take  large  ftrides  towards  the 
attainment  of  all  ntceflary  and  ufeful  knowledge  ac- 
cording to  the  touchjftone  of  the  letter.     I  have  further 
obferved,  that  thofc  Green!  anders,  who  have  been  pof- 
feffcd  of  more  grace  and  feeling  than  knowledge,  at  the 
time  of  baptifm,  have  in  a  very  little  time  outftripped 
even  in  true  knowledge  others,   in  whom  the  rcverfe 
had  been  the  cafe  j  while  on  the  other  hand  all  who  af-, 
ter  baptifm,  as  it  were,  ftand  ftill,  and  make  no  advances 
in  grace,  remain  alfo  behind-hand  in  regard  to  know^ 
ledge.     And  according  as  the  baptized  make  thefe  equal 
advances  in  grace  and  in  knowledge,  they  are  further  pre- 
pared and  introduced  into  the  participation  of  all  privi. 
leges  of  the  kingdom  of  grace.  -^  —  -

.  I  now  proceed  to  the  holy  facraments,  viz.  Baptifm^ 
znd  the  Lord's-fupper,       ^  ^  -^_^ 

Holy  baptifm  is  adminiftercd,  cither  to  children  of 
believing  parents,  or  to  adult  perfons. 

As  to  the  baptifm  of  children^  the  father  immediately 
notifies  the  birth  of  his  child,  to  the  miflionary,  and  fo- 
licits  for  baptifm.  This  tranfa£lion  is  performed  in  the 
next  enfuing  meeting  where  all  arc  together  (for  it  is 
generally  done  in  the  prefence  of  the  whole  congrega- 
tion) and  needs  no  delay,  as  the  Greenlanders  are  under 
no  neceffity  of  preparing  any  thing,  a  chriftening-feaft 
or  the  like.  But  if  the  child  is  weakly,  it  is  baptized 
diredly  in  the  houfe  or  tent  of  the  parents ;  and  if  it  is 
late,  or  bad  weather,  it  is  poftponed  till  the  next  morn- 
ing. The  midwife,  and  often  the  mother  with  herj 
brings  the  child  quite  naked  (for  they  haveno  fwid- 
dling  cloaths)  to  a  deaconefs,  who  dreffei^  ft  in  its  bap- 
tifmal  garnient,  and  after  the  miflionary  has  addreflcci 
the  congregation,  and  efpecially  the  children  in  a  ihoft 
^ifcourfe,  ftie  pref<5nts  the  child  to  him,  arid  he  bleffes 
if  in  a  Ihort  prayer  with  impdlition  of  handj  and  then

it:'  '^^ 
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baptizetb  it  into  the  death  of  JeTus.  with  th^  uin^l  words : 
N.  N.  /  baptizt  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father^  and  of  the 
Sony  and  of  the  Holy  Gbo/f,  The  child  is  then  carried  to 
fome  of  the  helpers,  who  as  fponfors,  impart  itlfo  their 
bleffing  unto  it  with  impofttion  of  hands,  and  the 
whole  is  concluded  with  finging  fome  fuitable  verfes. 

in  the  fummer  when  the  parents  live  abroad  in  tentf, 
they  themfelves  bring  their  child  to  be  baptized ;  but  in 
cafe  of  neceffity  one  of  the  miffionaries  goes  to  them, 
and  vifits  at  the  fame  time  the  neighbouring  heathens. 
\'  The  brethren  do  not  baptize  the  children  of  heathens, 
not  even  of  thofe  who  live  with  the  congregation,  finco 
they  have  no  fure  profpe<9:  of  their  education  till  one 
of  the  parents,  if  not  both,  are  baptized,  or  at  leaft 
received  among  the  candidates  for  baptifm.  And  when 
they  are  fo,  yet  thofe  children  whom  they  brought  with 
them  not  quite  young,  and  no  more  (to  ufe  that  phrafe) 
innocent,  are  not  baptized  until  they  arrive  to  years  of 
difcretion,  and  ^ave  received  needful  inilrudion. 

With  thefe  laft  and  with  all  the  adult,  they  proceed 
m  the  following  order : 

When  they  are  fully  fatisfied  that  it  is  their  fixed 
intent  to  continue  with  the  believers,  and  are  afTured  by 
the  helpers,  that  they  have  frequently  exprefled  a  defire 
after  baptifm,  conftantly  attended  the  public  meetings, 
dropt  their  fuperftitious  cuftoms,  and  walked  orderly 
among  the  heathens  a»  well  as  among  the  believers ; 
and  when  it  alfo  appears,  by  frequent  converfations 
with  them,  that  they  are  inwardly  moved  with  longing 
to  change  their  unhappy  ftate  for  a  happy  one  j  then  a 
miilionary  fpeaks  with  them,  (with  the  women  a  dea- 
conefs  fpeaks,  or  at  leaft  fhe  is  always  prefent)  and  puts 
their  defire,  and  the  teftimonies  of  the  helpers,  to  a 
farther  proof.  Their  requeft  is  then  confidered  of  in  a 
conference  of  the  German  labourers,  and  if  no  material 
ebjeftion  appears,  they  are  received  among  the  can- 
didates for  baptifin  on  the  next  congregation-day,  and  re- 
commended in  a  prayer  unto  the  Lord. 

From  that  time  they  are  properly  looked  upon   as 

catechumens  or    candidates    for    baptifm;    it  may   be 

"r  :  •  >  depended 
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dcpendol  upon  that  they  will  (by,  (and  indeed  their 
heathen  relutions  now  give  up  all  hopes  of  drawing  them 
away)  th«y  enjoy  henceforth,  in  common  with  the 
baptized,  their  proper  meetings  for  inftrudticn,  oiid  are 
more  vifitcd^  fpokc  to,  and  cared  for  than-  heretofore* 
in  order  to  give  them  a  clear  idea  of  the  fundainentai 
truths  of  the  rhriftian  religion*  and  crpcciaily  the  better 
to  attend  the  inward  work  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  their 
hearts.  Trial  is  alfo  made  whether  they  can  l^arn  by 
heart  fome  cardinal  pieces  which  comprize  the  chriftian 
dodtrinc,  particularly  the  Apofllcs  creed,  with  Luther's 
expofition  of  it ;  but  it  is  not  abfolutely  required,- 
cfpecially  of  aged  people,  that  they  fhould  be  able  to 
repeat  it  thui  by  memory,  but  the  miflionaries  nrc 
fatisfied)  if  in  a  way  of  free  catcchifation,  they  can  give 
anfwcrs  concerning  their  conceptions  of  the  gofpcl-truth,- 
and  concerning  the  ground  of  the  hope  that  is  in  tlrem ; 
in  all  which  more  regafd  is  paid  to  the  tipriglrtncfs  of 
their  heart,  than  the  promptnefs  of  their  memory  and 
underftanding,  or  the  fluency  of  their  mouth. 

The  reafon  why  our  milfionaries  infirt  'io  little  on 
learning  by  rote,  and  are  content  with  (o  much  as  the 
catechumens  retain  of  what  they  are  taught  from  time  tri 
time,  may  probably  be^  becaufa  they  have  \flrith  forrow 
obferved,  how  little  ufually,  even  in  the  midft  of 
Chriltendom,  the  many  years  toil  in  learning  by  heart,' 
und  repeating  fo  many  doctrinal  formularies  and  fyftems, 
has  contributed  towards  even  enlightening  the  under- 
ftanding,  not  to  fay  changing  the  heart  and  promoting 
true  pradlical  chriilianity.  The  truth  of  this  many  of 
the  ferious  clergy  acknowledge  and  bemoan .r  ''^M  ?'iP*'|;^'^* 

However  I  muft  not  omit  mentioning  on  this  occauon," 
that  at  prefent  many  Greenianders  of  both  lexes,  who 
have  had  their  education  among  the  brethren,  and  have 
learnt  at  fchool  to  read  well,  tafee  pleafure  in  entertaining* 
the  aged  people  at  leifure  hours  with  redding  fomething 
to  them;  and  thefe  latter  retain  more  in  their  meinbries 
by  this  method  than  if  they  were  forced  to  conrM«it  it  to 
memory.  For  love  and  incliiwtioii  to  a  thing,'  niakes^ 
all  labour  eaty.  ^,>.  ^i^q'^i    ..         lo  xio^s, 
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ow  fincc  not  much  Icicnce  is  required  of  the  catc- 
jtthumcDs,  but  a  fimpU,  yet  heart- iprun^  knowledge  an. t 
confcllion  of  their  unhappy  fttuation,  aitd  a  true  deiuc 
^f^r  t^o  riches  of  ialvation  in  the  kingdom  of  God  , 
it  nu^y  (q  fall  «uty  ohat  fome  attain  to  holy  baptifm  in 
four  weci^s  time,  (though  this  cxk  is  very  rare)  and 
others,  who  remain  defrdtive  m  thufe  points,  not  till 
after  whole  years ;  for  care  is  taken  to  adminidcr  it  only 
tp  thofe,  who  not  only. (wd  foc>  but  knpw  what  it  is,  um 
why  th«y  fue  for  it*  •  ^<<^.^  'a  iHt  vfuiiii-.iii.r»  .jti.u ji..* 
,ti  Adult  perfons  are  not  baptized  fingly,  but  always 
feveral  together.  Thcfc  folemn  traiifadtions  are  generally 
performed  on  a  congregation-day,  or  fcftival,  when  all 
the  people  c^n  h6  present,  the  cateehumens  having  been 
iirft  dofvily  examined  once  more  CMicerning  their  mind 
and  heart;  (but  the  fick>  aj\d  thoie  u- on  the  point  of 
dcathf  are  baptized  in  their  houfes  in  prefcnce  of  fomc 
of  their  friends.)  After  a  difcourfe  to  the  congregation 
and  9.  particular  addrefs  to  the  candidates,  they  arc 
publipkly  afkfd  feveral  queftions,  which  they  mult 
anfwer,  confiding  chiefly  of  an  acknowledgment  of  their 
mifery,  a  profeflion  of  their  foul's  defire  after  the  blood 
of  Jefus,  and  an  open  and  iblenin  declaration  of  their 
intention!  in  regard  to  their  future  rourib.  Then  thf 
miilionary  with  impofuion  of  hands,  and  during  a  moll 
fervent  prayer,  pix>iK)unces  the  exorcifm,  declares  the  in  to 
be  now  fet  free  from  the  powers  of  darknefs,  abfoives 
and  claims  them  for  Chrift  as  their  rightful  Lord. 
Thereupon  the  fervants  bring  in  the  water,  and  fome 
fuitable  verfes  .are  fung,  as  "  The  water  fpouting  from 
**  his  fide,— the  foldier's  fpcar  had  open'd  wide,  &c." 
Or,  "  The  eye  kes  water,  nothing  more, — how  it  is 
*^  poured  out  by  men  j — but  faith  alone  conceives  the 
•^  pow'i— rof  Jefu's  blood  to  make  us  clean,  &c." 
Then  one  candidate  after  the  other  kneeling  down 
before  the  water,  is  by  the  miillonary  with  a  bafon 
plentifully  overftreamed  three  times,  whilft  the  words 
ufual  at  baptifm  are  repeated.  This  being  done, 
each  of  them  feparately  is  bleflcd  by  the  German 
labourers  of  his  or  her  lex,  with  impofition  of  hand*. 
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and  confirmed  in  a  view  to  the  perpetual  prefervation 
of  their  garments  of  falvation.  .  j-  f  m^tri  i-^-.  ^ 

What  an  emphatical  impreflion  holy  baptifin  mike§ 
on  the  Grcenlanders,  how  efficacious  th>e  blood  of  Jefus 
is  upon  them,  and  how  mc^  of  them  go  on,  and  grow 
in  the  grace  then  conferred,  the  fdliowing  general  obser- 
vation, befides  many  joyful  inftiances  already  mentioned 
may  demonftrate,  viz.  that  (^  all  the  Greenlahders  hr- 
therto  baptized  by  tht  brethren,  only  one  has  gone  away 
and  relapfed  into  his  former  heathenifm.  May  our  Sa- 
viour maintain  this  bleifing  for  the  future  alio  to  the 
Greenland  miffion  for  his  holy  wouhds  fake !

In  regard  to  the  admiflion  to  the  LordVfupper,  If 
proceeds  flower  ftill.  Speculative  knowledge  is  not  the 
qualification  they  look  after  in  this  cafe  neiuier,  but  yet 
they  require  a  living  knowledge,  and,  beiules  a  blame- 
lefs  walk  and  converfation,  above  all  things  a  true 
feeling  of  poverty  of  fpirit,  and  an  inward  hunger  and 
third  after  all  the  good  things  difpenfed  in  the  houfe  of 
God. 

The  candidates  having  received  a  competent  idea  of 
this  great  myftery  by  frequent  inftruftions,  arc  allowed 
to  be  prefcnt  as  ipedtators  at  the  adnuniftration  of  the 
holy  communion  for  the  firft  time ;  for  hitherto  they 
have  feen  nothing  of  it,  to  the  end,  tliey  may  be  fpared 
all  reprefentations  and  fpeculations  ufelefs,  yea  perhaps 
hurtful  to  the  heart  on  fo  weighty  a  fubje^.  The  com- 
munion being  ended,  they  arc  placed  before  the  con- 
gregation, receive  the  kifs  of  peace  from  their  labourers^ 
and  are  thereby  confirmed  and  alTured  of  a  fpeedy 
admiiHon  to  the  participation  itfelf ;  and  in  cafe  nothinjj^ 
intervenes  mean  while  which  ihouldjuftly  retard  this 
blefHng,  they  are  admitted  the  next  time,  having  been 
previoufly  blefTed  thereto  by  impoiitton  of  hands  juft 
before  the  confecri-tion  of  the  elements,   h  ?-;wi       r-flisr 

A  few  days  before  each  communion,  the  communi** 
cants  come  to  the  miflionaries  to  be  fpi^en  with,  who 
learn   theicby   their    preient  fituation  of  auttd  j   what 
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defire  they  have  after  the  holy  facrament ;  what  im- 
pediment may  perhaps  have  occurred  to  obftru6l  it ;  and 
they  endeavour  either  totally  to  rettiove  fuch  an  impedi- 
ment, or  perfuade-  them  not  to  partake  for  this  time* 
*rhey  fpeak  feparately  with  every  communicant,  though 
fom'etimcs  the  mifiionary  and  his  Wife  fpeak  with  a 
married  cduple  together.  - 1.  k  ■  i*  ii/ x  ^*     ,  /        -       , .  ^,^^.  „ 

The  1/ord's-fupper  is'  commonly  held  once  a  month* 
Thp  table  (which  ferves  for  laying  the  book  on  at 
preaching  as  well  as  for  an  altar)  is  on  this  occafiori 
covered  with  a  white  cloth.  The  miffionary  and  deacon 
wear  white  furplices.  This  is  ail  that  occurs  in  regard 
to  the  ceremonial  part. 

After  a  fhort  difcourfe,  the  public  penitential  con- 
fefHca  is  made  in  a  prayer  kneeling,  and  thereupon  the 
abfolution  is  pronounced  in  the  name  of  Jefus  Chrift. 
Then  the  element  of  bread  is  confecratcd  with  the  words 
of  i  '^.itution,  and  diflributed  by  two  deacons  during 
the  .inging  of  fome  facriament-hymns.  The  communi- 
cants remain  in  their  places  ftanding,  and  when  the 
blefled  bread  has  been  diftributed,  "they  all  together  kneel 
down,  and  at  the  words  :  Tah,  eat,  this  is  his  body  !  they 
partake  together  at  once,  adoring  him  for  his  goodnefs 
in  iilence. 

Sdme  verfes  r.fterwards  concerning  the  holy  body  of  the 
Lofd  being  fung  ;  the  wine  is  likewife  confecrated,  an4 
theh  diftributed  to  one  after  the  other,  vvhilft  the  finging 
out  of  fome  hymns  concerning  his  paflion  is  continued. 
Laftly  they  give  ta'ch  other  th'i  kifs  "of  peace. 

On  the  morning  following,  the  comnmnicants 
aflemble  again,  in  the  hall,  and  keep  a  liturgy  either 
kn«eling,  or,  if  there  be  place  fufficient,  proftrate  on 
their  faces,  expreffing  their  gratitude  of  heart  with  fo 
many  tender  fighs  and  afFedlionate  tears,  that  even  a 
heart  of  ftone  might  be  afFedled  with  the  fight. 

Thpfe  that  are  Tick,  receive  their  {hare  thereof  in  their 
houies.  There  is  no  comrhunioh  kept  apart  for  thofe 
in  the  article  of  death,  except  it. happens  at  the  ufual 
communion-time. 

With  what  defire  the  Greenlaftders  are  looking  cut 
for  the  time  of  eve'y  communion,  and  what  peculiar 
grace  prevails  at  the  participation  thereof,  the  ac^counts

The  labourers  admlnifter ,  the  pedilavium  in  two 
diftindt  meetings,  ?ach  airiong  their  owp  fcx  apart,  firft 
the  brethren  and 'tfieri  the  lifters.  Firft  of  ill,  Mi^hcn  the 
pafTage,  concerning  this  holy  aft,  John  xm.  has  been 
iead,  thcyjointly  i^piiJre  abiolutibiT.  THcn  the  milTio- 
nary,  aihited  by  the  deacons,  aiid  fometimes  alfo  by 
fome  of  the  Ureenlaiid-hcipers,  bcgiiis  to  wafli  the 
brethren's  feet,  and  to  wipe  them  wim  a  towel,  and  all 
the  while  fome  verfes  are  fung  cbncdhiing  the  cleanfing 
virtue  of  the  blo6d  of  thrift.  Among  the  women,  the 
deaconefles,  affifted  by'  Tome  of  the  national  helpers  of 
their  fex,  perform  this  fame  aft,  the  pfalmody  by  the 
miiTionary  beiiig^  ftifl  continued  and  heard  by  the  af-

About  this  time,  when  the  Greenlaijdcrs  will  fliortly 
difperfe,  and  alfo  -vtrheh  they  are  cotiie  together  again, 
the  miffionaries  take  an  opportunity  of  Tpeaking  feparate- 
!y,  not  only  with  the  communicants,  as  they  do  once 
a  month,  but  alfo  with  all  the  baptized  ^nd  catechumens, 

treat  and  frifelL  in  order  to  be  afcertained  How  far  they 
ave  increafed  during  that  fpace  in  therr  knowledge  and 
•acquaintance  with  the  Savioar;  to  put  them  lii  mind, 
before  their  dif^erfion,  upon  w)iat  foundation  they  were 
brought  together  and  baptized,  and  to  exhort  tnem  to 
a  godly  walk  and  cohverfation  among  the  heathens  >  and 
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tp  be.  able,  to  Judge  at  their  return,  how  far  they 
have  adled  conK)rmably  to  their  promifes  aiid  engage- 
ments. 

In  caie  .^y.  differences  happen  between  them,  .they 
are.jnade  up. in  love,  and  further  variance  prevented. 
If  any  ope  has  erred,  he  is  fet  right  with  the  fpirit  of 
meekness,  and  exhorted  to  the  needful  circumfpe«^ion 
and  vigil^ee.  But  fuch,  whofe  hearts  have  deviated 
from  the  Lord,  and  who  have  aded  ag^nft  their  know-^ 
le4ge  and  confcience,  are  once  or  oftner  deprived  of  the 
privilege  qf  partaking  of  the  holy  facrament  j  or,  in 
cafe  of  public  offence,  or  according  to  other  circum- 
fiances,  even  publickly  excluded  the  congregation,  until 
the  party  feeks  and  rinds  his  heart  again,  and  having 
obtained  new  grace,  is  enabkcf  to  leform  hi«  converlation 
and  lead  a.  better  Ufe.  .-".  j.  -n^i. 

Hence  it  will  appear,  why  the  brethren  have  alfo 
introduced  among  the  Greenlandecs  the  fo  called  choir- 
diviflons,  or  a  feparation  of  the  adult  unmarried  people 
of  both  (txesy  which  is  fettl^  in  all  proper  and  regu- 
lated <:ongregatioas  of  the  brethren.  The  mod  deplo- 
rable experience  of  the  gener^iLl  corruption  of  all  nations, 
kt  them  live  in  hot  or  cold  climates;  let  them  be  rough 
or  polite,  bond  or  free,  has  put  the  watchmen  of  the 
brethren*s-church  under  a  necefTity  of  thinking  in  time 
of  a  needful  feparation  of  the  two  fexes,  in  order  th$ 
better  to  realize  the  rule  of  the  apoftle :  That  ewrjf  me  of  you 
Jhould  know  how  to  pojfefs  his  veffel  \n  fanSiification  and  honour  ; 
not  in  the  luft  of  concupifcence.,  even  as  the  Gentiles  which  know 
not  God.  The  brethren  have  found  the  Greenlanders,  in 
refpe^  to  this  depravity,  notwithftanding  their  appear- 
ance of  mod^ily  and  refervednefs,  nothing  better  than 
others,  and  therefore  determined  to  prevent  fuch  things 
by  means  6f  ■3\  chriftian  regulation ;  which  at  the  Hrfl 
view>  or^e  il^)^l4  b^  inclined  to  pronounce  impradlicahic, 
with  fuch  an  unri^ilrained  and  dilorderly  nation.  But 
fmce  the  late  Jj4dith,  after  her  return  from  Europe 
15^49,  made  ^beginning  with  the  young  women  her 
companions,  to  live  in  <i  noufe  fepnrately  by  themfelves; 
the  widows,  and  foon  after  the  young  men,  followed 
the  example,  and  built  themfelves  choir-houles  j  and  ve 
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have  found  that  this  manner  of  life  is  not  detrimcntai  to 
their  outward  ccconomy,  nor  Itops  the  mutual  aid 
betwixt  them  and  the  families,  but. in  many  .refpeits 
makes  it  eafier.  On  the  other  hand,  it  contributes 
greatly  to  their  growing  in  grace,  to  the  prefen-ation 
of  young  and  tender  minds  in  foul  and  body,  and  to  the 
cutting  off"  i. ^numerable  dangers  and  occafions  of  fin. 
In  thefe  houfes  they  dwell,  pray,  and  work  for  them- 
itlvcs,  under  the  infpe6tion  of  one  or  more  of  their  own 
fort  and  rank ;  and  here  they  alfo  prove  very  beneficial 
to  thofe  youths,  or  great  girls  refpecSlively,  who  do  not 
live  any  more  with  thtir  parents,  and  perhaps  on  account 
of  work  cannot  fo  often  frequent  the  fchools,  by  in- 
ftrudling  them  in  reading  and  other  needful  learning, 
and  by  initiating  them  in  fuch  labour  a§  will  be  ufeful  to

-  Every  week  there  is  a  feparate  exhortation  given  to 
each  of  thefe  choir-divifions,  viz.  the  children,  the  fingle 
brethren,  the  fingle  fifters,  the  married  people,  and  the 
widows.  Befides  this,  each  choir  is  fubdivided  into 
claffes  or  bands,  each  of  which  confifts  of  from  fix  to 
ten  perfons. 

The  choir-exhortations  arc  delivered  on  Sundays  by 
one  of  the  miffioriaries.  Next  to  juftification  or  forgive- 
nefs  of  fins  by  grace  through  faith  in  Jefus  Chrift,  which 
is  the  beginning  and  foundation  of  all  bappinefs  and 
falvation,  there  is  efpecially  recommended  to  them  the 
fandlification  of  the  foul  and  all  the  members,  as  grounded 
on  the  merits  ofChrift,  through  the  daily  renewal  and 
fprinkling  of  his  blood ;  and  this,  according  to  the 
different  outward  fituation  of  each,  and  his  inward 
capacity. 

The  bands  are  kept  once  or  twice  a  week,  moflly 
by  the  national  helpers  of  the  fame  fex  and  ftate,  and  are 
alio  vifited  from  time  to  time  by  the  raifEonaries  and 
their  German  afliflants. 

In  thde  fmall  companies,  the  bu^mefs  is  not  preaching 
or  catechizing,  but  in  a  way  of  familiar  converfation 
each  fpeaks  openly  and  frankly  of  the  ftate  of  his  heart 
in  general,  his  increafe  in  grace,  or  whatever  has  proved 

an 
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an  impediment  to  him  therein,  and  they  are  occafionally 
direfted  howr  to  proceed,  admonifhed  or  encouraged. 
At  times  the  niifiionaries  have  a  conference  with  the 
helpers  who  prclide  in  thefe  bands,  to  learn  the  Situation 
of  their  people,-  and   to  give  them  fome  needful  in-

I  will  now  give  a  Ihort  defcription  of  thefe  feveral 
choirs  from  the  youngeft  totheoldeft,  according  to  their 
outward  circumftances.  1  fhall  follow  the  order  in  which 
on  Sundays  their  meetings  are  kept,  and  the  doctrine 
fuitablc  for  each  applied  to  them. 

The  fucklings  or  children  on  the  arm  are  carried  by 
their  mothers  into  the  hall ,  the  miificnary  lings  fome 
verfes  with  them,  and  gives  the  mothers  fom«;  ufe^al 
counfel  concerning  a  chriftian  education  of  them. 

When  they  are  above  four  years  old,  they  are  reckoned 
among  the  children.  Thefe  on  Sundays,  the  boys  as  well 
as  the  girls,  have  their  exhortation  apart,  but  on  the 
week  days  they  are  catechized  every  morning  together, 
and  then  they  have  their  Icparate  fchools  aciorJiiig  to 
their  fexes,  where  they  learn  to  read,  and  the  bigger 
ones  to  write.  Their  fchool-books  are  a  Cnuculanuifh 
primer  and  reading-book,  which  alio  cont  lins  ';he  ed.fving 
Jives  of  leveral  happy  deceafed  little  chilaien.  Whtn 
farther  advanced,  they  read  Luthtr's  catechilm,  the  four 
evangfliils,  and  the  Ac^ts  of  the  Apofl-les,  as  tianflated  by 
profeflbr  Pau/  E^ede^  if  they  can  procure  them  ;  alio  a 
liftle  hymn-book  tranflated  by  the  brethren,  together 
with  the  hirtory  of  our  Saviour's  paifion  and  his  lail 
difcourfes,  according  to  the  harmony  of  the  ibur 
cvangclifts,  pjinted  at  JJtrecht  1759*.  As  they  have 
no  letters  of  their  own,  the  Latin  letters  were  introduced 
arnong  them,  a-  the  eafieft  and  plaintit,  and  tlieie  they 
liave  learnt  to  write  in  a  very  neat  and  pretty  onlicgra- 
phical  manner.  Thofe  that  have  talle  and  capacity  ior 
mufic,  are  inftructed  apart  therein.  At  the  conclulion 
of  tlieir  daily  fchool-hours,  they  learn  fome  i'cripiure- 
tex't,  or  fome  vcrfe  out  of  the  hymn-' oook,  vviiich  proves

-In  the  afternoon  there  is  no  fchool  kept,  becaufe  botj) 
?:he  brethren  are  ©thgrwife  tiigagtsd,  and  the  children 
then  aiTiii  th«ir  parents  in  houihold  affairs  j  the  boys  alfi> 
muft  exercife  themfelves  in  rowing  their  kajaks,  and 
throwing  darts.  In  the  fujnmer)  when  they  go  abroad 
vrith  their  parents^  the  fchool  is  tntirely  intermittedt 
And  yet  they  make  quicker  progrcft  in  learning,  th^m 
one  fnould  cxpe6^  from  Greenland  children.  I  oofervnc), 
that  nrany  chlldrm  learnt  to  read  in  one  wintea*,  aod 
feme  youths  by  repeating  their  leflbn  at  home  to  one 
jKiother,  have  learnt  by  heart  the  fecond*  which  is  the 
largeft  part  of  the  Cieed  in  one  day.  But  all  muft  be 
4one  without  coirpullion.  They  are  in  general  very 
willing  and  eager  to  learn,  and  when  they  grow  weary, 
the  cn'y  way  te  encourage  them  i«s  by  kindnefs  and

i'  When  they  attain  to  the  age  of  twdvc  ycaxsj  tbcy  are 
jreceived  irto  tiie  grtat  boys  or  great  girls  choir»  From 
that  time  they  commoilly  live  in  the  Jingle  brethren's  ox  fm-^- 
glefifiers  choir-houfe;  and  when  twenty  years  ©f  age,  they 
are  incorporated  into  the  choir  of  dic  ungle  brethren  or 
iingle  firters.  The  boys  diet  with  their  parents  or 
relations  \  but  the  girls  fetch  their  vi(9tuals  from  their 
parents,  and  drefs  it  in  their  houfe.  Yet  fuch  of  them 
who  are  at  fervice  in  fome  family,  and  perhaps  tend 
childrejf},  have  their  fupport  and  ^bode  with  them  by

'vr  The  brethren  io  not  allow  here,  any  more  than  in 
otlier  congregations,  that  fingle  people  ©if  different  (e*es 
|iave  any  familiar  converfation  with  each  other  publicly 
(much  lefs  privately)  except  what  the  moft  neceffary  ci- 
vil aiFuirs  may  require ;  Of  thilt  they  carry  on  courtibips 
for  years  together^  whereby  occafion  is  often  given  for 
hurtful  fpecches,  if  not  actions.  A  widower,  efpecially 
i/*he  hath  fmalj  children,  cannot  rem^i|i  Iwg  without  a 
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heI{Mnate.  And  as  foon  as  a  fingle  Grecnlander  has  at- 
tained his  20th  year,  and  is  judged  capable  of  maintain^* 
ing  a  family,  -marriage  muft  be  thought  of  for  him  too. 
In  this  point  th^  are  cared  for  by  their  parents,  or,  if 
they  have  nbne  lifing,  by  their  teachers.  For  although 
every  one.  is  at  liberty  to  move  the  matter  hitnfclf,  yet 
they  feldOrti'tib  it,  well-knowing  that  the  brethren  iludy 
their  good,  and  yet  withal  alkiw  them  all  the  liberty 
they  can  wi^-jfor.  The  altering  of  his  condition  is  pro*  ■ 
pibied  to  (iich  ft  young  man ;  he  is  interrogated,  whethef 
or  no  he  has  made  his  choice  already?  if  he  haa,  it  iv 
gladly  approved  of,  unlefs  there  is  ground  to  fear  it*  pro- 
ving detrimental  to  his  temporal  and  fpiriiual  welfknr, 
01  that  it  is  the  contrivance  of  over-bufy  and  unwife . 
people.  But  if  he  has  not  Rxed  on  any  peiibn,  then  a 
propofal  is  made  to  htm.  And  as  the  millionaries  r«-- 
ferve  the  power,  in  cafe  of  a  too  hafty  or  abfurd  choice, 
to  deny  the  Greenlander  the  marriage-ceremony;  fo 
likew^fe  the  Greenlander  has  it  at  hts  option,  to  reje<5t  a . 
propofal  made  to  him.  Proper  time  having  been  taken ' 
to  confider  of  the  matter,  and  the  man  being  come  to . 
a  refolution,  the  afFair  is  communicated  to  the  intended 
fpoufe:  the  men  indeed  are  not  fo  difficult,  but  the 
women  ftart  more  fcruples.  For  though  they  no  more 
imitate  the  former  unfecmly  geftures  of  the  heathens, 
pull  off  their  hair  and  run  away  in  a  fury,  yet  they  of- 
ten ^ve  a  flat  denial^  after  which  all  perfuaUons  are  in 
vain.  When  the  two  parties  concerned  are  come  to  ai) 
agreement,  they  are,  after  a  fhort  exhortation,  promifed 
or  betrothed  in  prefence  of  their  relations  j  and  their  in- 
tention is  th^h  made  known  to  the  congregation,  and 
they  are  recommended  to  their  prayers.  After  fome 
time  tbey  are  joined  together  in  holy  matrimony  by  the 
miffionary,  in  the  name  of  the  Holy  Trinity  i  whe|B- 
upon  each^  takes  leave  of  his  or  her  former  choir  at  a 
love-feafl,  and' feceives  its  beft  wifties  for  their  new 

'*  The  brethren  do  not  allow  their  men  to  marry  hea- 
then wives,  nor  do  they  give  or  yield  up  any  baptised 
woman  in  marriage  unto  an  heathen  man,  with  the  in 
(his,  cafe  precarious  hof-e,  thiit  the  unbeliever  may  be 
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won  by  the  believer.  No  one  has  liberty  to  marry  more 
than  one  wiie,  nor  to  put  away  the  wik  he  has.  They 
efteem  the  marriage-bond  indifl'oluble,  even  when  mar- 
riages were  contradled  by  pcrlons  in  the  ftatc  of  their 
ignorance  and  htathenifm,  and  not  in  the  moft  orderly 
manner^  and  for  this  reafon  they  exhort  them  to  v\\ 
conjugal  fidelity  and  benevolence.  Neither  do  they  per- 
mit any  Gricnlander,  to  dwell  among  their  people,  who 
*  lett  his  wife  under  the  pretence  of  her  being  a  hin- 
4i';ancc  to  him  in  becoming  a  chrifbian:  fuch  a  om 
/•u  Mt  fccretly  have  entertained  the  finifter  view  to 
v\jV<i.  n  another,  perhaps  a  baptized  iiOer  that  was  more 
agree. ^4^  to  him.  No  married  woman  is  received  into 
the  brethren's  fettlement  v/ithout  her  hufband's  confent, 
except  (he  has  indeeil  been  put  away.  The  brethren 
abhor  all  fuch  means  of  increaling  the  number  of  their 
chriilian  flock,  and  all  fuch  profelyte'  .at  are  made  out 
of  carnal  views,  and  contrary  to  divine  as  well  as  human 
regulations. 

But  when  married  people  from  among  the  heathen 
arc  baptized,  and  at  length  both  of  them  admitted  to 
the  ford's- fuppcr,  they  are  blcft  by  impofition  of  hands, 
in  the  face  of  the  congregation,  and  recommended  to 
the  grace  of  God  by  prayer,  in  order  to  be  enabled  to 
conduft  themfelves' in  their  ftate,  as  becomes  members 
of  Chri{t,  and  as  is  pleafing  unto  God  j  which  tran- 
{i&jon  they  ftile,  the  receiving  the  blefling  of  the 
church.  .  > 

Z  When  married  people  iire  parted  by  death,  the  widow- 
er remains  in  his  cottage,  and  after  fame  time  marries 
again  if  he  is  not  fuperannunted. 

In  cafe  a  •widcia  has  fmall  cnildren,  fhe  continues  !ft* 
her  former  h^abitation  for  their  ftike,  till  they  are  fit  to 
move  into  the  choir-houfc  either  of  the  fingle  brethreii, 
or  fin^e  fillers,  or  go  to  fer vice  in  fomefamily.     Theii' 
fhe  hcrfelf  mo^•es  into  the  "vviuows  houfe,  except  ftie  hks 
(jhildit:n  who  are  mairi:'d,  and  continues  with  them  to 
tend  lier  Irtih;   grand -chddren ;  but  Ihe  concerns  her- 
felf  no  further  in  houfe-keeping.     Gn  the  other  hand,' 
if  (he  has  'up'grnwn   uimiarried  fon?,fhe  keeps  houftr 
for  them.,  Stif  always  m  coimexion  -with    that   family" 

vvi^h 
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with  whom  they  grew  up ;  as  they  in  return  arc  under 
an  obligation  to  aAift  I'uch  a  family  in  their  old  age,  and 
even  to  train  up  thtir  children. 

If  there  be  any  chattels  left  after  a  man's  death,  and 
no  upgrown  fons,  then  his  boat,  tent  and  implements 
are  given  to  another  man,  who  is  thereby  obligated  to 
maintain  the  widow  and  to  bring  up  her  children. 
What  ether  little  matters  ihe  has  left  her,  fhe  diipofes 
of  for  her  own  and  her  children's  neceflities  as  fha 
thinks  iit<

'When  the  Grecnlanders  fall  ficlc,  the  brethren  muft 
alfo  be  their  bodily  phyhcians,  and  aflift  t*"Tn  either 
with  medicines  fent  them  by  their  Europeai.  ixi'  Is  for 
that  purpofe,  or  .with  bleeding,  which  is  of 'jjrea  ife  in 
fevers  brout^ht  on  by  their  frequent  catchi  (3  :okj  they 
being  very  plethofic.  At  fuch  times  they  a:  -  tih  gently  vi- 
fited,  and  alfo  nurfed,  as  the  Greenlanderi  ihtmlelves 
are  exceeding  ignorant  and  aukward  i'  that  refpedt. 
•  They  fpend  their  time  of  ficknefe  in  ^  nanner  ful- 
table  to  chriftians,  who  are  not  afraid  to  die,  but  rather 
defire  to  depart  and  to  be  with  Chrift.  Of  this  chear- 
fulnefs  and  confident  defire  wc  have  feen  fuch  ftriking  in- 
ftances,  as  one  could  fcarcely  expert  from  fuch,  wno  but  a 
little  while  ago  were  blind  pagans.  Yea  we  have  found, 
even  in  thofe,  who  after  their. baptifm  did  not  altogether 
profper  to  our  wifh  before,  fuch  a  change  for  the  better 
wrought  fome  time  bef'  r ;  their  fickiiefs,  and  fuch  a  good 
profpe6l  of  their  anTweringoui- whole  heart's  expectation, 
that  we  have  been  pften  obliged  to  fay:  "All  is  well,

W6en  their  life  Is  come  to  its  final  period,  the  bleffing 
of  the  congregation  is  imparted  unto  them,  by  one  of 
their  teachers,  with  impolition  of  hands,  during  the 
finging  of  fome  verfes  and  prayer.  And  as  foon  as  the 
ipirit  is  gone  over  into  Jefus's  hands,  the  relations  drefs 
iAit  eorpfe  in  the  Greenland-fafliion,  and  inflead  of  put- 
ting it  into  a  coffin,  they  few  it  up  in  a  Ikin.  Being 
laid:  on  a  bier,  it  is  covered  with  a  white  cloth,  on  which 
A  Greenlandifl)  vcrfe  to  this  eftedt  is  legible,  the  letters 
Bcin^  formed  with  red  ribbands  :  Tou  bear  me  noiv  to  mf 
fepoje'—ai  once  t}}ey  lore  my  Lord-^ — and  as  his  facrsd  body

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rofh^a  mine  Jhall  he  rejhr'd.  A  funcral-dtfcourfe  being 
kept  in  the  hall,  four  Greenlan^ers  cari^  the  corpfe  to 
the  burying-eround,  the  miflionary  going  before,  and 
the  Gr^enknaers  following  after,  two  by  two.  Then*  it 
is  depeftted  in  a  tomb  walled  up  with  (lones,  during  the 
ringing  of  a  hymn  i  and  after  praying  out  of  the  litany 
the  fiSiowing  petitions,  among  others :  Ke^  us  in  ever- 
hlfiir^  ftllowjDip  with  the  whole  church  triumphant^  particu-" 
forty  whth  our  brother  (Qtfiier)  N.  N.  (iff.  the  blefling  of 
the  Lord  is  pronounced,  and  the  grave  covdred  in  with 
broad  ftones  and  green  fods. 

One  cannot  cenfure  the  Greenlanders  On  account  of 
the  tear*  they  (bed  at  the  departure  of  their  beloved  re- 
lations ;  but  their  former  fuperftitious  cuiloms,  and  vifits 
of  condolance  accompaniedwith  bowlings,  both  at  their 
houfes  and  graves,  are  utterly  abolifhed,  becaufe  they 
believe  the  refurredlion  of  the  body,  and  the  life  ever** 
laftinf.    . 

For  a  concIuHon,  I  will  infert  out  of  the  brethren's 
church -book,  the  number  of  Greenlanders  baptized  by 
them  from  the  year  1730  till  the  fall  1762.  Their 
number  in  New-Herrnhuth  amounts  to  fomewhat  abore 
700,  befides  thofe  at  whofe  baptlihi  the^>afl¥fted  the 
late  miffionary  Drachart,  or  whom  ii^  baptized  at  the 
colony  by  ^icciat  reqtieft,  in  the  abfence  of  the  Danifli 
mifllonary;  and  beiides  thofe  baptized  at  Lichtenftls. 
Out  of  thefe,  250  are  already  at  home  with  the  Lord,  and 
many  have  been  fpared  for  the  fcttlement  at  Lichtenfels, 
and  yet  the  congregation  at  New-Hermhuth  confifb 
at  prefent  of  421  baptized  brethren  and  fiilers,  of  whom. 
174  are  c^niunicants.  Befides  thefe,  there  arc  39^catc- 
chumens,  and  1 1  new-comers ;  fo  that  the  (uptotaft 
ejf  inhabitants  is  at  this  time  471.  ',;  .  ' '  i 

To  take  them  according  to  the  choir-divifiptts,  there 
are  111  married  people;  3  widowers;  62  widovi^s,  of 
whom  46  became  fuch  in  heathenifm,  tx^a^zy  and 
their  children  fought  their  refuge  among  the  brtsthren. 
There  are  101  Angle  brethren,  including  fuch  youths 
who  go  to  fchool,  and  are  learning  the  management 
©f  kajaks;  n6  fingle-fifters  and  'great  girls;  31  little 
boys,  and  25  little  girls)  in  all  460  fouh.

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,  According  to  an  account  received  in  the  fummer 
^762.  from  LUbttnfthy  there  were  100  baptized  brethrea 
^nd  (tilers,  viz.  63  baptii^d  in  that  place,  and  37  that 
went  thither  from  New-Herrnhuth.  There  were  be- 
sides them  38  catechumens,  and  30  new-comers,  who 
hid  rcforted  thither  this  lail  year,  in  all  168.  Tlierc 
are  18  bapti/.ed  families,  who  live  in  two  large  houfest 
.befides  fomc  fingle  women,  and  ibme  widows  who  have

It  mud  be  allowed,  that  the  whole  is  but  a  little 
Hock :  I  (ay  not,  little,  in  comparifon  to  th?  Greenland 
nation ;  for  that,  according  to  a  computation  already 
given  *,  fcarcely  amounts  to  10,000  (ouls,  in  which 
view  the  believing  Greenlanders  are  however  a  con- 
fiderable  acquifition  for  our  Saviour :  but  I  call  it  little, 
when  compared  to  the  vaft  multitude  of  Pagan  and 
in£del  nations  in  general^  to  balance  which  thefe 
Greenland-congregations,  and  others  from  among^  the 
beathcn,  are  but  a  fmall  company.  And  yet  when 
one  coniiders  the  grace  that  prevails  amongft  this  people, 
one  muft  iland  amazed  at  this  phsnomenon  of  our  time, 
and  muft  he  taught  by  the  furprizing  efFedts  to  ac- 
jknowled^e  the  caufe. 

I  would  only  fay  thus  much ;  That  when  I  walked 
about  among  the  Greenlandcrs»  obferved  their  deport- 
ment and  converfation,  and  fometimes  barely  viewed 
th«  contraft  between  the  very  looks  of  the  believing 
and  the  unbelieving  Greenlanders  j  I  have  frequently 
thought,  that  your  fceptics,  who  incline  to  doubt  of 
every  thing  which  their  reafon  cannot  comprehend,  and 
who  deny  the  c  fficacy  of  the  gofpcl,  or  at  lei«ft  judge 
It  jnfujSicient  towards  ef!e<Sting  a  total  change  of  the 
mind  and  morals  of  men  j  I  fay,  I  could  not  help  think- 
ing that  they  might  here  be  clearly  convinced  of  their  er- 
ror and  miflakc^  by  beholding  men  who  had  been  born  and 
|)^U^ht  up  in  an  uncontrouled  licence  like  wild  beads, 
Jdcftitute  cif  education,  totally  ignorant  of  religious  im- 
|)reiIions,  laws,  rewards  or  punifhmcnts,  yet  new  quite

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voluntarily  (only  conrtraincd   by  a  hi;>hcr  hand)   fiib- 
mitting  their  necks   to   a  before  unknown   and  unac- 
cuftomcd  yoke,  1  mean  the  obedience  ot"  faith,  and  on 
that  account  obeying  and  following  their  teacher^  with- 
out neceflity  or  conipiiUion.     7^^y  '^^^  commonly  ex- 
ceeding averfc  to  leaving  the  place  of  their  nativity,  (or, 
if  they  once  move  from  it,  they  feel  a  conilant  almoll 
irrefiftible  itch  for  roving  from  one  place  to  another  j) 
and   yet    now    they   fpontancoufly  quit  their   country, 
friends   and    acquaintance,    fettle   with   their   teachers, 
and  form  as  it  were  an  oiileijy  republic  of  their  own, 
>  ufcful  to  others  as  well  as  to  themfclvesj.aad  all  diis 
from  no  other  motive,   but  to  hear  I'uch  doctrines  a,i 
yield   nourifhment  to   their  fouls.      Thefe   people,    fo 
ibipid,  at  leall:  fo  thoughtfefs,  carelcfs  and  rcmifs,  that 
they  think  of  nothing  but  what  touches  and  gratifies 
their  outward  fenfes  (for  which  reafon  fome  people  in- 
cline to  place  them  in  one  clafs  with  the  brute  creation, 
and  many  of  themfclvcs  know  no  diftlrence  to  make 
between  thcmfelves  and  other  animals)  thcfc  very  peo- 
ple, by  means  of  competent  inftrudtion,    and  through 
the  grace  and  illumination  of  the  holy  Spirit,  become 
fo  difcreet,    attentive,    carefully  confiderate  and  wife, 
that  they  comprehend  the  grcateft  myflcrics    of  faith, 
land  realize  theai  in  their  fouls. in  an  experimental  and 
happy  manner,    fo  as  to  be  able  to  deliver  the  moft 
glorious  tellimonies  thereof  with  fpirit  and  power.     The 
wild  Greenlanders  are  fo  inflexible  and  felf-willcd,  that 
they  will   rather  fufter  death   than  have  their  fclf-will 
thwarted  ;  and  I  was  afl'ured,  that  many  a  one,  that  had 
been  curbed  in  his  will  by  his  relations,    has  ftarved 
himfelf  to  death  in  a  pet,-  or  otherwife  put  an  end  to 
his  life :  At  the  fame  time  one  perceives  on  the  other 
hand,  among  the  baptized  Greenlanders,  a  tender,  flex- 
ible and  docii  turn  of  mii:d,  which  fubmits  with  love 
and  manly  meeknefs  .to  be  advifed  and  guided  by  fo^ 
reigners,  who  are  looked  upon  at  firft  by  them,  ,a:j  well 
as  by  other  nations,  as  barbarians.     And  it  is  evident 
that  this  is  not  the  eiFeft  of  temperament,  but  of  grace, 
fince  one  often  obferves,  in  the  public  meeting.s,  or  in 
private  converfations,  and  even  in  the  moft  remote  pla- 
ces, perhaps  the  very   ftoutefl  Greeniander,   fhedding 
•    '-V  humbl?

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Uumblc  tears  on  account  of  the  feeling  of  his  natural  ^ 
corruption,  and  the  fwcct  grace  of  our  Lord  Jcfus 
Chriit.  'I'his'  happy  coqipunitlon  of  hca^t  through  the 
word  of  the  crol'?,  which  breaks  rocks  afunder,  and  yet 
rd'ilces  the  heart,  may  be  ftill  more  plainly  perceived, 
when  any  of  them  h;is  been  overtaken  in  a  fault,  and 
has  again  been  carried  away  by  his  ftubborn  natural 
temper .  For  when  every*  other  argument  proves  in- 
effectual towards  convincing  and  perfuading  him,  yet 
the  putting  him  in  mind  of  his  baptifm,  or  of  what  our 
Saviour  has  fuffcred  for  us  and  beftowed  upon  us,  and 
that  one  not  only  grieves  men,  but  the  very  heart  of 
Jefus  and  his  Spirit  by  fuch  tranfgrcflions,  this  generally 
proves  the  moft  powerful  means  of  mollifying  his  obdu- 
rate mind  in  fuch  a  manner,  and  to  fuch  a  degree,  that 
the  poor  ftrayed  fheep  with  floods  of  tears  implores  for- 
givcnefs  and  promifes  amendment.  This  tender  difpo- 
fition  of  mind,  which  I  frequently  obfervcd  among 
young  and  old,  male  and  female,  to  the  iin-noft  joy  and 
humiliation  of  my  own  foul,  is  to  me  a  ftronger  proof 
of  their  heart's  being  really  changed  through  thp  blood  of 
Jefus,  than  if  they  even  went  on  conftanily  in  fuch  an 
exa£lnefs  of  behaviour,  as  to  be  looked  upon  as  un- 
blameable:  for  this  might  be  owing  to  their  cor.iplexional 
quiet  temper,  or  be  afcribed  to  the  good  order  and 
difcipline,  or  to  the  fear  of  Ihame  or  lofs,  &c.  whereai; 
the  other  can  be  derived  from  no  other  fource  tha/» 
foiely  and  alone  from  faith,  and  the  deep  imprefllon  of 
the  paffion  and  death  of  Jefus,  which  muft  vivify  and 
impel  the  new  creature.  Neverthelefs  I  mull  do  them  the 
juftice  to  obferve,  that  fewer  faults  or  deviations  occur 
among  them  than  one  fhould  imagine,  and  that  their 
walk  is  fuch,  as  not  only  to  be  edifying  to  their  own  na- 
t  )n,  but  alfo  to  redound  to  the  honour  of  the  gofpel. 
.  And  thus  I  look  upon  this  in  number  fmall  flock  of  believ- 
ing Grecnlanders,  together  with  the  other  congregations 
from  among  the  heathen,  as  one  of  the  greateft  works  of

I  Have  long  been  undeterqimej  whether  I  ihou]|4  com-* 
municate  any  letters  of  the  Greenlanders  ftill  livings 
partly  becaufe  tney.may  (fsdinipnttY  nwdi  alike,  and 
partly  becaufe  it  might  be  expofed  to  uncharitable  cen- 
fures  ;  but  flill  I  could  ;x>t  prevail  with  myfelf  wholly 
to  fupprefs  ail  that  I  found  of  that  (brt,  as  I  have  per- 
ceived on  many  occd£ons,  that  the  letters  wrote  by  con* 
verted  heathens,  particularly  the  Greenlanders,  hav» 
made  a  deep  impreflion  upon  all  that  have  (een,  or  heard 
them,  and  have  not  oi^ly  excited  them  to.esctol  that  Sa* 
viour,  whofe  grace  ib.  glorioudy  fhews  itfelf  amongft 
the  wildeft  pagaa  naddnS)  but  fometinnes  have  tended  to 
awaken  in  them  a  (alutary  fhame,  and  a  new  zeal  to  run 
their  race.  Soch  perfons  might  have  regretted  the  lofs 
of  fomething,  perhaps  the  moft  relilhing  to  their  hearts, 
if  thefe  letters,  of  which  there  are  a  good  many,  fbould 
totally  have  been  omitted.  This  is  the  only  reafon 
why  I  here  infert  a  (hort  extradl  out  of  (ome  of  their 
letters.  Indeed  familiar  .letters,  which  are  not  written 
in  a  dogmatical  ftrain,  but  where  one  fpeaks.  iimply 
about  himfelf,  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  exhibit  people's 
whole  underilanding  of  the  gofpel-do^rlne,  and  the 
growth  in  the  fame ;  yet  they  may  difcQver  the  founda- 
tion that  is  laid,  ana  the  fuperitru£ture  builr  thereon. 
At  the  fame  time  one  may  fee  out  of  fuch  letters  the 
Greenlanders  way  of  thinking,  and  the  {Ituatiqa  of  theic 
hearts.  It  is  poHible  in  genera!,  that  the  ftatc  of  (bme 
men  may  be  better,  than  they  can  exprcfs  it  in  words  s 
and  it  is  not  impcilible  that  others  may  a|ELim  more  ox 
themfclves,  than  they  are  really  pofTeW  Otf  But  wr 
cannot  well  fuppofe  the  latter  of  the  Greenlanders,  be*, 
caufe  they  are  an  upright  and  Ample  people*  who  nei- 
ther chufe  nor  are  able  to  fpeak  intelligently  df  things 
they  have  no  heart-experience  of;  at  lesHt  they  would 
necefTarily  be  afraid  to  cell  their  miniflers  any  thing,

[  have  not  forgotten  to  this   very  hour,    that

my  (infulnefs,  I  know  of  no  deliverer  but  my  Cieator^ 
to  whom  1  live. — If  th<?re  was  no  Saviour,  I  ftiould  d«i 
no  good:  (ftiould  be  a  mifchievous   man)  but  that  is 
my  joy,  that  he  does  not  defpifc  the  miferable. 

— —Whenever  my  heart  h  poor,  I  feel  alfo  the  grace 
of  our  Saviour.  Though  he  might  with  good  reafon  de- 
part from  me  on  account  of  my  great  unworthinefs,  yet 
he  does  not.  'Fhat  amazes  me  exceedingly,  \\cil 
then  !  he  fhall  have  my  whole  heart,  &c. 

10.)  Jon.  I  hide  myfelf  daily  in  our  Saviour's  open 
fide,  as  the  birds  hide  in  the  rock-clefts,  and  I  fuck  his 
blood  like  a  fuckling  child.

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As  the  mifllonary  Predate  Boehmjh  departed  to  his  Lc)id 
oil  July  29,  1763,  I  will  here  infcrt  his  life,  and 
fu  C94ic|u4c  tjiis  Ui%ry  of  thv.^iHiu^ 
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I  Was  born  (writes  he  of  hirT.rcIf)  ihe  i6th  of 
April  1710,  at  Kuhnewald  in  Moravia,  where  r.iy 
father  was  a  miller,  and  according  to  his  bcft  infight 
*«  recommended  the  fear  of  God  to  me.  At  firft  I  had 
*^  no  inclination  for  a  pious  life  ;  but  as  I  grew  in  years 
**^  and  undcrftaiiding,  1  became  very  uneafy  in  my  mind, 
**  efpecially  when  1  thought  on  death,  and  I  often  went 
weeping  alone  into  the  field  without  properly  know- 
ing why.  At  the  time  of  the  general  awakening  in 
Moravia,  about  Eafter  1722,  coming  the  firil  time  into 
a  meeting  of  the  brethren,  and  hearing  the  late  happy 
witnefs  of  Jefus  MtUhior  Nitfehman,  preaching  and 
praying,  my  heart  was  fo  powerfully  laid  hold  of  by 
grace,  that  it  was  melted  in  numberleis  tears. 
Upon  this  I  refolved  immediately  to  emigrate,  and  td 
*•  look  out  for  children  of  God.  I  went  every  morning 
*•  and  evening  into  h  garden  with  my  coufm  Adatlhao 
•*  Bothni/h,  where  we  prayed  on  our  knees,  with  our 
**  faces  turned  towards  Saxtny,  in  hopes  that  God  in 
*'  his  good  time  would  condudt  us  thither.  The  firft 
**  company  that  fled,  would  not  take  me  along  with 
**  them,  in  order  not  to  expofe  my  parents  to  vexa- 
"  tious  examinations  and  troubles.  But  on  Palm-  Sun- 
"  day  1725.  I  intruded  myfelf  upon  another  company 
**  almo(t  by  force,  and  fled  with  them  the  fame  night. 
"  On  Eafter-Sunday  we  heard  the  firft  Lutheran  fermon 
**  at  Panterjy  and  foon  after  the  late  fervant  of  God  Mr, 
"  Schwedler  in  Niednwiefey  whofe  prayer  made  a  pow- 
«*  erful  impre^fion  upon  my  heart.  On  the  firft  Sunday 
*'  after  Ealtcr  we  arrived  at  Btrtholsdtrf,  juft  to  the  repe- 
*'  tition  of  the  Rev.  Mr*  Rothe's  fermon,  and  there  we 
'*  found  the  whole  congregation  of  Herrnhuth  affembled 
«*  together.    It  was  indeed  no  fmall  joy  to  me,  that 
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•*  our  Saviour  had  brought  me  according  to  my  hcart'»" 
**  wifli  fafe  toHcrrnhuthj  but  outwardly  1  faw  little 
•'  profpedt  of  finding  a  maintenance,  every  thing  there 
•*  appearing  ftill  very  uncultivated  and  bare.  1  attcmpt- 
*'  «;d  to  learn  the  weavers-trade,  but  as  it  difagrccJ 
"  with  my  health,  I  was  placed  in  the  orphan -hoiife 
"  at  that  time  as  afTtdant  among  the  children.  But 
•*  growing  more  fickly  here  than  before,  I  refolved  to 
•'  become  a  gardener.  In  the  mean-while  I  took  tour 
*•  journies  Into  Moravia,  and  at  the  third  I  brou[;ht  out 
**  with  me  five  perfons,  among  whom  was  my  young- 
**  eft  brother.  ^  rj  3^  jow  pe  atiR.  ,#f«iir!  ,  tmy  «}  iTtt  '' 
*♦  In  the  year  17  JT,  at  the  return  of  the  Right  Hon- 
"  curable  the  Count  of  Zinzendort"  from  Copenhagen, 
•*  much  was  fpokcn  concerning  the  Negroes  and  iiretn- 
landers :  this  excited  a  ftrong  impulfe  in  my  mind  rr> 
go  to  Greenland  ;  and  as  I  communicated  it  to  AJat- 
**  thtw  Stath^  who  was  at  work  with  me  in  laying  on'' 
**  and  levelling  the  burying-ground,  he  told  mc  to  rny 
"  joy  that  he  had  the  (amc  thoughts.  We  made  our 
**  mind  known  to  the  congregation  in  a  letter,  and 
•'  continued  meanwhile  our  work  in  ftiilnefs,  in  cx- 
pedtation  of  hearing  further  of  the  mifHon  to  Green- 
land. Some  time  after,  I  acccMiipanicd  Brother 
Chrijlopher  Defmth  on  his  journey  to  Pruffia  and  Li- 
**  thuania,  to  vifit  the  Saizhurg^exiles ;  and  as  Matthew 
**  Stach  during  that  interval.  Anno  I733j  was  gone  to 
•'  Greenland,  L together  with  brother  John  Beck  follow- 
•'  ed  him  thither  Anno  1734.  At  our  arrival  we  found 
*^  that  the  inhabitants  of  Greenland  were  carried  off  by 
**  an  epidemical  ftckncfs  for  many  miles  round  about 
^'  us ;  neverthelcfs  we  made  a  covenant  and  figned  it, 
**  importing,  that  if  even  in  ten  years  not  one  Green - 
♦*  lander  fliould  be  converted,  we  would  not  fuffcr  our 
**  fpirlte  to*  fink,  but  would  endure  to  the  end.  Our 
**  outward  want  of  neceffaries,  the  dangerous  and  diffi- 
'*  cult  (ba-voyagea  to  feek  provifions,  th -  contempt  of 
♦*  our neighbours,  the  reproaches  and  fpib  ul  machi- 
nations of  the  heathens,  who  were  prejudiced  againlt 
us  and  would  not  hear  us,  the  difficult  language,  and 
many  inward  and  outward  fuffcrings,  often  oppreflcd 
**  nie  inexpreffibly,  and  it  was  in  thiti  fituation  that  I 
■'^  '"  "  com. 
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corapofed  that  hymn  :  Here  is  a  little  company,  fee  *i 
But  ftill  the  Jively  hope  that  we  fhould  once  fee  a 
flock  of  believing  Greenlanders  about  us,  and  the 
great  love  to  dicfc  favages,  whom  I  could  have  wept 
into  the  very  heart  of  our  Saviour  {if  I  may  be  allow- 
ed the  expreflion)  encouraged  me^  again,  and  ena- 
bled me  to  fufFcr  every  afHidlion  chearfully.  When 
our  Saviour  made  us  a  preient  of  the  firftling  of  this 
nation  Samuel  Kajarnak ;  I  thought  for  joy  v^th  Si- 
meon :  **  Lord  !  now  letteft  thou  thy  iervant  depart 
in  peace,  lince  mine  eyes  have  (een  thy  falvation  in 
this  heathen.'*  But  this  joy  was  but  fhort-lived.  Our 
Samuel  was  obliged  to  fly,  being  purfued  by  mur- 
derers. We  w^re  frightened  by  various  falfe  reports, 
as  if  the  Count  of  Zinxendorf  was  loft  in  his  voyage 
"  to  St.  Thomas's,  ^nd  were  often  told  that  our  miflioa 
*'  would  foon  be  at  an  end.  Through  the  bleflied  vili- 
««  tation  of  the  Rev.  brother  Grafman,  Anno  1740,  we 
*'  were  afrcfti  ftrengthened ;  and  at  that  time  I  was 
•'  joined  in  matrimony  with  fifter  jfnna  Stach.  Soon 
*'  after  enfued  the;  bleffed  awakening  amongft  the  hea- 
thens, which  greatly  encouraged  us  to  labour  among 
them.  But  having  endured  many  internal  and  exter- 
nal heavy  circumftances  for  the  fpace  of  nine  years  ; 
I  fet  out  in  1743  for  Germany,  to  refrefh  myfelf  in  the 
congregation.  1  (hall  never  forget  with  what  grace 
I  was  there  overpowered,  and  how  often  I  was  melted 
down  with  joy  and  (hame  before  the  feet  of  my  dear 
Saviour.  In  the  mean  while  my  wife  came  alfo,  and 
brought  our  two  children  into  the  nurfery.  In  the 
year  1745  we  returned  again  toGremhnd  on  board  a 
(hip  from  Amjierdam  deftined  for  the  whale-fifliery, 
where  I  was  obliged  to  perform  the  chaplain's  oflicc  ; 
and  we  enjoyed  the  years  following  very  happy  times 
among  our  dear  Greenlanders,  till  in  the  year  1749 
we  obtained  leave,  for  the  fecond  time  to  vifit  the 
congregations.  We  fteered  our  courfe  firft  tq  Pen-^' 
fylvaniay  where  we  not  only  vifited  the  congpcgatiokis

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•*  at  Bethltbenty  Nazareth,  Gnadmthal,  Chrijhaa^s-brunn, 
**•  &c.  but  alfo  partook  of  the  holy  facrament  with  the 
Indian-congregation  at  t\ic  A&honi,  and  ailifted  at  a 
baptifm.  From  hence  we  went  to  Engiand,  and 
were  for  four  months  together  rcfrefhed  both  tempo- 
rally and  fpiritually  at  the  houfe  of  the  late  Ordinary 
'^  of  the  brethren  in  London.  In  the  year  1750  we  vi- 
•^  filed  the  congregations  in  Hsfland,  Germany  and  SiUfiay 
and  were  truly  aftonifhcd  at  all  the  good  which  the 
Lord  had  done  for  his  people  in  fo  (hort  a  time.  Hav- 
ing been  prefent  at  the  fynod  in  Barby,  we  return'^d 
againin  175 1  with  new  ftrcngth  and  courage  to  our 
work.  During  the  years  1757  and  1758,  when  I 
''^  fuppiied  brother  Bed's  place,  the  grace  of  my  Lord 
**  Jetfus  Chrift  approved  itlelf  in  a  very  powerful  man- 
ner on  my  heart,  notwithfVanding  all  my  weaknefs 
and  lihfitncfs ;  and  he  owned  my  poor  teftimony 
amon&:ft  the  heathen.  Being  releafed  again  by  bro- 
ther Beckf  I  went  the  third  time  to  Herrnhitth  in  the 
year  17595  and  enjoyed  many  bleflings,  particularly 
*•}  Whilft  attending  the  lectures  and  difcourfes  of  the 
late  Ordinary.  But  little  did  I  then  imagine,  that  in 
the  month  of  May  x  760  I  ihould  ailift  in  carrying  his 
venerable  remains  to  the  burying-ground  !  This  lofs 
made  me  ihed  numberlefs  tears,  and  caufed  me  a  deep 
concern  and  forrow.  But  our  Saviour  comforted  my 
heart  with  a  full  aflurance,  that  he  would  not  let  the 
work  which  he  had  begun  through  this  his  chofen 
Servant,  drop  or  be  interrupted,  but  complete  it  by 
means  of  his  fucceflbrs.  With  this  hope  Ifet  out 
again  to  GreenUmd  in  the  year  1761,  and  arrived  with 
my  company  on  Aug*  i,  fafe  and  well  at  NeW' 
Herrnbuth." 

Thut  far  our  late  brother*s  own  hand-writing. 
During  this . long  and  dangerous  voyage,  he  was  al- 
ways feso  chearful  and  happy:  but  inwardly  he  believed, 
that  It  probably  would  be  the  lafl ;  and  his  mind  feemed 
to  be  imuch  engaged  with  the  thoughts  of  departing  and 
being  at  home  with  the  Lord.  He  would  frequently  re- 
cite to  his  companion,  the  compiler  of  this  hiftory,  (who 
had  not  bteeh  prefent  himfelf)  fome  paflhge  or  other  of 
the  late  Ordinary's  lait  hours  and  fayings,  aad  alwaysjwith 
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tears  in  his  eyes.  He  employed  himfelf  chiefly  with 
reading  the  lateft  congregation-writings,  and  generally 
concluded  with  Tinging  ioftly  fome  hynins,  efpecially 
thofe  compofed  by  the  late  happy  Count  Chrijiian  Re^ 
vatus,  which  were  particularly  relimed  by  him.  He  en- 
tered anew  upon  his  office  in  Greenland  with  an  humble 
and  yet  confident  and  believing  heart,  and  his  dircourfcii 
were  hearty,  moving,  attended  with  undtion,  and  often 
with  tears.  Their  chief  contents  were,  the  unfpcakablc 
love  of  our  Lord  Jefus  towards  his  poor  creature  man, 
which  conftrajned  him,  even  to  fufFer  death  forvthem. 
He  made  it  his  principal  concern  to  obtain  a  true  know- 
ledge of  the  hcart'^-fituation  of  the  Greenlanders,  to  dif- 
tinguiih  properly  between  human  infifmities  and  actual 
unraithfulneiTes,  and  to  treat  them  accordingly  with  le- 
nity or  rigour>  and  yet  at  the  fame  time  to  endeavour  to 
gain  the  perfons  with  meeknefs  and  ipaternal  love,  In 
his  converfation  with  the  Greenland  helpers,  one  ob- 
ferved  a  peculiar  tendernefs  and  untSlion.  He  heard 
whit  they  advanced  with  friendlinefs  and  patience,  gave 
them  folid  advice,  rejoiced  when  things  went  well,  but 
was  alfo  not  dejected  when  it  did  not  fucceed  among  the 
people  according  to  his  wilh  ;  he  then  pointed  out  the 
caufe  of  every  diforder,  gave  them  ufeful  admonitions, 
and  exhorted  them  to  new  faithfulnefs,  and  to  ihew 
good  example  to  the  others.  In  the  conferences  with 
his  European  fellow-labourers,  he  was  condef^pending 
and  not  felf-opinionated,  and  was  always  intent  upon* 
keeping  up  the  unity  of  the  fpirit  in  the  bond  of  love. 
One  could  perceive  that  his  office  among  the  Greenland- 
ers lay,  efpecially  for  thcfe  hft  years,  with  great  weight 
upon  his  mind,  and  be  .ww  frequently  obferved  to  re- 
tire into  folitary  places  to  pour  out  his  own  concerns, 
and  thofe  of  "the  pcdplc  committed  to  his  charge,  in  fer- 
vent prayer  to  ■  our  Saviour.  He  was  exceedingly  con- 
cerned left  the  Greenland  flock  might  increafe  in  number 
by  means  of  fucfc,  who  come  to  them  rather  with  a 
view  of  temporal  than  fpiritual  advantages :  and  he  could 
pot  reft  fatisfiedl  in  this  fcrutiny,  until  he  was  convinced 
upon  folid  grourvds,  that  they  were  indeed  awakened  by 
ihe  Spirit  of  God,  and  had  experienced  the  power  of  the 
gofpcl  of  Chrift.    He  affiftcd  his  brethren  io  temporal 

affairs 
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affairs  as  his  ilrength  and  other  avocations  would  per- 
mit. In  Auguft  1762,  he  returned  from  an  excur- 
fion  in  a  very  rainy  day  wet  to  the  fkin,  and  complain- 
cd  of  a  violent  head-ach.  We  advifed  him  to  be 
more  careful,  and  not  expofe  himfelf  to  fuch  weather, 
which  caufes  the  moft  ficJcnefles  in  this  country  ;  but 
feeing  the  accumulated  labour  of  his  Brethren,  he 
would  ftill  riik  his  own  health  to  aflifl:  them.  In  Au- 
tumn, the  fame  year,  he  took  a  journey  to  the  Iflands, 
to  vifit  fome  ficlc  Grecnlanders,  and  to  admin i^er 
inedicines  to  them  as  well  as  fpiritual  advice ;  for  h'*  was 
alfo  their  phyfxcian  in  ordinary.  Towards  the  clofe 
of  the  year  his  head-ach  increafed  to  that  degree,  that 
he  was  obliged  to  preach  and  to  keep  the  meeting? 
with  his  head  bound.  In  May  1763  his  head  fwelled, 
•which  grew  fo  painful  to  him,  that  he  was  often 
fcarce  mafter  of  his  fenfes  ;  and  yet  he  continueJ  his 
fundbion  among  the  Greenlanders  with  unparalicli^d 
faithfulnefs  and  blefling,  till  within  three  weeks  of  his 
departure ;  and  the  laft  fermons  which  he  preached 
will  not  be  forgotten  among  that  nation.  On  the  1 2th 
of  July,  attempting  in  company  with  a  Greenlander 
to  ufe  fome  exercife  and  to  take  frefh  air  in  the  field, 
as  he  was  defcending  from  a  rock,  he  was  feizcd  with 
a  dizzinefs,  and  falling  down,  was  wounded  on  the 
head.  He  was  now  obliged  to  take  to  his  bed.  He 
foon  fignified  not  only  his  defire,  but  likewrfe  his  full 
afiurance,  that  he  fhould  foon  go  home ;  he  fr2;hed  of- 
ten to  our  Saviour,  but  was  compofed  and  happy,  tho* 
he  could  not  fpeak  much.  But  in  the  night  of  July 
16,  he  fcem^d  to  recover  his  vivacity  and  fpeech,  (a 
as  to  be  able  to  converfe  with  his  Collegue,  wlio  watch- 
ed with  him,  about  feveral  material  affairs.  He  then 
called  for  his  wife,  who  was  alfo  fick,  and  had  a  hearty, 
meek  and  humble  converfation  with  her,  recommend- 
ed her  and  their  children  ta  the  care  and  proted:ion 
of  the  Lord,  and  at  lift  laid  his  band  on  her  and 
his  youngeft  fon  lately  born,  and  imparted  his  bisfling 
to  them.  We  prefented  him  fome  bread  and  wine  for  re- 
frefliment ;  this  made  him  recollefl:  the  great  grace  and 
favour  of  having  adminiltered  the  facraments  to  the  be- 
lieving Greenlaaders  ;  and  at  the  fam«  time  he  moft 
Vol.  il,  H  h  ardsafr* 
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ardently  implored  our  Saviour's  pardon  for  every  omifH- 
on  in  his  office  and  calling.  And'  vi^hen  his  CoUegue 
put  him  in  mind  of  our  Saviour's  gentlenefs  and  ten- 
dernefs,  he  replied :  "  O  !  yes  !  that  is  true,  fo  he 
"  has  ever  approved  himfelf  to  me."  From  that 
time  he  fpent  the  remaining  moments  in  ftill  conver- 
fiiti'jns  with  his  Lord,  of  which  we  could  underlland 
fome  broken  fcntences.  Oncehe  faid  diftinftly  :  "  Our 
•*  Saviour  pays  me  frequent  vifits,  and  will  foon  fetch 
'*  me  home."  July  Z4,  he  received  the  holy  facra- 
ment  for  the  laft  time,  and  then  lay  moftly  in  a  con- 
ftant  flumber,  till  July  28,  when  he  once  more  joined 
in  Tinging  fome  verfes  treating  of  the  happinefs  of  be- 
ing with  the  Lord.  On  the  29th  of  July  he  faid  with 
a  broken  voice,  *'  My  dear  Saviour  is  now  come  to 
**  take  me  home  j"  and  at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
the  moment  car.ie,  when  he  gave  up  his  foul  unto  his 
faithful  Creator  and  Redeemer,  during  a  happy  departure- 
Ij^urgyheld  by  the  Brethren  prefent,  in  the  54th  year  of 
hisagc,  29  years  of  which  he  had  fpentia  the  fervice  of  the 
Greenland-congregation,  and  23in  a  contented  and  hap- 
py marriage,  which  had  been  blefled  with  8  children.^ 

As  many  of  the  Greenlanders  as  at  this  time  of  the 
year  were  at  home,  were  immediately  called  together  to 
hear  the  notification  of  the  happy  departure  of  this 
their  faithful  minifter,  the  firft  inftance  during  al- 
moft  thirty  years  ;  which  caufed  a  very  tender  emotipn 
and  innumerable  tears.  Letters  were  fent  by  two  Green- 
landers  t'^  the  colony  at  South-bay,  80  leagues  North 
of  this,  to  convey,  if  poflible,  an  account  of  this 
event  to  Europe  by  the  fliip  there  ready  to  fail,  and  we 
fuccecdcd'io  our  wifii.  Mean  while  all  our  Green- 
landers  aflemblcd,  anil  alfo  many  Heathens  from  the 
neighbouring  iflands,  to  be  prefent  at  the  burial;  and 
in  their  prefencc,  a  difcourie  was  previouily  held  by 
the  JJiiTionary  Ballcfihortt  ;  and  then  the  tabernacle  of 
this  venerable  witnefs  of  the  death  ai\d^  lufFerings  of 
Jcfus  Chrift  among  the  Greenlanders,  was  decently 
interred  in  the  burying-ground  of  the  Greenland-con- 
gregation. Let  hh  hones Jhurijh  again  out  of  their  place, 
Ecclufi.  xlix.
